AT  the  time  of  his  father^s  deceafe,  the  young  mon-  yj^  i/^^^*^ 
arch  Lewis  XI V.  wanted  fometfalng  more  thzn  jgcUratiM 
three  months  of  five  years  of  age.    The  firft  aft  of/ei  afii9 , 
•    the  regency  (hewed  how  great  an  illafion  it  is  for  and  the 
princes  to  imagine,  that  the  living  will  be  governed  by  the  q^^  ^ 
dead.     Lewis  XIII.  thought  maturely  he  had  been  well  ad*  »«^'^^'^ 
vifed  In.  making  his  declaration ;  he  had  obliged  the  queen  '**.  ^ST^ 
and  the  duke  of  Orleans  to  fwear  to  it  in  the  prefcnde  of  the  '^gO^^ign^ 
whole  court,  and  had  caufed  it  to  be  regiftered'  by  the  parlia-  '^''^       ' 
went  of  Paris,    All  this  tioie  the  qtieen  was  taking  inea- 
MoD.

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fures  to  render  thefe  precautions  abortive,  and  had  (ecured 
to  herfelf  fuccefs  before  Uie  king  was  dead*     On  the  i8tho£ 
May  ftie  went  to  the  parliament ;  told  them,  in  a  ftiort  fpeech, 
that  her  grief  wag^  Wdx^r-eflifele,  that  It  admitted  of  ae^  eoa- 
folation  till  their  depifties  came  to  pay  their  dntres  to  her 
fon  ;  that,  afllidled,  confufed,  and  not  knowing  which  way 
to  turn,  fhe  came  to  re{5ofe  herfdf  on  theil  advice^  zvA  to 
form  iter  condift  apon  their  oDWicas  ».      S^cli  "Writhe 
queen's  CQmpliment ;  the  chancellor  fufHciently  explained  her 
meaning :    the  parliament,   prepared  for  the  queen's  pur- 
pofe,  and  glad  of  fucfr  aiT  opportunity  tafbpport  theii  own 
authority,  confided  to  her  the  tutelage  of  the  Jdng,  and  the 
regency  of  Bis  dominiona,  fclely  and  fimplyj^  tiie  dttkeof 
(frU'ans  ^hd  liie  prince  of  Conde  ^  aTTenting.  In  a  word,  with- 
out repealing,  they  intirejy  cancelled,  the  kipg's  declaration. 
The  great  favour  inta  which  cardinal  Mazarine  rofe  foon 
after,  and  which  he  maintained^as  long  as  he  livjd,  has  in- 
duced an  opinfoii  that  lie  was  the.  atothor  of  this  meafure  ; 
bue  riie  faft  is  fo»  much  otherwife,  that  at  x\^  ^e  He  was  t]|e 
onlyperfon  to  whom  it  gave  diftafte ;  which  he  made  no 
fcruple  of  declaring,  and  difppfed  every  thing  for  his  ^  return 
into  Itdlyi^ "This  too  has  been  treated  as  a  refined  ftroke  in 
policy,  but  it  wa€  real. 
Cardinal     -  X«*»  -qiieen  had,  however,  no  mind  to  lofc  him,  and  at 
Mazarine  the  fame  time  knew  aot  howfo  keep  him  \  fhe  communicated.

The  old  biftiop  of  ^^^ittvwj,  tho* 
her  confi"    ^*^^  "^^y  fl^i^^  ^  appreKftnCon,  eTther  faw  ot  was  told*  it  % 
denci.         opoti  which  he  behaved  *  fo  fttangely,  that,  tlio«gh  hfe  had 
been  adii|itted  into  the. council,  he  was  direftsd  to  repair  to 
his  diocefe,  where  he  died  *^  not  long  after  of  ehagf  in.     The 
queen,  forgetting  her  hufband's  injunftions,  permitted  Mon- 
fleur.^<?  Chateneif  to  retire  to  his  own  honfe,.  and  recalled 
'  the  duchefs  of  Chevreufi^2^d  Madame  de  Bautefort^.     Her^ 

gratitude-  to  thofe  who  had  fided  with  her  in-  the  time  of  Her 
difficulties  was  fo  flrong  at  her  entrance  on  the  regency;  aftd

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der  rereptment  carried  fo  ftiarp  ap.  edge,  that  fhe  JCjpofed  her 
confidence  in  the  iMyi^oiVendofme  and  hFs  fons,  particularly: 
the  duke  of  Beaufort^  whom  fhe*  idtrpfted  with  the  kiag's 
perfon  when  fhe  removed  him  from  5/.  Cermdm:s.$  to  Paris. 
She  fheweh  likewifq  a  diCpoHtion  to  4efpoil  the  family  aad 
creatures  pi'  cardinal  Richliet^  .that  ihe  might  gratify  thcfe 
apd  ot)ier  favourites.     But  her  jnferefts  and  her  incliiiations 
quickly  changed,  not  through  any  fickTe'ocfs  in  the  queen's  * 
tamper,  ,but  from  her  feeing  things  in  othfer  lights.

baggage.     The  recovery  of  ^tivi/. was  tlie  firft  confcqnence 
of  this  vi(Jipry  ^  .which  r.aifed  the  courage  of  the  imperial'' 
ifts.  extremely.     In  ttaly  prince  Thomas* pi  Savoy  Continued 
to  command,,  aflifted  by  the.  vi{(;ount  de  Tureimejind  Mon- 
ileur  du  PleJJis  Prajlin  ^.  The  Spaniards  were  long  employed 
in,^he  fiege  of  the  caUleof  Tojrtona,  of.  which  they  at  length- 
became  mafters;  tl^e  French  and  Piedmonte/e  m  the  meaR^ 
time  t^k  J^Ji  and  Trim ;  foon,  after  which  the  vifconnt  de 
Turenne  was  recalled  ;  and  the  command,  by  the  ficknefs  of 
prince  Thomas^  devolving  upon  M.  du  PhJJis  Pra/Hn^  he  con- 
cltided  the  c^rapaign  with  the  taking  the  bridge  over  the*S^wr^, 
a  ,place  of  ;gt'eai  confequence,  as  it  opcnisd  a  communication 
between  Piedmont  and  the  Montferrat  ^     In  Catalonia  mar-

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he  had  acquired^  though  be  could  not  hiader  the  ling  ot 
spoilt  firom  retaking  Moncm.    The  truth  is,  that  at  fo  great 
a  diAance,  and  while  the  court  was  in  fuch  agitation^  arn^ies 
were  not  fo  well  fuppUed,  or  the  demands  oi  thofe  at  the 
head  of  them  k  punAually  anfwered,  as  in  the  time  of  Rich*, 
Urn.    However,  his  nephew  de  Brez^^  now  become  by  his 
death  duke  de  Fronfac^  bdit  the  Spanijb  fleet  on  the  3,d  of 
Sept€!mber^  in  the  light  of  Carthagena^   and  took  two  of 
their  largeft  (hips  ™. 
^bi  dmki       But  what  fixed  the  reputation  of  the  regepcy,  and  con- 
^An-      foled  the  court  for  the  wrong  turn  thmgii  took  in  othe^ 
guiea        places,  was  their  fuccefs  on  the  fide  of  Flanders.    The  duke 
gaiM  m      of  Angmm^  then  in  his  twenty-feoond  year,  commanded  tK^ 
€omfhit     forces  of  France^  having  under  him  the  marftial  WoJf>itaf^ 
^'^^    and  the  count  de  Gajion.    His  army  confifted  of  fixteenf 
g'^^f^.thoufimd  foot  s^nd  feven  thouland  horfc ;  the  Spaniards  were 
J^^^^,  about  tweQty-fix  thoufand,  under  Don  Francifco  de  Melb^ 
'who  had  formed  the  fiege  of  Rocroi^  on  the  jBrontier  of  the 
Low  Countries t  towards  the  Ardennes.    The  duke,  having 
received,  by  an  exprefs,  an  account  of  the  king's  death,  r^- 
foived  to  relieve  the  place,  and  give  the  Sp^miards  batUe. 
The  marflial  laboured  all  he  could  to  difluade  him,  but  \vl 
Vain ;  the  batde  was  Very  warmly  fought ;  the  left  wiog 
of  the  French  army,  commanded  by  the  marthal  de  Ho/pit ej^ 
Was  beat,  and  the  marfhal  had  his  arm  bi:oke ;  but  the  count 
de  G^on  having  difperfed  the  left  wing  of  th«  SJtan^  ^^^» 
and  having  palted  round  their  main  body,  came  tp  his  aimt* 
knee,  and,  taking  the  Spanijb  cavalry  in  fiaak,  they  were 
quickly  beaten.    Their  infantry,  forming  a  fquare  battalion, 
having  thdr  genent^  the  count  de  Fuentes  in  the  centre  Cwh<H 
being  ill  of  the  go^t,  was  carried  in  a  chair)  began  to  re- 
treat, and  repulfod  the  duke  of  Angmen^  who,  d^rough  Loi- 
^ience,  attacked  him  with  his  horie  :  a|.laft  the  foot  came 
tip,  and  then  they  were  broken,  or  rather  flaught^ed^  with 
their  general.    They  loll  nine  thoufand  men,  and  tweaty 
pieces  of  cannon  «.    This  was  a  decifive  defeat,  and  the  ru/n 
of  the  Cqftilian  infantry,  which  could  never  be  repaired. 
The  duke  of  Anguien  afterwards  befieged  Thionvitle^  and 
took  ity  after  fix  weeks  open  trenches  «>,  tho*  the  Spaniards

The  j^trfnef 

faAbn  of  Vendofme^  to  whom  the  prjnce  of  Coim  had  given  «/  C9urt^ 

the  name  of  Les  Import ans^  or  7%e  Importants,  perfecuted  ikh  •/ 

the  queen  puWi'cly,  and  privately  cenlurcd  her  conduft.  Bcaafort 

Thd  duke  of  Beaufort y  a  young  man  of  a  large  fizc,  well-  ^rtftd^ 

liiade,  of  moderate  parts,  but  endowed  with  a  peculiar  kind  of  ^^^^  ^ 

popular  eloquence,  by  which  he  charmed  the  vulgar,  was  fo-^*^"*^ 

much  incenfed  at  tlie  preference  the  queen  gave  io  MP'^arlne^^*^  *  * 

that,  having  abundance  of  perfons  about  thexourt  at  his  de-'"^ 

Votion/  he  took  fome  fucn  Aeps^  as,  inftiead  of  (Ipiog  his 

own,  did  his  enemy's  bulinefs  atonce»  fo  that  he  was  arretted 

when  he  feaft  expected  it  4.    He  was  charged  with  a  defign 

Co  murder  the  cardinal,  though  he  pretended  that  their  oijy 

aim  was  to  frighten  him.    But,  whatever  their  view  wa^ 

this  put  an  end  to  ail  their  pretenfions  to  fe^our.    The  duk« 

die  Vendbjme  and  the  duke  de  Merconir^  his  eldeft  fon,  were 

brder^  to  retire  to  their  houfcs,  and  in  a  little  time  Ma» 

dame  de  Hautrfort  and  the  duchefs  of  Chevreyife  fel)  again 

into  difgtat:e '.

*  formed  of  defpoiling  the  relatbn^  and  friends  6f  hi$  prede* 
ceflbr.  He  told  her,  that  in  general  they  were  perfons  of 
merit,  who  had  difcharged  the  places  they  held  with  im- 
putation; that  they  could  expeft  proteftion  only  from  her 
majefty,  and  muft  confequently  remain  attached  to  her  ;  and 
that,  in  depriving  them  of  the  places  they  held,  Ihe  w6uld 
hot  find  it  eafy  in  difpofing  of  them  to  others  who  were  like 
tol>ehaYe  better^  pr  to  be  more  fteady  in  their  obedience.

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favour  K  But  the  chancellor,  the  forlnteudaat  q{  the  £naajQ<^, 
and  his  fori  Chavigni,  rewained  ftill  expofed  .to  the  qi^eea'* 
refentnaent*  As  to  the  firft,  the  cardinal  reprefeated  his  lati? 
fervice  in  parliameat  in  fo  ftrong  a  light,  that  the  queen  ^% 
length  came  to  endure  hitn;  but  as  for  BQuthilHeryhc  waj? 
removed  toward?  th.^.  clofe  of  the  year,  and  theoffijce  oi  furr 
intendant  beftowed  upon  the  prefident  i?ai//<?tti  %  a  man- qf 
incorruptible integrrty,  but  of  too  mild  and  foft  a  difpofition 
for  that  employment,  and  therefore  he  bad  firft  Mr.  d'JvaupCf 
and  then  Mr.  Emery,  given  him.  as  an  aiTiilant.r  This  fc* 
diired  the  chancellor,  from  whom  if  the  feals  had  b/eeu  taloea* 
they  would  have  been  given  to  the  prefident*  Mr.  ^  Cha- 
vigni was  ordered  to  difpoie  of  his  employment  as  C^retarji 
of  ftate.

ffettdrtd^  concluded  a  new  treaty  with  the  flfates,  in  whidi 
'lliey  gave  them  the  title  of  high  and  rnVghty  Lords  %  and  in 
wtoeof  which  the  prince  of  Orange  promifed  to  aft  in 
concert  with  Monfieur,  whom  he  advifed  to  attack  Dunkirk 
and  'Oravdines.  Tlie  treaty  of  alliance  was  alfo  renewed 
*H^lth  Pdrttigah,  and  a  fubSdy  granted  to  RagGfJkiy  who  there- 
upon made  an  irrnption  into  Hungary ^  and  afforded  thereby 
a  v^ry  neceffary  diverfion  in  favour  of  the  Swedes,  General. 
Merci,  who  commanded  the  Bavarian  army,  had  taken  Fri- 
kurgh  before  the  French  Were  in  a  condition  to  take  the  field, 
mt  ieaft  with  an  army  capable  erf'  looking  him  in  the  face. 
'  At  lehgth,  having  drawn  together  about  twenty-fix  thou- 
sand men,  the  duke  of  Jnguien  advanced  towards  general ' 
Mercif  who  was  encamped  very  advantageoufly  to  cover  his 
-new  conquefts. ,  He  attacked  him,  notwithftanding  his  re- 
trehchments,  on  the  3d  of  ^ugufi,  and  wirii  great  difficulty 
forced  them  on  one  fide :  upon  this  Merci  decamped,  an^ 
took  pbflefltoft  of  a  mountain,  where  he  fortified  himfeif  as 
ftrongly  as  before;  the- duke  attacked  him  again  on  the  5th, 
but  without  being  able  to  force  him;  but  on  the  9th  he 
quitted  his  retrenched  poft,  and  leaving  behind  him  Ak  , 
piiBces  of  cannon  ",  and  part  of  his  baggage,  made  a  great 
and  glorious  retreat.  The  duke  of  j4nguien,  without  amufing 
liinrielf  "^ith  the  recovery  of  Frihirgh,  refolved  to  bccom^e 
mafter  of  the  courfe  of  the  Rhine.  Accordingly  he  attacked 
PMf^/rg-*,  which  furrendered  on  the  9th  o^  sipteinber.  Up- 
on this  fuccefs  Mentz  opened  her  gates  ;  IVonns  and  Oppen- 
i^tfn  wer^  reduced ;  and  marfhal  Turenne  took  all  the  place.s 
on  that  Tiver  as  far  as  Landau  *.  In  Italy  things  went  but 
indifferently  y  prtftce  Thomas ^  after  a  long  fiege,  reduced  St. ' 
Fa,  and  obliged  the  Spaniards  to  abandon  the  caftle  of  JJf, 
whith  they  had  furprifed  while  he  was  engaged  *  in  that 
fiege.  Pope  Urban  the  eighth  dying,  France  interpofed  to 
prevent  cardinal  Pamphilio  from  Succeeding  him  \  but  cardi- 
nal Jntonio  Barberini,  who  at  this  time  was  prote(5lor  of 
the  affairs  of  France,  being  gained,  and  the  French  ambaf-

cMit  dsys  open  treocfacs^  On  the  yAtjf  Augufi  the  prince 
^ Orangi  made  hhnfelf .  mafter  of  the  Haas  .van  Ghent  k,  a 
place  ol  great  importance,  which  the  republic  has  ever  fince 
poflcfled,  and  which  gave  their  forces  an  open  paflage  into 
BfokuU.  Tlie  dnke  of  Orleans  was  ambitioQs  of  fame,  bat 
did  not  care  to  engage  inenierprizes  which  were  accompanied 
ci&er  with  much  difficnlty  or  danger,  fo  that  nothing  farther 
of  importance  was  done  on  this  fide.  He  was  received, 
however,  on  his  return  \  with  ail  imaginable  teftimonies  of 
refpeft  by  the  court,  with  which  he  was  liighly  pleafed. 

The  domeftic  afiirs  o^  France  began  to  be  difturbed,  in  Begiwdtig 
confequence  of  the  hafty  fteps  taken  by  the  queen  in  the  be-  o/tho/i 
ginning  of  her  regency.    The  council  of  ftate  had  impofed  difputes 
a  tax  npon  the  new  houfes  boilt  contrary  to  the  ediA  iot^^^A 
fetdng  lx>ttnds  to  the  city  oi  Paris -^    upon  which   foU^^ff^^ 
lowed  an  infurreftion  of  the  people,  whofe  caufe  was  fup-  y'^^^  ^ 
ported  by  the  parliament.    At  firft  vigorous  meafures  were  .'^^^^^^ 
fefoivedon;  but  the  natural  moderation  of  Mazarine  pre-^-^.y/,,^p, 
vailed ;  and  the  queen,  in  return  for  the  affection  the  Pari' 
femf  had  always  Ihewn  for  hor,  pardoned  the  ofience  ^  This 
did  not  hinder  *new  difputes  with  the  parliament,  who  faw 
dmr  Opportunity,  and  were  very  defirous  of  extending  their 
authority.     The  qtieen  fent  for  them  to  court,  and  caufed 
them  to  be  reprimanded  by  the  chancellor  ^ ;  but  this  had 
Httle  effeftk '  They  refolved  to  convert  her  compliment  into 
^  conceffion,  and  made  her .  deeply  repent  the  promife  (he 
had  made  them  of  receiving  their  counfefs,  and  following 
their  advice.     If  tins  fpirlt  of  theirs  had  been  truly  what  it 
fenned,  zeal  for  the  caufe  of  thtir  coiintry,  and  an  honefl 
d^fire  of  fparing  the  purfes  of  the  people,  it  had  been  highly 
conamendable ;  and,  very  probably,  by  a  moderate  proceed-* 
tog  they  might  have  prevailed.    But  this  was  not  the  cafe ; 
Mr.  de  Chateneuft  releafed  from  his  imprifonment,  and  fuf* 
fered  to  live  at  his  houfe  at  Montrouge^  was  the  great  au« 
tbor  of  thefe  difcords.

Vfith  great  (laughter,  the  brave  ccmnt  Merci  being  Jellied  ^ 
upon  the  fpOt «.  Marfhal  Grammont^  ^iriih  the  French  ca- 
valry, was  throughly  beaten,  and  himfelf  taken  prifoner; 
and  if  general  CUfnehzA  not  amufed  himfelf  with  atteinptin|r 
to  plunder  the  baggage,  he  might  have  refioried  the  fortune 
of  the  day,  or  at  leaft  he  might  have  made  a  good  retreat  > 
but,  his  troops  bong  difperfed  by  the  viftors,  he  was  him- 
felf made  prifoner*  The  imperialifts  had  three  thoufaqd 
killed,  two  thou&nd  taken  prifoners,  and  fifteen  pieces  of 
cannon  ;  but  the  viftory  was  very  dearly  bought.

Innocent 
the  tenth,  who  had  afcended  the  papal  throne  by  the  ailiit« 
lince  o(  AeBarberins,  who,  in  that,  had  facrificed  their  at* 
tachment  to  France,  was  no  fooner  firmly  feated  thereon, 
than  he  began  to  make  them  feel  the  weight  of  his  refent- 
laent,  and  that  in  fo  extraordinary  a  manner,  as  obliged  them 
to  have  rccourfe  to  the  proteftion  of  France,  or  rather  to 
that  of  the  cardinal,  who,  by  his  fole  influence,  procured  it 
to  be  employed  in  their  behalf  in  its  utmoft  extent.     In  con- 
feqiience  of  this,  the  cardinal  Antonio  Barberini  and  his  bro- 
ther the  preFeft  Thadeus,  with  his  family,  retired  to  Parii^ 
where  they  were  received  with  all  poffible  marks  of  honour 
and  refpeft  c;    We  cannot  enter  here  at  large  into  the  mo- 
tiyes  of  th6  cardinal's  conduA,  which  has  been  cenfured  by 
fome,  and*  commended  by  others  ;  it  is  fuffident  to  fay,  that 
they  brought  with  them  immenfe  fums  of  money,  which  they 
freely  lent  for  carrying  on  the  war  on  this  fide ;  and  in  conif- 
deration  of  which  Mazarine,  in  procefe  of  time,  advanced 
cardinal  Antonio  to  the  archiepifcopal  fee  of  Rbeims,  and  the 
poft  of  lord  high*  almoner. 

,  '  .The  nSftnifter  was  obliged,  for  his  own  jullification,  to  j^^^  j^ 
^ake  all  imaginable*  care  of  the  affairs  in  Catalonia,  where  Harcourc, 
the  marflial  de  la  Mothe  was  replaced  by  the  count  de  Har-  wcero^pf 
iourt,  with  the  title  of  viceroy.    He  opened  the  campaign  Catalo- 
towards  the  clofe  of  March  with  the  fiege  of  Rofes,  an  im-  nia,/«i« 
portant  port,  ftrong  by  fituation,  well  fortified,  and  in  which  Rofcs, 
there  was  a  garrifon  of  three  thoufand  foot  and  three  hun-  ^dhatt 
dred  horfe.     The  count  du  PleJJis  Prqflin  commanded  the  ^^  I^2i 
'fiege,  and  the  count  de  Harcourt  covered  it.     The  place  was  rw^it " 
'well  defended;  and  Don  Andrew  de  Canielma,  who  com-

enough  to  ittidertake  any  thing  for  its  relief,  fo  that  the  place

After  his 
departure;  the  count  de  Harcourt  pafled  the  Segro  with  all 
his  forces,  in  order  to  give  battle  to  the  SJ>anidrJs,  who 
were  pofted  between  Lwrens  and  Balaguier,    The  battle  was 
fo"ught  on  tiie  2 2d  oi  June^  when  the  Spanijlo   troops  were 
b6it,  having  1 000  men  killed,  and  2000  taken  prifoners,  which 
was  foflowed  by  the  lofs  of  Liorens  and  Baldguier  ^.  But  this  was. 
not  the  greateiV  event  bf  the  year  ;  the  baron  d'Jlby  formed  . 
a  dangerous  confpiracy  for  reftofing  Barcelona  to  the  Spa^ , 
nizrdsy  in  which  a  great  number  of  the  inhabitants  were  em- ! 
barked  -  but  it  was  difcovered  on  the  very  point  of  execu- 
tion, by  thegrest  vigilance  of  the  viceroy,  by  whofe  orders* 
.   fditte  of  the  principal  criminals  were  feverely  pimifhed  g,  and 
themalecontenfts  put  out  of  the  power  of  afting  for  the  future.   . 
Operations     The  greateft  efforts  were  made  oij  the  fide  of  Flanders, 
in  Flan-    where  the  duke  of  Orleans  commanded,  having  under  him

*^ ^^    J  Spaniards  Were  bur  v/eak,  and  the  great  diverfion  made  by 
and  the      ^Ke  prince  of  Orange  v(tTy  much  facilitated  the  pro^refs  of 
mar/hats    ^^  French.     Cafal  was  taken  by  ft6rm,    which  opened  a 
du  Gaf-     piflage  to  the  fiege  of  Mardyke,     This  place  was  then  no  , 
lionfl«^de  niore  than  a  Very  flrong  fort  covered  by  marlhes,  into  which 
Rantzau.  Ac  Spaniards  had  put  ^  garrifon  of  twelve  hundred  men,' 
with  all  the  ammunition  and  provifions  neceflary,  general 
Picolc^ifii  being  iiear  with  his  army,  to  afford  the  befieged 
all  the  afliftance  in  his  power.     The  fiege  was  carried  on 
r-  V^ith  great  drctimfpcftion  ;  and  the  Dutch  fket,  commanded 

-    hy  admiral  Tromp^  blocked  up  the -place  by  fea.     It  was 
itfrrendered  on  the  loth  of  July,  alter  twepty  days  open 
trenches  ^ ;  by  which  the  count  de  Rantzau^  abjuring  the  . 
pfotfeftant  religion,  obtained  the  marfhal's  ftaff.     To  fecure 
^  this  conqtieff,  the  marftial  de  Gajfionv^^  fent  to  take  the 

fort  of  Litikj  which  he  performed  within  the  compafs  of 
the  fame  montii,  being  dangeroufly  wounded  in  the  attack. 
.  Tfhe  two  ntarlhals  fiext  attacked  Bourbourg,  which,  after  a 
fi'c^e  of  ren  days,  was  furrendered,  and  the  garrifon  made 
pibtfont^s  of  war.  Menin,  Bethimey  2inA  Lillers,  followed  ; 
while  in  the  mean  time  the  prince  of  OraJige^  befieged 
Itiil^,  a  place  of  great  Ilrength  and  importance.  The  Spa* 
niards,  feeing^hlm  thus  employed,  aflembled  all  their  forces

in  Flanders,  m  order  to  recover  fome  of  the  places  fhey  Iiad 
loft;  in  which  they  met  with  fome  good  fortune,  for  they 
rfecdvefed  Cdfal,  and  furprifed  the  fort  of  Mardyh  ^ ;  but 
in  the  mean  time  the  priftce  of  Orange  took  HuIJl  on  the 
i^th'of  November y  aftei^  which  the  forces  on  both  fides  went 
into. winter  quarters. 

At  home  the  cardinal  found  himfelf  every  day  in  frefh  New  iif- 
perplexities  with  the  parliament ;  and  very  often  his  quar-  putes  njnith 
rels.Hverc  about  fuch  trifles,  that  it  was  fufficiently  evident  ^^^ parlta^ 
thiis  great  and  powerful  body  took  a  pleafurd  in*  embarrafSng  ^^^f  ^^ 
afiid  perplexing  his  admlniftration.   He  wanted  not  fome  true  ^'^'!" 
friends,  who  advifed  him  to  aft  with  vigour ;  and  to  let  the  ^^y  ^ 
parliament  know,  that  though  kings  were  minors,   yet  the  ^^^^ 
royal' autliority  did  not  participate  either  of  age  of  pi  youth,, ^^^/;^  ^^ 
Kut  w^s  always  the  fame  ;  and  that  having  declared   they;,/rj. 
dueen  fole  regent,  they  wc;f e  as  much  bound  to  obedience  as 
the  reft  of  her  fubjeftsi.     But  the  cardinal  confidered  his 
own  fituation  as  a  ftranger  that  had  no  alliance, .  noTupport 
but  from  the  queen ;  he  had  no  adequate  notions  of  the  con-' 
ffitution  of  France^  but  took  his  opinions  in  that  refpeft  im- 
plicitly from  others  ;.and  had  alfo  fo  many  falfe  friends,  who 
either  took  a  pleafure  or  found  their  intereft  in  feeing  him 
tJi«s  confoundedj  that  he  really  knew  not  how.  to  aft.    The 
queen  herfelf  did  not  difcover  any  want  of  refolution  j  but, 
in  the  audiences  that  (he  gave  to  the  cotomittee§  of  parlia-. 
meflt,  behaved  with  fteadinefs  and  dignity ;  and  tfie  chan- 
cellbr  was  not  wanting  in  the  proper  (fifeharge  of  hisi  office  °*. 
But,  notwithftanding  all  this,  the  parliaments  were  gainera 
by  every  difpute ;  and  it  was  this  that  excited  them,  as  foon   ~ 
as  one  was  terminated,  to  fet  on  foot  another.     In  point  of 
*  railing  money,  it  was  thought  proper  to  niake  ufe  (rf"the 
king  himfelf,  who  went  in  perfon  to  hold  his  bed  of  juflice, 
'  when,  according   to  the  eftablifhed  ufage,   the  parliament 
Vegiftered  the  edifts,  out  of  refpeft  to  the  king's  prcfence, 
without  remonllrances".     In  order  to  make  the  moft  of  this 
e)cpedien.t,  the. king  carried  nineteen  money  bills  °  at  once  ;• 
which  offered  fo  fair  an  occafion,  that  the  adv5cate  general 
Talon  made  a  bold  and  eloquent  fpeech,  which  the  queen, 
more  intent  upon  the  fpdftacle  than  the  importance  of  this 
tranfa^ion,  could  riot  help  applauding  p  /  and  it  was  not

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trithont  conceffions  that  a  pcxnt  of  to  great  confiDquencc  and 
in  which  there  was  nothing  harih  or  immodecate^  Waa  got- 
over ;  and  even  with  the  help  iof  thefe  it  was  not  tyithonC 
mnch  difEcuIty  the  minifter  brought  it  to  bear.     The  cardi-^ 
nal  was  no  leis  embarrafled  with  the  negotiations  at  Muu'^ 
fier^  where  the  Spaniards  laboured  a/Cduoufly,  and  with 
great  addrefs^  to  detach  the  ftates  general  from  their  inter^ 
tfis,  at  the  fame  time  that  the  emperor  afted  with  the  fame 
view,  and  ^th  the  like  probability  of  fuccefs»  iii  regard  to 
the  Swedes ;  but»  in  the  management  of  thefe  affairs,  the 
cardinal  difcovered  much  greater  abilities,  and,  with  the 
affiftance  of  the  count  of  Brienne^  enabled  the  French  pleni- 
potentiaries to  make  good  their  party  with  their  allies  9. 
Ladiflaus^  king  of  Poland^   haying  demanded  the  princefa 
Maryoi  Nevers  in  marriage,  the  treaty  was  quickly  con- 
cluded, and  on  the  9th  of  November  the  ambalTadors  eipoufed 
that  princefs  in  the  name  of  their  mafter  ^ .     Madame  la  Ma-^ 
rechale  de  Guebriant  conduced  the  princefs  Mary  into  Po* 
hmd'y  and  was  the  firft,  and  perhaps  will  be  the  loft,  that 
^  bore  the  title  of  ambafladrefs,  which  however  was  never 
better  fupported  ;  for,  notwithftanding  fome  private  hiftories 
of  a  difagceeable  nature  had  taken  a  quicker  paflage  than 
(he  to  Warfawt  and  made  fuch  an  impreflion  on  the  king's 
mind,  that  he  had  in  a  great  meafure  loft  the  inclination  of 
becoming  a  hufband,  yet  the  ambafladrefs  managed  things 
fo  well,  that  fhe  not  only  carried  her  point,  and  faw  the 
princefs  (he  carried  placed  upon  the  throne,  but  raifed  her 
own  credit  with  the  king  fo  high,  that,  by  his  command,  the 
fame  honours  were  paid  to  her  that  had  been  paid  to  the 
archduchefs,  who  had  condufted  his  firft  confort  •  into  Pa* 
A.  D.     l^nd.    This  year  the  heirefs  of  the  illuftrious  femily  of  Ro* 
1645.      ^^^  efpoufed  the  chevalier  Chabot,  defcended  from  the  ad* 
miral  of  that  name,  but  who  was  far  from  being  rich ;  which 
fo  provoked  her  mother,  that  fhe  produced  a  young  man 
whofe  name  was  Tancred,  affirming  him  to  be  her  own  fon 
by  the  duke  of  Rohan,  and  the  true  heir  of  the  family  ; 
but,  after  a  long  fait  which  this  occafionecl,  the  determina- 
tion was  in  favour  of  her  daughter  againft  a  fon,  who  made^ 
his  appearance  upon  fo  critical  an  bccafion  ^

.  Lewu  this  fourteenth  wa,s  now  turned  of  fevcn  years  old,  7be  king 
and  it  was  judged  abfolotely  oeceflary  to  take  him  out  of  ^^^f»  ouf 
the  handa.of  tbe.wo©en.     But  as  the  education  of  the^'^*' 
young  prince  was  a  point  of.  great  cpnfequectee  to  the  qucea  f*^^  "f 
andjier  niiniftgr,  it  was  judged  moft  expedient  to  Confide '  ^^^^» 
this  great  truft.to.the  cardioai  himfclf,  who  was  by  letters /^^y  y^l* 
patents  cneated  furintendant  of  the  king's  education  "•     The  leroi  ap^ 
mxKfmdeVilleroi^  now  r^fed  ro  tlie  rankof  marihalof  France^  pointed  bis 
was  declared  Ihs  governor ; .  and  the  abbe  de  Be^ummf^  bet-  go^erner. 
ter  knawuby.the  .nanne  oi  Perefixe,  afterwards  archbifliop 
of  Paris^  was  his  preceptor  ^ ;  but,  whether  it  was  thro* 
thefaujtof  the  latter,  as  is  commonly  reported,  or  whether 
in  fafl  the  king  had  naturally  flow  parrs,  and  no  capacity  of 
learning  langijiages,  fo  it  certainly  was,  that  he  made  but 
Very  little  progrds  in  what  i$  generally  ftiled  learning,  tho*  oa 
the  other  hand -it  is  no  lefs  certain,  that,  by  the  converfatioi^ 
of  marfhal  Vilkroy^  and  of  the  cardinal  himfelf,  he  was  in- 
formed oi  xhdk  things  that  it  beft  became  a  king  to  know, 
was.  accuflQme4  to  think  before  he  fpoke,  and  to  judge  o£ 
pcrfons  and  things  without  paffion  or  prejudice.     Calumny 
has  imputed  to  the  queen  and  the  cardinal  a  defire  of  breed* 
jhg  him .  up  in  ignorance,  that  they  might  manage  him  the 
more  eafily,  and  keep  public  affairs  the  longer  in  their  bwn 
hands ;  but  his  attachment   to  the  cardinal,  and  his  affec- 
tion and  reverence  for  marfhal  VilUroi,  feem  to  afford  an 
evidence  fufficient  to  deflroy  any  fufpicions  of  this  kind.    It 
is  certain  that  the  cardinal  himfelf  was  very  fenfible  of  the; 
defers  in  the  king's  education ;  but  at  the  fame  time  fug- 
gefled,  that  they  were  in  a  great  meafure  unavoidable,  and 
Uiat  he  had  laboured  not  unfuccefsfully  to  corredl  them  as 
he  advanced  in  years,  as  far  as  it  was  in  his  power ;  and  im- 
partial judges  have  inclined  to  believe,  that  he  aflerted  no- 
thing in  this  refpeft  that  was  contrary  t©  truth  *.    But,  not- 
wiihflanding  this,  the  cenfures  pafTed  upon  his  preceptor 
have  not  been  thought  without  foundation,  and  that  his 
want  of  talents  for  the  office  confided  to  him  were  not  dif- 
coyered  till  it  was  too  late.

Ho 
the  ncgo'    was  a  magiftrate  of  great  parts  and  probity,  but  ^^fo  ftnuge    ' 
tiation  at  a  temper,  that  he  was  ever  at  the  head  of  fome  Purty  or 
Mttnftcr.   other. '  Under  her  difficulties,  he  had  been  very  fieady  ia 
the  fervice  of  the  queen,  and  very  ufeful  in  getting  the  lioii- 
tations  contained  in  the  king's  declaration  candeUed.     But 
when  this  was  done,  he  was  the  firft  to  murmur,  and  the  laft 
to  be  reconciled  to  the  court ;  fo  diat,  after  condescending 
often  to  his  humours,  and  facrifictng  much  to  hisrefent* 
ment,  the  queen  very  unwillingly  caufed  him  to  be  arretted^ 
and  carried  prifoner  to  the  frontiers  o£  PUinrntr.    Tbs 
other  caufe  was,  that  thefe  two  employments  were  difpo&d 
of  to  two  young  counfdlors,  with  a  difpehfation  for-  thdc 
want  of  age,  which  furnilhed  frefh  matter  of  complaint. 
"When  the  court  gave  way  in  this,  the  chambers  quarrelled 
amongft  themfelves,  as  if  peace  and  the  profecodon  cf  their 
duty  had  been  the  moft  intolerable  oi  all  grievances.     Ia 
the  courfe  of  thefe  debates,  they  advanced  a  Uttle  too  openly 
that  maxim  which  it  imported  them  moft  to  have  concealed^ 
*'  that  they  held  the  royal  authority  incomplete  during  a  mi- 
•*  nority  *.**     But  the  perplexity  occafioned  by  thefe  ill- 
timed  animofities  was  ftill  lefs  than  that  which  arofe  ftooa 
the  (iifagreement  of  the  plenipotentiaries  at  Munfter^  where» 
at  the  fame  time,  the  imperial  and  Spanijb  minifters  were 
prafliiing  every  art  to   feparate  France  from   her  allies* 
Amongft  others,  his  catholic  majefty  propofed  leaving  it  to 
the  queen  regent  to  dilate  a  peace,  making  her  the  high 
compliment  to  declare,  that  he  looked  upon  her  wifdom  and 
piety  to  be  fuch,  that  he  was  content  flie  ihould  adjuft  aU 
things  between  her  brother  and  her  fon.  This  impofed  upon 
the  French  plenipotentiaries,  who  made  no  fcruple  of  declare- 
ing,  that  they  looked  upon  the  peace  as  made,  and  they 
tranfmitted  this  offer  to  the  queen.    But  (he,  by  the  advice 
of  Mazarine^  treated  it  in  a  proper  manner ;  and,  after  ex- 
prefliog  a  due  fenfe  of  the  compliment,  declared,  that  in  a 
thing  of  fuch  high  importance  flie  could  not  truft  herfelf ; 
that  (he  would  never  liften  to  any  terms  of  peace,  but  in 
conjunAion  with  her  allies,  or  negotiate  any-where  but  at 
Munfier  *.    The  treaty  of  fubfidy  *»  was  renewed  with  the 
ftates ;  and  the  requLGte  meafures  having  been  taken  for

.  Marshal  Turenne  commanded  6n  the  fide  of  Germany,  Campafgn 
the  only  fideonwhkh  theminifter,  from  the  fituati^  of/»Ger- 
fubiic  affairs,  was  able  to  do  little.     The  whole  army  con-  many  anJ 
Med  but  of  eight  thoufand  men ;  dnd  all  that  could  be  ex- '»  ^^^h» 
peftcd  was,  that  the  marftial  ftiould  make  fome  effort  to  join  '^^^^  '^' 
the  Swedes,  which  was  apparently  difficult,  if  not  imprafti-  ^f^^     r. 
cable.,  Turenne  himfelf  treated  the  projeft  as  a  chimera, -^^'J^"^'' 
and  made  difpofitions  of  ^  very  contrary  nature.     He  pre-  fy^„i^gjgi^ 
vailed  upon  the  landgravine  to  throw  a  bridge  over  the  . 
kiinezt  Wefel\  and,   paffing  there  unexpeflcdly  with  his 
forces,  profecutedhis  march  with  fuch  vigour,  that,  before 
the  ifflperialifts  could  reach  him,  he  entered  Bavaria^  joined 
ike  Swedes,  and  bcfieged  Jugsburgh^,    which  fiege,  how- 
ever, he  was  obliged  to  faife  in  the  beginning  of  October  ; 
but  his  junAion  with  the  Swedes,  notwithftanding,  was  the 
principal  motives  that  induced  the  elcftors  of  Bavaria  and 
Cohgne  to  conclude  a  neutrality  «*,   in  order  to  fave  then: 
country^    which  was  of  as  great  confequcnce  to  France  a»  1 
Viflory  would  have  been.    The  reafon  that  the  army  in 
Germany  was  fo  feeble,  was,  from  the  elForts  made  on  th^ 
fide  of  Italy,  where  cardinal  Mazarine  was  determined  to 
Ctoploy  the  power  of  France  to  humble  the  pope,  who  not 
only  profecuted  the  Barbertns  with  unrelenting  feverity,  but 
hadrefufcd  a  hat  to  the  archbifliop  of  Aix,   the  cardinal's 
brother ;  and  had  even  pnblifhed  a  bull,  infifting  on  the  at* 
tendance  of  the  whole  facred  college  at  Rome,  unlefs  ex^ 
empted  by  his  holinefs*s  permiffion  *.     Mazarine  knew  per- 
feftly  well  the  temper  of  that  court,  upon  which  nothing 
can  work  but  fear.     Prince  Thomas  of  Savoy  had  orders  to 
march  with  his  forces  to  OrbiteHo,  on  the  coaft  of  Titfcany, 
Ivhere  the  duke  de  Breze  embarked  five  thoufand  French 
troops  to  al&ft  him'  in  the  fiege,  on  board  a  fleet  commanded

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by  the  duke  de  Breze.    This  was  fcarce  dose,  before  the 
Spant/b  armada  appeared  under  the  ccnunand  of  admiral 
PimenteL    The  duke  de  Breze  afted  with  great  fpirit,  went 
immediately  on  board  his  own  veflel,  and  put  to  fea  with 
his  fleet,  in  order  to  give  that  of  ths  enemy  battle.     This 
engagement  happened  on  the  14  th  of  Jumf  and  it  is  f^ 
that  he  had  the  advantage,  when  unluckilyi  by  a  canaon 
ihot,  he  loft  his  head  in  the  flower  of  his  age,  being  but 
twenty-feven  ^.    Hi|i  vice  admiral,  the  count  d*Oignan,  in* 
ftea4rof  profecuting  the  flght,  or  regarding  what  might  hap* 
pen  to  the  forces  on  fhore,  bore  away  for  the  coaft  of  France^ 
in  order  to  fecure  Brouage,  and  the  reft  of  the  places,  of 
which,  in  confequenceof  his  uncle  Richelieu's  will,  the  duke 
was  governor.     This  aAion,  whidi  one  would  have  thought 
muft  have  occafioned  his  difgrace,  made  his  fortune  S.  Prince 
Thomas f  after  lyiog  before  the  place  till  he  had  loft  the 
greateft  part  of  his  trbops,  was  conftrained  to  raiie  the  iiege. 
But  Mazarine^  perilfting  in  his  refolution,  equipped  another 
fleet  of  greater  force  than  the  former,   embarked  a  frefli 
body  of  troops,   and  fent  the  marflials  Meilleraye  and  dn 
Plejis  Pra/lin,  into  the  ifland  of  Elbe,  where  they  reduced 
Piembino  and  Portohn^oneK    But,  before  this,  the  very  ter- 
ror of  this  armament  forced  pope  Imwcent  to  comply  with 
the  cardinal's  terms,  by  which  the  Barherins  were  rdlored  to 
.  all  they  had  loft ;  which  gained  him  great  reputation  S  as^  in 
the  plenitude  of  their  power,  they  had  been  his  perfonal  ene- 
mies, though  he  had  been  once  their  creature,  which  ftiewed 
his  generofity  in  caking  them  under  his  protedtion.     Thef 
duke  of  Modenay  encouraged  by  this  fuccds,  declared  again 
on  the  fide  of  France^  and  admitted  a  body  of  troops  into

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the  msQ'qais  very  well  knew  that  fighting  was  not  his  bufi-  highly 
Befs,  and  therefore  avoided  it  with  great  addrefs.  At  length  cenfttredin 
the  count  invefted  Lerida,  a  very  ftrong  place,  and  well  pro-  France, 
vidcd  in  all  refpefts.  The  marquis  fuffered  him  to  remain 
there  quietly  enough  for  about  fix  weeks,  then  harrafled 
his  foragers,  and  at  length  advanced  towards  his  lines  with 
his  troops  in  order  of  battle ;  and,  having  prefented  himfelf 
in  this  manner  frequently,  he  at  length  retired,  as  defpairing 
of  faccefs.  In  the  mean  time  he  had  provided  a  large  con- 
voy of  provifions,  under  the  efcort  of  fifteen  hundred  chofen 
troops,  and  on  the  21ft  of  November  they  approached  the 
place  on  one  fide,  while  he  with  all  his' forces  marched  back 
from  the  fame  diftance  on  the  other.  The  count  de  Har^ 
tourt  jiidged  rightly  that  he  was  in  eameft,  made  the  necef- 
fary  difpofitions  to  receive  him,  and  defended  his  lines  with 
great  courage  and  intrepidity.  But  while  he  was  thus  em- 
ployed, ihcSpani/b  troops  who  efcorted  the  convoy  forced 
aie  of  his  quarters,  and  entered  the  place ;  of  which  he  ^ 
was  no  fooner  apprifed,  than  he  raifed  the  fiege,  and  made  a 
regular  retreat,  bat  was  obliged  to  leave  behind  his  artillery, 
and  the  beft  part  of  his  baggage  ^.  JThis  unfortunate  event 
cancelled  all  his  former  fervices,  and  induced  the  cardinal  to 
remove  and  recal  him  ;  but  being  as  complete  a  courtier  as  a 
captain,  thotigh  he  came  in  diigrace,  he  had  not  remained 
long  at  court  before  he  wrought  himfelf  into  very  high  fa- 
vour. .  .         • 

On  the  fide  of  Flanders  the  Spaniards  being  in  motion  in  Thi  ^h 
the  beginning  of  May^  with  an  intent  to  ftrengthen  the  0/  Orle- 
garrifons   of  the  moft  expofed  places,    marflul  de  Gaffion  ^"«  ^^^ff 
marched,  with  two  hundred  horfe  to  Merlin^  where  being  in-  Coartrai, 
formed  that  the  enemy *s  infantry  were  on  one  fide  the  canal,  ^'^  ^^ 
and  their  horfe  on  the  other,  he  marched  with  ^^ch  celerity  ^|^^^^^^ 
and  fecrecy,  that  he  furprifed  fix  regiments  of  the  latter,  as  Donkisfe 
they  lay  fcattered  in  the  villages,  and  killed,  took,  or  difperfed 
them  all  K     At  the  entrance  of  the  campaign  the  army  was 
commanded  by  the  duke  of  Orleans^  under  whom  ferved  the 
duke  of  Jnguien,  znd  the  raarlhals  Gajfwn  and  Rantzau^. 
The  army  confifted  of  thirty  thoufand  men,   with  which 
about  the  middle  of  June  they  invefted  Courtrai " ;  the  ene-» 
my,  commanded  by  the  duke  of  Lorrain,  and  the  generals 
Bee  and  LaTribot,  were  twenty-five  thouf^d  ftrong ;  who  en-

jl^ke  of  l/)rrain  retired  under  the  cannon  of  Bruges.    Mncb 
was  expef^d^  and  much  might  have  been  done,  after  du< 
ju!0<aion  j  but  tlie  ftates  general,  ^ud  even  the  prince  of 
Grange  himfelf,  had  dianged  their  feiuiments^   and  were 
inore  afraid  of  their  ally  than  of  tbek  enemiea.    In  colafer 
guence  of  fome  difputes  about  command,  th^  feparated,  fij^ 
^ottfand  Fr^ch  only,  un^^r  the  command  of  marihal  Gramr 
rwatf  beiqg  left  with  tjie  prioc<p  of  Orange,  the  reft  retiee^ 
I  j.wards  Courtraif  and,  aft^  a  fljort  refpite,  tefieged  Berguesr 
Ssint-Vinoz,  which  fu|rr<endered  in  three  daya.    This  faci^ 
biased  the  fi^e  of  Mardyke^  which  was  lohg  and  bloody, 
)>ecaule  it  copld  not  be  peifedUy  invelled  on  the  fide  of 
Pufiiirk,  from  w^cocc  the  garrifon  was  every  toy  as  :rega? 
Jarly  relieved  as  the  troops  of  th^  beficger*  in  their  trenches  ; 
p^th&r  had  it  been  taken  at  laft,  if  the  Dutei,  io  fave  ap- 
pearances, after  delaying  as  long  as  poffible«  had  not  ient 
Tr^mp  with  a  fleet  before  Dunkirk,  yshick  fyon  brought  the 
place  tq  capitulate,  which  it  did  on  the  a4th  of  Jug^j 
jmd  the  garrifon  was  made  prifoners  of  war  p.    'The  dujke  of 
Jj9guun  fignalized  bimfelf  at  d|ia  fiege>  m  which  he  was 
,     wojonded  ;  notwitl^ftanding  which,  the  duke  of  Orkans  Idft 
^  command  to  him,  being  perfuaded  by  his  favourite  to 
quit  the  army.    The  Spaniards  had  fuch  «  fcnfe  of  this 
change,  that  the  marquis  de  Carracena,  with  hi$  fproes,  qiittt 
$cd  the  neighbourhood  with  fuch  precipitation,  that  they 
abandoned  Furnes,  and  therebyfacilitated  the  defi^  of  the 
4uke  erf  Anguien,  which  he  hsA  cautioufly  compiled,  and 
which  now  appeared  tp  be  the  fiege  of  Dunkirk,   ffis  army 
was  fo  diminifhed,  that  it  did  not  oonifift  of  ^ve  ten  thou? 
JSlod  foot  and  five  thoufand  hqrfe,  his  whole  train  of  fifieefi 
pieces  of  heavy  cannon,  and  not  quite  fo  m^ny  fmall  onesi 
Tfjie  g^rifon  conf^ftpd  of  two  thoufand  five  hundnpd  fooa

Lede.    The  duke,  though  he  made  all  the  difpatch  po/Sble, 

.  was  three  weeks  in  fini/hing  his  lines,  but  in  that  time  the 
Dutch  fleet  under  7roi»]l^  arrived.   The  trenches  were  opened 

.  on  the  24th  of  September,  and  the  Hege  carried  on  with  all 
po/Gble  vigoiir,  and  the  place  was  very  gallantly  defended  ; 
but,  as  die  garrifon  had  no  hopes  of  fuccour,  the  duke  pre- 
vailed upon  the  govemoi-  to  capitulate  upon  very  honour- 
able terms,  provided  he  was  not  relieved  within  five  days. 
This  capitulation  was  iigned  on  the  7th  of  October ;  and, 

.  the  Spanijh  army  not  appearing,  t\it  French  became  mafters 
of  this  important  place  <.  The  duke  of  Angui/^n^  haying 
provided  for  the  fecurity  of  Courtrai,  put  his  troops  into 
winter  quartet's,  and  returned  to  reap  the  reward  of  his  fer- 
vices  at  court,  where,  however,  his  prefence  was  far  from 
being  welcome. 

Wb  have  before  obferved,  that  the  duke  of  Breze's  death  Di/pute 
was  confidered  as  a  thing  of  great  oonfequence ;  it  is  necef-  about  the 
fary  to  explain  this.  The  duke  of  Jnguieriy  having  married  poft  rf/u^ 
his  fifter,  concluded  he  had  a  clear  right  to  the  employ-  pfrintend' 
ments  and  to  the  governments  polleded  by  the  dcceafcd  ;  and  **'  ^/*^^ 
the  ferrice  of  the  count  iOignon  confifted  in  this,  that  he  ^''f T'  j, 

,  put  it  in  the  power  of  the  queen  and  her  nrinifter  to  confider  '^^*^^  ^^  ' 
how  they  (hould  elude  the  dake*s  demand,  by  taking  pof-  f^^^LjV' 
feffion  of  Brouage  and  the  iflcs  adjacent.  The  prince  of  ^ 
Conde  foliated  warmly ;  the  duke  himfelf  wrote  from  the 
camp  before  Mardyke  in  vej^  decent  but  in  very  ftrong 
terms,  and,  which  is  much  more  extraordinary,  he  prevailed 
upon  the  duke  of  Orleans  to  write  likewife  in  his  favour. 
The  queen  was  fo  much  embarrafled,  that  (he  could  find  no 
other  method  of  avoiding  the  duke's  application,  but  by 
having  recodrfe  again  to  Richelieu's  expedient,  and  caufing 
letters  patents  to  be  expedited  for  the  fiiperintendance  of 
commerce  and  the  marine  to  herfelf.  The  parliament  made 
fbme  difBculty  of  verifying  this  grant ;  but,  being  acquainted 
with  the  true  reafon,  they  confented.  When  the  duke  of 
Anguien  faw  it  unpoflible  to  have  the  thing,  he  feemed  dif- 
poied  to  accept  of  aa  equivalent,  but  the  difficulty  was  as 
great  to  fiad  thatr.  They  offered  to  him  the  towns  lately 
detached  from  Lorrain,  wliich  he  refufed,  and  .propofed

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giving  him  an  army  fufficieat  to  make  the  cooqueft  of  Francbe 
Comte,  which  he  might  hold,  rendering  homage  for  it  to  th? 
crown  of  France ;  but  the  court  was  not  difpofed  to  revive 
the  ancient  duchy  of  Burgundy,  which,  in  the  hands  ci 
princes  of  the  blood,  had  formerly  given  fo  much  trouble  ta 
France.  In  the  courfe  of  this  difpute  died  Henry  prince  of 
Condey  on   the   26th  of  Deceinher\   a  prince,    who,  with 

•  great  faults,  had  ^Ifo  great  virtues,  and  was  fingular  in  hav- 
ing a  good  and  an  ill  quality,  which  hardly  ever  met,  at 
leaft  confpicuoufly,  in  any  other  man,  thefe  were,  the  love, 
of  jufticc,  and  the  love  of  mon^y.     In  refpeft  to  the  latter, 
he  was  born  the  necdicft,  and  died  the  richeft,  perpDn  of 

•  his  rank  in  Eurepe.    At  the  time  of  his  marriage  he  had  not 
-  above  five  hundred  pounds  a  year  of  our  money ;  at  the 

time  of  his  deceafe  his  annual  income  was  computed. at  fifty 
thoufand  pounds.  With  the  title  of  Conde,  and  this  vaft 
fortune,  which  the  duke  of  Jnguien  inherited  from  his  fa- 
ther, he  kept,  by  the  favour  of  the  regent,  the  pofts  and 
governments  which  he  had  enjoyed,  fo  that  all  mention  of 
^  equivalent  was  dropped, .  the  generous  difpofition  of  the 
young  prince  makmg  him  aftiamed  to  take  notice  of  it.  His 
brother  Jrmand,  prince  of  Conti,  and  his  fitter  the  duchefs 
of  Longueville,  as  yet  had  not  interfered  in  public  affairs. 

The  plenipotentiaries  continued  to  treat  at  Munfter  and 
at  Ofnabrug,  the  catholics  in  the  former  of  thofe  cities,  and 
the  proteftants  in  the  latter.     The  French  minifters,  tliough 
.  able  men,  were  ftrangely  outwitted.    Mr.  dAvaux^  wha 
had  both  a  found  head  and  an  honed  heart,  prefied  the  duke 
ol  Longueville  to  fign  the  treaty,  affuring  him,  that,  with 
refpeft  to  the  interefts  of  France^  the  terms  propofed  were 
extremely  favourable.     The  duke  bimfelf  was  of  the  fame 
opinion  ;  yet  Mr.  Servien  prevailed  upon  him  not  to  fign,' 
affuring  him,  that  this  was  the  way  to  procure  ftill  better  ^ 
He  had  the  fecret  of  the  court,  or  rather  of  the  cardinal, 
who,  finding  himfelf  exceedingly  embarraffed  with  the  par- 
liament on  one  fide,  and  the  princes  of  the  bl^ood  on  the 
other,  concluded  that,  a  peace  once  made,  they  would  con- 
cur to  fiis  deftruftiojn.  .  On  the  fide  of  Germany y  marfhal 
Turenne  conmianded  a  fmali  corps  of  troops,  that  could 
fcarce  be  ftiied  an  army  ;    but,  by  his  junftion  with  the 
Swedes  and  HeJJians,  he  had  obliged  the  eleftors  of  Bavaria 
and  Cologne  to  fign  the  treaty  of  Uhn  ;  after  which  he  re^

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pafled  the  Rhine ;  and,  in  confequence  of  the>  orders  he  had 
received^  he  was  on  the  point  of  marching  into  the  Xcw 
fountries,  after  reducing  feveral  places,  and  rendering  equal 
fervice  to  the  S weeks  and  to  the  landgrave  "  of  Hejffi*  This 
did  not  liinder  the  allies  from  taking  it  extremely  amifs  that 
lie  ihould  be  recalled  ;  and  the  Sivedi/h  general  Wrangfl  en- 
gaged Rofen  to  draw  off  the  Ger7(uin  and  Swedifb  officers  and 
trcx)ps  that  flill  remained  of  the  forces  once  commanded  by 
the  duke  of  Saxe  Weymar  ;  to  prevent  which,  the  mar(hi 
found  himfelf  obliged  to  arreft  Rofen  ;  and  this  offended  that 
part  of  his  fmall  army  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  they  mutinied, 
Turenne  did  all  that  lay  in  his  poWer  to  reduce  them  by 
fair  means ;  and,  when  thefe  failed,  he  attacked  and  du- 
perfed  them  ;  after  which  he  continued  his  march  ^.  The 
eleftor  of  Bavaria^  who  had  detached  himfelf  from  the 
emperor  purely  to  fave  his  country,  thought  this  a  favourable 
opportunity  for  renewing  the  war,  believing  what  they  had 
fo  Jong  fought  was  at  length  effefted  ;  and  that  thq  ^French 
and  Swedes^  after  what  had  pafled,  could  never  aft  together- 
again.  Marfhal  Turenne  faw  this  clearly,  with  all  the  con# 
fequences  that  mufl  attend  it ;  and,  having  reprefentcd  them 
in  the  ftrongcft  light  to  the  court,  received  both  orders  and 
reinforcements,  paJTed  the  Rhine ^  and,  in  fpite  of  all  the  di)- 
ftacles  that  could  be  thrown  in  the  way,  came  to  the  affift- 
ance  of  the  Swedes ;  which  fo  intirely  effaced  all  memory  of 
former  mifunderftandlngs,  that  they  took  quarters  together 
b  Bavaridy  and  thus  punifhed  the  eleftor  for  his  perfidy  io 
breaking  the  pe^ce'^ :  in  this  tranfaftion  Turenne  fhewed  as 
great  prudence  and  prefence  of  mind  as  in  any  aftion  of  hi^ 
life. 

Italy  furnifhed  a  great  many  remarkable  events,  which  p^iwy.^^ 
will  be  reprefented  elfewhere.     We  fhall  only  obfervc,  thzt  the  numr^im 
the  conftable  of  CaJiiUy  who  commanded  the  Spanijh  troops,  Italy  ani 
gained  fome  advantages  on  the  fide  of  Piedmont ;  and  would  in  Cacalo- 
Drobably  have  done  much  more,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  ni«»  w^^# 
diverfion  made  on  the  fide  of  the  Modenefc^  where  a  fmall  ^'^'"^'^^ 
body  of  French  troops,  under  the  command  of  Monfieur  de^^^^^"  t 
NavaiileSy  maintained  their  ground  till  they  were  joined  ^jlrggUg^ 
the  marihal  dii  Plejfis  Prajliny  and  then,  in  conjunftion  with        ■' 
the  forces  of  the  duke  of  Modena,  afted  ojfifenfively  ^.    la

phronologiqnes  &  hiftoriques.  Rein  court,  Hift.  de  Loois  XIV, 
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the  letter  end  of  the  year  the  duke  of  Guife  made  his  rd- 
jmaptk  journey  to  Naples^  where  he  performed  things  al- 
moft  inaedibie^  and  where  it  is  morally  certain  that  he 
WQuld  have  carried  his  point,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  jca- 
JouAr  of  M^zarincy  who  fent  a  fleet  Indeed  to  Naples^  which 
mignt  h$ve  doiie  every  thing,  but  which  in  effeft  did  ho- 
.  things.     On  the  fide  of  Catalonia  the  prince  of  Cmde  com* 
mandedf  but  with  an  arm^  much  in  inferior  in  point  tfi 
jlr^ngth  to  his  own  rank,  and  to  the  nature  of  the  fervice, 
though  compofed  of  good  troops,  and  commanded  by  ex- 
,  cellent  officers  ».     The  prince,  however,  confidering  rather 
.  for  what  end  he  was  fent  than  the  means  that  he  had  in 
.  Jhigi  power,  difmifled  the  fleet,  that  might  have  been  of  great 
.  f^rvice  if  he  had  attacked  any  of  the  ports,   and  refolved 
.  Co  attack  l^rida^  before  which  the  mar(hal  ie  la  Moihe  and 
the  coqnt  d^  Harcourt  had  failed,     Don  Antonio  de  Brito^ ' 
:  who  had  acquitted  himfelf  fo  well  in  the  former  lieges,  coro- 
,.  manded  there  ftill ;  ^nd  the  Spaniards,  who  knew  the  im-^ 
^  ppjrtance  of  the  place,  had  left  him  a  gairifon.of  three  thou- 
fzMid  men,  well  fupplied  with  all  things  neceflary.     The 
prince  capie  before  the  place  in  the  middle  of  May,  invcfted 
itp  prepared  the  old  lines,  but  did  not  break  grouiid  till  the 
.  ^7th,  »nd  then,  according  to  the  Spanijb  cnHom,  opened  his 
trjenches  with  a  concert  of  violins,  a  circumftance  with  which 
he  was  often  reproached  afterwards.    After  fome  progrefs 
fnade  in  the  ilege,  it  appeared,  that  they  had  made  their  at- 
tack on  the  wrong  fide ;  and  that  the  (horteft  and  wifeft  ftep 
. .  they  could  take  was  to  begin  again.     But,  by  this  tinie, 
the  Spani/b  army  was  formed  \  and,  advancing  towards  Le^ 
fida,  where  the  governor  had  allowed  them  no  refpite  from 
the  time  they  began  the  fiege.     The  prince,  Jaying  thcfq 
circumftances  together,  very  prudently  refolved  to  retire  in 
,  tioie,  and,  having  fent  away  the  artillery  and  baggage,  raifed 
the  fiege  on  the  2ift  day  after  the  trenches  were  opened, 
without  lofing  a  manl>.     The  reft  of  the  campaignwas 
fpent  in  preventing  the  Spaniards  from  gaining  any  farther 
advantage,  and  in  taking  a  little  place  or  two  upon  the  fron- 
tiers of  Arragony  in  which  the  marftial  de  Gramnwnt^,  who 
irom^ianded  under  the  prince,  gained  great  credit;  and  .the

The  archduke  befieged  ArimniUr^ 
aad,  though  it  was  very  well  defended»  took  it  after  fpurr 
teen  days  open  trenches  ^     He  «ext    befi^ed  IsniruU 
MBrflM  Caffion  fvould  hare  attacked  him  in  nis  Haes^  but 
iSnn/fiUMtdediaed  it,  tipon  which  it  was  agreed  that  tbey 
Iboiildc&deavottr  Iq  make  a  diverfion.    Rantzau  accordiqgljf 
attacked  the  forts  Knocjue^  Nifudam^  and  SJuo^^  while  In 
the  mem  time  fnarOial  de  Gaffim  befieged  ta  Bc^ae^  v^bich 
|w  pnefiod  with  great  vigour,  knowing  that  Landrpci  copJ4

he  really  was  not  fo.     The  duke,  who  was  already  governor 
of  Normandy y  had  the  government  of  Caen  and  die  citadel 
added  to  it,  and  a  great  lordfhip  was  bought  for  him  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  his  fovercignty  q£  NeufchaUl^  ;  yet^^hea 
the  court  intended  to  Ji^iv?  pafled  into  Normandy^  there  ap-^ 
pcared  fuch  a  backwardnefs  in  the  people,  that  it  was  laid 
afide.    Things  went  juft  ai;  the  fame  rate  with  the  parlia* 
ipent,  who  a^edled  to  cancel  or  ,to  limit  edidts,  juft  as  they 
fuited  with  their  defigns.    Mazarine  fpoke  high  of  the  royal 
authority,  confuted  their  reafons,  ncgociatcd  all  the  time, 
and  at  length  complied  1.     The  duke  of  Jnjou  had  a  fevere 
fit  of  ficknefs,  from  which  even  the  beft  judges  thought  it 
very  doubtful  whether  he  could  regover  •".     He  was  begin- 
ning to  amend  when  the  king  Jfell  fick,  which  quickly  ap- 
peared to  be  the  fmali-ppx",  which  threw  the  whole  nation 
into  diforder.     The  cardinal  negotiated,  and  made  plrefents; 
|)ut,  if  what  he  feared  had  taken  effeft,  it  is  highly  probable

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that  moft  of  the  refources  thus  pnrchafed  would  have  failed 
him.  Charles  prince  of  Waks,  and  very  foon  after  James 
doke  of  Tarkf  fons  to  the  unfortunate  king  of  Great  Bri- 
tain,  were  then  at  the  French  court  with  their  mother,  which 
gave  it  an  air  of  fplendor  and  magnificence,  and  which  gave 
the  flatterers  of  thofe  times  an  opportunity  of  fliling  Paris 
the  afylura  of  princes® ;  we  ftiall  fee  it  the  very  next  year 
ccpeUing  their  own.  At  Munfter  things  took  a  new  turn  \ 
the  plenipotentiaries  clofed  with  the  propofais  made  on  the 
psirt  of  Spain ;  the  prince  of  Orange,  now  grown  old,  and 
worn  out  with  fatigue  and  difeafes,  no  longer  oppofed  a  fe- 
parate  peace  P j  fome  fay  he  was  wrought  upon  by  arguments, 
others  that  the  Spaniards  made  the  princefs  of  Orange  fen- 
fible  pf  their  liberality  in  a  very  high  degree ;  to  which  it  is 
added,  that  Mazarine,  after  repeated  promifes,  forgot  to 
fend  her  a  pair  of  rich  diamonds,  which  gave  her  very  great 
ofience  q.  The  queen  regent,  Anne  of  Aufiria,  whom  expe- 
rience had  taught  to  judge  of  affairs  better  than  in  times 
paft,  grew  apprehenfive  of  that  ill  temper  which  appeared  in 
the  parliament ;  and  of  that  complaifance  which  was  natural  to 
a  minifter,  and  now  likely  to  increafe,  fince  he  had  fent  for 
a  nephew  and  three  nieces '  out  of  Italy,  with  an  intent  to  efta- 
bliih  them  in  the  kingdom  :  a  circumftance  which  heightened 
the  averfion  the  people  had  conceived  againft  him,  and  at  the 
£une  time  made  him  more  and  more  defirous  of  purfuing  what 
he  would  have  ftiled  moderate  counfel,  though  in  reality  he  ^  |^ 
lacrificcd  the  interefts  of  the  ftate,  and  made  ufe  of  the  ,g'  * 
wealth  wrung  from  the  people  to  bribe  thofe  who  pretended 
to  pity  and  protect  them. 

This  year  is  the  moft  important  of  all  the  regency ;  but  y^  a^^. 
the  events  are  fo  various  and  fo  complicated,  that,  in  order  Uament 
to  render  them  intelligible,  wemuft  alter  our  method,  and  movtdra^ 
b^in  with  the  difputes  between  the  parliament  and  the  mi-  therbyam^ 
nifter.     It  was  at  this  junfture  the  cardinal  became  odious ;  hitiontham 
he  deferved  it  afterwards,  but  then  he  was  refpefted  and  P^^H^f^^ 
triumphant.

and,  if-  there  was  any  mifapplication  in  the  finances,  it  was 
owing  to  Monfieur  and  the  prince  of  Conde,  the  former  bav-

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ing  a  paffloa  to  ^naoder,  the  latter  rapacious^  and  both 
taxing  what  they  pleafed.     This  difpofition  gained  tbeiH 
friends,  and  made  the  cardinal  many  enemies.    The.diftreft 
of  the  treafury  obliging  him  to  be  frugal,  which/  the  worU 
filled  avarice,  his  modefty  was  accounted  art,  and  his  mo- 
deration ifcribed  to  cowardice.    At  this  time  there  was  no 
room  for  thefe  imputations ;  he  was  far  from  being  rich,  he 
was  induftrious  and  indefatigable,  he  gav^  every  body  good 
Words,  he  was  ignorant  of  the  cooftitution  of  Franc^i  which 
made  him  fometimes  too  peremptory,  and,  upon  recoUe^Hcm, 
too  compliant.  He  became  afterwards  what  he  was  now  &id 
to  be ;  but  the  parliament  was  not  then  in  a  condition  to  con* 
troul  him.    The  parliament  in  the  preceding  year  had  rea<- 
dered  tbemfelves  popular,  by  interpofing  againft  edicts  thsif 
charged  the  neceflarles  of  life  with  heavy  impoiidoas.     la 
order  to  obtain  money,  the  court  created  twelve  new  maflert 
in  the  chamber  of  inquefts ;  that  chamber  refufed  to  receive 
them ;  and  the  parliament  began  to  avow  their  doArine^ 
that,  during  a  minority,  no  new  charges,  or,  as  mre  ftik 
them,  offices,  could  be  created '.    New  incidents  fell  in  $ 
the  court  forbad  the  chambers  to  aflcmble,  and  they  ai&mbled 
notwithftanding  this  prohibition  ^    It  is  flrange,  but  it  \b 
true,  that  the  queen  was  for  firm  meafures  \  the  minifier 
for  mild  pnes.     The  reafon  is  not  hard  to  find  ;  tl^  latter 
had  more  to  fear  than  the  former.    The  firft  prefident  was 
in  the  intereft  of  the  court  at  the  beginning ;  but,  feeing 
reafon  to  doubt  whether  he  (hould  be  fuilained,  began  to 
trim,  which  enabled  the  parliament  to  go  ^  greater  lengths* 
Thefe  domeftic  difputes  had  a  ftrong  influence  on  foreign 
affiiirs ;  it  raifed '  the  drooping  fpirits  of  the  Spamards^  it 
encouraged  thie  Dutch  to  perfift  in  their  new  maxims,  it  dil* 
ibled  the  minifter  from  purfuing  the  war  with  vigour,  at  the 
£ime  time  that  it  took  from  him  the  power  of  making  a 
good  general  peace.    Thus,  which  has  alfo  happened  elfe* 
tirhere,  thofe  who  complained  loudeft  were  the  cauiers  o( 
what  they  complained  againft. 
— •         ,      Marshal  Turenne  having,  in  the  fpring,  joined  the  SHvedes

ia  order  to  avoid  fighting,   if  poffible ;   but  the  marfiial,  '^?'^^ ' 
paffing  that  river  at  Lmfinghenj  purfned  them  with  fuch  vi-  f^^i^'/p* 
gUancc,  that  he  came  up  with,  engaged  and  beat  a  part  '^'^'^^ 
of  the  army,  where  general  Melander  was  killed.     But  the  ^^  ^^ 
duke  of  Wirtemberg^  with  twelve  hundred  horfe  and  two  ^^^^^j  ^r 
battalions  of  foot,  occupied  a  meadow,  and  defended  them-  Moofter* 
fehres  fo'well,  that  they  prevented  an  intire  defeat.     This  is 
called  the  battle  of  Zujmarhaufen^  or  Summerhaufen  >,  fought 
on  the  17  th  of  May^   in  which  the  imperialifts  loft  four 
thoufand  men,  ten  pieces  of  cannon,  and  the  greateft  part 
of  their  baggage.    As  a  proof  of  their  vidory,  the  French 
aod  Swedes  befieged  Rain^  a  little  town  ilot  far  from  Augf" 
hrgh,  which  quickly  furrendered.     Upon  this  the  old  dec* 
tor  of  Bavaria  found  himfelf  obliged  to  quit  his  dominions, 
and  to  retire  to  SaJtzburgh  f.    The  victorious  army  gained 
thereby  the  advantj^e' of  plundering  and  raifing  contribtt'* 
tioQS  as  £u:  as  the  river  Inn ;  which  was  an  inexpreflible  ad« 
vantage,  iince  it  enabled  the  mar(bal  not  only  to  fubiift,  but 
to  enrich  his  troops,  who  would  otherwife  have  been  forced 
to  difperfe  for  want  of  pay«    In  Bohemia  another  body  of 
Swedes,  under  the  command  of  count  Coningsmark,  pluii- 
dered  a  part  of  the  city  of  Prague,  and  acquired  thereby  aa 
immenfe  booty ;  fo  that  under  this  difmal  diftrefs,  and  wea- 
ried by  the  reprefentations  of  the  eleftor  of  Bavaria,  who 
threatened  to  quit  the  imperialifts  in  earneft  and  for  ever^ 
the  peace  that  had  been  fo  long  negotiating  was  at  lengtii 
concluded  S  tQ  fy'^^^  of  all  the  meafures  taken  by  i^ain  t& 
prevent  it;  and  thereifbre,  before  we  continue  the  progrels 
of  the  war  in  other  parts,  we  will  clearly  and  concifely  re* 
prefent  the  nature  and  confequeoces  of  this  peace  with  re- 
fpeft  to  France,

^4ue.        Idrdfhips  in  Alface^  as  gave  the  minifters  of  the  I'epublic  a. 
terror  of  having  France  for  her  neighbour.    Mr.  iAvcaix^ 
a  wife  and  moderate  minifter^  m^ade  as  ftrange  a  miftake 
when  he  pafled  through  Holland  into  Germany  :  after  feverai 
conferences  with  the  chief   perfons  of   the  republic,  he 
thought  it  became  him,  after  the  example  of  the  prefident 
Jeannint  to  recommend  in  very  w;arm  terms  th^ir  catholic 
fubjefts  to  the  ftates  general.     The  diiFerence  of  the  times 
and  the  diiFerence.  of  the  language  gave  thefe  harangues  very 
different  efiefts ;  the  former  was  well  received,  and  the  latter 
was'very  ill  taken,  and  gave  the  ftates  a  very  bad  ippreffiort 
of  the  beft  of  the  French  minifters.     As  for  Mr.  Servient 
who  had  the  cardinal's  fecret,  he  had  alfo  a  great  deal  of  the 
cardinal's  manner ;  he  falked  and  wrote  very  plauflbly,  but 
his  meaning  could  feldom  be  afcertained.     There  was  great 
vivacity  in  his  reafoning,    his  periods  were  perfeftly  well 
turned,  and  his  conclulion  fcemed  to  follow  his  premifcs; 
but  then  they  were  not  diftinftly  exprefled.     He  drove  the 
cardindl's  projeft,  for  exchanging  Catalonia  and  RouJJilbn 
againft  the  Low  Countries  and  the  Francht  Comtt,  very  warnily 
with  the  Spaniards^  who  cotnmunicated  all  his  propofitions 
conftantly  to  the  Dutch.     This  alalrmed  them  exceedingly  • 
and  if  they  ftill  carried  on  the  war,  and  <:ontinued  to  nego* 
ciate  in  concert  with  i^^zwc^,  it  was  in  appearance  only ;  and 
the  propofal  of  giving  the  marquifate  of  Antwerp  to  the 
prince  of  Orange,  inftead  of  gaining  him,  loft  the  ftates. 
The  Spaniards,  who  had  granted  them  very  good   terms; 
under  the  notion  of  k  truce,  offered  to  convert  this  projeft 
.     into  a  ftable  peace,  which  was  accepted ;  and  the  concur* 
rciice  of  France  being  demanded  for  form's  fake,  and  to  pre* 
ferve  an  apparent  regard  for  treaties,  was,  without  that  con- 
currence, figned  on  the  30th  of  January,  which  thie  Spa-, 
niards  looked  upon  as  a  great  point  gained,  and  was  a  fa- 
vourable precedent  alfo  for  the  emperor's  making  a  like 
treaty  with  the  Swedes. 
Advan-         The  treaty  of  Ofnaburg,  which  fettled  the  affairs  relative 
tages  ac*    to  the  proteftants,  was  figned  on  the  6th  of  Auguft ;  that 
quired  by   ^f   Munjler  on  the  24th  of  OSlober ;    the  laft  viftories  of 
France  in  ^^^^q^^^  Turenne,  and  the  dexterity  with  which  he  had  recoct 
T/^r^""^^  ^*^^^*  himfelf  to  the  Swedes,   did  more  towards  rendering  ' 
treaty  of    this  important  negotiation  favourable  to  France,  than' either 
Munkcr.    the  arts  of  the  cardinal  ©r  the  addrefs  of  the  plenipoten^ 
^tiaries.     To  fay  the  truth,  this  treaty  could  not  have  6eea 
more  favourable  or  more  honourable.  The  fupremc  feignory 
of.  the  biftxopricks  of  Metz^  Toul]  and  Verdun,  and  of  "the 
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town  of  MoyenviCf  wore  yielded  to  t\i^  Jnnch  crcJwri  j  th« 
emperor  and  the  empire  made  alfo  a  ceffion  of  their  rights 
on  Pignerol,  as  alfoon^rj/Zro  the  landgraviate  of  the  i^/rr 
«and  Lower  j^f/ate,  the  Sundgaiv^  and  the  provincial  prefec- 
ture of  the  ien  imperial  cities  in  Jlface ;  bcfides  this,  the 
king  was-dllowed  to  have  a  garrifon  in  Philipjhurgh^  and  no 
new  fortrefles  were  to  be  ere^ed  between  that  and  Bale, 
Thefe  were  vaft  acceiGons  in  point  of  power  and  territory, 
and  yet  theie  apparent  advantages  were  nothing  in  compa- 
rtfon  of  the  benefits  derived  to  France  from  the  influence 
which  Ibis  tr€»ty  created,^  The  liberty  of  the  empire  was 
fecured,  4he  balance  between  the  two  religions  .fettled,  and 
all  this  Teemed  to  be  afcribed  to  Francey  and  was  to  depend 
9pon  hex  for  fupporfc.  The  Swedes  had  dominions  givefl 
them  iu  the  cqipire,  which  was  in  efltcft  attaching  them  for 
ever  to  France ^  and' a  free  entrance  into  Germany  fecured  to 
both  thefe  crowns ;  fo  that  the  great  projeft  of  Richelieu, 
in4th.refpeft  to  abafing  and  conftraining  the  power  of  the 
houfe  of  Aujiria  in  Germany^  was  moft  efFeftually  executed  % 
ind  though  this  may  feem  to  be  contradiAed  by  the  lafi  pe* 
riod  of  our  hiftory  ot  this  reign,  yet  if  the  reader  will  con* 
iider  thut  this  was  indrely  owing  to  the  ill  condu£l  of  France^ 
or  mc»rc  probably  of  Mr.  Louvois,  who,  quitting  the  amiable 
influence  oi^  a  proteAor,  and  introducing  the  tyrannical  feve* 
rity  (rf  a  conqueror,  drove  all  the  dates  of  the  empire  to 
fopport  the  houfe  of  jfufiria  in  her  endeavours  to  maintain 
her  own  rights  and  theirs,  we  (hall  fee  that  matter  in  its 
true  light,  and  be  convinced  that  the  great  advantages  gained 
by  this  treaty  were  facrificed  for  a  time  by  the  boundleis  am- 
bition of  Lewis' XiV.  and  the  natural  brutality  of  that  mini- 
tier's  temper.  But,  in  our  own  times,  we  have  feen  the  fpirit 
of  this  treaty  revive,  and  French  armies  in  the  heart  of  the 
empire.  Invited  thither  by  German  princes. 

But  to  leave  this   political  digrelGon,  and  to  return  to  f be  ca^.

The  revolt  of  Naples,  which  the  duke  of  Guife 
diad  exdted,  and  managed  with  the  wifdom  of  a   flatefinan 
and  the  valour  of  a  hero,  came**  to  nothing,  for  want  of 
thefmalleft  fupport,  which  cardinal  Mazarine  fuflered  to  be 
'  imputed  to  his  diflike  to  the  duke,  and  to  a  variety  of  faf- 
picions  hje  was  fuppofed  to  conceive,  in  order  to  conceal  the 
real  caufe,"  which  was,  that  he  had  not  wherewrthal  to  fup-» 
,     port  him.    The  duke,  being  taking  prifoncr  by  die  Sfa- 
niards\  availed  himfelf  with  great  ability  of  the  current 
opinion,  and  faved  his  life  by  avowing  himfelf  an  enediy  to 
France \  upon  which  he  was  fent  into  S^ain,  where  he  no 
fooner  arrived,  than  the  cardinal,  in  his  turn,  arowed,  that 
he  had  done  nothing  but  by  command  and  under  the  autho- 
rity of  the  French  court  ^   that  he  might  no  longer  be  coo* 
iidered  as  a  prifoner  of  flate,  but  as  a  prifoner  of  war.     In 
,    Catalonia  th&  marfhal  du  Schomberg  commanded,  though  the 
cacdinal,  by  a  flrain  of  ambition,  not  very  coniiftent  with  that 
moderation  which  he  afFefted^  had  given  the  title  of  viceroy 
to  his  brother  the  cardinal  archbiftiop  of  Aix,  who  died  when 
on  the  point  of  entering  on  the  adminiftration.     The  mar- 
fhal, who  had  but  a  fmall  army,  invefted  Tortofa  on  the  4tb 
oi  July^  and,  on  the  approach  of  Don  Francifco  de   Melos, 
advanced  to  give  him  battle  ;  which  he  declining,  in  confe- 
quence  of  exprefs  orders  from   his  court,  the  marfhal  re* 
turned  to  the^  fiege,  and,  finding  the  breach  prafticable,  made 
a  general  aflault,  and  took  the  place  by  florm  on  the  loth  of 
the  fame  month  i.     This  was  a  defperate  and  bloody  aiialr ; 
for  not  only  the  garrifon,  and  a  great  part  of  the  inhabitants/ 
were  put  to  the  fwotd,  but  the  bifhop,  with  a  half  pike  iff 
his  hand,  with  feveral  priefts  and  monks  about  him,  wa» 
found  lying  dead  on  the  breach.     With  this  conquefl  ended 
the  campaign.     The  count  de  Harcourt,  who  knfew  that 
Schomberg  was  no  favourite,  very  generoufly  told  the  mini- 
fter,  that  though  Lerida  was  a  flronger  place,  yet  Tortofa 
was  the  more  important  conquefl  of  the  two;   and  that  it 
was  very  extraordinary  that  Schomberg,  in  worfe  drcum- 
Itaaces  than  any  of  his  predecefTors,  fhduld,  by  his  couragr 
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and  condufb,  atchicve  fo  great  an  ^nterprize,  wheii  eveff  th« 
few  friends  he  had  at  court  would  have  thought  him  very 
happy,  if,  at  the  clofe  of  the  year,  he  had  put  the  handful 
of  troops  he  commanded  into  winter  quarters  without 
lofs. 

The  prince  of  Cande  commanded  in  the  Low  Countries,  ^^'  fiegu 
having  with  him  the  marfhals  de  Grammont  and  Rantzau  ;  e^Vpres 
and,  after  fome  deliberation,  he  caufed  Ypres  to  be  inveftcd,  ^^d^our^ 
aud  profccuted  the  fiege  with  great  vigour «.     The  ^^h- f*^' ^^ 
duke  prefented  himfelf  before  his  lines  with  a  fine  army,  i^^s' ^w^/ 
but  found  them  fo  wdl' fortified,  that  he  did  not  attempt  to  ,^^  tltJb'ng 
force  them.     The  prince,  being  delivered  from  this^  met^Fnya^* 
with  no  other  extraordinary  difficulty,  fo  that  on  the  28th 
of  May  he  became  niafter  cf  the  place,  after  twenty-eight 
days  open  trenches «.    In  the  mean  time  the  archduke  at- 
tsLckedCourtrai  ®,  a  much  fmaller  place  indeed^  but  of  greater 
importance.     The  governor,  Mr.  Palhau,  ferved  in  quality 
of  lieutenant  general  in  the  army  of  the  prince  of  Conde,Rnd 
had  conduced  the  greateft  part  of  his  garrifon  to  the  fiege 
cf  Tjffres,  fo  that  the  town  wa^  taken  by  aflault,  and  the 
caftle  furrendered  foon  after.     This  difgrace  was  followed 
by  another ;  marihal  Rantzau  formed  the  projed  of  fur- 
prifing  Qfiend?^  but,  inftead  of  fucceeding,  the  troops,  which, 
were  the  beft  in  the /r^f  A  army,  were  made  prifoners  of 
war.     The  archduke  likewife  reduced  Fumes ;  and  the  /X?- 
mings,  to  whom  this  good  fortune  was  new,  fpoke  of  the 
French  army  with  contempt,  becaufe  its  motions  were  con*^ 
da£ted  with  more  than  ufual  caution.     The  true  rcafon  of 
this  was,  that  the  prince,  being  informed  Monfieur  had 
gained  a  great  afcendancy  in  the  queen's  council,  thought  i( 
for  his  interefl  to  make  a  tour  to  court,  where  however  his 
ftay  was  not  long^.     On  his  return,  he  refolved  to  take  the 
firft  opportunity  of  fighting ;  and,  having^received  intelll' 
gence  thst  the  archduke  was  marching  towards  Lens,  he  di* 
refted  his  route  thither,  though  his  army  did  not  confiA  of 
more  than  fourteen  thpufand  men.     He  entered  the  plain, 
in  which  that  place  was  idtuated,  on  the   19th  of  Jugu/t, 
^hcre  he  had  the  mortification  of  feeing  Lens  taken  by  af* 
feult,     He  perfifted  rieverthelefs  in  his  refolution  of  fighting  j 
an4  accordii^ly  attacked  the  enemy  the  next  day,  himfelf  com-  . 
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teandiog  the  right,  the  marquis  d^  phatiUm  the  main  body, 
and  mar(h?il  Grammont  the  left  wing,  of  the  army.     At  the 
begiQDing  the  Spaniards  had  very  much  the  advantage,  fe- 
vcral  officers  of  dkilinAioQ  being  killed  and  taken  ;  but  the 
prince,  making  a  new  difpofition,  and  attacking  -with  great 
vigour,  gained  a  GOmpktfc  viftory,  though  the  archduke  dif- 
tinguifhcd  himfelf  ectremcly  in  rcfpeft  to  conduft  *  as  well 
as  courage.     The  Spaniards  had  about  four  thoufand  men 
killed,  and'  as  many  taken ;   they  loft  upwards  of   thirty 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  as  many  ftandards  and  colours.     On 
the  2ift  of  Augufi  Lens  vas  retaken;  and  on  the  loth  of 
the  fucceedtng  month  Furnesy  where  the  prince  of  Conde  was 
wounded  in  the  thigh ;  after  which,  both  armies  feparated, 
and  went  into  winter  quarters,  the  fnccefs  oJF  the  campaign 
being  rather  of  more  confequence  at  home  than  abroad. 
Itbe  rife  of    Xhe  campaign  was  almoft  as  warm  at  court  as  in  the 
the  two     fields  axjd  the  minifter  was  more  indebted  for  his  fafety  to 
/0r//^j,      tj^g  queen's  fortitude  than  his  own.     The  duke  of  Beaufort 
Mazarins  ^^^^  j^j^  ^q,^^  ^^^  ^  ^hc  caftk  of  Vincennes  \     The  par- 
5*^^.^^®°' liament,  by  an  arret,  eftablKhed  a  union  with  all  the  fovc- 
diforJerj    ^^^S^  courts,  in  order  to  deliberate  on  the  king's  edifts. 
in  the        ''^^^^  ^^^  annulled  by  an  edidt  of  the  council  of  fiate,  which 
gafg^        likewife  forbad  their  aflcmbling,  in  purfuance  of  the  former 
edift,  but  it  had  no  cffcft  s     On  the  14th  of  July  the  par- 
liament, by  an  arret,  discharged  all  the  intendants  through- 
Out  the  kingdom  ^  and  c^rdered  them  to  be  profecuted  for 
their  opprefHons,  which  edift  the  queen  was  obliged  to  con- 
firm by  a  declaration.    .On  the  laft  day  of  the  fame  month 
the  king  held  a  bed  of  juftice,  reveled  certain  edifts,  and 
forbad  the  parliament  to  aflemble.     The  chambers  met  the 
liext  day,  in  contempt  erf"  the  royaj  authority':  in  this  af- 
fcmbly  the  parties  firft  took  the  n^mes,  reciprocally  thrown 
by  way  of  reproach,  of  M^zarins  and  Frondeurs.     The  car- 
dinal, finding  that  all  conceflions  were  vain,  and  onlyfur- 
ni(hed  new  prctenfions,  refolved  to  have  recourfe  to  bolder 
meafures  j  and  on  the  26th  of  Auguji^  when  Te  Dewn/w^ 
folemnly  performed  at  Notre  Dame  for  the  viftory  gained  at 
JLenSj  caufed  the  prefidcnt  Blancmenil,  and  counfellor  Brouf' 
fel  ^,  to  be  arretted,  which  was  done  with  great  difficulty^ 
and  threw  the  whole  city  of  Paris  into  confuilou,  all  the 
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entries  of  the  ftreets  being  chained,  and  the  barricades  re- 
newed.    The  queen  and  the  whole  court  remained  in  terri- 
ble apprehenfions  all  highi ;  the  next  day  the  ftorm  rofc 
higher,  and  the  queen  was  obliged  to  promife  the  prifoneFS 
fliould  be  fet  at  liberty  ^.     She  made  a  kind  of  efcape  foon 
after  out  of  Fans  to  Rouel,  with  the  king ;  fhe  retired  from 
thence  to  Fontainbleau^  and  at  length  to  St.  Germains,  The    . 
cardinal  attributed  to  them,  though  without  any  direft  evi«   , 
dence,  the  ill  temper  of  the  parliament,  hsLnittied  Mr,  Cha-^ 
teauneufi  and,  having  caufed  Chavigni  to  be  arretted,  fent 
him  prifoner  to  Havre-de-Grace^  which  fervcd  only  to  faifc 
Si  new  ftorm  x.     The  parliament  perfifted  in  and  augmented 
its  pretenfions  ;  at  court  there  were  infinite  intrigues  and  in- 
fmcerities.     The  duke  of  Orleans  •  and  the  prince  of  Conde 
amufed  the  queen  with  fair  promifes,  without  giving  her 
any  real  afTiftance,     I'he  cardinal  was  conftrained  to  recall  ' 
Chavigni  *.     The  parliament  miftook  their  point,  and  treated 
the  miniAer  as  the  fole  author  of  thefe  confufions,  who  in 
reality  had  the  leaft  fliare  in  them,  and  was  more  difpofed  to 
aa  accommodation  than  any  body  elfe.     They  excluded  him 
from  all  conferences ;  and  yet  it  was  in  Virtue  of  his  advice 
-that  things  were  tompromtfed  by  the  king's  declaradon  of 
the  24th  of  O^ober^y  which  was  verified  by  the  parliament 
of  Paris.     By  this  ten  millions  were  remitted  in  the  taiUes^ 
two  millions  in  the  duties  of  entry ;  and,  which  was  of  tlv5 
greateft  importance,  it  was  provided,  that  every  French  fub-  ' 

jeft,  charged  with  any  crime  of  ftate,  fliould  ftand  intitled 
to  a  legal  trial,  according  to  the  ordinary  forms  of  juflice. 
In  order  to  gain  a  greater  ftrength'  to  the  ccfurt,  titles  were 
very  liberally  beftowed ;  the  duchy  of  Rohan  was  revived 
in  favour  of  Monfieur  Chabot^  who  had  married  the  heirefs. 
Cceuvres  was  erefted  into  a  duchy,  by  the  name  of  EfireeSy   p^  ];>; 
in  favour  of  that  marlhal.     The  county  of  C^wVA^  Was  like-    164?^ 
wife  erefted  into  a  duchy,  by  the  title  of  Grammont ;  as  the 
county  of  Trejines  alfo  was  by  the  name  of  Gefvres^.     The 
abbe  de  la  Riviere^  who  governed  the  duke  of  Orleans^  and 
.    who  had  been  promifed  a  hat  from  Rome^  was  admitted  into 
the  council  *^,  to  qualify  his  difappolntment  which  arofe  frcxn 
•the  prince  of  Conde ;  and  thus,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  things 
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fecmed  to  be  pacified,  though  in  reality  there  was  fcarce  any 
body  contented ;  for  when  men  rife  without  merit,  they  arc 
never  contented  with  their  places,  becaufe  th'ere  is  no  m6tt 
feafon  they  ftxould  reft  fo  low,  than  mount  fo  high. 
f he  par-       T«is  artificial  calm  did  npt  laft  long;  the   parliament, 
fiamenf     under  pretence  of  infraftions,  began  t6  refume   their  mect^ 
^cliv-e  tbe'y^g^  in  which  all  things  were  conduced  according  to  the 
n^^M^  old  method.    The  better  part  of  the  affembly  knew  not 
^    aifiurher    \y^  whom,  or  by  what  fpirit,  they  were  governed ;  abua- 
%*  '^^    AdSict  oif  great  lords  were  difcontented  ;  they  wanted  pQWo-, 
^ndan  *    ^^^7  wanted   place?,  that  is,  iortrcflcs,  where  they  might 
$nemy  to    ^^  W^^  foverpigas  ;  thcy  wanted  vaft  appointments ;  and  yet, 
the  king-   with  all  thefe  private  views,  they  inftigated-  their   partisans 
A«r,  hut    to  declare  loudly  their  zealous  attachment  to  the  public  good. 
^  length  The  queen  faw  the  difpofition  of  the  partiament,  and  fuf- 
jncline  to  pcfted  the  fecret  authors  of  thefe  confufions.;  but  /he  did 
/^^f^        not  fufpcft  they  were  fo  numerous^  or  of  fo  high  quality,  as 
they  proved.     She  expofed  her  apprehenfions  to  the  duke  of 
Orleans  and  the.  prince  of  Conde;  flie  made  them 'Tenfible 
^Jiow  much  the  monarchy  fuflered,  and  how  little  the  king, 
herfelf,  and  the  royal  family,  were  fafe  at  Paris,  notwith- 
ijknding  all  her  complaifance  at  their  requeft.     In  confe- 
quence  of  thefe  explanations,  it  was  determined  to  retire,  or 
rather  to  efcape,  to  St.  Cermain-en-laye,  and  it  wa§  executed 
^ith  great  fecrecy  on  the  6th  of  January ,  at  four  in  the 
morning*^.     The  inhabitants  of  Paris  were  ftrangeiy  afto- 
.xiifhed  when  they  found  the  royal  family  and  the  princes 
gone.    By  degrees  they  recovered,  or  rather  their  fear  gave 
them  fpirits.     On  the  8th  the  parliament,  by  a  folemn  arret, 
declared  cardinal  Mazarine  a  difturber  of  the  public  peace, 
and  an  enemy  to  the  kingdom  «.     In  this  ftate  of  affairs,  thic 
^concealed  chiefs  found  themfelves  obliged  to  declare  :  the 
prince  pf  Conti,  the  dukes  of  Beaufort,  Longueyille,  J^ouil" 
hn,  and  Rochefoucault,  with  all  their  adherents,  ofiered  their 
feryices*     The  prince  of  Ccnti  was  declared  generalifEmo, 
the  dukes  of  Elbonif  and  Bouillon,  arid  the  marflial  de  la 
Mothe,  generals.     But  the  foul  of  the  party  was  the  coad- 
jutor fo  the  archbifhop  of  PariSt  fo  famous  afterwards  bf . 
the  name  of  the  cardinal  de  Retz,  a  man  of  prodigious  abi- 
Jities  and  prodigious  vices.    The  parliament  taxed  themfelves 
to  raife  4tt  ^my,  and  in  the  Jpace  of  .fix  weeks  there  was 
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tea  times,  as  much  money  raifed  and  fquandered  away  as  the. 
taxes  amounted  to»  which  had  given  the  firft  rife,  or  rather, 
the  firft  pretence,  to  thefe  quarrels  ^     The  prince  of  CmU^,     , 
with  an  amy  o£  betweea  fix  and  feven  thoufand  men,  blocked 
up  Paris,  where, .  though  the  people  were  npt  in  abfolute 
want  of  bread,  yet  they  were  very  near  it.     The  prince  o£ 
Cantif  to  give  them  fpirits,  occupied  Cbarenton  with  three^ 
thqiifand  men :  the  prince  of  Condsy  to  convince  them  of 
their  own  weaknefs,  caufed  it  to  be  attacked  by  the  duke  de 
Chatillm  with  a  very  fmall  force ;  who  carried  it,  after  a 
ihort  difpute,  but  had  the  misfortune  to  be  fhot  through- 
the  body  s,  and  died  with  a  fairer  charafter  than  almoft  any 
man  of  tvis  rank  that  he  left  behind  him.    On  the  fignal 
given  by  Parix,.  other  parliaments  and  other  provinces  re- 
volted j  to  that  the  whole  kingdom  was  in  confufion.    Vo- 
lumes have  been  written  upon  this  fubjeS,  for  which  we  ^ 
^n  fpare  only  a  very  few  lines.    The  whole  conduft  of     .. 
tHc  malecontents  was  wild  and  ridiculous ;- their  troops 
lycre  beaten  as  oft  as  they  engaged;   they.refufed  admit-^ 
tance  to  an  herald**  fent  by  the  king  :  theygrante<J  au-" 
dience  to  a  monk  who  took  upon  him  the  charaflcr  of  an 
agent  frogi  the  king  of  Spain.    They  catched  at  the  diftant 
aiSftance  of  the  avowed  enemies  of  the  kingdom,  and  they 
neglefted  what  was  abfolutely  in  their  power.     If  they  had 
taken  the  advice  of  the  duke  of  Bouillon,  ,the  only  maa  with 
a  found  head  they  had  amongft  them,  and  had  fent  a  fourth 
part  of  the  money  they  raifed  to  his  brother,  the  marflial,^         .      :• 
Turenne,  whom  he  had  feduced  from  his  duty,  he  had  been 
cnable4  to  march  the  army  out  oT' Germany  to  their  afliftt- 
^nce :  for  want  of'  this,  they  found  themfelves  under  a  ne- 
ceiSty  of  making  peace,  to  which,  the  court  was  very  much 
inclined.  . 
A  CONFERENCE  was,  agreed  upon  at  Rouel%  the  parlia-  NohU  li^\ 
ment,  the  princes,  and  the  city  of  Paris,  fent  their  deputies  htwiourof 
diither  \  on  the  part  of  the  king  came  the  duke  di Orleans ^the firft 
the  prince  of  Cande,  the  cardinal,  the  chancellor,  the  mar- /*^^'*7 
ios^dehi  Meilkraie,  the  abbe  flJ?  la  Riviere,  Mr.  le  Tellier,^^^  *^ .  , 
and  the  count  de  BrienneK    The  negotiation  was  feveral^^^^"  *^ 
times  on  the  point  of  being  broken;  the  deputies  were  v^\^^/  ^ 
terrible  apprehenfions,  if  they  did  not  keep  clofe  to  their  in-/  ^ 
ftri^ftions ;  the  prince  of  Conde  was  exceffively  warm,  and,

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refei^^l^g  &e  hatr^  the  people  of  Paris  had  exprefTed 
^g^nft  him,  behaved  ia  fuch  z  manner,  as  made  him  ftill 
more  hfited.  On  th^  nth  oi* March  the  treaty  was  con4 
included  ^ ;  but  it  was  the  end  of  the  month  before   tb^ 

erliament  and  the  people  of  Paris  confented  to  and  con* 
med  it.    The  firft  prefidcnt,  Matthew  Mole,  gamed  immor- 
tal reputation.    His  coUegnes  w^re  afraid  of  figning  at  Rcuelj, 
when,  taking  the  pen,  he  faid,   "  It  is  for  the  public  fer^ 
**  vice,  arid  it  is  our  duty  tq  rifquc  ourfclves."  At  his  return, 
lie  fliewed  the  fame  intrepidity  againft  the  enemies  of  peace 
amongft  the  princes  and  the  parliament  *  and,  after  running 
infinite  hazard  there,  refufed  to  go  out  privately,  and  hide 
himfelf  frbm  the  people.     His  virtue  was  refpefted  by  tho 
populace,  and  his  tourage  and  conduft  faved  the  capital  and 
the  kingdom!.     By  this  treaty  neither  party  •carried  thdr 
point ;  the  parliament  was  permitted  to  affemble,  which  wa$ 
what  the  court  would  have  avoided ;  the  minift<ir  was  prc- 
ferved,  Whom  the  parliament  and  people  would  have  de* 
ftroyed.     A  gfencral  amnefty  was  granted ;  and  thus  a  tem- 
porary quiet  was  procured,  without  any  extinftion  of  ha- 
tred on  either  fide.     The  coadjutor  of  Paris  would  not  be 
included,  as  he  fays,  in  the  amnefly.     Cardinal  Mazarine  af- 
fcrted,  that  he  was  included,  not  by  name  indeed,  but  in 
the  general  words.     The  fonder  afFeftcd   to  fliew  his  in- 
trepidity by  this  declaration ;  and  the  latter,  by  his  con-- 
ftruftion,  expreflifd  his  contempt. 
fhifr§'        Ov  th^  fide  of  Germany,  at  the  opening  of  the  prcfent 
grejsdftbejtsxy  there  was  an  army  without  a  war,   commanded  by 
ivar  on  all  marflial  Turenne ;  it  was  not  indeed  very  numerous,  feven  or 
^^^r\  .     c'^t  thoufand  men  at  the  moft,  but  it  was  under  very  fiur 
ri"    ?^^*^  circumftances.     The  troops  as  good  as  any  then  were 
^ith  little  ^'^  ^^^^^9  ^"^  ^   ^i^d  of  mixed  body  of  Swedes,  Swi/s^ 
^tfour.      German,  and  Dutch,  as  well  as  French,  were  ill  paid,  and 
""     "'  *      ready  to  ferve  any  power  that  would  but  tempt  them  with 
money.     The  marflial  himfelf,  who  had  been  long  foUcited 
by  his  brother  the  duke  of  Bouillon,  feeing  the  times  fa- 
vourable, looking  upon  himfelf  as  ill  ufed,  and  defirons  of 
fupporting  the  interefts  of  his-  family,  began  to  intrigue 
with  the  officer^  and  foldiers,  in  hopes  of  gaining  them  for 
ibt  parliament,  and  thereby  rendering  them  ferviceable  to

Ms  vkws,  or  rather  to  his  paffioa  ;  for  it  w  more  thaii  pof- 
fible  rfiat  the  former  were  pretence?  only,  and  that  his  af- 
fcftion  for  the  duchefs  of  LongueviiU  was  the  true  motive  to 
his  infiddity.  This  fhews  of  what  real  confequence  it  was 
to  a  government,  that  religion  and  morals  (hould  be  confi- 
dcred  as  worthy  the  attention  of  perfons  of  the  hijgheft  rank, 
fince  there  fcems  to  be  no  manner  of  doubt,  that,  whatever 
colours  might  be  given  them,  the  troubles  of  France^  which 
were  fatal  to  the  lives  of  many,  the  fortunes  of  more,  and  the 
liberties  of  the  whole  nation,  fprung  from  the  coquetries  of 
half  a  dozen  great  ladies,  who,  with  light  heads  aQ4  bad 
icarts,  facrificed  every  thing  to  their  pleafures,  according  to 
die  nature  of  the  fcx,  who,  having  forfeited  one,  feldom  re- 
fpeft  any  other  kind  of  virtue.  The  minifter  very  well 
knew  the  difpofition  of  the  army  in  Germany j  and  of  their 
chief.  He  fent  his  orders,  therefore,  to  general  Erlacb,  to 
take  the  beft  care  he  could  to  defeat  the  marfhal's  intrigues  ; 
and,  notwithftanding  the  extreme  diftrcfs  of  the  court,  fent 
Hetvarty  intendant  of  the  finances,  with  half  a  million  of 
livres,  to  fupport  that  general's  peribafions.  This  manage- 
ment had  fo  excellent  an  efFeft,  that,  inftead  of  debauching 
the  forces,  as  he  might  have  done,  if  the  Parijians  had  fur-r 
nifhed  him'  with  money,  Tiirenne  was  obliged  to'  retire, 
and  thought  himfelf  happy  that  he  efcaped  being  arrefted  by 
them™.  The  Spaniards  did  not  let  flip  fo  fair  an  opportu- 
nity ;  they  were  early  in  the  field,  recovered  Tpres  by  the 
8th  of  May^  and  St.  Venant  on  the  loth.  But  the  peace  of 
Paris  being  made,  and  the  troops  from  Germany  arrived, 
Ae  count  de  Harcourt  alfo  took  the  field  with,  an  army  of 
thirty  thoufand  men,  with  which  he  befieged  Camhray  ". 
The  place  was  very  large,  and  not  well  fortified  ;  and  it  is 
generally  thought  that  the  count  would  have  taken  it,  but 
the  German  troops  behaved  fufpicioufly,  and  fufFered  a  con- 
fidcrable  reinforcement  to  get  into  the  place,  upon  which 
the  count  de  Harcourt  raifed  the  fiege  on  the  3d  of  July. 
Some  time  after  cardimil  Mazarine  came  to  the  army,  but  it 
Was  not  without  fome  apprehenfions.  He  was,  however, 
better  received  than  he  expefted,  and  had  the  fame  honours 
paid  him  that  had  been  formerly  paid  to  cardinal  Richelieu^ 
•with  which  he  was  extremely  well  fatisfied  o.  The  army  af- 
terwards took  Condey  and  fome  other  fmall  places  not  worth

teoufly  thofe  who  leaft  deferved  it,  and  bellowing  favours  on 
fuch  as  ought  to  Have  thought  themfelves  happy  if  they 
efcaped  punifhment.     The  duke  of  Orteans  could  not  refift 
the  temptation  of  becoming  popular,  or  the  prince  of  Condc 
the  continual  folicitations  of  his  filler  the  du(;hcfa  of  Longue-^ 
,       ' .      vUle,     It  was  now  that-cardinal  Mazarine  began  to  alter  his 
meafures ;  and,  not  having  been  able  to  gain  the  efl:eem  of 
the  French  nation  by  his  merit,  thought  it  neccflary  taobtaia 
an  eftabllfiiment,  to  make  alliances,  and  to  return  the  com-, 
plime^t  they  had  paid  him  in  plundering  his  houfe,  and  dif* 
perfing  his  library,  by  fqueezing  them,  and  opprefEpg  their 
A.  D.     liberties,  which  before  were  far  from  his  intentions.     He  had 
1649.      incurred  the  public  hate,  while  attached  fincerely  to  the 
public  fervice.     To  overcome  this,  he  attached  himfelf  in- 
tirely  to  his  ownintereft;  and,  having  his  painons.more.at 
command,  and  being  a  greater  matter  of  intrigue  than  any   ' 
of  them,  it  is  no  great  wonder  that  he  fucceeded  in  this  age 
6f  intrigues.     In  the  mean  time  the  ftate,  the  government, 
and  the  royal  family,  fuffered  extremely.    The  war  was^car- 
ried  on  with  difadvantage  on  every  fide,  and  there  were  lefs 
hopes  than  ever  of  making  a  good  peace.     The  Frandeurs 
were  daily  gathering  ftrengh ;  the  tre^ury  was  empty,  and 
the  people  not  relieved  ;  the  king's  hpuftiold  in  a  great  mea-

their  crimes,  the  public,  who  paid  for  all,  was  brought  to 
the  very  brink  of  ruin' :  a  circumftance  the  more' credible, 
as  it  has  happened  alfo  elfewhere. 

A  stJDDEN  and  a  great  change  was  brought  about,  in  the  Thequan 
beginning  of  the  year,  by  all  thofe  filent  an*  underhand  me-  ^^"  ^^ 
thods  that  were  now  grown  into  faflaion,  and  had  in  a  man-  ^"^^-^  '• 
ncr  baniflied  candour  and  Sincerity  from  the  coutt.    The  ^^*'^^- 
prince  of  Conde,  prefuming  upon  his  great  fervices,  treated  ^  V  ^  .  r 
every  body  with  an- air  of  haughtinefs,  that,  notwithftanding  ^^^  ^  * 
fils  power,  deprived  him  gradually  of  afieftion  and  efttan.  ^nsJr^ 
He  had  framed  to  Jiimfelf  a  ftrange  notion  of  afliiming  ab-  etisUtig^ 
fblute  power,  in  an  age  and  country  where  even  legal  auiho*  rejn^it, 
rity  was  fo  far  from  produdng  obedience,  that  it  could  not 
iecure  refpcft.    The  manner  in  which  he  exprefled  this  fancy 
united  alJ  parties  againft  him.    He  had  excited  one  of  his 
dependents  to  make  love  to  the  queen  S  and  undertook  to 
prevent  the  efieAs  of  her  refentment  when  (he  (hewed  an  in*^ 
clination  to  chaftife  him.    He  oppofed  the  cardinal's  marry* 
-tog  his  niece  into  the  houfe  of  Vendofine^  locking  upon  it  as 
a  fign  that  he  was  withdrawing  himfelf  from  his  protedlion  Q. 
In  this  iituation  there  was  an  attempt  made  to  aiMinate  him 
in  Parisy  which  he  attributed  to  the  FrondeurSy  and  perfe- 
cuted  them  fo  briikly  for  it  in  parliament,  that  they  found 
the  only  method  of  fecuring  fafety  was  his  deftru^tion.  Up- 
on this  motive;  the  coadjutor,  by  the  interpofition  of  the 
duchefs  of  Chevreufey  propofed  the  matter  to  the  queen  and 
to  the  cardinal,  who  concurred  in  it,  brought  the  duke  of 
Orleans  to  confent,  and,  which  was  more,  to  difcard  his  old 
favourite  the  abbe  de  la  Riviere,  for  fear  he  fhould  difdofe 
the  fecret.    Things  being  thus  concerted,   the  prince>  of 
Conde,  the  prince  of  Conti^   and  the  duke  of  Longueville,  '     »  v 
were  arrefted  at  council  v,  on  the  i8th  of  January,  and 
fcnt  prifoners  to  the  Bois  des  Vincennes ;  upon  which  the 
people  of  Paris  made  bonfires,  who  had  rebelled  upon  the 
arrefting  Brofuffell,  who  was  now  well  received  in  the  queen's 
circle,  and  the  government  of  the  Bqftile  confirmed  to  his 
Ton.     The  duchefs  of  Longueville  made  her  efcape,  and  re- 
hired into  Normandy  '•;  the  duke  of  Bouillon  retired  into  his

himfeif  under  the   necefEty  of  taking  the  fcals  from  the 

chancellor  Seguur^  who  was  his  beft  friend,  and  the  queen's 

faithful  fervant,  to  give  them  to  his  rival  Chateauneuf^. 

When  the  feals  were  demanded^  the  chancelbr  faid,  that,  as 

be  loA  them  without  imputation,  he  parted  with  them  widi- 

out  pain.

The  court  began  firft  with  Nbrmandy,  vrhtrc 

andfulh    *^^  ^^  prefenceof  the  king  bronght  the  people  to  fubmiti 

flippreffed.  ***^  obliged  the  ^wchefs  of  LmguevUle  to  retire  by  fea  into 

Holland,   and  from  thence  to  maril^l  Turenne  at  Sfenai, 

where,  having  drawn  the  flame  of  rebellion  to  a  head,  fhe 

had  the  courage  to  undertake  a  journey  by  land  to  Bour*

In  Burgundy  the  troubles  were  likewife  fpecdi- 

ly  fupprefled  with  littk  effufion  of  blood ;  which,  though 

It  a^rded  the  minifler  fome  fatisfadtion,  yet  this  was  in  a 

great  meafure  abated  by  the  neceffity  he  was  under  of  being 

abfent  from  Parisy  where  the  duke  of  Orleatis  was  left  in 

the  hands  of  the  Frcndeurs,  who,  though  they  had  concur- 

'  red  with  the  cardinal  in  the  imprifonment  of  the  princes, 

were  now  negotiating  with  the  duke  a  reconciliation  with 

thofe  princes,  in  order  to  the  cardinal's  deftruftion.

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alifts,  dfily  gaining  ground,  and  the  cardinal  ever  prefling 
better  terms  than  they  had  reafon  to  expeft,  the  parliament 
would  not  have  the  complaifance  to  facrifice  themfelves  and 
their  fellow  citizens  either  to  the  interefl:  or  the  caprice  of 
thofe  great  men;  who  nofooner  difcerned  this,  than  they 
concurred  in  the  treaty,  and  made  very  good  terms  for  thecn- 
felves,  and,  with  the  princefs  of  Conde^  and  her  young  foa 
the  count  de  Jnguien,  went  to  pay  their  refpefts  ^  to  the 
queen.  The  two  dukes  had  alfo  feveral  conferences  with 
the  cardinal,  which  alarmed  the  Frondeurs  at  Paris  exceed- 
ingly. .  ' 

In  her  return  to  that  capital,  the  queen  was  afflifted  with  ^fier  alt 
a  fever,  occafioned  chiefly  by  the  chagrin  of  the  ill  treat-  theft  fuc^ 
ment  {he  had  met  with  at  Bourdeaux^  notwithftanding  the  ^C^'*  '^^J 
general  amnefty  which  {he  had  granted  to  all  who  had  been  ^"^^^^ffj*^ 
embarked  in  the  revolt ;  and  her  di{lemper  ^  was  increafed,  ^"'^'Jy^ 
not  pnly  by  the  want  of  accommodations  upon  the  road,  *L^  ^g 
which  could  not  well  be  greater  than  they  were,  but  by  her  ^^  g^^„ 
difpleafure  at  {eeing  fo  great  pains  taken  by  the  Spaniards  to./^/w?/» 
fupport  her  rebellious   fubjefts,    and  carry,  war  into  the grf^^df/* 
Heart  of  her  dominions,  as  the  late  king  and  herfelf  had  n^tfu 
done  into  theirs ;  and,  which  was  worft  of  all,  that  this 
was  attended  with  fo  great  fuccefs,  as  to  find  almoft  as  little 
duty  arid  refpeft  in  her  capital  as  {he  had  met  with  ia 
Bourdeaux.     The  cardinal  met  with  the  fame,  (x  rather 
with  worfe  treatment ;  the  Frondeurs  had  in  a  great  m^afure.

reufe  •  for  the  intrigues  of  a  few  women  continued  to  be  ia

{late.    In  outward  appearance,  however,  things  paflTed  qui- 
edy. enough  ;  the  duke  of  Orleans^  the  keeper  of  the  feals, 
the  coadjutor,  all  paid  their  refpeft   to  the  mini{ler,  who 
ifiade  them  returns  of  the  like  kind,  as  being  no  ftranger  to 
their  real  fentiments,  or  to  thofe  of  the  duke  of  Beaufort ^ 
^ough  he  had  procured  for  his  father  the  duke  of  Vendofme 
the  queen's  refignation  of  the  fuperintendance  of  navigation 
and  the  marine,  with  the  furvivance  in  favour  of  this  duke, 
though  his  youngefl:  fon,  who  could  not  prevail  upon  him-

that  might  contribute  to  their  own  interefts.     But,   be- 
fore we  fpeak  of  the  tranfaftions  that  followed  his   arrival 
in  the  army  of  the  marflial,  it  will  be  neceflary  to  fpeak  of 
the  progrefs  of*  the  war  during  this  campaign. 
Mtifir-         l'^^  domeftic  affairs  of  France  being  in  this  diforder,  it 
itines  in     niay  be  eafily  conceived  that  the  crown  was  in  no  condition 
luly  ami  to  furnifh  the  necefTary  fupplies  on  all  fides,  and  that  of 
in  data-   confequence  thofe  at  the  greateft  diftance  fufFered  moft.

caufed  count  Marjin  to  be  arrefled,  who  was  in- the  intereft 
of  the  prince  of  Conde,  made  himfelf  mafler  of  Salces  ;  but 
when  the  Spani/h  army  was  formed,  they  quickly  made  them 
fenfible  of  their*  fuperiority,  by  recovering  Flix,  Tortofa,  Ba~ 
laguer,  and  feveral  other  places*.     In  Lorrain,  the  count  d^ 
Ligni  recovered  feveral  places  k  for  the  duke,  till  at  length 
he  received'  a  fevere  check  from  the  marquis  Ferte  Senneterre. 
But  what  made  the  greateft  impreffion  was,  the  attack  made 
on  the  frontier  by  the  Spani/b  army  under  the  command  of 
the  archduke  Leopold,  the  marquis  de  Fuenfaldagna,  and  the 
marfhal  Turenne,  whofe  intrigues  had  reduced  him  to  the 
jieceffity  of  ferying  as  a  lieutenant  general  in  a  foreign- fer- 
vice  againft  the  crown  of  France,  after  all  the  honours  and 
rewards  he  had  received.     To  this  army  Le  Catetet'{virtea*

dcred  on  the  1  Jth  of  June,  after  a  very  gallant  defence.  The 
archduke  advanced  to  Gui/e,  and  inrcftedit;  but  the  mar- 
Ihal  du  Phffis  Prdjlin  obliged  him  to  raife  the  fiege  on  the  . 
I  ft  of  July.  This  did  not  hinder  Monfieur  de  Turenne 
frc»n  taking  la  (hpelle  on  the  3d  of  Augufi  ^  It  was  from 
thcQce  that  he  advanced  with  a  body  of  four  thoufand  horfe» 
in  order  to  deliver  the  princes  out  of  the  B^is  des  Vincennes  ;  ia 
\7hich  he  had  certunly  fucceeded,  if  he  had  not  been  betrayed 
by  thofc  about  him".  Monzm  furrendered  to  die  Spcmiards 
oa  the  <th  rf  N&vember ;  the  marfhal  du  Plejfis  Prajlin,  with 
his  army,  which  did  nee  confsft  of  above  fifteen  thoufand 
men,  covered  Rheims\  When  cardinal  Mazuiiine  came  to 
the  army,  he  had  determined  upon  the  fiege  of  Rhetel.  As 
he  was  a  man  of  a  lingular  turn,  he  left  the  minifler  behind 
faim ;  and  whereas  at  court  he  was  civil,  but  referved,  diffi- 
cult of  accefs,  andfparing  to  a  great  degree,  he  was  4uite 
another  man  in  the  camp ;  he  kept  three  or  four  open  tables, 
converfed  familiarly  with  the  officers,  and  took  greaj^care  of 
tl^e  private  men.  As  a  proof  of  this,  he  brought  with  him 
bom  Paris  ihoes  and  warm  waiftcoats,  which  he  caufed  to 
be  diftributed  amongft  them,  and  beftowed  fmall  but  fre- 
quent liberalities  in  money.  Rhetel  furrendered  on  the  13  th 
of' December,  the  weather  being  very  fevere.  The  army 
taking  winter  quarters  in  the  adjacent  villages  on  the  i4thy 
thei  enemy,  commanded  by  Don  EJievan  de  Gomara  and  mar- 
fhal Turermey  attacked  them  the  next  morning ;  and,  after  a 
warm  engagement,  they  were  intirely  beaten*.  Monfieur  de  a.  D. 
Turerme  with  great  difficulty  efcaped  into  a  wood  ;  the  Spa-  1650. 
iaards  loft  four  thoufand  men,  and  fbme  of  their  befl  offi- 
cers. Don  EJievan  de  Gomara  was  taken  prifoner,  with 
dgbt  pieces  of  cannon,  and  many  flandards  and  colours  P. 
This  viftory,  gained  under  the  eye  at  leaft  of  the  minifler, 
one  woald  have  thought  might  have  done  him  fome  honour 
even  \wth  the  people  of  Paris ;  but,  at  his  return,  he  found 
them  generally  indifpofed  towards  him,  tho'  Te  Deum  was

The  new  year  began  with  new  troubles.    The  duke  of  Cardial 
Orleans  could  not  be  without  a  favourite  f  and,  though  he  had  Mazarine

led  for  the  2jii,  executed  well  even  tbejr  bad  defjgns,  yet  he  would 
frji  time  jjever  aft  without  advi^,  or  truft  himfeU  with  his  own  con- 
''"''^'■J  cerns.  He  loved  power,  he  afiefted  independency ;  he  had 
i^toftbe  j^.-j^  ^g  great  a  degree  at  this  time  as  he  could  diefire ;  and 
'"^  ***•  he  might  have  kept  it,  and  have  reAored  the  tranquilUty  of 
France  J  if,  clofing  fincerely  with  the  queen  and  her  minUler, 
he  had  demanded  peremptorily  the  marriage  of  the  king  with 
mademoifelle.  It  is  true,  the  queen  was  averfe  to  it ;  but 
the  cardinal  thought  it  a  right  meafure,  if  the  dak&  cquM 
be  prevalied  on  to  aA  (leadily*  But  he  wad  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  coadjutor,  who,  findipg  the  miniiler  not  in- 
jclined  to  procure  him  a  hat  from  Rome^  puihed  the  duke  of  . 
^  Orleans  to  fecure  his  authority  another  way.  The  mafority 
of  the  parliament  were  bent  upon  releafii^  the  princes ;  the 
duche{s  of  Chevreu/e  had  treated  with  the  duke  of  OrJeans, 
and  concerted  three  points,  that  the  duke  of  Jnguien  0ioald 
marry  his  youngeft  daughter,  that  the  prince  oiConde  (hcwld 
marrv  her  daughter,  and  Monfieur  iU  CAateauneuf  ftK>uld  be 
raifed  to  the  dignity  of  prime  minifter.  But,  aft^  all,  e^^ 
this  party  wpre  more  inclined  to  the  cardinal,  who  was  to* 
tally  ignorant  of  their  intrigue.  The  duke  J0  Xacbefow 
cault  went  often  to  him,  hinted  in  amt^guous  terms  his 
danger,  and.prefled  him  to  prefcrve  himfeJf  by  fetting  at 
liberty  the  princes '*.  Upon  this  occafion  we  difcern  not,  in 
any  of  the  memoirs,  the  arts  of  a  confun^mate  poUticiaii  in 
.  the  cardinal's  cooduft*  He  refined  fo  much,  and  delayed  fo 
long,  that  at  length  all  parties  formed  a  league  againft  him, 
and  attacked  him  with  fuch  force,  that  he  faw  himfelf  uaileff 
the  necef&ty  of  retinng.  He  found  indeed  the  new  UMr- 
fhals,  Monfieur  (tJumont^  Monffeur  da  la  Fertt  inbamltf 
ftiled  marihal  d^Eftampes,  and  Moniieur  de  Ferte  Senmterre^ 
called  marfhal  de  la  Ferter  who,  together  with  the  count  de 
Crancey^  had  the  baton  given  them  after  the  battle  of  Rbe^ 
telf  full  of  profeiHons  of  afieftion  and  efteem  ;  but  he  ducft 
not  think  of  railing  a  civil  war  in  the  capital  of  Frame. 
On  the  6th  of  February^  not  before  he  was  in  immkieat 
danger,  he  quitted  the  palace,  and  w^t  dire^Iy  to  Hetfre-^ 
de-grace^  where  it  is  thought  he  meant  to  make  the  priaced 
fenfible  of  his  being  the  author  of  their  freedom ;  but  in 
this  he  was  diiap^poiuted ;  for  tlusy,  knowing  he  vms  forced 
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to  it;  treated  him  ci^Iy,  but  without  making  any  great 
profei&on$  S    In  the  mean  time  the  queen  was  in  a  miferable 
fituation ;  the  duke  of  Orleans  confulted  with  the  coadjutor 
about  taking  the  king  from  her,  (hutting  her  up  in  a  con* 
vent,  or  afTuming  to  himfelf  the  government  under  the  title 
of  the  king's  lieutenant  general.     Her  former  efcape  from 
farii  had  made  the  people  fo  jealous  of  her,  that  fhe  was 
for  a  month  imprifoned  in  her  palace,  and  her  authority, 
her  rank,  and  even  her  fex,  fo  little  refpeded,  that  at  mid* 
night  (he  was  forced  to  let  the  mob  come  into  her  apart- 
ments, and  draw  the  i-Zing's  curtains,  that'  they  might  fee  he 
was  in  bed  and  afleep^.     This  continued  till  the  arrival  of 
the  princes,  when  the  parliament  ordered  a  procefs  againft 
the  mi'nifter,  and,  by  an  arret,  excluded  all  foreigners  from 
being  of  the  king's  council,  and  all  cardinals,  even  tho'  they 
-■were  natives  of  France"^.     The  prince  of  Conde^    finding 
himfelf  without  any  rival  iince  the  retreat  of  the  cardinal, 
and  his  own  union  with  the  duke  of  Orleans^  thought  him- 
felf at  liberty  to  difpenfe  with  the  Frondeurs;  and  though 
the  duchefs  of  Chevreufe  had  generoufly  returned  him  the 
promife  he  had  iigned  while  in  prifon,  as  to  the  marriage  of 
her  brother  with  his  daughter,  that  it  might  appear  to  be  a 
matter  of  choice,  he,  by  a  firange  ftretch  of  power,  com- 
pelled the  queen  to  make  %  fhew  of  forcing  him  to  break  the 
marriage.     This  induced  the  duchefs  of  Chevreufey  the  prin- 
cefs  palatine,  and  even  the  coadjutor,  to  make  a  ihort  turn; 
and,  after  all  that  had  paHed,  to  offer  their  fervices  to  the 
queen,  whom,  from  humour,   pride,   or  refentment,    the 
,  prmce  of  Conde  continued  to  perfecute  with,  unrelenting  feve- 
rity,  and,  tho'  contrary  ^o  the  natural  turn  of  his  own  tem- 
,per,  he  was  fupported  therein  by  the  duke  of  Orleans  *. 

The  cardinal,  after  traverfmg  the  biftioprick  of  Liege^  j  new 
had  retired  to  Bruell,  at  fome  diftance  from  Sedan ;  and  froni  turn  rf 
thence  not  only  (parried  on  a  regular  coirefpondence  with  the  affairs^ 
queoi,  but  with  the  heads  of  all  the  different  parties,  who  ^hich  af^ 
confpired  together  in  abufing  and  treating  with  him  at  theA'*^'^  '^^ 
lame  time^.     The  coadjutor,  finding  himfelf  Qighted  by^^'^"'"*.^ 
the  prince  of  Conde^  and  being  affured  of  his  hat  by  the  car-  ^PP^^^^^'" 
dinal,  entered  with  the  fame  violence  into  the  intrigues  for  ^^^^^- ^^, 
.  bringing  back,  as  he  had  ftiewn  in  thofe  for  excluding  him  cardinal.  .

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the  coart,  propofing,  in  feme  councils,  the  arrefting,  or,  If 
neceflary,  putting  to  death  y  the  prince  of  Cande.  The 
ciueen  was  much  better  advifed ;  (he  recalled,  at  the  defire 
of  the  priooe,  Mr,  Chavigniy  that  fiie  might  perfuade  the 
l»arliament  of  her  having  no  intentions  to  recall  the  clrdinaL 
She  Hkewife  difmifled  Le  Tellier^  ServUn,  and  de  Lecntii^ 
purely  becaufe  tlie  prince  aflerted  they  were  friends  to  Md- 
zarine^ :-  but,  percdving  that  the  prince  was  not  foftened  by 
•  thefe  conceflkms,  ihe,  by  the  advice  of  the  frtrndeurs^  fent 
the  count  de  Brietmey  fecretary  of  Aate,  with  ]^  accufatlcm 
againft  him,  to  the  parliament,  whel-e,  though  he  had  cod- 
lented  to  the  meafure,  and  correAed  the  charge  with  bb  own 
hand,  the  duke  of  Orleans  fent  anotlier  paper  in  hisjufli&a- 
tion,  to  which  the  parliament  gave  their  fanOion^  The 
quben,  however,  finding  flie  had  acquired  a  greater  ftrengfh, 
trfolved  to  eaert  k,  took  the  feals  ^*om  Ofateauneuf^  and 
gave  them  to  the  firft  prefident  <^  Mole.  This  was  in  the 
month  of  Aupifi ;  but,  finding  flie  was  not  able  to  fupport 
liim,  (he  took  the  fads  back,  and  returned  them  to  the  cHi 
chancellor  SegUier*  By  a  ftrange  mixture  of  pafltons,  the 
amUtioQ  of  Chaiemmettf  taught  him  humility,  infomucb  that 
he  proD^iS4  the  queen  all  things  \  and  the  cardinal  likewi&» 
if  he  might  be  reftored  to  favour.  In  confequence  of  thi!s» 
upon  the  king*6  bdng  declared  major,  on  the  7^1  <tf  Septem- 
ier^  he  was  raffed  to  the  object  of  aH  his  intrigues,  the'poft  ' 
of  prime  mintftier  c,  and  the  feals  again  given  to  the  firft  pre^  ' 
lldent.  Upon  this,  againft  his  own  inclinatioos,  and  deter- 
mined by  the  perfuafions  of  his  fifta:  the  ducbcfs  of  Imffu* 
vilky  the  prince -dF  Conde  raifed  a  new  civil  war,  by  retfrilig 
into  his  government  of  Cmenne,  which  he  had  exchanged 
with  the  duke  of  EJpemtm  for  Burpindy.  He  w^  joinedby 
the  dttkes  de  Xockefbucauft,  de  Beatrfbrt^  de  Nemours^  de 
Richelieu^  the  prince  of  Tarenhm^  the  marquis^  la  Force^ 
and  Mr.  de  Marfirty  who  brought  him  the  troops  that  flioUld 
have  defended  Catalonia,  The  court  did  not  leate  him 
much  time  to  colleft  his  ftrength,  but,  advancing  to  Bourgis, 
Mr.  C^ateauneuf  prevailed  upon  the  inhabitants  to  quit  the 
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pftrty  of  the  prince,  and  to  receive  their  majefties  <J.     The 
count  de  Harcourt  commanded  the  army  that  was  to  oppofe 
the  prince  of  Gmde ;  and  in  this  embarrafled  ftate  of  affairs 
,  the  queen  inidtcd  cardinal  Mazarine^  who  was  now  at  Co- 
hgne,  to  come  and  join  the  court  at  Poitiers  ;  which  fo  in- 
flaaned  the  parliam^ent,  otherwife  well  enough  difpofed,  that,, 
by  an  arret  of  the  29th  of  December ^  they  profcribed  that 
oiinifter,  and  offered  a  reward  of  fifty  thoufand  crowns  ^  to 
any  who  would  take  him  alive  or  dead,  to  be  paid  by  the 
Me  of  his  own  library  and  effefts.     The  Spaniards  had  by    A.  D» 
this  time  fubdned  almoft  all  Catalonia,  and  blocked  up  Bar-     1651, 
cthna ;    they  recovered  likcwife  feveral  places  in  the  Low 
Cotmtri^^^^  and  might  have  done  much  more,  if  they  had 
CQ2}fidedlQielyin  their  arms,  inftead  of  entering  into  treaties 
with  ^^  nudeccmtents,  by  wliich  they  promifed  them  vaft 
foccoui$»  and  laviflicd  immeofe  fums  to  all  parties,  lot  out 
of  any  particular  regard  to  this  or  that,  but  becaufe  they 
thought  that  whatever  contribu^  to  the  confufipu  of  France^ 
nmft  be  beneficial  to  Spean. 

Cardinal  Mazarine^  efcorted  by  fix  thoufand  men«  com-  Afier 
nanded  by  Hocquincourf,  lately  made  marfhal  of  France,  mud  in* 
caoieto  Poitiers,  furrouoded'  by  a  croud  of  gallant  officers, j^/^^^r/Qr 
to  vfhom  he  had  given  governments  on  the  frontiers,  ^ni^dtrim- 
who  had  remained  ever  firmly  attached  to  his  feryice.    ^e  ^'"^'  ^^^ 
had  fikewife  detached  the  duke  of  Bouillon,  and  Ws  brother  JJ^  ^/ 
the  Yifeomit  dd  Turenm,  and  taken  thereby  the  beft  bead  ^^y^ 
and  the  bcft  heart  they  had  from  the"  malecontents.    T^^^  parliament 
parliament' contiAued  to  ad  the  fame  ftrange  part  as  they  bad  ^clare 
done  for  fome  time  paft,  that  is,  they  endeavoured  to  accom-  againft  the 
modate  themfdves  to  all  parties,  which  did  not  give  them  €r9wn* 
the  confidence  fo  much  as  ot  one.    They  had  verified  the 
queen's  edift,  by  which  ftie  declared  the  prince  of  Conde 
guilty  of  high  treafon.     They  fet  a  price  upon  the  cardinals 
head ;  and  formed  a  procefs  againft  marfhal  Hocquincourt, 
for  that  proteftion  he  had  given  him  g.     The  duke  of  Or-' 
leans  afted  the  very  fame  part ;  he  had  on  many  occafions 
declared  in  ftrong  terras  for  the  royal  authority,  and  yet  to- 
wards the  clofe  of  January  he  concluded  a  treaty  with  the 
prince  of  Conde^,  but  at  the  fame  time  referved  a  liberty  of

Mademoifelle  >yas  feat  by  her  father  to  Orleans^  and  had  the 
good  fortune  to  engage  that  city  to  declare  for  the  princes  by 
her  prefence  folely ;  but  to  fhew  the  true  complesdon  of  ther 
public  fpirit  that  prevailed  in  this  age,  (he  immediately  gave 
the  queen  mother  to  underfland,  that  fhe  was  not  implaa-   | 
ble,  and  that  a  perfon  of  her  great  talents  and  influence 
might  be  purchafed  at  no  higher  price  than  that  of  the 
crown  of  France  ;  and,  in  fliort,  that  Ihe  expeftcd  to  efpoufc  . 
the  king  ^. 
Th  king        As  ftrange  as  this  might  appear,  (he  might  poilibly  have 
and  court   brought  it  to  pafs,  and  that  by  force  of  arms  ;  for  the, for- 
t'wice        prijre  of  Orleans  put  the  court  under  fo  great  a  difficulty,  . 
A^f^A^^  that  they  were  forced  to  lodge  in  the  little  town  of  Gergaut,  , 
A    bow  w^'^^^  ^^^  ^  8^^^  bridge  over  the  Loire,  with  a  very  fmall 
a  eand    number  of  troops  about  the  king's  perfoir.     They  were  fcarcc 
^cwdua  ef  arrived,  when  the  duke  of  Beaufort  with  his  forces  took  poft 
marjhal     on  the  Other  fide,  and  be^n  inunediately  to  attack  tb? 
Turenne*  bridge.     Marftial  Turenne  happened  to  be  there,  and  his 
prefence  faved  the  king  and  queen ;  he  took  two  or  three 
hundred  men  who  were  there,  b,ut  who  had  neither  bail  noir 
powder,  ported  them  at  the  houfes  joining-to  the  bridgei 
caufed  the  barrier  to  be  thrown  open,  and,  advancing  widi 
his  fword  drawn,  called  to  his  troops,  with  a  loud  vcricc, 
not  to  fire  till  the  enemy  were  clofe.

His  prefence  rcftorcd  order  and  courage 
to  thofe  troops  that'  wanted  both.  The  marflial  Hocqum-  , 
cmrt  having  quartered  part  of  the  king's  army  at  Blenau^ 
it  too  great  X  diftance  from  the  reft  under  marrfial  Turenne'^ 
the  prince,  on  the  6th  of  April,  attacked  them  in  the  night, 
tnd.  carried' two  qtiarters;  and  had  infailibly  beaten  the 

'  whole  army^arid  perhaps  taken  the  royal  family  at  Gien^  if 
M&tifktitTtirinlDe  had  dot  advanced  with  four  thoufand  fdbt' 
to  his  afliftince,  and  taken  pdft  on  ftn  eminence  oppoiite  to 
&  -wood.  The  prince,  finding'  a  pretty  large  aperture,  caufed" 
his  horfeto  advance  through  it,  in  order  to  attack  Monfieur 
Turenney  whofe  troops  movdd  fldVvly,  as  if  they  meant  to 
retire.  But  as  foon  as  a  confiderable  part  of  the  prince^  * 
army  had  pafled,  the  battery,  which  the  marftial  had  been  pre- 
paring, fired  upon  them  brifldy  on  the  right,  while  ha  with 
his  forces  attacked  them  in  the  front  and  on  the  left,  fo 
that,  after  fufiering  a  confiderable  lofs,  the  prince  was  ob- 
Kgcd  to  retire  *^. 
The  coiidnft  of  the  duke  of  Orleans  and  of  the  parlia-  Dukt 

'  ment-  was  of  fuch  a  nature,  that  the  prince  thought  it  ne-  Charlct 
ceffary  to  leave  his  army,  in  order  to  go  thither,  where,  not-  IV.  of

I    h'^htreafon,  he  was  well  received.     After  his  departure,"^^'^  v '^' 

i   marihal  Turenne,  with  marftial  Hocqttincourt,  attempted  to  ^^^^^  * 
fefprife  the  army  he  had  left  in  the  neighbourhood  o^Eftampes/^^      ^* 

j    and  forced  them  to  take  fhelter  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  France 
town,    in  one  quarter  of  which  twelve  hundred  of  their  an Jiy  tht 
bcft  foot  were  cut  to  pieces.    The  two  marftials  befieged  the  French 
left  in  Eftampes 'y'  znA  had  very  probably  forced  them   xoforUtwing 
fiirrender,  if  the  duke  of  Lorrain^  having  received  a  large**'* 
film  of  money  from  the  Spaniards,  had  not  penetrated  into 
France,  and,  being  acquainted  with  their  diftrefs,  marched 
to  their  affiftance".     This  fo  much  changed  the  face  of  af- 
fairs, that  marflial  Turenne  found  the  king's  army  In  great 
.  danger,  as  being  obliged  to  fight  feveral  different  corps  of 

I  troops ;  and  therefore,  when  on  the  point  of  engaging'  tjie 
dake  of  Lorratriy  it  is  faid  that  a  fum  of  French  gold  deter-' 
fluned  his  retre^  as  the  Spanijb  money  had  produced  his  in- 
vafion.  The  prince  of  Conde,  by  the  interpofition  of  the 
4ttke  of  Rthari,  negotiated  with  the  coUrt ;  and  afterwards

pretence,  yet  that  was  calculated  only  for  the  dupes  at  Pa" 

risy  iince  tliey  had  made  no  foruple.  at  St.  Germain's  of  treat- 

iog  with  him  every  day.

jBpysLiJacirecl  ibme,  and  raalbmed  many,  that  is,  made  tt»m  pay 
laigelj  for  favioig  their  lives,  and  in  this  they  made  00  dif-  • 
tiuftioa  of  parties  P.  It  Was  never  known  how  this  was 
^brpugbt  about,  or  by  whom;  but  it  isr  very  certain,  that 
,^  prince'of  C^nde  might  have  put  a  flop  to  it ;  that  he  was 
•  jipp^ed  Co,,  and  that  he  did  not.  However,  on  the  loth  of 
3\dy%  the  parliament  declared  the  duke  of  Orleans  lieutenant 
general  of  the  l^ngdom,  and  the  prince  generaiii&mo  of  the 
^rces  for  lefloring  the  king  to  his  ^berty,  who,  they  fai<f» 
was  deprived  of  it  by  cardinal  Mazarine 9.  On  thelaft  day 
of  the  month  the  king  publiflied  an  edift,  transferring  the 
parfiamcBt  of  Paris  to  Ponteife^  where  he  then  was.  Moft 
of  the  preildents  acid  twenty  of  the  counfellors  obeyed.  The 
.keeper  of  tht  fe^ls,  at  the  head  of  the  new  parliament,  (to- 
manded,  in  very  flroag  terms,  ci  the  king,  the  difmiffion  and 
.departure  of  the  cardinal.  To  this  a  long  anfwer,  contais* 
ii^  a  laboured  apology  tar  the  minifter,  was  given,  con- 
cluding, however,  with  the  king's  ailent«  On  the  19th  of 
/bigtyi*  h^  ^t  out  for  Sedan^  leaving  the  af&irs  of  ftate  in 
^  bauds  q£  prince  Thomas  of  Savoy ^  and  the  army  to  the 
command  of  the  vifcount  ie  Turenne.

Bttt  the  court,    ootwitfaflanding,  was   under  ^t prince 0/ 
greateft  uneafinefs,  the  Spanijh  army  advancing  dh-eftly  to-  Conde, 
wards  Paris,    Application  was  made  to  the  duke  of  Longue-  ^^^^  '^' 
vilk^  to  know  whether  the  king's  pcrfon  might  be  fafe  »n^^^'^^/* 
Normandy n    The  anfwer  was  far  from  being  favourable  j  it  '^"^^  '  . 
was  then  debated,  whether  he  ihould  retire  to  Lyons.     The 
army  commaaded  by  marfhal  Turenne  confifted  but  of  eight 
thoufitnd  men,  and  upon  this  (mail  force  depended  the  ^te 
of  llie  king  and  kingdom*    The  councils,  in  this  extremity, 
w$re  chiefly,  dir^jfted  by  the  duke  ds^  Bcuillony  who,  with  ail 
.  hisfiiults,  wi^  perhaps  the  ableft  man  of  that  time.    He 
.  and  lus  brother  rcje&ed  thefe  timkl  mcafures,  as  equally  un- 
ftfe  jujd  diibpnourable.

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liave  been  rafh  and  imprudent  •.     The  peculiar   taleat  of 
this  great  man  was,  that  he  hardly  ever  failed   of  judging 
what  effcft  his  motions  would  produce  in  the  mind  of  an 
,        enemy.     He  had  faved  the  royal  family  at  Gergaut  by  a 
prudent  temerity  ;  at  BtenaUy  by  his  vigilance,  he  faved  them 
again,  by  forefeeing  that  the  Spajiiards^  who  had  a  very  high 
opinion^  of  his  difcretion,  would  immediately  fufpcft  fome 
myftery.     They  did  fo ;   and   the  count  de  FuenfaldagM 
marched  back  to  cover  Flanders^  leaving  the  duke  of  Lorraine 
with  an  army  as  ftrong  as  the  marftiars,  to  aflift  the  princes. 
.The  difficulties  of  the  court  did  not  end  here  ;  the  duke  of 
Lorrain  advanced  again  towards  Paris  ;    the  marlhai  en- 
camped at  St.  Germain,  near  Crejfy,  where  he  received  poli- 
tive  orders  from  the  court  to  remain,  becaufe  they  were  iA 
treaty  with  the  duke  of  Lorrain^  who  had ,  promifed  not  to 
remove.     Turenne  chofe  rather  to  hazard  his  head  than  to 
truft  to  his  promifes,  or  their.orders ;  and,  judging  be  would 
attempt  to  pafs  the  Seine,  marched  direftly  to  Villenetf  SU 
,  George ',  and  thereby  difappointed  him.    He  encamped  about 

a  league  higher,  and  was  joined  there.by  the  prince  of  Conde. 
There  he  fortified  himfelf,  being  much  inferior  in  ftrength. 
The  prince  and  duke  thought  themfelves  fo  fecurc  of  cither 
beating  or  ftarving  him,  that  they  began  to  talk  of  difpofing 
of  governments  and  the  great  charges  of  the  crown.  Irf 
this  fituation  things  continued  for  a  month,  when  Monfieur 
Turenne,  took  advantage  of  the  duke  and  prince  being 
gone  to  Paris  to  divert  themfelves  with  their  miftrcffes,  to 
march  to  Corbeit,  and  thence  to  Meaux,  which  he  performed 
without  lofs,  and  without  being  attacked.  By  this  time  the 
royalifts  were  grown  fo  potent  in  Paris,  that  the  prince  of 
Conde  grew  weary  of  being  there,  and  on  the  14th  of  O^e* 
'  her  u  quitted  that  city,  to  go  and  throw  himfelf  into  the 
arms  of  the  Spaniards.  On  the  2 1  ft  the  king  ^,  accompanied 
by  Charles  11.  entered  in  triumph  into  his  capital,  which  the 
duke  of  Orleans  quitted  at  the  fame  time.  He  went  direftly 
to  the  Louvre,  and  fent  an  order  to  Brmffel  to  deliver  up 
the  Bajiile,  on  pain  of  being  hanged  at  the  gate.  He  prc- 
fently  fubmitted ;  the  next  day  the  king  held  his  b^  ^  of  juf- 
tice,  where  the  parliament  verified  four  declarations  for  their

dliflg  for  the  futuire  with  affairs  of  ftate ;  and  the  expulfiort- 
of  three'prclidents  and  nine  counfeHors,  amorigft  whom  was 
old  BrouffelL  The  coadjutor,  now  become  cardinal  de  Retz\  ' 
by  outwitting  the  minifter  at  Romey  delayed  paying  his  re-^ 
fpefts  till  th€  i^th  of  December^  and,  after  *a  civil  reception, 
was  arretted,  and  fent  prifoner  to  Vincennes  Y,  He  was  the 
head  of  the  faftion  of  the  FrondeurSy  and  with  him  it  ended: 
It  may  not  be  amifs,  before  we  fpeak  of  the  operations  of 
the  war,  which  ftill  went  on,  to  mention  the  fate  of  fome 
of  thofe  bafy  men,  who,  by  their  ambition  and  avarice,  ex- 
cited thefe  troubles.  Mohfieur  de  Chateauneitf,  exiled  on  the 
cardiaars  firft  return,  broke  his  heart  in  his  own  houfe  at 
Mcntrouge ;  Chavigni  died  of  rage  and  in  defpair,  infulted 
by  the  prince  of  (hnde  'in  his  laft  moments ;  the  duke  of 
BiM^M^  killed  his  brother-in-law  the  duke  of  Nemours  by  a 
piftol  fliot  in  the  ftreets  of  Paris ;  and  the  prince  of  Coriti 
and  the  duchefs  of  Longueville  remained  blocked  up  in  Bour'- 
ieaux  *,  where,  fome  mifunderftandings  arifing  between 
them,  they  caballed  againft  each  other. 

IviCatahniay  the  defertion  of  count  Marjtn,  in  order  to  <f^^  p^^ 
carry  his  troops  to  the  jfrince  of  Conde,  loft  ail  that  had  g^/s  oftht 
been  acquii*ed  with  fo  mu<i:h  blood  and  treafure.     The  mar- w«r»«f.   . 
(hal  de  la  Misthe  furrendered  Barcelona  by  a  capitulation  on  Catalo- 
the  23d  of  Odlober,  together  with  all  that  he  held  in  that  »»*»  f  ^T^ 
principality,  except  Rofes ;  but  he  obtained  honourable  terms  ^^^^^  *^ 
for  ^  the  Fr^/jr/^  troops,  and  the  prefervation  of  their  P^'^^i- p^"^^^ 
leges  for  the  people.     In  Italy ^  Cafal  was  alfo  loft  ;  and  it 
was  with  much  difficulty  that  the  duke  of  Mantua  was  pre- 
vailed upon  to  declare  himfelf  neuter,  and  the  duke  of  Savoy, 
hindered  from  putting  himfelf  under  the  proteftion  of  Spain  ^.  .

The  prince  of  Cmti  aad  the  ducheTs  of 
Ungueville  capitulated  in  Bourdeaux^  and  the  count  4d 
Marjin  was  pernaitted  to  march  with  two  thoufand  five 
httA^red  men  to  join  the  prince  of  Cmde.

have  been  content  to  bury  in  iilence,  but  which  ought  to  be 
preferved  In  a  work  confecrated  to  truth.

The  ^P*'^**'^.^* 
marguis  de  Carracena^  who  commanded  in  the  Miiane/e,  ^^^  fQ^iousthis 
piqued  at  this  r  and,  having  received  confiderable  reinforce*  campaign. 
ments  from  NapUs  and  Sicily,  he  paffed  the  Tanara,  in  hopes 
of  furprifingj  the  French  army ;  but  -  the   marftial,   having 
good  intelligence,  quitted  his  camp  as  the  Spaniards  were 
paffing,  in*  expectation  of  gaining  feme  advantage  over  them 
before  they  were  thoroughly  formed ;  but.  when  he  arrived 
in  fight  of  their  army,  he  found  them  dirpofed  in  order  of 
batde.     This  engagement,  which  happened  on  the  23d  of 
September y  is  ftiled  in  hiftory  the  battle  of  RoquettaK     The 
marfhal  claimed  the  viftory,  becaufe  the  enemy  were  obliged 
.  to  repafs  the  river ;  and,  in  conjunAion  with  the  duke  of 
Savoy  J  the  Fr^/zcA  forces  croflcd  the  iS^d,  took  the  cafHe  of 
Carpignano,  and  went  into  winter  quarters  in  the  plentiful 
country  oi  Navarre.

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MUidttd  10  Cdtabttia,  aad  delivered  Jt(^es  from  a  kiad  of 
blockade.  He  after^rards  befieged  Ghnmne^  having  called 
tfie  marflial  d'Hocquincmirt  to  his  affiftaoce ;  but  they  had 
the  misfortune  to  be  beatea  bf  Don  Juan  of  Aufiria^  wfae^ 
came  to  the  relief  of  the  place,  and  who  afterwards  made 
kimiUf  matter  of  the  Am^ourdan^  The  marshal,  beiog  reiaw 
forced  by  the  troops  from  Guunne^  aiade  a  frekh  irrupdotf 
into^  Qaalonia  in  December^  aad  relieved  Roffs  that  w:»

The  great  firefsof  the  war  lay  on  the  fide  of  the  Ls^ 
Countries ;  the  prince  of  Cmde  had  the  pompous  title  of  ge- 
oeralidimo  of  his  catholic  majefty's  armies,  and  it  was  ftipu-

They  had  without  doubt  a  fuperior  force,  but  then 


part  of  the  forces  were  in  the  county  of  Luxemburgh  with 
the  princes  and  the  duke  of  Lorrain,  and  part  in  Flanderi 
under  the  count  de  Fuenfaldagfia,     Marshal  Turenne  had 
.  about  feventeen  thoufand  men  ;  he  forefaw  that  the  prince 
would  a({emble  his  army  about  Rhetel^  in  order  to  have  all 
Champagne  open  before  him.     It  was  a  backward  (eafon ; 
and  the  marfhal  having,  with  incredible  diligence,  brought 
his  troops  into,  the  field,  took  pofleflion  of  the  very  camp 
the  prince  had  marked  for  the  Spaniards  on  the  ift  of  Jufy^ 
and  on  the  5th  Rhetel  furrendered  «.     This  difconcerted  the 
prince,  who  afterwards  entered  Picardy,  and  advanced  as 
far  as  Roie ;  but,  being  continually  followed  by  Turenne,  he 
was  not  able  to  take  any  place  of  importance ;  wid,  as  the 
feafon  began  to  advance,  he  refolved  to  befiege  Rocroi  about 
the  middle  of  September,  with  which  the  Spaniards  wert 
very  little  pleafed.     The  marflials  Turenne  and  la  Ferte  be- 
fiegcd  Mouzon,  which  furrendered  on  the  26th,  as  Rocroi 
did  to.the  prince  on  the  3ath  y.     The  campaign  was  dofcd 
by  the  fiege  of  St,  Menehaud,  which  was  as  bravely  defended 
by  Mental  as  Mouzon  had  been  by  colonel  JVolfe.    The  place 
was  not  furrendered  till  the  26th  of  November,  sit^t  thirty- 
three  days  open  trenches.     It  was  one  of  thofe  belonging  to 
the  prince  of  Conde,  and  the  Spaniards  were  not  very  forward

p^  him ;  but  this  wetit  to  his  perfon  only^  and  not  to  his 
adnce,  or  the  campaign  had  been  more  to  their  ^vantage. 
The  little  time  that  Moniieur  Tutenne  had  fpent  amongft  the 
Spaniards  had  rendered  him  fo  well  acquainted  vrith  their 
dlfpofitions  and  manner  of  ailing,  that  he  formed  as  juft 
fiodons.of  what  pafled  in  their  councils  of  war,  as  if  he  had 
been  prcfent  at  them,  and  took  his  meafnres  accordingly  •, 
Bcfidcs  the  marihal  before-mentioned,  there  wcte  two  others  A.D^ 
Jjade  this  year,  Mr*  de  Mio/ans,  who  was  ftiled  the  marfhal  >6jj, 
tAlBret ;  the  other,  Moniieur  de  Putvau,  called  afterwards 
the  maHhal  de  ClerambauU 

The  new  year  was  opened  in  a  manner  very  agreeable  to  The  eardi* 
die  minifler ;  the  prince  df  Contif  who,  iince  the  furrender  MaPi  im* 
of  Bourekauxy  was  retired  to  Pezenas,  grew  out  of  temper  ^"enfi 
there  with  himfelf,   and  with  all  the  world.     As  he  had/^^» 
good  fenfe  at  the  bottom,  and  an  excellent  education,  he  *'*''^* 
tookatlaft  a  (hort  refolution  of  makuig  himfelf  cafy  hothy^^'f^ 
vrith  refpegft  to  his  public  and  private  affairs.    He  had  been^yj'^ 
'intended  for  the  church,  and  was  pofleffed  of  benefices  ^o  ^^^j^^ 
a  great  value ;  he  wrote  to  the  minifter,  and  offered  to  re-  prgteOinim 
ligQ  them  all  into  his  hands  for  a  proper  efbblifhment  with 
one  of  his  nieces.    It  may  be  prefumed  that  the  cardinal 
.did  not  hefitate;  he  gave  him  the  choice,  and  he  fixed  oq 
Madame  Martmozzi,  the  heft  and  the  moft  beautiful  of  the 
three.    The  prince  of  Conde  wrote  to  his  brother  in  the 
blttereft  terms,  without  confidering  that  he  had  (hewn  the 
feme  cbmplaifance  for  Richelieu  as  the  prince  of  Conti  had 
done  for  Mazarine,  •  The  marriage  was  celebrated  in  Fe* 
huary  ^,  and  the  prince  and  princefs  of  Conti  were  efteenied 
the  happieft  couple  in  France,  and  fuftained  that  charafter 
as  long  as  they  lived-     This  did  not  hinder  the  making  the 
proccfi  of  the  jprince  of  Conde  before  the  parliament,  who, 
tfter  affigning  him  a  day  to  come  in,  condemned  him  to 
fcffcr  death  as  a  thiitor,  and  to  forfeit  all  his  honours  and 
cftates.    The  like  fentence  was  pafled  upon  all  his  adhe- 
rents, with   this  difference  only,  that  the  manner  of  their 
death  was  pointed  out  •.     It  was  foon  after  difcovered  that 
the  prince  had  pafled  fentence  of  death,   though  in  another

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way,  on  the  cardinal  zninifter ;  in  fhort,  a  deiign  was  ki4 
to  affaffinate  him.  One  Ricoux^  and  two  or  three  other  per* 
fons,  hired  to  perpetrate  this  aftion,  Were  condemned  and 
Executed  ;  but  the  cardmal,  either  from  a  natural  mildnels  of 
temper,  or  that  ftijdied  moderation  which  accompanied  lus 
aftions,  took  no  notice  of  fome  perfons  of  higher  rank,  and 

Sarticularly  a  Ijtdy  ^  of  very  great  quality,  who  had  dipped 
eeply  in  this  and  other  intrigues.     It  is  not  impoffible  that 
this  difpofition  of  the  cardinal,  whether  natural  or  feigned, 
'     encouraged  the  parliament  to  attempt  feveral  times  the  re- 
vival of  the  old  fpirit*     Once,  when  they  held  an,  extraor- 
dinary aflembly,  at  which  the  cardinal  was  extremely  alarmed, 
the  .king  went  from  Vincennes  to  Paris,  and,  being  in  his 
hunting  drefs,  entered  the  hall  in  a  clofe  coat,  with  laifQ 
boots,  a  cap  on  his  head,  and  a  long  whip  in  his  hand,  acd^ 
,  walked  up  direftly  to  the  firft  prelident's  chair,   in   which 
having  feated  himfelf,  he  told  them, .  they  were  not  to  af- 
femble  themfelves  in  an  extraordinary  manner   but  by  his 
permiffion  ®.     This  did  more  than  all  the  edifts  and  declara- 
tions hitherto  had  done  ;  they  forbore  to  aflemblei  and  tbey^ 
forbore  to  remonllrate ;'  but  they  did  not  forbear  to  grumble 
as  much  as  ever,  or  to  wifti  ardently  for  an  opportunity  of 
doing  more  :  it  was  the  bufmefs  of  the  minifter  to  prevent, 
as  much  as  in  him  lay,  their  having  fuch  an  opportunity.    '

»al  de       and  more  embarrafTed ;  he  was  defirous  of  his  liberty,  and, 
Ketz,«(7w  ji^  order  to  obtain  it,  had  begun  to  treat  for  his  demiiTion. 
Uh'fh     '■^  ^'^  mean  time  his  uncle  the  archbifhop  of  Paris  died  on 
fYl\\%     ^^^  2ifl  of  March  \  and  the  chapter,  without  acquaiatiM 
mahs^fii    ^^  ^^"S'  acknowleged  the  cardinal  in  that  quality,  and  fuf- 
efcape  to     i^^^^  him  to  take  pofTeffion  of  the  fee  by  proxy.    How  much 
Rpme.       foever  this  offended,  the  chapter  remained  firm ;  and,  if  tlw 
cardinal  had  done  fo,  things  might  have  come  to  great  ex- 
tremities.    His  impatience  would  not  fufFer  this  ;  he  appre- 
hended  from   Map^rine  that    treatment  which  Mazarifie 
would  have  met  with  if  he  had  been  in  his  place  ;  and  this 
,extingui(hed  in  his  heart  that  heroifm  which  dwelt  upon  his 
tongue,  and  which  appears  flill  in  his  writings.     He  con- 
fented  to  a  demilRon,  provided  he  might  be  committed  to

diflurbances  in  France ;  but,  on  bis  arrival  tbere^  lie  either 
found  things  fo  altered,  that  he  defpaired  of  fuccefs,  or 
found  himfelf  fQ  well  received  by  the  Jung  and  his  muufia^ 


that  he  had  no  inclination  to  it.  But  being  a  perfon  of 
•much  vanity,  as  well  as  of  great  courage  and  capacity,  he 
could  not  bdp.  boafting  of  the  great  intelligence  he  ftiU  had 
in  the  kingdom  of  NapUs ;  and  as  he  was,  naturally  eI<H 
quent,  and  the  cardinal  perfeAly  well  knew  the  difpoiitioft 
of  that  nation^  he  at  laft  either  perfuaded  or  perfecuted  him 
into  confenting  he  ihduld  make  an  expedition.  Accordiogly 
a  fleet  of  forty  fail  pf  fliips  and  sallies  was  equipped  in  aa- 
tumn ;  with  which,  notwithftanmng  many  obAacles(»  he  at 
length  arrived  upon  the  coafV,  and  on  the  1 5th  of  November 
made  himfelf  mafter  of  Caftebnere ".  After  this»  he  pob- 
iiihed  his  manifeftoes,  in  which  he  promifed  much  move 
than  he.  was  able  to  perform;  but  the  inhatxtants  were  b 
much  changed  in  their  temper,  or  fo  much  frighted  at  the 
confequences  of  a  revolt,  that,  inftead  of  rifing  in  his  favour, 
*  they  refufed  him  fo  much  as  provifions,  which  obliged  hiia 
«>  abandon  his  new  conqueft,  and  to  return  with  his  fleet 
k  into  Provence  ^.  Some  have  obferved,  that  this  made  the 
cardinal  as  ridiculous  as  himfelf;  butjt  is  highly  probate 
that  miniiler  mi^ht  mean  to  render  the  hatred  between  the 
duke  of  Cuife.  a.nd  the  Spaniards  both  irreconcileable  and  pef- 
petual;  and,  if  he  did,  without  doubt  this  expedition  an- 
fwered  his  end,  and  delivered  France  Irom  any  apprehenfions

How- 
ever, he  complied,  »elying  upon  his  own  genius  tofurmount 
cwjrydifficnky^t.  ^ 

The  iiitiabkants  of  Btmkirk  were  no  fooner  apprlfed  of 
iis  Inteiition,  than,  opening  the  fluices,  they  laid  the  whole 
conmry  piBtdec  water  as  for  as  the  lake  of  Bergue^  formed  by 
the  oyerflowjngs  trf  the  €obne.    By  this  every  pafiagej  cx^ 
cept  by  the  difce  leading  from  Bergue  to  Dunkirk^  was  ob- 
ilruAed,  txA  evfen  Ah  the  late  heavy  rains  had  rendered  al- 
ined tmpaflabie.  '  On  this  dilce  two  ftrong  forts  were  raifed, 
•^ach  garrifoned  by  ioot>  men ;  and  the  marquis  de  Lede,  k 
•ciMifaMmate  Bwftar  in  the  defence  of  towns,  was  fent  with 
•2000  foot'  to  reinforce  and  take  command  of  the  garrifoff, 
Tyrennevr2»  not  difcouraged  by  the  hardinefs  of  theenter- 
cprke ;  he  knew  the  neceffity  of  obedience,  and  perilled,  nun 
THOved  by  the  remonftrances  of  his  officers  and  friends,  wha  / 
"beaded  the  confequences  to  the  army,  and  the  vifcount'fe 
r^qmtatkm*     With  foinconftderablean  army  as  8000  men, 
"^e  Hiarched  into  Atrtoisy  paflcd  the  LySy  and  advanced  t6- 
-wards  the  Cohney  where  he  fnrprifed  a  redoubt  raifed  to  de-' 
-ii^d  the  paflkge  of  the  river.    On  his  arrival  before  Z>r/«- 
*rt-A,  he  few  the  town  floating  in  a  fca,  and  immediately  fet 
abottt  filling  up  the  ditches,  laying  bridges  over  the  canals, 
»nd  tekin^  every  meafure  that  could  render  the  paflage  by   '  / 
the  dike  prafticable.     Several  redoubts  and  forts  on  the 
canals  and  dike  bemg  taken,  he  arrived  at  length,  after  en^ 
^countering  numberlefs  difficulties.     Every  thing  neceflary  for 
Ae  liege  and  tlie  fupport  of  the  troops  was  brought  fron* 
Calais ;  and  the  men  Were  fet  to  work  upon  the  lines,  form-^   - 
feg  a  cwnre  round  the  town  of  the  figure  6f  a  crefcent. 
X^veaty  JP«f ^  men  of  war  blocked  up  the  port,  fo  that 
Dunkirk  was  every-where  hemmed  in  by  fea  and  land,  at^ 
ilood ;  but  as  the  fand  was  for  fix  hours  at  ebb  tide  left 
*dry,  by  which  the  garrifon  had  an  eafy  paflage  to  Neivport 
on  tlte  eaft,  or  GraveHn  On  the  weft,  the  vifcount  terminated^ 
each  extremity  of  his  line  with  a  ftaccado  reaching  crofs  the? 
fana  quite  to  the  loweft  water-mark.     Thefe  ftaccados  were 
formed  of  vaft  piles  fattened  together  by  ftrong  iron  chains  ; 
beUnd  the  pales  wasf^a  barricade  of  bombchefts,  wiiick 
ivere  drawn  thence  by  horfes  as  the  tide  came  in,  and  re^ 
■placed  as  it  went  out.   iStili  farther  back  were  ranged  feveraj 
fejwfcs  with  cannon^  which  defended  the  approach  to  tht 
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ftaccadoes ;  a  part  of  the  cavalry  kept  guard  at  night,  to  I 
that  now  the  pafs  was  quite  blockaded.     Such  were  the 
works  which  drew  the  king,  the  cardinal,  and    the  whbk 
court,  to  be  fpedators  of  a  fiege  that  promifed   the  higfaefi 
military  entertainment.     Before  the  works  were  fini(bed,  the 
Engiyb  auxiliaries^    to  the  number  of  6000   men,  landed, 
and  joined  thevifcount.    They  were  immediately  under  the 
direAion  of  major-generiad  Morgan^  a  brave  experienced  of- 
ficer *,  though  Lockhart,  CrcmwelN  ambaflador,  had  the  no- 
minal direftton.     The  trenches  were  opened   by  tw6  ap- 
proaches, one  of  which  was  carried  on  by  the  French^  the 
other  by  the  Englt/b,  who  feemed  to  rival  and  outvie  eadi 
other  in  bold  aftions,  dilig^ce,  and  condu£^.      At  firft  the 
enemy  made  fcveral  brMk  tallies,  but  were  always  repulfed; 
and  fo  vigorouQy  did  Turenne  pu(h  his  meafures,   that  feme 
of  the  paUifades  on  the  glacis  were  torn  away,'  feveral  tra- 
verfes  in  the  covered  way  taken,  and  preparations  making 
to\effcft  a  lodgment  on  the  counterfcarp,  before  the  Spa- 
niards thought  of  putting  themfelves  in  motion,  or  flop- 
-    ping  the  progrefs  of  the  king's  arms.     They  could'  fcaroe 
perfuade  themfelves  that  Turenne  would  have  ventured  upon 
that  enterprize,  before  he  had  pofleffed  himfelf  of  the  fur- 
rounding  fortrefles ;  but  perceiving  that  he  was  aftuaUy  cn- 
fbi  iattli  gaged  in  the  flege,  they  made  the  neceHary  preparations  for 
cf  the       attacking  his  lines.     The  prince  of  Conde  detached  marih^ 
I>owns»     Hocquincourt  with  his  own  regiment  to  reconnoitre  ^he  vif- 
count's  difpofition.     He  came  to  an  aftion  with  fome  out- 
parties,  and  was  killed  on  the  fpot.     Turenne  had   deter- 
mined to  go  out  of  his  lines,   and  attack  the  Spaniards  \ 
Conde  fufpefbed  his  defign,  and  communicated  his  opinion  to 
.Don  J^hn  and  the  other  Spanijb  generals,  who  difregarding  his 
admonition,  he  turned  round  to  the  duke  of  Clouceftery  at 
that  time  in  the  Spanijb  army,  and  aiked,  "  If  he  had  ever 
*•  feen  a  battle  won?"  The  duke  anfwering  that;  he  had 
not,  Cmde  replied,  In  half  an  hour  you  luiUfei  in  what  man^' 
ner  we  Jhall  lofe  one  '•     This  intuitive  fpirit  feized  in  a  mo- 
ment every  objeft,  and  perceived  at  the  firft  glance  that  Ttf- 
renne'%  difpofition  muft  carry  the  day.     The  Engiijh  led  the 
attack,   and  behaved  with  great  intrepidity.     The  marquis 
df  (7r^atti  charged  the  enemy  with  his  right  wing,  and  the 
marquis  de  CaftUmere^  marching  4oQg  the  ftrand  with  bis 
left  wing,  wheeled  fuddenly  to  the  right,  and  attacked  the 
Spaniards  in  flank.  •  General  Morgan  led  his  troops -up  the^ 
fand  hills,  fo  fteep,  that  the  foldiers  Supported  each  other*' 
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With  the  bntt  ends  of  their  indkets>  and  |;aioed  pofleffion 
after .  a  flight  refiflance ;  but  the  duke  otTerky  hafteniog' 
thither  with  his  guards,  rallied  the  Spaniards^  furroonded 
the  Engli/b,  and  made  feveral  prifoners  by  forcei  all  refufing 
to  lay  down  their  arms  or  furrender.      Thdr  obfttoacy 
maintained  their  ground  till  the^were  joined  by  feme  French 
battalions,  vjb&i  their  attack  became  fo  fnrioas,  that  the    . 
enemy  were  foon  broke,  and  put  in  confiifioB.    The  mar- 
quis de  Caftlemere  was  no  lefs  fuccefsful  on  the  flank,  where 
the  iSi^m^r^^x  were  intirely  broke  and  difperfed  by  the  Ri- 
valry.   Crequi  had  made  a  bold  onfet  with  the  right  wing, 
but,  pufliing  in  too  far,  he  was  attacked  and  repuUed  by 
the  prince  of  Cande^  to  the  front  of  the  right  wing  of  tfa€ 
ft  (inch  army.     No  general  poflefled  the  art  cf  purfuing  every 
advantage  like  the  prince ;  putting  himfelf  at  the  head  oif 
a  corps  of  horfe,  attended  by  the  general  officers  and  vo-^ 
lunteers  of  fafliioli  in  the  Spanifb  army,  he  charaed  with 
fuch  afloniflung  intrepidity,  as  %  had  weU  nigh  torced  his 
way  through  the  French  lines,  and  penetrated  to  Dunkirk ; 
but  the  reft  of  the  army  being  difperfed,  and  the.  Tifoonnt 
Turenne  coming  with  frefli  troops  frinn  the  centre,  the  prince 
was  attacked  on  all  hands,  and  obliged  to  cut  his  way  back 
with  terrible  lofs^  after  having  a  horfe  fliot  under  him,  and 
expofing  his  perfon  to  the  moA  inmiinent  perils.     With  this  The  Spa«  - 
laft  effort  •  the  enemy  yielded  the  viftory,  after  a  refiflance  ^^^  «^ 
which  reflefled  honour  upon  Conde  alone,  who  hzA  now  ^*  dtfiated. 
diflinguiflied  the  fire  and  vigour  of  his  genius  as  much  as 
he  had  fignalized  his  talents  for  war  upon  other  occafions. 
Hii^  retreat  was  equally  bold  and  maflerly ;  for  to  him  alone  ^ 
was  it  owing  that  the  greater  part  of  the  Spanifb  army  was 
not  made  prifoners.    He  rallied  the  troops,  and  defended 
tHe  rear  of  the  army  with  a  body  of  horfe  ;  which  kept  fo 
goodfa  countenance,  that  Turenne  was  forced  to  drop  the 
piirfuit  where  the  prince  commanded,  though  the  reft  of  the 
defeated  army  was  chafed  to  the  gates  of  Fumes^    About 
9000  were  takeii  prifoners,  and  a  number  more  confiderable 
fell  by  the  fword^   but  not  without  conflderable '  lofs  on 
the  fide  of  the  conquerors.     Among  the  flain  in  the  king's 
army  may  be  reckoned  the  brave,  marquis  de  Caftlenau^  as  * 
he  died  of  his  wounds  a  few  days  ;^f tet  the  battle, .  his  gal- 
lantcondu£l,  having  firft  been  rewarded  with  the  baton  of  mar- 
flial.    It  wiU  be  fufEcient  to  quote  a  paragraph  of  Turenne' s 
letter  to  his  lady,  to  fliew  that  his  modefty  was  equal  to  his 
merit :  "  The  enemy,"  fays  he,  "  came  to  us,  and,  God  be 
"  praifedf  they  have  been  defeated;  I  was  pretty  bufy  alt 
1'  day^.  which  has  fatigued  me ;  I  wiihyou  a  good  night,  I 
,  "am 


^  am  going  to  bed."  Another  man  would  have  written  in  a» 
exuldog  oftcntatknis  fiile,  that  woqld  have  dcftroycd  the 
whok  merit  of  his^  conduft. 

Nbxt  day  after  the  t>attle  Ttfr^ifitr  refomed  die  meratioQt 

of  the  iiqge  with  redonbled, vigour ;  and  the  garrlfon^  tho' 

aow  without  hqpe  of  facconr,  made  {o  gallant  a  ddFence^ 

that  it  was  three  days  before  the  befiegers  efiedted  a  lodg* 

meat  os  the  coonterfcarp^  the  foot  of  which  they  had  reached 

Dunkirk  before  the  defeat  of  the  Spaniards.    At  length,  all  the  out* 

jkmnders.  works  bd&g  taken,  the  town  furrendered  <»  the  24th  of 

Jvne^  ten  days  after  the  battle,  and  dghteen  days  froot  the 

opening  of  the  trdbches.    It  would  probably  have  held  out 

longer^  had  not  the  marquis  d$  Leds^  the  brave  governor^ 

been  unfcHrtnnately  killed.    The  garrifon,  faow  reduced  to 

iooo  foot  and  700  horfe,  marched  out  with  the  honours  of 

war ;  and  his  majefty,  with  all  his  court,  came  from  Mar- 

J^kg  to  naake  his  triumphal  entry.    Some  writers  allege,  that 

cardinal  Mazarine  wanted  to  equivocate  the  treaty  with 

CromwM^  and  for  fome  time  delayed  putting  the  town  lata 

the  hands  of  the  EngUfh  ;  but  was  foon  forced  to  yield  to 

the  umraAable  fpirit  of  that  ufurper,   whcMu  he  equally 

dreaded  and  admired  ». 

"tbe  ixtra'     Thb  vanity  of  Mazarine  broke  out  upon  this  as  upon  a 

tnMneaj    late  bxxAtx  occafioa  iirixich  we  mentioned.    He  was  food  of

thaa  the  refuit  of  that  duty  which  he  owed  to  Ihis  king,  hi^ 

country,  add  his  own  reputation^    But  he  refiiied  tl^  re^^ 

queft  made  to  him  by  the  cardinal,  by  Moret,  of  writing  a 

letter,  in  which  he  fliould  afcribe  to  Mazarine  tlie  honodr 

of  having  projeAed  the  fiege,  and  jFormed  the  plan  of  the 

battle.

As  terms  exceedingly  alluring  were 
propofed  to  the  vifcount.  Mazarine,  tho*  greatly  mortified^, 
couid  not  but  admire  the  greatnefe  of  his  foul,  and  that 
difrntereftednefe  which  cfaarafterifed  everjr  action  of  bss

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Two  days  after  the  farrcndcr  of  Dunkirk,  the  little  Furnet 
fortrcfs  of  Bergue  yielded  to  the  fortune  of  the  conquerofs,  ^<^I>i«- 
and  admitted  a  French  garrifon.     Fumes  and  Dixmude  had  n*"de 
ihe  fame  fate ;  but  the  king's  lUnefs  forced  Turenne  to  ftop  ^*^^*^ 
the  courfe  of  his  conquefls,  which  now  Would  probably  have 
been  more  rapid  than  ever,  as  the  whole  Spanijb  army  was 
divided  in  garriibn  towns,  and  no  enemy  to  oppofe  hiqi 
in  the  field.     Upon  the  king's  tecovcry,  Turenne  again  re- 
newed his  operations,  after  having  been  forced  to  loiter  in- 
adive  while  the  fate  of  the  kingdom  hung  in  fufpenfe  during 
his  majefly's  illnefs,  which  was  extremely  dangerous.     To 
iioKh  a  campaign  begun  fo  gloriotifly,  Mazarine  fent  for 
la  Ferte]s  army  from  Lorrain ;  the  two  generis  waited  oil 
his  eminence  at  Cajfel,  and  here  it  was  refolved  that  the  mar- 
(hal  (hould  lay  fiege  to  Gravelin,  while  the  vifcount  covered 
the  fiege  with  his  army.     This  laft  precaution  was  neceflary^ 
as  the  enemy  had  got  together  a  confiderable  force,  and 
would  certainly  attempt  the  relief  of  the  town.     They  did 
fo ;  but  their  endeavours  were  fruftrated  by  the  vigilance  of 
Turenne,  who  difpofcd  his  army  fo  happily,  that  the  trenches 
were  opened,  and  the  /lege  carried  on  without  impediment 
until  the  30th  of  Auguft,  when  the  town  furrendered.   This 
obliged  the  Spanijb  army  to  retire  to  Ypres'^'tht  cardinal 
returned  to  court,  and  la  Ferte  folicited  leave  of  abfence,  ib 
that  the  fole  command  of  the  artay  devolved  on  Turenne  for  ^ 

the  remainder  of  the  campaign®. 

The  vifcount,  leaving  count  Schmberg  with  feven  of  TurcnncV 
eight  regiments  to  cover  his  conquefts,  marched  towB^rds  further 
Wielt,  thereby  to  perfuade  the  enemy  that  he  had  a  deiign  cenquefts^ 
npon  fome  of  the  great  cities,  Ghent,  Bruges,  or  Bruffels^ 
and  by  this  means  gain  the  opportunity  of  beAe^g  Oude* 
mrde,  Menin,  and  Ypres.  His  feint  fuccceded ;  he  laid 
fiege  to  Oudenarde,  and  took  it,  after  a  flight  reliftance.  The 
want  of  heav.y  cannon  and  provifions  was  now  the  caufe  why 
he  did  not  aftually  make  an  attempt  on  Brujfels  5  a  cottiidcra- 
tioQ  which  obliged  him  to  content  himfelf  with  ftaylng  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  maritime  towns,  the  more  eafily  to 
fapport  his  army,  and  feize  the  firft  occafion  of  falling  upon 
Courtraji,  Menin,  and  Tpres.  On  his  way  thither  he  fur- 
pnfed  and  defeated  the  prince  de  Ligues,  who  propofed 
^throwing  himfelf  with  a  confiderable  reinforcement  into 
I  tmnay.  Of  this  whole  detachment,  confifting  of  2000 
I'foot  and  1 500  horfe,  only  600  horfe  efcaped  with  the 
prince.    Menin  furrendered  without  a  ftrokc ;   and  Tpres

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ftood  but  a  ihort  fiege,  the  priooe  de  Ugues  betaf  permitted 
to  march  out  with  all  the  booours  of  war.  Thefc  adfafi- 
tages  were  fuccecdcd  by  the  reduftion  of  Grantmont  aad  JN5- 
nove^  places  ufcful  only  to  the  vifcouat  duriag  his  fdideQfie 
in  that  county.  With  tills  laft  tranidflioa  the  campaiga 
ended,  after  Tur^nne  had  difperfcd  and  defeated  the  Spar^ 
army,  taken  Dixmudc^  Dunkirk^  Grai/slinf  and  other  iti- 
jportant  places,  to* the  number  of  twelve  towna  and  cities,  aad 
fubducd  the  whole  country  between  the  Tpetf  the  lys,  aa4 
the  Scheid.  Leaving  lOO  troops  of  horfe  and  500ofoc«ia 
the  conquered  places,  he  led  his  army  back  to  France^  and 
returned  himfelf  tocoorl;,  where  be  was  highly  carefied^ 
.difttnguilhed.  ' 

In  k^y  the  cam^paign  bad  been  pretty  fuccefsfol.    The 

duke  of  Modendy  having  eftablilhed  quarters  in  the  fronita'S 

of  Mantua^  obliged  that  duke,  who  had  declared  for  Spm, 

to  embrace  a  neutrality.    The  marquis  de  ViUa  took  the 

iftrong  fortrefs  of  Trim  in  Monlferrat  on  the  aift  of  Juif^ 

and  Mortare  in  the  Mlanefe  furreadered  by  tlie  a  jth  of  Au* 

giift.    On  the  fide  of  Portugal  the  war  was  not  more  focB' 

nate  for  Spain  ;  I>on  Lewis  de  Haro  was  cooftrained  to  Rufe 

the  fiege  of  Ehas^  after  being  defeated  and  driven  from  his 

T>mth  0f  iiiics  by  the  Portnguefe  and  marflial  Sch&mherg.     We  fla^

enemies.    They  perfeftly  knew  the  proteftor's  diifpofition, 

and  that  they  could  nei^er  expefl  his  friendlhip  but  while  he 

was  purfuing  his  own  intercft.    They  eagerly  wifced  xq  fee 

a  french  garrifon  in  Dunkirk^  of  which  they  might  defpaif  ia 

bis  life- time.    They,  in  a  word,  were  forced  fcQx:ourt  die 

proteftor,  becaufe  they  feared  him  ;  and  the  pride  and  can- 

niiig  of  IVlamrine  were  made  to  ftoop  to  the  fitperior  gosius 

and  capacity  of  CremrujeU^.

for  thofe  miferies  uuder  which  alL  Chriilendom  Uboured. 
But  cardinal  Mazarine  was  influcncsed  by  motives  difFerent 
fromihofc  the  qoeea  reprefeated.,    He  had  never  intirely 
.  ixoppsd  the  fcheme  of  marryiog  the  kii^  to  the  in£uita  Ma* 
ria  Thenfa^  who  might  agaia  be  prefumptive  hcireft  of  the 
f  rowQ  by  the  death  of  the  youog  prince  her  brother,  bora 
fince  hyQtme^B  negociation.     To  draw  the  court  of  Madrid 
iaip  his  meafures,  he  pretended  he  was  going  to  coodudd  a 
treaty  of  marriage  between  Lewis  and  the  princeis  iMor^^- 
rite  of  &ftV0^.;.  carried  his  m^eily  in  the  depth  of  'winter  to 
Ly9iMy  and  prevailed  on  the  duchefs  of  Savoy  to  come  there, 
accompa^Hed  by  her  two  daughters.    In  the  me^n  .time  he 
hinted  to  the  Sfian^  mioifler,  that  the  time  was  now  come  - 
|o  prepare  for  the  alliance  between  Lewis  and  the  infanta,  or 
for  an  irreconcileable  war  between  the  two  nations.    In  con« 
fiqu^nce.  of  this  infinuation,  Pimentel  was  difpatched  to 
Lyons  with  advaa^tageous^propoiais  from  the  Spani/h  mini- 
ftry.    They  were  accepted  by  Mazarine  \  the  duchefs  of 
SfTfjoy  feot  back  with  her  two  daughters ;  and  the  court  re« 
turaed  Co  Paris^  where  it  was  agreed  with  the  Spanijb  am- 
ba8ador>  that  the  cardinal  and  Don  Lewis  de  Haro  flionld 
h^ve  an  interview  on  the  frontiers,  in  the  IJle  uf  Pheajants^ 
inthe  jPyjr^tttfrjf*    To  prevent  all  difputes  about  precedency, 
two  lodges  of  the  fame  faihion  were  built,  and  at  an  equal 
diflaoce  from  both  was  a  hall  with  two  oppofite  doors,  by 
which  the  minifters^ entered  at  the  fame  time,,  and' two  chabs, 
of  which  they  took  pofleflion,  without  ceremony,  or  pofC* 
bility  of  altercatiofu    Thefirft  conference  was  in  the  month

was  i^itiu^edy  and  more  bufinefs  finiflied  in  a  few  days  by 
tbdCb  ftiblle  polUidans,  than  the  mediators  of  all  the  nations 
in.^ure^tf  had  .  been  able  in  five  years  to  efieft  at  Munfier. 
■ ,   Th  a  firft  ajctick*  of  the  treaty  of  the  Pyrenees  related  to  treaty  of 
QHnmeiroe ,  M  was  next  fiipulated,  that  the  moft  Chriftian  the  F>/e^ 
king  ihonld  marry  the  infanta,  with  a  portion  of  500,000  ^'^^^^ 
gold  crowns.    Afterwards  followed  the  regulation  concern- 
ing the  reftitution  of  the  conquers  on  either  fide^    Here  his 
catholic  majeffy  promifed  to  pardon,  the  rebellious  Catalans, 

G  a  and 
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'  '^  '  ■  and  to  renounce  his  pretenfions  on  Jl/dte.  The  treaty  \of 
^erafque  was  confirmed,  and  regard  prefervcd  to  the  French. 
Spain  reftored  Vfrceil  to  the  duke  of  SaVoy ;  Reg^  to  the 
duke  of  Modena  ;  his  whole  territories  to  the  prince  crf^  Mona* 
CO ;  and  to  the  duke  of  Newburg  the  city  ei  Juliers^  fc* 
<jueftered  for  feveral  years  pafl  in  the  hands  of  the  houfe  of 
Juftria.  But  the  afl&ir  of  the  prince  of  Conde  was  the  mofl 
difficult  to  accommodate ;  fo  many  obftitiQions  arofe,  and 
both  minifters  frequently  gfew  fo  warm,  that  they  were  on 
the  point  of  breaking  off  the  conference.  At  laft,  however, 
the  cardinal,  refledtttig  on  the  importance  of  gaining  back 
to  his  allegiance  fuch  a  hero  as  Condcy  yielded  to  the  Spanijh 
minifter's  rcmonftrance,  but  on  condition  that  Avenne  (hould 
be  furrendered  to  France.  The  whole  treaty  confifted  of 
114  articles ;  but  we  chofe  to  omit  thofe  whkh  did  not  im- 
mediately relate  to  our  defign?. 

In  this  manntr  ended  a  war  between  the  crowns  of  France 
tod  Spainy  which  had  continued  for  the  fpace  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  been  marked  with  fcenes  of  blood  and  devafta- 
tion  that  Ihewed  the  peculiar  rancour  of  both  nations,  almoft 
ever  fince  linked  in  the  clofeft  ties  of  friendOiip.  Jlfacef 
XouJJiUtm^  Jrtois,  and  Flanders,  became  provinces  of  France. 
Thus  the  principal  objefts  of  RicheKeu*s  .politics,  viz.  the 
extcnfion  of  the  boundaries  of  the  French  monarcH,  were 
happily  executed  by  the  viftories  of  Turenne,  and  the  nego- 
dations  of  Mazarine.  Whatever  ridicule  the  witty  St.  Evre^ 
mmdy  in  his  letter  to  Crequi^  may  have  caft  on  this  treaty, 
it  certainly  was^not  the  work  of  a  day,  nor  of  a  minifter  oJF 
ordinary  capacity.  Mazarine,  perhaps,  never  upon  any 
other  occafion  difplayed  fo  much  political  foreirght.  The 
marriage  between  Lewis  and  the  infanta  was  negociated 
about  four  years  before ;  but  then  the  cardinal  would  feem 
to  have  only  certain  advantages  gained  by  the  peace  pf 
Munjier  in  view :  he  was  not  apprifed  at  that  time  of  the 
prodigious  changes  which  this  allidice  between  the  crowns 
of  France  and  Spain  would  introduce  into  the  politics  of  ^tf- 
rope.  Voltaire  intimates,  that  it  was  not  without  fofoe 
ftruggles  he  could  brmg  himlclf  to  renounce  the  ambitjpos 
projeft  he  is  faid  to  hove  formed  of  marrying  his  niece  W^- 
.  demoifelle  Maneini  to  the  king'.  This  was  the  laft  mateft^ 
tranfaftion  of  the  cardinal's  adminifbraiion  ;  thd  it  is  al0rte 
fufficient  to  prove,  that  he  was  penetrating  and  fagacious.

AT  the  death  of  Mazarine^  a  variety  of  attempts  were  lc^j, 
•"^  niade  to  gain  the  feme  afcendance  over  the  king,  which  XVfjaket 
that  minifter  had  fo  long  maintained  ;  but  Lewis  had  tafted  tbg  reins^ 
too  much  reftraint  and  controul,  ever  again  to  fubmit  to  o/gek/^rk' 
the  fame  authority.    All  imagined  that  a  prince  bred  up  in  «»fw'  '«^ 
pcrfcft  ignorance  of  the  art  of  government,  would  foon  find  ^''  ^y^ 

q  I  hunfclf*^'- 
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himfelf  opprcflcd  with  the  weight  of  public  affairs  ;  bnt  they 
were  aftoniftied  when  .they  faw  him  ^etermloed  to  try  the 
ftrength  of  his  own  gctiius,  and  fix  the  feveral  departments 
of  his  miaifters,  beyond  which  they  were  not  j>erniitte<I=  to 
aft.  '  They  were  ftill  more  amazed  to  fee  him  give  feparatc 
hours  of  audience  to  each  i  to  fee  the  finances  "put  upon  th« 
beft  footing,  difcipline  reftored  amoog  the  troops,  and  all 
the  Inxurics  and  pleafures  of  a  court  blcndid  witK  a  rqgular 
attention^ the  bufinefs  of  the  nation. 

•On  the  $it^p£  September,  M.  Fouqtut,  fupcriQtendant  of 
the  finances,  yras^rrefted  at  Nantz,  for  fome  niifdemeanouri 
committed  in  the  office  of  follicitor  general  to  the  parliament 
of  Paris.     Of  all  his  profefled  friends,  M-  PeUifon  alone 
now  adhered  to  him  in  his  misfortune,  and  flipwed,  that  hiS 
Rttachment  was  to  the  perfon,  and  not  to  the  dignity^  of 
,jhe  unhappy  criminal,  who  was  condemned  firft  to  perpc^ 
tual  .banifl\ment,  and  then,,  for  reafons  of  ilate,  to  perpetual 
imprifonment.     The  place  of  fuperintendant  was  fupprefled, 
but  the  chief  direftion  of  the  finances  'Was  committed  to 
Colherfy  as  comptroller-general  ;^  a  perfon  bred  to   bufinefs 
under  Mazarine^  and  formed  by  nature  for  the  very  office 
to  which  he  was  promoted.     Le  Tellier  hdd  the  paft  of  <fe- 
cretary  of  ftaie  for  domeftic  affairs,  and  de  Vouvois  for  that 
of  foreign ;  all  were  nncoaneftcd  with  each  other,  and  fub* 
jeft  to  fto  contronl  but  the  foverdgn's.     ReguUr  accounts 
were  delivered  to  the  Icing,  of  wliatever  was  tranfafted  in 
their  feveral  offices.     They  were  applauded;  reprimanded 
and  confulted,  according  to  their  defefts,  and  the  confidence 
repofcd  in  them  •,  but  Colbert,  from  the  nature  of  his  office^ 
and  his  own  capacity,  foon.  engrofled  the  greater  fhare  of 
power  and  influence.     The  great  number  of  changes  intro- 
duced into  public  employments,  the  falutary  edifts  pubiiftied 
on  this  occafion,  and  the  excellent  choice  of  minifters,  all 
refleft  great  honour  on  thi6  period  ^  the  reign  of  Lewis  XIV.

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court  moft  ia  fcrour,  or  moft  dreaded  by  his  hoUoefs,  fo  that 
the  difpute  retted  undetermined.  When  the  Svjcdijh  em- 
baflador  made  his  public  entrv,  the  count  d^EJlmdey  embaf; 
fadcH-  from  Lewisy  dem^oded  the  place  of  honour  in  the 
pijocefBon  of  baron  Jfatieviff^,  cmbafTador  from  Philip^  The 
Spaniardj  having  gained  the  populace  on  his  fide  by  the 
briHiaacy  of  his  train,'  and  the  liberality  with  which  h€ 
threw  money  among  them,  firft  cut  the  traces  pf  the  French 
embaflador^  chariot,  wounded  feveral  of  his  attendants,  fuf- 
fered  hi3  own  fcrvants  to  commit  the  grofleft  iofults,  and 
then  marched  at  Ae  head  of  hij  retinue  with  th^ir  fwords 
drawn,  and  the  moftinfulting  exprefflons  of  triumph.  Lrwis, 
informed  of  the  affront  put  ond'EJIrade,  recalled  his  embaf- 
fador  from  Madrid,  ordered  the  Spanifh  minifter  immediately 
to  quit  Prance,  broke  oiF  the  conferences  in'  Flanders  about 
adjufting  the  frpntier ;  and  gave  notice  to  his  brother-in-la^ 
Philip  IV.  that  unlefs  he  acknowlege'd  the  fuperiority  of  tte 
Frmch  crcwn,  and  made  proper  fatisfaftion  for  the  affrpn^, 
he  would  immediately  refume  the  wair.  Philip  had  no  incli- 
nation again  to  plunge  his  people  ia  thofe  misfortunes  out  of 
which  they  had.fo  lately  emerged  by  the  peace  of  the  Py» 
renees  \  he  fent  the  count  deFuentes  to  declare  to  his  majefly 
at  Fontaifihkau,  in  prefeuce  of  all  the  foreim  miaifters  ^t 
that  time  in  France,  "  that  the  Spanijb  miniffers  would  pot  . 
*'  henceforward  treat  abopt  precedence  with  the  Frtnch^^ 
This  declaraiioa  did  not  abfolutely  acknpwlege  the  pre- 
emioence  of  L£V}is^  but  it  certainly  igaplied  the  weaknels  ^f 
Phmp. 

Anqthes,  affdr  of  a  fimilar  nature  happened  iu  It^b>Thepopeis 
from  which  Leviis  extricated  hjmfclf  with  great  hpnour.  Tht  forced  to 
infolence  of  die  duke  of  Crejui's  fervant  occafioaed  a  tuipiilt  make  cm- 
in  the  ftreeta  pf  Rme,  in  which  fome  Italians  were  kille^,  ceffiomt^ 
and  feveral  wounded  among  the  city  guard.     Animated  by  Lewis. 
H&no  Chigi,  the  pope's  brother,  who  highly  fcfented  the   ^i^* 
m<%mty  luftained  by  the  Rom(ins^  and  hated  Crccmi,  the  po-    *°^*' 
j^acebefieged  the.embaflador  in  his  houfe,  aragged  h}s 
»dy  put  of  her  coach  as  (he  was  entering  the  houle,  killed 
a  French  pa^  and  wounded  feveral  domeftics.     Xhe  dnlfe  - 
immediately  quitted  Roms^   and  complained  loudly  tp  tjie    ^ 
king  of  the  infult  ofiered  to  his  embaffadpr,  not  pnly  by  tlie 
populace  ^  Rome,  but  by  the  pope's  rcl4tipns,  ^nd  even  by 
himfelf.     Leviis  demanded  reparation ;  but  t.he  pope  tem- 
porifed^  and  endeavoured  to  put  off  what  he  durft  not  ^b- 
iblittely  refufe.  -  At  length,  after  four  months  altercation, 
he  fent  two  of  the  populace,  and  the  ggv^rnpr  fupppfed  to 
have  abetted  liie  fedltion,  into  France  \  but  he  was  terrified 
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to.  find  .that  the  king  threatened  to  befiegeJZojwr,  had  a£hir: 
ally  ordered  troops  to  file  off  for  Italy ^  and  apppinted.thc 
inarfhal  Plejfis  Prajlin  to  command  on  that  ferviGC-     How- 
.  ever,  before  he  confented  to  make  the  humiliating  cox|ccffioae 
required,   he  implored  the  mediation  of  all    the  catholic 
princes,  and  endeavoured  to  .ftir  them  up  againft  .^.^wif ; 
but  the  circumftances  of  Europe  yrcrc  unfavourable  to  his  dc- 
.   lign^  and  his  conduft  ferved  only  to  incenfe  the  king,   with- 
out hurting  him.    At  hft  his  hoUnefs  founds  that  complying 
was  his  only  refoiirce ;  he  baniflied  his  brother,  .fcnt,  his  n^ 
phew  cardinal  Chigi  in  quality  of  legate  to  France^   to  caakc 
the  king  ample  fatisfaftion,  to  promife  the  abolition  of  the 
town  guards,   and  that  a  pyramid  fliould    be.  ore&ed  in 
So?ne,  to  perpetuate  the  injury  done  to  the  embaflador,  fio4 
the  conceiGons  made  to  his  mafter,     Chigi  was  tbe.-JSril  hr 
g^te  ever  fent  from  thence  to  folicit  pardon ;  ibrxncrly  they 
came  to  impofe  laws,  and  exaft  tythes,  and  nothing,  could 
be  more  mortifying  than  thjsr  diminution  from  tbye  dignity  of 
that  fovereignof  kings,  and  reprefentative  o£  $t,  PeUr  **. 
Lewis  BxTT  while  Lewis  was  thus  employed  in  fupportlng  the 

furchafis    dignity,  he  did  not  negleft  the  neceflary  meafures  to  aug- 
Dunkirk   xntnt  the  power,  of  his  crown.    The  finances  were  fo  well 
^»4f  Mar-  nianaged  by  Colbert ^  as  to  put  the  king  in  a  condition  to 
/  E    T  ^^^  ^^^^  *^  ^nglifb  about  the  fale  oi  Dunkirk  and  Mar- 
lift.  "*^  ^^^  •  5,000,000  of  livrcs  were  offered  \  a  fiim  too  great 
for  the  needy  and  prodigal  Charles  to  refufe,  though.he  W8S 
fhamefully  difpofing  of  the  price  of  Englijh  hlood.     Lewi^ 
immediately  employed  thirty  thoiifand  men  iii  erefting  works 
at  Dunkirk ;  which  were  executed  withfuch  expedition^  that 
in  a  little  time  the  Englijb,  who  bad  juft  quitted  it,  would 
fcarce  have  known  the  town  *• 

It  was  the  maxim  of  Lewis  to  endeavour  to  augment -and 

enlarge  his  dominions  by  negotiation,  but  to  hold  himfelf  ip 

<:onftant  readinefs  to  make  war,  to  keep  bis  frontier  in  good 

condition,  and  his  troops  complete  and  well  difciplined.    It 

was  the  poli<:!y  of  the  French  kings,  from  the  time  of  Francis 

the  firfk,  to  keep  a  good  correfpondence  with  the  Pflr/^>  and 

even  to  mamtain  an  alliance  with  the  grand  Turk,  for  the 

benefit  of  trade,  and  clipping  the  wings  of  the  houfe  of  ' 

\     jfufiria.    But  thotfgh  it  was  the  intereft  of  France  that  the 

.    emperor  ftxould  be  kept  in  conftant  employment  by  the 

Turks^  it  was  not  convenient  that  C^^rm^iny  fliould  bcover- 

nii%  by  that  warlike  people.

afld#ival'the  glory  of  the  great  7ttr^w<i.  guefe* 

Tjiough  die  crownp  of  France  and  Spain  were  at  peace,  ^^^-^/j^, 
yet  Irwis  did  not  fail  to  affift  Portugal  agaioft  his  own  father-  ^/^  0/ . 
in4aw.  Mazarine;  finding  he  could  not  include  the  Por*  Sgaio^  - 
tvguefe  in  the  peace  of  the  Pyrenees^  formally  abandoned 
thor  i&tereft ;  but  as  the  Spaniards  had  been  guilty  of  diver) 
flight  infraAions  c^  that  treaty,  tenuis  thought  himfelf  at 
liberty  privately  to  efpoufe  the  caufe  of  PortttgaL  Marftial 
Schomberg^  a  fordgner  and  a  proteftant,  was  permitted  to 
fenrethem  with  4000  French  foldjers  paid  with  Lewises  mo- 
ney, but  fuppofed  to  be  hired  by  the  king  of  Portugal.  The 
frmci  monarch  could  not  think  of  the  re-union  of  the 
crowns  of  Spam  and  Portugal,  by  the  conqueft  of  the  lat- 
ter kingdom  ;  and  that  this  might  have  been  thie  cafe,  had 
not  marfhal  Schomberg  very  opportunely  arrived,  is  more 
than  probable.  The  French  trocfps,  joined  to  the  Portu^ 
guefe,  obtained  the  fighai  viftory  of  Filla-yiciofa,  which 
eftabliftied  the  duke  of  Braganfapn  the.  throne  of  PortU* 
gal.  Thus  Levfisj  upon  his  firft  taking  the  reins  of  go-  ' 
vemment,  obtained  the  reputation  of  a  politic  and  even  of  a 
wari&e  prince,  before  he  had  even  entered  upon  open 
war.  ;- 

It  was  deemed  no  flight  prdof  of  his  genius  for  the  ca- 
binet, his  having  fo  artfully  tampered  with  the  duke  of  Lor- 
rain,  that  enterprising  and  whimfical  prince.     From  him  he 
obtained  the  city  of  Marfil,  and  the  reverlion  of  the  duchy 
of  Lorrain  at  the  death  of  Charles  IV.  oh  condition  that  a 
certain  fum  of  money  fhoiild  be  paid  to  himfelf,  and  the 
rights  of  princes  of  the  blood  of  France  conferred  on  his 
beirs.    It  was  likewife  no  bad  inftance  of  his  policy,  that 
he  improved  the  marine  of  France,  from  five  or  fix  frigates, 
to  thirty  (hips  of  the  line,  during  the  war  between  England 
and  Holland.     Voltaire  relates,  that  when   the  Dutch  de-  n^  nj^tak 
mandedhis  aid  in  the  beginning  of  that  war,  an  old  Br^-jfateo/the

fe  frontier.  *  Louvvis  had  firft  ititrodnccd  tliat  cttftom,  \i^bigh 
e  weaknefs  of  the  govemrixcnt  had-  «ai  then  rendered ^m-* 
graftfcable,  of  ftipparting  vaft  armies  by  magaxioes.  On 
whatever  fide  the  king  ttmed  hte  arms,  neceflaries  of  tverf 
iM  were  ready,  quarters  for  the  troops  marked  ovr,  and 
et«^  the  marches  regulated.  Turetme^  now  created  a  mor- 
fta!  of  France,  commanded  under  the  king ;  his  majeAy  tie- 
&tting  his  intentioti  to  leatn  the  art  of  vrar  from  this  great 
general. 

;.  l^omrsG  could  whhftand  the.eflfbrts  of  an  army  fo  well 
provided,  animated  x^^ith  the  prefence  of  a  yoting  aitibitioii^ 
png,   and  headed  by  the  mdSk  experienced  and  renowned 
dSicer  in  Europe  ?  but  the  frontier  was  quRe  defcncdefs,  and 
Irty/j' entered  Charleroi  as  he  would  Paris.     Ftirnesj  Ar^^ahsff 
fmntieres,  znd  Cottrtraiy  were  taken  iu  two  days^  the  king  v^«/ 
fet  down  before  Douai,  and  took  it  next  morning  ;  and  even  tonxins^and 
Ujle,  the  moft  beautiful  and-  beft  fortified  town  in  the  Ne^ 
mrlanis,  garrifoned  with  6000  men,  flood  a  fiege  of  no 
taore  Aan  nine  days.     Lijle  appeared  fo  ftrong,  that  Louvwi 
wonld'have  diffuaded  his  majefty from  it ;  it  was  defended  by 
fourteeti  royal  baftions,  the  inhabitants  able  to  carry  arms 
amounted  to  20,000 ;  the  gcfvemor  was  an  officer  of  great  .^. 
estperience,  and  the  garrifon  was  well  provided  with  every 
teflary  for  fuftaining  a  fiege.  Indeed  the  Spaniards  feemed 
t)  have  beftowed  their  whole  care  on  this  town,  while  they 
tt^!e6ted  almaft  every  other.     The  reliance  Irtyij  had  on  ^^^^/^f^, 
tie  abHhies  of  Turenne,  and  Ks  order  to  finifli  the  cam-  tJbe  cam^ 
paign  with  fome  difficult  enterprise  that  would  refled  real^4i/«<iv//^ 
glory  on  his  arms,  made  him  deaf  to  the  remonftrances  (ji  the  reduc- 
ais  minifter.     The  place  was  invefted,  and  lines  of  circum-  *^^^  ^f 
vaBation  drawn  with  all  poffible  expedition.    After  five  vi-  ^^^^* 
gcarous  failles,  in  which  nothing  remarkable  occurred,  the

Je'lJgues^  not  knowing  that  the  city  had  capitulated,  were 
rivancing  to  throw  fuccours  into  it.

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After  this  vlftory,  the  king  returned  to  Paw,  witi>^ 
out  having  once  experienced  the  hardihips  or  dangers  of  i 
campaign  ;  for  the  army  marched  with  fuch  abundaace,  ana 
oFer-mn  the  coantry  with  fo  much  eafe,  that  the  court 
thought  themfelves  upon  a  tour  of  plcafurc.  .  • 

The  rapidity  of  thefe  conquefb  gave  the  alarm  to  Brt^ 
fits ;  .the  citizen^  removed  all  their  bell  tSt&s  to  AntiviA^ 
It  is  probable  that  the  reduction  of  the  whole  country  womC 
have  been  the  work  of  no  more  than  one  campaign^  b^ 
the  king's  forces  been  numerous  enough  to  garrifon  ilbk 
towns  he  had  taken.  Louvois  advifed  the.puttiog  flrong  ^l' 
rifonsy  and  fortifyii^  them.  His  advice  was  followed;  an^ 
the  dkeAion  of  the  works  committed  to  Vauban^  one  df 
thofe  extraordinary  geniuies  which,  appear  in  ^  century  io^, 
the  honour  of  human  nature.  Men  were  now  furprl/ed.tg, 
.  fee  towns  fortified  with  works  as  level  as  the  field,  and  high 
walls  defpiiied  as  food  only  for  the  artillery.  It  was  mattc^ 
of  aftoni(hment  to  behold  places  made  ftrong  in  proportloa 
as  they  appeared  more  naked  and. defeacele^,.  The  citadel 
of  L^'was  conAruAed  on. this  principle,  and  it  has  been 
admired  as  a  maAer-piece  in  the  kin4^* 

All  the  ftates  of  Europe  wc:re  alarmed  at  .thefe  conquefts^ 
which  feemed  to  wait  only  for  the  death  of  the,  fickly 
(Carles  II.  king  of  Spcdn,  to  grafp  at  the  union,  of  both 
crowns,  and  thence  lay  the  foundation. of  univer(al^^mplr^. 
The  Dutch  were  more  inunediatelj  expofed  to  his  defign^ 
and  winded  for  an  opportunity  of  uniting  with  England  In  ^ 
confederacy  that  fhould  be  able  to  oppo^  a  fufEcient, barrier 
to  the  ambition  of  Lewis.  The  king  of  England,  willing  t9 
retrieve  his  declining  popularity  with  his  fubjefls,  difpatphe<l 
Sir  William  Temple y  as^mbaffador  extraordinary  to  the  Hagw;^ 
with  full  powers  to  conclude  a  treaty  with  the  ftaie§  generk|^ 
and  fUpulate  the  terms  moft  promifing  to  flop  the.  career  .qf 
Lewis.  In  five  days  the  alliance  was  concluded,  every  dif- 
ficulty yielding  to  the  addre(s  of  the  Englifh  minifter,  whqfe 
abilities  ihone  forth  with  uncommon  luflre  on  this  occaIioa« 
The  king  of  Sweden  acceded  to  this  alliance,  as  a  princi- 
pal ;  and  thus  was  formed  the  triple  alUaace,  by  which  th? 
contrafting  powers  afTumed  to  themftlves  the  office -of  arbi- 
ters in  the  differences  between  fVj/zr^  and  Spain  in.  the  Ner 
therlands,  as  well  as  in  the  war  between  Spain  and  Portugal. 
Its  objedl  was,  to  fupport  the  Spanijb  monarchy,  reftrAla  the 
exorbitant  power  of  France^  and  prevent  a  dreadful  war  ia 
which  all  Europe  would  probably  be  involved.     The  fcheme 
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sSvdl  ebnceited;  it  was  therefore  appkuded,  and,  with 

irpeA  to  England;  feemed  by  far  the  wifdft  ftep  entered  upon

The  triple  alliance  was  founded  upon  an  altemttlve

\aiy  Aix,  and  St,  Omer.  The  queen  regent  of  Spain  kept 
of/ in  expedation  of  the  happy  eiieAs  of  the  triple  alii- 
j ;  and  Lewis  ordered  his  troops  to  file  off  towards  Tranche 
npte^  and  gave  the  prince  of  Conde  the  command,  having 
llnder  him  his  friend  BoutevUle  Montmorenci,  who  nevd*  for- 
/bok  turn  in  the  midft  of  adverfity.  It  was  thought  the 
prince  was  fet  up  by  Louvois  to  leflen  the  reputation  of  Tu- 
rmne  with  his  mafter,  who  confulted  him  not  only  asthe 
general  of  his  armies,  but  as  a  miiufter.  Conde  and  Turenne 
had  been  old  rivals ;  they  conld  not  but  admire,  while  they 
continued  to  hate,  each  other.  Turenne  gave  up  the  com- 
mand, affuring  the  king,  that  he  could  not  have  beftowed 
his  favour  upon  a  general  half  fo  deferving  as  Conde ;  and  the 
prince  received  it  with  a  compliment  to  Turenne,  that  who* 
ever  fucceeded  muft  appear  to  uncommon  difadvantage. 
Conde  felt  his  martial  ardour  return,  when  he  faw  himfelf 
at  the  head  of  an  army,  which  at  the  fame  time  intimated  an 
oblivion  of  his  paft  conduA.  He  aflembled  his  troops,  en-  TbepHnce 
tttei  Tranche  Compte,  made  himfelf  njafter  of  it  in  ten  days,  e/^Condc 
and  obtained  the  government  of  his  conquefts  for  a  re-  wfr-riwtr 
vardfc.  J^*°<=^« 

The  queen  regent  of  Spain^  finding  that  no  benefit  hi-  *-^°*P^^» 
tbcrto  relultcd  from  the  triple  alliance,  and  that  the  con- 
quell  of  the  whole  Netherlands  might  be  eficfted  in  almoft 
as  ihort  a  time  as  Conde  employed  in  the  reduftion  of  Tranche 
Comf>te,  confented  at  length  to  the  Trench  Wng's  keeping  his 
<^onquefts  iii  the  L&w  Countries,  on  the  fuppofition  that  the 
Dutch  would  neceflhrily  be  obliged  tooppofe  him,-  (hould  he  ' 
2[ttempt  to  extend  his  acquifition  in  -the  'Netherlands.  It 
leemed  extraordinary  that  her  Spanijb  majefty  had  not  rather 
prrferred  ceding  Tranche  Compte\  together  with  Cambrai, 
Air]  and  St.  Ornery  than  thus  to  expofe  all  the  great  town^ 
iii Tlanderf'hy  the  vicinity  of  fo  enterprifing  and  ambitious  a 
ftdghbour  as  Lewis.  But  this  was  a  refined  ftroke  of  po- 
licy in  the  marquis  de  Cqftel  Rodrigo,  indifpenfably  to  engage

In  the  mean  time  Lewis^  poffe&d  \lm> 
en  Lor-     felf  of  Lorrain,  of  which  he  took  pofleffion,  under  pcctencc 
lain.         that  duke  Charles  was  forming  alliances  in  the  empire  againft 
france^  and  infringing  every  article  of  the  treaty  he  had  fo 
lately  concluded  with  his  moft  Chriftian  .majefty.     In  this 
itnanner  was  this  reftlefsi  turbulent,  and  fufptcioas  prince, 
deprived  a  fecond  time  of  his  dominions,  and  forced  towan- 
der  a  vagabond,  firft  to  Cologne,^  zjfkd  then  ta  Frankfort,  there 
to  wait  for  better  fortune,  or  a  more  favourable  opportunity 
./  of  embroiling  the  empire.    Upon  thisoocafton  we  cannot 

agree  with  thofe  writers  who  aflert,  that  the  ambition  of 
Lewis  led  him  to  comm|t  the  mod  flagnint  afts  of  tyranny 
^  V   and  oppreffion  with  re{pe£l  to  Charks  IV.    in  our  opin^ 

felf' defence  and  political  prudence  diftated,  that  fome  re* 
ftraint  ftiould  be  laid  upon  the  conduA  of  a  prince,  who  wiw 
acting  in  his  natural  element  when  he  was  fomendng  divi* 
Hons  among  all  his  neighbours  o. 

Lewis  fpent  the  year  following  in  nq;ociatioiis  with  the 
emperor.  Spaing  and  Sweden^  with  the  ele£h>rs  of  Cbbgni 
zxid  Brandenburgh,  with  the  bifliop  of  Munjler^  and  other, 
fpiritual  and  temporal  (^^nnan  princes.    His,defign  was  to 
prevent  their  acceding  to  the  triple  alliance,  from  wfakii  he 
had  already  weaned  one  power,  the  moA  confideraide  of  the. 
A.  D.     whole.     The  ambitious,  rapacious,  and  warlike,  hiih<'P  ^ 
1671.      Munjier,  beheld  with  uneafinefs  the  growing  power  of  the 
"^^^Fi  ?^^«/V^i-Prc?^i/2f^j ;  he  pretended,  that  they  bad  made  {tveak 
fM^'^^  attempts  upon  the  counties  oiStirunh  Culembfrg,Benthcim^  and 
fter         ^^  Frie/land;  that  they  had  feized  oixRave^nn  oathe  M^^r, 
and  feveral  other  places  belonging  to  his  biflioprkk*    Ii^; 
his  own  defence  he  concluded  a  treaty  .with  france»  aoi 
prevailed  on  the  elector  of  Cologne  to  follow  his  e3(«ak|^ec  By: 
figning-a  treaty  with  thefe  two  pripces,  the  kiQg  opened  a 
way  to  Holland  by  the  Meufs  ai^d  the  Rhine  >,fae  eftahlHh^ 
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by  this  meaos  places  of  arms  and  magazines  In  a  countrj  di«' 
ftant  from  bis  own  dcrniinions^  and  fecured  a  retreat  in  cafe 
his  enrcrprize  proved  abortive.  With  refpeft  to  the  emperor^* 
eV8i7«artifice  was  ufed  to  keep  him  neutral ;  and  indeed  h^s 
own  indioatiiMis  cooperated  but  little  in  favour  of  the  Dutch, 
whom  ht  rq^arded  as  fubjefts  revolted  from  the  princes  of  ' 
hisfamily,  and  in  pofleffion  bf  feveral  places  belonging  to  the- 
emjHre.  la  Sweden,  I^lui^r's  negociations  were  equally  fuc* 
cefsfui  ;  £oft  here  he  prevailed  fo  far  with  Charles  XI.  as  ta 
obtain  a  Aipnlation,  that  if  the  emperor,  or  any  of  the 
princes  6t  the  empire,  joined  theiir  forces  to  the  Dutch,  z. 
Swedijb  army  fhould  then  march  into  the  very  heart  of  Get- 
inany  and  join  th^  J^rench^  in  order  to  force  thofe  princes  to 
Obfcrvc  the  treaty  of  WeJtffhaUa. 

"  Whatever  the  views  of  Lewis*s  allies  might  have 
b«cn>  it  is  but  too  probable  his  intention  was  not  to  curb, 
but  to  deftroy^  the  republic,  afld  thereby  to  annex  the 
tfnited  Provinces  to  his  own  dominions<  At  leafl  he  wanted 
to  reduce  all  the  towns  and  fortrdfes  pofTefled  by  the  Dutch 
.  on  |he  Meufi,  in  Brabant,  and  in  Flanders ;  while  the 
hifixop  6f  Mnnfter  Watched  the  opportunity  of  retaking  all  his 
towns  in  Overyffel  and  Zutphen  \  the  clcftor  of  Colognci 
Rhinhergy  and  the  -places  dependent  on  his  eleAorate ;  . 
tad  the  king  of  Great  Britain  to  poflcfs  himfelf  of  certain 
iflands  in  the  province  of  Zealand  for  the  fecurity  of  the 
BritifbtrzAcf. 

Of  all  the-  Germanic  body,  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh  The  ele^or 
alone  interefted  bimfelf  for  the  fafety  of  the  States  General,  ^/Bran- 
The  peace  of  Wejlfhalia  had   prdvented  this  enterprifmg  <ien burgh 
prince  from  extending  his  dominions  in  Germany,  and  re-  ^/poufettb  e 
taking  Pomerania  from  the  S-medes,     He  had  long  afpired  at  ^^^^\ 
Iheftadthdderfhip  of  Holland-,  and  though  that  office  had  ^^'^1 
been  for  fix  years  fupprefled,  yet  he  flattered,  himfelf,  that,     " 
in  cafe  of  a  war,  he  might  obtain  it,  perpetuate  it  in  his  fa* 
ttily,  and  in  time  reduce  Holland  by  dint  of  force,  intrigue, 
lod  ftratagem.     With  this  view  he  winked  at  the  encroach^ 
meats  of  Ae  Dutch  in  the  country  of  Cleves ;  he  made  no  de*  . 
mandsqpon  them  for  the  large  fums  owing  him  by  the  repub- 
lic; hefoffisred  them  quietly  to  poflefs  feveral  of  his  towns; 
he  intcreftcd  himfelf  in  their  quarrels  with  their  neighbours ; 
he  rejefb^  the  propofals  of  feveral  princes  of  the  empire,  and 
even  thofe  of  France,  endeavouring  by  every  poffible  method  to 
infmuate  himfelf  into  the  friendllnp  and  confidence-of  the 
Slates.     In  the  end  he  concluded  at  reaty  with  them,  where- 
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by  it  was  ftipalated  that  he  Oiould  ai&ft  the  repubUc  with 
25,000  men.     Beverning,  the  Dutch  ambaflador  at  Madrid, 
difconccrted  all  the  fchcmes  of  France  at  that  court,  and  en- 
gaged .  the  queen  of  Spain  Xo  furnifli  money  and  troops  for 
the  defence  of  the  United  Provinces.     Thus  was  the  face  of 
Europe  wholly  changed.     France  and  England^  who  .had 
contributed  largely  to  the  raifing  and  aggrandizing  tjie.  re- 
public, were  now  incited  to  deftroy  her ;  while  Spain,  that 
for  an  age  had  been  endeavouring  to  fupprefs  her,  was 
arming  for  her  fupport.    Pierre  de  Grooty  the  Dutch  mlnifter 
at  the  Hague y  was  employed  to  penetrate  into  Lewis's  de- 
figns  ;  he  gave  his  conftituents  notice  that  he  forefaw  a  ter« 
rible  ftorm  ready  to  fall  upon  them,  which  they  might  ne- 
verthelefs  break  by  feafonable  fubmiiSons  and  proper  ackoow* 
legements.     Upon  this  the  ftates  wrote  to  the  king,  endea- 
vouring to  appeafe  his  wrath  ;  but,  finding  him  inexorable, 
they  prepared  for  receiving  him,  and  provided  for  the  fecu* 
rity  of  their  provinces.     But  the  long  peace  the  republic  had 
enjoyed  deftroyed  her  ftanding  forces,  and  little  confidence 
could  be  repofed  in  new  levied  foldiers  ^. 
A.  D.        As.  foon  as  matters  were  ripe  for  execution,  Lewis  ordered 
1672.     an  army  of  100,000  men  to  file  off  towards  the  Xhine,    Be^ 
The  kings  fore  the  opening  of  the  campaign,  and. previous  to  his  decla- 
^''jkj  begin  ration  of  war,  he  divided  his  army  into  four  columns,  comr 
their         manding  one  in  perfon,  with  the  marfhal  Turenne  under 
marchi      hi^.     Another  was  led  by  the  prince  of  6b«^^!,  affifled  by  the 
marfhak  Humieres  and  Belief  ends  ;  the  third  was  headed « by 
Creqiiiy   and  the  fourth  marched  to  Wejiphalia    under  tl,e 
conduft  of  the  duke  of  Luxemburgh,    to  join   the  bifliop 
of  Munfter.      As    the    marshals    Crequiy    Bellefondsy    and 
Humieres,  refufed  to  receive  orders  from  Turenne,  they  were 
banilhed  ;  but,  after  fix  months  exile,  were  recalled,  at  the 
inftance  of  the  whole  body  of  mai'ihals  in  France,  upon  their 
making  proper  fubmiffions.  \ 

Such  an  army  dawing  towards  their  frontiers  could  not 
but  terrify  the  Dutch,  now  torn  with  civil  faftions.  The  par.-, 
tifans  of  the  Orange  family  were  for  abolilhing  the  perpetual 
edift,  and  raifing  William  III.  to  the  dignity  enjoyed  by  hi$. 
predeceflbrs  ;  but  the  De  Witt  faftion  oppofed  him  violently,, 
though  they  could  not  prevent  the  young  prince  from  being 
f  chofen  captaiil  general  and  high  admiral.  Many  perfons* 
hoped  that  Wtlliarn's  new  dignity  would  incline  his  uncfc 
Charles  II.  to  return ^to  the  triple  alliance;  but  that  hope, 
was  fmftratcd    by   the  conduft  of  his   majeily,    who,^  %

conjunjfHon   with  the  moft    Chriftian  king,    declared  war 
againft  the  States  General  on  the   7th  day  of  Jpril.     A 
toonth  after,  the  eleftor  of  Cologne  and  biftiop  of  Munjief 
followed  the  example  of  the  two  kings.    The  Dutch  put  TheT)\xtA 
Ihemfelves  in  the  beft  pofture  of  defence  that  circilmftance$ /^/«r«- 
Would  admit.     Maeftricht   was    ftrongly  garrifoned ;   the  ^f^*^* 
prince  of  Orange  had  afleihbled  sin  army  of  25,000  men, 
with  which  he  advanced  to  the  banks  of  the  IJfel^  and  the 
Dutch  fleet  cruifed  ofFthe  mouth  of  the  Thames  to  prevfeht 
the  junftion  of  the  naval  forces  of  England  and  France,  which 
amounted  to*  150  fhips.     All  Europe  Watched  the  firft  mo- 
tions of  two  powerful  kings,  feconded  by  the  greateft  generals 
of  the  age^    * 

His  moft  Chriftian  majefty  fet  oUt  from  St,  Germain  en  (The  king 
taye  about  the  end  of  Aprily  and  joined  his  army  at  Chark-  begins  thi 
toy.    It  Was  compofed  of  twenty-three  companies  of  gens  campaign* 
d'  anfis,  life  guards,  mufqueteers,  and  light  horfe,  two  re- 
giments of  the  French  and  S'wifs  guards,  fourteen  regiments 
of  foreign  infantry,  and  fixty  regiments  of'  light  horfe  or 
dragoons,  eomprifing  in  all  an,  army  of  110,006  fighting- 
men,  under  thfe  commaiid  of  marfhal  Turenne  as  captain  gene- 
ial.    Holland  could  pnly  be  attacked  by  the  Rhine  or  the 
Meufe^'^xA  the  generals  and  minifters  differed  by  which  of 
thefe  Inlets  they  were  to  make  the  firft'  impreffions.     The    • 
former  were  f6r  laying  fiege  to  Maejlrichty  the  latter  thought 
the  enterprize  hazardous^  and  too  expenfive  for  any  utility  it 
could  prodiice.     They  wei*e  for  marching  towards  the  Rhint 
to  encourage  the  allies  of  France,  then  penetrating  into  the 
heart  of  Holland)    and   thereby  facilitating   the  taking  of 
towns  upon  the  Meufe.     At  laft,  after  feveral  deliberations^ 
it  was  determined  to  make  both  attacks  at  the  fame  time,-  iil 
order  the  more  to  divide  the  enemies  forces  and  dlfconcert 
thdr  couriclls.     It  is  probable  that  Turenne  always  oppofed 
the  fiege  of  Maeftricht y  for  we  find  him  immediately  afteir 
the  furrender  of  Mafeick  ftrongly  difluading  the  king  from 
that  enterprize,  in  oppofition  to  the  fentirfietits  of  the  prince 
oiConde.    At  laft  he  prevailed,  and  it  was  refolved  in  council 
to  advance  towards  the  Rhine,  and  befiege  at  the  fame  time 
Ae  towns  of  Rhinberg,   Vejfel,  Orfoi,    and  Burick.     Thefd 
places  were  all  well  fortified,  and  deemed  the  keys  of  HoU 
mi;  however,  the  Dutch  did  n6t  appear  difturbed  at  theijf 
wing  invefted,  as  they  were  only  unddf  their  proteftion,  and ' 
did  not  immediately  belong  to  the  United  Provinces,     They 
^tre  bcfides  in  hopes,  that  any  attempts  upon  the  territory 
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i3iCUv€S  would  haffen  the  preparations  of  the  eloApr  of  Bran' 
denburgh,  and  ^ven  roufe  the  emperor  unto  a  feofe  of  the 
danger  he  was  in  from  the  raft  deiigns  of  Lewis.     Nothing 
conld  oppofe  armies  fo  well  appointed,  led  by  generals  fe 
fldlful  and  fo  experienced.     The  four  towns  furrendered 
within  a  few  days  of  each  other,  and  Rhinbergi  that  beU 
out  longed,  opened  its  gates  on  the  7th  of  June.    A.  few 
'  days  after  the  town  and  fort  of  i?A^^/ and  the  town  oiEmaisi 
furrendered  ;  upon  which  th^  king  refolved  to  pafs  the  Rhm 
by  a  ford,  over  which  the  cavalry  were  to  fwim.  .  This  bold 
enterprize  was  projeAed  and  condu£):ed  by  Conde,  who,  ia 
the  face  of  two  regiments  of  foot,  and  feveral'fquadroos  of 
horfe,  under  general  Wartz^  intrenched  on  the  oppofite  fide, 
,   eifec^led  the  paflage,  in  the  fame  prder,  and  with  as  much  re- 
gularity, ,  as  if  be  had  marched  his  troops  on  dry  land.    The 
'  enemy  made  a  flout  refiftance  ;  but  were  drivea  from  their 
poft,  after  having  killed  the  duke  de  Longuevill^  on  the  fppt, 
and  wounded  the  prince  of  Conde  in  the  wrift,  \^hich  dif- 
abled  him  for  fome  time  from  attending  the  fervice,  aixi 
obliged  him  torefign  the  command  of  hb  army  to  Turenne\ 
7he  rati'       ^^  is  almpil  incredible  with  what  rapidity  towns  and  for- 
iiity  of  his^^^^  yielded  to  the  fortune  of  his  fcajefty's  arms.    Tbe 
conquefis.  reduftion  of  Betauy  the  moft  fruitful  country  of  tlie  United 
Provinces,  and  the  furrender  of  Tolhus  fort,    obliged  th« 
prince  of  Orange  to  abandon  the  Iffel,  left  he  Cbould  be  at- 
tacked in  the  rear,  and  retire  to  the  very  heart  of  the  coon- 
try,  as  far  as  Rhenen^  in  the  province  of  Utrecht^     By  A^^i 
means  the   town  of  Arnheim^  the  forts  of  Kmifenibour^i 
Voorriy  St.  Audrey  and  Skenck^  this  laft  the  ftrongeft  in  th« 
Netherlands  (having  coft  the  great  Henry  Frederic  prince  <» 
Orange  afeven  months  fiege),  a  vai'iety  of  other  tpwjis  aa4 
forts  furrendered  as  foon  as  fummoned ;  ^nd  ai  laft  NmegueUi 
a  town  ftrong  from  the  nature  of  the  wo^ks  and  fortj6catiofjst 
and  garrifoned  by  8000  fighting  men,  including  the  inbaSit- 
ants,  was  invefted.    After  the  citizens  had*  for  eight  dajs, 
exhibited  fignal  proofs  of  courage  in  defence  of  their  liber- 
ties, they  were  forced  to  yield  to  the  fuperior  good  fortune^ 
flcill,  and  experience,  of  Turekne  ^  - 

In  the  mean  time  the  bilhop  of  Muftfter  and  eleftor  of 
Cologne,  having  joined  that  body  of  tropps  under  the  com* 
mand  of  tlie  duke  of  Luxembourg,  the  imited  army,  entered 
the  provijice  of  Overyjfel,  and  by  dint  of  cruelty,  and  tb«. 
terror  which  the  duke  fpread,.  reduced  the  towns, as  fooa  ^ 
he  appeared  before   them.     Animated  by  that  implaccable 
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rage  that  cofiftftQtly  att«ads  rdi^oQs  wart,  the  two  prelates 
obliged  the  duke  to  e3&ert  a  feverity,  by  no  means  fuited  to  his 
-natare^  againft  ho-etics  and  the  rebellious  fubjedis  of  the 
hodfe  of  Jiiiftria.  Next  the  king's  forces  penetrated  into  the 
prariflce  of  Utrecht ^  where  their  conqoefts  went  on  with  the^ 
fame  rapidity,  and  put  the  capital  of  the  province  in  the  utmoft 

^danger.     To  retard  its  fate,  the  Dutch  could  imagine  no 
other'  expedient  than  opening  their  fluices,  and  ovei^owing 
the  country.    The  other  towns  followed  the  example  of 
Utrechty  and  Holland^  Brabant^   and  Dutch  Flanders^  was 
one  vaft  lake,  the  towns  riling  like  illands  in  the  midft  of 
the  waters>  Farther  to  ftem  the  torrent  of  Iru/fj's  conqiiefts, 
the  people  were  perfuaded  'the  only  barrier  was  to  lodge  the 
fupreme  power  in  the  hatids  of  the  prince  of  Orange,    They  PnW  of 
accordii^ly  obliged  the  flates  of  Holland  and  WeJi-FriezlandOxzxi^ 
to  abrogate   the  perpetual  edidt,  and  unite  the  dignity  o{raifedt9 
fladtholder  to  thofe  of  captain  general  and  high  admiral,  with  tbeftadt- 
which  the  prince  was  already  invefted.     They  likcwife  fent^^^^'^» 
lemonftrances  fo  pathetic    to   \i)&  ^Britannic  majefty,  that^    ^^ 

t  Charles y  moved  with  the  fituatlon/  of  the  republic,  and  jea-  q^^ 
ious  of  the  defigns  of  Lewis ^  difpatched  the  duke  j[^  Bucking-  pritaia 
ham  and  earl  of  Arjingtm  into  Holland,  to  quiet  the  fears  oi  threatens 
the  Dutch,  and  infift  upon  the  king's  penetrating  no  farther  to  break 

*  into  Hollandi  In  cafe  of  Lewis's  refufal^  his  Britannic  m^L-  the  alH^,  ~ 
jcfty  declared  he  would  break  the  alliance,  as  he  perceived,  «»f^  *w/#if 
that,  iaftead  of  fecuring  Zealand  to  the  Engli/b,  agreeable  to^^^^^^* 

•the  treaty,  the  defigns  of  France  were  to  unite  the  whole 
repuUic  to  their  own  monarchy  \  His  moft  Chriilian  ma« 
jefty  had  in  fafl  no  great  regard  to  the  menaces  of  an  ally  he 
defpifed  ;  but  as  perfifting  obftinately  t6  advance  into  a 
country,  which  the  inunds^tion  rendered  impaflable,  might 

•terminate  in  bkfting  all  the  blooming  laurels  he  had  ac- 
quired, he  feemed,  out  of  compliment  to  the  king  of  Eng- 
kndy  to  liflen  to  terms  of  accommodation  ;  which,  after  all 
his  vi&cnries,  could  not  fail  of  proving  advantageous.  In 
the  fpace  of  three  months  he  had  conquered  the  provinces  of 

:  Guelderldnd,  Overyjely  and  Utrecht,  taken  above  fifty  towns 
and  forts,  and  made  24,000,  prifoners.  Conde  and  Turenne 
advifed  his  majefty  to  fend  the  prifoners  to  work  upon  the 
canal  oi  Languedoc,  and  to  leave  all  the  places  that  were  not 
cflential  to  the  prefervation  of  his  cofiquefts ;  but  Louvois  was 

'  of  a  diifo'ent  opinion,  and  ^  his  fentiments  determined  the 
king.    The  prifoners  were  releafed  for  a  trifling  ranfom^ 
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and  the  king*s  army  totally  reduced  and  exhaufted  by  the 

continual  drains  made  to  garrifon  the  conquered  places  ^.  • 

A  NEGOCiATiON  was  fet  on  foot  at  ^ojcM,  near  J5«i-fc- 

due,  whither  the  king,  attepded  by  the  Englifb  ambafladors 

'  and  the  Duich  deputies,  repaired.  What  he  chiefly  infiftcd 
upon  was  a  treaty  of  commerce,  for  regulating  the  rights  of 
the  French  and  Dutch  Eaji  and  Weft  India  companies  ;  die 

.  public  exiercife  of  the  catholic  religion  in  all  the  territories  d 
the  States  General ;  twenty  millions  of  livres  to  reimburie 
his  expences  in  the  war,  and  a  confirmation  of  his  con- 
quefts  on  the  Meu/e,  on  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  Rhine,  aod 
in  the  empire,  In  confideradon  of  his  reftoring  the  three  pro- 
Tinces.  His  Britannic  majefty  demanded  the  compliment  of 
the  flag  where-erer  his  ftiips  appeared,  a  million 'fterling  for 
his  expences,  a  hundred  thoufand  pounds  fterling  yearly  for 
the  right  of  fiftiing  on  the  coafts  of  Great  Britain  and  Jre- 
land,  a  fliare  in  all  the  commerce  of  the  Indies,  and  the 
perpetuity  of  the  ftadtholderftiip  for  his  nephew  the  prince  of 
Orange.  Thefe  propofitions  were  rejefted  with  difdain  by 
the  Dutch,  who,  animated  by  their  ftadtholder,  refolvedto 
wait  a  change  of  fortune  in  the  jnidft  of  the  waters.  They 
ufed  every  expedient  to  roufe  the  princes  of  Germany  in  their 
defence,  and  {o  fuccefsfully,  that  theeleftor  of  Brandenburgb, 
the  neareft  and  moft  intcrefted  prince,  prepared  to  take  the 
field.  The  undaunted  courage,  the  vigilaiice,  and  public 
fpirit,  of  the  prince  of  Orange,  gained  him  the  intire  confi- 
dence and  affeAion  of  the  republic,  and  excited  thdr  re- 
fentment  againft  the  two  De  Witts,  his  implacable  enemies, 
whom  they  accufed  of  receiving  penfions  from  Lewis,  The 
fuggeftion  was  falfe ;  but  poiBbly  their  love  of  liberty,  .and 
jealoufy  of  the  houfe  of  Orange,  had  carried  thefe  two,  great 
politicians  too  far  in  thdr  pacific  meafures  and  com- 
plaifance  to  the  power  of  the  French  monarch.  The  pen- 
fioner  was  attacked  in  the  ftreet  by  the  populace,  and  by 
his  perfonal.  bravery  broke  through  the  croud>  and  {avcd  his 
life,  though  covered  with  wounds  '  (A).

but  he  cleared  himfclf.  Sub- 
orned witneiTes  acc«i&d  hisbro' 
ther  of  an  attempt  to  poifoii 
the  prince  of  Orange.  ComtUus 
was  imprifoned,  and  treated 
with  great  barbarity.  While 
he  was  under  the  tortore,  be 
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Wllliam  of  Orange  in  the  mean  time  daily  ingratiated 
himfelf  more.     He  gave  up  his  whole  fortune  tor  the  fafety 
of  the  ftate,  and  exerted  himfelf  with  fuch  prudence  and 
ability,  that  all  Europe  began  to  unite  againft  the  two  kings, 
by  the  month  of  July.    Every  prince  in  Germany  was  in 
motion  to  fuccour  the  Dutch.     The  emperor,  the  king  of 
Detrntark,   the  elcftor  of  Brandenburgh,  the  duke  of  Bruti' 
fwick  Lunenburgk^  the  landgrave  of  Hejfe^  immediately  or- 
dered  their  troops  to  join ;  feveral  of  the  other  princes  were 
preparing  to  take  the  field.    All  were  jealous,  England  began 
to  waver,  and  there  was  not  a  power  in  Europe  upon  whop 
hcvjis  the  fourteenth  could  heartily  rely.  The  army  of  Bran-  ^^^  '*** 
denburgh^  commanded  by  the  eleftor  in  perfon,  and  the  forces  ^'''^^ 
of  the  empire,   under  the  famous  count  Montecuculi,  joined  jj^^jjf 
near  Heidel/heim^  and  compofed  a  body  qf  40,000  men. 
Turenne^  now  appointed  generaliffimo  of  the  king's  army 
on  his  majefty's  return  to  Paris^   marches  to  oppofe  the 
^nemy's  paffing  the  Rhine.     For  three  whole  months  were  the 
eleftcM-  and  Montecucidi  employed  in  abortive  attempts  to 
cflfeft  a  paHage  at  Mentz^CoblentZyStraJhurgh^  and  other  places. 
This  anfwered  the  purpofe  of  making  a  powerful  diverfion  in   , 
favour  of  the  Dutch,  though  they  could,  not  accomplifh  their 
defign  of  joining  the  prince  of  Orange,     After  repeated  dif-    A,  D. 
appointments,  the  imperial  army  dircfted  its  march  to  Ifyi-     1673. 
phalia^  and  Turenne  followed,  in  order  to  keep  the  bifliop  of 
Munfter  fleady  to  his  engagements.     Here  the  vifcount  dif- 
played  the  greateft  talents  for  the  cabinet  and  the  field.     For 
half  the  campaign  he,  with  a  body  of  1 6,000  men,  baffled 
every  ftratagem  of  the  eleftor  bf  Brandenhurgh  and  Montecu- 
culi^  the  moft  renowned  general  of  the  empire,  at  the  head 
of  an  army  near   triple  his  ftrength.      He    obliged   them 
to  go  into  winter-quarters,  in  a  country  harralTed  and  ex- 
haufted,  and  confirmed  the  biihop  of  Munfter  in  the  alli- 
ance of  Frmice\  at  the  very  time  he  was  upon  terms  with 
the  emperor.

After  takiog  poflcffion  of  "all  the  cleftor'ls  towar 
in  Wejiphaliaj  he  purfued  him  into  the  biftioprk  of  Hildejbeim^ 
•    and  at  length,  by  mere  dint  of  fuperior  genius,  forced  him  to 
feck  Ihelter  in  his  hereditary  dominions.  All  this  -was  effcftcd 
after  Louvois  had  appointed  the  marflial's  army  qnarters  in

Cer- 
tain indeed  it  is,  that  Montecuculi*^  illnefs  arofe  from  hi$ 
chagrin  at  feeing  all  his  projefls  fruftrated  by  the  unflead^ 
dilatorv  conduft  of  the  court  of  Vienna.     Lewises  negoda- 
Policytf   tions  difturbed  Europe  nokfs  than  his  arms.    His  tools  and 
FfWicc,     creatures  fwarmcd  in  every  court.     Leopold  could  not  be  pit©' 
vented  from  declaring  in  favour  of  Holland  i  but  his  mini- 
fters  were  bought  off  from  fecondihg  the  emperor's  inten-* 
tions.     The  whole  Englijb  nation  exclaimed  againft  the  alli- 
ance of  their  king  with  France  ;  but  Charles  flood  in  need  of 
French  gojd  to  fupply  his  extravagance  and  profligacy.    The

■M^ufc.     thirteeq  days.    Having  repaired  the  fortifications,  he  pro* 
pofed  making  himfelf  mafter  of  feveral  other  towns ;  but  the 
inutidation?  every-where  ftopt  his  courfe.

.    to  draw  ofF  the  waters  were  vain,  and  he  was  forced  to

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WifATBVER  glory  the  king  might  htve  acquired  hj  land, 
certain  it  is  that  the  condnA  of  his  adminds  deferted  eqiial 
praife  with  that  of  his  generals.  Iii  little  more  than  twdrc 
ftoriths  the  French  were  taught  the  art  of  naval  war.  Before 
they  fought  (hip  to  Ihip ;  bnt  undtt^ood  nothing  of  thofe 
cvolntions  by  which  whole  fleets  imitate  the  movements  of 
armfes.  The  duke  of  r^r*,  afterwards  JS^m^x  the  ftcond,  NavMla/" 
iRTented  the  method  of  giving  all  orders  at  fea  by  means  tUfmrs. 
fignals ;  this  and  every  other  part  of  the  art  the  Frenth  bor- 
rowed from  the  Englijb^  and  became  fo  apt  fcholars,  that 
they  ventured  to  give  battle  to  the  HoUaniers,  the  great  ri- 
vals of  the  Engiyb  on  that  element..  Their  fleA^  amotinting 
to  forty  fail,  befides  fireflups,  joined  to  the  Bnglt/b,  gave  battle 
three  different  times  to  the  Dutch.  Ruyfer  gained  additional 
glory  in  thefc  engagements,  and  D*Efirees^  th«  Frenth  admiral, 
jtcquired  the  cftcem  of  De  Ruyter.  Valour  and  conduft  werfe 
on  both  fides  fo  great,  that  idftory  remained  undedded  *. 

In  the  mean  time  Spain  declares  in  &vour  of  the  Dutch,  Spain  de* 
tn4  prevails  upon  the  emperor  to  aft  more  heartily  in  the  cisratvar 
caufcof  Holland^  and  defence  of  the  Bberdes  of  Europe.  The  agaiufi 
•priacc  ofOrangevfzt  reinforced  by  10,000  Spaniards,  fent  t6^'^^« 
him  by  the  governor  of  the  Low  Countries.    Philip  had  con- 
eluded  a  treaty  with  the  States  at  the  Hague ^  whereby  he  de- 
clared war  againftfr/iTir^,  engaged  the  emperor  to  make  a  power- 
ful divcrlioii  on  the  Shine.,  ftipttlated  not  to  accept  of  peace  be- 
fore the  Dzif^ift  had  retrieved  all  their  lofles^  and  obtained 
from  them  a  promife.  to  liften  to  no  tentts  of  accommodation 
before  bis  catholic  majefty  was  reinftated  in  all  his  pofleflions 
in  lie  ijfw  Countries,  previous  to  the  peace  of  the  Pyrenees. 
Mmtecuctdi  was  ordo-ed  to  a^dvanct  ^h  30,000  men  to  Fran-^    ^ 
(onia  I  and  Turenm,  joining  the  troopa  of  Cologne  and  Mun^ 
^for,  p^fled  the  Mam,  and  took  pdl  ia  the  deflorate  of 
Mentz.  The  prince  of  Orange  recelvins  no  impediment  from 
Conde,  who  was  forced,  on  account  ot  the  inundations,  fo 
):epafs  ti^Meu/e,  thought  this  a  proper  time  for  aftion^  as 
the  enemy   had  no  coofiderable  forces  in  the  heart  of 
the  Umted  Provinces.    He  ordered  fo^je  troops  to  file  off  fe- 
cretly  to  Afrfierdatn  and  Muyden,  linisd  with  infantry  the 
intrenchments  which  iiecured  the  paf&ge  to  Holland,  and  to 
deoeivfc  the  duke  of  Luxemburgh,  who  commanded  in  Utrecht, 
fent  fome  forces  by  fea  to  attuck  Bovmel.    Th^diike,  not 
penetratmg  the  prince's  defign,  came  to  fticcour  that  place^ 
and  JVilliam,  finding  his  flratagem  fucceed,  marched  to  Naer-^ 
kUi  aqdwith  25,000  men  invefted  and  took  the  place,  be-

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fore  the*  duke  could  provide  for  its  fecurity.  Eacoiiniged  l^ 
'  this  fuccefs  the  Dutch  took  courage,  fortune  iaclinedin  iSm 
favour,  and  in  aihort  time  all  the  hprrocs  of  war  vr&ttt- 
moved  from  the  interior  parts  of  the  Umted  Pr^uinus  ta  tk 
Spanifb  Net hir lands.  Neither,  the  experience  aad  co^iun- 
mate  addrefs  of  Turenne^  the  genius  of  Vaubany  or  the  la- 
defatigable  vigilance  of  Louvois^  could  repair  the  erroi>  cob^ 
mitted  in  ruining-  the  army,  to  garrifon  the-conquered  towo^. 
Even  Coruk's  fire  feemed  extinguifhed  in  th^  waters  mA 
which  the  Dutch  had  drowned  thdr  country.  Ii^ead  of 
penetrating  farther  he  was  obliged  to  retreat.  Turennt  ccmU 
not  prevent  the  junAion  of  MmtecucuU  and  the  prince  ef 
the  Orange,  nor  the  lofs  of  Bonne.     This  junftion,  and  the  de- 

French      claration  of  Spain^  obliged  the  armies  of  France  to  abandoo 
evacuate    the  three  provinces  with  ftill  more  rapidity  than  they  con- 
the  Dutch  quered  them.     The  triumphal  arch  at  St.  Denis  was  hardly 
frovinceu  erefted  as.  a  monument  of  Lewises  viftories,  before  the  fruits 
of  thofe  viftori^  were  relinquiflied.     In  a  word,  the  par- 
liament of  England  would  no  longer  fuf&r  Charles  to  he  tbe 
mercenary  tool  oi  France  \  the  Tate  ill  fuccefs  cooled  the 
eledVor  of  Cohgm  and  biihop  of  Munjier  in  their  friendibip, 
and  Lev)iSy  forfaken  by  all  his  allies,  found  himfelf  under  tbe 
necefSty  of  maintaining  fingly  a  war  againft   tbe  empii^ 
Spain^  and  the  United  Provinces  K        ^

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Dfi  the  dcftor  to  violate  the  treaty  he  had  figoed  with  France  ; 
md  he  drew  on  to  a  league  with  the  Dutch^  the  eledors  of 
Triers  VLXii  Palatine^  the  landgrave  of  Hejfe^  and  the  dukes 
of  Brunfwick.  ,  la  a  word,  all  the  powers  of  Germany  wer€ 
CBgaged  in  treaty  with  the  republic,  except  the-eleftor  of 
Bavaria^  and  the  duke  of  Hanover^  who  remained  neutral. 
hrm^  notwithAanding  this  formidable  confederacy,  relia- 
quiihed  none  of  his  great  defigns.  He  knew  his  own  power, 
ftod  the  capacity  of  his  minifters  and  generals.  Refolving  to 
compenfate  himfelf  for  the  lofs  of  the  United  Provinces  by  the 
conquefl:  of  Franche  Compter  he  fent  mzxttiaX  Turenne  with 
J 0,000  men  to  defend  the  frontiers  on  the  fide  of  the  Rhine  ; 
mat  (hal  ichomberg  he  detached  with  an  army  to  the  frontiers 
of  Spain  $  Conde^  at  the  head  of  a  third  army,  watched  the 
.  priDce  of  Orange  in  Flanders  ;  and  the  kidg*s  own  army, 
the  moft  numerous,  plunged  into  Franthe  Compte. 

This  campaign  was  themofl  glorious  to  Turenne  of  his  Tu- 
whole  life,  if  we  are  to  eflimate  reputation  by  the  greatnefs  reniie'i 
of  the  difficulties  furmounted,  in  which  every  faculty  oi  ^<t  glorious 
moft  confummate  general  was  difplayed.     Firft  he  made  a  campaign^ 
\oxi%  and  brifk  march,  pafTed  the  Rhine  ^t  Philipjburgh, 
inarched  the  whole  night  to  Sintzheim,  forced  the  town,  at- 
tacked and  defeated  Caprara^  the  imperial  general,  and  the 
old  duke  of  Lorrain^  Charles  the  fourth,  that  prince  whofc 
life  was  fpent  in  levying  troops  and  lofmg  batdes,  who  had 
now  come  with  his  little  army  to  join  the  emperor.     In  the 
fpace  of  four  hours  this  important  affair  was  concluded,  with 
an  army  fatigued,  harrafled,  and  fcarce  half  the  number  of 
the  enemy,  who  left  aooo  dead  upon  the  field.     Aftoniftied 
at  his  boldnefs,  the  enemy  aflembled  all  their  forces,  to  the 
amount  of  70,000  men,  which  Turenne  oppofcd  with  a  body 
ofao,ooo,  afterwards  reinforced  by  a  detachment  of  cavalry 
fent  by  Conde,     But  his  genius  was  to  fupply  the  want  of 
numbers,  and  it  efFeftually  anfwercd  that  purpofe.    With 
this  little  army  he  ravaged  the  Palatinate  \  purfued  the  enemy 
mio  Jl/ace^  over  mountains  covered  withfnow;  continued 
his  operations  in  Jl/ace,  contrary  to  the  exprefs  orders  of 
Louvois  and  the  murmurs  of  the  court,  who  dreaded  the  lo(s 
of  Lorrain  •,  obliged  the  enemy  to  fly  every-where  before  him, 
by  dint  of  fuperior  (kill  in  encampments,  and  choice  of  fitu- 
ations },  and  finally,  without  fighting  one  decifive  battle,  dif- 

•  perfed  and  difordered  the  enemy's  army,  obliged  the  impe* 
rialifts  to  repafs  the  Rhine^  and  preferved  Jlface  and  Lorrain. 
Even  Louvois  was  forced  to  confefs  his  error,  the  conrt 
(eemed  abaftied,  and  all  united  in  admiring  the  extraordi*

legedy  that  the  barbarities  he  was  forced  to  commit  ifi  Al 
courfe  of  his  operations  diminilh  the  luilre  of  bis  great  a6 
tions.  All  his  expeditions  were  marked  with  horror  and  de- 
lation. After  the  battle  of  Sint^emit  the  Palatinate^  a  fertite 
countryj  covered  with  towns  and  villages,  was  laid  in  a^^ 
and  the  unfortunate  elector  beheld  from  the  citadel  of  Mzs- 
biim  two  cities  and  twenty-five  villages  in  flanges*     The^ 

.excefles  might  have  been  neceflary  to  retard  the  pirogrefs  df 
the  enemy  ;  but  they  muft  imprefs  an  idea  no  way  favour- 
able to  the  humanity  of  Turenne^  who  would  feem  to  defervc 
the  appellation  of  father  of  his  foldiersj  and  fcourge  of  the 
vanquiihed.  Whatever  pains  xht  French  hiftorians  in  general, 
and  his  own  biographers  in  particular,  have  taken  to  vindi- 
cate this  conduft,  we  are  of  opinion  it  proceeded  from  a 
coldnefs  of  conftitution  that  damped  every  emotion  of  pity, 
and  facrificed  the  principles  of  humanity  to  the  rules  of  war 
and  the  duties  of  a  general.  What  redounded  chiefly  to  the 
marihaPs  honour  was  the  cool  determined  refolution  her  dif- 
^layed  in  the  a£lion  at  Sintzheim^  and  the  engagement  at  Mul- 
havferiy  with  which  laft  tranfaftion  he* concluded  the  opera- 

^  tions  of  the  year.    As  thefe  battles  .will  neceflarily  be  rc- 

.  lated  in  another  part  of  our  work,  it  is  juft  fufficient  to  men- 
tion them. 
The  cam'       While  Turenne  was  gaining  the  moft  important  advaii- 
fittgn  in     tages  in  Germany^  without  any  iignal  aftiort,  Conde   wa? 
inlanders,  fighting  bloody  ufclefs  battles  in  Flanders.    As  his  genius  was 
in  nothing  inferior  to  the  marfhal's,  we  muft  attribnte  his 
little  fuccefs  to  the  unfavourable  circumftances  of  his  Iitua- 
tion,  and  the  caj^city  of  the  general  oppofed  to  him.     The 

;  prince  of  Orange  commanded  the  united  armies  of  the  em- 
pire,- Spain^  and  Holland^  and  meditated  nothing  lefs  than 
the  conqueft  of  Picardy  and  Champagne ;  but  he  muft  firft 
defeat  Conde^  who  had  aiTembled  a  confiderable  army,,  by 
withdrawing  the  garrifons  out  of  the  conquered  towns,  which" 
he  ordered  to  be  demoliftied.  On  the  nth  of  ^^2£^  he 
pofted  himfelf  near  Seneff ;  the  enemy  attempted  to  force 
him,  a  bloody  conflidl  enfued,  in  which  the  French  claimed 
the  honour  of  the  fi^ld,  tho'  neither  fide  could  pretend  to-  a 

.  viftory.     Feuquieres^  who  delights  in  finding  out  bjunders, 
blames  the  prince  of  Orange's  difpofition  in  the  firft  part  of  ' 
the  engagement ;  but  he  does  juftice  to  that  admirable  pru- 

.  dence  and  intrepidity  with  which  he  repaired  the  miftake, 
notwitbftanding  fuch  a  general  as  Conde  puflied  the^  advan- 
tage.     After  the  allies  had  retreated  to  their  intrenched

Orange,  and  to  have  compenfated  it  by  the  fame  aftonlfhing 
^alour  and  prefendc  of  mind.  Both  generals  indeed,  if  we 
arc  to  credit  the  French  critic,  appeared  greater  from  their 
erjfors,  and,  of  all  the  battles  they  ever  fought,  this  m  the  moft 
^fiftinguiftiing  manner  tried  all  thdr  powers  and  faculties. 
There  were  7000  flain  and  5000  prifoners  on  the  fide  of 
France  ;  that  of  the  enemy  was  nearly  equal ;  and  fo  much 
jbloodfhed  anfwered  no  other  purpofe  than  rendering  eitha: 
army  incapable  of  undertaking  any  confiderable  enterprize 
for  the  remainder  of  the  campaign-  The  prince  of  Orange, 
to  make  the  world  imagine  he  had  gained  a  viftory,  laid  fiege 
to  Oudenarde  ;  but  Conde,  to  convince  them  he  had  not  loft  a 
battle,  obliged  him  to  relinquifh  the  attempt  *^. 

TuRENNE,  after  the  engagement  at  Mulhaufen^  give  no    A.  D-" 
breathing  tp  the  enemy..  Even  the  rigours  of  winter  could     167$. 
not  flop  bis  operations.     After  feveral  advantages  obtained  Turcnnc 
In  conicquence  of  the  check  the  enemy  lately  received,  he  froficutes 
paarched    direftly  Xq  Colmar  to   give   their  united    forces  ^^^  ^^^ 
battle.  .  From  the  town  of  Turkeim,  flanking  the  enemy's  **'^^^-ff'* 
right,  this  aftion  has  been  called  the  battle  of  Turkeim.     By 
the  reinforcements    received  from  Flanders,  the  marflial's 
army  amounted  to  30,000  men,  and  that  of  the  enemy  to 
4o,oo«.    ,He  drew  up  in  a  manner  that  incurred  the  cenfure 
of  all  his  officers,  who  could,  before  the  battle  was  over, 
difcover  rfie  propriety  and  judgment  of  his  difpofition^    In 
one  refpeft  only  the  a£lion  was  decifive ;  it  forced  the  enemy 
to  repafs  theRhine,  and  abandon  all  thoughts  of  quartering  in 
,  the  territories  of  France, 

It  was  now  that  Turenne  took  a  little  refpite,  in  order  to 
return  to  the  campaign  with  redoubled  vigour.     He  went  to 
court,  and  received  the  honours  due  to  his  extraordinary 
inerit.  Th«  negpciations  of  peace  fet  oiifoot  during  the  winter 
proving  abortive,  all  fides  prepared  for  renewing  the  war. 
The  Imperial  army  was  quite  chagrined  and  dillrafted  with  Montc- 
loiles ;  to  raife  their  droopmg  courage  it  was  neceflai-y  to  cuculi 
fend  MontecucuU  once  more  to  oppofe  Turenne,     He  was  in-  takes  the 
deed  the  only  general  in  the  emperor's  fervice  worthy  of  xh^  command 
employment.     As  well  as  Turenne  he  had  reduced  the  art  oiofthe  im* 
war  into  a  fyftem.     Both  generals  indeed  were  fo  well  per-  t^^^^^P- 
fuaded  of  each  other's  merit,  that  they  could  not  rely  upon 
toiftakes  or  blunders  :  every  advantage  muft  be  fought  by 
fome  ftroke  of  fuperior  genius.     Each  judged  of  the  opera-

In  the  preceding  year  Le^is  Cngly  nlain tamed  thew^ 
againft  the  5/^n/^rif,  iraperialifls,  and  Dutch.  He  con* 
quered  Franc  he  Compter  defended  his  frontiers,  and  dcj; 
fcated  the  defigns  of  the  enemy  to  penetrate  into  hts  do^- 
Sweden  nions.  This  year  he  gained  an  ally,  and  prevailed  oo  tfe' 
declares  ^  king  of  Sweden  to  declare  war  againft  the  eleftor  of  Btanden* 
/wLewis.  hirgh.  This  produced  a  favourable  diverfion,  by  employing 
the  eleftor  in  his  own  quarrel,  and  obliging  the  princes  of 
Brunjwick  and  Lunenburgh  to  retire  from  the  banks  <A  the 
Rhiney  and  with  the  troops  of  Miaifter  enter  the  country  of 
Bremen.  Six  great  armies,  led  by  generals  of  diflinguiftied 
capacity,  appeared  then  in  aftion  on  the  continent  of  Ger- 
many. Montecuculi  oppofed  Turenne  in  Suabia  ;  and  Conii 
returned  to  fight  the  Spaniards  and  Dutch  in  Flanders,  uadet 
the  prince  of  Orange.  The  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh  put 
himfelf  at  the  head  of  his  troops  to  watch  the  motions  oiiiik 
Swedijb  general  IVrangel^.  *  , 

Montecuculi  formed  the  defign  of  paffing  the  Rhine zt 
Strafiurghy  and  reaping  in  the  Higher  Jlface  thofe  advaa- 
tages,  of  which  the  multiplicity  of  councils,   and   the  baf 
conduft  of  the  generals,  had  hitherto  deprived  the  imperi^ 
army.     He  endeavoured  to  feduce  the  inhabitants  of  Strqi', 
burgh  \    hut  Turenne,    though  he  could  not    prevent  his 
paffing  the  Rhine  near  Spires,  kept  the  Strajhurghers  in  theif 
duty,  and  deprived  Montecuculi  of  thofe  advantages  he  pro- 
pofed  from  this  movement.     Near  three  months  were  <pent 
in  feints,  marches,  countermarches,  dark  defigns,  and  artful 
ftratagems ;  the  whole  military  fcience  was  exhaufted,  but; 

At  laft-the  mar/hal  J^- 
killed.        termined  to  attack  the  enemy  near  Acheren  ;  but  in  recon* 
noitring  them  he  was  killed  by  a  cannoil  ball,  and  his  ^tzi)i 
foon  produced  a  change  in  the  campaign. \   Inftead  of  attack- 
ing the  imperialifls,  count  de  Lorges,  who  fucceedcd  to  the?

fere  tlM  prince  of  Orange  had  l^t  the  Texel,  to  take  poilH^ 
iioQ  of  the  crown  of  England^  Lews  had  armies  advancing 
DO  the  Rime  and  the  frontiers  of  Holland.  The  dauphin,  ^ 
pdnce  of  a  miU  and  amiable  difpofition,  was  fent  to  coin- 
o^iid  an  army  of  igq^qop  n^en,  with  the  marflials  de  Duras^ 
Quinaf,  ^dFauban,  under  ^im.  But  before  we  proceed 
tp  the  military  operations,  it  will  be  nec^fTanr  we  fliould  coo* 
fifeiy  relate  the  confederacy  formed  to  oppoie  Lewis  \ 
.  The  ponrage,  vigilance,  and  condu^,  which  the  prince 
jof  Grange  had  exerted  in  the  laft  war,  raifed  his  repuutioa 
and  influfsni^  tq  the  high^ft  pitch  in  Holland.  Policy,  pre** 
jpdice,  ^n4  difpofition,  all  coi^ibuted  tq  confirm  him  the 
ipvetenite  en^y  c^  France.  Befqre  his  accefpon  to  the 
duxme  of  England^  WilTum^  .had  proje^^  a  confederacy  tq 
dip  the  foaring  wings  of  the  moft  Chrlftiaii  king.  His  inr 
lioeace  had  prevailjcd  upon  the  princes  of  the  empire,  aflem* 
bled  in  the  di^t,  to  exhort  the  emperor  to  avepge  Lewis'^  iur 
iraAlqns  of  the  treaty  qf  Nimeguen.  They  therefore  befought 
his  imperial  majel|:y  (p  make  peace  vith  thp  Turks,  and  com^ 
4D  an  open  rupture  yrith  the  French  monarch;  in  which  cafe 
they  promlied  to  cooiider  it  as  a  war  of  the  empire.  Acccx-d* 
ii^ly  the  emperor  Qegodated  an  alliance,.. ofifenfive and  de? 
{{^ve,  vith  the  dates  general,  Ending  the  contradling  par*

*(i^iiqe  whatfqever^.and  to  hearken  to  no  terms,  of  acoommot 
dttion,  unrii  the  treaties  of  IVefiphidia,  Ofncjburg^  MunfteTp 
\kt  Pyrenees,  and  Nimeguen,  (hould  be  fully  vindicated.  It 
^as  ^p^r  thi^c  Sp^in  aiid  England  ihould  be  iqv^ted  to  act 
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ce^  t6  dits  treaty;  and  ift  4  ftp^ftte  lutkl^  tK^  pirtiifts  Mf|» 
Uted,  that  in  cafe  hfe  ^ttoUe  m^jefty  Chtrl^  11.  cf  it  j^l^ 
a«kl  itifirm  conftitutioo,  fliduld  die  v^ithdut  tlliie,  the  itliali^ 
fhould  be  exerted  to  tke  ntiiM^ft  ti)prt^(*^fe  th6  Spdtnjh  VMfim^ 
chy  for  the  hoofc  of  Aufttia^  and  the  dignity  «  kiftg  Of  thi 
Romans  for  the  emperor**  fon  J()/i^*.  William,  wMfc  ^qI^ 
prince  of  Orange^  was  the  fdul  of  tMs  alUiincc ;  after  hfe  tt* 
ceffion  to  the  throne  of  Ore  At  Britain^  he  exerted  hi*  ttHfid! 
abilities  to  bring  the  parliament  to  acdcde  t6  the.  trtAtf> 
aftd  he  proved  fuccefefuL  A  rariety  of  reifotts  ^ene  ©^ 
foggefted  for  coming  to  a  rupture  ^ith  Frane^;  tad  t^ 
cloak  the  real  defigns  of  WilRam,  feveral  argnmetits  nWW 
aidvanced  in  the  declaration  of  war  rdative  to  Great  BHtM^ 
thou^  in  faft  the  war  w«w  undertaken  from  views  itadf 
continental. 

-  Fully  to  tioderftand  the^reafon*  which  drew  Sfi^  ifiW 
tltts  confederacy,  we  tauft  eo  a  little  back.  The  catkolk 
king's  marriage  with  pfinccw  Mary  Imifay  dati^ta-  of  the! 
duke  6f  Orieansy  fecmcd  to  eonfinn,  in  the  ftrotigdt  iMfi- 
ner,  the  treaties  between  France  and  Spain.  Durlilg  ttB 
life-time  of  this  princefsf,  and  in  the  year  1685,  thei^p*- 
ror  demanded  of  the  king  df  Spain  the  fovcrdgnty  of  Iht 
Low  CoimMefy  for  the  ah:hduchefs  his  daughter,  ktdy  ma- 
rled ib  the  eleftor  of  Bavaria.  Lewis,  perfuaded  tfet  if 
fticha  fetdemcftt  todk  place,  it  would  be  a  Vioktidn  of  tife 
true*,  gave  orders  to  the  marquis  de  Fenjuleres^  his  anibaflS^ 
doh  a*  Madrid,  to  declare  his  fentirtents  t(>  the  catholk 
Ifag.  '  In  confequence  the  fi/tf«^  ihtnifterSj  alarmed  l«^i A

the  kirtg^cjf  Spain,  inflnerrced  by  evil  connfdlors,  rtiotild  fi[^ 
*art  the  order  of  fwccefRon,  the  ktftg  in  that  cafe  c6uld  fiet 
ffiqid  tetecnting  Whatever  he  thought  moft  eflfeftnal  for  tosk^ 
tsfiftkigthe  d^uphtttV rights,  andtmiftconfider everything 
done  in  favour  of  the  archduke,  as  an  infraftion  of  thcpca& 
betwtenthp  two  dovn?.^^  *  fUkt^s  gate  in  kafw«r  in  genc- 
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jial  teitris J  hnj^i  he  permitted  the  prince  to  affure  the  asibaflkp 
dor,  fhait  he  would  never  nominate  a  fucceflbr  until  he 
l#as  on  his  death -bed.  la  the  year  1689  Mary  Lomfa  of 
l^rleansiXt^l  and  with  her  fnqk  the  influence  oi  France  at 
the  court  of  Madrid.

Ik  confequence  of  tewis*s  declarations,  the  marquis  df 
taftdnaga^  governor  of  the  Spani/b  Netherhn^^  iflued  % 
counter  declaration,  couched  in  very  bitter  terms,  accullng 
fhe  Trench  king  of  having  erefted  arbitrary  courts  in  the  cm* 
pife,  of  having  laid  wafle  the  dominions  of  the  houfc  of 
jujirid^  without  regard  to  the  obligations  of  religion,  or 
hnmanitv,  or  even  1^  the  laws  of  war;  of  having  coWite- 
lianced  tne  moft  flagrant  a(ls  of  tyranny  and  oppteiuon;  aodi  *'  *^ 
pi  having  intrigued  with  the  enemies  of  Cferift  for  the  de*  .  ^ 
Ifa'ufti6n  of  the  etnpire.  This  alluded  to  the  good  under* 
^zxiAitg^YiiAitewU  conAantly maintained  with  tbegraud 
jfeignior.

Nations,  fajfs 
Voltaire^  who  had  hitherto  only  blamed  his  ambition  whjk 
they  adn^d  his  charaAcfy  x^ow  exclaimed  again/l  the  barn 
.fcarity.of  a  monarchy  who,  drowned  in  the  pleafur^es  of  tjip 
snoft  luxurious  court  ia  Europe^  could  give  orders  for  tise 
total  deftrucUon  of  a  whole  principality^*   Twice*  in  the  fame 
teign  had  thofe  cruelties  been  committed  in  this  eledlorate; 
fcut  the  conflagration  raifed  by  Turenne,  however  dreadful, 
was  tmt  a  mere  fpark  of  fire,  when  compared  to  thofe  i2ames 
which  univerfajij  reduced  the  palatinate  to  a  heap  o£  aihes« 
and  the  inhabitants  to  a  multitude  of  the  moil  diArel&d  bcg^ 
gars.

main  army,  led  by  duke  Charles  of  Lorrain,  on  the  MuUk 
Rhine;  and  a  third,  commanded  by  the  elector  of  ;^ra/i^*^ 
burgh,  with  his  own  troops  and  thofe  of  Wejphalia,  on  the 
Lower  Rhine.     P^rince  Waldec,  in  Flanders,  was  at  the  head  .

Such  Were  the  forces  oppofed  to  France,  to  check  the  rapi- 
dity of  her  conquefls,"  which  had  already  fpread  terror  and  « 
fhe  opera-  flefokticm  through  the  empire.

Rhinhrg  fobmitted  without  the 
neceffity  -of  a  fiege.     Keyferfi»aert  was  next  invcfted  by  the 
dedlor  of  Brandenhurgh :   the  governor  capitulated  three 
day^  after  the  trenches  were  opened.    In  the  month  of  July 
the  dttke  of  Lorrain  fat  down  before  Mentz^  and  was  joined 
by  th^  dtofec  of  Bavaria :  the  fiege  was  obftihate ;  the  mar-

Wiiik  the  duke  de  Dttras^  with  his  little  army,  was  hj'

Without.     Bmiffiers  likewlfe  attacked  and  defeated  a  detach-' 
miefitof  Imperiaitfts,  mof!  of  whom  were  put  to  the  fword, 
on  thekrefufel  to  ky  down  their  arms.     MentZy  however, 
was  forced  to  fnrrender  by  the  6th  o(  September,  after  hav- 
ing cofrthe  aUies  above  5,000  men.

In  Flanders  the  marflial  d'Humieres  received  a  check  at  fFal-  M.  de 
cmarf,  where    he  engaged  prince  JValdec  with  a  fuperior  Humietcs 
army.    This  affair  proved  of  Httle  advantage  to  the  allies ;  defeated 
but  It  hurt  the  reputation  of  the  marflial,  who  was  deprived  hp^^^ 
of<  the  command  by  Louv^is  his  intimate  friend,  and  fuc-  Waldcck. 
ceeded  by  Luxemiurgh,  with  whom  that  mhilfter  had  always 
been  at  variance.    This  promotion  does  great  honour  to 
Louvois,  as  it  indifputably  fliewed  Jiis  readinefs  to  facrifice 
his  private  refentment  and  prejudices  to  the  glory  of  his 
mUVer  and  the  good  of  his  country.

The  maritime 
powers  paid  their  propprtions  of  money;  but  the  emperor 
attd  king  of  5/flj«,  who  had  undertaken  tofurnifti  troops, 
were  dilatory.  Catinat  feized  the  opportunity,  and  puflied 
his  advantage  with  the  utmoft :  vigour.  He  made  himfelf 
nwfter.of  Filla  Franca^  Nice,  Villana,  and  Carmagnola, 
The  marqais  Feuquieres  was  fent  to  inveft  Cpni ;  the  pafTes  of 
the  valley  Joejte  were  forced  by  la  Haquette,  and  free  ad- 
miffion  granted  to  the  Milanefe  and  Verallois.  Turin  was 
jthreatehed  with  a  bombardment ;  tlie  people  became  clamor- 
ous, and  the  duke  of  Savoy  was  reduced  to  the  brink  of  ruin. 
Prince  Eugene,  however,  changed  the  fcale  of  fortune :  he 
approached  Coni  with  intention  to  relieve  it ;  and  Suhnde, 
who  commanded  the  operations,  no  fooner  was  informed  of 
his  deOgn,  than  he  precipitately  raifed  the  fiege.  In  con-

governmeQt.     Catinat,  though  greatly  inferior  to  the  cm- 
federates,  after*  the  arrival  of  the  eleA(»r  of  Bavaria,  found 
means,  however,  to  undertake  the  coaqueft  crf^ .  MontmeU, 
which  he  elTeAed  after  an  obflinate  refiftance.     H^uvois  did

On,  the  Rhine  the  king's  army  attempted  to  furprize  Mer^z :

^  four  flxips.  The  Royal-Sun  And  admirable,  firjft  rjjtes,  and 
jhe  Qmquerant'Si  fecond  rate,  were,  a  driven  afhore  near  Cher^^ 

.  bot^rg,  and  burnt  by  admiral  Z>^/<xz;aA     Eighteen  ihips  more 
inmirtfo  la  Hogue,  where,  they  were  deftroyed  by  Sir  George 
Rooke.     This  was  the  firft  flgnal  blow  the  mariiie  of  France 
received,  and  it  was  too  fevere  to  bfe  eafily  recovered  by  an    . 
infant  maritime  power  ••  '-  ■   ^ 

\  L£wis  determined  to  avenge  this  difgrace  by  the  ntmoft 
efforts  in  Flanders >  At  the  head  of  100,000  men  he  InveAed 
Namur^  one  of  the  ftrongell  fortrefles  in  the  Netherlands y  the 
^citadel  fortified  by  a  new  work,  contrived  by  the  famous^b^- 
horn^  who  defended  it  in  perfon.  However,  the  duke  of  Lwj:- 
mburgh  carried  on  his  works  with  fo  much  fpirit,  that  the 
.  town  capitulated  in  feven  days  after  the  trenches  were  opened, 

.  and  the  garnibn  retired  to  the  citadel.  The  king  of  Engr 
landy  who.  commanded  the  allied  arjny  in  perfon,  and  the 
elector  of  Bavaria,  determined,  if  poiTibie,  to  raife  the 
fiege  of  the  citadel ;  but  Luxemburgh  took  his  meafures  fo 
judicloufly,  that  all  their  attempts  were  baffled.  It  was  a  nor 
ble  fpeftacle  to  behold  the  two  greateft  engineers  i'z/ro/^  ever 
bred,  exhauft  the  whole  fcicnce  of  attack  and  defence.    VaU" 
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^^n  made  his  approaches  againft  Coehorn  fort,  combaanded^ 
by  Coekorn.'  Several  Tallies  and  aflaulrs  were  made ;  the  be- 
fieged  performed  woaders,but  the  fortune  of  the  befiegers  pre- 
vailed, and  the  citadel  furrendered  in  fight  of  )singWilham'i 
army.  Le'wis  retired  in  triumph  to  VerfailUs ;  and  Liixm- 
burgh  having  fecured  a  ftrong  garrifon  in  Namur^  detached 
M.  Boufflers  with  a  body  of  forces  to  la  Botiffi&re,  and  en- 
camped with  the  reft  of  his  army  at  Soignieu  IVilliam^  who 
was  pofted  at  Genap^  refolved  to  feize  the  firft  opportunity 
'  of  repairing  the  (hock  his  reputation  fuftained  by  the  lofs  of 

7he  hattU  Namur,     He  palled  the  Senne  to  prevent  the  eneniies:  fdzing 
^Stccn-  ijjg  p^jj  between  Steenkirk  and  Enghien\  but  he'  was  antici- 
pared  by  the  aftivity  of  Luxemburgh.    Here  WiHiam  attacked 
his  enemy  with  fuch  impetuofity,  as  it  required' the  utmoft 
courage  and  intrepidity  to refift.  The  whole  camp,  was  a  fceiic 
of  tumult  and  confufion  ;  without  the  vaft  abilities  of  Luxem- 
burgh all  mufthave  been  loft.  .  He  had  been  deceived  by  falfe 
intelligence,  and  it  required  an  excefsof  heroifm  to  repair,  the 
confequences  of  his  error.     At  this  critical  moment  he  for* 
got  a  fevere  indifpofition  under  which  he  happened  to  laboufi 
he  changed  his  ground,  rallied  his  broken  battalions,  drew 
up  his  forces  in  order  of  battle,  and  led  them  three  times  in 
)>erfon  to  the  charge.     In  the  French  army  were  the  duke  of 
i^hartresy  then  in  the  fifteenth  yeir  of  his  age,    Lewis  de 
Bourbon,  grand  pephew  of  the  great  Conde,   and  Aniaud^ 
prince  of  Contiy  all  princes  of  the  blood,  and  rivals  in  repu- 
tation.    They  put  themfelves  at  the  head  of  the  houfliold, 
troops,  and  a  number  of  volunteers  of  quality,  and  charged 
the  Engll/b  with  fuch  irrefiftablefury,  that  the  king  retreated. 
The  event  of  the  battle,  however,  appeared  doubtful,  until 
Boufflers  rejoined  the  army  with  his  detachment:      The 
ftrength  of  the  allies  funk  under  the  additional  preflure  of 
this  reinforcement ;  but  the  good  conduft  oi  William  enabled 
him  to  make  a  regular  fetreat,  and  to  prevent  a  purfuit.  / 
His  difpofition  was  the  fame  as  when  he  attacked,  and  he 
appeared  formidable  even  when  vanquiftied.     The  young 
^  princes,  to  whofe  bravery  this  viftory  was  attributed,  wer6 
received  in  France  amidft  the  acclamations  of  the  people, 
who  every- where  crouded  the  roads  as  they  pafTed.    The 
Jadies  of  the  court  contrived  new  faftiions  of  dreft,  which  . 
•they  called  Steenkirks ;  and  the  men,  ever  ready  to  copy  the 
follies  of  the  fair^fex,  wore  cravats  of  the  fame  appellation* 
In  this  aftion  the  allies  were  computed  to  lofe  7000  men,  in 
which  were  included  the  earl  of  Angus,  general  Macka^t 
Sir  John  Lanier,  Sir  Robert  Douglas,  with  many  other  officers 
jof  rank  and  merit ;  and  the  French  purcbafed  the  advantage 
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<fear,  as,  be/ides  3000  private  men,  the  prince  of  Tu* 
renne^  the  marquis  ae  Belief ondsy  Ferma^oriy  Tilladet,  and  ma- 
ny other  gallant  officers,  loft  their  liVes.  Luxemburgh  in- 
deed acknpwleged/  that  the  mifbehaviour  of  count  Sohnes, 
who  refufed  to  fupport  the  prince  of  iVirtemberg^  contri- 
buted more  to  his  good  fortune  than  all  his  own  endeavours, 
and  that  if  that  officer  had  difcharged  his  duty,  it  would 
have  l)een  impoffible  to  efcape  a  total  defeat  «. 

ha  Germany  Lewis  was  equally  fuccefsful  as  in  Flanders.  Affairs  em 
The  duke  &  Lor^^j  furprized,   defeated,  and  took  prifoner  ^^Rhinc, 
the  duke  of  Wirt  ember g,  pofted  with  4000  horfe  near  Sfire^ '»  ^^^ly 
bachy  and  the  dauphin  took  pofleffion  a  fecond  time  of  Hn-  ««^paiii. 
ielberg^  which  the  enemy  had  retaken  ;  afterwards  he  was 
forced  to  aft  on  the  defenfive  ^ . 

In  Italy  the  king's  affairs  bore  a  lefs  favourable  afpeft. 
^Levjii  indeed  had  perfuaded  the  pope  to  an  accommodation ; 
but  the  terms  propofed  to  the  duke  oi  Savoy  were  rejefted, 
and  that  prince  invaded  Dauphiny,  took  Ombrune  afttr  afiege 
of  nine  days,  pverwhelmed  the  whole  country  with  confter- 
n4tion,  and  then  evacuated  the  province,  without  any  ap- 
parent reafon.  In  Catalonia  the  duke  de  Noailles  performed 
nothing  of  confideration,  and  tHe  Spaniards  were  equally  in- 
aftiveV '  '  ^  /  -^ 

The  enfuing  campaign  in  Flanders  was  a  feries  of  fuc-     A.D. 
ceffes  and  viftories.  The  deligns  formed  by  king  William  on     1693, 
Brabant  yf^r^  defeated  by   the  vigilance  oi.  Luxemhurgh. 
The  count  de  Tilly ^  pofted  near  the  king  with  a  flxong  de- 
tachment, w^s  diflodged,  and  three  fquadrons  taken  prifoners. 
Uuy  was  invefted   by  marftial  Villeroy^    and  Luxemburgh         •  ' 
covered  the  Cege,  and  fccured  himfelf  by  lines  of  cbntraval-  , 

lation.  William  advanced  to  relieve  the  place ;  but  the  gar- 
rifon  capitulated  before  his  approach.  The  duke  next .. 
refolved  to  attack  their  allies  in  the  camp  at  Neerlanden,  fa  d 
while  they  were  weakened  by  the  different  detachments  made 
from  the  army.  A  feint  he  made  deceived  William,  and  or- 
ders, were  immediately  given  to  begin  the  attack  in  threedif- 
ferent  quarters*'  The  French  were  repulfed  three  feveral 
times;  but  the  duke  in  perfon,  the  prince  of  Conti,  and  the 
count  de  Marfmy  renewing  the  charge  with  the  flower  of 
^%Tcrench  Infantry,  penetrated  to  the  heart  of  the  allied, 
camp,  where  the  Englijh  infantry  and  cavalry  fuftained  all 
iheif  efforts  with  incredible  valour,  until  the  arrival  of  the: 
marihai  de  HdrcQurt  with  twenty  frefti  fqyadrons  from  Huy^ 
This  reinforcement  produced  a  total  rout  of  the  allied  forces, 
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who  were  driven  in  great  confufion  ofFthe  geld,  with  thelofs 
of  8000  men,  fixty  pieces  .of  cannon,  and  fuch  a  number  df 
ftandards  and  enfigris,  as  made  the  prince  of  Conti  call  Lux- 
emburgh  the  upholfterer  bi  Notre  i>ame,  a  church  in  which 
thofe  trophies  were  difplaycd.  Nothing  was  talked  of  in 
France  but  viftories ;  however,  the  addrefs  of  idng  WilUaik 
prevented  their  drawing  any  important  advantage  from  thefc 
.  fuccefles.  Luxemburgh  was  forced  to  remain  a  fortnight  in- 
aftive  at  IVorms,  while  the  king,  recalling  all  his  detachments, 
was  in  a  condition  to  hazard  another  engagement,  and  to 
fufpend  the  defigns  of  the  French  general,  to  lay  fiege  to 
Mrujfels.  At  laft,  being  joined  by  Bovffiers  towards  the 
end  of  the  campaign,  he  inverted  Charier oy^  and  tooj^  his 
meafures  with  fuch  caution  and  dexterity,  that  the  ene- 
my could  not  retard  his  operations,  without  attackii^ 
his  lines  to  great^  difadvantage.  In  a  month  the  gar- 
rifon,  defpairing  of  relief^  capitulated,  after  having  made  a 
glorious  defence.  Thus  ended  the  campaign  in  this  quarter, 
during  which  Lewis  reaped  nothing  but  empty  glory.  He 
had  gained  three  fucceffive  viftories,  but  could  not  penetrate 
the  frontiers  of  Holland^  tfapugh  he  had  before,  without  a- 
'     ^  battle,  conquered  half  the  United  Provinces,  Flanders y  aad

Palatinate       Again  the  miferable  Palatinate  was  made  a  fcene  of 
a  third      defolation  by  de  Lorges^  which  he  ravaged,  without  fparing, 
time  laid  ^^at  ought  to  have  been  facrcd,  the  tombs  of  the  clead,  apd 
nvafte.       places  of  publick  worfhip.     Heidelberg  was  pillaged  and 
i^eduted  to  afties,     De  Lorges  was  twice  repulfed  by  the 
'  prince  oi  Baden  in  attempting  to  crofs  the  Necker ;  but  being 
joined  by  the  dauphin,    the  French  army,    amou/iting  to 
70,000  men,  crblTed  the  river,  found  the  prince  of  Baden 
advantageoufly  ported,  repaffed  the  river,  put  a  garrifon  into 
Stugard,  and  fini(hed  the  campaign  8. 
Campaign       Lewis's  armies  in  Italy  had  better  fortune.     The  .allied 
iu  Italy,    blocked  up  Ca/al  and  inverted  Pignerol^  which' laft  place  the 
duke  of  Savoy  bombarded.  .  Catinat  receiving  a  reinforce- 
ment from  the  Palatinate,  defcended  into. the  plains,  and 
rtruck  fuch  terror  into  the  dqke  by  his  approach,  that  he 
abandoned  the  fiegewith  predpitation.     On  the  4th  oiO^O' 
ber  the  two  armies  came  to  an  engagement,  and  both  fides 
fought  with  incredible  obrtinacy  and  courage.     The  Frencb 
were  once   repulfed;    but  Catinat  rallied,  and  led  them* 
with  fuch  impetuofity  to  the  charge,  that  the  enemy's  cavalry 
w^re  put  in  confufion ;  and  they  falling  back  upon  the  foot, 
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threw  the  whole  wing  into  diforder.  In  vain  their  Iccond 
liiae  was  brought  up  to  fuftain  the  firfl ;  in  vain  did  the 
duke  of  Scicmherg,  at  the  head  of  the  Britijb  forces,  exert 
every  duty  of  a  ^reat  general  and  vJiliant  foldier.  Nothing' 
could  retrieve  the  day;  ail  was  a  fcene  of  tumult.  Schom- 
herg  was  wounded  in  the  thigh  and  taken  prifoner,  the  al* 
lied  army  defeated,  and  a  fruitkfs  viAory  gained  at  an  im- 
menfe  expence  of  blood.  Catinat  difplayed  all  the  virtues  of 
a^oat  commander  in  thiS'  battle ;  but  theobftintte  reMance 
of  the  enemy  fo  weakened  his  army,  that  he  was  forced  to 
nepafs  the  mountains,  after  reinforcing  the  garrifons  of  Cafal, 
Suza,  and  Pignerol  *»• 

The  intrigues  of  Lewis  had  been  for  fome  time  fuccefsfiil 
at  Rome  znd  Conftantinopk.  The  grand  vizier,  a  penfionary* 
of  the  king's,  was  now  depofed,  to  appeafe  the  clamours  of 
the  people :  the  Englijb  and  Dutch  envoys  renewed  their  en- 
deavours to  efieft  an  accommodation  betwixt  the  emperor 
dnd  grand  fignior,  but  all  their  proposals  were  rejeftcd. 
Lewis  was  labouring,  by  means  of  the  ^jope,  to  detach 
riie  duke  of  Savoyi  from  the  confederacy ;  a  variety  of  means 
were  tried,  but  as  the  right  method  had  hitherto  efcaped 
both  Lewis  and  the  pope,  his  highnefs  was  deaf  to  all  their 
G^monftninces. 

.  In  CataJoma  the  duke  de  Noailles  inveftcd  RofeSy  which  Iri  Cata-, 
capitulated  in  a  few  days.     The  fortrefs  of  Ampurias  had  Ionia, 
the  fame  fete ;  and  the  power  of  Spain  was  reduced  fo  low,^ 
ifia^  Noaiile's  might  have  prpceeded  to  any  length  with  his  " 
conquefts,   had  not  his  army  been  greatly  diminifhed  by 
large  detachments  fent  to  reinforce  Cattrtat.     The  power 
of  Lhvis  was  now  at  the  height  of  grandeur.    He  maintained 
a  war  againft  all  the  powerful  dates  of  Europe,  and  four  vaft'  y^^ 
armies  in  as* many  different  parts  of  Europe.     His  navy  was  ^^^^^     ' 
formidable,  and  generally  triumphant  over  thofe  powers  who 
affumed  to  themfelves  the  fovereignty  of  the  ocean :  and 
nothing  could  be  more  glorious  than  the  naval  tranfaflions 
\  at  this  juntfture,.  After  the  late  defeat  of  Tourville*%  fquadron, 
aftomlhing  efforts  were  made  to  repair  the  heavy  blow  the 
"  Trench  marine  had,fuftained.  Several  large  (hips  were  bought 
up  and  converted  into  men  of  war.     An  embargo  was  laid 
"tipon  all  the  (hipping  of  the  kingdom,  until  the  king's  fleets ' 
wdre  inanned ;  and  the  channel  was  covered  with  privateers^ 
to  the  great  A^triment  of  the  Englijh  commerce.     Extraordi- 
nary promotions  were  ndade  in  the  navy,  to  eXcite  a  fpirit 
of  emulation  among  the  ofBcers  and  feamen ;  and  in  the 
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month  of  May  a  fleet  of  feventy  capital  (hips,  befides  bomb^' 
ketches,  fireftiips,  frigates,  and  tenders,  failed  to  the  Meii^  ■', 
terranean,  under  the  command  of  Tourville.     Here  he  dif-- 
covered  Sir  George  Rooke  on  the  i6th  day  of  JunCy  'with  a 
fquadrpn  of  twenty-three  men  of  war,  conToyiag^  a  fleet  of' 
400  Englijby  Dutch,  Danijb,  Swedt/i),  and  other-  merchaat-. 
men.     Immediately  he  plied  up  to  ,the  enemy,  burnt^  took,. 
and  funk,  three  men  of  war,  and  about,  eighty  merchant-. 
fliips.     Tourville /wsis  blamed  for  not  making  the  proper  ofe 
of  his  fuperiojrity,  and  he  cleared  himfelf  by    JSxing  the 
blame  on  M.  Cabaret,     Before .  his , return  he   bcMnbardedi 
Gibraltar,  made  an  unfuccefsful  attempt  on  Cadiz,   and  de-. 
ftroycd  a  great  number  of  Erigii/h^nd  Dutch  veffbls^  at  j^U* 
cant  and  Malaga.     To  avenge  thi$  difgrace,  the  Englifb  ad- 
miral Bembtrw  bombarded  St.  Maloes  for  three  days  fuccefEve- 
ly  ;  but  the  town  fuftained  no  confiderable  dams^e*      Eng' 
landwzs  difcontented  with  defeats,  and, Fr^nr^  was  mifer- 
^he  miftT'  able  by  viftoriesi     The  prodigious  armies  fet  on  foot<Irained 
mhUftate   the  country  of  inhabitants,  and  produced  a  famine.      All  the 
^France,  diligence  and  providence  of  the  miniftry,  their  care  ia  im- 
porting corn,  regulating  the  markets,  and  relieving  the  in- 
digent, could  not  prevent  multitudes  from  perKhing^  with 
hunger.     The  kingdom  pined  under  the  preflure   ol  waot, 
while  every  church  in  Paris  rutjig  with  thankfgivings  j  and 
Lewis,  amidft  the  grandeur  of  power,  and  the  utmoft  lux- 
ury of  a  polite  court,  was  ready  to  fink  under  misfortune 
poverty,  and  diflrefs.    It  is  a^Etually  affirmed,  that,  hed|^    - 
round  with  viftory,  and  adored  as  a  divinity,  he  wonld  have 
purchafed  peace  by  extraordinary  conceffions :  but  all  tenna 
were  rejefted  by  the  king  of  England,  who  had  not.,  yet  gra- 
'^  tified  his  revenge  ^. 

The  tranfaftions  of  this  year  began  with  a  defcent  made  . 
by  the  Englijh  on  the  coaft  of  France.     Lord  Berkeley,  who. 
commanded  the  enemies  fleet,  entered  Carmard  bay,  landed 
a  body  of  forces,  but  was  fo  warmly  received,  that  be  was 
i  forced,  to  withdraw  with  precipitation.      Afterwards   tte 

;  Englijh  fleet  bombarded  Dieppe,  and  reduced  the  greate/l 

part  of  the  town  to  aflies.  Havre  met  with  the  fame  fate» 
/  and  the  whole  coaft  was  overwhelmed  with  terror  and  cop*  ' 
fternatioh.  .  Thefeattempts  were  made  with  a  view  to  draw 
the  king's  forces  out  of  Catalonia,  where  L^wis  had  refoived  : 
JO  aft  vigoroufly;  but  they  produced  no  effeft.  The  duke 
de  Noailles  pafTed  the  Ter  in  -the  face  of  the  Spanijh  army> 
and  atucked  the  viceroy  of  Catalonia  with  fuch  impetuolity^

lat  he  was  totaDy  defeated.    Noailles  then  undertook  the  Campaign 
iegc  efPalamos,  while  the  fleet  blocked  it  up  by  fea.     The  J''  V*^*^ 
arrifon  made  a  good  defence ;  but  the  town  being  ftormed,  *°^*** 
lie  inhabitants  were  put  to  the  fword,  without  diftinftion 
if  age,  fcx,  or  condition.     Gironne  and  AJlaliec  furrender- 
d  after  a  (hort  refiftance,  and  meafures  were  taken  for  in- 
eftieg  Barcelona^  which  were  fruftratcd  by  the  fyiglijh  ad- 
irirai  Ruffil :  however,  NoaiUes*s  fuccefs  obtained  him  the 
fceroyalty  of  Catalonia  *. 

LtrxEMBUKGH,  who  Commanded  in  Flanders  under  the //rFlaa- 
lauphin,  was  obliged/on  account  of  hl^  inferiority  of  troops,  dcrs* 
:o  aft  defenfively ;  but  he  took  his  meafures  with  fo  much 
raotion  and  addrefs,  as  raifcd  his  reputation  above  his  vifto- 
rics.    His  conduft  here  has  been  called  a  perfeft  copy  of 
that  fine  campaign  of  Turenne*s  againft  Montecuculi :  every 
fcheme  of  the  enemies  was  difcovered  by  dint  of  penetration, 
and  every  attempt  baffled  by  force  of  aftivity,  and  that  promp- 
fitude  in  aftlon,   for  which  Luxemburgh  was  celebrated, 
Tkrtfine  march,  by  which  he  prevented  the  king  oi  England's 
taking  pofleflion  of  Courtrayy  and  eftablifhing  winter  quar- 
ters in  that  territory,  obtained  the  thanks  of  2>u;/j,  in  a 
fetter  wrote  by  his  own  hand,  and  is  mentioned  as  a  mafter- 
piece  In-war  by  all  the  writers  on  the  military  art.   He  could 
not,  however,  fave  Huy^  which  William  attacked  with  To  Vpon  thi 
much  vigour,  that  in  ten  days  it  capitulated.     Upon  the  Rhine. 
Rhine  no  memorable  aftio;i   was  performed.      De  Lorges 
gained  a  flight  advantage  over  the  prince  of  Baden;   after 
which  both  armies,  afraid  of  each  other,  retired  into  win- 
ter quarters.     A  fecret  negociation,  carrying  on  between  the 
king  and  the  duke  of  Saxony,  made  the  war  languifti  in 
//(i^,  notwithftanding  the  remonftrances  of  the  other  con- 
federated, and  efpecially  of  the  earl  of  Galway,   ^Vho  fuc- 
ceeded  Schcmberg  in  the  command  of  the  Englijb  forces.   The 
Butch  t06k  Pondicherry  in  the  Eajl  Indies,  by  which  means 
a  heavy  blow  was  fuftained  by  the  infant  Eaji  India  company, 
cheriftied  with  fo  much  care  by  Colbert  and  his  fucceflbrs. 
Thei'efeemed  indeed  a  fatality  attending  the  affairs  of  this 
company,  which  eternally  cruflied  them,  as  they  were  on 
the  point  of  riftng  to  a  level  with  thofe  of  the  other  commer- 
cial pow^s  iri  that  country  ».  ^   ]5^ 
Tut  de<»lineof  Lewises  glory  became  every  day  more  ap-    1695* 
patent.    Hid  moft  able  minifters  were  gone,  and  Luxem-  The  decline

fmderj,  was  no  more.    He  heard  the  clamours  of  his  peo-  g^^rj.

were  opened,  and  the  batteries  .began  to  play  >yith  incredibh 
fury.    Several  aflaults  were  made ;  the  garrifon  behaved  viA 
great  intrepidity,  difputed  every  inch  of  ground ;  but  tte 
conduft  of   the  affailants,  and  particularly   of  the  Brii'^ 
Namur     forces,  was  altogether  unprecedented.^    Aftuated  by  a  fcifld 
tahnhy     pf  enthufjafm,  they  fought  with  irrefiftible  fury  under  the 
h'ngV/iU  eye  of  their  monarch,  who,  leaning  on  the  ftioulder  of  the 
iiam.        eleftor  of  Bavaria,  exclaimed  in  a  rapture,  " ,  §ce  my  brave 
**  Engli/br  On  the  4th  of  Jugufi,  count  Gmfcard  capitulated 
^  for  the  town,  and  marflial  BoufflerSf  with  the  garii/bp,  re- 

tired to  the  citadel ;  againft  which  twelve  batteries,  ereftcd 
under  the  direftion  of  Coehorn^  played  by  the  13^*' 
The  marfhal  exerted  amazing  diligence  and  intrepidity  ;  but 
the  annoyance  becoining  fo  dreadful,  from  an  unreoiittlflg 
fhower  of  bombs  and  ignited  balls,  that,  in  defpair,  he 
formed  a  fcheme  for  forcing  a  pafTage  through  the  confederate 
lines.  Villeroy^  after  having  taken  Dlxmude  SLad  Deyn/e,  bom- 
barded Brujfsls ;  and  being  reinforced  with  draughts  from 
all  the  garrifons,  advanced  with  90,000  men  io  relieve  Ac 
citadel  of  Namur.  However,  upon  viewing  the  pofition 
pf  the  allied  army,  he  retired  without  noife  in  the  fl^t^^ 
toward  the  Mahaigne.  Boufflers  ftill  refufed  to  capitulate; 
^  he  expefted  Villeroy  would  exert  his  utmoft  ability  for  hw 
.  relief;  he  fuftained  another  grand  aflault,  >and  at  length 
capitulated  on  the  firft  oi  September^  upon  honoufabl«  con- 
ditions. As  he  was  marching  out  of  the  citadd,  t^c  wai 
arrefted  in  the  name  of  his  Britannic  majefty,  by' way  oi 
reprifal  for  the  garrifons  of  Dixtnude  and  Dcyt^e^  i^fxiii^^ 
by  Villeroy  contrary  to  the  cartel.  While  he  remained  pn- 
foner  at  Hanover,  he  was  treated  with  the  uUnoft  refpeft  and 
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itverencfe,  and,  after  Ms  return  to  VerfailJes  on  hfe  parole, 
ttwis  embraced  him  in  pnblic  with  the  warmeft  expreffions 
^  regard,  created  him  a  peer  ol  France,  and  prefented  him 
'  ith  a  very  large  fum  of  moiiey,  in  acknowlcgemcnt  of  his 
fervices  (A).     This  was  the   only  tranfaftion  that 
its  notice  in  HiR  Netherlands  ;  the  affairs  upon  the  Rhine 
ferve  ftill  lefs  attention,  as  both  armies  employed  thcmfelves 
tolly  in  mining  and  laying  wafte  the  country.   In  Italy  the 
pnduft  of  the  duke  of  Savoy  was  To  equivocal,  that  all* 
tions  feemed  fufpended,  except  the  fiege  of  Cafaly  which 
j  undertook,  contrary  to  the  advice  of  the  allied  generals, 
pd  took,  it  is  fupppfed,  with  the  connivance  of  Lewis ;  this 
f^ing  the  facrifice  made  to  the  inconftaiicy  of  that  prince  *. 
^'*  Vbndosme  fucceeded  the  duke  de  Noailles  in  Catalonia:  jijr^f,^^ 
He  made  the  utmoft  efforts  to  maintain  the  reputation  of  the  Catalo- 
Kng's  arms  ;  but  was  foiled  in  all  his  attempts  by  the  vigil-  nia. 
ance  and  conduft  of  Ruffel,  the  Englijb  admiral.     Upon  the 
[^holc,  Lru;w  appeared  enfeebled  in  every  quarter.     In  Flaw 
foers  he  loft  ground  ;  upon  the  Rhine  he  gained  nothing ; 
iltafy  was  a  fcene  of  intrigue  and  negociations ;  and  Catalonia 
j^'pf  vain  attempts  and  fruitlcfs  jeffbrts.     The  coaft  of  France 
^  was  infulted  by  the  combined  fleets  of  England  and  Holland, 
\irA  the  king's  lettlemerits  in  the  Wejl  Indies  lived  in  perpetual 
\  tferror  from  the  Englijb  fquadrons  hovering  round  the  iflands^ 
Such  was  the  ftate  of  France  at  the  clofe  of  the  year  1695  ". 

In  the  winter  the  allies  deftroyed  the  vaft  magazine  erefted  A-  D. 
for.the  ufe  of  the  French  zrvaj  at  Civet.  Lewis  was  forced  to  .1696.  „ 
aft  defenfively  this  campaign  in  th^  Netherlands  ;  but  king 
Ifilliam  was  difabled  by  the  want  of  ifioncj  to  profecute  the 
advantage.

This  fubjeft  always  threw 

him  into  fits  of  rage  or  of  melancholy;  it  was  therefore  with 

the  greateft    delicacy  it  was  mentioned;  and  count  Har* 

rache  incurred  his  hatred  by  once  preffing  him  to  invite 

fhe  archduke    into  Spain.

In  the  mean  while  the  marquis  de  Harcourt  condu£led

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tion;    Leiuis,  tho'  he  had  projefted  the  fecoad  treaty  of  pa^r 
tition,  kept  aloof,  in  order  to  obferve  the  change  which  the 
civil  commotioas  at  Madrid  ought  produce.  Portocarr^ro  and 
the  French  faction,  perceimg  the  lentiments  of  the  people  fo 
averfe  to  the  houfe  of  Aujiria^  employed  their  .exbinaries  to 
propagate  a  notion,  that  Lewis  aloae  Was  ia  a  conditioo  to 
preferve  the  Spanijb  moodrchy  intire  ;   that  the  ho^  of 
Jujlria  was  feeble  and  exhaufled ;  and  that  any  prince  of  that 
line  muft  owe  his  fupport  to  deteftable  heretics.     The  cardi-

Whatever  the  motives  of  the  apoftolic  fee  might  have  been, 
certain  it  is,  that  the  decree  was  agreeable  to  the  dift^ites  of 
equity.

and  the  fame  as  France  or  any  other  fbte  poflefTes ;  that  all 
treaties  between  England  s^d  Spain  be  renewed ;  that  no  parU 
of  the  Spanijfb  dominions  fhouM  ever,  upon  any  account,  bo 
transferred  to  France  ;  and  that  a  treaty,  formed  on  thefe  de« 
mands,  fhould  be  guarantied  by   the  powers,  in  friendihip 
with  the  contrafting  parties.

.  Lewis  was  noyf  upon  the  eve  of  a  war,  the  moA  impor-  ^*ate  of 
tant  of  his  life,  without  councils  to  direft,  or  generals  to  exe»  fiance- 
cute.  ChamiUard,  the  creature  of  M.  Maintenon,  was  at  the 
head  of  the  adminiftration,  with  no  other  talent  than  honefty, 
perhaps  not  the  moft  eflential  to  a  minifter.  Unfortunately 
he  thought  himfelf  able  to  fuftain  the  whole  weight  of  th^^t 
I  ^  government,  which  had  often  proved  too  heavy  for  the 
united  flioulders  of  the  great  Colbert  and  Louvois.  Lewis  was 
now  old ;  but  he  imagined  that  his  experience  would  enable 
him  to  direft  his  minifters.  and  generals.  The  latter  were 
tied  down^  like  ambafladors  to  certain  inftruftions,  from 
'vhich  they  were  not  to  deviate.  The  operations  of  the  field 
were  planned  by  Lewis  and  his  minifter,  in  the  cabinet  of 
madam  Maintenon.  The  fpirit  of  enterprize  was  extinguiihed, 
and  that  promptitude  in  feizlng  opportunities,  that  forms  the  ^ 
military  art, :  loft,  while  couriers  were  detached  to  obtain  a 
latitude,  in  the  orders.  Befides  Chamillard  had  the  difpofj^l 
of  ^1  military  preferments.  Regiments  were  given  to  boys, 
which  ufed  to  be  the  reward  of  long  diftinguifhed  fervices.

^epulfes,  be  had  loft  fome  towns,  and  feveral  of  his  lefTer 
allies  wer^  cruflied  before  they  could  h^veper^nned  any  fer- 
vice ;  but  it  was  not  before  England  and  Holland  ex&teiX  their 
vigour,  that  he  perceived  the  wd  rever/c  of  fortune  which  he

He  bad 
Ou^mgm  learned  the  art  of  war  from  Turenne,  after  he  had  diflln- 
in  /^Ne«  guiflied  himfelf  under  the  eye  of  that  great  general,  whoi^ 
thcrlands.  difcernment  foon  difcovered  in  him  all  the  qualities  of  a  hero  j 
that  he  was  cool,  patient,  penetrating,  and  perfevering; 
that  his  genius  was  vaft,  and  his  application  indefatigable.

The  army  was  now  left  to  the  fole  command  of  Tallard^  who 
Had  exprefs  orders  to  inveft  Landau,  His  lines  were  not 
qnite  finiftied,  when  he  received  advice .  that  the  prince  of 
Hejje  refolved  to  attack  him  and  raife  the  fiege.  TaUard  fud-  battle  of 
denly  quitting  his  lines,  fell  unexpeAedly  on  the  prince  near  Spirebach 
Spirebachf  aad  obliged  him,  after  incredible  efibrts,  and  the 
nobleft  proofs  of  courage,  to  yield  the  vidory,  and  relinquifh 
his  defign,  with  the  lofs  of  3000  men  left  upon  the  field  of 
battle.

All  thefe  advantages  were  more  than  counterbalanced  by  Campaign 
^  repeated  lofTes  and  difgraces  on  the  Lnuer  Rhine,     ViUe-  on  tit 
rpy  and  Bouffiers  took  poffeffion  of  Trngeren,  with  defign  to  Lower 
refieve  Bonne^  befieged  by  the  duke  of  Marlborough,     This  Rhine, 
firong  city  fuf  rendered  within  fight  of  the  Frent^h  generals, 
Who  retreated  with  precipitation  at  Marlborough's  approach^ 
blew  up   the  works  of  Tongeron,  took  /helter  behind  their 
lines,  and  wete  forced  by  generals  Coehorn  and  Spaar  in  two 
iiffereat  places.     Bouffiers,  however,  gained  fome  advantage 
over  Opdam  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Antwerp,   Te  Deum  was 
fling  at  Paris y^  but  the  vidlory  remained  fo- doubtful,  that 
^ouffiers  wa's  foon  after  difgraced  by  Lewis ^  and  Opdam  deprived 
of  Us  command  by  the  States  General.  Both  loft  the  fruits  of 
long  iervices,  during  which  they  manifefted  their  zeal,  cou- 
tage,  and  capacity,  in  divers  inftanccs.     Villeroy  gave  fome 
iatimations  that  he  would  wait  for*  the  confederate  army  in 
his  camp  at  St.  Job  \  biit  on  the  approach » of  the  duke  of 
Marlborough,  he  ftt  fire  to  his  camp,  and  retired  within  his 
fines  with  precipitation.     In  confequence  Hiiy,  Limburgh,

Italy  afibrded  a  happier  profpeft.    There  th6  at  xsAA 
Hagement  of  the  court  of  Vienna  obliged  the  imperialfc 
to  aft  defenfivdy.     Th«  king's  troops,  after  redacing  th<. 
fortrefe  of  BarJSh^  took  pofleflion  of  the  duke  of  MoMfut*i 
territories ;  and  Venddme  having  dHcovercd  a  fecret  treat ' 
b«!tween  the  emperor  and  the  dnke  of  Savoy ^  dlfarmedr 
the  forces  of  the  hitter.     Exafperated  at  this  iirfbic/  thd 
duke  put  the  French  atnbaffador  under  arreft  5  upon  mIucI^ 
Leans  fent  him  a  menacing  letter,  giving  him  to  underfhmd J 
that  as  neither  religion,  honour,  mtereft,  or  the  moft  fo--! 
fcmn  obligations,  had  been  able  to  influence  his  condnft,  the 
duke  of  Vcndofme  would  acquaint  him  with  certain  propo-j 
fitions,  to  which  he  muft,  in  the»fpace  of  twenty-four  hours, 
put  in  his  definitive  anfwer.     This  peremptory  letter  widen* 
,  ed  the  breach,  and  the  duke  concluded  a  treaty  with  die  I 
eourt  <rf  Vienna^  acknowleged  the  archduke  Char  Us  king  J 
of  Sf^ainy  and  fent  envoys  to  England  and  HoUandy  intitoat- 
inghis  inclinations  of  acceding  to  the  confederacy.     Soon' 
after  the  duke  was  joined  by  a  body  of  imperial  horfe  under  I 
Vifcmttiy  and  afterwards  by  count  Staremberg  with  1 5,000  , 
men,  who  efiefted  this  junftioh  in  defpite  ofali  the  difficul- 
ties confeqoent  on  a  march  through  an  enemy's  country,  fe* 
cured  by  an  officer  of  Fifuflfo^'s  ability. 
The  %h(t       '^"^  y^"^  concluded  with  the  op^en  declaration  of  a  new 
^  Porta-  ^^iemy  to  Lewis.    The  Portuguefe  miniftry,  reflefting  on  the 
gal  de-     danger  that  would  refult  to  the  kingdom  from  the  union  of 
dares  for  the  crowns  of  Spain  and  France^  over-awed  by  the  power  rf 
she  conft'  thc  combined  fleets  wMdi  hovered  upon  their  coaft^,  and 
derates,     flattered  by  the  fplendbr  of  a  match  between  the  infanta 
and  the  archduke  Charles^  the  competitor  for  the'  Spahijh 
monarchy,  embraced  thc  confederacy,   figned  a  treaty  With 
the  emperor,  the  queen  of  GreatrBritain,  and  the  States 
General,     Here  it  was  ftipulated,  that  king  Charles  (hould 
he  conveyed  by  the  combined  fleet  into  Portugal ;   that  he 
Ihoutd  be  attended  by  12,000  land  forces,  with  aftrong 
fiipply  of  money,  arms,  and  ammunition;  and  that  be  ihonld, 
immedialcly  on  his  landing,  be  joined  by  an  army  of  28,000 
Portuguefe.     Accordingly  the  emperor  declared  his/on,  thc 
archduke,  king  of  Spain  ;  and  that  prince,  after  a  conference 
with  the  duke  of  Marlborough  at  Duffeldorpy  fct  out  for  Eng' 
kind,  from  whence  he  was  to  bcconYeyed  to  Portugal.  *  On 
his  arrival  at  Lijhon,  he  found  that  court  overwhelmed  with 
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Jorrow  for  the  deatb  of  *the  infanta,  the  intended  fpoufe  of 
king  Charks  (A). 

.  Lewis  ballanced  the  lofs  of  his  Portugitefe  majefty's  alli- 
ance with  the  lucky  incident  of  the  revolt  in  JlUngary, 
artfully  fomented  by  the  court  of  VerfailleSy  and  now  grown 
to  fucb  a  pitch,  as  to 'endanger  the  fafety  pf  the  home  *of    A.  D. 
At^ria.     Had  the  Hungarian  malcontents  afted  in  con'cert    ^1^^ . 
with  the  eleftor  of  Bavaria^  Vienna  muft  have  been  in&IU- 
bly  loft,  and  the  emperor  driven  out  of  hift  hereditary  domi-» 
nions.     The  deAor  was  mafter  of  all  the  places  oQ  tKe 
Dannie  as   far  as  Paffau,    Thirty  ihoufand  French;  uuder 
count  Mar/in^  who  fiiccecded  ViUars^  fentto  quell  the  rebd- 
^lo^s  Cevennoisy  menaced  the  imperial  xrapitial  on  th^^other 
fide  the  Danube.    Ragotzki,  Sit  the  bead  of  the  Hunga- 
rians^   fupported  by  Lewis  and  the  grand  fejgnior,   was 
figUtiag  for  liberty,  and  threatening  Sie  invaiwn  of  AtC- 
Jlria.    la  a  word,  the  emperor's  affairs  were  on  the  brink  f^^'«^ 
<pf  deftrnaion,  when  the  duke  oi  Marlborough  formed  that^^^l* 
bold  military  ftroke,  which  will  be  the  admiration  of  all  "^^^f 
ages,  of  marching  to  the  relief  of  the  empire  with  an  ^^J^^^f 
!  or  no  more  than  10,000  Briti^  infantry  and  ^wenty-three^/-^^^ 
fquadrons  "^y    While  Villeroy  was  preparing  to  fruftratp  the^^^^ 
.  defign  of  diq  confederates  to  penetrate  by  die  MofeUe  into 
trance^  Marlborough  was  haftening,  by  forced  marches,  to 
the  heart  of  the  empire,  and  had  aAually  fought  the  battle 
.  of  Scbellenbergy  before  the  French  gaaeral  was  ^  apprifed  of 
,  his  intentions.     The  expedition  with  which  he  arrived  before 
the  deftor  of  Bavaria's  lines  at  Donawert,  the  imp^tuofity 
vrith  which  He  forced  thofe  lines,  and  the  advantage  he  drcv  ' 

.  from  his  viftory,  are  fcarce  credible.  He  quitted  iWa^- 
trwht  on  the  8  th  of  May,  and  bad  reftored  the  fecurity  of 
the  empire  by  ad  day  of  June,  after  overthrowing  the  com- 
bined armies  of  France  and  Bavaria^  taking  the  town  of 
Donawert,  and  driving  the  deftor  of  Bavaria  to  feek  Iheltte:

B4itU  of      Marshal  talkrd  crofting  the  black  foreft  with  the  uttnoft 
BJen>        expedition*  joined  the  eleftor.  at  Siberach^  and  crofled  tile 
heim,      .  Danube  at  Lawingen^  with  intention  to  attack  prince  Eugene^ 
who  x^mmanded  a  feparatie  army  at  Hochftedt,     The  duke 
oi  Marlborough  joined  prince  Eugene  \  but  the  eleftor  and 
TaUard,  having  ftill  a  fiiperiority,  maintained  their  firft  refo- 
Inti^m  of  fighting  the  confederate  army.  Their  foi-ces  amounted 
to  82  battalions  and  160  fquadrons;  thofe  of  the  ehemy  did 
not  exceed  64  battalions  and  152  fquadron^.     Talldrd  comr 
manded  the  right  wing,  the  eleAor  and  count  Marjtn  were 
on  the  left.     Tallard  was  efteemed  an  aftive  penetrating  offi- 
cer, fertile  in  expedients  and  refources ;  Marjin  a  general  of 
experience  and  application,  rather  than  of  genius.     In  the 
village  of  Blenheim  were  polled  20  battaliods  and  1 2  fqua- 
drons, from  a  prefumption  that  there  the  confederates  would 
pu(h  their  chief  attack.     At  noon,  the  village  was  furiqudy 
attacked  by  a  body  ~of  Englijh,  fupported  by  a  corps  cf 
Hejfians  \  the  French  performed  Wonders,  and  repulfed  the 
«nemy  in  three  fucceffive  attempts;     Part  of  the  enemifcs 
center  and  right  wing  croffing  the  rivulet,,  were  charged  fo 
impetuoufly  by  the  French  horfe,  and  fo  miferably  galled  in 
the  Hank  by  the  troops  polled  in  the  village  of  BJenheim^ 
that  they  fell  in  diforder,  and  retreated  with  precipitati<»i. 
In  the  mean  time  the  left  wing  of  the  confederates  charged 
.    the  cavalry  in  the  right,  and  were  vigoroufly  oppofed  by 
Ydllard  in  perfon;  who  rallied  his  troops  three  feveral  times 
as  he  retreated.      Feuquieres  indeed  affirms,  that  he  waft 
made  prifoner  before  the  left  wing  of  the  enemy  engaged  i 
but  Voltaire  with  good  reafon  alTerts,  that  he  is  miftaken, 
as  the  marshal  was  wounded,  and  his  fon  killed,  in  this  re* 
trieat.     The  infantry  were  difordered  by  the  felling  budlL  of 
the  cavalry,  and  being  unfupported,  gave  way  to  the  vigia-- 
ous  efforts  of  the  enemy.     Marlborough  puihed  between  th^ 
battalions  placed  in  Blenheim  and  the  wing  of  the  army  com- ' 
manded  by  Tallard.    Thus  the  army  was  fcparated  ^nd  al- 
moft  furrounded ;  for  prince  Eugene,  in  the  fourth  attempt, 
had  fucceeded,  and' drove  the  eledloral  and  French  troops  be- 
fore him.    All  was  in  coniiifion ;   ancl  TaUafd^  who  had

/down  their  arms,  and  furrender  prifoners  of  inrar.      The       ^ 
remaining  part  of  the  army  fled  in  conftcrnation.     Officers 
and  ibldRrs  threw  themfelves  in  the  Danuh,  and  loft  their  ^^' 
lii^s  to  efcape  the  difcrace  of  captivity.     The  greater  p^t  J^"^.^ 
of  30  fquadrons  perilhed  in  the  river,  ib;ooo  men  wefe  ^^^^^  * 
1^  dead  in  the  field,    13,000  Were  made  prifoners,   16b 
pietes  of  cannon,  22  mortars,  above  loo  pair  of  colours, 
near  200  ftandards,  17  pair  of  kettle  drums,  upwards  of 
3000  tents,  34  coaches,  300  laden  mules,  two  bridges  of 
bbat$>  1 5  pontoons,  all    the  French  baggage  and  the  mili- 
tary cheft>  fell  into  thechands  of  the  enemy.     This  indeed 
was  the  moft  difgraceful  and  decifive  blow  Letuis  ever  fuf- 
tained,  and  Feuquieres  attributes  it  to  a  variety  of  etrorg  com- 
mitted by  the  king's  generals.    Tallard  is  blamed  for  weaken- 
ing the  center  by  detaching  fuch  a  number  of  troops  to  Bhri'^ 
hem^   in  confequence  of  which  Marlborough  pierced  the 
center,  and  divided  the  two  wings  of  the  army.     It  is  like- 
Wife  objcfted  to  him,  that  he  fuffered  the  enemy  quietly  to 
pafs  the  rivulet,  and^  form  unmolefted  on  the  oppofite  fide ;  * 
but  we  are  of  opinion  that  this  ovcrfight,  if  it  was  one,  con* . 
tributed  nothing  to  the  defeat  that  enfued^  as  the  confede- 
rates  were  thrice  repulfed,  and  forced  to  repafs  the  rivolet« 
The  truth  is,  the  fuperior  genius  of  the  confederate  generals^ 
and  valour  of  their  troops,  rather  than  any  material  blunders^  «  ^  -. 
oocafioned  the  defeat  of  the  French  army.    In  this  naanner  ^^"^  ^^ 
coded  the    celebrated  battle  of  Blenheim  or  Hockjiet^    ^Jfeat.      ' 
which  the   German  empire  was  relieved,  and  aU  France 
thrown  into  the  utmoft  conftcrnation.  Accuftomed  to  a  rapid 
coutfe  of  viftories,  the  whole  court  funk  into  the  deepeft 
abyfs  of  defpondency  on   the  news  of  this  fignal  defeat^ 
Every  one  di-eaded  acquainting  the  king  with  the  melancholy 
truth;  butiat  laft  M*  de  Matntenon  undertook  thedifagree- 

.  able  tafk,  jind  told  him  that  Lewis  was  not  invincible.  He 
bore  the  tidings  with  a  fortitude  that  reflefts  more  honour  on 
his  magnanimity,  than  a  vi<Story  gained  by  his  own  perfonal 
bravery.  He  determined  to  retrieve  the  face  of  affairs  by  the 
moft  vigorous  efforts ;  fent  orders  to  marfhal  Villeiroy  to  march 
to  the  relief  of  Landau,  inverted  by  the  confederates,  and 
recalled  Villafs  from  the  Cevennes  to  command  his  forces  oa 
the  K\mi,  Villeroy  obeyed  his  orders,  but  found  Martbo^ 
rough  and  Eugene  ported  fo  advantageoufly,  that  he  Was 
obliged  to  retire  withoilt  coming  to  an  aftion.  tdndau 
capitulated,  and  Trierbach  wzs  foon  after  reduced;  but  Lewis 
Mod. Hist.  Vol.  XXV,        '  M  owe* 
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dwed  his  fafety  more  to  the  jealonfy  of  pfmce  Lewis  of  B$-  { 
den,  thaa  to  all  his  own  endeavours.     It  was  even  fuppofed 
that  the  prince  was  the  king's  peniioner,    fince  nothiog 
could  be  more  inconiiftent  with  his  acknowleged  abilities, 
than  the  obAiuacy  with  which  he  oppofed  the  mod  falatary, 
and  purfned  the  moft  pernicious  meafures.     It  was  jofily 
condemned  as  a  mod  impolitic  flep  to  lofe  tiixie  ia  beiieging 
towns,  when  the  enemy  were  fcized  with  univerfal  couflema- 
tion;  yet  were  Eugene  and  Marlborough  forced  to  comply 
With,  the  infurmouniable  obftinacy  of  the  prince  of  Baden  \ 
The  kinr        Lewis's  difgraces  m  Germany  were,  hi  fome  mieafure,  re- 
fuccefsful    trieved  by  the  aftive  and  prudent  conduft  of  Vendome^  who 
tH  Italy     reduced  the  duke  of  Savoy  to  extreme  difficulties.     He  drove 
and?  OX'    him  out  of  the  Held,  forced  his  highnefs  to  take  ihelter  in 
lug^l.        Chivas,  there  to  remain  an  inaftive  fpeftator  of  the  redac- 
tion of  his  cities,  and  ruin  of  his  country.    Vercelli,  Jorta^ 
Ferae,  and  other  ftrong  fortreflcs,  were  taken.     In  a  word, 
the  whole  territories  of  the  duke,  except  a  few  cities,  vv^re 
over-run  before  the  end  of  the  campaign.  Nor  was  Philip  V. 
kfs  fuccefsful  in  Spain  and  Portugal.     His  general^  the  duke 
of  Berwick,  entering  Portugal,  furprized  the  town  of  Segurat 
reduced  Cerebras  without  much  oppofition,  had  Zebredo  fur- 
rendered  to  him  on  the  firft  fummons,  and  took  the  town  of 
llhana  la  Viella  by  affault.     Two  Dutch  battalions  were  ht- 
rounded  and  made  prifoners  at  Soldreira  Formqfa.     Porta* 
legro  was  invejfted  by  king  Philip  in  pcrfon,  and  an  Engli/b 
regiment,  commanded  by  colonel  Stanhope,  taken  prifoners 
of  war;  and  ^'^feJO^zt;/^  met  with  the  fame  fortune.    Thefe 
advantages  were  not  gained  without  fome  retribution  on  the 
fide   of  the  enemy.      The  marquis    Las  Minos   enterbg 
Cajlile  at  the  head  of  i  J^ooo  men,  took  Fuente  Grimaldo  by 
affault,  defeated  a  body  of  French  and  Spaniards^  under  the 
conduft  of  Don  Ronquillo,  and  made  himfelf  mafter  of  Man- 
feinto.     King  Charles  and  his  Portuguefe  tnajefty  repaired  to 
the  earl  of  Calway*s  camp  at  Jhieyda,  with  intention  to 
j>enetrate  Cajiile  with  the  main  army ;  but  finding  the  Jgufi^ 
well  guarded  by  the  duke  of  Benvick,  and  winter  approach- 
ing,  he  returned,  and  put  the  army  in  quarters^    In  the 
Mediterranean   the  combined  cfowns  were  fo  unfortun^w 
as  to  lok  Gibraltar,  a  fortrefs  deemed  impregnable;  b^t 
the  count  de  Thouloufe,   high   admiral  of  France,  had  th** 
glory  of  engaging  for  feveral*  hours  a  fuperior  fleet  of  the 
^nemy,  commanded  by  Sir  George  Rooke,  without  fuftaimo^

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n  defeat,  it  redounds  indeed  but  little  to  the  honcmr  of  thb 
French  king  that  he  publickly  claimed  the  viftory,  and  pub- 
lifhed  inch  an  lurcouat  dT  the  aAion^  as  proves  that  he  was 
reduced  to  the  mean  neceffity  of  deceiving  his  fubjefts  by 
&lfe  and  partial  reprefentations  ^ 

Before  we  dofe  the  tranfaftions  of  t3be  year,  it  will  \^^ht^ar 
neceflary  we  touch  upon  the  rebellion  in  the  Cevennes,  ajlj  '*' 
mountainous  country  in  the  fouth  of  France.  The  inhabit-  ^^^^^^i 
Ants  of  the  Cevennes  met  with  proteftion  during  the  ad- 
ininiftration  of  CWl^^/f.  He  cherifhcd  them  as  bold,  induftri- 
ous,  and  ufeful  fubjefts,  whofe  enthufiafm  gave  no  difturb-^ 
ance  to  the  ftates,  while  it  was  fufFered  to  difchjfrge  fredy, 
and  was  not  repreffed  by  harfh  and  fevere  edifts,  that  laid 
reftraint  on  confcience  and  opinion.  He  was  fenflble  ths^t 
the  firength  of  kingdcHtns  confifted  in  the  number  of  people, 
land  obferved  with  what  harmony  a  variety ,  of  fcfts  \h 
England  and  Holland  co-operated  for  the  good  of  the  public, 
inerely  becaufe  every  man  was  allowed  to  think  after  his 
own  manner.  At  the  death  of  Colbert^  flie  clergy,  the 
-court  of  ^ome^  the  chancellor  TelSer,  and  hii  fon  Louvois^ 
.both  enemies  to  the  memory  of  that  great  and  faithful  mi- 
nifter,    were  continually   animating   the  king  againft  th<j  . 

protertants.  In  confequence,  gradual  encroachments  werd 
made  on  their  liberties,  and  Lewis  was  brought  to  confider 
them  as  a  mob  of  rebels,  who  Would  feize  the  firft  dpportu- 
tiity  of, throwing  off  the  yoke  of  goverment,  and  were  now 
only  reftrained  by  the  dread  of  power.  Bafvilley  intcndant 
of  Languedocy  and  Broglio,  commander  of  the  trdops  in  that 
province,  excited  by  Louvots,  harraffed  them  by  the  moit 
cruel  extortions  and  military  executions.  They  were  pro- 
hibited the  public  exercife  of  their  religion  i  they  fled  to  the 
woods  to  perform  their  devotions :  their  perfecutors  pofted 
. 'troop*  in  certain  places,  with  orders  to  fire  upon  every  little 
aflembly  they  found  employed  in  divine  wdrthip,  and  tc> 
burn,  pillage,  and  deftroy,  the  houfes  of  all  they  could  not 
feize.  Tht  Cevennes  was  in  a  fhort  time  laid  Wafte;  thci 
Ceverindis  rendered  defperate,  and  their  zeal  inflamed  in 
proportion  to  the  cruelty  with  which  they  were  perfecuted^ 
The  abbot  Cheilat,  fubdelegate  of  the  intendant,  had  under 
his  care  a  number  of  protcftant  prifoners,  upon  ^hom  he 
^  committed  the  moft  inhuman  barbarities.  M.  E/prit,  a  cal- 
vinift  preacher,  determined  on  revenge.  '  Marching  at  the 
head  of  fixty  men  to  the  abbot's  houfe,  he  demanded  the 
prifoners ;  was  refufed,  and  firftd  at  by  the  guard,  by  which

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tPift  of  his  petoplc  were  killed ;  upon  this  he  forcrf  the  hoofe, 
releafed  the  prifoners,  feized  the  fubdelegate,  gave  him  an 
hour  to  prepare  for  4eath,  and  then  executed  nulitary  jafilcfc 
•     on  the  tytant.     The  intendant  endeavoured  to  ptmifh  At 
rioters;  but  they  flood  in  their  defence,  run  throu^  tli 
towns  and  villages  brandifliing  their  fwords,  crying  Lihrty^ 
and  multiplied  daUy.     At  laft  they  became  fo  fi^mldable,  as 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  court.     They  were  often  de- 
feated^ but  not  fupprefled.     The  beft  generals  in  France 
were  employed  againft  them  without  fucccfe :  mar/hal  VH* 
tors  was  under  theneccffity  of  coming  to  a  treaty  with  & 
valiere,  a  journeyman  baker,  and  Lewis  offending  hofta- 
ges  to  bim>  granting  him  a  colonel's  commiilion,  and  recei¥- 
ing  a  vifit  at  Verfailies  from  the  military  tradefinen.     This 
Cavaliere  afterwards  pailedover  to  England,  was  formally  re- 
ceived by  the  adminiftration,   and   appointed    governor  of 
Cturnfey  ".     The  revolt  of  tjie  Cantifars  continued  for  feme 
years ;  they  were  countenanced  by  the  court  o(  England,  and 
took  refuge  in  mountains  =  and  inaccefGble  places,    out  of 
which  they  could  not  be  forced  by  the  whole  power  ofLnois. 
We  chofe,  however,  to  give  this  general  flcetch  of  that  event, 
to  avoid  interrupting*  our  nairative. 
A.l>,         The  defeat  at  Blenheim^  and  its  confequences,  required 
1765.    the.prefence.of  marflial  Villars  on  the  Mofelle.     His  zxns2l 
f he  fine     foon  produced  a  happy  change.    Joining  the  army  at  Treves, 
tatnpaign   he  refolved  to  try  his  fortune  in  battle  againft  Alar'lhrougk 
ofW'iWm.  The  EngRfb  general  did  not  decline  the  offer;  but  the  con- 
duft  of  the  prince  of  Baden  obliged  him  to  retreat.      He* 
foon  found  himfdf  under  the  neceffity  of  apologizing  to  Vil* 
lars  for  this  conduft,  the  blame  of  which  he  threw  on  the 
imperial  general  *".     Such  at  leaft  is  the  account  of  the 
French  writers,   in  which  they  differ  widely  from  the  Eng- 
li/b.     All  agree,   indeed,  that  FiUars  diflinguifhed  himfelf 
in  this  campaign,  and  ftiewed  he  was  worthy  of  b^ing  op- 
pofcd  to  Marlborough,  whom  he  obliged  to  decamp  on  the 
1 6th  of  June,  relinquifti  all  his  magazines,  and  retire  to. 
Flanders. 
7h'  cam-      .Before  the  arrival  of  the  confederate  forces  in  the  Nc- 
paign  in  .  ^^^^^^^9  Villeroy  had  befieged  and  taken  Huy,  and  ms 
thsNc^     preparing  to  beiiege  Liege,  when  the  approach  of  the  dukfe 
Ihcrlands.  Q^  Marlborough  oblijged  him  to  abandon  the  enterprise,  and 
retire  behind  his  lines   at  Tongeren.     By  this  means  Htiy 
again  fell  into  the  hands- of  the  enemy,  and  Villeroy* s  lines 
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were  foon  aftar  farced.  The  body  of  forces  commanded  by 
M.  d^Akgre^  was  totally  routed^  and  the  clcftor  of  ^avaria 
aiid  Vilieroy  compelled  to  repafs  the  Geete  and  tbie  Dyle  with 
precipitatian.  It  was  certainly,  however,  a  mafteriy  ftroke 
in  the  king's  generals,  and  an  overfight  in  the  allies,  that 
the  French  ihould.gain  pofleiCon  of  the  caxnp  at  Parky  by 
which  the  operations  of  the  enemy  were  greatly  obftrafted. 
J^  few  inconfiderable  places  fell  into  their  hands ;  but  Vilieroy 
amply  compenfated  the  loflcs  fuftained  at  Tongeren  by  the 
redudioQ  of  Dieft^  and  fome  other  advantages  gained  over  the 
allies.      , 

-  Marlborough's  return  to  the  Netherlands  left  an  open 
field  to  VUlars.  The  prince  of  Baden  lay  inaftivc  with  a 
fine  army,  while  the  marfhal  took  poffcffion  of  Triers^  after 
the  enemy  had  deftroyed  their  magazines,  boats,  and  forti-^ 
fications.  He  next  joined  Marftn^  and  drove  the  impmalifts 
from  the  lines  of  Croon  Wijfenberg.  General  Thungm  even  jf "^*'^*' 
found  it  difficult  for  hun  to  maintain  himfelf  in  the  lines  oPr^'^r 
lauterhurg.  Villon  having  taken  the  garrifon  of  Croon  Wif^  ^F^^*^^ 
fenberg  prifbners,  dem()lifhed  the  fortifications,  confmned  the 
forage  between  tauterburg  and  Lavdon ;  and,  by  a  detach- 
ment, beficged  and  took  Honerburg,  On  the  6th  of  Auguji 
hp  croffed  the  Rhine ^  and  obliged  general  Tbungen  to  repafs- 
that  river ;  but  hanng  now  greatly  weakened  his  army  by 
detachments,  he  wa;^  forced  to  retire  before  the  prince  of 
Badeuy  who  had  orders  tp  advance  with  a  fuperior  army. 
In  confequence  of  this  retreat,  Drt^enheim  and  Haguenau  fell 
into  the  hands  of  the  confederates :  but  Villars  obtained 
great  honour  by  preventing  the  numerous  armies  of  the  em- 
pire from  gaining  any  confiderabk  advantage,  or  undertaking 
any  important  enterprize  during  the  whole  campaign.  His 
exploits  are  magnified  by  French  writers,  and  diminiflied  or 
flurred  over  by  the  EhgHjfb,  In  a  manner  equally  unjuft  to  his 
real  merit*  The  campaign  certwnly  deferved  pratfc ;  but  it 
did  not  fet  Villars  upon  a  footing  with  Turenne,  Conde,  Lux^ 
emburg^  Eugene,  or  Marlborough. 

The  tranfaftioDs  in  Italy  furniffied  an  aftonifliing  proof  JJ^ 
of  the  fortitude  of  the  duke  of  Savoy ,  and  the  conftancy  ^'^"^Jl/ 
with  which  he  adhered  to  the  confederacy,  in  defpite  of  ^^^"f^^i;^^ 
natoral  ficklenefs  of  his  difpofitlon,  and  the  diftrcflcd  ftate '"      ^* 
of.hk  country.   Vendome  puflied  prince  Eugene  fo  vigoroufly,. 
as  to  produce  the  undecifive  battle  oiCaJfano,  for  which  both 
Ades  chanted  Te  Deum,  though  in  faft  it  anfwered  no  other 
purpofc  than  the  deftruftion  of  the  human  fpecies.     The 
<luke  de  Feuillade,  however,  reduced  Chivas  and  Mce,  after 
tbey  had  made  an  obfUnate  defence.     Coni  and  Turin  were 
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the  pqiy  pl^es  of  cooilderadon  that  remained  to  the  duke  i 
his  army  was  reduced  to  i2>ooo  men,  whom  he  could  hard-, 
iymaintaia;  his  capital  was  threatened  with  allege;  his. 
duchefs,  his  clergy,  and  his  fubjeAs  io  geqeral«  urged  thq 
ueceflity  of  his  mal^og  the  bed  term$  in  his  power ;  he  with- 
ftood  their  importumties,  excluded  the  clergy  from  his  coua-, 
cilsy  and  adhered  to  his  engagements^  unftiakeD  by  adverflty, 
aind  firm  under  the  preiTure  of  the  heavieft  misfortuqes* 

WiT{i  refpeA  to  the  campaign  on  the  froQtiers  of  Spam^ 
it  began  to  the  .advantage  of  th^  two  kings^  but  ended 
greatly  in  favour  of  the  confederates.  Nothing  could  with^- 
fiand  the  impetuofity,  the  addrefs,  and  the  aftoniihing  ra- 
idity  of  the  carl  of  Peterborough,  who  I^id  fiegc  to  Barce- 


taken  hy 
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Barcelona  Jqj^^  hardly  fuperior  in  number  to  the  garrifon,  and  reduced 
it  by  mere  dint  of  aftivity  and  courage.  In  confequenc^,  all 
Catalonia  fubmitted  to  king  Charles,  and  the  .fineft  province 
in  Spain  was,  by  a  military  ftrqke,  torn  from  king  PhiUpn, 
Previous  to  this  tranfaAion,  which,  produced  an  intire 
(iange  in  favour  of  the  confederates,  marflial  Teje  was 
obliged  to  raife  the  fiege  erf  Gibraltar,  after  having  wafted 
much  valuable  time  before  that  fortrefs  and  the  Portugue/e 
general  Ifd  Mina^  reduced  Salvaterra^  Valencia  i Alcantara^ 
^d  Alhmmerque.  In  the  bloody  aftion  at  St.  EJievan  de  liter 
ra, count  deJsfeldt  juRly  claimed  th^  viftory;  andl^wfjwaa 
fo  fuccefsful  at  fea,  as  to  have  the  whole  Englifh  Baltic  fleet 
brought  into  the  harbour  of  Dunkirk,  with  their  convoy  of 
three  men  of  war.  The  count  ^  St,  Paul,  the  beft  naval, 
pfficer  in  France,  loft  liis  life  on  this  fervice,  and  was  fo 
highly  regretted  by  the  king,  that  he  replied  with  a  figb, 
when  he  was  informed  of  the  news,  "  I  wifti  the  Ihips  wero 
*'  fafe  in  an  Englijb  port,  provided  the  count  (k  St.  Paul 
f<  tould  be  reftored  to  life  *." 

The  fucccfles  of  the  confederates  in  Spain  determined 
the  king  to  make  the  moft  vigorous  efforts  on  the  Khine,  and 
in  the  Netherlands.  He  laboured  to  enable  his  generals  tq 
^a  ofFenfively,  to  put  Villars  in  a  capacity  of  pufliing  the 
advantages  be  gained  the  preceding  year  over  the  prince 
of  Baden,  and  Villcroy  in  a  condition  to  ftop  the  rapidity  of 
Marlborough's  conqucfts.  Some  writers  allege,  that  while 
the  marfh  J  was  incamped  at  Ratnillies,  he  received  orders 
from  court  to  attack  the  confederate,  forces,  before  they 
ftiould  be  joined  by  the  Danes  apd  RuJ/ians..  Voltaire  at- 
tributes all  the  confequent  misfortui^e^  to  the  ardour  qf  Vih 
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/rr^,    iCe  might  have  declined  an  engagement,  but  he  fottght 
it.  Under  all  difadvantages  cf  ground  and  difpofition.     Th6 
fire  and  impatience  of  his  genius,  his  eager  purfuit  of  glory, 
woiild  feem  to  have  blindisd  hi*  judgmerit.     An  impervious 
ttiorafs  fecttred  the  left  wiag,  extending  along  the  Mehaignf 
to  lAttle  Cette ;  but  Vifleroy  did  not  avail  himfelf  of  this  tir- 
cumftance.     While  Marlborough  was  filing  off  troops  tofup^ 
ply  the  left,  VilUroy  permitted  his  right  to  be  attacked  by 
the  whole  ftrength  of  the  enemy.     His  new  raifed  trQD|Si 
tvere  in  the  center,  and  the  ba^age  ef  the  whole  army 
placed  between  the  lines,     Marlboroughy  like  an  experienced 
general,  took  advantage  of  every  blunder  committed  by  Fil* 
Jeroyy  who  was  repeatedly  admonifhed  by  M.  Gaffton  to  fup* 
port  his  right.    The  attack  was  made  on  the  village  of  Ra^-: 
nultiss  with  fo  much  fury,  that  the  French  werefoon  defeated 
\ti  the  center ;  but  the  bravery  of  the  houfhold  troop?  on  the 
right,  defeated  the  Dutch  and  Danijh  horfe  on  the  enemies 
left,  and  would  have  totally  routed  them,  had  not  Marlbo- 
rough come  feafonably  to  their  fupport,  with  a  body  of  re- 
^  fervc  of  twenty  fquadrons.     The  houihold  troops  now  gave  y^^ 
way  to  the  additional  weight  of  this  reinforcement ;  they  Prendi 
wene  broke  and  difordercd ;  the  troops  m  Ramillies  vftr^  ^}if^tjefcafi 
taken  or  killed;  the  rout  became  general,  aQd  the  cleftor  ot  eJ. 
Bavaria  and  Villeroy  faved  themfelves  with  difficulty.     The 
bjjggage  ohftrufted  the  retreat  of  the  fugitives,  the  enemies 
^lorfe  prefled  upon  them,  multitudes  were  cruihed  to  death, 
S,ooo  flain  in  the  field,  6000  taken  prifonets,  the  glory  of 
France  was  ruined,  and  the  fineft  army  that  Lev>is  had  fent 
into  the  field  for  feveral  campaigns ;  an  armiy  railed  as  the 
lall  effort  of  defpair.     All  the  Spiinijh  Netherlands,  fell  into 
the  hands  of  the  enemy,   France  was  overwhelmed  with 
Ihame  and  cottfternation,  no  military  tranfaftions  were  ever 
mentioned  but  in  whifpers,  the  court  was  wrapt  up  in  fuller 
filetice  and  profound  melancholy,  while  Lewis  alone  fup- 
ported  adverfity  like  a  hero,  received  Vtlleroy  with  tokens  of 
refpedl,  fet  every  engine  at  work  to  repair  his  loflcs,^  and 
feemed  even  refolved  to  ftem  the  torrent  of  misfortune  by 
perfeverance,  aftivity,  and  courage  ^. 

Vendqme  was  recalled  from  Italy^  and  placed  at  the 
head  of  the  army  in  the  Netherlands,  while  the  duke  of  ^r* 
leans  and  ^zount  Marjin  were  left  to  purfue  the  conquefls  of 
thrxhtfoe  in  Piedmont y  and  to  give  the  finiihing  blow  to  the 
deftruftion  of  the  duke  of  Savoy,  by  the  reduftion  of  his 
capital.    Had  fortune  been  propitious  to  his  fpirited  efforts, 
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tbc  glory  cf  France  might  have  been  retrieved;  b«  a  kind 
of  fatality  obflruftcd  all  his  attempts,  and  fruftrated  every 

,  endeavour. 
Frepara^       As  foon  as  ihe.dujce  of  Savoy  h^d  rejefted .  cv«ry  ptopofi- 
thns/or    **«>»  for  a  feparate  peace,  vaft  preparations  wexe  made  for 
hjieging    laying  fiege  to  Turin.     1  he  operations  ,of  rhe  .fiege  were 
Turin,      committed  to  the  duke  de  Feuiliade,  foa  to  the  .marfiial  of 
that  name,  and  fon-in-law  to  the  mim&er  CkamWardL     He' 
inherited  the  courage  of  hi«  father,  pofleflcd  the  a^^edipos-of 
the  public,  was  ftimulated  to  the  undertaking  by  the  ptj- 
mife  of  the  dignity  of  marflial,  aad  fupported  iak  by  the 
utmoft/cfForts  of  Chamillard  to  procure  fuccefs.      Four  hun- 
dred pieces  of  cannon,  many  of  them  of  prodigious  magni- 
tude, vaft  quantities  of  ammunition,  in  a  word,   the  greateft 
abundance  of  every  thing,  requifite  for  carrpog  oa  a  iiege, 
was  provided ;  the  nation,  fays  Voltaire^  was  put  to  an  expence 
that  would  have  eftabliflied  and  raifed  the  moft  flouriftiing 
colonics.     Feuillade^  full  of  a^ivity  and  valour,  prefled  the 
\\  fiege,  contrary  to  all  the  rules  of  the  military  art.      Vauban 

offered  to  fcrve  as  a  volunteer  to  affift  with  his  advice,  btit 
the  pride  of  Fuilladc  rejefted  the  propofal ;  he  declared  be 
would  have  the  whole  merit  of  taking  Turin  from  Coehom^ 
the  beft  engineer  in  Europe^  except  Vauban.     When  the  line$ 
of  drcumvallation  and  contravallation  werefiniQied,  Feuillade 
fent  a  trumpet,  offering  paffports  and  a  guard  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  duchefs  of  Savoy  and  her  children ;  but  the 
duke  replied,  that  he  did  not  intend  to  remove  his  family* 
Immediately  the  batteries  began  to  play  with  uncommon  fu» 
ry,  and  red-hot  balls  were  poured  into  the  cUy  fo  thick,  that 
his  highnefs   was  forced  to  fend  his.  family  to  -^trafco^t 
from  whence  they  were  condufted,  through  a  variety  of  dan- 
gers, to  the  territories  of  the  republic  of  Genoa.     Soon  after 
the  duke  fallied  our,  to  put  himfelf  at  the  head  of  a  body. of . 
cavalry,  in  order  to  annoy  the  befiegers ;  but  he  was.  purfued 
by  ?i  fuperior  detachment  from  place  to  place,  and  obliged  to 
place  his  fecurity  in  his  knowlege  of  the  country.     The 
iiege  went  on  with  vigour,  but  little  progrefs  was  made  in 
the  reduftion  of  Turin.     Immenfe  quantities  of  ammunif 
tion  were  expended  in  vain ;  and  the  officers  of  the.  lumy  be* 
gan  to  attribute  Feuillade's  want  of  fuccefs  not  to  therunfkii" 
fulnefs  of  his  meafures,  but  to  his  paflion  for  the  duchefs  of  • 
Burgundy,  to  whom  he  had  made  declarations  that  he  would 
refpeft  the  capital  of  her  father ;  a  popvilar  miftake,  that 
gained  credit,  for  many  years,  and  was  firft  refuted  by  Volf 
taire.     Fourteen  thoufand  French  perifhed  before  the  walls 
oiTuriiw  but  21s  the  garrifon  was  lycewifp  dimioifli^v  ^*' 
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tbeir  smimomtiooi  was  expended,  and  all  hopes  of  relief  cut 
aS,  exoq>t  the  faint  hopes  derived  from  the  ability  of  prince 
Eugenia  it  was  concluded  it  muft  fall  into  the  hands  of  Fm'^ 
iUadg*  Femhme,  before  his  departure,  had  fecured  all  the 
poiSes,  by  which  the  prince  could  have  accefs  to  the  capital, 
and  had  formed  foch  lines  and  intrenchments,  as  he  imagin- 
ed worold  txiffle  all  the  endeavours  o(  Eugene;  but  that  prince 
fuhnoitnted  all  oppoiition,  removed  every  obftruftion  by  • 

dint  c{  genius  and  perfeverance,  pafled  four  great  rivers  in 
the&ce  of  the  enemies  batteries,  and  reached  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Tfiri/i  on  the  13  th  day  of  y^tfgvy?.  There  never 
was  a  finer  march  than  this,  or  a  tranfaSion  that  more  fully 
dilplayed  the  happy  union  of  the  fineft  talents,  tlie  moft  ar- 
dent courage,  and  indefatigable  patience.  He  joined  the 
dttke  of  Savoy  at  jf/ii,  and  put  the  enemy  into  as  much  con-* 
Aemation  as  if  they  had  been  defeated.  The  duke  of  Or- 
leans jcnaed  Feuillade  at  his  camp ;  a  council  of  war  was 
held,  and  it  was  debated  whether  they  fhould  march  out  of 
their  fines  to  attack  the  enemy,  or  to  defend  themfelves 
within  thdr  intrcnchments.  The  duke  of  Orleans y  and  the 
lieutenant-generals  Feuillade^  Jlbergotti,  and  St.  Fremont^ 
were  of  the  former  opinion ;  but  count  Marjin  was  fo^  re- 
maining within  the  lines,  and  he  pulled  out  the  king's  order, 
whereby,  in  cafe  of  any  dilFerence  of  opinion,  they  were  to 
be  direfted  by  his  fentiments.  On  the  right  was  the  Stura^ 
on  the  left  the  Doria^  an|J  the  convent  of  Notre  Dame  de  la 
Maria  was  in  the  centre  of  the  French  army.  Printe  Eugene 
marched  up  to  the  intrcnchments,  and,  by  his  difpofition  in 
eight  columns,  greatly  perplexed  the  king's  generals,  who 
imagined  he  would  make  his  attack  in  feveral  quarters.  The 
d«k«  oi  Orleans  was  of  one  opinion,  Marjin  and  Feuillade  of 
another  J  they  difputed,  but  concluded  upon  nothing.  JU 
hrgotti  refufed  to  part  with  the  reinforcement  required  to 
fiipport  the  firft  furious  onfet  of  the  enemy  :  he  had  a  body 
of  ao,OQo  men,  was  oppofed  only  by  militia,  but  gave  fpc- 
cious  reafons  for  his  refufal,  Amidft  a  terrible  lire  from  p^;^^^ 
forty  pieces  of  cannon*  priace  Eugene  formed  within  a  fliort  Eugene, 
fpacc  from  the  intrcnchments,  U'ls  attack  was  impetuous,  liefiats  the 
but  fac  was  repulfed ;  upon  which  he  puHiimfelf  at  the  head  French 
of  the  battalions  on  the  left,  and  forced  the  lines  at  the  firft  hefore 
charge.  The  duke  oi  Savoy  was  equally  fuccefsful'  on  the  Turin, 
right  and  in  the  center.  The  French  were  broke,  and  the 
whole  army  defeated  in  Ufs'than  two  hours.  The  duke  of 
Ofkans^  after  exhibiting  the  moft  (hining  proofs  of  courage 
and  conduft,  was  wounded ;  Marjin  having  his  thigh-bone 
(h^ttered)  was  taken  f  riibi^er,  5000  j(ueQ  periihed  in  the  Held, 
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^  and  7000.  fell  into  the  baads  c(  the  conquerors;  the  lioes 
and  trenoes  were  abamkmed,  the  whole  snhy  difperfed,  aod 
the  enemy  permitted. to  enter  trlamphant  into  that  dty^ 
which  but  a  few  days  before  was  reduced  to  extreme  nccrf- 
fity.  The  booty  was  immeofe ;  the  vaft  military  OroresJ  ail  the 
cannon^  lo^ooo  horfes,  and  the  mules  of  the  commillary-ge* 
neral^fo richly  laden,  that  they  were  eftimaeed  at  direeimUk)QS 
of  livres,  were  taken.  Mar/in  died  a  few  hoars  after  he  loft  his 
liberty :  Methueriy  the  Engli/b  envoy,  vifited  him ;  and  Voltaire 
aflertSy  that  the  count  told  that  gentleman  it -was  contrary  to 
his  opinion  the  French  waited  in  cheir  lines  to  be  attacked }  a 
declaration  fo  oppofite  to  what  has  been  a/Ierted  by  all  for- 
mer writers  ».  The  difficulty  is,  however,  reconciled,  by 
fuppofing  the  count  had  orders  to  that  purpofe  from  conrt,  1 
with  which  he  was  forced  to  comply,  though  contrary  to 
his  own  opinion. 

L£Wis  had  hitherto  fupported  all  his  misfortunes  with 
aftonifliin^  fortitude :  but  it  was  feared  this  laft  fhock  would 
overthrow  his  magnanimity.  It  happened  at  the  moft  cri- 
tical junAure,  and  w^s  too  deciflve  not  to  prove  fatal  to  his 
affairs.  M.  de  Maintenon  only  ventured  to  tell  him,  that 
the  duke  of  Orleans  had  raiied  the  fi^e  of  Turin  on  the  ap- 
proach of  prince  Eugene 'y  and  even  this  difappointment  ib$ 
qualified,  by  making  the  king  at  the  fame  time  acquainted 
with  the  viftory  obtained  by  Medavy  Grancy  over  the  prince 
^he  of  Hejfe  in  Mantua  \  3,  viftory  which,  though  complete,  pro- 

French      duced  no  advantage.     It  was  'wholly  abforbed  in  the  more 
dn<ven  out  important  battle  of  Turin,   in  confequence  of  which  th^ 
£^ Italy,    frfnch  and  Spaniards  were  driven  out  of  the  duchies  of  Mwi' 
tua  ^nd  Milan,  the  Piedmontefe,  and  the  kingdom  of  Atf/A?/. 
The  pride  of  the  towring^  and  ambitious  Lewis  was  now  fo 
humbled,  as  might  excite  the  compafSon  of  his  moft  impla« 
cable  enemies.    His  vaft  armies  were  fwept  away  b_y  tfa^ 
'   fword,  his  conquefts  on  both  fides  the  Daaube  wrcfted  from 
him,  his  forces  driven  out  oi  Flanders  znd  Italy ,  and  Ws 
grandfon  king  Philip  forced  to  yield  his  capital  to  a  compc-r 
Vtor,  who  might  eafily  have  fubdued  zl\  Spain,  had  he  known 
how  to.purfue  his  good  fortune.     He  employed  the  ekftor 
of  Bavaria  IQ  write  letters  in  his  h^me  to  the  duk^  of  Marl- 
borough  and  the  States  General,  foliciting  a  congrefs;   he 
l^fought  the  pope  to  interpofe  with  the  emperor  iia  bis  be-* 
half;  he  abfolutely  evacuated  Italy,  to  have  liberty  to  with* 
draw  the  broken  remains  of  the  duke  of  Orleans'^  army,  and 
.  x\it  little  viftorious  corps  under  Medavy  Grancy,    OneJhokc 
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of  his  pen  ceded  all  the  conquefts  obtained  at  the  expeDce  of 
rivers  of  blood.  It  is  even  aflerted,  that,  to  procure  peace, 
Lewis  propofed  to  refign  Spain  and  the  Wejl-hdies  to  the 
archduke  Charles  \  to  grant  a  barrier  to  xht  Dutch  in  the  Ne^ 
i  her  lands  y  to  indemnify  the  dukeof  ^aI;(?J^;  with  fuch  other 
conditions  as  prudence  ought  to  have  accepted ;  but  they  were 
reje£Ved  by  England  and  Holland^  intoxicated  by  fuccefs,  and 
undo:  the  influence  of  the  duke  of  Marlborough  and  the  pen-  # 

fionary  Henfius^  whofc  particular  intereft  it  was  to  continue 
the  war,  by  which  their  vknity  add  ambition  were  equaUy 
gratified.  Le^is  was  aware  that  he  fliould  gain  fome  advan- 
tage from  thefe  moderate  propolals,  and  that  by  figning  term» 
with  the  emperor  for  Italy ^  he  fliould  foment  jealoufy  and 
diviflon  amcMig  the  allies.  Indeed  the  fchemes  of  oppofltfon*  . 
formed  by  the  Tories  in  England  againft  the  duke  of  MarU 
borough^  afforded  glimmcriDgs  "oJF  hope,  that  Great  Britain 
would  tire  of  a  war  that  had  coft  her  immenfe  treafure^, 
without  gaining  her  a  finglc  advantage,  cither  in  reventje, 
commerce,  or  dominion  *. 

In  the  mean  time,  though  the  allies  feemed  to  have  ac-  Scbemet 
quired  new  ftrcngth  by  their  fuccefles,  though  Lewis  VfTA  fbr  n^fini 
preflcd  on  every  fide  by'  fea  and  land,  though  his  fubjcfts'^fl*^'  **« 
were  almoft  fpent  with  taxes,  his  frontier  towards  Germany  France, 
expofed,  and  Alface  open  to  thcincurfions  of  the  enemy,  yet 
i>a«ftf  retained  innate  ftrengtb;  it  was  only  her  conqucfts-    A.  D, 
{he  had  loft,  the  hereditary  dominions  of  the  crown  remained     '  707- 
untouched.    His  Chriftian  majefty  therefore,  relying  upon 
the  juflice  of  the  conditions  he  offered,  and  the  equity 
of  his  caufe,  determined  upon  further  efforts  to  bring  the 
confederates  to  reafon.     To  fupply  the  deficiency  of  coin, 
and  fupport  the  credit  of  the  government,  mint  bills  were 
iflued,  in  imitation  of  the  paper  credit  of  Engfand;  but  all 
the  precautions  taken,  and  all  the  fecurity  he  was  able  to 
give,  could  not  gain  them  currency,  but  at  a  difcount  of 
above  50  per  cent.    However,  he  had  the  pleafure  to  fee 
marflial  Fillars  viftorious  in  Germany,  forcing  the  lines  of 
StoHfofen,  difperfing  the  feveral  corps  of  the  enemy,  and 
raifing  contributions  all  round  that  coimtry,  extending  from  ji^j^-/^— 
th6  Rhine  to  the  Danube;  to  fee  Toulon^  invefted  by  prince  tran/a^' 
Eugene  by  land>  and  blocked  up  by  an  Englijb  fquadron,  re-?  timu 
lieved  by  the  terror  of  his  arms ;  and  the  affairs  of  the  con- 
federates in  &pain  fall  into  confufion,  by  the  fatal  defeat  at 
Jhrumza.    Infpirited  by  thefe  fuccefles,  he  formed  the  great 
jlcfign  of  invadiD^^«^&«^,  and  replacing  7,a/w«  on  the  throne- 
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of  his  anccftors.  This  invafion  would  at  leaft  make  a  pow- 
erful diverlion,  and,  if  it  fucceeded,  intirely  change  the  face 
of  affairs.  Emlflaries  were  employed  ii)  England  and  Scot- 
land to  form  a  party ;  a  fquadron  of  eight  men  of  war  and 
fcveuty  tranfports.wcrc  cquipp'd  at  Dunkirk,  and  6,000  land 
forces  embarked  under  the  conduft  of  the  count  de  Gace  and 
the  marflial  Mantignon.  Fourbin  ]fan/on,  one  of  the  b^ 
*  fea  officers  in  France ,  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the 

fleet ;  and  the  greatefl  expeftations  of  fucceis  were  enter* 
tained,  as  tliere  were  not  above  3000  regulars  at  that  time 
in  Scotland.     This  armament  fet  fail  from  the  port  of  Dunr 
kirk  on  the  17th  day  of  March,  fleered  for  the  frith  of  Edin' 
burghf  and  overwhelmed  Great  Britain  with  conflernation : 
but  adverfe  winds,  and  the  vigilance  of  Sir  George  Byng,  the 
Englifh  admiral,  fruftrated  the  intention  of  the  expeditioQ, 
and  obliged  Fourbin  to  return  to  port,  after  he  had  made  fe- 
yeral  unfuccefsful  attempts  to  efFeft  a  debarkation  ^. 
A .  D. '       Not  difcourag^d  with  the  mifcarriage  of  the  projefted  inva* 
[i  708 ,     j^Qjj^  Lewis  refolved  to  improve  the  advantages  gained  thepre* 
ceding  year  on  the  continent^ .  It  was  fuppofed  that  the  pre- 
fence  of  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  the  prefumptive  heir  of  his 
crown,  would  animate  his  troops,  excite  emulation,  give  life  to 
his  drooping  affairs  in  Flanders,    Incredible  efforts  were  made 
to  raife  an  army  vorthy  of  the  prince,  afSfted  by  the  duke 
of  Vend9me\  the  eleftor  of  Bavaria,  feconded  by  the  duke 
of  Berwick,  was  deflined  to  command  the  forces  on  the 
Rhine;  and  marfhal i7&r^j/  appointed  to  conduft. the  forces 
in  Dauphine.     Early  in  the  campaign  a  prodigious  army  was 
The  duke   afTembled  in  the  Netherlands.    It  exceeded  100,000  men, 
^Bur-     while  that  of  the  confederates  hardly  amounted  to  80,000. 
gundy      Notwithftanding  this  fuperiority,  it  was  determined  to  take 
takes  the   advantage  of  circumftances,  and  aft  lefs  by   force    than 
eommand    ftratagem,  for   the  recovery  of  Spanijh  Flanders.     It  was 
t»J  the       ^gii  imown  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  great  cities  in. the. 
army.        Netherlands,  naturally  turbulent,,  mutinous,  and  inconflant, 
were  greatly  diffatisfied  with  the  Dutch  government.     The 
count  de  Bergeyk,  who  had  great  influence  in  the  Nether- 
lands, was  devoted  to  the  houfe  of  Bourbon  ;  and  the  eleftor- 
of  Bavaria  had  rendered  himfelf  extremely  popular  in  the  « 
great  cities.     Upon  this  foundation  the  fcheme  was  formed 
of  recovering  the  loffes  fuftained  in  the  preceding  cam- 
paigns;  and  in  confequence  the  brigadiers  la  Faille  and 
Pqften€€  furprized  the  city  of  Ghent,  while  the  count  de  h: 
Moti^  mad^  himfelf  maftcr  of  Bruges  without  oppofition. 
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But  all  the  fchemes  of  the.  cabinet  were  foon  overturned  by 
the  operations  in  the  field,  and  the  vigilance^  genius,  and. 
aftivity  of  Marlborough  and  prince  Eugene^  as  well  as  the 
divifions  iu  the  Trench  councils.  The  confederate  generals 
had  taken  the  refolution  of  attacking  the  duke  of  Burgundy 
near  Oudenarde^  and  were  for  that  purpofe  preparing  to  Sat  tie  gf 
cro(s  the  Scheld.  Vendome  propofed  falling  upon  them  while  Oude- 
one  half  of  the  army  only  had  eroded  the  river;  but  he  wa^narde. 
thwarted  by  the  duke  of  Burgundy^  who  feemed  confounded 
and  perplexed  at  this  critical  junAure,  on  which  his  repufta* 
tion,  and  the  fecurity  of  France^  depended.  When  it  wa$ 
too  ^te,  the  duke  oi Burgundy  acceded  to  Vendome's  opinion^ 
and  declared  for  an  engagement,  after  almoft  the  whole  allied  . 
forces  had  croflcd  the  river,  and  were  formed  on  the  banks. 
Vendome  then  remonftrated  that  the  opportunity  was  loft; 
however,  he  at  laft  fubmittcd  with  great  reludance.  ^n- 
9i2aZii  was  ordered  to  begin  the  charge  with  the  king's  houle-' 
hold  troops  ;  but  finding  the  rivulet  marftjy,  he  refufed  ta 
advance,  and  retired  to  the  right.  The  enemy  immediately 
fell  oil  with  incredible  impetuofity,  and  took  the  village  of 
Heynemt  in  which  eleven  battalions  were  pofted.  The  mala 
body  of  the  army  fuftained  the  whole  ibock  of  the  confede- 
rate infantry  with  great  bravery,  and  the  battle  continued  for 
an  hour  with  dubious  fuccefs,  until  the  prince  c^  Orange 
with  the  Dutch  infantry  made  a  motion,  by  which  he  came 
on  the  flank  of  the  French  army.  Count  Tilly  and  general 
Overkirk  had  likewife  made  an  i'mpreffion  on  the  right  wing; 
then  they  began  to  fall  into  diforder,  nor  could  all  the  endea- 
vours of  the  duke  o{  Vendome  longer  retard  the  fortune  of 
Marlborough.  Alighting  from  his  horfe,  he  flew  among  the 
ranks^  called  the  officers  by  name,  implbred  them  to  maintain 
the  honour  of  their  country,  and  animated  the  men  with  his 
voice  and  example.  His  great  military  .talents  had  never 
appeared  to  greater  advantage  than  upon  this  occafion;- 
but  they  proved  ufelefs.  His  men  were  driven  back  on  each 
other  with  fuch  fut-y,  that  the  whole  army  became  a  fcene 
of  conFufion.  Several  regiments  were  cut  in  pieces  among' 
the  inclofurcs,  others  threw  down  their  arms.  Night  inter-* 
poGog,  faved  the  greater  part  of  the  army,  and  furriifhedf^w- 
dome  with  au  opportunity  of  drawing  off  his  broken  forces  to- 
wards Ghent.  Seeing  the  the  troops  give  way,  he  prognofU- 
cated  a  defeat,  afid  had  provided  a  rear  guard  of  twenty  bat- 
talions to  fecure  the  retreat.  To  this  precaution  the  French 
owed  their  fafety;  for  the  enemy  fent  detachments  of  horfe 
at  day -break  in  purfuit ;  but  they  found  the  hedges  and  ditches 
that  flcirted  the  roads  (o  well  lined  with  grenadiers,  that 
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tbey  foond  it  impoffible  to  form.  la  this  jUfHoa  the  kisg 
loft  3000  men,  had  7000  taken  prifoners^  and  owed  to  the 
i^(cmda£t  of  Vendome  the  fafety  of  the  whole :  bat  as  it  proved 
unfucceisfDly  the  public^  judging  by  tlie  event,  threw  refleC-  \ 
tions  upon  his  charaAer,  which  before  was  mnfttUied  by  fa- 
fpicion;  but  Lewis  did  juftice  to  his  merits  well  koowiog 
that  theoocafion  of  the  defi^at  wis  not  in  Vendome^  who  did 
»U  that  courage,  tutored  by  conduft»   coald  dSt&  \ 

The  allies,  pref&ng  thrir  advantage,  invefted  Li/f^,  the 
firongeft  town  in  the  Nrtbtrlands,  fupplied  with  all  kinds  ol 
neceflaries/  and  reinforced  with  twenty-one  blittalions  of  th0 
The  allies  beft  troops  in  France^  under  the  command  of  marihal  Botrf'* 
reduce  Jkrs,  whom  the  king  found  it  neceflkry  ag^un  to  empioy« 
Liilc.  rpjjjg  entcrprize  was  thought  by  all  Europe  to  favour  of  rafli- 
nefs  and  inconfiderate  conceit ;  but  the  event  jufHfied  the  coa-^ 
fiederate  generals.  Vendome  cut  off  their  communication  with 
the  magazines  at  Antwerp^  but  they  drew  their  ccsiToyd 
from  Oftendx  they  furmounted  every  difficulty,  and  pur- 
fued  their  plan  with  fuch  adnurable  fteadinefs  and  perfe^ 
verance,  that  Boufflers  was  under  the  neceflity  of  capitulat- 
ing, after  fuftaining  a  fiege  of  near  four  months.  A  great 
number  of  gallant  actions  were  performed  by  the  allies  dur- 
ing the  fiege ;  but  the  moft  extraordinary,  was  the  defeat  <^  a 
detachment  of  15,000  French  &nt  to  attack  a  convoy  coming 
from  OJiend.  General  IVebb,  with  6000  Englijh  foot,  guarded 
the  convoy,  who  made  lb  admirable  a  difpofition,  and 
fought  with  fuch  fpirit,  that  the  French  retired  in  confufion^ 
leaving  near  5000  men  killed  on  the  fidd  of  battle.  The 
redu^tiott  of  Lt/le  aftoniihed  all  Europe  %  for  it  was  univerfally 
believed  that  the  duke  of  Burgundy  had  fo  cooped  up  the 
allied  army,  that  he  would  reduce  them  to  extreme  necefSty, 
before  they  could  make  themfelves  mafters  of  the  city.  He 
bad  even  publickly  boafted  of  this;  and  ik>w  that  he  was 
dtiappcnttted,  be  threw  the  odium  on  Vendome.  One  of  the 
duke's  courtiers  toid  diat  great  general,  "  Now,  fir,  you  fee 
V  the  coofcquenoe  of  not  going  to  mafs."  "  What  then 
'  **  ((ays  Vendome)^  do  you  believe  that  Marlborough  goes  to 
"  mafs  any  more  than  I  ?  '*  In  confcquence  of  the  reduc- 
tion of  Lifte,  the  enemy  feized  upon  Chent^  Bruges^  Plaffen* 
dal,  Leffingen^  and  other  places.  The  emperor  perfuaded 
himfelf  that  he  had  opened  a  way  to  the  heart  of  France^ 
axvd  a  party  from  the  Dufeh  garrifon  oiCourtray  had  the  bold* 
nefs  to  penetrate  quite  to  Verfmlles^  where- they  feized  one  of 
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the  houfiiold  officers,  miftaking  him  for  the  daupHo,  father 
to  the  duke  of  Burgundy  ^. 

On  the  fide  of  Dauphine  the  kiog  was  not  more  fnccefsfol.  The 
All  the  vigilaacc  and  aftivity  of  Villars  could  not  hinder  the  French 
duke  of  Savoy  from  poflfeffing  the  important  towns  of  U  unfaccefs^ 
Peroufa,   FemefirelUs,  and  the  valley  of  .5/.  Martin.    ThcA^  '«  Sa- 
French  general  had  forced  the  two  towns  of  Sanzana  tn^^Y' 
fight  of  the  jduke's  army;  but  his  highnefs  had,  notwith^ 
ftaodldg,  formed  to  bimfelf  a  ftrong  barrier  before  the  end 
of  the  campaign*  opened  a  direA  path  to  the  French  provm- 
ces,  and  made  a  powerful  divcrfion  in  favour  of  the  arch- 
duke, by  obliging  the  king  to  reinforce  Fillars  by  weaken- 
ing his  efforts  in  Catalonia. 

In  SpdiUy  after  the  viftory  of  Almanza^  fortune  feemed 
to  declare  wholly  in  favour  of  the  king.     Mohoui  had  pof- 
feded  bimfelf  of  Alcoi  'as  early  in  the  feafon  as  the  month  of 
January  %  the  duke  of  Orleans  reduced  Tortoza  in  Jufyy  and 
the  fieur  iAsfeldt  took  Denia^  in  the  kingdom  of  Valencia^ 
in  November^  and  Alicant  in  December.     Thofe  fnccefles 
wereu  however,  more  than  ballanced  by  the  lofles  in  the 
Mediterranfan,vfhtrt  the  Englijh  fleet,  under  Sir  JohnLeake^ 
feijtcd  ijpon  the  iflands  of  Sardinia  and  Minorca^  the  lattei^ardinia 
of  which  continued  in  their  hands  until  the  prcfent  war,aWMi« 
when  it  was  reduced  by  the  duke  de  Richlieu.    Though  in  «^orca 
confequencie  of  the  fatal  battle  of  Oudenarde  the  king's  affairs^^'*'^  h 
fufFer«i  extremely,  though  he  lay  expofed  on  the  fide  of  f^^"6- 
Dauphine  to  the  infults  of  his  enemies,  though  he  lofkSardi'^      * 
nia  and  Minorca,  and  could  ballance  his  misfortunes  only 
by  a  few  inconfiderible  advantages  in  Spain,  yet  he  fupport- 
ed  all  thefe  viciflitudcs,  fo  different  from  the  fucceffcs  which 
had  formerly  attended  his  arms,  with  firmnefs  and  magnani- 
mity.     Yet,   though  his  courage  feemed  to  be  proof  againfl 
the  fcbemes  of  fortune,  he  felt  a  real  and  jufl  concern  for  the 
intolerable  mifery  of  his  fubjefts,  and  tried  by  every  method 
to  fet  on  foot  a  ncg5dation.     Though  Holland  led  the  only 
path  to  a  general  pacification,  and  no  expedient  was  left  un- 
tried to  bring  the  penfionary  Henfius  to  admit  of  propofals, 
or  at.leaft  or  the  refidence  of  a  French  envoy  in  If oUand, 
this   point  had  been  unfuccefsfully  laboured  fince  the  year 
1706;    the  moft  advantageous  terms  were  offered  to  the 
States ;  they  were  left  to  fix  their  own  barrier,  to  prefcribe 
a  treaty  of  commerce,  to  fet  what  limitations  to  the  encroach*  Lewis 
'  ment  of  France  they  thought  neceffary,  and  had  even  ihcAfsfir 
o&r  of  keeping  a  great  part  of  the  Spanifb  Netherlands  fe-/^«^'* 
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fjucftcrcd  in  their  hands,  as  a  fecurity  of  the  king's  finccre 
intentions  to  perform  his  engagements.     The  haughty  re* 
publiCy  intoxicated  with  prosperity,  and  the   confideration 
allowed  them  of  becoming  the  arbiters  of  Eur&pe^  rejefted 
every  propofal,  and  raifed  her  terms  to  a  pitch  of  infup- 
portable  ihfolence,     Z>a/w,  however,   was  not  difcouraged 
in  his  defigns.    lie  faw  the  neceffity  of  procuring  peace  at 
all  hazards,  and  was  fenfible  that  a  republic,   whofe  very 
cxiftence  dependcc^on  her  trade  and  navigation,  would  not 
long  continue  deaf  to  the  advantageous  propofals  offered 
with  refpeft  to  her  commerce.     Lewises  conjefture  was  well 
founded.     The  Stateis  firft  admitted  inferior  agents,  and  this 
,    year  they  exprefled  no  diflike  to  the  king's  pre/Bng  foUicita- 
tions,  that  Rouille  might  confer  in  perfon  with  Henfius  and 
Vanderiuffen^  the  two  great  oracles  of  the  United  Provinces^ 
the  favourites  of  the  late  king /iT/iK^zm,  and  placed  by  him  id 
thofe  offices  which  they  held  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
public.     Rouille  conduftcd  himfelf  with  great  addre& ;  but 
the  operations  of  war  broke  through  all  the   fchem^  of 
pacific  intentions.     The  negociations  met  with  (b  many  dif- 
ficulties, that  the  campmgn  opened,  the  uncertain  ifTtte  of 
which  rendered  all  that  had  been  hitherto  concerted  very 
precarious.     It  is  probable,   indeed,  that  the  conferences, 
which  Marlborough  and  prince  Eugene  held  with  Henfius 
and  Vanderdujfen  at  the  Hague^   greatly  retarded  all  the 
king^s  fchemes  for  a  treaty  of  peace.     They  were  not  fttis* 
fied  with  the  demolition  of  Dunkirk^  the  king's  abandoning 
the  pretender,  and  acknowlcging  queen  Anne\  title,  hisccd* 
ing  the  Spanijb  monarchy,  granting  the  Dutch  a  fufficient 
barrier,  and  England  and  Holland  the  greateft  commercial 
advantages;  they  demanded  reftitution  of  the  Upper  fOid 
Lower  Jl/ace  to  the  empire ;  they  infifted  the  king  fhoald 
reftore  Strajhurg,  and  the  town  and  caftellany  of  Lifle,  de^ 
moliih  Dunkirk,  New  Bri/ac,  Fort  Lewis,  and  Htmningen  i 
in  a  word,  that  he  fliould  make  fuch  conceilions  as  they 
ought  to  have  been  'afliamed  to  mention,  and  fuch  as  he 
would  not  have  fufFered  to  be  repeated  in  his  prefencc,  had 
he  not  been  reduced  to  the  loweft  diftrefs.      The  fflar-* 
quis  deTorcy  ported  in  difguife  to  the  Hague,  on  the  faith  of 
a  common  pafTport.     He  foothed,  foUcited,  be  fuppHcated 
and  made  conceflions  in  the  name  of  his  fovcreign ;  he  at- 
tacked the  duke  oi  Marlborough  ovl  the  fide  of  his  avarice ;' 
his  offers  were  rejefted.     In  a  word,  one  can  hardly  rcfleft 
on  the  unhappy  circumftances  of  Lewis,  who  had  lately  givcfl  • 
law  to  Europe,   without  feeling  fentiments  of  compaflion  for 
a  monarch  folong.accuftomed  to  conquefts.    Lewis,  how- 
ever

essr,  had  the  courage  to  rejcA  the  infolent  preliminaries,  '2Sii,Tbi/firit 
iifr  fubjeds  approved  the  noble  refolu tion.     He  publifhed  his  e/*/^# 
own  ptopolals,  apd  the  demands, of  the  enemy.     A\\  France^ ^^^^^ 
took  fire  at  the  indignity.     Every  one  exclaimed  ajg^inft  the  *«'«"^» 
injoAicei   the  arrogance  of  the  allies,  and  determined  to 
periflifor  the|;lpry  of  their  monarch.     The  kingdom  was 
feverely  aiBifted  by  famine;    but  this  procured   foldiers. 
Thofc,  who  had  not  the  honour  of  their  foVereign  at  heart, 
•were  forced,  however,  to  inlift  from  ncceffity.    Many  were 
^ftuated  by  more  generous  motives:  impoverifted  and  half<« 
ftarved,  they  refoJved  to  expend  the  laft  drop  of  their  Wood 
in  fupport  pf  their  Sovereign.    Animated  by  thefe  fentiments, 
France  xasiie,  fuch  efforts  as  aftonifhed  thofe  who  believed  her  ^ 

at  the  laft  g^fp.  A  prodigious  army  was  aflembled  in  Flan- 
ders under  Villars  ;  and  tho'  the  confederates  exceeded 
loo,OQO  men,  it  was  expefted  he  would  have  afted  offen- 
fivdy.  But  Fillars  well  knew  the  fuperiority  of  veterans, 
fluflied  with  vid^ory,  over  raw  undifciplined  troops,  whofe 

Xnels  of  revenge  would  only  increafe  their  tumult  and

As  foon  as  Lewis  had  rejefted  the  prcliminarioB,  Rouilli  was     A.D* 
ordered  to  quit  Holland  in  twenty-four  hours, .  and  Villars  to    1709! 
open  the  campaign  with  all  vigour 'and  expedition.    He  was,  Levuis 
however,  fo  incapable  of  afting  oficnfively,  that  he  found  it  prepares 
Dcceffary  to  intrench  himfelf  in  the  plain  ofl^wj.  The  fate  ot/or  con- 
France  and  Sjiain  depended  on  the  iffue  of  the  campaign.     A  ''»«*»^ 
defeat  would  be  attended  with  the  moft  dreadful  confer  ^*'**^^''« 
qucnces,  the  appreh^ifion  of  which  had  prevented  his  mak- 
iilg  attempts   to  relieve  Tournay^  until  his  new-raifed  forces 
had  bc^  accuftomed  to  the  fight  of  an  enemy.    The  con- 
fc(lerates  were  no  fooner  in  poucffion  of  Tcurnay,  than  they 
caft  their  eyes  on  Jj^onSt  and  palfed  the  *Sc^^/c/ with  intention 
to  inveft  that  ftrong  fortrefs.    Villars  marched  to  cover  Mons, 
andpofted  himfelf  advantageoufly  behind  the  woods  of  la 
Mefteznd  Tanieres,  in  the.  neighbourhood  of  Malplaquet  \ 
where  he  fortified  his  camp,  naturally  ftrong,  wltfi  triple 
intrencHments.     Voltaire  affirms,  that  his  army  did  not  ex- 
ceed fourfoore  thoufand  combatants;  Engli/b  wnters  aug- 
ment his  numbers  to'one  hundred  and  twenty  thoufand  fol- 
diers, and  perhaps  they  were  nearer  the  truth,  if  we  con- 
fidcr  that  he.\vasi  joined  by  i?i?w^^rj,  who  ftifled  allrivalfhip 
out  of  regard  to  his  country,  and  confented  to  aft  in  an  In- 
h\(x  capacity,  tho'  he  was  the  fenior  commander.     Villars 
took  every  poffible  precaution;  j^et  his  difpofition  is  blanxed.

•A  NUMEROUS  and  well-appointed  araqr  was  aflembled  by 
marlhal  Villars.  His  iatentioa  wa$  firft  to  cover  Doway  ;  and 
afterwards,  finding  the  enemy  hj^d  inveftcd  it,  ^tp  relieve  the 
garrifon  at  the  hazard  of  a  batdc.  Their  ftrong  situation, 
however,  prevented  his  defigns :  Doway  furrendered,  and 
the  armies  went  into  quarters,  without  undertaking  an]f 
other  cpnfiderabi?  enterprize.  Both  fides  remained  inai^ve 
on  the  Rhine  andin/jf^/v,  the  duke  of  Berwickh^vxng  thrown 
up  intrenchments  that  baffled  count  Thaun^s  intention  of  pe- 
netrating into  Pai^hme.  Spain  alone  was  fruitful  in  military 
Inddenu.  The  beginning  of  the  year  had  been  ex- 
tremely unfortunate  to  king  Philip.  He  had  loft  the  batde 
of  Saragoffa,  SLnd^  was  forced  to  retreat,  with  the  (battered 
remains  of  his  army,*  to  Madrid,  and  from  thence  to  FaJla* 
dolid.  But  the  arrival  of  Vendofine  foon  retrieved  matters, 
and  changed  the  fortune,  of  the  war.  All  Spain  demanded 
this  general,  and  Philipy  vrho  entertained  the  bigheft  opinion 
of  his  ability,  believed  him  alone  capable  of  uemmingthe 
Rapidity  of  Staremberg's  fuccefles.  Vendofaie  acquired  great 
glory  in  Italy ;  nor  had  the  unfortunate  campaign  befi:>re 
lAJle  in  the  leaft  obfcured  the  luftre  of  his  reputation  in  the 
eyes  of  the  Spaniards.,  His  affability,  opennefs,  generofity 
even  to  profufioh,  and  confefled  intrepidity,  had  gained  him 
the  heartsi  of  the  foldicrs.  The  moment  he  fet  foot  in  Spain, 
yoiun^iers  flocked  to  him  from  every  quarter,  and  Vendofme's 
jHDpiilarity  ^yas  as  valuable  to  Philip  as  an  army.  A  fpirit  of 
enthufiafm  actuated  the  whole-  nation.  Cities  and  corpora- 
tions, villages  and  monafleries,  offered  all  they  bad  to  their 
liarling  general,  who  foon  approved  himfelf  worthy  of  their 
confidence  and  afFe^ions,.  In  lefs  than  three  months  after 
the  battle  of  Saragojfoy  ,Phi\ip  was  in  a  condition  to  march 
in  queft  of  his  rival,  who  might  haye  been  confirmed  o^  the 
throng,  had.  he  made  the  proper  fife  of  his  vifiory  ;  or  ra- 
ther, had  he  been  duly  fupported  by  the  allies.  Vendofme 
yrould  not  fuffer  the  ardor  of  his  troops  to  cool  by  delay. 
He  led  them  ftraight  to  Madrid,  purfued  the  enemy  to  Por^ 
tugali  croffed  xhcTagus,  and  obliged  general  Stanhope ,  with. 
5000  Englifi}  fprcesj  to  furrender  prifoners  of  war  at 
Brihuegef.

iicj^ebts  angmentcd  ;.  bpt  ev^ry  profpeS;  of  pieace  y^ag  rj^i  , 
fJK)te/and  would  ever  remain  fo  while  it  was  the  intereft  pf 
#U9fe  In  power  to  W^tiw^  ^  ruinous  and  eitpeniive  war. 
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Thefe  were  the  conferences  which  Harley  held  with  Mrs. 
Majbam  ;  they  were  by  her  reported  to  the  qneen,  and  the 
fcntlments  were  fo  congenial  to  her  own,  that  (he  defired 
^^2r/<!fy  might  be  privately  introduced.  He  foon  convinced 
.  the  queen  of  his  ability,  gave  her  caufe  to  rely  on  his  loyalty, 
and  thus  gained  her  confidence  **. 
,  A  SERMON  preached  about  this  time  by  Dr.  Sachev€rel 
before  the  iqueen,  was  a  fevere  blow  to  the  power  of  the 
Whigs.  He  was  violently  perfecuted,  tho'  in  iaft -his  dif- 
courfe  contained  nothing  more  than  the  bold  abford  pro- 
pofitions  of  an  enthuliaftic  party-tool.  Harley  is'  faid  to 
have  told  the  queens,  that  Sacheverel  was  fet  to  work  by  the 
TbnV/,"  from  the  double  motive  of  indndi^  the  IVh^s  td 
make  public  declaration  of  their  fentiments,  and  oblige  the 
lord  treafurer  to  give  an  account  of  his  adminiftration.  ,  The 
queen  had  been  prefent  at  the  debates  upon  this  fubjefl  iri 
parliament.  She  had  heard  the  violent  declamations  of  the 
Whigs  agalnft  the  royal  prerogative,  and  it  was  fiiffident  for 
this  artful  mJnifter  to  remind  her  of  what  had  equally  ex- 
ited refentmcnt  and  hbrror.  He  alleged,  that  no  other  rea- 
fon  than  the  apprehenfioh  of  a  fcrutiny  into  the  oonduft  of 
aiTairs  could  have  raifed  fo  violent  a  perlecutionagainftafiliy, 
vain,  and  ignorant  parfon,  and  difconries  which  #ould  have 
been  forgot  ais  foon  as  delivered,  if  they  had  hot  immediately 
pointed  iat  Ooddlphin,  and  the  adtdiniftration  of  the  rcrchne.* 
The  folemdity  of  SachewrePs  trial,  and  the  uncommon  viru- 
lence of  his  pcrfecutors,  gave  ftrength  and  probabSity  to 
Harlefs  ftiggeftions.  The  queen  thought  it  high  time  to 
change  the  miniftry,  and  to  ufe-  Harley*^  councils  in  the  al- 
terations, which  her "  power  and  dignity,  ftic  imagined;  ren- 
dered neceflary.  Thefe  were  ihe  reafons  whythe^ftafTof 
high  treafurer  was  taken  ixovd  Godolphin  ;  why  Harley  had 
the  appointing  commiffioners  to  execute  that  office,-by  which 
he  got  the -management  of  the  revenue  into  his  own^  hands  ; 
why  the  difgrace  of  Sommers,  prefident  of  the  council,  fiic- 
cceded  that  of  the  treafurer  ;  why  Mr'.  Su  John  wasralfeftto 
the  department  of  fecretary  of  ftate ;  in  a  word,  ivhy  JMitr/-^ 
borough  alone,  of  ail  the  party,  remained  in  office.  It  was 
dangerous  to  attempt  any  thing  againft  a  nobleman  poilefl^d 
fo  flrongly  of  the  confidence  of  the  allied  ; '  yet  to  continue 
him  at  the  head  of  the  arniy  was'  a  point  of  dang^-' 
ous  confequcnce  to  the  ftability  of  the  Tories.  The  Dutch 
immediately  took  the  alarm,  ndt-  doubting  but  a  change  in 
the  adminiilratioh  would  produce  a  chaiige  of  raeafures,  and 
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i$rotk  the  difgrace  of  Marlborough.  The  new  miniftry,  to 
^fcmove  their  apprehcnlions,  publiftied  a  report  of  their  rc- 
-  ibltition  to  adhere  more  fteadily  than  the  former  to  the  in- . 
tercftsof  the  allies  of  Great  Britain  ;  and  the  queen  ordered  • 
her  ambaflador  at  the  ffague  to  aflure  the  States,  that,  in 
chnfing  new  minifters,  (he  inviolably  prcferved  the  fame  fcn- 
txments  for  the  common  caufe,  and  confidence  in  the  abili- 
ties of  Marlborough.  The  miniftry,  hoWever,  ventured  to 
circnmfcribe  the  authority  of  this  great  commander;  but  in 
fuch  a  manner  as  (hewed  they  were  afraid  :,  he  was^  pro- 
Toked  at  the  ufage ;  but  he  ftifled  his  fentiments  In  hopes  qf 
rerenge  *.  / 

Nofooner  were  the  new  minifters  eftablifhed  than  thcyTi&^Eng- 
Ihewed  thdr  iriclinatibnfor  peace,  chiefly  in  order  to  ruin  the  Hfti  mi- 
Stike  of  Marlborough  and  the  Whig  feftion.     It  was  now  that  rnflryfimi 
a  kind  oPfecret  negociation  was  fet  on  foot  between  the  9***^^*^ 
courts'  cX  Vcrfailles  and   London,    by  means  of  the  AbbCp'* 
Gaultiir,  a  Frenchman,  who  had  infinuated  himfelf  into  the     *°^* 
ftmBy  of  the  oarl  of  Jerfiy,  ambafTador  in.  France  after  the   /* 
treaty  of  Ryfwichj  and  was*  left  by  marftial  Tallardm  Engldtii  . 
upon  the  laft  rupture  bietween  the  two  kingdoms.     The 
narflikt,  imagining  this  e^clefiaftic  might  be  able  occalionall^ 
to  fiimHh  tifcful  intelligence,  direfted  him  to  refide  in  Lon* 
dfaff,  carefully  te  ©bferve  every  occurrence;   and  tranfmir> 
wtth  the  tttmoft  difcretibn,  whatever  could  contribute  to  the 
fian^fcedF-his  country.     Gnultier  punftually  executed  his 
coBUttSffion,  and  performed  liis  duty  without  fufpicion.   *^H6 
was  how  propofed  by  XovAJerfey  to  the  new  miniftry  as  a 
propa^  meHenger  to  the  court  of  France,  ^ith  the  firft  inti- 
matioo  qf  their  pacific  inclinations.     Gaultier.  arrived  at  Ver^ 
faiUes^  reported  his  commiffioh,  which,  however,  was  only 
vferWd.  He  gave  an  ex^flf  account  of  the  ^«^/|^  government, 
and  thlK  ftate  of  affairs  in  that  country.     He  defired  a  letter 
to  lord  ^fey,  expreffing  nothing  more  than  a  gisneral  com- 
pliment to  that  nobleman;  upon  which^  he  undertook  to' 
opcnthc  way  to  anqgociatiqn.     He  obtained  the  letter,  fet 
out  for  London,  ^md  wrote  back,  that  the-  Englijh  miniftry,' 
finding  her  mkjefty  was  averfe  to  renew  the  negociatlons  by  . 
mekns' of  Holland,  defired  he  would  pleafe  to  communicate 
the  propofals  for  a  general  pacification,  which  they  would 
XTBaittAt  to  Holland,  their  intention  being  to  conclude  a  treaty 
m  concert  with  their  allies.     A  memorial  accordingly  was 
drawn  up,  approved  of  by  the  Englijb,  and  fent  over  to

'at  length  fucceeded,  ^Intending  to  fortify  thefe  polls,  ^fy 
borough  left  twelve /battalions  to  cover  the  workmen^ra^d

^" feint,.. wluch.dfccived.ei^^^  tlie  vigilance  pf/fi/iir/, "and  was^ 
perfiaps,  tjiejnipft  mafferly  ilroke  of^  confummfate  gene- 
ral, Advaomg  within  two  leaguesof  thefr^wrA  lines,  he 
ord^ed  ^^eat,  number  of  fafcid^^  to  be  made,  declaring  he 
'Would  attfick  t}ie  enemy.  Villars  drew  his  chief  force  on  that 
'fide,  in  full  expeftation  of  an  erjgagernetot,^  and  was  aftonr 
.  ,^  iflied  when  he  beard  that  generals  Cadogan  zxiAHompefch  had 

pafled  the  Sanfet  at  l^itryt  21^  that  the  duke  .of  Marlborough 
.was  in  the  neighbourbopd  of  Arlieux.  Now,  cei'tified  of 
the  deljign  formed,  Vf liars  decamped  with  his  whole  army 
,by  break  of  day ;  and  plotting  hinifelf  at '  (he  head  of  the 
hoqfliold  troops,  marched  with  fuch  expectition,  that,  by 
noon,  he  was  in  fight  of  the  duke  of  Marlborough,  who  had 
by  this  time  joined  count  Kmpefch.  This  junSion  obliged 
him  to  retreat  xoCourtrayy  by  which  manoeuvre  he  got  within 
the  lines,  encamping  upon  the  Schelde^  between  Oify  and  EJlruris 
French  writers  endeavour  to  qualify  this  difgriice  of  Hilars  i 
but  the  marfhal  ftiewed  that  he  deserved  bett^sr  fortune,  by 
the  ingeuuoufnefs  with-  which  he  acknowlcged-  himfelf

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J .,  It  w^  after  this  cntgrprize  that  Marlborough  formed  the 
.l^oardous  defign  of  iaveftlDg  Bottchain^  a  town  fmall  indeed 
.in  extent,  butftropg  by  fituation,  furroundcd  by  morafles, 
*^\vell  fortified,  and  defended  by  a  numejrous  garrifon.  Villars 
.took  every  precaution  for  the  fecurity  of  Bouchain,  and  ufed 
his  utmoft  addrefs  to  defeat  the  derign3  of  the  confederates,   -    ' 
and  retrieve  the  fhock  his  reputation  had  lately  fuftained. 
*  •  JJ^  detachjnents  gained  feveral  advant;^s  over  the  foraging 
[parties  of  the  coDdFederates.    A  body  of  French  Hujfars  at- 
.tacked  and  defeated,  not  far  from  Cambray^  a  body  of  the 
[enemy's  cavalry.    The  count /i?  Loundrecy  was  no  lefs  fuc- 
.ccj&ful  in  an  attack  uponleven  fquadrons  detached  by  MarU 
borough  to  cover  a  forage  in  the  neighbourhood  rf  Poix.  Thi 
'  jgreater  part  of  the  foragers,  with  the  counts  iHerback  and 
Wafcnaff  were  made  prifoners.    On  the  laft  day  di  Angufi 
another  advantage  was  gained  by  the  marquis  de  Chateau* 
.tm>rand.    Villars  had  laid  two  bridges  over  the  Schelde^  be- 
tween huey  mdEJirun.'    At  night  he  detached  the  marquis, 
with  3000' fpot,  to  fall  upon  four  battalions  of  the  enemy 
j>ofted  at  Jtiordain'.    Chateau-morand  executed  his  orders  ; 
he  attacked  with  great  impetuofity,  put  the  confederates  intoBoochala 
[confufion,   and.  took  feveral  prifoners,  among  whom  'W2l^ taken b^ 
major-general  Bpch    Thefe  efforts  were  feconded  by  {t\et2Xtbi alliei* 
brik  fallies  of  the  befieged  j  they  ferved  to  retard,  but  could 
[not  ward  off  the  fatfe  c^ Bouchain.  The  duke  of  Marlborough 
had  exerted  hb  utmoft  abilities  in  this  fiege.    He  formed 
Jines,erefl:ed  forts,  raifed  batteries,  completed  a  caufeyay 
.  through  a  deep  morafs,  and  carried  on  his  approaches  with 
.fiich  rapididy,  that,  in  twenty  days  after  the  trenches  were 
.opened,  the  garrifon,  confiftingof  40oamen,  were  obliged 
to  furrender  jprifoners  of  war.     French  hiftorians,  indeed, 
^ege,;  that  the  means  by  which  the  reduftion  of  Bouchain 
was  compleated  tended  little  to  the  glory  of  that  hero.    Ac- 
.cording   to    them,  the    garrifon    demanded   a    capitula* 
tion,  but  were  refufed,  unlefs  they  fubmitted  at  difcretion. 
This  they  declined,  and  renewed  their  defence,  when  about 
midnight  the  befiegers,  perceiving  the  obftinacy  of  the  gover- 
.'nor  might  yet  coft  them  fome  trouble,  confcnted  they  Siould 
^have  the  honours  of  war,  provided  they  were  immediately 
put  in  poffeffion  of  one  fide  of  a  gat^.     The  propofal  was  ac-  Sept.  13* 
cepted,  they  forced  the  barriers,  and  thus  gained  pofleffion 
x)f  the  place.  '  Without  attempting  to  reconcile  accounts  fo 
.very  diffcrejit,  in  which  national  prejudice  feems  to  have  a

S*he  defence  ^as'  obAinate,  but  firuttleTs*  On  the  4th  of 
66$ier  the  garrifon,  conHfting  of  2000  men,  furrendered 
prifooers  of  war,  and  Villars  completed  one  of  the  moft  im- 
portuit»  if  not  the  moft  brtUtant,  eonqueft  of  the  war. 
Prince  Eugene  had  here  iaid  up  his  artillery,  after  raifing^  the 
£^  of  Ldndrecy ;  it  fdl  into  riie  hands  <rf  marihai  Fillan, 
atkl  affl<wnted  to  1  i^  pieces  of  heavy  cannon,  an  infinity  of 
a  fmaller  calibre,  40  mortars,  400,000  wc^ht  of  powder, 
and  a  pro4igious  quantity  of  baUs,  bombs,  grenadoes,  and 
other  military  ftores.  -Though  the  feafon  was  now  rigorooSf 
yUkn  thought  the  rcduftion  of  Bouchain  neceilary,  to  fill 
die  meafure  of  glory  acquired  in  this  fuccefsfill  campaign. 
The  garriibn  confifted  of  four  battalions,  and  the  fortifica- 
tions had  bceiiconfiderably  enlarged  and  improved  by  the 
confisderates ;  but  nothing  could  withftand  the  aftivity  of 
ViOars,  and  the  impetaofity  of  a  French  army  flufhed  with 
fiieocfs.

iiims.         forts  in  the  Netherlands ^  to  reduce  the  emperor  and  States  of 
Holland  to  accede  to  the  propofitions  for  re-eftafeli(hing  the 
•tranquility  oi Europe i  but  he  did  not  negleft  his  marine^ 
now  more  capable  of  afting  with  vigour,  iince  the  ar(niftice 
.with  England,    An  expedition  was  projeS^  againft   the 
iQand  of  St.  JagOy  one  oi  the  principal  of  the  Cape  de  fcrds^ 
and  a  fquadron  for  this  purpofe  was  equipped  at  Toulon^  under 
the  conduft  of  ficur  Caffart.   '  Cafart  anchoring  at  the  Fort 
de  la  Bray e,  debarked  i  coo  men,  fumpioaed  the  garrifon, 
and  received  their  fubmilTion  without  exchanging  a  ^ot. 
Next  day  he  came  before  the  to>yn  of  St.  Jago,  landed  his 
men,  and  aflumed  fo  determined  a  countenancej^   that  the 
governor  furrendered  at  difcretion,  though  the  place  was  dif- 
ficuit  oVaccefs,  and  the  ifland  in  a  condition  to  raife  io»oo6 
men.     Tne  governor  agreed  to  furrender  the  town  and  fort 
at  60,000  piafters;  but,  without  regarding  the  capitulation, 
h^  efcaped  with  the  chief  inhabitants  into  the  mountains^ 
Cafart  gave  fix  days  for  recolieftion  ;  but  receiving  no  an- 
fwer,  hei  blew  up  the  forts,  burft  40  pieces  of  iron  cannon^ 
cm  led  off*i7  brafs  ones,  with  200  barrels  of  powder,   a 
great  quantity  of  merchandize,  and  400  negroes,  giving  the.

Death  of      Notwithstanding  theft  trivial  fuccefles,  it  was  high 
Vcn-         time  for  Lewis  to  put  an  end  to  a  war  which  had  ruined  his 
dofineaW  people,  impaired,  his  own  health,  facrificed  his  felicity,  and 
Catinat.    worn  out  the  lives  of  his  beft  officers,  grown  old  in  profe^ 
cuting  his  ambitious  projefts.     This  year  the  aftive  and 
experienced  raarfhal  Catinat^  whofe  name  will  ever  be  me* 
iporable  in  Italy ^  yielded  up  his  laft  breath  at  his  caftle  of 
St.  Gratian.     He  was  foon  followed  to  the  grave  by  the  re- 
nowned, the  amiable,  and  the  philofophical  hero,   Leivis 
jofephj  duke  of  VendofmSy   after  he  had,  by  his  glorious; 
viftories,  firmly  eftabliftied  king  Philip  in  pofleflion  of  the,.

The  king's  main  objcft  was  to  terminate  all  differ- 
jences  with  Oreat  Britain ;  this,  however,  was  re.tarded  by

^  With  refpeft 'to  HoUand,  the  States  were  highly  incenfed 
at  the  conduft  of  the  queen  oJF  England.  As  foon  as  the 
iivk'^S^iQrmond  hnd  Withdrawn  his  arniy  from  ^efnoy^  Aey 
concluded,  that  all  the  troops  in*  the  inVf/S  pay  would  be  ] 
Joftto  the  confederates,  and  whatever  the  prince's  fiiccefs 
might  prove,'  the  United  Provinces'  would  be  expofed  to  dan- 
ger. In  this  critical  jun^ure  they  reproached  the  Eng7t/b 
plenipotentiaries  with  the  treacherous  conduft  of  the  mihi- 
ftry.

formed'the  bafis  of  the  treaties  with  Great  Britain  and  the 
States  General.  •  Each  of  thefe  treaties  had  alfo  their  particu- 
lar conditions.

h4  fhouid  be  put  ia  ppfleffioa  c^the  IQzaA'oi  Sardinia,  w|th> 
th<^  ti'tl^of  king  ;  aod  that  in  the  ni^a  time  he  (hpuld  hold^ 
ts^'an  equivaleat,  Che  fovereigoty  and  revenues  of  the  city  and  . 
^ithj  of  LttxfmburgJ!^,  the  xityaud  county  of  TV^unttr,  aiRl 
Ch&rkroy.    Other  cei^ions    befidcs*  we  depofitcd  in; the. 
batids  of  the  States,  for  tlje  ufe  of  the  hqufc  of  ^uftri'a\' 
but  upon  this  exprefs  c(mditioh»  that  the  Reman  catholic  re- 
ligion Ihoul^i,  in  all  «heie  places,  be  preferved  in  the  fame 
condition  as  at  the  commeQcement'of  the  war ;  that  thie  m^ ' 

S'ftmes'fhould  be  catholrci;,  the  dergf  religious,  apd  tha( 

The  States 
GerterM  recijprocally  confented  to  rcftore  to  the  king-  this* 
town  and  caftdlanv  of  Lifle,  Lahrti  Lagorgufr.  Aire^  Bethm^^ 
St.  Fena}it,  and  Fort  Francis.     As  to  the  cleftpr  ci  Cghgn^, . ; 
the  king,  promifed  he;  ftio^ld  demoliftl;  the  fortifications  dl 
Bonne  in  three  months  after  his^eflablifhrnent*    \%  was  fur- 
ther agreed,  that  the  States  General /[hould.maintain  gar*  ' 
rifons  in  ^fiTiy^  and  the.  citadel  of  Lhegt^^  at  their  pwa  cXpetKci  i-/ 
^  that  the  town  of  iS//(7(?ar and  the  fortrefs  of^A/>^^  . 

remain  to  the  landgrave*  oiHeffeCaJfii^  and  liis  fucceflbrs,  prO* 
vided  they  maintained  the  catholic  religion.  .  An  eqtiivalent 
was  to  be  given  to  the  prince  of  H^e  Hbinfitbitt/. 
vohh  With  relpeft  to  Great  Britain^  the^kingjoonfepttod  td  the 

ingland.  fudceffibn  of  that  crown  in  tl^  prptefiant  line  of  the  honfe  of 
Hanover y  to  the  demolition  of  the  fortifications  and'  bar*. 
hour  of  Dunkirk \  to  the  ceffipn  of  certain  plaCeS^in  l^inericU^   . 
fuch  as  Newfoundland,  Hiidfon*^  Bay^  and  Acadia.  QihYahar 
znd  Minorca  were  ceded  to  the  crown  of  Great  'Br&ain  by 
Spdin^  and  certain  privilege?  with  refpeft  to  tht  Afnetican  ; 
trade  were  granted  oy  Phiiip  to  J?nVj/^  {ubjcfts,  which  wciic 
denied  to  the  fir^;?^^,  who  had  placed  him  on  his?  throne*^ 
We'may  reckon  among  the  articles  moft  gjorious  to  the  queeti; 
that  flieobtaihcd  the  liberty  of  fuch*  of  the  kidg's  fub)eft$  as 
were  imjprifbned  on  account  of  confcieoce  and  religion.  This 
indeed  >yas  turning  viftory  to  noble  purpofes';  it  was  did- 
tatiiig  to  a  great  monarch  how  to  govern.  \\t%  own  .fubjeC&,J. 
andpurfuing  tte  feelings  of  humanity  apaidft  the  iabjrrintha   ' 
ofpolTtiesr.

J  j^E ACE  was  now  HappUy  rcftorcd  to  all  Europe,  except  the    < 
Empire  and  Spain,  from  whence  the  emperor  refufed  tb  with- 
draw ius  forces^  either  from  a  confidence  in  the  great  abi- 
lities of 'prince  Eugene,  or  the  miilaken  councils  of  his  mini-       ' 
%$•    Ciarki  VI.  denieid  his  confent  to  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  ^he  tv^g. 
89p5^  notwithft^ndiiig  the  misfortnneis  of  the  preceding '"f' ''^^^ 
campaigns,  to  obtsdn  better  conditions.    Had  he  acceded  to  '^  ^^^* 
tJi^'proporfaJs  Aen  made^  he  would  have  avoided  the  morti-  ^^^^ 
JjcatSon  of  e]y)ericncing  how  unequal  the  ftrength  of  the         ^'*; 
hotife  of  Ju^trU  is  to  that  of  Fr(mce,/w\i&n  unaffifted  by 
^reat  Britain  and  Hjollaful,    He  perfifted  in  war»  and  he 
ffiec  w|th  difappointments  and  dlfgraces.     FiKars,  loaded 
with  glory  from  his  late  viftory  oyer  the  jnofl  renowned  ge- 
neral pf  the  empire,  took  the  field  once  more^  to  oppofe  the 
e^bra^d  Eugene,  and,  by  additional  C9n^eft8y  to  reftore 
di^  tarniflxed  luftre  of  the  french  arms.     T1h5  prince  war 
encamped  Jiear  Philip/hurgh,  beyond  the  Rhine ',  and  Vil* 
lars,  by  a  long  and  fecret  march/  polled  hunfelf  on  the  oppo* 
£te  bank  of  the  fame  river,  essitending  his  wings  from  th0 
^auleway   of  Philippmrgh  to  Spire,  thus  cutting  off  froi 
Landau^  ujpon  which  he  forQied  a  defign,  all  pofiibllity  cf 
fcccour. 

pM  the  1 2  th,  of  June  the.  town  wa»  inverted,  and  twelve  ^r§gr/fso/ 
days  afterwards  the  trenches  were»  opened,  and  the  ficf^  the  war. 
pxifhed  with  vigour,  under  the  dire6Uon  of  marfhal  (k  Be* 
»/?/.  At  the  wme  time  the  town  and  cafUe  of  Keiferlautem 
were  ^tt^ed  and  carried  by  detachments  made  from  the 
tn^  army ;  Mr.  Dillon  obliging  the  garri(bn,  compo(i54 
/cf  700  men,  tp  furreuder  at  difcretion ;  and  immediately  af ler- 
warii  he  reduced  the  caftle  <£  fVolfftein.  Thefe  excurfions 
€ii  Dipt  retard  the  ficge  of  Landau ;  Bezons  prcfled  thegar- 
rll^  {b.clofely,  erefted  his  batteries  fojudicioufly,  and  plied 
(the  enemy  fo  warmly  with  his  cannon,  that  by  the  20th  of 
Atm^l  he  was  preparing  to  ftorm  the  breach ;  which  obliged 
fmcc  Jtejfander  of  Wiriemberg,  with  his  garrifon  of  5500 
peh,'  t^  furrei^er  prifoners  or  war.  Every  poft  was  taken- 
and. a  lodgment  made  fword  in  hand ;  fo  that  the  French  loft 
above  3ocx>  men  in  this  fiege :  but  it  augmented  the  reputa- 
tion  of  Le^is'%  arms,  and  paved  the  way  for  a  blow  mor© 
deqfive  and  fatal  to  the  emperor.  ' 

'tHE  next  objeft  that  attrafted  the  notice  of  the  viftorious 
ViSars,  wa$  the  firong  town  of  Friburg ;  but  it  was  not  pof- 
phlc  to  inveft  this  place  without  forcing  the  enemy's  lines, 
extending  from  Hornberg  to  the  outworks  of  Frikurg.  Gt-^ 
ntxAVaybonne  was  intrenched  at  ^^^  with  feventeen  batta* 
Uptis  arid  a  body  of  cavalry,  in  a  fituation  almoft  inaccej£« 
Mod.  Hist.  Vol.  XXV.  P  blc ; 
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ble ;  but  marftul  Villars^  determined  to  conquer  all  dlfikul- 
ties,  after  feveral  feints,  arrived  on  the  20th  of  Septemb^ 
within  fight  of  the  lines,  on  the  fide  of  Friburg,  Difpofi- 
tions  were  immediately  made  for  an  attack.  The  left  was 
condufted  by  the  count  d'Eftrades ;  and  the  duke  de  MorU- 
mar^  the  chevalier  (fAsfeldt^  and  fieur  ^  Guerchoif,  com- 
manded in  the  center ;  and  the  count  de  Boufg  was  on  die 
right,  while  Villars  took  poft  where-ever  glory  was  to  he 
acquired,  and  his  prefence  could  be  ufeful.  The  imperialifts 
Villar*  fuftaincd  three  attacks  with  great  firmQef$  ;  but  the  fourth 
/uc^efsful  was  puftied  with  fuch  impetuofity,  ^$  ba^ed  all  reCIbnce; 
in  Ge|!-  the  lines  were  forced,  and  the  enemy  driven  back  wiA  prodi- 
laany.  digious  flaughter.  Still,  however,  the  grcateft  obftacte  re- 
mained; the  right  line,  fupported  by  the  intrenched  camp, 
was  untouched.  A  fteep  mountain  muft  be  climbed;  and 
Villars^  who  had  received  a  wound,  carried,  before  the 
enemy  could  be  attacked,  or  the  advantage  rendered  deci- 
five.  No  difficulties  could  retard  the  French  foldiers,  eager 
'  to  gain  a  complete  viftory,  apd  whetted  only  by  the  fuccefe 
already  obtained.  Animated  by  the  prefence  of  the  marflial, 
?nd  the  exany)le  of  their  officers,  they  proceeded  with  fuch 
refolution,  as  diffufed'a'panic  through  the  imperial  arpy, 
made  them  defert  their  poft?,  and  fufFer  the  French  to  take 
pofTeffion  of  the  camp",  without  making  fcarce  any  refiftanc^. 
Thus  were  prince  Eugene's  lines  forced,  mar(hal  Faubonne's 
camp  taken,  and  the  w^ay  opened  for  jhc  fiege  of  Friburg^ 
the  capital  of  Jnteriof  Auftria, 

On  the  ift  day  of  November  Friburg  was  inveftedr  Np  , 
.  city  was  ever  attacked  or  defended  with  greater  valour.  The 
baron  d'Arfch  cochmanded  the  garrifon,  and  ftiewcd,  by 
his  vigilance  and  courage,  how  deferving.  he  was  of  being 
pppofed  to  Villars.  It  was  not  before  the  laft  day  of  the 
,inonth  thj^t  the  trepches  were  opened :  then  began  a  furious 
difcharge  of  artillery  from  the  batteries,  while  the  beCegcd 
made  frequeot  and  vigorous  fallies..  In  one  of  thefe  thgr 
were  fo  fuccefsful  as  to  recover  a  lodgment,  and  gdn  pof- 
feffion  of  the  head  of  the  trenches  ;  but  they  could  not 
maintain  their  ground ;  they  were  brifldy  charged  and  driven 
thence  by  the  chevalier  de  Pefeux,  While  the  French  gre- 
'^adicrs  were  marching  out  to  attack  a  half-moon  and  the 
covered  way,  the  hefieged  ftllied  out  with  great  impetuofitft 
ind  produced  a  bloody  conflift,  in  which,  after  great  (laugh* 
"  ter  on  both  fides,  they  were  defeated.  The  attack  of  the 
covered  way  was  not  difturbed  by  this  accident ;  it  was  lea 
on  by  the  count  de  Bourg^  and  Valori,  engineer  general,  who 
lact  with  an  obftinate  refiHance ;  at  length,  oa  the  arrival 
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of  the  marlhal,  it  was  ftormed,  and  the  enemy  put  to  thie 
fword.  A  lodgment  at  the  fame  timewas  efFefted  on  the 
half  moon,  not  without  great  efFufion  of  blood ;  in  both 
attacks  above  2000  men  perifhed,  among  whom  were  fome 
general  officers.  The  reft  of  the  month  was  employed  in 
drawing  off  the  waters,  filling  up  the  ditch,  making  a 
breach,  and  building  bridges  for  the  affaults,  during  which 
time  the  befieged  kept  up  a  terrible  fire.  At  length,  on  the 
ift  day  of  November f  every  thing  being  in  readinefs  for  a 
general  aflault,  baron  iArfch  retired  to  the  citadel.  Tending 
notice  to  the  marfhal,  that  he  left  the  town  to  his  difcretion,. 
and  2000  Tick  and  wounded  he  was  forced  to  lea\'e  behind. 
Villars^  having  taken  poflelliQn  of  the  city,  began  his  ap- 
proaches againft  the  citadel ;  and  puflied  them  fo  vigoroufly, 
that  the  baron  furrendered  on  the  26th  by  capitulation,  after 
lie  had  fent  a  courier  to  prince  Eugene^  and  found  he  could 
cxpeft  no  relief.  By  the  reduftion  of  Friburgh,  Villars  bad 
the  honour  of  reftoring  the  military  reputation  of  France^ 
pf  terminating  the  war,  and  of  concluding  peace  with  tha 
emperor,  by  a  treaty  figned  with  prince  Eugene  at  Rqfiadt. 
!rhls  was  perhaps  the  firft  time  that  two  oppofite  generals 
quitted  the  field,  to  negociate  in  the  namjss  of  their  fovereigns. 
But,  before  we  come  to  the  particulars  of  the  treaty,  it  will 
iie  neceflary  to  relate  the  tranfaftions  in  Catahnia^  where 
the  emperor  ftill  maintained  an  army. 

Count  Staremberg  had  kept  Gironne  clofely  blocked  wp^ff^j^  ** 
from  the  month*  of  0£lober^  the  preceding  year.  He  was  ^F^*^- 
now  forced  to  retire,  on  advice  that  marfhal  Berwick  was  ^^^*  ** 
tn  fi\ll  march  to  give  him  battle.  Philip's  general  had  al- 
ready pafled  the  Ter^  which  obliged  Staremberg  to  retreat 
with  fo  much  precipitation,  that  he  left  behind  a  pact  of  his 
artillery,  feveral  Ipaded  waggons,  and  great  ftore  of  provi- 
fion  and  ammunition.  He  had  loft  near  2000  men  during 
the  blockade ;  and  the  arms  of  the  imperialifts  were  not  more 
fortunate  in  Spain  than  in  Germany.  Berwick's  fudden  ap- 
proach made  the  enemy  evacuate  Cervera,  and  excited  a 
pmmotion  in  Barcelona  in  favour  of  the  catholic  king.  So 
Fjolently  were  the  people  fet  againft  the  houfe  of  j^uftria, 
that  the  emprefs,  who  ftill  continued  here,  found  it  neceflary 
to  her  fecurity  to  introduce,  feveral  more  regiments  into  the 
^,  l^or  could  this  terrify  the  mutineers  ;  cries  were  heard 
]a  $:he  night,  alarms  given,  Philip's  ftandards  erefted,  and 
pafquinades  fixed  on  the  palace ;  but  the  arrival  of  an  Eng^ 
6Jb  fqna^jon  quieted  the  people.  The  emprefs  then  de*^ 
clared  to  the  magiftrates,  mat  the  circumftances  of  ^agkirs 
obliged  his  imperial  majefty  to  renounce  bis  preteniions  to^ 
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l!tit  S^ani/h  monarchy.     This  declaration  prpduccd  a  ttt«» 

mqlt;  the  Cataionians,   ever  inconftant,  fncWcnly  dropped 

tbe'ir  refentment  againft  the  houfe  of  Atifiria^  and  were  now 

ds  eager  for  the  ftay  of  the  Germans  as  they  were  aUtdebc* 

fore  for  their  departure ;    nor  could  the  fedition  be  ap* 

|>eafed  but  by  menaces  of  iatrodncing  the  French  and  Spa* 

nijb  troops  *.

give  then-  confent  to  the  prefent  agreement.     Afterwards  %hH 
peace  with  the  emperor  was  proclaimed  at  Paris ^  on  jth^ 
19th  day  of  J^rii.     Thus  Lewis,  by  his  conftancy  and  p^r* 
ieveraoce^  obtained  conditions,  after  numberlefs  defeats  m4 
misfortunes;  more  favourable  than  ftwne  years  before  he  ,coul4 
jH'ocure,  after  a  rapid  courfe  of  the  moft  brilliant  vidorie$ 
recorded  in  hiftoiy.    It  will  appear,  indeed,  from  comparing 
the  treaties  of  Utrecht  and  g^ick,  that  not  a  fiiigle  acqui- 
fidoa  was  made  by  any  of  the  parties,  _  in  confeqtieflce  rf  4 
Wdioas  war  which  had  almoft  defokted  Eufope^  and  fix*  4 
fcies  of  years  fubjefted  it  to  every  kind  of  calamity.     As  wg 
jjropofe  conduding  the  French  hiftory  with  the  death  of 
temis  XIV.  it  niay  be  Agreeable  to  the  reader  that  we  takis 
I  concife  furvey  of  the  (jivil  policy  of  a  reign,  in  which  fci* 
caceand  arts  met  with  the  utmoft  encouragement,  and  thi^ 
human  mind 'was  culdv-ated  to  the  higheft  degree  of  p^* 
leftion.

Coniainhg  a  Survey  of  the  civil  Policy  of  FrancCi  iU 
Progrefs  of  Arts  and  Scienccf^  during  the  Reign  of 
,  ^  Licwis  XIV. 

THE  feign  of  Levjis  the  Great  efifefted  a  total  revolution 
in  the  arts,  genius,  manners,  and  civil   policy,  of  the 
Trench  ifiation.     For  nine  centuries  before  this  jera,  Framt 
was  funk  in  barbarifm,  and  rent  with  factions  and  civil  wars ; 
the  laws,  the  language,  and  the  manners,  were  ever  fluftu- 
ating  :  the  nobility  were  refigned  to  floth,  except  when  they 
were  engaged  in  war  againft  the  fovereign  ;  the  clergy  were 
immerfed  in  ignorance  and  fuperftition ;  and  the  people,  over* 
whelmed  with  wretchednefs  and  poverty,  were  groaning  unde^ 
the  weight  of  opprefEod.  The  politics  of  Richelieu  and  Mata* 
r/n^ broke  the  ftubborn  infolenceof  the  nobility,  and  fixed'their 
dependence  on  the  crown :  this  was  th^  firft  ftep  towards 
the '  aggrandizement  of  France,     The  regal  authority  had 
been  almoft  annihilated  ;  each  of  the  nobility  aflumed  a  fove- 
ireign  authority,  were  tyrants  within  their  jurifdiftions,  and 
paid  only  the  mere  tribute  of  homage  to  the  fovereign  :  even 
this  \vas  frequently  refufed.     France^  as  we  have  fecn^  was 
parcelled  out  into  fiefs,  the  laws  were  feudal,  and  the  whok 
kingdom  governed  rather  as  one  immenfe  fief,  than  as  a  mdn* 
archy.     The  fword  alone  was  infuffident  to  work  the  neccf- 
fary  alteration  ;  the  manners,  the  habits,  and  the  prejudices, 
of  the  people,  muft  be  changed.     This  was  what  Lewis  XIV. 
and  his  able  minifters  boldly  attempted,    and  happily  ac- 
i^omplifiied.     It  was  by  enlightening  the  mind,  introdncing 
fcifence,   and  removing  that  dark  cloud  of  ignorance,  id 
which  the  greater  part  of  Europe  was  ftill  enveloped,  that 
thef<j  great  purpofes  were  effefted.  '   The  experimental  aca- 
demy at  Fkrence^  founded  by  Leopold de  Medicis,  and  the  royal 
fociety  in  Londen^  furniftied  the  French  king  with  the  idea 
of  a  philofophical  inftitution,  which  foon  became  an  incorpo- 
rated fociety  of  the  utmofl:  utility  lo  knowlege.     No  pains, 

f; '  no  expences,  were  fpared,  to  engage  perfons  eminent  in  fci- 

cnce  to  honour  the  new  academy  with  their  prcfence ;  Caf^ 

\  fini  was  brought  from  Italy ^  and  Haygens  from  Holland,  by 

the  offer  of  large  penfions  and  a  fine  philofophical  retreat. 
Darknefs  was  difpelled  from  the  human  mind,  and  jargon 
banifhed  the  fchools ;  the  philofophers  ftone  was  no  longer  the 
purfuit  of  naturalifts ;  nor  the  prediftion  of  future  events,  the 
jftudy  of  aflronomers.  Every  part  o£  knowlege  was  accurately 
-  .^       '  '       examined^ 
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examined,  and  thofe  particularly  which  regarded  thecbnvebi^ 
eocy  of  mankind,  the  interefts  of  fociety,  and  the  promoting 
of  commerce :  the  fchools  of  civil  law  Were  again  opened^ 
and  jprofeflbrs  of  French  law  e(labli(hed  in  all  the  univerfitie$ 
of  the  kingdom.  In  a  word,  the  fpirit  of  good  fenfe,  that 
now  prevailed,  deftroyed  infenfibly  thofe  filly  prejudices  and 
fuperftitious  notions  which  had  fo  long  enthralled  reafon,  and 
fettered  the  mind  in  (hackle?*  which  could  only  be  removed 
by  the  influence  of  fcience.  To  thcfe  flrft  dawnings  of  good 
fenfe,  Foltdire  skttrihxites  that  celebrated  declaration  of  Lewis^ 
prohibiting  the  tribunals  of  jufHce  from  receiving  informa- 
tions  of  witchcraft*  In  the  tcign  of  his  predeceflbr,  fuch 
an  ediA  might  have  produced  dangerous  confequehces  ;  now 
it  was  confidered  as  an  inftance  of  the  monarch's  good  fenfe 
and  humanity. 

France,  however,  hardly  kept  pace. with  fome  other  na-* 
tions  in  philofophy ;  that  the  people  made  any  progrefs,  was 
owiing  to  the  king  and  Colbert^  'who  n^er  failed  to  dfdg  me** 
rit  out  of  obfcurity,  and  modefty  to  the  exertion  of  talent. 
England  had  confiderably  the  ftart  of  the  French  in  geome- 
try, mechanics,  natural  philofophy,  and  aftronomy  ;  but  id 
eloquence,  in  polite  learning,  and  works  of  tafte,  the  latter 
may  be  confidered  as  the  legiflators  of  Europe.     England^ 
indeed,  produced  a  Spencer ^  a  Sidney^  a  ShakeJ^eare,  and  a 
Milton  i  but  tafte  y^aifo  far  f^dnl  becotnidg-  univerfal,  that 
the  merit  of  the  lofty  blind  bard  was  neglefted,  until  Mi*. 
Jddi/on's  critique  firft  difcovered  it  to  the  public  :  ftill  there 
are  fcholars  in  England,  who  pique  themfelves  on  afTerting, 
that  Milton  is  inflated,  harfti,  ftifF,  and  unnatural/  In  France^ 
poetry,  oratory,  and  the  eloquence  of  the  bar,  pulpit,  and 
hiftorian,  were  puflled  to  the  fummit  of  perfeftidn  under  th6 
aufpices  <>f  Lewis.     Comeille  and  Racine  gave  birth  to  fine 
poetry  ;    Bourdahue,   Boffhet,  Fenehn,  and  the  abbe  de  St* 
Real,  to  eloquence  and  hiftory.     Moliere  was  the  legiflator 
of  French  politencfs ;  the  archnefs  of  his  comic  mufe  ba- 
niihed  affeftation,  as  far  as  it  could  be  feparated  from  a 
lively  prefuming  people.     As  to  mufic,  painting,  fculpture> 
and  architefture;  they  were  in  the  wortib  at  the  acccflion  of 
Lewis  XlV* ;  it  was  the  obftetric  hand  of  Colbert  which 
brought  them  to  light.     The  fimplidty  and  exqulfite  taftc 
of  Sully  thctf  firft  charmed  the  ear ;  Colbert ^  the  Macenas  of 
all  the  arts,  laid  the  foundations  of  an  acs(demy  of  painting* 
a  fcfeool  that  has  produced  pieces  not  tinwof thy  of  a  Rd' 
phael  or  a  Titian.     The  fame  encouragement  ^as  given  to 
the  ftudy  of  architefture,  though  with  unequal  fuccefs.    As 
to  fculpture^  the  equeftriaa  fiatucj  of  tho  pr«fcnt  ni&ft:  Cbrii*

tita  kmg  at  Bwrdeaux^  the  tomb  of  car&iftl  RkbSmi.  » 
the  chapel  of  the  Sorbonne^  and  the  baths  of  jipoUo  «t  Kgr« 
^i&jy  are  proofs  of  the  progrefs  of  the  French  aatioa  m 
^    this  elegant  art. 

But  Colbert  did  not  confine  himfelf  to  the  cultnit  of  Ao 
mind  ^  to  render  a  kingdom  refpeftabk^  It  was  neoeffid^  to 
introduce  riches^  and,  to  perpetuate  die  feiidty  of  the  pop* 
pie,  eafe,  conveniency,  order,  and  indoftry,  were  vaUxfaifi^ 
lible.  Colbert  had  regard  to  each ;  he  bq^a  with  relieving 
the  fubjeA  from  the  burden  ci  oppreffive  taxics,  at  the  iame 
time  tbatjie  augmented  the  revenue  by  introdncjs^  rqgab* 
rity  and  oeconcxay.  All  the  great  roads  were  lerriled  and 
repaired,  and  the  canal  of  Languedac  formed,  merely  toaflift 
indalby.  The  year  1667  was  at  pace  the  epoch  of  Levns^ 
firft  laws  and  firft  conqnefts  ;  he  alone  poflTdlod  the  happy 
^t  of  making  foreign  victories  and  domefttc  policy  go  hand 
in  hand.  The  dvil  ordinance  appeared  firft  ;  then  the  flat 
tutes  of  manufaftnres,  the  criming  edi^  the  coQUBcrt 
cial  and  marine  codes.  His  ieverity  agaioft  dttelUag  pfoved 
inoft  beneficial  to  the  nation,  by  giving  a  check  to  the  xlk 
mains  of  barbarifm  and  ignorance,  which  allowed,  that 
right,  innocence,  and  opinio,  Should  be  adjudged  bj  ibreogdi 
of  arm. 

In  a  former  volume  of  this  work,  the  reader  will  fiod  an 
cxplidt  account  of  the  rife  and  >prQgre(s  of  the  French  EeH 
India  company  ;  about  the  £uiie  time  a  company  was  formed 
to  traffick  to  the  fVi^  Indies.    The  encouragemeot  ^ven  to 
both  was  nearly  equal ;  not  fo  thdr  fuccefs.    Frequent  bank^ 
ruptcies,  in  defpite  of  the  afliftance  of  the  governffleof,  10^ 
terrupted  the  progrefs  of  the  former,  while  the  latter  Bovt^ 
riihed  beyond  the  moft  fanguine  expd!hidon*  The  king  fiir« 
niihed  a  tenth  of  the  l^efi  India  ftock^  he  granted  a  bounty 
of  thirty  franks  pertqa  upon  exportation,  fenroaio^rta- 
tion,  and  five  livres  fierton  on  every  vefiel  built  in  the  ports 
of  the  kii^dom^     All  this  was  owing  to  the  public  ipirit  of 
Colbert ;  yet  did  that  great  mipifler  la^ur  for  the  nngratefuL 
A  clamour  was  raifed  ^gaioft  his  adminiftradon :  theie  new. 
isftablifhments  were  condemned  %  becaufe  they  were  not  un* 
derftood ;  they  were  termed  ided,  becaufe  they  exceeded  the 
narrow  comprebenfions  of  iballow  polidcians.    But  the  phi^ 
iofophical  fpirit  excited  by  Colbert  in  France  zt  leagfh  cor^^ 
re<5ted  the  vulgar  prejudices;    the  people  were  forced  to 
acknowlege,  that  with  all  the  ceconomy,  correftnefs,  and  re» 
gttlarity  cdf  &//^'s  judgment,  be  poflefled  the  moft  ekteft^ 
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flv^tdMSy  i  g^$  for  iaxptovemeatB,  preyed,  and  th^ 
imft  ufefiil  emliihmenes.  Hils,  however,  is  an  honour 
iffmii^oBif  to  his  nemoty ;  the  body  of  that  great  iniai<- 
Aer,  after  hisdotth,  hairdly  efcajped  being  torn  in  piecet  by 
ttenflrflitiltitttd^ 

To  «9c6^ftge  iadddty,  and  render  the  lungdom  popidoo^ 
fi0M  perfuaded  the  king  to  encoorage  marriages  in  the 
^pf^iAtecBy  by  essempdng  all  thofe  who  Ihould  marry  at  f 
«tiiiii«ge  from  trying  tajses  for  the  fpace  of  five  yeais^    - 
Cveh  Ais  iiioll^  popular  of  aH  inftltutlons  had  its  oppofen^ 
tta^tit  proceeded  from  Co&eft.    It  was  likewife  an  «• 
edIesQt  itguktion.of  the  fame  minifter,  that  every  father  dF 
t'fafimly  of  ten  children  fhould  for  ^  be  eacempttfd  from 
tn!e$9  bedatife  the  labo;m-  of  his  ^rnlly  contributed  mote  to 
tte  ftate  than  the  taxes  he  would  have  paid.    In  (hort^ 
i^ry  year  df  Colhtfs  admmiftration  Was  diAinguifhed  1^ 
hint  wholibme  ordonnance,  fome  ufeful  eftablimment  zmi 
iffl^^ment.    SiBcs  were  manufactured  in  different  parts^^f 
thelEingdom,  and  fine  broad-^dofhs  made  at  JbbevilUf  the 
*lng  aAranclng  2000  fivrcs,  befides  other  gratifications,  to 
tiie  manttfefttrter  for  every  Joom  he  employed.    The  car* 
prfts  of  7ur^  arid  Perjta  were  rivalled  in  the  Sav&nnerie^  aid 
tte  tapeftries  of  Flamlers  were  equalled  at  the  Ggbelins ;  in 
ASgn  and  pattern  they  were  fuperior.    In  a  word,  laces; 
lloAens,  ftheglaflfes,  earthen-wares,  and  all  the  variety  of 
w^  iijantrfaatures,  *were  diligendy  cultivated,  and  rapidly 
irttained,  in  perfc^on  ;  and  this  ought  Co  be  lUIed  the  zg^    . 
nororfy  of  improvement,  but  of  creation. 

MiLiirA^Y  improyiements  were  not  neglofted.;  every  daf 
IdtfbducdS'  fbme  neW  manoeuvre  ot^  weapon.  Lewis  firft 
armed  mufqy^ts  with  baydnets,  ind  rendered  infantry  im- 
^penetr^le.  To  this  monarch  pofterity  owes  the  proper  ufe 
of  artiBcry :  he  ipftituted  academies  for  this  purpofe  at 
'liaaay  and  Mvtz ;  and  the  rCghneilt  of  artillery  was  at  laft^ 
fays  Ftfkniu,  filled  with  officers  who  were  almoft  all  capable 
trf  cottdo^g  a  fiege.  He  likewife  formed  a  regiment  of  . 
bombardiers,  and  ancnher  of  huf&rs.  Companies  of  cadets 
were  maintained  in  raoft  of  the  fronfier  towns,  where  they 
were- taught  geoitietry,  drawing,  and  the  military  eXercifes. 
To  encourage  merit,  the  order  of  St.  Lewis  was  eflabiifhed  ; 
and  to  ftidter  die  infirm,  wounded,  and  decrepid  veteran^ 
the  hospital  for  invalids  was  founded.  To  thefe  regulations 
Lev^is  orwed  the  ftrength,  the  un|on,  and  the  fpirit,  of  his 
&rcc».  "Officers  and  foldiers  were  aftuatcd  equally  by  mo'f 
^es  of  intcrdVaixd  gloiy  to  the  ^fchargo  01  thdr  duty^ 
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iMvois  Was  the  fpring  of  military  changes ;  {bmetkuKS  in* 
deed,  he  abafed  the  power  lodged  in  his  ha^ds,  by  prefer 
ring  intereft  and  confanguinity  to  merit ;  in  genei^<  the  good 
of  Us  country  and  the  king's  honour  prevailed. 

L£Wis  was  not  more  remifs  in  fettling  his  marine  on  i 
refpeAable  footing.    The  increafe  of  commerce  and  oavi- 

gtion  formed  a  feminary  for  failors ;  and  h^  fleets,  in  return, 
lurcd  and  promoted  trade.  The  civil  wars,  and  the  policy 
of  Mazarine,  fuffercd  the  French  navy  to^  fall  into  dcay. 
When  Colbert  came  to  the  adminiAration,  all  the  ports  ia 
France  ifFord'ed  but  a  few  crazy  worm-eaten  veflels.  Even 
bUtfore  the  talents  of  this  minifler  had  been  diAinguifliedi 
the  king  himfelf  perceived  the  neceility  of  a  marine.  On  his 
accef&on  he  made  fome  eflays  towards  railing  the  maritime 
powef  of  his  kingdom ;  and  as  early  as  the  third  year  of 
his  governnient^  we  read  of  a  French  fquadron  making  coor 
quefts  on  the  coaft  of  Africa*  In  the  year  1 6^6j  France  had 
fiitty  (hips  of  war  in  her  harbours.  Thefe  were  gloriouf 
clTorts/and  fach  as  enabled  Lewis  to  difpute, with  the  mailers 
of  the  ocean,  that  fuperiority  they  cHmed.  His  adminls 
were  ordered  not  to  pay  the  ufual  homage  of  lowering  the 
flag  to  the  Englijb.  Charles  lid.  and  his  council  vainly  in- 
filled on  this  prerogative ;  their  neceffities  were  forced  to 
yield  to  the  firmnefs  of  the  Chriftian  king :  a  Britifi  mon- 
arch, more  tenacious  of  his  honour,  would,  however,  hare 
greatly  embarraflfed  Lewis.  In  virtue  of  the  folemn  pr^e- 
clency  granted  a  few  years  before,  France  maintained  hci* 
naval  fuperiority  over  Spain,  while  fhe  infilled  on  equality 
with  England.  The  Spaniards  were  forced  to  lower  the 
flag  tb  the  king's  (hips  ;  and  the  French  refufcd  to  acknow* 
lege  that  homage  demanded  by  the  Englijb. 

Nothing  could  exceed  the  induftry  and  fjririt  with  which 
the  French  court  puftied  the  marine.  The  failors  of  thtf 
merchantmen  and  royal  navy  were  regiftered,  and  found  to 
exceed  60,000  men.  Every  year  the  number  was  increafing ) 
and  in  the  year  1681,  France  had  a  fleet  of  :zoo  fail  <rf  piett 
of  war,  exclufive  of  fmaller  veflels^  and  30  gallies  in  the 
port  of  Toulon,  which  might  Toon  be  equipped  for  aftion.  In 
a  word,  166,000  men  were  clafled  for  the  various  fervices  of 
the  navy ;  1000  young  gendemen  of  family  performed  duty 
on  hoard,  and  were  inftrufted  in  the  art  of  navigation  ;  thqf 
were  in  the  marine,  what  the  cadets  were  In  the  army  5  the 
port  of  Rochefort  was  formed,  councils  for  building  (hips 
in  the  moft  advantageous  manner  were  eftabliflied  la  the 
feveiatjports  \  aiid  five  marline  arfenals  were  erofted  at  7bzf/o«f 
'  ■  Duniirk, 
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Dunkirk,  Bavre,  Mre/t,  and  Rochefort  (A).  To  give  di^ty 
to  the  navy,  m^rdchal^  of  France  were  aippolnted  to  die  fe* 
iibrvke;  and  the  favours  of  the  inonarch  indtfctimiaately 
difpenfed  among  the  fea  and  knd  <]Kicers.  Before  die  re^ 
of  LewU  XIV.  mUitary  honour  was  confined  to  the  bnd  fer*' 
rice;  the  noKEty  never  thought  of  I'eaping  laureb  on  the 
oQ^an.  The  fruits  of  this  fpirit  c^  emulation  were  foon  per^* 
ceived.  France^  the  moft  fjpeble  maritime  power  m  EuropSf 
became  fbrmtdable  to  England  znA  Holland  \  her  iGkets  often 
triumphed  over  the  joint  fquadrOns  of  the  fovereigns  of  the 
fea ;  and  her  power  might  bave  been  of  longer  duration,  had 
not  a  miftaken  order  from  court  obliged  the  gallant  Tourvilb 
to  hazard  the  fortune  of  France  at  La  Hbgue.  Here  a  feverc 
blow  was  fudainedy  to  which  all  applications  have  proved- 
inadequate.  '  The  marine  lingered,  and  only  faint  gl^ms  i^} 
its  former  "vigour  ever  fince  appeared  :  they  wfere  esttinguiflied 
almoft  as  foon  as  Vifible.  Now  the  difeafe  feems  to  have* 
touched  the  vital  parts,  and  even  the  fuccefs  of  a  Colberfs 
art  would  be  very  dubious. 

With  refpeft  to  a  marine,  we  have  feen  France  ftruggling' 
with  extreme  difficulties  when  ColbeH  was  called  to  the  helm, 
fixhanfted  and  opprefled  with  civil  and  fordgn  wars,  the  fub- 
jeft  was  fqucezed ;  yet  the  revenues  of  the  crown  did  not 
exceed '70  millions  of  livres,  at  27  livres  to  theinark;  at 
his  death  they  rofe  to  1 17  millions,  by  which  Lewis  XIV. 
was  richer  than  his  great  grandfon  with  ago  millions,  allow- 
ing for  the  difference  of  fpecie.-  Cdlbert  was  the  firft  jninifler 
who  fhidied  and  underftood  the  cooiftitution  of  the  finances  ;

at  ^O'per  cent.  The  difcafe  now  proceeded  without  jcndc^*' 
vonrs  to  retrain  its  progrefs  ;.and  JL^wtV,  notwitbft'andiiig  he 
treated  upon  an  equality  with  the  confederates  at  VirHhtj  and 
gave  law  to  the  emperpr  »x  Rnji^d^y  \dt  at  bis  death  a  debt 
of  two  thou&sld  fi&-h«fi^wd  millions  of  iiyres,  at  a8  i«VT4» 
to  the  mark.  . 


We  (haU  (rWe  this  review  of  tke  oslebnftdh  r^Ign  * V 
Iruiir  jCLVr  with  a  few  remarkfi  oa  the  coodufl  he  ob* 
(erved  towards  the  dergy.    tn  all  the  couatrkft  in  Eur^, 
where  the  catholic  religioa  preraiU,  it  has  been  found  diffioilt 
/  to  retrain  the  sunbitioa  of  ecdeiiaflks,  without  leflemng 
^t  reverence  and  refpedt»  without  which  the  (acred  foa^Uon 
woiifd  prodiice  do  efieA  oa  morals,,  and  the  cbnrch  vfoM 
prpve  a  mere  inanimate  esuurefceocy  on  the  ftate.  No  priaQe 
piew  better  than  Leivis  how  to  mbjcfl  the  clergy  to  the 
civS  power,  without  dimiidihiog  thrir  dignity,  and  oblige 
them  to  contrUNite  to  the  neceffities^of  goverame&t,  while  He 
preferve4  Adr  privileges  inviolate.    Stabihrf^  ilioderatio% 
delicacy,  and  Sovereign  authority,  were  all  neceflary  ;  Lswis 
would  ailiune  thefe  at  pleafure.     He  always  roentiaDed  the 
right  of  appealing  to  the  parliament,  in  which  he  attained  an 
undifputed  authority,  from  the  decrees  of  ecclefiaAial  courts, 
whenever  fuch  decrees  afieAed  the  royal  prerogative.  Thus 
he  frequently  fupported  the  national  privileges  againft  the 
clerical  ambition,  and  maintained  the  right  of  the  CaUican 
church  againft  the  ufurpation  of  the  pontiffs.    In  this  he  was 
cohfidered  fometimes  as  the  enemy,  fomedmes  as  the  pro- 
teAor,  of  the  church  :  Lewis  was  indifierent  by  which  name 
he  pafled,  provided  he  was  fure  that  his  caufe  was  popular. 
His  right  of  enjoying  the  revenues  of  bifhoprics,  and  dif- 
pofing  of  the  dependent  benefices  during  the  vacancy  of  the 
cpifcopal  chair,  was  once  difputed  by  the  two  moft  eminent 
and  virtuous  prelates  in  France.     Lewis  exerted  his  prero* 
gative,  and  the  prelates  thundered  out  excommunications. 
They  engaged  the  pope  in  their  quarrel,  and  the  king  dif*    - 
r^arding  both,  feized  their  temporalities,  and  confirmed  his 
authority.     The  conduft  of  Lewis  towards  the  Hugonots  i% 
not  to  he  defended ;  policy  and  religion  vigoroufly  oppofed 
fo  crnel  a  perfecution.     Colbert  percdved  and  turned  the 
(beam  of  fanaticiiin  in  the  Cevennes  to  the  good  of  the  pubi 
lie ;  his  fucceflbrs,  as  well  as  thofe  who  preceded  him  in  the 
adbniniftration,  took  a  different  courfe.    France  vfzs  depopu- 
lated, and  England  and  Holland  filled  with  ingenious  artizans, 
Thetrut  his,  Lewises  difpofition  was  foured  with  etfclefi- 
aftical  difputes ;  Calvinifis,^  Jan/eni/is,  and  !^ietijts,  had  in 
their  turns  difturbed  the  government ;  he  defired  uniformity 
la  relipon,  for  the  fake  of  peace ;  but  unlrappily  purfuedi 
Iftqalure^  produftive  only  of  eternal  war  and  bloodfhed, 

JFuoJi  this  general  view  it  appears  what  changes  were 
made  during  this  reign  in  the  kingdom.  Lewis  foui^  France 
(ttvided  with  faAi<^nS|  the  bws  neglected,  induilryextinguifh<* 

cd, 
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ed,  tHe  fmahces  difordered,  commerce  almofl  tinknown,  arts 
and  fciaiccs  plunged  in  obfcurhy,  and  the  whole  nation  a 
fc6ne  of  confufion,  intrigue,  poverty,  and  oppreffion.  He 
mboliflied  that  fpirit  of  rebelUon  which  had  poffefRd  the  na- 
tion, rendering  the  ftate  one  regular  and  confiftent  body; 
he  reformed  aiS  improved  the  laws ;  he  introduced  induftry, 
promoted  commerce,  cherilhed  and  cultivated  fcience ;  he 
'  infafed  difFerent  morals,  gave  birth  to  politenefs  £ind  tafte,  and 
was  the  founder  of  that  degance  of  fentiment,  that  fplendor 
of  luxuryj;  dud  refinement  of  underftandihg,  for  which 
France  has  ever  fince  been  diftinguifhed  and  imitated.  In  a 
word,  with  all  the  faults  confequent  on  ambition,  Lewis  was 
the  moft  magnificent,  munificentj  and  fplendid  prince  of  hh 
tge  and  country.

Ibe  Hijiory  of  Italy. 

THE  ambition  and  conqucfts  of  the  Lombards,  together  Italy  >*• 
with  the  negligence  of  the  emperors  of  the  Eaft,  hav-  ^iueiilfy  tbt 
ipg  obliged  the  popes  to  have  recourfe  to  the  kings  of  the  Franks, 
ir^w^i  for  proteftion,  Charlemagne,  after  taking  Deftderius  A.Xy^jj^* 
their  king  prifoner,  and  reducing  Pavia,  their  capital,  caufed  Charle- 
himfelf  to  be  crowned  king  of  Italy,  at  Monza,  by  the  arch-  magnc 
bifliop  of  Milan ;  and  having  confirmed  to  the  popes  the  ^J^f^^^d 
dominions  firft  granted  to  them  by  his  father  Pepin,  he  re-  ^'^ 
ceived  the  allegiance  of  the  reft  of  Lombardy,  which  included  ^  ^* 
not  only  Piedmont^  the  Milanefe,  the  Mantuan,  the  territory 
of  Genoa^  Parma,  Modena,  Tufcany,  and  Bologna,  but  alfo 
the  dukedoms  of  Fritdi,  Spoleto,  and  Benevento,  which  laft 
comprehended  the  greateft  part  of  the  prefent  kingdom  of 
Naples f  and,  on  account  of  its  extent,  was  called  Longobardia    ^ 
Minor. 

Charlemagne  having  thus  conquered  all  Italy,  except-  i 

ijig  fome  of  the  fouthern  provinces,  which  ftill  continued 
under  the  dominion  of  the  emperor  at  ConJlantinopU,  he  re- 
turned to  France,  taking  Defiderius  with  him  a  prifoner,  who, 
according  to  Blondus  *,  was  baniftied  to  Liege ;  but  others 
fay  he  was  confined  in  the  monaftery  of  Corbie.     Upon  the  The  Lova^ 
departure  of  Charles,  the  dukes  of  Friidi,  Spoleto,  and  Bene-  bards  re- 
vento,  who  had  fubmitted  to  the  Franks  only  becaufe  thtyvoU,  but 
were  not  able  to  refift  them,  revolted  from  their  allegiance,  ^^^  again 
and  declared  themfelves  fovereigns  in  their  territories  *>;  hut^'duceilbj^ 
Charlemagne,    who  was  then  engaged  in  a  war  with  the  ^harle- 
^axons,  being  informed  of  their  rebellion  by  pope  Adrian,  ^^^^^^ 
marched,  though  in  the  middle  of  winter,  with  his  army      ^^ 
into  Italy,  and  having  defeated  Rotgand,  duke  of  Friuli, 
>vhom    he  afterwards  beheaded,   by  this    viftory  ftopped 
the  progrefs  of  the  revolt,  and  forced  the  dukes  of  Spoleto 
and  Benevento  to  a  fubmiifion.     As  they  had  not  openly  ap- 
peared  in  arms,  he  continued  them  in  their  dukedoms,  and 
,    contented  himfelf  with -a  renewal  of  their  allegiance;  but 
he  added  the  cities  of  the  dukedom  of  Friuli  to  his  kingdom, 
and  gave  the  commapd  of  them  to  Franks  and  Aujlrajians. 

Charles  having  thus  fettled  the  affairs  of  Italy,  returned 
to  France,  and  was  engaged  tlie  three  following  years  in  re* 
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ducing  the  Saxons,  and  oppoflng  the  Saracens  la  Spain ; 
but  hearing  that  the  Lombards  threatened  to  revolt  in  favour 
of  Adalgife,  the  fon  of  their  former  king  Defidcritis,  .whom 
they  expefted  with  a  fleet  and  army  from  Confiantinople,  he 
refolved  ag^n  to  Tifit  Italy ;  and  taking  his  wife  Hildegardf, 
and  his  two  youngeft  fons,  along  with  him^  he  arrived  at 
JiLD.ySo.Pavia  2thovLt Chrifimas  ^     Soon  after  he  called «i  affembly 
^  of  the  dates,  both  cler^  and  laity,  alid  with  then*  'advice 
publiftied  a  body  of  iaws>  which  are  flail  extant,  for  the 
punifhment  of  murder^  robbery,  and  perjury,  aiid  to  regu- 
late the  fuperiority  of  lords  over  their  vaflais.     After  the 
publicadon  of  tfaefe  laws^  he  dlfmifled  the  aflembly,  and 
continued  his  journiey  to  Rome^  being  rcceired  with  many 
honours  by  all  the  dties  through  which  he  palled.    At 
Eome  pope  Adrian  was  no  lefs  lollicitbus  to    receive  hiffli 
im  a  royal  manner :  Charles  defiring  both  lus  fons  to  be 
crowned,  the  eldeft  of  them  was  baptized  by  the  name  of 
Pepin^  aad  the  day  following  bring  Bqfler  Sunday  y  they  were 
both  crowned  by  the  pope,  Pepin  being  declared  king  of 
Lombardyy  and  Leiuit  king  rf  kqtniain  K    This  ceremony 
being  over,  Charles  quitt^  Rome,  and  caufcd  his  fon  Pepin 
Be  crowned  ^  ^  ^sitk  crowned  at  Monza^  with  the  iron  crown,  by  the 
J^ing  9f      archbiihop  of  Milan  \  and  leaving  him  in  /ftify,  with  a  go- 
vernor, and  the  officers  neceflary  for  his  houlhold,.  he  him- 
felf  returned  to  Germany ,  to  be  prcfent  at  the  diet  at  Worm. 
The  firft  years  of  the  reign  of  Pepin  were  remarkable  for 
theu"  tranquility,  and  for  the  many  falutary  laws  which  were 
then  pabtilhed  :  but  this  calm  was  food  mterrupted  by  the 
intrigues  of  the  emprefe  Irene  \  who  being  jealous  of  the 
growkig  power  of  Charlemagne^  and  difpleafed  to  fee  the 
Franks  mailers  of  Italy ,  refolved  tagive  affiftance  to  Adci^ 
fffe,  to  enable  him  to»  recover  his  father's  kingdom  :  for . 
this  purpofe  flie  conduded  a  fecret  treaty  with  Arechis  duke 
of  BeneventOy  and  Tajfilhn  duke  of  Bavaria^  both  brothers 
in  law  to  Adalgife,  who  promifed  to.  take  arms  in  his  favour, 
as  foon  as  he  appeared  itt  Italy  With  an  army  of  Greeks^ 
Charlemagne  being  informed  of  this  league  by  the  pope,  im* 
mediately  marched  with  his  army  over  the  Alps^  and  arrived 
at  Florence,  where  he  celebrated  his  Chrijfhnas,  and  ordered 
the  city,  which  had  been -ruined  by  Tatila,  king  of  the  Goths^ 
IP  be  rebuilt.     From  Florence  he  marched  ta  R&me,  aid  was 
there  met  by  Romuald,  the  eldeft  fon  of  Ar^chis,  who  wa« 
fent  by  his  father  to  beg  for  a  peace  ;  but  Charles,  by  the 
advice  of  the  pope,  refufing  his  requeft;  detained  RmtraiK 
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and  marching  ^ith  his  army  into  Cdtnpaniaf  took  Ao 
'  city  of  Capua.  Arechis  being  informed  of  the  taking  of 
CafaiAf  quitted  Senevento,  and  retired  to  SaUmo,  upon  the  , 
^a  coaAy  from  whence  he  fent  a.  fecond  embafly  to  Charles ^ 
fuing  for  peace,  which  was  granted  him,  upon  condition  of 
paying  a  yearly  tribute  to  Pepin^  of  delivering  up  his  treafure, 
and  of  giving  his  fecond  foa  Grmoald  and  his  daughter  j^de- 
le^a^  as  boftages  for  his. fidelity  ^  Arechis  did  not  long 
furvive  this  peace,  but  di^  the  ^t/^i^  following,  and  his 
eldeft  fon. being  lilcewife.dead,  Charlemagne  fent  Grhnoald 
from  France^  who  was  received  by  the  Beneventans  with  the 
utmoft  demonftradons  of  joy. 

Charlemagne,  upon  his  return  to  Germany^  refolved 
to  puinih  the  revolt  of  Tajftlhriy   and  ordered  an  army 
.  of  Franks  and  Saxons  to  aflemble  at  the  Danube^  while  he 
himlclf  with    another  body  marched  to  the    river  Lech^ 
and  his  fen  Pepin^  with  an  Italian  army,  marched  into  the 
Trentine.     TaJfiAon  finding  himfelf  futrounded,  came  and 
fobmitted  to  Charles,  who  pardoned  him  upon  his  renewing 
his  atlegiance,  and  giving  his  fon  Theodon^  and  twelve  other 
perfoos  as  hoftages :  but  the  year  following,  being  accufed 
by  the  diet  of  having  invited  the  Himns  to  invade  the 
Franks,  in  confequence  of  his  league  with  Atechi^  and  Irene, 
he  was  condemned  to  be  (hut  up  in  a  cbyfter  the  reft  of  his 
life,  with  his  fon  Theodoru     The  Hunns,  who  had  been  fol-  7^/Hunns 
Hdted  by  TaJ/itton,  raifed  two  armies,  and  this  year,  accord-  in<tfaile 
ing  to  their  promife,  invaded  Germany ,  and  Friuli ;  but  were  Germany 
defeated  in  both  countries,  and  obliged  to  return  to  Pannonia  afidhz]y, 
with  great  lofs-  ^«/«r^ 

While  Pepin  wzs  engaged  in  oppofing  the  Hunns,  ^^^f'^^'^^e^ 
was  informed  by  GrimoaU,  prince  of  Benevento,  that  the  ^*     ^ 
Creeks  intended  to  invade  Italy,  in  favour  of  Addglfe,  be- 
Kmlt  Charkmagne  Kad  refufed  to  give  his  daughter  to  Con-^

wealth  he  found  there  to  Charlemagne,  The  ftme  year  Pepin 
likewife  invaded  Hungary,  and  having  driven  the  enemy  be- 
yond'the  Thyffe,  and  enriched  his  army  with  fpoil,  he  aft^r- 
irards  went  to.^ix  la  Chapetle,  and  returned  the  beginning 
of  the  next  year  to  Italy,  where  he  was  foon  after  informs; 
that  Irene  had  caufed  her  fon  Conjlantine  to  be  imprifon«P^ 
and  hi^  ^s  to  be  put  out,  by  which  he  died  three  days 
after. 

The  following  year  great  difturbanccs  happened  at  Rome,  Popg  Leo 
a  confpiracy  having  been  formed  agalnft  the  pope  by  fome  //  afaulted 
^xlations  of  Adrian,  who  ,were  offended  at  his  promotion,  in  Rome, 
The  confpirators  having  formed  their  plot,  attacked  the  pope  and  obliged 
in  the  church  of  St.  Stephen,  on  St.  George's  day,  as  he  was  to/eikpro^ 
preparing  to  jcelebrate  the  fervice  for  that  faint ;  and  having  pf '^7  ^ 
thrown  him  down,   they  ftripped  him*  of  his  robes,  and  ^^*"^- 
wounded  him  in  feveral  places  ;  after  which  they  thrull  him,  A^ff  70 
half  dead,    into  the  monaftery  of  St.  Erafmus,  under  a     '     '^^* 
ibong  guard  :  but  Akuin,  one  of  the  domcftics  of  Leo,  hav- 
ing found  means  to  deceive  the  guard,  brought  his  mafter 
from  thence  at  night,  and  condufted  him  to  the  church  of 
Bt.  Peter.     In  the  mean  time  the  news  of  the  afiault  being 
carried  to  Vinigifes  the  duke  of  Spoleto,  who  had  fucceeded 
Hildebrand,  he  haftened  to  Rome  with  an  army,  and  brought 
the  pope  fafe  to  SpoUto,  from  whence  he  went  to  Germany, 
where  he  was  received  with  great  honour  hy. -Charleinagne, 
and  after  flaying  fome  months  was  fent  back  to  Rome,  with 
an  honourable  eicort  of  «nobks  and  bllhops  ^. 
'  CHARLBMAGNE,being  afraid  left  the  faftion  that  oppofed  Charlt- 
Leo  might  apply  to  the  emperor  for  proteftion,  refolved  to  magnc 

2ttiet  the  difturbances  at  Rojne  in  perfon ;  therefore  having  marches 
tded  the  affairs  of  Germany^  in  the  beginning  of  autumn  intoltsiji 
he  marqhed  into  Italy  ;  but  before  he  proceeded  to  Rome,  he       ^*^* 
went  to  Tarfatz  in  Illyricum,  where  he  punifbed  the  mur- 
derers of  Henry  duke  of  Friuli,  who  had  been  affaffinated 
in  that  city  the  year  before.    Having  appointed  Cadolachus,^ 
duke  of  Friuli,  he  marched  from  thence  to  Ancona,  where 
he  fent  Pepin  with  part  of  his  army  againft  Grimoald,  who 
had  again  revolted,  while'  he  himfelf  went  to  Rome,  to  de- 
termine the  caufe  of  Leo.     On  the  day  appointed  for  the* 
trial,  the  biftiqps  refufipg  to  judge  their  fuperior,  the  pope 
deared  himfelf,  t>y  fwearing  upon  the  gofpels  that  he  was 
aot  guilty  of  the  crimes  laid  to  his  ch^ge.    The  pope,  after

of  emperor  of  the  Romans,  on  ChriftnkU'dayt  when  he  had 
entered  the  Vatican  church,  and  was  kneeling  at  the  altar,  tbe

About  the  middle  of  j4prU,  he  kft 
Roine,  and  having  given  audience  to  the  Perfian  ambaffiujbr 
near  Vercelli,  he  palled  the  Alj^s  and  returned  to  Germany. 
In  the  mean  time  the  war  in  the  duchy  of  Bemveni^  iras 
'    carried  on  with  various  fuccefs;  though  Pepin  had  taken  and

The  following  year  the  war  betwixt  Pt^  and  the  Ven^-  j  ^^^  ^^, 
tians  was  carried  on  with  great  vigour ;  Pepint  according  to  fwixt 
Shndus  \  being  offended  that  the  yenetians,  on  account  of  Pepin  anJ 
their  comanerce,  had  renewed  their  alliance  with  Nicephorus,  tbi  Vene^ 
Che  eaAern  emperor,  without  his  knowl^,  refolved  to  attack  tians. 
them  by  fea  and  land ;  though  other  writers  affirm,  that 
Pepin  undertodc  this  war  at  the  defire  of  his  father,  with  a 
deiign  of  reftoring>  ^Atf/^iW  and  VaUntine,   the  baniihed 
dukes  «•     Whatever  was  the  occafioo  cf  the  war»  the  ifliie 
<^  it  was  not  favourable  to  Pipint  who  having  aflemfaled 
his  forces  at  Rav^nrui,  embarked  his  troops,  and  immediately 
took  Br^ndulum^  Clodi^,  PaUftrina^  and  Albiohy  and  from 
thence  ikHed  to  Metamats^um,  which  was  then  the  refidence 
of  the  dakes^     The  inbabi^ats  of  this  city  being  aflonifhed 
at  the  xiapid  progrefs  of  the  enemy,  quitted  their  habita* 
tioos,  ^ad  pm^ag  their  efieAs  on  board  their  boats,  they 
retii-^id  to  t^  Uizuds^ialu  and  Olivfda,  which  were  proteded 
froni  the  ^tack  of  great  ve&h  by  the  fhaUowne^  of  the 
water  ^-ound  thenk  Pepin  finding  nothing  but  empty  faoufes 
at  Metamaucum^  and  bddg  informed  whidier  the  Vemtiaax 
had  retired,  be  reiblved  to  attack  thofe  iflands ;  but  as  they 
were^nsMxeil^ble  to  his  fhips,  he  ailembled  all  the  boats  he 
could  ft*oja  the  neighbouring  rivers,  and  .addii^  fome  rafts, 
jp^t  his  men  on  board,  and  fent  them  forwards.    The  rafts 
being  rowed  by  tise  boats,  advanced  pretty  nigh  the  iflands, 
bat  upon  the  ebbing  of  the  tide,  the  Venetians  fallying  out 
10  litde  (kiiTs,  cut  £e  rafts  from  Uie  boats,  many  of  whic4i 
ihey  funk  and  deftroyed,  while  thofe  in  the  rafts  trufting 
10  the  (haUowsefs  of  the  water,  leapt  overboard  and  were 
drowned.     Pepin  being  thus  fhain^ully  defeated,   retired 
with  the  regains  of  his  army  to  Ravenna,  from  vd^ence  he 
went  to  Mi^  where  he  foon  after  died,  in  the  flower  of  ?tf  invest 
his  ^e,  kaving  behind  him  only  one  natural  fon,  named      8 to. 
Bernard,  and  five  daughtera,  whom  Charlemagne  caufed  to 
h^  educated  in  his  palace  as  his  own.

turned  their  arms  againft  Corjica  and  Sardinia,  •  but  were  al- 
nioft  entirely  cut  off  in  Sardinia,  very  few  of  them  efcaping 
Grimoald  to  Spain  and  Africa,     This  fame  year  likewife,   Grmoald, 
fuhmitt      prince  of  Benevento,  concluded  a  peace  with  the  emperor; 
and  be-      confenting  to  pay  a  yearly  tribute  of  27000  crowlis  of  gold  ^. 
lomes  trt'  Notwithftanding  the  great  lofs  the  Saracens  had  fuftained  in 
A  D^8i2  ^^^^^^^^^  ^^^  o^x^  year  they  invaded  Corjica ;  but  in  their  re- 
*  turn  to  Spain,  were  attacked  at  fea  by  Ermengariusy  gover- 
nor of  Majorca  for  the  king  of  Italy,  who  took  eight  of 
their  ihips,  and  recovered  five  hundred  chriftiaa  captives. 
To  indemnify  themfelves  for  this  lols,  they  failed  to  Gvvta 
Vecchia,  which  they  took  and  plundered ;  and  afterwards 
landing  in  Provence;  they  attacked  and  plundered  7V«:^  ;  but 
in  their  return  landing  upon  Sardinia,  -they  were  defeated 
Lewis  is    ^^^  repulfed  to  their  (hips,  fevcral  of  which  they  loft.  The 
crtywned    weftem  empire  at  this  time   enjoying  a  profound  peace, 
emperor,     Charlemagne,  affefted  with  the  lofs  of  his  two  fons  Charles 
and  Ecr-    and  Pepin,  knt  for  his  only  furviving  fon  Lewis  king  of 
n^rd  Jquitain,    and  declaring  him  his  heir,  caufed  him  to  be 

cronvned  crowned  emperor  at  Aix  la  Chapelle ;  at  the  fame  time  he 
^^''g  ^f  ordered  Bernard,  who  was  in  Italy,  to  be  crowned  king  at 
Italy,  at  Monza,  by  the  archbifhof  of  Milan,  Charlemagne  did  n6t 
*^^g  ^*-  not  long  furvive  this  ceremony/  but  being  attacked  with  a 
Gharle-  ^'^^^^  which  turned*  to  a  pleurify,  he  died  on 'the  28th  of 
xnaene'  January,  in  the  70th  year  of  his  age.  Upon  the  news  of 
^;>/,  and  ^^  death  of  Charlemagne,  Lewis  left  Aquitain,  and  repaired 
isfucceedid^o  ^i^  '^  Chapelle,  where  he  was  met  by  Bernard,  king  of' 
bj  Lewis.  Italy,  and  the  ambaflTadors  of  Leo  emperor  of  Conftantinoplef 
who  renewed  the  treaty  that  had  been  concluded  with  his 
father.    He  confirmed  likewife  the.  peace  with  Grimoald^

The  Romans,  who  had  ever  haAan  averfion  to  pope  Leo, 
being  ii^ormed  of  the  death  of  Charlemagne^  his  proteftor, 
again  began  to  oppofe  his  authority,  and  feveral  of  the  nobles 
conf{nred  his  death  ;  which  plot  being  difcovered  to  Leo,  he 
fazed  the  confpirators,  and  ordered  them  to  be  put  to  death. 
A  complaint  beibg  made  to  Lewis  of  this  proceeding  of  the 
pope,  he  fent  his  nephew  Bernardy  who  was  ftill  with  Wm, 
into  Italy ^  to  enquire  into  the  difturbance  at  {tome,  Bernard, 
upon  his  arrival  at  Rome,  having  enquired  into  the  diforders, 
fent  an  accotint  of  the  whole  to  Lewis,  along  with  the 
ambafladors  of  Leo,  'who  fatisficd  the  emperor  concerning  ' 
the  falfe  accufations  of  their  matter.     Leo  dying  the  year  Stephen 
following,  was  fucceeded  by  Stephen  IV.  who  immediately  IV.  fuc- 
after  his  cleftion  ordered  the  Romans  to  take  the  oath  of  eetds  Leo, 
allegiance  to  Lewis ;  and  two  months  afterwards  went  him-.^*^*''*^*"'*' 
felf  into  Germany,  attended  by  Bernard,  where  he  was  re-  '^^  f^* 
ceived  with  great  refpeft  by  the  emperor  P,  whom  he  crown-  ^^^'^^^^^ 
)edat  Rheims,  together  with  his  queen  Hermingarde.  Stephen  ^^'q,^ 
returning  to  Rome,  died  foon  after,  and  was  fucceeded  by     '    ' 
Pa/cal,  who  immediately  fent  an  cmbafly  to  the  emperor; 
excufing  himfelf  for  aflbming  that  dignity  before  he  had 
acquainted  him.     Lewis  admitting  of  his  excufe,  renewed 
the  grant  of  his  father  and  grandfather  in  favour  of  the  fee 
of  Rome;  and  having  called  a  very  full  aflembly  of  the  flates 
at  Aix  la  Chapelle,  with  their  approbation  caufed  his  eldeft 
fon  Lotharius  to  be  crowned  emperor,  Pepin  his  fecond  fon 
king  of  Aquitain,  and  Lewis  king  of  Bavaria.   . 

Bernard,  king  of  Italy,  wYio  had  begun  to  afpire  to  Bernard 
the  empire,,  to  which  he  drought  he  had  the  preferable  revolts  a^ 
right,  as  his  father  Pepin  was  the  elder  brother  of  Lewis,  g^njl  the 
being  informed  of  this  divifion  of  the  empire,  by  which  he  '^pfror, 
was    Confequently  ex<:luded,   revoked  from  the  emperor,^^' '''^^^ 
and  having  fortified  the  paiTes  of  the  Alps,  made  all  the  ^y  ^'^S' 
cities  of  Italy  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  him.     Lewis  v!*^!^ 
no  fooner  was  acquainted  with  the  proceedings  of  Bernard,   "  y^' 
but  he  raifeda  great  army,  and  advanced  with  it  towards         '' 
Italy,  which  news  fo  confounded  the  confpirators,  that  they 
quitted,  the  part  of  Bernard,  who  finding  himfelf  abandoned 
by  thofc  who  promiAsd  to  alfifl  him,  refolved  to  have  re* 
courfe  to  the  emperor's  clemency,  and  accordingly  went  and 
threw  himfelf  at  his  uncle's  feet,  acknowleging  tis  crimen 
and  makmg  a  full  confeffion  of  the  confpiracy.   Lewis,  who

junflion  with  the  emperor  againft  Und^uius,  who  headed 

the  rebellious  Huniu.    Hairiag  rav^ed  Pamt^nia,  the  em^ 

pcror  returned  to  Jix,  and  Bal<kric  led  his  army  back  into 

Jtafyy  after  reducing  Carnioh  and  Carinthiet  9. 

The  year  after,  Vviig^e  dnke  of  S^elet^  refigping  Wj! 
principality,  and  taking  on  the  monafiick  h^bit,  Sufpoc(y^v^ 
of  Brefcm  fncceeded  him,  as  he  had  left  no  male  iflne.    h% 
the  nobles  in  Lomhardy  were  committing  a  great  many  iA'> 
orders,  Lotkarius  was  fcnt  into  Italy ^  received  there  with 
great  joy  by  the  people,  and  crowned  at  M^nza  by  the  arch^ 
Lotharius  biihop  of  Mdam  j  and  the  Eajier  following  being  invited  (0 
crowned     Rsme^  be  was  there  crowned  by  the  pope  king  of  Italy ^  vA 
gmperor  at  afterwards  emperor,     item^was  at  this  time  greatly  divided 
Rome ;     by  two  oppofite  factions ;  the  one  endeavouring  to  fuppprt 
AJ>.823-.  the  pope's  authority,  the  other  that  of  the  empejpor ;  there- 
fore Lotharius  returned  to  Pavia^  with  the  defign  of  afl&ia- 
bling  fome  troops,  to  fupprefe  the  infolenee  of  the  oppoCw 
faftion  ;  hut  his  affair^  calling  him  into  Germar^,  he  wcDt 
to  his  father's  court  at  Franlfort^  and  fent  jidelardcomt  of 
the  palace,  and  Mauringus  count  of  Brefcta^  to  put  a  ftop 
to  the  difordcrs  at  Rome  r.    Before  their  arrival,  TheoiDref 
a  dean,  and  Lep  his  fon-in-Iaw,  a  nomenclator,  having  beep 
feized  for  preaching  up  obedience  to  the  emperor,  had  their 
eyes  put  out,  and  were  afterwanfe  put  to  death,  by  order^ 
as  it  was  fuppoded,   of  the  pope  himfidf.     The  emperor 
Lewisy  difpleafed  with  this  proceeding,  immediately  fcnt  cam" 
mii&oncrs  to  Rome  to  enquire  into  the  atfair;  but  before

they  fet  out,  ambafladors  arrived  from  the  pope,  who  di{^ 
claimed  their  mailer's  having  any  concern  in  the  murder* 
Pafcal,  in  the  mean  time,  harving  aflcmbled  the  bilhops  in  the  ; 
neighbourhood,  in  their  prefence  cleared  himfelf  from  the 
accufation,  by  (wearing  that  he  was  not  guilty ;  but  he  like* 
wife  declared  the  two  perfons  deceafed  to  have  been  lawfully 
put  to  death  as  traitors  to  their  country,  and  therefore  ab- 
solved tho(e  who  had  committed  the  murder.  The  em- 
peror's conuaiflaries  upon  their  arrival,  not  being  able  to 
coavift  the  murderers,  Leviis  refted  fetisfied  with  the  excufcs 
of  the  pope  s,  who  dying  the  year  following,  occcafioaed  by 
his  death  frefh  difturbances  at  Rome^  where  two  were  chofea 
to  fucceed  him  ;  but  Eugenius  being  fupported  by  the  nobles, 
obtained  confecration,  tho'  in  a  tumultuous  manner.  Lewu 
being  informed  of  thefe  new  diforders,  fent  his  fon  Lotharius 
into  Italy ^  to  fettle  the  affairs  of  that  kingdom  with  the 
pope. 

LoTHARiuis,  upon  his  arrival  in  Itafy^  appointed  Adehrd 
count  of  the  palace,  duke  of  Spcleto^  in  the  room  of  Suppo,, 
lately  deceafed ;  but  Adehrd  dying  five  months  afterwai^s, 
that   dukedom  was  conferred  upon   Mauringus  count  dl 
Brefcia,  who  furvived  his  inveftiture  only  a  few  days  ;  LO'  be  pun  an 
tharius  afterwards  proceeding  to  R<me^  fctded  the  ajfiairs  oi  end  to  the 
that  city  in  conjun^ion  with  the  pope ;  and  having  reftored  tumultt 
thofe  who  daring  the  late  difturbances  had  been  deprived  of  ^»^  ^^M^ 
their  pofleffipns,  he  publiflied  feveral  new  law^,  efpecially  ^''"'! 
one  relating  to  the  elcftion  of  the  popes,  by  which  ft  was  ^T'L^'P* 
ordained,  that  the  confecration  of  the  pope,  for  the  future,  ^5* 

fiiould  always  be  in  the  prefence  of  the  king,  or  of  his  am^ 
jbafladors  ^.  The  affairs  at  Rome  being  thus  fettJled,  L#/Aa- 
rius  returned  to  Germany^  being  jealous  of  the  afcendancy 
which  the  emprefs  Judith  had  over  her  hufband,  who  had 
already  promifed  to  alter  the  former  partition  of  his  domini- 
ons, in  favour  cS.  her  infent  fon  Charles^  and  by  that  means 
excited  his  three  eldeft  fons  to  cabal  againft  his  government. 
In  the  mean  time  pope  Eugenius  dying,  Valentine  was  chofen 
in  his  room,  who  fcarcely  enjoyed  the  papal  dignity  a  month, 
and  was  fucceeded  by  Gregory  IV. ;  but  as  the  emperor  had 
no  embafTador'in  Rome^  his  confecration  was  defei*red  till 
the  arrival  of  one,  who  enquired  into  the  elcftion,  before 
they  proceeded  to  the  ceremony  of  the  confecration  ".  Lo^ 
tharius\  who  had  ftill  continued  at  the  emperor's  court,  be- 
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ing  at  laft  offended,  that  J/iemain,Rhetia,  and  a  part  cSByr^ 
gundy  (B),  w-as  given  to  Charles,  with  the  title  of  king,  he 
complained  loudly  of  this  partition,  and  fct  oat  for  Italy  : 
hie  two  brothers  Lev;is  and  Pepin  retired  likewife  to  thdr 
own  dominions,  equally  difTatisfied  with  the  proceedtegs  of 
the  emperor.     In  the  mean  time,  the  emprefs  having  tumpd 
out  thofc  bifhops  and  lords  who  oppofcd  her  fchehies,  ftp- 
plied  their  places  with  her  own  partifans,  and  prcTalled  with 
the  emperor  to  truft  the  adnliniftration  of  the  empire  to 
Bernard  count  rf  Barcelona^  who  was  fuppofed  to  be  hcf 
gallant.    Thefe  proceedings,   far  from   ftrengthening  her 
caufe,  fcrved  only  to  fpirit  up  the  malecontents  to  an  open 
rebellion  ;  and  the  nobles,  and  many  of  the  biftiops,  having 
entered  into  a  confpiracy,  they  addreiled  themfelves  to  Pepin 
king  of  j4quitainy  complaining,  that  the  empef  or  neglcfted 
all  the  care  erf"  the  empire,  and  trufled  the  adniioiftration  of 
affairs  to  Bernard^  who  being  engaged  in  an  intrigue  witk 
the  emprefs,  deiigned  not  only  to  deftroy  the  emperor,  but 
likewife  to  cut  off  his  fons,  that  he  himfelf  might  fucceed  to 
the  throne ;  that  therefore  it  was  his  duty  to  undertake  the 
proteftion  of  the  empire,  and  redrefe  the  grierances  which 
'   • /?  r^^^  father's  bad  adminiftration  had  introduced  w.     Pefnn, 
*<^*'*-^      fond  of  the  preference  which  the  malecontents  had  (hewn, 
AJoTio  ^y  chufing  him  for  their  chief,  willingly  entered  into  their 
^  'meafures;  and  aflembling  anarmy^marched  to  ri?r^^rrV,with 
dcfign   to  feize  the  emprefs  and  Bernard.     The  emperor, 
aftoniihed  at  the  news  of  this  rebellion,  fent  Bernard  to 
his  government  in   Catalonia,  and  defired   Judith  to  take 
fanftuary  in  a  monaftery,  while  he  himfelf  went  with  a  fmaU 
army  to  Compeigne,    Pepin  with  his  army  advancing  into  the 
neighbourhood  of   Compeigne;  commanded   Judith    to   be 
brought  out  of  the  monaftery  whither  flie  had  fled,   and 
ordered  her,  as  ihe  valued  her  life,  to  go  and  perfuade  her 
huiband  to  become  a  monk.    Judith  being  thus  allowed  to 
fpeak  in  private  with  the  emperor,  perfuaded  him  to  feem 
confenting  to  what  the  rebels  defired  ;  and  returning  to  their 
camp,  they  obliged  her  to  take  the  veil  in  the  abbey  of  St. 
Radegond.

the  jnakcoatents  ;  he  therefore,  upon  his  ai^rival,  a/Turned  a^f^  ^* 
fcperiorityj  in  wiiich  he  wa$  fupport;ed  by  the  chief  of  the  ^////^*. 
makcontents,  who  declared  for  him  as  heir  to  the  empire,  5^^^^  ^*'' 
and  already  crowned  by  the  pope.     This  behaviour  of  the  " 
malecontents  was  far  from  being  acceptable  to  Pepin^  who 
quilted  Compeigney  and  retired  to  his  own  kingdom.     In  the 
mean  tioae  Lotharius  having  feized  the  emperor,  treated  him 
with  great  refpeft,  but  retained  the  power  of  government 
in  ^  own  hands  ;  and  having  feized  Herbert y  brother  of 
count  Bernard^  he  ordered  his  eyes  to  be  put  out,  notwith- 
ftahding  the  interceflion  of  the  emperor,   whom  he  now 
tru(bd  to  the  guard,  of  fome  monks,  adviiing  them  to  pre- 
vail with  him  to  quit*  the  world.     The  monks,  far  from 
^ffifting  the.  deilgas  of  Lotharius ^  advifed  the  emperor  to 
take  courage,  and  promifed  to  affift,  him  to  the  utmoft  in 
recovering  his  dignity.  One  of  them,  more  enterprifing  than 
the  reft,  under  a  pretence  of  religion,  got  leave  to  withdraw, 
and  going  to  Pepin  and  Lewis,  he  prevailed  with  them  to 
.    undertake  the  proteftion  of  their  father,  by  promifing  them 
an  enlargement  of  territory ;  he  likewife  prevailed  with  a 
great  many  bifliops  and  counts  of  the  empire  to  return  to    ^ 
their  allegiance.     The  party  of  the  emperor  being  now  fu-  7*^^  ^^^^. 
perior'  to  the  malecontents,  a  diet  was  appointed  at  Alme-  ror  nco- 
gueh^  which  was  frequented  by  great  numbers  from  6'^r- «y/ri /^iV 
-many  and  France*  Lewis  finding  himfelf  well  fupported,  be-  autUrity 
gan  again  to  refume  his  authority,  and  deprived  the  abbot  «^  ^^^ 
Hilduin  of  his  abbeys,  becaufe,  contrary  to  his  command,  ^^ff^^fy^ 
he  came  to  the  diet  with  an  armed  force.     This,  and  other  ^^®®* 
inftanqes'  of  firmnefs  in  the  emperor,  difconcerted  the  male-  8^^^*^ 
contents,  who  feeing  Lewis  furrounded  with  his  friends, 
among  whom  were  Lewis  and  Pepin  his  fons,  began  to  be 
anxious  about  their  own  fafety,  and  confulted  with  Lotharius 
what  was  beft  to  be  done  ;  but  the  emperor  fending  for  him, 
laid  before  him  in  an  affectionate  though  ferious  manner  the 
heinoufnefs  of  his  crime,  and  advifed  him  to  fubmit  volunta- 
rily to  a  power  which  he  might  perceive  was  gieatly  fuperior    " 
to  his.     Lotharius,  touched  with  the  affe6lionate  reproof  of 
his  father,  threw  himfelf  at  his  feet,  and  alked  pardon,  which 
was  freely  granted  by  the  emperor.     The  rebels,  impatient 
at  the  delay  of  Lotharius,  and  thinking  him  detained  a  pri- 
foner,  ran  to  arms,  aod  determined  to  hazard  all  upon  an 
♦engagement.    But  the  emperor  and  l^otharius  appearing,  and 
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declaring  that  thqr  'were  reconcUed,  the  face  of  matters  was 
quickly  changed,  and  the  chief  malecontents  being  feized^ 
peace  was  again  reftored  to  the  empire.  Lotharitis,  though 
he  was  pardoned  by  his  father,  yet  was  deprived  of  the  tide 
of  emperor,  and  all  the  fubjefts  of  the  empire  ablblved  from 
their  all^iance  to  him  ^  he  was  likewife  cbliged  to  prcunife 
npoa  oath,  never  to  undertake  any  thing  againft  the  em- 

£ire  :  on  thefe  conditions  he  was  aUowed  to  return  to  Itsfy. 
[otwithftanding  thefe  precautions,  the  peace  was  rf  a  very 
again  re'  (hort  continuance,  for  Bernard  count  of  Barcelona^  upon  his 
bel  againft  return  to  court,  finding  that  he  was  not  again  to  be  trufted 
him.  with  the  adminlfhation,  and  that  he  had  loft  the  favour  of 

A. 0.832.  the  enlipreis,   retired  to  his  government,  but  in  his. way 
flopped  at  Jquitairty  where  he  engaged  Pefin  in  a  new  coo- 
fpiracy  a^nft  his  father.    The  emperor,  who  had  &nt  for 
Pepin  to  court,  fufpefting  by  his  delay  that  he  was  medi- 
tating a  revolt,  appointed  a  general  diet  at  Opleans,  and  or* 
dered  his  three  fons  to  be  prefent.     But  he  was  fbon  after 
furprifed  with  the  news«  that  his  fon  Levjir  of  Bavaria  was^ 
again  in  arms  ;  therefore  quitting  his  defign  of  coavc^ng  t 
diet,  he  immediately  aflembled  an  army,  and  marched  agaiml 
his  rebel  fon,  who  finding  himfelf  unable  to  refift  the  cm- 
Lewis  /      P^^°^>  ^^^^  ^°^  fubmitted ;   and  upon  fwearing  that  he 
pardoned'  ^^"^^  never  again  fwerve  from  his  duty,  he  obtained  bis 
pardon.     Lotharius^  though  he  was  fufpefted  of  being  con- 
cerned in  this  confpiracy  *,  yet,  as  he  faw  it  flifled  in  the 
very  beginning,  came  to  his  father  at  Franlfort^  and  af- 
fured  him,  that  he  had  no  part  in  the  revolt  of  his  brother. 
His  fubmiffion  being  accepted,  the  emperor  marched  againft 
Pepin^  who  ha4  refufed  to  appear  at  the  diet  which  was 
held  at  Orleans  in  September ^  and  was  now  in  arms.    Pepin 
being  fummoned  to  appear  before  his  father,  on  pain  of  be- 
ing difinherited,  thought  proper  to  fubmit,  as  he  had  not 
forces  fufficient  to  oppofe  the  army  of  the  emperor.     On  , 
his  arrival  be  was  made  prifoner,  and  conduced  under  a 
guard  to  Triers  i  but  making  his  efcape  on  the  road,  he 
pofted  into  his  own  kingdom,  where  aflembling  fome  troop$» 
he  harrafled  the  army  of  the  emperor  in  its  return  to  Aix 
%ut  Aqui-  Id  Chapelle.     This  behaviour  fo  exafperated  his  fiither,  that 
tain  is  ta^  he  at  laft  yielded  to  the  follicitatlons  of  Judith^  and  di£n- 
ktnfrom     heriting  Pepin^  gave  his  kingdom  to  her  fon  Charles.

fetTT  ^  Lotharius  found  no  effcft  frpm  lier  promifcs,  he  Lotharios 
publicly  cfpoufed  the  caufe  of  Pepin ;  and  having  raifed  an  i»or£6es 
Army  in  Italy y  he  even  prevailed  with  the  pope  to  accom-/''^^^*v 
pany  him  into  (7^rw^i«y.     Having  entered  yllface^  and  being'*"'*** 
ioineil  by  his  brothers,  with  their  forces,  he  every  where  !!^|^*]j^ 
pablllhed,  that  the  pope  had  efpoufed  his  caufe,  and  was^^^^^^^ 
,  come  to  excommunicate  his  father.     This  report,  though  it  A.D.Sit. 
had  great    influence  on  the  common  people,   and  feveral 
bifliops   of  low  extraftion,  yet  ferved  only  to  attach  the  , 
grcateft  part  of  the  bifliops  of  Germany  and  France  to  the*, 
emperor,  who  wrote  to  the  pope,  that  if  he  came  to  excom- 
municate, he  would  be  excommunicated  himfelf.     Gregory 
feplicd  in  a  high  ftile,  and  affirmed,  that  he  only  came  into 
Germany  as  a  mediator  b«twixt  the  emperor  and  his  fons  ; 
ficverthclefs,  he  ftill  continued  in  the  army  of  Lotharius  7. 
In  the  mean  time  the  emperor  having  raifed  an  army,  march- 
ed againft  the  rebels,  who  were  encamped  betwixt  Bajil  and 
Coknar.    When  he  came  within  view  of  their  camp,  the  pope 
with  his  retinue  came  over  to  his  army,  where,  according 
to  Pafcdfe  Radberty  he  continued  three  days  ;  but  his  medi-^ 
ation  being-  unfuccefsful  with  the  emperor,  he  returned  to 
Litharius,  who,  in  the  mean  dme,  is  faid  to  have  debauched 
the  Ibldiers  of  his  father,  fo  that  the  night  following  almoft 
the  whole  army  deferted  to  the  rebels.  .  Lewis  finding  him* 
felf  abandoned  by  bis  friends,  furrendcred  to  Lotharius,  on 
condition  of  his  Kfe  and  liberty ;  btit  he  was  no  foonei;  in 
his  f6n*s  camp,  than  he  was  made  a  prifoner,  and  in  a  tu- 
lQ[itiltuous  aflembly  depofed ;  the  pope,  protefting  againft  the 
proceeding,  returned  to  Italy  *.      Lotharius  hzy'ing  called  an 
aflembly  at  Compeigne,  was  there  declared  emperor,  and  his 
fether  condemned  by  the  bifliops  to  do  public  penance  j  after 
which  he  was  confined  td  a  very  ftrift  imprifonment  *.

/Ln"ft"'     ^^^  return,  far  from  putting  his  kingdom  in  a  pofture  of 
A*D.835.  defence  againft  the  infidels,  feized  upon  many  places  belong- 
ing to  the  fee  of  Romcy  under  pretence  that  they  were  part 
of  his  kingdom  of  Lombardy,     Pope  Gregory  complaining  to 
LothariuSy  without  receiving  any  fatisfaftion,  fent  an  embaffy 
to  the  emperor,  who  being  difpleafed  with  his  fon's  proceed- 
ings, ordered  him  to  defift,  and  likewife  to  prepare  for  his 
reception,  as  he  propofed  foon  to  make  a  journey  into  Italy* 
Two  years  afterwards,  Pepin  king  of  Jquitnm  dying,  io- 
tharius  was  fent  for  from  Italy:  the  whole  empire,  ex- 
cepting Bavaria^  being  divided  into  two  lots,  he  had  the 
one,  and  the  other  was  conferred  upon  his  half  brother 
Charles  y  who  was  warmly  recommended  to  his   proteftion, 
both  by  the  emperor  and  emprefs.     After  this  partition,  hh 
tharius  returned  to  Italy y  where  he  continued  till  the  death 
of  the  emperor,  which  he  was  no  fooner  inforihed  of,  than 
he  aflembled  an  army  and  marched  into  France,  where  be 
Lotliarius  was  acknowleged  as   emperor:  but  not  fatisfied  with  this 
jucceeds  to  dignity,  and  the  doniinions  left  to  him  by  his  father,  he 
iheemfire.  quickly  began  to  ufurp  thofe  of  his  brother,  who  thercupcMi 
entered  into  an  alliance  againft  him :  joining  their  ioxc^^ 
they  engaged  his  army  near  Fontenay ;  and  after,  an  obftinate 
difpute,  ia  which  a  hundred  thoufand  men  are  faid  to  have 
fallen  on  both  fides,  they  obtained  a  complete  viftory,  and 
forced  Lotharius  .to  retire  to  Lyons  and  Vienna.     In  confc- 
quence  of  this  viftory,  the  two  brothers  made  themfclves 
mafters  of  Aujlrafia  and  Burgundy ;  and  to  fecure  their  con- 
quefts,  called  an  affembly  6f  the  biftiops,  in  which  Lotha'^ 
rius  was  declared  to  have  forfeited  his  kingdom,  which  was 
Jfinfil      divided  betwixt  Lewis  and  Charles.

His  brothers  reflcfting 
that  they  only  he^l  their  territories  from  the  good-wJl  of  the 
people,  confented  to  his  demands,  and  a  congrefs  being  held 
at  CoblentZy  the  empire  was  at  laft  divided  among  the  three 
brothers,  in  which  partition,  all  that  is  fituated  betwixt  the 
Rhine^nd  the  Sch^ld,  all  the  countries  fituated  on  the  Moffef 
and  the  provinces  on  both  fides  the  Rhine,  fell  to  the  (hare 
of  Lotharius,  together  with  the  kingdom  of  Aafy,  and  the 
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tide  of  emperor.    All  beyond  the  Rhiru  was  ceded  to  Lewis f 
who  took  the  title  of  king  of  Germany  ;  and  Charks  had  the 
third,  dirffion,  with  the  title  of  king  of  France. 
:  The  ioViomng'^tas  Lotharius  being  engaged  in  fettling  Lodiariu$ 
the  afF^rs  of  Germany^  appointed  his  eldcft  fon  Lewis  king  declares 
cf  Italy ;  and  bring  informed  that  Sergius  II.  who  fucceeded  ^'^  eldej    ' 
Gregory  IV.  had  been  confecrated  without  waititig  for  his-^*  Lcwit 
CMfirmadon,  he  fent  his  fon  with  an  army  into  Italy ^  to  be  ^^^i  ^      ' 
crowned  in  that  kingdom ;  and  defired  his  uncle  Drogo^  ^l:  ^ 
bilhop  of  Metz^  to  accompany  him.     Drogo  had  orders  to     '    *  ^^^* 
aflemble  at  Rome  thearchbifliops  of  Milan  and  Ravenna^  and  a$ 
mznj  Italian  bifhops  as  he  could,  to  examine  into  the  ele^ioa 
of  Sergius.    The  pope,  that  he  might  avert  the  threatening^ 
ftonn,  received  young  Lewis  with  extraordinary  honours,. 
and  waited  for  him  upon  the  head  of  the  fteps  of  1^/.  Peter^s . 
church,  the  doors  of  which  were  fhut  by  his  orders.    After 
Lewis  had  been  introduced  to  the  pope,  and  ki/Ted  his  foot, 
Sergius  told  him,  that,  if  he  came  for  the  good  of  the  church, 
the  doors  (hould  immediately  be  opened,  but  if  otherwife, 
he  (hould  have  no  accefs.     Lewis  declaring  that  he  came- 
with  a  pure  intention  for  the  church's  welfare,  after  the 
example  of  his  father  and  grand-father,   the  doors  were 
thereupon  opened,  and  the  pope  and  he  entering  the  church,- 
performed  their  devotions  together  K    This  declaration  of 
Lewisy  however,  did  not  prevent  Drogo  and  the  other  bifhops 
from  enquiring  into  the  eleftion  of  Sergius ^  which  they  ap* 
proved  of,  but  condemned  as  a  precedent ;  and  to  prevent 
the  imperial  right  from  being  infringed  for  the  future,  they 
ordained,  that  the  popes  fhould  not  be  confecrated  beforef 
^ey  were  confirmed  by  the  emperor.     The  day  after  this  ^^^  >^ 
regulation,  Lewis  was  crowned  by  the  pope,  king  of  the  crowned h 
Lmbardst  and  the  Romans  afterwards  took  the  oaths  of  alle-  thfape  of 
g»Bce  to  the  emperor.   During  thcfe  tranfaftions,  the  army  Rome,

were  gr^itly  iocreafed  by  the  arrival  of  Sicono^hus,  prince 
of  J^nevento^,  with  another  army ;   but  that  prince,  after 
having  had  an  iinterview  with  Lewis,  concerning  the  prefent 
ftatc  of  his  aSkirs,  returned  to  Salerno^  and  Lewis  foon  after 
marched  with  his  army  to  Pavia  «.

A.D.85i.fore  had  aflbciated  him  into  the  empire.     During  hhf  ab- 
fence,  the  Saracens^  who  were  ftiU  m  pofleffion  of  Bari^ 
again  made  an  irruption  into  Jpulia^  CaktBrki^  and  the  duke- , 
dom  of  Benevento,  deftroying  all  licforc  them  with  fife  and 
fword.    The  Italians,  unable  to  defend  themfelres  from  fa 
barbarous  an  enemy,  fent  the  abbots  of  Monte  Caffinp  and 
St.  Vincint  into  Germany ,  to  reprefent  their  miferable  con- 
dition to  the  emperor,  and  to  beg  the  return  of  Lewis,  with 
an  army  to  proteft  them.     Lotharius  immediately  ordered 
Lewis  to  return  to  Italy ;  and  as  he  was  informed  that  the 
antient  difcipline  of  the  church,  eftabliihed  by  his  fetlier 
Lewis,  and  grandfather  CAar/pmog^^,  was  greatly  relaxed  of 
late  years,  be  defired  him,  as  foon  as  bis  al&irs  would  alkw, 
to  call  an  aflembly  of  the  nobles  and  biftiops,  to  enquire  inw 
the  diforders,  and  to  pu^  a  flop  to  them  by  new  laws;  lewis,

After  a  dffi- 
mjherf  a    %^^^  inquifition,  f hey  reported,  that  many  of  the  bUhopi 
new  edia  *^d  inferior  clergy   lived  unworthy  of  their   ftck&f^  f 
ispubliftf^  that,  partly  from  the  negleft  of  the  bifliops,  and  partly  fr^* 
td  regard'  the  careleflhefs  of  the  people,  preaching  was  greatly  dnuW  J 
ingihe      that  the  nobles  having  built  chapels  in  their  houfes,  negleft- 
^^D%       cd  to  attend  divine  fervice  in  the  churches ;  and  Hkewife  cm* 
*5J-      ployed  perfons  of  worthlefs  charaftcrs,  and  even  fome  that 
were  not  ordained,  to  oflSdate  as  thdr  chaplaiiw  ^.    This 
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report  bdng  given  in  to  the  king,  a  new  edift  was  publilhed 
on  the  4th  rf  February^  ordaining,  under  feverc  penalties, 
the  clergy  and  monks  to  live  according  to  the  laws  of  their 
infHtutions ;  that  aU  caufes  ihould  be  judged  according  to 
the  written  laws ;  and  courts  eftablUhed  for  that  purpoie  in 
proper  places,  whither  the  people  might  be  at  liberty  to  re- 
tort, without  any  moleftation. 

A  FEW  months  after  the  publication  of  this  edift,  the 
peace  of  Italy  was  like  to  be  difturbed  by  one  Daniel  mafier 
X>f  the  foldiers  at  Rome^  who,  upon  fome  difguft,  went  to 
Lrwis,  and  accufed  Crattan^  a  mafter  of  the  foldiers,  and 
fuperinfta  of  the  Roman  palace,  of  advUlng  the  Romans  to 
make  an  alliance  with  the  Greek  emperor,  and  to  expel  the 
Franks*      Lewis,  alarmed  at  this  information,  immediately 
went  to  Rome,  without  previoufly  acquainting  the  pope  of 
his  journey*    Being  received  in  a  refpcflful  manner  by  Leo, 
a  day  was  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  ai!air;  when  Cra^ 
tutn,  in  the  prefence  of  the  emperor  and  the  pope,  and  a 
fidl  aflembly  of  the  nobles  and  fenators  of  Ronut  proving 
himfelf  innocent  of  the  accufation,  even  by  the  accufer  him- 
felf,  Daniel  was  delivered  over  to  his  power,  according  to 
the  Roman  law,  and  Lewis  returned  fatisfied  to  Pavia  ^* 
X^  likewife,  in  juftification  of  himfelf,  wrote  to  Lotharius, 
profeffing  that  he  always  had;  and  ever  fliould  obferve  his 
cdifts,  and  thofe  of  his  anceftors ;  but  begged,  that  he  would 
allow  the  Romans  to  ufe  the  Roman  laws,  which  they  had 
always  .hitherto  obferved.     A  few  days  after  the  determi- 
nation of  this  affair,  ^0  died,  and  was  fucceeded  by  Bene* 
diSl  III.  who  immediately  fent  an  embaffy  to  the  emperors 
Lotbarius  and  Lewis,  informing  them    of  his    elcftion ; 
but  Lewis  J  being  offended  that  they  had  proceeded  to  the 
deftion  before  he  was  acquainted,  encouraged  the  deftion 
of  one  Anajiafiusy  whom  his  party  at  Rome  elefted  in  a 
tumultuous  manner,  and  placed  by  force  in  xScatLateran  pa- 
lace :  not  being  able  to  prevail  with  the  biihops  to  cbnfe- 
cx^xt  Anaftafius,  the  imperial  ainbafladors  at  laft  confented 
to  allow  Benedidl  to  enjoy  the  papal  dignity,  and  he  was  ac- 
cordingly confecrated  in  their  prefence  ». 

During  this  conteft  at  Romet  the  emperor  Lotbarius  The  em- 
died  in  Germany,    having  before  his  death  aflumed   tbe^wLo- 
monkiih  habit  in  the  monaftery  of  Prum,  and  made  a  divifion  tbarius 
of  his  dominions  among  his  three  fons,  by  which  divifion,  ^'»  ^*^ 
only  the  kingdom  of  Italy  and  the  title  of  emperor  was  ^'*''^  ^*^ 
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impire  M'  oi&gQed  to  Lewis^  all  on  this  fide  the  Jlps  being  divided 
<vtJr£i  a-     betwixt  Lotharius  and  Charles^    Though  Leivis  was  not  fa- 
mong  his    tisfied  with  this  partition,  yet.  as  he  knew  his  brothers  would 
tbnefont,  join  their  forces  to  prevent  him  from  making  any  conquefts 
in  their  dommions,  he  fubmitted,  without  oppoiition,  lo  the 
J  will  of  his  father,  and  applied  himfelf  to  the  adminillration 
of  the  government  of  Italy ^  making  prcigrefles  through  the 
great  cities  of  Lombardy^  and  enquiring  into  the  grievances 
^f  his  fubjefts.   He  went  the  following  year  with  his  em- 
prefs  to  Venice^  where  he  was  received  with  great  honours, 
and  confirmed  the  peace  fubfifting  with  that  republic.  While 
Lenvis  was  at  Venicey  count  Landoy  and  Landolphus  bifliop  of 
Ca^ua  or  Sicopolisy  changed  the  fituation  of  their  city,  and 
built  a  new  one  upon  the  river  Foltorno,  as  the  former  city 
had  been  greatly  ravaged  by  fires,  upon  account  of  its  high 
fituation.     The  papal  fee  foon  after  becoming  vacant  by  the 
death  of  Benedi^y  who  enjoyed  that  dignity  little  more  than 
two  years,  Lewis  immediately  repaired  to  Rome,  to  be  pre- 
fent  at  the  confecratlon  of  the  fucceeding  pope  ;  and  Nicolas 
being  elefted  with  great  unanimity,  was  accordingly  ^onfe- 
crated  in  the  prefence  of  the  emperor,  on  the  2 2d  of  j^iL 
A  few  days  after,  Nicolas  being  informed  that  the  emperor 
was  propofiug  to  return  to  Lombardyy  he  Came  out  to  vifit 
him  in  his  camp,  and  was  received  with  great  refpeft  by 
Lewisy  who  advanced  to  meet  him,  and  from  an  cxcefs  of 
complaifance  alighted,  and,  taking  hold  of  the  bridle  of  the 
pope's  horfe,  walked  in  that  manner  for  about  fifty  yards; 
which  ceremony,  whether  the  effeft  of  weaknefs  or  com- 
plaifance, was  turned  into  a    precedent  by  the  followiag 
popes.   •  The  year  after,  the  archbifhop  of  Ravenna  having 
been  depbfed  by  the  pope,  for  aflerting  his  independency, 
fled  for  proteftion  to  the  emperor,  who  wrote  to  Nicolas, 
defiring  him  to  call  an  aflembly  of  the  biftiops  to  decide  that 
caufe.     Accordingly,   the  patriarch  of  Cradifcia,    and  the 
bifhops  from   Campaniay  Tufciay   and  the  other  provinces, 
aflembling  at  Rome,  the  caufe  of  the  archbiftxop  was  tried, 
in  the  prefence  of  Lewis*s  ambafladors.     But  as  Lewis  had 
only  the  vain  title  6f  emperor,  without  the  power,  his  pro- 
teftion  was  but   of  fmall  account.     The   archbifhop  was 
obliged  to  acknowlege  his  error  before  he  was  reftored,  and 
likewife  ordered  to  appear  every  other  year  at  Romey  unlefs 
prevented  by  ficknefs,  or  abfolved  from  that  obligation  by 
.  .     the  pope. 
Lewis  After  the  determination  of  this  caufe,  Lewis  was  cn- 

maubis     gaged  in  a  new  war  with  the  Saracens,  who  were  ftill  in 
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pofleflion  of  Bari  ^.  Having  affembled  a  formidable  army,  he  agaiirfi 
marched  into  the  dukedom  of  Benevento,  where,  according  the  Sara- 
to  the  Greek  hiftorians,  the  emperor  Michael  ordered  a  body  ccns,  and 
of  auxiliaries  to  join  him.  Lewis ^  after  vifiting  the  monaflery  ^^fi^g" 
of  St.  Benedi&y  according  to  a  vow  by  which  he  had  engaged  ^^^i/g, 
himfelf,  marched  againft  Capua^  which  he  took,  and  in  a  A-*^«S°7* 
great  meafure  deftrojred ;  from  thence  he  advanced  to  Salerno, 
Amalfi^  and  Puteoli^  and  afterwards  to  Benevento,  to  fecure 
the  fidelity  of  Adalgife^  who  was  faid  to  have  a  correfpondence 
vath  the  Saracens.     Early  next  fpring,  that  he  might  exter- 
minate the  Infidels  from  Italy,  he  marched  and  befieged 
Bari,  their  capital ;  but  finding  it  too  well  fortified  to  be 
foon  reduced,  he  feat  to  his  brother  Lotharius  for  affiftance, 
and  in  the  mean  time  mar<;hed  againft  other  places  in  the  pof- , 
feifioa  of  the  Saracens,     Upon  the  arrival  of  the  auxiliaries 
from  his  brother,  he  defeated  the  enemy  in  a  pitched  battle, 
and  took  tucera,  with  feveral  other  places  of  ftrength  in  its 
neighbourhood.    Marching  afterwards  againft  Ban,  he  be- 
fieged it  a  fecond  time,  but  without  effect ;  for  the  Germans 
becoming  very  fickly,  by  reafon  of  the  extraordinary  heat  of 
the  climate,  4nd  many  of.  them  having  died  by  the  bite  of 
the  tarantula,    they   quitted  Italy,   and   returned  home  ^ 
Upon  their  departure,  Lewis  raifed  the  fiege  of  Bari,  and 
retired  to  Benevento ;   but  the  Saracens  fallying  out  upon 
his  rear,  cut  oiF  2060  of  his  men,  and  marching  afterwards 
to  the  mountain  Garganus,  now  Monte  di  S.  Angela,  they' 
plundered  and  burnt  the  church  of  St,  Michael, 
'  In  the  mean  time  pope  Nicolas  dying,  Adrian  II.  was 
defted  hi  his  ftead;  and  the  emperor's  ambaflTadors,  who 
were  then  ia  Rome,  complaining  that  they  were  not  invited  to 
the  eleftion,  they  were  anfwered,  that  this  was  not  done  out 
of  any  difrefpeft  to  the  emperor,  but  to  prevent  for  the     ' 
future  the  ambaffadors  of  any  prince  from  pretending  to  in- 
terfere with  the  eleftion  of  a  pope  *».     This  was  a  language 
Mirhich  they  had  never  ufed  before  ;  but  Adrian  waJ  refolved 
to  lofe  none  of  the  authority  that  had  been  ufurped  by  his 
predeceflbr  Nicholas  ;  befides,  as  the  popes  proteftedthem- 
ielves  by  the  power  of  Charlemagne,  when  they  withdrew 
their  allegiance  from  the  eaftern  emperors,  they  now  faw, 
that,  from  the  divifions  among  the  defcendents  of  that  con- 
queror, they  might  fafely  renouace  their  allegiance  to  them. 
As  Lewis  had  only  the.  fhadow  of  authority  over  the  Ro^  . 
mans,  he  acquiefced  in  the  anfwer  ol  Adrian,  who  wascoa- 
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fccrated  in  the  prcfcnce  of  his  ambafladors,  Th^  following 
year  Lewis  began  the  campaign  againft  the  Saracens^  with 
the  fiege  of  Bari^  in  which  he  was  aflifted  by  the  Grecian 
fleet ;  but  finding  his  efforts  vain,  he  raifed  the  fiege,  and 
inarched  againft  Mafera,  Venojay  and  Canofa^  which  he  re^ 
cov^ed  from  the  Infidels.  Having  burnt  Matera^  he' 
left  ftrong  garifons  in  the  other  two  places,  and  brdce  up 
mMch  he  his  camp.  The  following  campaign  he  made  another  attempt 
tahet  emi  upon  Bdri^  and  being  ag^n  affiited  by  the  Grecians^  he  at 
^^^f  •  1^  made  himfelf  mafter  of  the  place,  which  he  deftroyed, 
A.D.869.  ^^  took  Seodatit  their  chief,  prifoncr,  whom,  according  to 
Leo  Oftienfis,  he  put  to  death ;  but  the  Grecian  writers  fay, 
that  he  imprifoned  him  in  Capua.  After  the  reduction  of 
fiariy  the  emperor  marched  againft  Taranto^  which  was  fiill 
pofleiled  by  the  Saracens '^  but  he  was  obliged  to  raife  the 
iifegc,  to  punifti  the  confpiracy  of  two  counts,  who  finding 
their  trcafon  difcovered,  fled  to  Benevento,  and  implored 
the  protection  of  Adalgife.  Lewis  in  his  march  took  JEJernia^ 
«hd  the  city  of  S.  Jgatha ;  but  upon  his  approach  to  Bene- 
vento,  ^Adalgife  <:o!ming  out  to  meet  him,  obtained  pardoa 
for  the  two  counts,  which  Lewis  die  more  readily  granted, 
^  he  was  haftening  to  Rcme^  to  confult  with  pope  Adrian  ^ 
ho\y  tq  obtain  the  ppflcflion  of  ^he  dominions  of  his  bro^ 
ther  Lotbariust  which  were  now  Men  to  him  by  his  death,  but 
were  ^(urped  by  his  uncle^,  Charles  the  BaU,  khig  of 
france. 

TiiE  popp  warmly  efpoufed  the  caufe  of  the  emperor,  and 
,    wrotp  to  Charles,  who  had  been  crowned  king  of  Lorrain^ 
exhorting  him  ^o  defift  from  the  ufurpation  of  his  nephew's 
^ight,  and  threatening  him  With  excommunication  if  he  re- 
fufed  to  comply  .    He  wrote  likewife  to  the  biftiops  atid 
|ioblcst)if  France,  ^x^ng  the  right  of  the  emperor  »,  and 
exhorting  them  to  apkirpwlege  him  as  their  prince ;  but  not* 
toeing  able  to  prevail  with  Charles  to  relinquiih  the  pofleffion^^, 
lewtt       he  fent  for  Lewis  to  R(me,^  where  he  folemnly  crowned  him' 
trmmtd    king  of  Lorrain,  hoping  by  that  ceremony  to  ftrengthen  his^. 
f'^'JfSf  JU  ^^^^^  **    Charles,  though  hq  paid  no  regard  to  the  embafliest 
ib^M^     ^  ^^^  emperor  or  the  pope,  was  obliged  to  hearken  to  the 
Sti*     claiD^s  of  the  king  qf  Germany,  jpd  cbnfented  to  a  diviCoi^ 
<   ■     of  his  new  acquhred  kingdom  with  him,  rather  than  riik  the 
lofing  of  the  whole.     Lewis  at  this  time  was  not  in  a  con- 
dition to  make  good  his  r^ht  by  arms,  for  the  Saracens 
were  ftill  \n  pofleffipn  of  a  great  many  places  in  Italy,  andl* 
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Seodan,  baviog  dbped  from  his  imin-ifoameQe,  had  aflembled 
z  new  anny>  which  was  flre&gthened  by  a  freih  body  of 
In&iek  lately  landed  F.    Bafil^  likewife,  emperor  of  Conftan-  ^^  ^* 
tinopU,  being  dilappointed  in  his  hopes  ot  marrying  L^is's  P^^^^f^ 
only  daughter,  in  refentment  for  the  refufal  had  turned  his  C^*^*»^** 
bitter  enemy,  and  had  not  only  erazed  his  title  of  emperor  "®P    '*' 
from  pope  /Urian's  letters,  but  had  alfo  font  a  threatening  Adatlife 
letter  to  him^  ordering  him  to  lay  it  aiide ;  and  had  excited  ^^  ^^^/z, 
Aiaigtfo  tp  reopunce  lus  aUegiaocCt  and  {^ve  affiAance  to  the 
Saracens  «.    htwis  having  lent  a  long  letter  to  BafiU  which 
is  ftili  extant,  in  jnftificatiOT  of  his  right,  marched  v^th  his 
army  .a^paiaft  B^nevrnto,  refolving  tp  reduce  that  city,  as  it 
was  the  head  of  the  whok  revolt ;  but  Adalgife,  though  be 
bad  altered  ioto  a  iecret  alliance  with  Bafil,  yet  publicly 
profefled  his  att^hment  to  I^wiV.    Hearing  that  he  was 
marching  to  redute  Bcnev^ntOf  he  went  out  to  meet  him,/ 
and  by  ifarong  aiTiihrnces  of  his  fidelity,  and  that  of  his 
fubjeftsy  diverted  him  from  his  purpofe.    Lewis  being  fatif* 
fied  with  the.  profeiGons  of  Addgife^  turned  his  arms  againft 
the  cities  io  pofleffioa  of  the  Saracens,  many  of  which  h^ 
made  himfclf  mailer  of  in  a  Ihort  tune ;  but  Capua  being 
fortified  with  a  wall  of  fquare  flone,  made  a  long  reiiftance. 
However,  bdng  reduced  to  great  dIfBculties,  the  garrifon  at 
hft  offered  to  capitulate,  but  the  terms  being  rejeAed  by  the 
emperor,  they  had  recourse  to  their  bifliop,  who  marching  a 

oat  of -^e  town  with  the  body  of  St.  Germain  upop  his 
flioulderS)  obtained  pardon  for  his  citizens,  in  confideratioa 
of  that  relique,  which  was  aherwards  carried  into  Francs'. 

Attei.  the  reduction  of  Capua,  Lewis  difiniHed  his  army  Adalgife 
intofununer  quarters,  and  went  himfelf  to  BeneventOr  where  tnacber* 
he  was  tnaicheroufly  furprifed  by  Adalgifs,  who  put  him  ip  ^Jj^  '*• 
prifon,  and  rcfnfed  to  fet  him  at  liberty,  before  he  promifcd  tpfi^ 
by  an  ouh,  never  again  to  enter  the  dukedom  of  Benevento.  if^  *f^ 
Upon  recovering  his  liberty,  Lewis  went  to  Feroh,  where  he  a^jTg^* 
afiemUed  his  army,  and  ddfeated  the  Saracens  near  Capua;    '    *  ^' 
in  conlequeiKe  of  which  defeat,  they  retired  to  Calabria,  and 
from  thence  embarked  to  Africa »..     The  following  year 
Lewis  went  to  Borne,  where  he  was  abfolved  from  his  oath 
to  Adaigife  by  pope  J(An  VIIL  and  Adalgife  himfelf  declared 
an  enemy  of  die  republic,  who  hearing  that  tbc  emperor  was 
marching  againft  him,  fled  to  Corjica,  and  left  his  country 
to  die  mercy  of  the  enemy,  who  committed  g^eat  disorders 
through  the  whole  dukedom;  neverthd^s  Aimnius  rektes, 
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that  ytdalgi/ct  by  the  mediation  of  the  pope,  was  reconciled 
to  the  emperor  that  fame  year  '.     As  the  health  of  the  em- 
peror was  now,  very  precarious,  and  he  had  no  male  iflue, 
his  uncles^  the  kings  of  Germany  and  France,  began  to  in- 
trigue about  his  fucccffion.     Lewis,  king  of  Gemumyy  had 
fecured  the  intereft  of  the  emprefs,  by  ceding  his  part  of 
Lorrain  to  the  emperor,  and  promifing  to  protect  her  agaioft 
the  Italian  nobles,  to  whom  (he  was  become  odious,   oa 
account    of  her  intermeddling  with  the   afTairs  of  Aate. 
They  wanted  to  have  her  divorced,  that  the  emperor  might 
marry  another,  in  order  to  have  an  heir  to  his  kingdom. 
•  Charles  king  of  France^  was  fenfible  that  he  had  naintereft 
with  the  emperor  or  emprefs,  and  that  liis  brother  Ltm 
had  a  preferable  right ;  therefore,  by  large  promifes,  he  pri- 
vately brought  over  a  great  many  Italian  nobles  to  his  party, 
and  likewife  fecured  the  favour  of  the  pope,  who  ncverthc- 
lefs  went  to  Verona,  and  was  prefent  at  a  conference  be- 
twixt the  emperor  and  Lewis  king  of  Germany  «.     While 
the  emperor  was  employed  in  this  congrefs,    the  Saracens 
>gain^nvaded  'Italy,  under  their  prince  Abdalla,  and  bedeged 
Salerno;   but  Lewis  fending  an  army  to  the  relief  of  the 
place,  the  Infidels  were  repulfed  with  great  lofs  ^. 
^5^^'      •     The  following  year,  his  health  daily  decreafing,  he  fell 
^'%'  ^^j   dangerouQy  fick  in  France,  where  he  died,  in  the  month 
at  Milan  ^^  ^^S^fiy  ^"^^  ^^  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Amhri^e  ^ 
A.D  87  c  ^^  l^^l^^9   leaving  behind  him  only  one  daughter,  naaied 
^^'*  Hermengarde,  v/ho  was  afterwards  married  to  Sqfim,  king  of 
Provence.    Lewis  was  greatly  beloved  by  his  people,  oa  ac- 
count of  his  perfonal  qualifications  and  his  love  for  jnitice, 
which  he  caufed  to  be  adminiftered  to  the  meaneft  of  his 
fubjcfts  with  great  impartiality.     Though  in  the  beginning 
of  his  reign  he  manifefted  fome  fpirit  in  oppofing  the  en- 
croachments of  the  popes,  yet  in  confequence  of  his  father's 
willy  finding  himfelf  without  the  power  belonging  to  his 
title,  he  afterwards  fubmitted  too  quietly  to  their  ufiirpations, 
and  even  gave  a  kind  of  fanAion  to  them  by  his  conddcen- 
fion.    Charles  the  Bald,  king  of  France,  being  informed  of 
the  death  of  the  emperor,  immediately  marched  with  an 
army  towards  Italy,  and  pafled  the  Jlps  on  the  firft  of  Sep* 
tember,  having  been  fecretly  invited  by  the  pope,  who  pro- 
'  mifed  to  crown  him  emperor  as  foon  as  he  arrived  at  Rome. 
Lewis  king  of  Germany,  confcious  of  his  fuperior  right,  and 
being  informed  of  his  brother's  march,  fent  his  fon  Charles 
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the  Grofs  with  an  army  into  Itnly^  to  flop  him;  but  he, 
bdng  rcpulfed  at  firft,  was  afterwards  rdnforccd  with  ano- 
ther body  of  forces  Mwitv  Carlwiait,  upon  which  the  king  of 
France^  not  chafing  to  hazard  a  battle,  had  recourfe  to  ne- 
gotiatloBr,  and  at  firft  endeavoured  to.prevail  with  Carloman, 
by;  the  offer  of  large  bribes,  to  betray  the  canfe  of  his  father; 
but,  not  fncceeding  in  that  attempt,  he  propofed  that  a  par- 
.titioa  fhoQld  be  made  of  the  late  emperor's  dominions  be- 
twixt the  king  of  Germany  and.himfelf,  and  that  till  then 
both  armies  (hould  evacuate  Italy.  Carloman  confenting  to  this, 
immediateiy  rep^^d  the  Alps  :  hut  Charles,  finding  hisen^- 
my  gone,  marched  on  to  Romey  pretending  that  he  could 
not  refiife  a  mefiage  from  the  pope. . 

While  thefe  things  were  doing  in  Lombardyt  the  chief 
of  the  Roman  nobility  went  to  the  pope,  and  reprefented  to 
him,  that,  as  the  emperor  Lewis  had  died  without  leaving  a 
fuccefibr,  that  dignity,  which  had  been  ufurped  by  foreign- 
ers for  fo  many  ages,  ought  now  tO;  return  to  the  Italians. 
The  couat  of  Tufcany  headed  this  party  of  the  nobles,  being 
in  hopes  of  obtaining  the  imperial  dignity  for  himfelf;  but 
the  pope,  who  wanted  no  mafter  in  Italy y  rejefted  their  pro- 
po|ition,  ancl  continued  firm  to  the  interefts  of  the  king  of 
France  y,  who  arriving  foon  after  at  liome,  like  another  Ju- 
gurthuy   fays  an  author  of  thofe  times  ^,  he  corrupijcd  the 
fenate  and  nobles  of  that  city  by  his  profufe  bribes,  having, 
in  his  march  thither,  plundered  the  treafures  of  the  dcccaCSl 
emperor.     The  pope,  finding  that  the  king  of  France  was 
determined  to  have  the  title  of  emperor  at  any  price,  refolved 
to  fell  it  to  him  as  high  as  he  could  ;  therefore,  before  his 
coronation,  he  made  him  ftipulate  to  acknowlege  the  inde- , 
pendency  oi  Rome  and  its  territory,  and  to  contefs  tha(  he 
only  held  the  empire  by  the  gift  of  the  pope*.    Charles  ChtLtlts 
condcfcending  to  the  terms  propofed,  was  accordingly  crown-  the  Bald 
ed  emperor  by  the  pope,  in  the  Vatican  church,  on  the  25tli  i^  crvtumd 
^Decembery  and  having  made  many  precious  gifts  to  the  emperor  by 
churches  at  R&mey  he  left  that  city  on  the  .5th  oi  January y  '^^  t^P^  • 
and  proceeded  to  Pamiay  attended  by  the  pope,  who,  in  an 
afKmbly  of  the  nobles  and  bilhops,  made  a  long  difcourfe 
in  praife  of  the  emperor,  full  of  fpecious  falflioods,  declaring 
that  he  was  without  ambition,  and,  like  another  Jo/ej>hy  had 
entered  Italy  to  fave,  not  a  finglc  nation,  but  the  univerfal 
church  ^.    After  this  difcourfe,  the  biihops  and  nobles  pre- 
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mnd  liki"  fe&t  giviDg  thdr  cooieat,  Cbarlis  wts  crowned  kiog  diLm^ 
nmf9  *bardy  by  the  aichbUhpp  cfMUan.  Thus  the  fiune  per&Mi 
€rcFwntd  that  had  been  threatened  with  exconmnifiicttion  by  pope 
^'^  \LmA  ^^^  ^^  ofurping  the  domiiuons  of  his  nephew  Latharm^ 
Lombardy  ^^  confirmed  in  his  uforpation  of  Italy  by  pope  John  ;  tirf 

if  T^  o^^A  ^  emperors,  from  bdng  foYerdgns  of  the  popes,  had  now 
A.  D-876.  ^^^y  j^^^  ^^^  ^^jjfly^^

Lewis  king  of  Germany ^  enraged  at  his  treachery,  marched 

^ith  an  army  into  France^  which  he  ravaged  as  far  as  Jttigni 

\x[ Champagne  ^  ^  but  being  informed  that  Charles  was  adu^y 

gowned  at  Rme^  he  marched  back,  in  the  h^^inning  of  tte 

year,  to  Germany ^  but  ccmdnued,  nererthelefs^  to  snake  grett 

preparations  for  war.    In  the  mean  time,  Charles  having  re- 

cdyed  tlie  allegiance  of  the  Italian  nobles,  held  a  diet  at  Pa- 

i;ia,  where  he  enacted  feveral  new  laws,  and  renewed  the 

privileges  of  feveral  cities  and  churches,  particularly  of  the 

church  of  Cremona.    He  likewife  created  his  brother*ln-l8W 

Bqfm  a  duke,  and  governor  of  Italy  in  his  abfence,  and  ap- 

pointed  yid$  duke  of  Spoleto,  and  Berengarhu  duke  of  FriuM; 

after  which  he  marched  with  his  army  into  France,  which 

he  found  ravaged  not  only  by  tbc^GermanSf  but  by  deferters 

from  his  own  troops,  who  (till  continued  in  arnos  in  many 

places.  I. 

7hi  cowHt       After  Charles  had  quitted  hafy,  Albert ,  or  Alheric,  couat 

cj  Tufca-  of  Tif/^oiiy,  and  fome  other  nobles,  entered  into  a  confpiraqf 

jiy  anifi'  againil  the  pope,  in  revenge  for  his  rrfufii^  to  hearken  to  their 

"^f^       propofal  for  retaining  the  imperial  dignity  in  Itafy.    They 

nobUs  CM"  ^^^  joined  by  Formofus  bifhop  of  Porto,  and  Gregory  a  no* 

•^'^'^^^^^mendator ;  but  the  pope,  having  depo&d  the  two  eccM- 

pfpt.         aftic5>  prevented  the  progrefs  of  the  confpiracy  for  the  pre- 

^^'         fent.    Sending  amballadors  to  the  emperor,  he  faifbrmed  hsii 

of  the  commotions  at  Jtome,  and  begged  his  afliftancc  agaiflft 

the  Saracens y  who  having  again  landed  in  Italy,  and  joined 

then-  countrymen  at  Tarentum,  had  forced  the  inhabitants  •f 

Salerno,  Jmaffi^  and  Naples^  to  make  an  alliance  with  thc9> 

and  threatened  to  invade  the  Roman  territories.  But  the  am- 

b^ion  of  Charles  prevented  him  from  going  to  the  defence  of 

Itidy  ;  for  his  brother  Lewis  king  of  Germany  being  lately 

dead,  he  feized  upon  Lsrrain,  and  marched  to  the  Rlmie  with 

a  great  army  againfl  the  fons  of  die  deceaied ;  but,  bdflg  f^" 

prized  by  Lewis  king  of  Germany,  he  was  entirely  de&al£if  > 

and  obliged  to  quit  the  kingdom  which  he  had  ufurped.    lu 

fbemean  time  the  pope  fent  frequent  letters  to  tbe  tmp<^9 
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Ereffing  him  to  come  into  Italy ;  but  Qfarlei^  fiaoe  his  defeftt» 
aving  had  a  dangerous  fit  of  fickoefs,  esccufed  himfelf  from  ^ 
that  journey;  yet  he  fent  orders  to  Fido  duke  of  Spoleto  and 
his  brother  Lambert ^  to  give  their  aJCftance.to  the  pope 
againft  the  Infidels.  Accordingly,  the  pope  having  gone  with 
them  to  Salerno  and  Naples ^  prevailed  with  Cuaiferius  prince 
oi  Salerno  to  quit  his  alliance  with  the  Saracens  ;  but  Serous 
prince  of  Naples^  refofing  to  abandon  the  Infidels,  was  taken 
by  his  brother  Jthanajius  the  bifliop,  who  put  out  hiseyesy  and 
fent  him  to  the  pope.  In  the  s&ean  time  the  Saracens  cooti* 
nued  thdr  incurfions  ^nth  great  barbarity,  and,  having  re* 
ceived  a  reinforcement,  they  paficd  the  ^nio,  and  threatened 
thecicy  of  J?ain^. 

The  pope,  aftomlhed  at  the  near  approach  of  the  Infidels,  A.D.  877. 
wrote  prefling  letters  to  the  emperor  to  come  to  his  relief,  Tbi  emfe^ 
who  at  laft  yielded  to  his  follicitation.    Having  fettled  the  ror  has  a 
ai&irs  of  France  in  a  diet  ziCompeigne^yM  fet  out  for  Italy,  conferenci 
with  his  cmprefs  Rkhilde,  and  a  Iplendid  retinue,  but  with  *^'^^  '^ 
very  few  troops,  having  ordered  his  army  to  be  in  readinrfs^^-^^^'*^** 
to  follow  him  when  called.     The  p<^,  to  haften  the  deli-  ^*** 
berations  about  the  war,  went  and  met  him  at  VercelU^  firom 
whence  they  went  together  to  Pavia,  where  they  propofed  to 
crown  the  emprefs ;  but  being  alarmed  with  the  news  that 
Carhman  king  of  Bavaria,  and  brother  of  Lewis  of  Germany, 
had  pafied  the  ^//i>wrUh  a  formidable  army,  with  the  defign 
of  making  good  his  late  father^s  right  to  the  empire,   they 
^ititted  Pavia,  and  repair^  to  Tprtona,  where  the  emptt& 
was  crowned,  immediately  after  which  fhe  retired  to  Mori- 
^nne  with  the  treafure,  in  her  way  to  France.    The  emperor 
bimfelf  followed  her  foon  af eer,  bang  difappointed  in  the  arri*. 
val  of  his  anny,  which  had  been  delayed  by  the  treachery  of 
bis  generals.     As  for  the  pope,  he  fled  direfUy  to  Rome. 
Charles  had  fcarcely  arrived  at  the  Jlps  when  he  was  attacked  Itif  dies  of 
with  a  fever,  and  having  recourie  to  a  Jew  phyfician,  he  re-  paifonfoott 
Cdved  poifon  from  him  inftead  of  a  medicine,  of  which  he  ^fierin  bit 
died  eleven  days  after,  on  the  ^thof  OSlober,  at  a  village  called  '"^'«^»  '« 
Brios,  on  Mount  Cenis,  in  the  fecond  year  of  his  reign  over  ^r*occ, 
Italy,    Before  he  expired  he  appointed  his  only  fon  his  fuc- 
<%flbr,  and  fent  him  the  regal  and  imperial  enfigas,  ^Uck 
Were  all  the  title  he  ever  had  of  being  king  <rf"  Italy,  for  he 
'died  before  the  difturbances  in  that  kingdom  allowed  any 
Ppportunity  for  his  deftion.

continued  his  march  into  Italy ^  and  made  himfelf  mafter  of 
feveral  towns  in  Lombardy.     However  this  be,  he  feems  to 
have,  been  out  of  Italy ^  by  a  letter  of  pope  John  ^  written  to 
him  in  November^  in  anfwer  to  one  from  him  to  the  pope. 
7he  Ca-    While  the  north  of  Italy  was  alarmed  with  the  irruption  of 
paansrx-  Cnrloman,  and  the  death  of  the  emperor,  the  fouthern  parts* 
filibetr     ^^g  difturbed  by  an  infurreftion  of  the  Capuans,  who  had 
biM^nd  expelled  their  bilhop  Landuiph,.znA  chofenone  Ladenulph,  a 
\b^^b    P^^^^  of  great  power,  in  his  room,  though  he  was  married, 
t$  confe-     ^^^  ®°^y  lately  baptized.     The  pope,  by  the  advice  of  the 
cratidbj   ^^bot  of  CaJfmOy  and  the  bifliop  of  Fiano^  rcfufed   to  confe- 
the  topi,    crate  Ladenulph ;  but  at  laft,  overcome  by  the  intreaties  of  the 
nobles  of  Capua,  he  confented  to  his  confecration,  which 
occafioned  great  tumults  in  that  city,  fo  that  he  was  obliged, 
for  the  lake  of  re-eftablifhing  the  peace,  to  replace  Landulpb 
as  bifliop,  and  to  give  the  half  of  the  revenues  to  Lade- 
nulphy  who  foon  after  obtained  from  the  j[)ope  the  biflioprick 
of  Cajeta  %,     The  Saracens,  taking  advantage  erf"  thefe  dif- 
fenfions,  again  made  an  irruption  into  thofe  provinces,  plun* 
dering  and  deftroying  every  thing  before  them ;  and  Ladc'^ 
nulph,  greatly  oppreffing  the  Cajetans,  they  invited  the  Sara' 
cens  to  their  relief.     The  pope  being  informed  of  this,  pre* 
vailed  with  Docibilis  duke  of  Cajeta,  to  renounce  the  alli- 
ance of  the  Infidels,  and  to  declare  war  againft  them.     Doct- 
hilts  accordingly,  at  the  intreaty  of  the  pope,  engaged  with 
the  Saracens,  but  being  defeated  by  them,  was  obliged  to 
conclude  a  peace,  and,  in  order  to  recover  his  friends  that 
were  made  captives,  he  was  forced  to  deliver  up  a  fort  on 
the  river  Garigliano  *»• 
A.D.878.     In  the  mean  time  the  unexpefted  death  of  the  emperor 
Lambert   had  given  frefti  fpirits  to  the  Italian  nobles,  who  propoling  to 
duke  0/      retain  the  imperial  dignity  in  their  own  kingdom,  wanted  the 
Spoleto      pope  to  crown  Lambert  duke  of  Spoleto.     John  refu/ing  to 
ilatm  the  confent  to  their  demand,  Lambert  raifed  an  army,  and  march- 
emptre,      ^j  towards  Rome,  hoping  that  the  terror  of  his  arms  wonld 
^"     ,        make  him  comply  ;  but  the  pope,  being  highly  offended  at 
^[th  an     ^^®  '^^^'^  refpe^l  fhewn  him  by  Lambert j  who,  in  his  mefTages 
to  him,  refufed  him  his  ufual  titles,  and  treated  him  as  his  vaf- 
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fal,  continued  iirm  in  his  former  refolutioa  ^  and  eveti  de^  ^*rmj  ia 
clared  that  he  would  oppofe  him  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power.  Roo*** 
Lambert f  incenfedat  this  obftioacyy  made  himfelf  mafter  of 
Rcmey  and  immediately  imprifoned  the  pope  ;  but,  finding  The  pope  is 
that  his  intereft  was  not  yet  ftrong  enough  to  fet  up  iotimprifineJ, 
himfeljF,  he  pretended  that  what  he  had  done  was  by  ord«:^«'  ['/^ 
oiCarloman.    The  pope  ftill  continuing  inflexible,  after  a^j'^'''0'» 
month's  imprifonment  was  fet  at  liberty,  and  foon  aifter,  not  ^^S^  ^^ 
thinking  himfelf  fafe  in  Italy,  he  failed  to  Provence^  taking    ^^^' 
with  him  the  moft  precious  relics  ^  to  prevent  them  from 
falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Saracens,  who,  he  heard,  were 
im^ted  by  Lambert  to  come  to  his  affiftance  againft  the  church ; 
at  the  fame  time  he  fent  letters  to  Carloman,  excufing  him- 
felf for  not  coining  to  Bavaria  as  he  intended,  and  blaming 
Lambertj  who,  he  faid,  had  fet  guards  on  all  the  roads  ^ 
The  pope  was  received  in  Provence  with  great  refpeft  by  Bo- 
foriy  fon-in-law  to  the  emperor  LewislL  whom  he  adopted  as 
his  fon,  and  favoured  fomuch  that  it  was  fuppofed  hcdefign- 
ed  him  for  the  empire :  however,  the  pope  was  at  this  time  fo 
greatly  embarrafled,  that  he  knew  not  whom  to  fix  upon  as 
his  proteftor,  but,  to  fecure  the  favour  of  each  party,   he 
kept  all  in  fufpence. 

H  AV I N  G  acquainted  the  king  oi  France  with  his  arrival,  Lewfe  Ac 
he  went  to  Troyes,  where,  in  a  council  of  biftiops,  he  pub^  Stam- 
lifhed  his  excommunication  of  Lambert  and  his  accomplices  merer  is 
at  Rome ;  and  Lewis ^   who .  had  been  hindered  by  ficknefs^  ^ro^tad 
coming  hither  on  the  firft  oi  September,  was  crowned,  a  few^'^'i^f 
days  after,  king  of  France,  but  not  emperor,  as  fome  hifto*  ^/"^"^^  h 
rians  have  aflerted  without  foundation.     At  the  conclufion  of  ^'  ^^^'  ^' 
the  council,  the  pope  requefted  the  king  of  France  and  the    '^y^**   , 
biihops,  in  an. authoritative  manner,  to  conduft  him  into 
Italy  with  an  armed  force  *";  but  Lewis  being  then  in  a  ba4 
ftate  of  health.  Bo/on  willingly  undertook  that  journey,  hop' 
ing  thereby  to  obtain  the  imperial  crown.     Italy  having  now  Italy  being 
been  a  whole  year  without  a  fovereign,  fell  into  the  utmoA  mjitbout  a 
anarchy  and  confufion,  the  pope. Having  been  obliged,  before  ^«»|^,  *be' 
his  departure  from  Rome,  to  confent  to  pay  an  annual  tri-  ^^^'^  ^^^ 
bute  of  25,000  marks  of  filyer  to  the  Saracens**,  and  the-^*'^^ 
pobles  and  ftates  oiLombardy^  being  under  no  fubordination,  ^!^^^  *^ 
began  to  appropriate  to  themfelves  the  lands  of  their  go-  ^y^^'^' 
vernments,  and  to  claim  an  independency  which  fomeof  them      "^^ 
have  ever  fince  afferted.     Neverthelefs  Sigonius  feems  to  be  of 
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tfovmid    %e  archblfhop  of  Milatty  foon  after  which  he  r^iaffed  tlie 
kinihythiAlpSy  ind  went  to  the  fUfiAance  of  his  brot|ier  LemU  and. 
archhiflfvp  the  kiogs  of  France^  who  were  then  befic^ng  /^ibt«^y.whi(jii 
^  Milan,  held  for  5flj/&rt.     The  fiege  of  this  place  contiiitting  longer 
than  was  expefted^  afid  Charks  being  afraid  left  the  Criek 
emperor  fhould  renew  his  preteQfions  to  Itatyp  he  quoted 
A.D.  881 .  Vienne^  and  again  marched  for  that  kingdom.     In  the.meaa 
time  the  pope,  having  called  an  aflembly  of  the  biihops  ^ 
Rwne^  in  the  month  of  Mirr^  excommunicated,  w^Ad^ux 
bUhop  of  Naplesy  who^  having  refiifed  to  quit  iiis  alliaoce 
with  the  Infidels^  had,  together  with  tkem,  ravaged:i?/n<« 
vento,  Capua,  2nd .  Sulerno^  plundering  and  burning  vmsj. 
Ohiaims     monafteries  and  churches  \    ^iir/?x,  after  having  .been. d&>. 
tbiimfiri'  1^7^  on  his  march  by  ficknefs,  at  laft  arrived  at  Rame^vthgx^ 
ml  crown  he  was  received  with  great  refpeft  by  the  nobles>  andt  obl 
frmnthe     Chri/htas-day  crowned  emperor  by  the  pope^.    After,  bis- 
fope ;        coronation  Charks  continued  about  two  .months  at  Rome^: 
A.D.882.  confulting  with  the  pope  for  the  fecurity  of  Italy y^x^^  abouti 
the  beginning  of  March,  be  left  Rome  and  went  for  Lomhar^ji' 
'     When  he  arrived  2t  Ravenna  he  was  met  by  the  Fenetm 
ambafladors,  with  whom  he  renewed  the  treaty  of  peace  &r- 
five  years,  and  agreed;  in  conjunction  with  them,  to  fiti)^a 
fleet  againft  the  Dalmatian  pirates,  .who  not  only  'infefledi  tb^* 
nnhofolli^  j^dfiatic  fea>  but  made  dcfcents  upon  the  coafts.     Upon  the' 
y//i  bisaf-  news  of  the  emperor's  departure  from  Ronu^  the  Saracens, 
'^aib  ™°^^<***^^ly  invaded  the  i&»w»  territories,  which  ittvafioo* 
^'*/  ^  aiarmlhg  the  pope,  he  wrote  fevieral  letter^  to  Charles,  i^trcat-. 
*^^'*  ing  him  to  return  to  his  affiftance  y.  JHe  fent  an  embafiTy  to 
himlikewife,-  with  a  prefent  of  the  holy  palm,  obfernng  to 
him,  that,  to  merit  it,  he  ought  to  return  to  the  defend:  of. 
the  church,  and  (hew  the.  barbarians  that  Rsme  bad. an  em-^ 
peror  ;  but  Charles  being  intent  uponrepaffiog  the}4^i<9nr 
tinned  his  joarney  to  Lomhardy,  and  feut  only  a  final]  body  pf 
'troops  to  the  pope.     Rome  at  this  time  was  not  only  in  4«n* 
ger  from  the  Saracens,  biit  its  territory  was  ravaged  by  ^^ 
duke  or  marquis  of  Spol^o,  who,  at  Nami,  caufwi  the  bapds. 
of  83  men  to  be  cut  off  %  but  for  what  reafon  is  not  mentioa-^ 
ed.     Thefe  barbarities,  and  the  continual  .dangers  to  which 
be  was  expofed,  made  the  pope  ^ain  refolve  to.qiitt/A>^«. 
andretire  to  France  ;  but  this  refolution was  not execuiedl» 
for  he  died  at  Rome  the  December  following. .  .    .: 
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While  Charks  was  in  liafyy  his  pnly  brother  Lrwis  lung  Charles 
tS  Germany  died  without  liTue,  by  whofe  death  Bavaria^Mceeds  t9 
5<:&i;(5«/a,  oriental  France,  and  the  two  LQjrrainSy  fell  to  the'*'^*!'- 
,  emperor;  but  as  he  was  not-prefent  to  defend  them,  the^**^ 
Normans,  who  had  for  feveral  years  before  been. ravaging  ^^'°^"y» 
the  maritime  provinces  of  France  2ind  Germany,  hearing  of  the 
death  of  Le^is,  immediately  marched  into  his  dominions,  and 
having  burnt  Tr/^j,  befieged  Metz,  which  they  made  them- 
felves  mailers  of.  Charles  returning  from  Ifafy,  marched  againft 
them  with  a  great  army,  and  befieged  them.  Tome  authors 
fay  in  Metz;  but  others,  fay  in  H^ou  ;  but- the  Normans 
making  a  vigorous  defence,  a  peace  was  agreed  to  on  very 
diihonourable  terms  to.  the  emperor j  who  donfented  to  pay  to 
one  of  the  Norman  princes  4,160  marks  of  filver,  the  other, 
who  chofe  to  turn  Chriftian  bdng  put  in  poffeflion  of  the 
principality  of  Fri/eland,  and  marrying  Gi/irlle,  the  natural 
daughter  of  Lotharius.     Upon  the  death  of  pope  yoht,  the 
faftion  of  the  counts  of  Tu/cany  ufed  th^ir  utmoft  endeavours 
to  ekft  a  fucceflbr  in  thdr  ii^tereft,  and  accordingly  chofe 
Marinus  Gaiefianiis,  commonly  called  Martin  II.  who  was 
confecrated  on  the  25  th  of  December,  and  immediately  after 
reAored  fbrvn^^  biihop  of  P.Qrto,  and  the  reft  who  had  been 
cxcommnnicated  by  his  predecejGTor.    Notwithftanding  theA.D.883: 
unity  of  the  nobles  with  the  pope,  the  ftate  of  Italy  was  Italy  ^Z- 
now  worfe  than  evfcr,  the  great  mei^  renouncing  all  autho-  turbed^ 
rity,  and  every  one  claiming  to  be  fovereign  in  his  own  tern-  'f'**J.  'T 
tories,  the  whole  kingdom  was  harrafled  by  their  ambition.  ^'<'«  ?A '** 
The  emperor,  to  remedy  thefe  diforders,  came  into  Italy^  ^^* 
after  Eq/ler,  and  was  met  by  the  pope  at  Verona,  from  whence, 
on  the  loth  of  May,  he  went  to  Mantua.    The  duke  oiSpo- 
leto  at  this  time  being  accufed  of  treafon  againft  the  emperor, 
and  refufing  to  appear,  Charles  ordered  Berengarius  duke  of 
Friuli  to  feize  his  duchy,  -wYivzhoxAicx  Berengarius  endeavour- 
ed to  put  in  execution,  but  was  prevented  by  an  epidemical 
ficknefs  that  feized  his  forces.     Charles  himfelf  having  been 
ieiz^  with  a  languifliing  diftemper,  and  believing  himfelf  re- 
lieved by  the  affiftancc  of  St.  Alexander,  he  went  and  vifited 
his  church  at  Bergamo,  upon  which  he  conferred  many  pri- 
vileges, and  fpending  the  month  of  O^ober  at  Pavia,  he  re- 
turned afterwards  to  Germany,  to  6ppofe  the  incurfions  of  , 
-the  Moravians. .  Pope  Martin  did  not  long  furvivc^the  de- 
parture of  the  emperor,  but  "dying  on  the  1 6th  oV  January,  A.D.  884? 
.three  days  after  Aga^eius  was  chofen  in  his  ftead,  by  the- 
fame  faftioa  of  the  nobles,  and  took  the  name  of  Adrian

SpoletOy  who  was  the  fon  of  duke  Lambert  and  a  daughter  of 
yepin  king  of  Italy^  and  fon  of  Charlemagne  *.     Thefe  two 
nobles,  even  while  Charles  was  alive,  had  entered  into  a  fecret 
treaty,   that,   if  he  died  without  children,  F/Jb.  ftould  fdze 
upon  the  kingdom  of  France,  and  Berengarius  upon  that  of 
Betenga-    Italy,    immediately  after  the  death  of  the  emperor,  Berenga- 
riu«  ts       j^Ij^j  fucceeded  to  the  crown  of  Italy,  without  difpute,  and 
crcivnea     yi^^^  ^yi^h  the  concurrence  of  the  pope,  went  to  take  po/Tef- 
ittfy  ^^^  °^  ^^^  kingdom  of  France  *.

In  the  mean  time  Beren- 
garius, attended  by  many  of  the  nobles  and  bifhops,  went  to 
Pavia,  where  he  was  crowned  by  Anfelm  archbifliop  of  M- 
lan,  and  making  that  city  the  place  of  his  rtfidenge,  he  be- 
gan his  rcigq  with  granting  privileges  to  the  cities,  monslftc- 
ries,  and*  churches.     While   Berengarius  and   Eudes  were 
cftabliftiing  themfelves  in  their  new  kingdoms,  Raul,  Or  R(h

A  a'sSo  ^^^^^  kingdom,  by  his  ambition,  was  thus  divided  into  two

the  moft  juft,  yet  Guido  being  countenanced  by  the  pope,  Ws 
party  quickly  became  the  ftrongeft,  which  ^mz^o  perceinng, 
he  raifed  an  army,   and  marched  againft  Berengarius,  who 
had  likewife  aflemblcd  an  army  for  his  own  defence,  and  had  , 
marched  to  the  river  Trebia,^  to  oppofe  his  competitor.

Having  now  obtained  pofleflion  of  the  kingdom  of  Itdly^  he        *  ^9^- 
wcD[t  to  Rome^  and  was  crowned  emperor  by  pope  Stephen^ 
on  the  ipth  of  February,     Cuido^  that  he  might  fhew  himfelf 
grateful  ta  the  pope,  confirmed  the  grants  of  Pepin  and  Charier 
magne  in  feyour  of  the  holy  fee,   and,  upon  his  return  to 
Pavia,  held  an  aflembly  of  the  ftates,  where  he  enafted  fe- 
deral laws  againfl  robbers  and  difturbers  of  the  public  peace. 
Berengarius^^  who  had  fled  into  Germany^  follicited  affiilance 
from  j^rnoipbus f  znd  promifed  to  hold  his  kingdom  from  him, 
if  he  (hould  be  enabled,  by  his  afliftance,  tp  recover  it.     y/r-  Amol- 
nolphus,  whofe  ambition  aimed  at  the  imperial  dignity,  accept-  pliu*/^*^ 
cd  of  this  condition,  and  accordingly  fent  his  fon  Zuentibold,  ^^^^^y 
with  an  army  into  Italy,  who  marched  direftly  to  befiege'"^.  *' 
Pavia ;  but  Guido  having  fortified  the  bank  of  the  river  \\Aq   i  * 
Vervar,  which  runs  near  the  town,  and  placed  hi§  troops  in^,-^^*^^* 
the  fortifications,  Zw«7f/^oA/  could  not  attack  the  town  beforey^^^-^^     ' 
he  had  engaged  the  enemy  ?.     Notwithf^anding  thefe  pre- 
cautions, the  SLTtny  of  Guido  wasfoon  reduced  to  great  dilB- 
culties ;  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  favouring  the 
canfe  o£  Berengarius,   carried  all  their  provifions  to  the 
German  camp,fo  that  the  Italians  were  quickly  in  great  want 
of  provifions  and  forage':  but  the  armies  continuing  on  both 
fjdcs  of  the  river  without  aAion,  Guido  at.  length  corrupted 
Zuentibold  with  a  large  fum  of  money,'  and  prevailed  upon 
him  to  return  with  his  army  to  Germany.

WaiLE  Cuido  was  engaged  in  defending  his  kingdom  T'i/SaKa- 
agunft  Berengarius ,  the  Saracens  from  Spain  landing  in  the^^ns  /«- 
head  of  Itafy,  took  pofleflion  of  a  caftle  near  the  y^lps,  which  '^^det^^  ' 
they  held  for  many  years  afterwards,  to  the  great  damage  ^^^*^*'^ 
rf  the  neighbouring  country,  which  they  ravaged  by  their  ^^^^  ^ 
frequent  incurfions.  During  thefe  difturbances  in  the  northern    *  ^' 
parts  of  Italy,  Jio  was  befieged  in  Benevento  by  Symbaticius, 
general  of  the  Greek  tmfcroty  who,  after  a  fiege  of  three 
months,  made  himfelf  mauer  of  the  place,  which  now  return- 
ed] under  fubjeftion  to  the  Greeks,  after  having  been  governed 
130  years  by  Lombard  dukes.     Berengarius,  who  had  retired

wahoSis         Soon  aftw  the  emperor  had  returned  to  Germany,  For-

Rome  is    ^ho  was  his  immediate  fucceflbr,  died  fifteen  days  after  his 
thr(rwn      eleftion,  and  was  fucceeded  by  Stephen  VIL  who  was  defied 
intoibi      i^y  the  Sergian  faftion,  to  gratify  whom  he  begah  his  pon- 
^onfvRm    *^fi^^^^  ^^^  judging  his  predeceflbr  Formofus,  whofe  body 
•^   *  he  caufed  to  be  dug  out  of  the  grave,  and  ftripjMng  it  of 
the  pontifical  habit,  ordered  it  to  be  thrown  into  the  Itiber. 
Not  contented  with  this  revenge,  he  annulled  all  his  ^s,  de* 
daring  Lambert  emperor,  and  the  ordination  of  all  thofe  otp 
dained  by  Formofus  to  be  void.     Stephen  is  faid  by  fome  to 
have  enjoyed  the  papal  dignity  three  years  ^ ;  but  others  lay 
tiiat,  after  he  had  fat  one  year,  he  was  thrown  into  prifon, 
and  ftrangled  \  and  was  fucceeded  by  Romamis,  who  rt* 
verfed  all  his  decrees,  and  caufed  the  body  oi Formofus,  which 
had  been  thrown  up  by  the  tide,  to  be  buried  in  the  Fatican 
church.     Romaniis,    after  five  months,  was  fucceeded  by 
Theodore  II.  who  died  20  days  after  his  eleftTon,     Upon  his 
death,  the  Sergian  faftion  again  endeavoured  todcfit  Ser^ 
^    gius,  but  the  other  party  prevailed,  and  chofe  Johfi  IlL  who 
the  following  year  called  a  council  at  Ravenna,  whither  he 
invited  the  emperor  Lambert.    The  council  confifted  of  74 
biftiops,  and  the  pope  and  Lambert  being  prefent,  ihef  an* 
nulled  the  coronation  of  Jrnojphus,  and  prohibited  Sergh/s

DuiOKG  tbcie  tranfaftions  at  Rome  and  Ravenna^  Beren-  fMtalian 
garim  continued  at  Friulu  and  was  not  without  hopes  of  re-  nobles 
oovering  the  kingdom;  for  the  Italian  nobles  hating  the  arbi-  again  fa- 
trary  goremment  of  Lambert^  began  to  think  of  reftoring  ^I'o*^  Be-

who  was  at  that  time  by  far  the  richeft  man  in  Italy ^  being 
joilifid  by  connt  ffildebrand,  likewife  declared  againft  Lambert, 
and  began  fecrctly  to  raife  troops.     Lambert,  who  had  feized 
and  executed  Mangifroy y  thought  thereby  to  deter  the  reft 
fiiom  favouring  Berengariiis  ;  but  as  he  was  hunting  in  the 
ioreft  of  Marine,  he  was  informed  of  the  revolt  of  Adelbert 
and  Hildebrand.     Having  intelligence  where  they  wefe  en- 
camped/ he  tooTc  with*  him  loo  men,  and  falling  upon  them 
at  night,  they  immediately  difperfed  ;  but  Adelbert  and  feveral 
.  other  nobles  were  taken  prifoners,  and  conduced  to  Pavia, 
there  to  be  tried.  But  tam^^rf,  being  foon  after  engaged  in  hunt- 
ing, and,  upon  account  of  fatigue,  repofing  himfelf  under  a 
tre^  was  flain  hy  Hugo,  the  fon  of  the  count  of  Milan,  who  was 
then  the  only  perfon  attending  him.     Upon  the  news  of  the 
death  of  Lambert,  Berengarius  immediately  quitted  Verona,  and 
came  to  Pavia ;  and  having  fet  Adelbert  and  the  other  prifoners 
at  liberty,  applied  himfelf  to  the  eftabliftiment  of  his  govern- 
ment.    But  many  of  thofe  who  had  hitherto  oppofed  Beren- 
gariusy  were;  not  reconciled  to  him,  even  by  the  death  of  Lam- 
bert ;  but  defiroiis  of  fet^ing  up  a  competitor,   and  finding 
none  whom  they  approved  of  in  Italy,  they  fent  a  meflage  to 
Lewii  tfee  fon  of  Bofon,  and  king  of  Aries,  offering  him  their  but  afac- 
kingdom,  provided  he  would  expel  Berengariui.

Berengarius,  having  thus  forced  his  rival  to  abdicate 
the  throne,  returned  to  Pavia^  and  took  pofleffion  of  his 
kingdom,  which  he  governed  for  twenty  years  afterwards, 
without  any  oppofition  from  his  fubje6ls,  who  now  began 
to  be  fenfible  from  the  eflefts,  how  great  calamity  their 
country  was  cxpofed  to  by  their  civil  difcords.  Befenga^ 
rius  had  hardly  got  pofleiHon  of  his  jpngdom,  when  he  was 
^be  alarmed  with  an  irruption  of  the  Hungarians^  who,  with  a

/  all  their  booty,  and  never  again  to  enter  Italy,  provideti  they 

were  allowed  a  fafe  retreat.     The  Italians  difdaining  to  grant 
them  any  terms,  the  Hungarians  were  driven  to  defpalr,  and. 
attacking  their  enemy,  defeated  them  with  great  flaughter. 
After  this  viftory,  the  Hungarians  again  over-run  the  country, 
and  plundered  Trevi/o,  Ficenza,  and  Padua,  without  re/ifl» 
ance,  the  inhabitants  every- where  flying  into  the  fortified, 
towns  for  fafety.    During  the  winter  the  barbarians  made 
fome.unfuccefsful  attempts  upon  the  iflands  of  the  Venetians, 
but  in  the  fpring  again  over-ran  the  continent  of  Italy,  plun- 
dering and  deftroying  every  place  that  was  not  fortified.

monafteries  to  be  rebuilt  that  had  been  burnt  by  the  Huh- 
gurians. 

Pope  Serghts  dying  foon  after,  Anajlafius  IV,  was  chofeh 
in  his  ropm,  from  whom  Berengartus  requefled  fome  privi- 
leges for  the  bifhop  of  Pavia.    ^s  he  could  not  procure  the 
metropolitan  dignity  for  that  church,  he  obtained  leave  for 
the  bifhop  of  ufing  an  umbrella,  of  riding  on  a  white  horfe, 
df  having  the  crofs  carried  before  him,  and  of  fitting  on  the 
left  hand  of  the  pope  at  a  council.     At  the  requeft  likewife 
of  the  bifhop  of  Padita^  he  ordered  that  church,  which  had 
been  burnt  by  the  Hunns,  to  be  rebuilt,  and  conferred  upon    .

by  the  valley  of  Trehto,  and  advanced  to  Verona,  where  he      a^T^J' 
.was  received  by  the  count  Milp,  and  the  bilhop  Raiherius.  ^Ij^f     " 
Hugh  being  ii^formed  of  this  invafion.  Immediately  m^hc^  Bamia 
agaiaft  Arnold,  whom  he  entirely  defeated,  and  oWiged  to  ^^  ,-^  If^ 
retarn  i^to  Germany^;  and  having  recovered  Verona,  hlsA^j^f^ 
brought  Raiherius  prifoner  with  him  to  Pavia,  where  that  Hugh 
bilhop  wrote  a  treatife  upon  his  difgrace.      Hugh  hamg  na^t^ 
queUed  this  fedition,  for  the  greater  fccurityof  his  govcro-fl»WL  \  , 
ment,  aflbciated  his  fon  Lotharius  with  hl^n.  in  the  kingdom,      9Sa« 
aad  caafcd  him  to  be  crowned  by  the  archbiftiop  of  Milan 
foon  after,  concluding  a  marriage  for  him  with  Adelaide,  the 
daughter  of  Rodolphus  king  of  Burgundy. 

Having  thus  fecured  himfelf  from  foreign  pretender*,  Hogli 
Hugh  raifed  a  formidable  ?rmy,  with  which  he  marched  «Mrf)6f/     ^ 
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mtitk  an    agauift  Rme,  to  revenge  the  affront  he  had  foffered  from  that 
^rmy  4f-    city  fome  years  before.    After  continuing  fome  time  before 
g^f^fi        the  city,  fihding'his  efforts  baffled  by  the  vigour  of  the  bc- 
llo^ier      |ieged,  he  turned  his  arms  againft  the  other  cities  of  the 
Roman  tprritory,  fnany  of  which  he  reduced.     While  he 
V9S  engaged  in  this  war,  Lqmbardy  was  ravaged  by  a  kiad 
pf  epidemical  djflemper  or  plague,  whif h  yielded  to  no  re- 
medies.    The  following  year,  manajfes  bifliop  of  ArUs,  and 
a  relation  of  Ilugh^  hearing  of  his  great  profpericy  and  power, 
abandoned  his  bi(hpprick,  and  coming  into  Italy,  obtained 
from  him  the  biftiopricks  of  Verona,  Trento,  and  Mantua^} 
.     but  not  content  with  thefe,  Luitprand  tells  u$,  that  he  after- 
wards feized  the  archbifhoprick  of  Milan  ;  and  obtaming 
iik^fp  the  marquifate  of  Trento,  ferved  in  the  king's  army. 
^,0.936.      At  this  time  Berengarius  and  Anfcarius,  the  two  fons  of 
jlifeliierf  marquis  of  lyrea,  were  eminent  for  their  wealth  and 
po^er.     Berengarius  was  the  grandibn  of  the  king  of  that 
name,  by  his  daughter  Cijla,  the  firfl  wife  of  Jdeliert; 
JIagh  cpi'  Anfcarius  was  born  of  his  fecond  wife  Ermengarde  *.  Hugli, 
fluAs  a     being  afraid  of  their  pQwer^  ftudied  to  jfecure  their  intereft, 
fiaci  nuiib  Ijy  conferring  favours  upon  them  ;  accordingly  he  gave  VWd^ 
tbt  R0.     the  daughter  of  hisf  brother  Bo/on,  marquis  of  Tvfeany,  ia 
inans,  and  marriage  to  Berengarius  ;  and  the  following  year  TheobM

4itet9^^'  J^M^A  concluded  a  peace  with  Alberic,   and  gave  him  hi? 
.A)bfinc    daughter  in  marriage  ^    In  returning  with  his  arniy,  he  wa« 
informed,  that  his  brother  Bofon,  inftigated  by  his  vnitVi\ky 
began  to  cabal  againft  him,  upon  whicn  information,  he  or- 
dered them  both  to  be  feized,  and  gave  the  marquifate  of 
Tufcany  to  one  Hubert. 

RoDOLPHUs  king  of  Burgundy  dying  foon  after,  he  mar-

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offended  at  his  promotion,  as  being  a  foreign^,  attacked  and 
maimed  him  in  a  miferable  manner  ;  after  which  AHault,  he 
never  appeared  In  public,  and  is  fuppofed  to  have  died  of 
grief  h.     Soon  after  the  promotion  of  Stephen^  the  two  bro-  Berengt- 
jthcrs  Berengarius  and  Jn/cariuji^  notwithftanding  the  favours  rius  an^i 
conferred  upon   them  by  Hugh,  entered  into  a  confpiracy  Anfcariat 
againft  him,  which  being  difcovcred,  Hugh^  by  means  of  ^ffrmt^ 
one  SaHio,  apprehended  Jnfcarius,  and  caufing  him  to  be  ^  ^^^fp'/^* 
put  to  death,  conferred  the  dukedom  of  Sf^leto  upon  Sarlio.  ^^i^^fi 
Berengarius,  alarmed  at  the  fate  of  his  brother,  immedi-  ^"jS  *     " 
atcly  fkd^  to  Herman  duke  of  SuaJbia^  who  condufted  him  to     '    '^^  " 
Otbo  king  of  Germany  y  afterwards  furnamed  the  Great.   Hugh 
being  informed  of  his  retreat,  fent  an  embafly  to  Otho,  de^ 
firing  him  to  deliver  him  up ;  but  his  requeft  was  denied  by 
the  firig  of  Germany,     The  confpiracy  being  quelled  by  the  Hugh  «/- 
death  of  Jn/carius,   and  the  flight  of  Berengarius,  Ht{gh  t^ds  the 
rcfolved  to  attack  the  Saracens,  who  were  fortified  near  the  Saracens 
Jlps  ;  and  fending  an  ebabafly  to  the  emperor  at  Conjlanti^  'a/^'  l 
nople,  procured  from  iiim  the  affiftance  of  fpme  (hips,  and    ^jS 
artificial  or  Greek  fire,  which  had  the  property  of  burning  ^^^^^^'\  ^ 
under  water.     Having  made  thefe  preparations,  the  follow-  y^^^  *"'' 
ing  year  he  attacked  Fraxinetum  by  fea  and  land,  and  burn*     g 'j^ 
ing  the  fhips  of  the  Saracens  by  means  of  the  artificial  fire,  ' 

be  forced  them  to  abandon  Fraxinetum,  and  retire  to  the 
mountain  Maurus.     Hugh  befieged  them  there  for  a  con- 
fiderable  time ;  but  hearing  that  Berengarius  had  raifed  fome 
forces  in  Suahia  and  France,  and  defigned  to  invade  Italy, 
The  imprudently  difmiffed  his  Greek  auxiliaries,  and  concluded 
a  peace  with  the  Saracens,  allowing  them  to  refide  in  the 
Alps  between  Suabia  and  Italy,  on  condition  that  they  op- 
pofed  Berengarius,  in  cafe  he  attempted  to  pafs  into  Lom^ 
bardy.   The  Saracens,  being  thus  left  in  poflefSon  of  feveral  ^%  ««^ 
places  in  the  y^i|^/,  robbed  and  murdered  the  pilgrims,  who^^f' 
were  paffing  that  way  in  their  journey  to  Rome ;  which  bar-  P^kp^/  '« 
barity  they  had  exercifed  fome  years  before,  againft  a  nu»       ''  I^^^"^ 
merous  troop  of  Englijh  pilgrims,  murdering  them  by  ftones  ^^^ 
thrown*  upon  them  in  their  paflage  through  the  vallies  *. 

Three  years  after  the  conclufion  of  this  peace  with  the  Romanus 
Saracens,  Romanus,  the' emperor  of  Conjiantinople,  hsa^xag  impgror  of 
of  the  great  reputation  of  Hugh,  fent  an  embaffy  to  him,  Conftanti- 
demanding  his  daughter  in  marriage.

In  the  mean  tSnie  B^r/mgariuf^  wbb  was  aa 
rius  fimds  telle  in  Smdfia;  hearing  that  the  Italians  were  greatly  dif- 
A«adctt«   affeftcd  to  Hugh,  upon  acconnt  of  his  conferring  fo  many 
in  ajgmfi  favours  upon  the  Burgundians,  lent  one  JmadeuSy  his  faithful 
mto  Italy,  attendant,  iiQto  Itafy,  to  found  the  affcftions  of  the  Italian 
^*j!ff    *  noMcs  towards  him,     Amadeus  accordingly  putting  on  A? 
Hmutftbi  ^^^^  ^^  pilgrim,  joined  thofe  who  were  travelUog  to  Rtm^ 
moUni      ^"  acconnt  of  devotion ;   and  having  entered  Italy,  had 
fecrct  conferences  with  many  of  the  nobles  who  were  difia* 
feAed  to  Hugh,  forming  together  with  them  a  plan  for  pro- 
curing the  kingdom  to  Berengarius.    Hugh  having  imbr* 
mation  that  Berengarius  had  fent  an  emifiary  in  difgiaile  l&tQ 
Itafy,  ordered  ftrift  fcarch  to  be  made  after  him ;  but  jimar 
deus,  by  frequently  changing  his  habit,  and  fometimes  ap: 
pearing  in  one  colour,  and  fometimes  in  another,  eluded  the 
-enquiries  of  the  king's  oiBcef  s,  and  even  had  the  coofidoico 
to  appear  at  his  palace.    Having  fatisfied  bimfelf  in  his  en- 
quiries, be  returned  by  bye  paths  over  the  Al^s,  the  pafles  of 
which  were  guarded  by  order  of  the  king ;  ai^d  informing 
Btrengarius  that  the  nobles  of  Italy  were  ready  to  take 
annsin  his  favour,  as  foon  as  he  appeared  in  that  kiQgdom, 
andg^s     he  accordingly  left  Suabia^  and  wjth  a  few  attendants,  en* 
him/tlf      tered  Italy  by  the  valley  of  Venufia  or  Winfgau.    Marching 
into  that    ^Q  ^jj^5  ^g^Mc  of  Fornicarium,  then  under  the  commands 
*'2f*l6     jiJelard,  fuffragan  or  clerk  to  Manajes  bilhop  of  Trento, 
"^'-^Tb  ^^^^  ^^  Mantua,  Berengarius  brought  them  both  over 
lil^wV  ^  *^  '***'  ioterefts,  and  obtained  the  poffeffion  of  the  cafUe,  by 
i^nMt.  promiCng  the  arcbilhopric  of  Milan  to  Maneges,  and  the 
btfh6pric  of  C&mo  to  Adelard.     The  arrival  ^Berengarius 
wtis  no  feoner  known,  than  many  of  the  nobles  repaired  to 
his  camp,  the  chief  of  whom  was  MHIq,  count  of  the  palace, 
nrowoked  by  ibme  injuries  he  had  received  from  Hugh ;  and 
Fii9  bifllbp  of  Modena,  enticed  by  the  promife  of  xhe  rich 
Abey  of  Nvnantula,  not  only  Irft  Hugh,  but  brought  a  greaC 
body  of  men  with  him  to  the  camp  of  Berengarius.    Hugh 
hearing  x£  the  revolt  of  thefe  two  nobles,  immediately  af- 
femblcd  an  army,  and  marched  to  Vincola,  to  attack  Ae 
eamp  of  his  rival ;  but  the  Italians  continually  flocking  ^ 
to  Berengarius,  he  found  himfdf  too  weak  to  attempt  any 
thing  by  force.  While  thefe  things  were  doing  in  Lmt^rdy^ 
Ae  two  brothers  Lahdulphus  and  Jthenu^hm,  princes  of 
Capua,  h*d  felzed  upon  the  monaflery  of  CcJpno,  and  ex- 
pelled the  mot^  ;  but  complaint  being  made  to  the  pope, 
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he  ordsrci  the  princes  to  refign  vrhzt  they  had  nfurpeAj, 
and  the  moi^  a^puL  to  take  .poileffion  ^    ^ 

In  the  mean  xmitBerengarius  being  fent  for  by  the  arch«.  Hi4nrrkfa 
bHhc^  left  Verona^  and  arriving  at  Mtlan^  there  afted  as  «'  Mika. 
king,    JSTaj A  being  informed  of  this,  returned  in  defpair  to  ^'*^, 
Pavia ;  and  finding  himfelf  daily  deferted,  fo  that  there  was  fi^^'*^ 
no  hope  of  keeping  pofleffion  of  the  <:rown,  he  f^nt  his  fon  ^^^T*" 
Lothariiis  to  BerengariuSy  and  the  Italian  nobles  at  Milan,  j^  J}  aaj 
to  endeavour  to  excite  their  compaffion,  chufing  adayap^    *    *^^* 
pointed  by  Berengarius  for  giving  away  a  great  many  pre- 
fenn\nits.     latbarius  accordingly  went  and  threw  himfelf  at 
their  feet  before  the  altar  in  the  church  of  St.  Amhrofty  in- 
treating  that  they  would  not  reje£t  him  as  they  had  done  his    . 
father.    The  Italians  Were  fo  moved  with  his  diftrefs,  that 
they  took  bini  into  their  proteftion ;  and  Hugi  preparing  to  ^ 
quit  Itafy^  they  fent  meflengers  to  him»  defiring  him  fiiO  to 
continue  in  the  kingdom  ^.

and  fublUtuting  one  Anthmy,  without  any  confent  of  the  ^^^  ^' 
bifhops.    He  likcjvifc  conferred  the  hilhc^rick  of  Ccmo,  not  ^^  ^^/ 
on  Aielard,  as  he  had  promifed,  but  on  one  Faldo,  and  gave^^^^^   • 
that  of  R^ggio  to  Jdelard,   and  threatened  to  deprive  the/^^^.     . 
bilhops  of  Placenza  and  Pavia,  unlefe  they  gave  him  a  large  'v$mment. 
•  fum  of  money.    Upon  the  death  of  the  archWftiop  of  Milan, 
he  alfo  appointed  Manajfes  his  fucceflbr,  though  the  clergy 
had  chofen  Aldemar,  the  cardinal  of  their  church,  which 
proceedii^  occafiooed  a  great  iedition  at  Milan,  fo  that 
neither  of  the  two  competitors  were  consecrated. 

HuGjf,  diflatisfied  \rith  the  adminiftration  of  Berengarius,  Hugh  n^ 
and  finding  himfelf  without  any  authority,  took  an  oppor-  ^^  '^'^ 
tunity  of  rctirir^g  with  his  treafures  into  Burgundy,  where  ^"^**^y 
he  built  a  very  magnificent  monaftery  •,  at  his  own  expcnce,  ^^"^'^  ' 
and  appropriating  to  it  all  his  wealth,  he  became  monk  him-  ^^^  ^ 
fdf,  and  died  fobn  after.     The  emperor  Conftahtine  being 
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iaformed  of  the  death  of  Hugh,  feat  an  embafTy  to  Beren- 
garhis,  recommending  to  him  the  protedion  of  Latharius^. 
In  return,  Berengarius  fent  the  hlftorian  Luitprand  ^m- 
baflador  to  Confiantinopie,  who  gives  a  long  and  particular 
.  defcription  of  his  own  embafly  ^ ;  but  Berengariusy  inftead 
of  a6ling  as  a  faithful  adminiflrator  for  Lotharius^  is  faid  by 
the  hiftorian  Fhdoard,  to  have  poifoned  him  at  an  enter- 
tainment «•,  of  which  he  died  foon  after  in  a  phrenzy  ».

.    without  diftinftion  of  age  or  fex,  to  pay  fo  much  for  their 
head,  not  excepting  even  the  poor ;  helikewife  robbed  the 
churches,  and  by  that  means  raifed  an  immenfe  fum,  ten 
modii  or  buftiels  of  which   he  gaye    to  the  Hungarians^ 
but   kept  the  much  greater  half  to  himfelf  ".     Lotharius 
being  dead,  Berengarius  caufed  himfelf  to  be  crowned  at 
Verona,  and  aflbciated  his  eldeft  fon  Adelhert  with  him  in 
the  government ;  the  year  after  at  Olonna,  he  renewed  the 
alliance  between  the  Venetians  and  Italians,  and  fettled  the 
oro.      limits  of  their  territories.

Adelaide,  ^^  army  againfl  Pavia,  which  he  reduced,  then  taking  the 
pr  refea-^  queen  prifoner,  he  fliut  her  up  in  the  caftle  of  Garda,  near  the 
wipIw/At  ^^^^  ^^  *^^^  name,  being  afraid  left  (he  ftiould  have  recourfe 
Us  Jon.       to  fome  foreign  affiftance.     Berengarius  had  not  long  fixed 
his  refidence  at  Pavia,  when  Adelaide,  by  the  alSflance  of 
Martin  her  confcflbr,  made  her  cfcape  from  her  prifon.     In 
the  night-time  fbe  went  into  a  little  boat  with  him  and  one 
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female  atteadftiit,  and  croffing  the  lake,  fonce^kd  herfelf  in 
a  wood,  where  (he  condnuS  for  fome  days ;  but  being  Shit/capn 
obliged  to  remove  forwent  of  food,  (he  went  and  afted  the  /tCanoza, 
proteAion  of  Jdelard  bifliop  of  Reggio^  who  recommended  ^htrejbe 
her  for  greater  fafety  to  his  andc  Atho^  who  was  pofleffed  ^*  ^^^g^d 
of  a  ftroog  caftle  near  Canoza.  ^^  ncxtam. 

BsiieVygarius  was  no  fooncr  informed  of  the  place  of  K**"*"^ 
her  retreat,  than  he  fent  a  meflage  to  Jtho^  defiring  him  to 
deliver  her  np  ;  but  his  requeft  being  refufed,  he  marched 
direAIy  ^th  an  army  and  beiieged  Catioza.    Atho  finding  Bbt  folU^ 
himfclf  unable  by  his  own  ftrength  to  fuftain  the  fiege,  fent  tits  tbt 
a  private  meflenger,  with  the.  confent  of  Adekide^  to  Otho  ^ffifiantt 
king  of  Germany^  intreating  him  to  come  to  his  affiftance ;  ^  0^<^ 
which  if  he  did  fpeedily,  he  might,  eafily  expel  the  ufurper  ^^^  ^f 
Btrengariusj  ahd  by  marrying  Adelaide^  obtain  the  kingdom  ^^™^7* 
of  Italy.     The  pope  UkewUe,  who  had  been  offended  at  Be^ 
rengarius   for  plundering  the  churches,  fent  a  letter  to 
Otho,  inviting  him  into  Italy  t^.    Otho  willingly  accepted  of  otho 
the  terms  offered  him  by  Adelaide^  and  promifed  fpeedy  marches 
affiftance  ;  and  fending  his  fon  Ludolphus  with  fome  forces  into  Italy; 
before  him,  marched  foon^  after  himfelf  with  a  great  army  andraifinjr* 
into  Italy,    When  he  arrived  at  Verona^  he  feat  an  officer  tbejuge  rf 
with  a  letter  to  Canoza,  to  inform  v^dlfAwVfe  that  he  had  paflcd  Canoza» 
the  Alp,  and  was  marcbipg  to  her  relief.    All  accefs  to  the  marries 
caftte  being  cot  off  by  th^  enemies  guards,  the  officer  tied -^^t*^"^ 
the  letter,  with  a  ring  which  he  had  received  from  Otho,  to  A.D.95I, 
an  arrow,  and  fhot  it  into  the  place.     The  befieged,  upon 
Teading  the  letter,  gave  public  demonftrations  of  joy,  wljich 
being  obferved  by  Berengarius,  he  concluded  that  the  army 
•  of  Qtho  was  not  at  a  great  diflance,  and  not  thinking  proper 
to  venture  an  engagement,  he  immediately  raifed  the  fiege, 
and  retired  with  hb  fons  Adelbert  and  Vido,  to  provide  for 
the  fecurity  of  the  places  of  ftrength  in. his  kingdom,  being 
refcrlved  to  oppofe  the  invader  to  the  utmofl  of  his  power  *. 
Otho,'  upon  his  arnval  at  Canoza^  immediately  celebrated  his 
marriage  with  Adelaide,  and  foon  after  marched  againft  Pa- 
via,  which  he  reduced  by  OSlober,  and  entered  the  place  ia 
triumph  with  His  queen. ,   There  he  celebrated  his  Chrijlmas, 
and  returning  in  the  beginning  of  the  fpring  to  Germany 
with  Adelaide,  he  left  his  fon  Conrad,  duke  of  Lorrain,  to 
i:arry  on  the  war  againfl  Berengaritu.    Conrad  began  the  Berenga- 
frampaign  with  great  vigour,  ^nd  foon  obliged  Berengarius  thit  goes  t^ 
fo  lay  down  his  arms  ;  he  advifed  him  to  go  with  his  fon  Germao^, 
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mmtjuh^  AdeVfcrt  iato  Germmiy  ind  fnbmii  to  Otho^  and  tnsft  CO  h» 
^muhig  /«  generofity  fior  the  terms  of  reooodliation.  B§rengariut  i^aa 
C^tko,  iV  recdvsed  in  Gemuaty  with  great  refpefi: by  thqnoUes  of  ihitt 
r^^ffrr^  ^  kingdom ;  and  after  three  dt js  had  aa  andicoce  of  Oth^ 
A^if'^V  ivfao  d€|>rivad  him  only  jof  the  marqnfTate  id^  Verona^  and 
^"^  that  of  Friuhy  which  he  gave  to  hii  brothet  Henry  dn^  of 

BuwariA ;  Ae  reft  of  his  kiqgdom  he  jreftored  to  him,  on 
condidoQ  of  his  paying  homage  fisr  it  to  the  ldAg9  of  Gcr^ 
many, 
It^  BsRBNcam^s  having  thus  made  his  peace  widi^M  t^« 

ireutfy      vaxntA  to  Italy ;  bat  toovL  after  hearing  that  Otho  was  ca* 
harrajfti  gaged  in  <^pofinga  rd}elljon9  headed  by  his  foo  httdo^huSf 
ky  tbt       and  his  ibn4a-law  CMrad,  he  likewife  revolted^  and  agaiia 
crtnity  4wd  b^an  hoflilkies  in  It^.    In  revenge  (tx  the  affiftaoce  Att» 
^Sframiy  rf  \^  ^vKXi  to  Addaidgf.  he  marched  with  an  army  agdinft 
Berenga-   Camza^  and -from  thence  to  Savmna  and  the  eicarcbatc, 
AD    ^6  ^^^^S  ^  I^P^  ^  biihopsy  and  nobles  of  Aafy  m  a 
'^'   '  95^-  moft  grievous  manner,  and.  leaving  every-where  marks  of 
his  tyranny  and  avarice..    In  the  meaa  tfaoe^  Aldanar,  the 
rival  of  Manaffet  in  the  archbifliopric  of  Mitan,  dying,  the 
dergy  and  people  immediately  chote  ValpertuSt  whp  the  fol- 
lowing year,  together  with  the  pope,  wrote  to  Qfbo^  oomr 
plaining  of  the  tyranny  of  Bcrengar'ms^  and  fliewiag^  that, 
\i\A  was'&ot  oppofed,  hewould^n  make  himfelf  inafler  of 
OCai^Jends^  Aa/K.    Otho  being  then  greatly  engaged  with  tiie  adaits 
Msfrnh^'OiGtrmmnyy  ordei^ed  his  fon  Ludolphus  to  march  ^ith  an 
do^hus    army  s^ainft  Btrengarms.    In  the  mean  ttme  pope  Agapefui 
into  Italy,  dying,  Offavianus  the  fbn  of  j^keric,  who,  d«>i^  a  dergy- 
noh0  de'     man,  two  years  before^  Jhuad  Cacceeded  iiis  father  in  the  g^- 
fiats  Be*   vtmment  of  Rcme^  new  procnred  himfelf  to  be  deAed  pope» 
renganus.  ^Q  j  took  the  name  of  John  Xn.  bdng  then  only  eighteen 
jtzn  of  age.     Ludo^bus  bdng  arrival  in  Itafy,  ddfea^ed 
Bertngdrius  in  feveral  engigements,  and  at  Jaft  foroed  him 
Lndol-      into  an  Ifland  in  the  lake  Novara ;  but  the  fdlowiog  fM, 
phus  dies^  while  he  was  earneft  in  proTecuting  the  war,  be  was  cut  iSS 
«m/Beren«|>y  SI  fudden  death,  not^dthoot  the  fuiplcion  of  poifon,  a4» 
pritts  ^^-iminiftred  to  him  ^  one  pf  his  domeftics  that  had  been  gained 
'"*'/'t-   ^y  Bertngatius  J.    His  body  was  carried  into  Oerwany^  and 
^';<J  ^^i  boried  at  Metz.    Benrngarius  bemg  now  fire^  from  hia  ad- 
/'  J^  ^'     yerfary,  and  hearing  that  Otho  was  engaged  in  a  war  wii^ 
■the  Sclavs,  again  took  the  field  with  an  army,  and  renewed 
his  former  violences,  ranragtng  with  great  barbarity  the  ter- 
ritories of  th^  whot  had  abandoned  hinu.    He  w%s  likewUe 
engaged  in  a  war  with  the  new  pope,  on  account  of  the 
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dtrkedom  of  SffoUto^  each  of  them,  lurcording  to  Sigonius, 
dadmmg that  dtikedom^  \viiichluid  been  lately, in  thepof-- 
fcf&on  of  Sarlh.  J^n  having  got  a  great  many  Inflipps  and 
Others  in  the  dukedom  to  fsivoar  his  preteofions,  Bercngdriiu 
inarched  thither  with  an  army,  and  harrafled  thofe  of  the 
Oppofite  party ;  but  the  following  year  he  left  his  army  and 
returned  to  Pavia,  ffhere  he  renewed  tfadr  andent  privileges 
to  the  Genotf€i  that  republic  ajQfertitig  the  charter  to  be  ftUI 
extant  in  their  pofleilion. 

The  kalians  at  laft  driven  to  defpair  by  die  tyrandy  ofTS^Ita- 
Berengarhts,  lent  repeated  embaflies  tO' Of ifo,  intreatit^  him^os^^Mi 
to  come  to  their  relief.     Falpertus,  archbiOiopof  MUan^fi^^i^  ti* 
went  in  pcrfon  to  Otho  »,  as  did  fcveral  other  nobles ;  and  the  ^ffifi^^^ 
pope  fent  a  cardinal,,  and  one  of  his  principal  <^cers  of  bis^  n^Sl 
conrt  to  Germany^  fuppiicating  Otho  to  come  and  deliver  th^    *^*9*o* 
church  from  its  oppt-eflbr,  and  pmmi/ing  to  give  him  the 
imperial  crown,  provided  he  would  fwear  to  confult  the 
Ktmcin  church,  and  reftore  all  that  had  been  ufnrped  by  JEe- 
tengariux,     Othv  very  readily  confented  to  the  oath,  but  be- 
fore he  fet  out  for  Italy^  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  he 
aflfemWed  a  diet  at  Worms,  in  which  his  fon  Othc^  \  then  only 
fix  years  of  age,  was  declared  king  of  Germany^  and  trufted 
to  the  guardianftiip  cS  William  archbifiiop  of  MetZy  his  batf 
brother*.     The  diet  being  difmifled,  the  young  Otho  vras^hc 
crowned  at  Jix  la  Chapelk  on  Whitfunday  foiio\»ng ;  and  marchis 
his  father  having  fettled  the  af&irs  of  Germany ,  marched  wtth''«^  Italf 
a  formMabk  army  through  the  valley  of  Trent  into  Italy  f'^tk  em 
accompanied  by  his  wife  Adelaide,  and  attended  by  fcveral*'^* 
bifcops.     Jdelhrt  prepared  to  oppofe  Ae^Germans,  with  aii 
army,  according  to  feveral  authors,  amounting  to  60,000 
inen ;  but  the  counts  and  nobks  making  it  a  condition  of 
Adr  fervicc  that  Berengarius  fhouki  for  ever  refign  the  king* 
3om  in  fevour  of  Adelbert\  their  propofal  was  rq^ed ;  upon     ggi, 
trhJch^the  whole  army  immediately  feparated  \  and  many  of 
the  biftiops  and  nobles  going  to  meet  Otho,  he  marched 
without  oppofition  to  Pavia,  which  Berengarius  had  abait-» 
^oncd,  after  fetting  fire  to  the  palace  <=.     From  thence  he  and  is 
went  10' Milan,  where  the  bilhops  and  nobles  of  Lombard^  crmuned 
bqing  aflembled,  the  archbifhop,  with  the  unanimous  cast*  kitrg  by  the 
fcnt  of  all  prefent,  depofed  Berengarius  and  Adelbert,  and«»wi^ 
conferring  the  kingdom  on  Otho,  crowned  him  with  the  ij*on  e/' Miho*. 
^^own,  m  the  church  of  St.  Amhrofc.  .  la  the  mean  time, 
Berengarius,   his  wife,   and  his  two  fons,  abandoned  the 
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cdtffttf y  to  Otho,  and  retired  fcparately  into  the  ftrongeft  for- 
treffes  in  the  kingdom,  which  they  fortified  with  (brong 
A.D.962.  garifons,  in  expeAation  of  a  revolution  in  their  favour,  Otho^ 
Ht  march-  immediately  after  the  ceremony  of  his  coronation,  returned, 
€s  /^Rome  to  Pavia,  where  he  kept  his  ChriftmaSy  and  in  the  month  of 
^^**  February  marched  with  his  army  10  Rme^  to  receive  the  im- 
''*"^'^,    perial  crown  from  the  jtope,  according  to  his  pronufc.    The 

^Si^Me     ^^^"^^"^  ^^^  ^^^  ^^  ®^  ^^^^  ^^^  received  him  into  ihsir 
^^^    city  with  the  utmoft  demonftrations  of  joy.    Otbo  having^ 
kiffed  the  pope's  feet,  whb  waited  for  him  On  the  fteps  of 
the  Vatican^  he  was  conducted  into  the  church,  and  folenudy 
crowned  emperor  by  Johrif  amidft  the  loud  accfunations  of 
the  people  ;  after  which  both  of  them  went  to  the  altar  of 
St.  PeteTf  and  bound  themfelves  by  a  folemn  OAth,  Join 
promifmg  always  to  be  faithful  to  the  emperor,  and  to  give 
noaffiftance  to  Berengarius  or  Adelhert  his  enemies;  anc^ 
6^  ^0  engaging  to  confult  thewelfere  of  the  church,  and  ta 
reftore  to  it  all  its  patrimony  granted  by  former  emperors  *. 
Otho  bcfides  beftowed  very  rich  prefents  upon  the  church  of 
8t.  Peter  ^.   He  ordained,  that  the  election  of  popes  fhould' 
be  regulated  according  to  the  canons ;  and  that  the  ele^leci 
pope  (hould  not  be  confecrated  till  he  had  publicly  promifed^ 
in  prefence  of  the  emperor's  commifikries,  to  obferve  every 
thing  formerly  fpedfied  by  pope  Leo  \  that  thde  commiflarie» 
Ihould  conftantly  refide  at  Rome^  and  every  year  make  an. 
exaft  report  how  juftice  was  adminiftred  by  the  judges  \  and 
in  cafe  of  any  complaints,  the  commiflaries  ihould  ky  them 
before  the  pope ;  but  if  he  negleded  to  remedy  them,  the 
Imperial    commilTaries    might  then  determine   what  thc]^ 
thought  proper  ^ ;  which  regulation  (hews,  that  the  emperor 
{till  referved  to  himfdf  the  fovereignty  and  jurifdi^ion  in  the 
laft  inftance  over  all  the  territories  granted  to  the  holy  fee. 
Otho  having  thus  gbt  pofleflion  of  Italy ^  that  kingdom  con- 
tinued for  -upwards  of  300  years  to  be  reckoned  a  part  o^ 
the  German  empire ;  but  in  the  reign  of  the  emperor  Sjh 
dolphuSy  it  became  independent,  and  detached  from  the  empii^ 
the  cities  of  Lombardy  refufing  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance 
to  the  emperor,  and  claiming  a  liberty  which  time  has  fince 
confirmed  to  many  of  them. 
lie  fehtnis    ;  The  emperor  having  confirmed  the  grant  of  his^  predb* 
H  Pav««,    ceflbrs  to  the  holy  fee,  and  regulated  what  regarci(s  the  cloc- 
^nd  after-  ^y^^  of  the  popes,  returned  to  Pavia^   and  after  iefier 
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marched  againft  Berengarius  and  thofe  of  his  party,  ivhowW, 
were  ftill  in  pofleffion  of  foroe  places  of  ftrength.    He  began  ftarcbet 
with  the  fiege  of  the  ifland  in  the  Lago  Maggiore^  whither  ogainjl^ 
ViUa  the  wife  of  Berengarius  had  retired  ;  after  two  months  ''^"E*^^"'* 
he  made  himfelf  mafter  of  the  place,  and  gave  liberty  to  ^ 
Villa  to  go  to  her  hufband,  and  reftored  the  ifland  to  the 
church  of  Novara  g.     In  the  mean  time,  John  XII.  finding  y^^^^ 
that  Otho,vfz%  not  contented  with  the  mere  title  of  emperor,  rnakesm 
tfttt  claimed  likewife  the  fovereign  anthority  in  RcmCj,  \^fjiSifecr€t 
to  repent  of  his  calling  him  into  Italy,  and  difregarding  his  treaty 
oath,  made  a  fecret  treaty  with  Adelbert^  and  promiled  to  initb  k^ 
affift  him  in  expelling  the  Germans*     Otho^  who  was  then  at  <Jelbcrt  /# 
Pavia,  being  informed  of  this  alliance,  fent  fome  of  iAs'^^*he 
faithful  attendants  to  Rome,  to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  the^«""*"*« 
report,  and   the  behaviour  of  John,      Upon   their  return    •    '9  3* 
'  they  confirmed  the  news,  and  likewife  defcribed  the  fcanda« 
lous  life  of  the  pope.     John,  in  order  to  throw  the  blame 
upon  the  emperor,  immediately  fent  two  legates  to  his  camp, 
accufmg  him  of  having  caufed  the  people  of  Umbria  to  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  himfelf,  and  not  to  the  holy  fee  ,- 
but  Otho  declared  that  he  defired  nothing  more  than  to  ful- 
fil his  promife,  and  fent  two  ambafladors  to  the  pope  to  clear       « 
him  by  their  oath,  which,  if  John  refufed,  he  ordered  the 
foldiers  that  attended  the  ambafBdors,    to  juftify  him  by 
fmgle  combat ;  at  the  fame  time  he  told  the  legates,  that  be  anJfiUi'  . 
had  certain  information  that  John  had  foUicited  the  Hunga-^*^*  the  ^ 
rians  to  invade  Germany  \   The  ambafladors  of  the  emperor  Hungari-, 
were  received  with  very  little  refpeft  by  the  pope,  who  re-  ^^J^^'- 
fufed  to  accept  of  the  juftification  which  they  offered,  and*^    ^    ^'  , 
after  eight  days  difmifled  them,  fending  along  with  them  "*^^' 
two  other  legates,  with  the  defign  of  amufing  the  emperor. 
In  the  mean  time,  Adelbert,  having  arrived  at  Civita  Vecchia, 
repaired  to  Rome,  where  he  was  honourably  received  by  the 
pope,  who  was  earneft  with  the  Romans  to  revolt.     During 
thefe  tranfanftions,  Otho  had  embarked  his  army  on  the  Po, 
and  failed  to  Ravenna,  which  he  quickly  reduced  ;  from 
thence  he  marched  into  the  dukedom  of  Spoleto,  and  befieged 
St.  Leo  or  Montfeljtre,  then  held  by  Berengarius  and  Villa 
with  a  ftrong  garrifon. 

Thb  liege  proceeding  very  flowly,  he  left  part  of  his  Otho 
army  to  block  up  the  place,  and  in  the  middle  of  September  marches 
marched  with  the  reft  to  Rome,  being  invited  by  the  nobles  nvitbpart 
to  come  to  their  afliftance,  they  having  oppofed  the  ^ro- f^f  hh  arpy 
ceedings  of  the  pope  and  JMbert,  and  feized  upon  the  caftle  ^  ^omtf 
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cud  mf'     c(  S.Pdul.    fobn^  alarmed  at  the  emperor's  maidi  to  Xame^ 
femitts  a  immediately  left  tne  city,  aad  takii^  with  him  the  treafure  of 
€9WiciUf  St.  Peter ^  retired  to  fomc  diftance.    In  the  mean  time,  Othi 
^i^ofs.      being  received  by  the  clergy  and  people  of  Rone  with  great 
refpeft,   appointed  a  council  of  the  bifliops  to  be  held  in 
the  beginning  of  November y  to  regulate .  the  af&irs  of  the 
church.    Qn  the  day  appointed  for  the  qonncU  the  biihops 
aflembled;  and  he  himfelf  preflded,  with  the  archbiAops  of 
jfquileia^  Milan,  and  Ravenna.     Otho  began  with  complain'' 
Jng  that  the  pope,  who  ought  to  have  been  the  chief  in  thdr 
deliberations,  was  not  prefent,  and  inquired  of  the  bifliops 
the  caufe  of  his  abfence.     The  council  unanimoofly  repli- 
ed, that  the  confcioufnel^of  his  crimes  had  made  him  afraid 
to  appear :  Otho  required  them  to  be  more  particular ;  upon 
'   *  which  they  accufed  him  of  filling  the  palace  with  lewd 

women,  and  having  an  intrigue  with  one  Stephania  his  father's 
concubine  ;  of  drdaining  a  bifhop  in  a  ftable ;  of  making  a^ 
I        child  of  ten  years  of  age  hiHiop  of  Tiider ;  of  caftrating  a« 
Cardinal,  and  afterwards  putting  him  to  death ;  of  faying^ 
ihafs  and  not  communicating  himfelf ;  of  drinking  the  devil's 
V^^  'f^^*  health,  and  neglefting  to  ufe  the  fign  of  the  crofs  *.     John 
"  1 1        >*^°g  ^^  appear  to  defend  himfelf  the  council  proceeded 
vni  ^-^^  depofe  him,  and  elefted  Leoy  the  chief  fccrctary,  in  his 
fin  in  bis'  ^^^^*  who,   though  a  layman  ^  was  approved  of  by  the 
Ami*        emperor,   and  forthwith  confecrated,  taking  the  nai&e  of 
Leo  Vllt.    Leo^  in  compliment  to  the  emperor,  by  whole 
means  he  had  obtained  the  papal  dignity,  granted  a  bull,  by 
which  it  was  ordained,  that  Otho  and  his  fucceflbrs  fliould 
have  a  right  of  appointing  the  popes,  and  invefting  arch-* 
biftiQps. and  biihop?  ;  and  that  none  fliould dareto oonfecrate 
a  bllhop  without  the  leave  of  the  emperor  '•     The  coundl 
being  difmiiled,  Otho  fent  back  the  greateft  part  of  his  troops 
to  afCft  at  the  Cege,  and  continuing  ztRome,  celebrated  his 
Chrijhnas  with  Leo, 
A.D.964»     John  XII,  was  no  fooaer  informed  that  Otho  had  dif 
ne  Ro-    jnifiicl  the  greateft  part  of  his  troops,  but  he  fent  his  emif^ 
"**"**  I'/  ^^'^^^  ^^  i?<?wj^,  exciting  the  Romans  to  revolt,  and  promiiing 
^  ^*d£fiat'  ^^  ^v**^^.  among  them  all  the  treafures  he  was  poflefled  o^ 
<!JLorfip.  ^  ^'^^y  would  mrprife  and  cut  off  Otho.    The  Romofis  being 
.    ■  eafily  excited-  by  die  promifes  of  John^  took  arms  on  the 
fccond  of  January^  and  marched  to  furprife  Otho^  who  was 
encamped  on  the  other  fide  the  Tiber ;  but  the  Germans  take- 
ihg  the  alarm  before  the  Romans  had  paHed  the  river,  attacked 
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them  at  th«  h4clge,  repulfed  them  with  confidefable  lofs,  ackl 
^th  great  diliSculty  tvere  rcftraincd  by  Otho  from  committing 
great  flaughter  *.     Otho  pardoned  the  Romans^  on  condition 
rf  their  renewing  their  allegiance,  and  giving  a  hundred  of 
their  nobks  as  ho(!ages.

Carda**^^  ^^^^^ 
and  C&macina  iikewife  fnrrendering  to  the  Germans-^  there  "^^y* 
remained  only  Spaleto  and  Camerino,  which  AdeUirt  had 
ftrengthened  with  good  garlfons. 

•  Otho  refolving  to  go  in  perfon  againft  thefe  two  places^ 
at  the  intreaty  of  LeOy  reftored  the  Roman  hoftages^  and  in 
a  few  days  left  Rome,  and  marched  againft  Camerino.    SoOn  i^^^  j^lf; 
after  the  departure  of  the  empefor,  John,  by  the  intrigues  of  returns  tb 
his  miftrefles,   found  means  of  entering  Rome,  where  his  Romc,tf«i 
party  immediately  becoming  prevalent,  he  called  an  aflcmbly /^r^r/;/?/ 
of  thebifhops,  in  which  he  depofed  L^,  and  annulled  all  ^r^i^rr*-: 
his  decrees,  and  Iikewife  ordered  a  cardinal,  named  John,  XotUies  «- 
be  puni/hed  with  the' lofs  of  his  right  hand,  and  his  fecre-i^^'V'W' 
tary  Azo  to  lofe  his  nofe,  his  tongue,  and  two  of  his  fingers,  ^p^fotbtr 
John  was  foon  prevented  by  death  from  continuing  thcfe-'^^''** 
cnielties ;  for  about  the  middle  of  May,  being  furprized  in  fj^  ^^^^ 
\  bed  with  a  Roman  lady,  he  received  a  blow  upon  the  head,  andtbe* 
1  rf  which  he  died  eight  days  after  ».    The  authors  of  thofe  Romans 
times  fay,  that  it  was  the  devil  that  ftruck  him,  but  they  do  iUa  Bcne^^

john'%  getting  pofTeffion  of  Rome,  Otho  had  determined  to  turns  to 
march  againft.  that  city,  after  he  had  reduced  Camerino ;  but  Rome,^»/ 
hearing  that  the  Romans  had  elefted  Benedt6i,  he  quickly '*(^^^^' 
raifedthe  fiege,  and  led  his  army  againft  then?.  The  Romans, ^f  ^  !°^^*^ 
excited  by  Benediff,  fhut  their^  gates  againft  the  emperof ;  ^'^''^* 
bnt  their  dty  being  furrounded  by  .Germans,  they  Were  very 
foon  obliged  to  furrender  at  difcnetion,  for  want  of  provi- 
t\^m.    0/^,  upon  entering  thef  city,  firiftly  prohibited  hii 
\  foldkrs  ft-om  committing  any  violence,  and  having  reftored 
Uo  to  his  dignity,  he  advifed  him  to  call  a  council,  in  ordcf 
;  to  dcpofe  Benediif,    The  council  of  Germany  Italians  and 
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Sicilian  bUhops  being  aflembled,  BfnediB  was  introduced, 
and  voluntarily  ftripping  himfelf  of  his  pontifical  ornaments, 
afked  pardoo  of  the  emperor  and  Leo^  who  deprived  him 
of  the  title  of  prefljyter,  but  leaving  him  that  of  deacon, 
Adelbert   he  ordered  him  into  baniOunent  at  Hamburgh.    Tranquility 
bawng      being  eftaWiihed  at  Rome^  Otho  was  preparing  to  return  t» 
fidioCoT'  the  fiege  of  Camerino^  when  he  was  informed  that  Adelbert 
fica,  Otho  ijjjd  abandoned  Italy ^  and  fled  to  Corfica.

Thi  Itali-       Otho  had  no  fooner  returned  to  Germany^  but  the  Italians, 
zn$  revolt,  according  to  their  ufual  ficklenefs,  revolted  from  their  allegi- 
imd/ind    ance,  recalled  Adelbert  from  Corjica^  and  upon  his  return  to 
for  Add-   Lombardy,  affifted  him  to  the  utmoft  of  their  power  in  re- 
bert.  covering  his  former  dignity.     Otho  being  informed  of  this 

Ai  0.965,  rebellion,  immediately  fent  duke  Bnrchard  ^ifiixii  an  army  into 
Italy y  giving  him  orders  to  engage  Adelbert  with  the  firft 
opportunity.     Burchard,  according  to  his  orders,  foon  after 
his  arrival  in  Italy ^  attacked  Adelbert  near  the  Po^  and,  after 
an  obftinate  engagement,  obliged  him  to  retire  with  con- 
fiderable  lofs,  his  brother  Vido  having  fallen  in  the  action. 
Leo  dying,  ^^  ^^  mean  time  pope  Leo  dying,  the  Romans  fent  ambafla- 
the  Ko'  \dovs  to  Otho,  to  conmlt  him  about  a  fucceflbr.    Being  ^tif- 
inans  fend  &cd  with  their  fubmiffion,  he  gave  them  liberty  of  choiSog 
to  Otho  to  whom  they  thought  proper ;  and  fent  the  biihops  of  S^ire 
confult       and  Cremona  as  his  commiflaries  to  Rome,  to  be  prefent  at  the 
bm  ahut  eleftion  and  confccration  of  the  new  pope  ^.    Soon  after  the 
ajHcciJfor.  arrival  of  thie  two  biftioj^s,  the  Romans  defied  the  bifliopof 
Nani,  who  took  the  name  of  John  XIII.  But  he  had  not  long; 
enjoyed  his  new  dignity,  when  Rome,  was  thrown  into  the  ut-

The  prefeft  likewife,  who 
had  fncceeded  Rofred,  was  drefled  in  an  ignominious  habit, 
put  upon  an  afs  with  his  face  toward  the  tail,  and  in  that 
flianner  being  led  through  the  ftreets  of  Rome,  was  fcourged 
by  the  hangman,  and  afterwards  imprifoned  1.     Otho  having 
punilhed  the  rebels,  made  feveral  new  laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  city.

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Italy  falls  THE  death  of  Otho  was  no  fooner  related  in  Italy ^  thaq 
into  great  that  kingdom  fell  into  the  greateft  confiifion,  by  reafon  of 
^/u^on  civil  broils  among  the  nobles  ani  ftates,  many  of  the  dtics 
rejefting  the  authority  of  the  emperor,  and  chufing  confuls 
to  themfelves,  while  th«  dominion  of  others  was  ufarped 
by  the  nobles,  who  confirmed  their  power  by  building  cita- 
dels. Rome  efpecially  was  harrafled  with  tumults,  occaiioned 
chiefly  by  the  ambition  of  a  citizen  named  Cincius^  under 
pretence  of  reftoring  the  antient  republic.  As  the  pope  con- 
tinued firm  in  the  interefts  of  the  emperor,  and  could  not  be 
prevailed  with  to  approve  his  proceedings,  he  feized  him, 
by  means  of  one  Franco^  a  cardinal  deacon,  and  throwing 
him  into  prifon,  ordered  him  to  be  ftrangled.  Upon  his 
death,  one  Bonus  was  chofen  by  a  faftion  of  the  Romans ; 


magidrates,  to  be  judged  by 
their  own  laws,  and  dilpofe  of 
their  own  revenues,  on  condi- 
tion chat  they  took  the  oath  of 
ullegiance  to  the  king,  and  paid 
the  cttilomary  tribute.  The 
cities  that  were  not  free,  were 
governed  by  the  commiiTaries  or 
lieutenants  of  the  emperor ;  but 
the  free  cities  were  governed  hy 
two  or  more  confuls,  afterwards 
called  potejlates,  chofen  annually, 
who  took  the  oath  of  allegiance 
to  the  emperor,  before  the 
bifiiop  of  the  city,  or  the  em- 
peror's commiiTary.  The  tri- 
bute exacted  was  called yo^Vrtfw, 
farata^  U!  manfionaticum.  By 
the  foderum  was  meaiic  a  cer- 
tain quantity  of  corn,  which  the 
cities  were  obliged  to  furnifli 
to  the  king,  when  marching  with 
an  army,  or  making  a  progrefs 
through  the  country ;  the  value 
of  this  was  frequently  paid  in 
money.  By  the  parata  vjas  un- 
derilood  the  expence  laid  out  in 
'keeping  the  public  roads  aod 
bridges  in  repair  ;  and  the 
manfionaticum  incluied  thofe 
txpences   which  \^ere  required 


for  lodging  the  troops^  or  ac- 
commodatmg.  them  in  their 
camp.  Under  the  pretence  of 
this  article,  the  inhabitants  were 
fometimes  ilripped  of  all  that 
they  poffeffed,  except  their  oxen 
and  feed  for  the  land.  Befides 
regulating  what  regard^l  the 
cities,  Otho  diilribnted  honoars 
and  poifeflions  to  thoie  who  Had 
fervcd  him  faithfully.  The  ho- 
noars confifled  in  the  tides  of 
duke,  marquis,  county  capUiOr 
valvafor,  and  valvafinj  die  pof- 
feEions  were,beitdesiand,  theda- 
ties  ariiing  from  harbours,  ferries, 
roads,  fiih-ponds,  mills,  falt-pits, 
the  ufes  of  rivers,  and  all  per- 
taining to  them,  and  fuch  hke. 
The  dukes,  marquiiTes,  and 
counts,  were  thofe  jvho  had  re- 
ceived dukedoms,  marquifatefi 
or  counties  from  the  ^ing  in 
fiefs.  The  captains  had  the 
command  of  a  certain  number 
of  men  by  a  grant  from  the 
king,  duke,  marquis,  orcoout. 
Thevalvafors  were  fubordinatc 
to  the  captains,  and  the  valvafioi 
to  them  (i).

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Hjut  he  dying  foon  after,  Cincius  and  his  faftlon  chofc  FrcoKo 
the  deacon,  who  took  the  name  of  Boniface  VII.  The  faction 
of  the  counts  of  Tufcany^  ^armad  at  the  power  of  Cincius, 
unanimoufly  confpired  againft  him ;  and  after  feveral  ftruggles, 
obliged  him  and  Boniface  to  quit  the  city.

Bonifacty  before  he  left  Rome,  h^&d  ftripped  the  Fat ican  of 
all  its  wealth,  which  he  carried  with  him  to  Conjiantinopk, 
and  incited  the  emperors  Bafil  and  Conftantine  to  declare  war 
againft  Otho^  afHrrrfing,  that  the  icities  of  Italy  fought  only 
an  opportunity  of  fhaking  ofF  the  German  yoke,  ^hefe  di- 
fturbances  were  hardly  quieted  at  Rome,  when  the  inhabit- 
ants of  Bologna  began*  to  rejefl:  the  authority  of  Otho,  and 
to  fortify  their  city  by  building  fome  caftles  ;  the  Orvietans 
likewife  refufcd  to  obey  the  emperor's  officers,  and  chofe  to 
themfelves  confuls.  At  the  fame  time  the  mhabitants  of 
Milan  were  remarkable  for  their  loyalty;  for  their  archbifhop 
being  dead,  to  gratify  the  emperor  Otho^  they  accepted  of 
Godfrey  the  fubdeacon,  for  whom  they  had  an  averfion. 

Italy  continuing  ftill  harrafled  by  civil  diflenfions,  the  7he     ' 
emperors  Bafil  and  Conjiantine  at  laft  refolved  upon  an  expe-  Greeks 
dition  againft  that  kingdom,  which  they  the  more  readily  and  Sara- 
undertook,  as  they  knew  Otho  was  engaged  in  a  war  with  the  ^"*  '«' 
Trench  on  account  of  Lorrain.    Having  concluded  an  alliance  '^"^^  ^^^T 
with  the  Saracens f  whom  they  had  expelled  ^rom  Crete,  thpy  ^*'  *J!y' 
took  a  great  body  of  their  troops  into  their  pay,  and  in  con-^  '  *lt     tf 
junftion  with  them,  landed  in  Italy.  There,  upon  their  firft  AmHsuw/ 
arrival,  taking  and  plundering  Bia.ri  and  Macera,  they  foon  Calabria, 
made  themfelves  mafters  of  all  Apulia  and  Calabria.  Otho,^ho  a,d^  g^^ 
had  hitherto  been  hindered  from  coming  into  Italy,  at  firft  Otho  II. 
by  .the  rebellion  raifed  by  his  coufin  Henry  duke  of  Bavarut,,conchdet  m 
who  pretended  to  the  empire,  and  lately  by  the  Vfzt'mth  peace  mSith 
the  French,  now  hearing  of  the  invafion  of  the  Creeks,  con-  ^he  French 
duded  a  peace  with  the  French,  and  the  following  yjeai:  pafled  ^^d  enters 
the  Alf^s  with  a  formidable  army,  being  accompanied  Yyj^^ywil^ 
the  emprefs  Theophania,  and  many  nobles,  biihops,  and  ab-  ^*  ^^^* 
bots  *.     He  arrived  at  Placenza  about  the  middle  oi  Jugttfi,   '  ^  ^ 
and  In  the  field  called  Roncalia,  held  an  aflembly  ai  the

ful  fervices.  Having  fettled  the  affairs  of  Umbardy^  he  {»Y)* 
ceeded  to  Rtmst  where  he  was  received  by  all  psurties  "witl^ 
great  appearance  of  joy. 


(F)  Sigimius  gives  the  follow- 
ing accottot  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  emperors  marched  to 
Mome  (2).   When  they  propofed 
fuch  a  journey,  meffengers  went 
before,     who    acquainted    the 
cities  of  ItMlf,  thzt  the  king  ^yas 
eoming,  and  therefore  renewed 
Iheir  oaths  of  allegiance,  and 
made  a  demand  of  the  fodcrum, 
and  other  iervices  nccefiary  upon 
that  occafion.  The  emperor  up- 
pn  his  entering  lialv,  went  di- 
redUy  to  M/aa ;  and  if  he  had 
not  already  received  the  crown 
ci Italy ^  be  went  into  the  church 
of  St.  Ambrojfe^  and  laying  afide 
his  regal  ornaments^  he  aifided 
the  archbiihop  as  his  fubdeacon 
during  the  time  of  divine  ier- 
vice.     After  whith  the  arch- 
bishop anointed  him  with  the 
facred  oil,,  and  pat  on  his  head 
the    facr^    crown,    upon    his 
fwearing  the  n(ual  oaiji  to  de- 
fend the  riehts  of  Italy.    At 
this  time,  all  magiflracies  and 
dignities  in  the  cities  were  va- 
cant, and  the  king  judged  all 
Controverlies  by  the  archbiihop 
of  Cologfty  who  was  chancellor 
pf  hahf^    From  Milan ,  the  king 
marched  tp  a  plain  called  Ron- 
^llia  near  Pla^enza^  where  he 
f  ncamped.  The  merchants,  and 
futtlers  that  attended  the  army^ 
pitf:hed  their  tents  and  booths 
fiear  (j^e  camp  in  the  manner  of 


fuhurhs,  if  the  camp  was^fquaii^ 
but  in  the  form  of  a  rampart,  if 
the  camp  was  round.  The  camn 
itfelf  was  divided  into  didlind 
ilreetSj^  with  the  emperor's  teot 
in  the  middle,  in  the  form  of 
a  church,  and  round  it  were  the 
tents  of  the  nobler.    The  army 
being  encamped,  the  kins  hnog 
his  ihield  upon  the  trunk  of  a 
tree,  where  all  thofe  who  hekl 
any  poifeiilont  of  the  king  m 
£efe,  were  furamoned  by  a  heraU 
to  watch  the  (hieid.  Inlikenaa* 
Der,  all  the  nobles  fummoned  hy 
the  valvafors  fubje^  to  them^ 
and  thofe  who  did  not  appear  os 
the  day  following,  were  depri- 
ved of  their  fieB.     AdieCbeiBg 
then  appointed,  the  king  itfieiv* 
ed  (he  dcputies'of  thexitiei,  who 
came  to  congratulate  htm,  audi 
heard  thofe  who  had  any  eoQ- 
troverfies,  which  he  decided  hf 
the  advice  of  perfons  ikjUed  ii| 
the  laws;   and  likewife  mado 
new  laws  if  there  was  occafion,. 
Upon  difmifling  the  diet,  the 
king  went  attended  by  the  arch- 
biihop to  Rome,  to  receive  the' 
imperial   crown,   the  principaT 
inhabitants  of  each  city,  thro* 
which  he  was  to  pafs,  meeting 
him  on  his  journey,  which,  ^r 
they  neglcfted  to  do,  ihcy  were 
puniflied  by  a  iine,  or  the  lofs 
pf  their  privileges,  or  were  re- 
duced to  their  duty  by  arms.

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OthOi  after  having  celebrated  his  Chrijhnaf,  refolrcd  to  A,l>.gSt. 
punifti  the  authors  of  thelate  difturbances  ia  that  tity  ;  but  Otho  r*»- 
thc  method  he  took  was  much  more  cruel  than  fcrviccable  ^^^  ^^f»- 
to  himfelf.    He  invited  the  nobles  of  J^ome,  and  the  deputies  fiif^^'^'^ 
of  the  other  cides  then  prcfent,  to  a  grand  entertainment  in  f?      #  ?* 
the  Fat  icon  palace,  and  when  the  guefts  had  placed  them-  ^j/    ^ 
iclves  at  the  table,  he  forlJad  them  iinder  pain  of  death  to    *'  •'' 
fpeak  or  move,  at  what  they  fliould  hear  or  fee ;  immediately 
aifter  which,  the  whole  company  was  furrounded  by  armed 
men.    While  the  guefts  fat  trembling  in  fufpence,  the  king 
with  great  ferenity  ordered  the  names  of  thofe  concerned  in 
the  late  difturbances  to  be  read  over,  and  the  guilty  perfons 
to  be  punilhed  with  death  in  the  midft  of  the  hail ;  after 
which  maflaare  the  king  behaved  with  great  complaifance  and  , 
chearfulnefs  to  the  other  guefts  during  the  whole  entertain- 
ment Y.     This  cruelty  made  a  deep  impreiEon  on  the  mmds

Otho  at  this  time  being  greatly  engaged  ^Vith 
the  affairs  of  Germany,  fent  his  mother  Theophania  into  Italy ^ 
with  fome  -troops,  commanded  by  Hugh  marquis  of  Brandew 
burgh.     The  prefence  of  the  Germans  quieted  the  difturb- 
ances  at  if om^ ;  but  not  long  after  their  arrival,  the  city  of  Cr/^r/rtw- 
Milan  was  greatly  harrafled  by  a  fedition  of  the  people,  m^tiotujm 
which  introduced  a  new  form  of  government*    The  fedition  tht.dty^  - 
was  occafioned  by  the  following  tranfaftion ;  Bordctus  the  Milan,

lu  refentment  for  the  blood  fpilt  in  this  commotion,  Bonicius 
was  privately  ftabbed  in  his  bed ;  and  while  Landulphus  was 
propofiag  to  confer  the  government  of  the  city  upon  hij 
elder  brother,  the  people  arofe  and  drove  them  both  from 
the  city,  and  renouncing  the  government  of  a  duke,  chofe  to 
.  themfelves  confuls,  after  the  example  of  feveral  other  cities 
in  Italy ;  in  confequence  of  which  proceeding,  Milan  was 
long  afterwards  harrafled  with  the  two  <)ppofite  faftions  of 
.nobles  and  people**.     Soon  after  this  commotion  at  Milan^

By  his  great  wealth  and  pretences  of  regard  for  ^^  re<oolt^ 
their  honour,  his  party  foon  became  very  powerful  in  Rome ;     993* 
upon  which  he  propofed  to  reftore  the  ancient  form  of  go- 
vernment, and  expel  the  Germans  «.     Otho  being  informed  of 
thefe  proceedings,  by  the  nuncios  of  the  pope,  and  his  affift- 
,    ance  being  likewife  implored  by  Landulphus  archbifhop  of 
Milan,  who  had  fled  to  his  court  for  proteftion,  upon  being 
entirely  defeated  by  the  other  fadlion,  he  refolved  upon  an 
expedition  into  Italy,  to  put  a  ftop  to  the  ambition  oi  Cref- 
centius, and  quell  the  commotions  in  that  kingdom.   Having  q^^iq 
entered  Italy  by  the  Trentine  Alps,  he  marched  diteftly  for  marches 
Milan,  which  he  befieged  with  vigour.

graced ;  and  others,  amoBg  whom  is  the  learned  Muratori, 
affirm,  that  the  whole  ftory  is  falfe. 

The  Germans  bad  fcarce  repafled  .the  j4l^s,  when  Cref-  ^^^  ^^ 
tfntius  began  again  tp  difturb  Romiy  and  aflume  a  fovercign  mam  re- 
authority,  by  rcprefeating  to  XhtJ^omans  that  it  was  unwor-  ^^joltanJ 
thy  of  them  to  fubmit  to  a  foreign  yoke,  par  to  accept  of  a  expel  tbi 
fK)pe  that  had  been  thruft  upon  them  againft  their  mclina-  f9pi. 
tion  :  he  prevailed  with  them  to  revolt  a'gainft  Gregory^  and 
renounce    their   allegiance  to  the   Germans.      The  pope,  ^ 
•liable  to  oppofe  the  proceedings  of  Crefcentius^  left  Rome 
and  retired  to  Tufcany^  and  from  thence  into  Lombardy  %. 
Crefcentim  caufed  one  philagathus  to  be  elefted  in  his  room, 
a  Calabrian,  of  obfcure  birthi^  who  in  his  youth  had  been  a 
monk ;  but  leaving  that  profeffion,  had  acquired  great  wealth 
at  the  court  of  Thet^haniay  and  intruded  himfdf  by  force 
into  the  bi(hopric  of  Plafenza.    Gregory  being  informed  of 
this,  went  into  Germany ^  to  inlreat  the  afliflance  of  the  em-* 
pefor  ^ ;  but  before  he  left  Pavia^  he  excommunicated  Cref-^ 
centius  and  the  pretended  pope.     In  the  mean  time  the  Ro' 
mans,  refolving  to  juftify  their  proceedings,  were  very  dill* 
gent  in  fortifying  their  city  with  new  works.     The  follow-  OtTio  re^

Qtbo  being  mailer  of  the  city,  feized  the  antipope  PMla^ 
gathuy  and  ordered  hi^  hands  and  ears  to  be  cut  off,  and 
his  eyes  to  be  put  out,  as  a  facrilegious  intruder  I.     A£t» 
Eqfier  he  ordered  the  caftle  of  St.  Jng^lo  to  be  attacked, 
which  he  quickly  reduced  5  Cre/centius,  according  to  Glaber^ 
defpalring  of  being  able  to  make  refiftance^   came    out 
and  fubmitted  to  the  emperor,  who  refufed  to  accept  <£ 
his  fubmiflion,  iuid  fent  him  back  into  the  caftle,  which  he 
foon  after  took  by  affault.     But  other  authors  aflbre  us,  that  Cr^fcen- 
Crefientms  could  not  be  forced,  and  was  drawn  into  the  txmisput 
emperor's  camp   under  a  promife  of  fecurity,  where  Otha, '«  dtath, 
contrary  to  his  oath,    ordered  him  to  be  put  to  death  K  ^"dXjTt" 
Otho  having  re-eftabliftied  Gregory  V.  marched  againft  Tibur  gory  rr- 
or  TivoUy  which  had  likewife  revolted  and  flain  their  duke-^^ 
Mazdm.    At  the  fdlicitation  of  St.  Romuald,  he  pardoned 
the  city,  on  condition  that  they  delivered  up  the  murderers  of 

^  SiGON.  ubi  fupra.  «  Annal  Sax.  ^  Chron.  Hildcfli, 
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tlie  dttke,  broke  down  part  of  their  walls,  and  gave  hoftages 
for  thdr  future  fidelity.   After  this  expedition,  Otbo  returned 
to  Ravenna^  from  whence  he  went  in  the  b^inning  of  the 
year  to  VinicCy  in  confequence  of  a  vow,  and  returning  to 
Rome^  he  made  a  decree,  that  the  emperor  for  the  future 
ihould  be  elcfted  only  by  the  Germans^  and  crowned  by  the 
pope,  which  decree  was  very  readily  confirmed  by  Gregory  *, 
who  died  in  the  beginning  of  the  following  year.     Upoo 
his  death,  Otho  caufed  Gerherty  archbifliop  of  Ravenna^  to 
^  be  elefted  his  fucceflbr,  h^  having  been  his  preceptor,  aod 
the  moft  eminent  in  that  age  for  his  learning  and  (kill  ia 
aftronomyand  philofophy.     G'^r*^r/,^upon  his  eleftion  to 
the  papal  dignity,  tobk  the  name  of  Sylvefter  II.  and  obtaio- 
,  ed  from  the  eipperor  a  renewal  of  the  grants  of  Pepin  and 
Charlemagne^  in  favour  of  the  holy  fee  «". 
Otho  does      Q^jjQ  hzy'mg  fettled  the  affairs  of  Italy,  prepared  to  re- 
fMante  at  ^^^^  lo  Germany  ;  but  before  his  departure,  he  is  faid  to  have 
HjS^qqq  ^^^^  penance  for  his  perfidy,  in  putting  Crefcentius  to  death, 
^  ^'  contrary  to  his  oath ;.  yet  other  authors  fay,  that  it  was  on 
acc^ount  of  his  unjuftly  condemning  the  count  of  Nbdena. 
He  went  in  penitence  to  the  monaftery  of  St.  BenecHdl  on 
Monte  Caffino,  where  he  prefented  two  crowns  of  filvcr,  and 
from  thence  went  bare-footed  to  Seunt  Michael,  on  Mount 
Gfirganus,  now  Monte  di  St.  Angeh.  He  likewife  (hut  himfdf 
up  with  Franco  biihop  of  Worms,  in  a  cell  of  the  churdi  of 
St,  Clement^  at  Rome,  where  they  continued  fafHng  and  pray- 
ing fourteen  days,  bare-footed,  and  clad  in  fack-doth'. 
mBdri"      Otho  having  given  fatisfadion  to  the  church  for  his  crimes, 
fmrtti  with  departed  with  his  army  to  Germany  ;  but  he  bad  no  fooner 
Hi  arnty    left  Italy,  than  the  Saracens  made  an  irruption  into  Cam' 
/#Ger-     pania,  and  making  themfelves  mailers  of  Capua,  ravaged 
"**"y*       ^e  country,  and  threatened  to  invade  the  Roman  territories. 
1 00 1,      Otho  being  informed  of  thefe  new  hoftilities  of  the  infidels. 
He  again  returned  to  Italy  with  fuch  difpatch,  that  he  arrived  with 
^^'        his  army  at  Ravenna  before  the  end  of  March.  From  thence 
Italy,  ^-   marching  direftly  againft  the  enemy,  he  reduced  Capua, 
fiats  the    ^^j  jj.Q^g  j^jjg  infidels  from  all  the  towns  which  they  had 
Saracens,   f^j^ej  j^  ^jj^^^  province  ».     After  this  expedition  he  returned 
^esto^^^  '  ^^  Ravennai  where  he  propofed  to  fpend  the  winter ;  but 
Rome.      bearing  of  fome  commotioqs  at  Rome,  he  marched  thither 
with  his  army,  where  he  kept  his  Chrifimas.     After  this  fef- 
tival,  he  made  enquiry  after  the  authors  of  the  late  diflurb- 
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ances,   and  put  to  death  ,two  of  the  moft  guilty,  which 
puuiiluneat  la  fome  meafure  quelled  the  the  feditious. 

During  this  tranquility,  the  emperor  publi(hed  feveral  W#  em-  ' 
decrees  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  church  and  the  em-  ^f  ^^  /*^- 
pire.     He  eftabliflied  every- where  governors  and  counts  for  ^^fi^^^fi^*- 
the  adminifbation  of  juftice,  and.  ordered  then>  to  enquire ''^f^'f^^*' 
into  the  ufurpations  made  fince  the  time  of  Otho  the  Greats  Ttt^' 
and  to  caufe  all  ufurped  pofTeffions  to  be  reftored  to  their  /g^ans  /# 
antient  proprietors.     Thefe  regulations,  far  from  procuring  ^  rrvoU^ 
die  efteem  of  the  Romans,  ferved  only  to  exdte  a  new  con- 
Ipiracy  againft  the  emperor,  which  was  encouraged  by  the    ' 
counts  of  Tufcany.     The  confpirators,  finding  that  Otho  con-  ^^yaf* 
tinned  in  the  city  with  a  very  few  guards,  refolved  to  make  '^^^  ^'^ 
ufe  of  the  opportunity,  and  fuddenly  befieged  him  in  his  /^^^^  ^^^ 
palace.  Thofe  that  continued  faithful  ran  to  his  defence,  but  ''^f/^^P^' 
not  being  able  to  refill  the  confpirators,  an  accommodation  ^i  ^^'^ 
was  propofed,  during  the  fettling  the  articles  of  which,  ^* 

Henry  duke  of  Bavaria^   and  Hugh  governor  of  Florence^ 
found  ijaeans  of  amufing  the  fedidous,  and  giving  the  cm-    ' 
peror  and  pope  an  opportunity  of  efcaping. 

Otho  having  recovered  his  liberty,  immediately  aflembled  He  af- 
his  army,  that  had  been  diflributed  into  different  quarters,  fi^^*  ^« 
and  gave  orders  to  the  cities  of  Italy  to  fend  their  quota  of  ^^J^, 
auxiliaries  ;  at  the  fame  time  a  new  reinforcement  from  Ger-  r^^C^  '^* 
vnany  was  on  their  march  to  join  him.   The  Romans^  being      "*^*» 
afraid  of  his  refentment,  feat  the  widow  of  Crefcentius  to 
him,  to  endeavour  to  appeafe  him.     This  woman,  who  had  htt  is 
lived  with  him  as  his  concubine,  and  was  in  hopes  of  hAng  poifined  hy 
declared  emprefs,  finding  him  inflexible  to  all  her  intreaties,  the  ^vuidona 
and  that  (he  herfelf  had  even  loft  his  favour,  departed  full  tf  ^}^^' 
of  revenge,  and  fent  him  afterwards  as  a  prefent  a  pair  of  ^c°^"**  • 
poifoned  gloves,  which  afFefted  him  with  fuch  alanguor,  that     •^•^• 
he  died  foon  zitcx2LtPaterno,  This  is  the  opinion  of  feveral     *P®^* 
authors  P,  but  Ditmar  affures  us,  that  he  died  of  the  fmall- 
pox  9.   The  Gervmns  endeavoured  to  conceal  his  death  from 
the  Italians^  and  marched  rhrongh.' Lombardy  with  the  corpfe 
drefled  in  the  regal  ornaments  ;  however,  the  Italians  having 
fbme  fufpicion  of  his  deaths  attacked  the  Germans  at  feveral 
places  ;  but  they  defending  themfelves  with  vigour,  arriv- 
ed with  the  corpfe  at  ^ug/hurg,  without  any  confiderable

Italy  f  under  the  command  of  Otho  duke  of  Carmthia^  and 
governor  of  the  county  of  Verona  ;  but  Arfioin  having  his 
droops  ready  for  aAion,  immediately  marched  againft  hinii 
and  attacking  him  in  the  pa/Tes  of  the  Alps^  before  he  could 
be  joined  by  the  well-affefted  Italians^  he  entirely  defeated 
him,  'and  obliged  him  to  return  to  Germany.      Though 
Ardoin  by  this  viftory  was  left  without  a  rival  in  Italy ^  yet 
he  was  not  able  to  reduce  fevel-al  cities  in  towiardy^  that 
ftill  continued  firm  to  the  interefts  of  theemperor^;  while 
'  others,  particularly  Pifa^  Genoa^  and  Florence^  took  die  op- 

portunity  of  thofe  difturbances  to  lay  the  foundations  of 
their  future  grandeur.     In  the  mean  time,  the  archbifhop  of 
Milan  dying,  one  Adelbert  ufurped  the  archbifliopric  with- 
out any  eleftion;  and  pope.  Syhejler  dying  at  Rome,  was  fnc- 
ceeded  by  John  Sico,  a  Romany  who  enjoyed  the  papal  dignity 
only  five  months,  and  had  for  his  fucceCTor  one  John  fafan^ 
a  Roman ^  who  took  the  name  of  John  XIX.     The  year  fol- 
lowing,  the  greateft  part  of  Pavia  was  deftoyed  by  firc^   • 
while  all  Italy  was  grievoufly  afflifted  with  afanrine,  whiclr    " 
introduced  an  epidemical  diftemper,  that  carried  off  great 
numbers  of  people «.

Henry  re-  After  the  reduftion  of  Traja,  and  receiving  hoftages 
duces  the  from  the  Other  cities,  of  jpulia  and  CalabriUy  Henry  immc- 
gr  eat  eft  -diately  marched  to  Capua^  as  his  army  had  fuiFered  greatly 
fart  of  the  \yy  the  heats,  and  a  dyfentery  was  very  frequent  in  his 
cities  of  camp  ^.  Upon  his  arrival  at  C^^k^z,.  he  conferred  that  p^iri- 
Apalia  W^jp^jjj.y  upon  Pandulphus  count  of  Ttano^  and  giving  the  title 
Caiabna,  ^f  counts  to  Stephen^  Melh,  and  Peter,  nephews  of  the  late

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duke  MeUo,  he  left  them,  befides  the  ailiftance  of  the  Nor- 
mans,  fevcral  of  his  officers,  to  aifift  them  in  recovering  Ban. 
Having  fettled  thefe  afiairs,  he  went  vnih  the  pope  to  the 
monaftery  of  Cajfino,  where  TTfeobaJd  was  elefted  abbot  ih 
the  room  of  Atenulphus^  and  coi)fecrated  by  BenediEl.  B^ry, 
while  he  was  there,  being  relieved  of  a  fit  of  the  gravel,  at- 
tributed his  cure  to  St.  BenediEf,  and  from  gratitude  be- 
.ftowed  many  valuable  prefents  upon  the  abbey,  and  added 
to  its  other  poireilions  fome  fiefs  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Termini.  The  diflemper  ftill  increafing  in  his  army,  he  left  ff^  ^^^^ 
Cajino,  and  marched  to  Rome,  from  whence  he  foon  after  fet  /^  q^^^ 
out  for  Germany  f  where  he  died  the  year  following,  and  was  many,  and 
buried  at  Bamberg.     A  few  months  before  the  death  of  the  dief.

As  Henry  had  no  children,  fome  time  before  his  death  he  Conrad 
recommended  to  the  nobles  qf  Germany^  Conrad,  duke  of  duke  of 
Franconia,  foJr  his  fucceflbr.     Notwithftanding  the  recom-  FrancOnia 
mefldation  of  the  emperor,  there  appeared  a  great  many  com-  t^ehofen 
petitors  at  the  eleftion,s  which  was.  held  in  a  plain  xi<^x  ^^t*^^^  ^f 
Worms  ;  but  after  canvafing  the  pretenfions  of  thedifFer^nt  Germany, 
candidates  for  fix  weeks,  Conrad  was  at  laft  elefted,  and  foon 
after  crowned  at  MerUz,  by  Aribo  the  archbiftiop.     As  foori 
a$  the  news  of  the  death  of  the  emperor  Henry  arrived  in  , 
Italy,  Heribert,  archbifliop  of  Milan,  held  an  aflcmbly  of   .  . 
the  bifiiops  and  nobles  of  Lombardy.,  in  the  plain  of  Roncalia, 
and  propofed  to  them  the  eleftion  of  Conrad;  but  the  great- 
eft  part  of  the  nobles  being  averfe  to  the  Germans,  refufed 
to  agree  to  the  propofal  of  the  archbiihop,  and  inclined  to 
.  favour  fonae  other  competitor.   The  aflembly  difperfing  with-  Heribert, 
out  coming  to  any  determination,  Heribert  went  into  Ger-  arebbijh^ 
many,  and  from  his  own  authority  alone  declared  Conrad  of  MWioi, 
king  of  Italy,  and  took  the  oath  of  aiie^ance  to  him  z^dedaref 
fuch  ^.     Conrad,  in  return  for  the  fervices  of  Heribert,  in-^o»rad 
creafed  the  privileges  of  his  archbiftiopric,  allowing  him  ^^^  j  4^z^ 
otily  to  confecrate,  but  likewife  to  appoint  the  biihop  of  a'^  j^ 
Lodi.     The  year  after  the  return  of  Heribert,  the  bifhop  ^^ ^j^fj^grity. 
Lodi  dying,  the  archbifliop  immediately  exfcrcifed  his  right,/         - 
and  appointed  Ambrofe  to  fill  the  vacant  fee.

dF  Milan  ^calling  out  that  he  ufui;ped  the  office,  of  thdr 
bifliop,  and  a  tumult  ariiii^,  Conrad  ftopt,  and  defit«d  the 
arohbiftiop  of  MiLm  might  be  called.     The  deputies  aa- 
(wering  that  he  was  abfent,  for  a  juft  reafon,  the  pope  or^ 
dered  that  the  biftiop  of  Fercelli,  his  fufSragan,  ftiould  per- 
form his  office ;  and  the  tumult  bdng  appcued,  Conrad  r& 
ceived  the  imperial,  crown,  which  was  likewife  cooferred  oa 
his  wife  Gifelle  «>.    A  few  days  after  this  ceremony,  ^wfaick 
was  perfcMrmed  on  Eqfter  Sunday,  Conrad  was  ahurmed  with 
an  infurredion  of  the  Romans ^  which  arofe  from  a  quarrel 
betwixt  a  German  and  Italidn,  about  purchafing  the  ikin  of 
^^     ,        an  ox.    The  Romans  running  to  the  ai&fiance  of  their  coun- 
tryman, immediately  grew  fo  outrageous,  that  they  attempt- 
ed to  expel  the  emperor  and  his  retinue ;  but  the  Germans 
taking  arms,  repulfed  them,  and,   after  much  bkxxMfaed, 
nObliged  them  to  fubmit.    After  this  infurreftion,  Conrad^  not 
thinUc^  himfelf  fafe  in  Rome,  left  the  city,  and  marched  with 
his  army  to  Lomhardy,  and  at  Verona  granted  fome  privi- 
l^ges  to  that  Jbiftioprlc,  the  charter  being  dated  in  that  dty 
on  the  2oth  of  May.     Soon  after  he  remrned  to  Germany^ 
and  called  a  general  diet  at  Vim,  to  judge  fome  nobles  that 
had  rebelled  during  his  abfence. 

A  FEW  years  after,  a  faction  in  Rome  having  rifen  agatnA 
the  pope,  expelled  him  from  the  city,  and  committed  very 
great  difturbances,  which  the  emperor  being  informed  cS^  he 
marched  with  an  army  to  Romie,  and,  after  puniftiing  the  au- 
thors of  the  commotion,  returned  to  Germany,  to  defend  the 
kingdom  of  Burgundy,  which  had  been  left  to  him  by  *fl- 
tht  Ita-    dol^hus  before  his  death  P.    Conrad  was  not  long  returned  vo 
lizns  form  Germany,  when  the  Italians  entered  into  a  refdution  of  a 
mrefilu'    general  revolt,  and  fwore  that  they  would  not  allow  any  one 
tiim  of  a   ^  rgign  QYcr  them,  who  impofcd  any  thing  upon  them  witk-

cnongh,  they.entirely  deftroyed  the  fortifications,  and  rebuilt     '^35- 
iOthers  larger  and  ftronger,  with  a  fall  refoiution  to  defend  their 
nndertaicing  againft  the  emperor. 

CoN&AD^  though  informed  of  thefe  tumults,  was  hin*  Connd 
dered  by  the  a£&irs  of  Germany  from  goipg  into  Italy  till  returns  t0 
the  end  of  the  following  year,  when  he  pafled  the  Alps  with  ^^^^Y » 
a  formidable  army,  and  arrived  at  Vtnma  about  the  end  of     ^^i7* 
December.    After  Chriftmas  he  went  to  Milatif  where  he  was 
recdmed  with  gieat  pomp  by  fferiiert,  in  the  church  of  St. 
Amhrtkje  ;  but  the  inhabitants  of  Milan  behaving  in  an  info*' 
lent  manner,  he  went  to  Pavia^  where  he  called  an  aflbnbly 
of  the  nobles,  to  try  thofe  who  had  been  accufed  of  raifing  the    . 
late  difturbances.     Heribert  being  fufpeQed  of  encouraging  andfindg 
the  commotions,  was  fummoned  to  juftify  himfelf  before  the  ^^y  9f 
affcmbly;  but  he  |-efufing  to  fubmit  to  their  jurifdiftiop,  ^^'^^^- 
Cb^rorfordered  him  to  be  feized,  and  put  under  a  guard.  The  ^^^p*^ 
bjifliops  of  Vercelli^  Cremona^  Placema,  and  many  others,  con-  f^y^* 
.vifted  of  the  confpiracy,  were  fent  prifoners  into  Germany  ;  !^1 
and  all  thofe  of  Cremona^  who  had  been  concerned  in  expell-       ^* 
iog  their  bifhop,  were  deprived  of  their  lands  for  five  miltt 
round,  which  were  all  conferred  upon  the  biihopric.    Upon 
'  difmiffing  the  aflembly  at  Payia,  Conrad -went  to  Ravenna  % 
bat  being  informed  th^LiMeribert  had  efcaped,  by  making 
the  German  guards  drunk  with  wine,  and  had  returned  to  '     > 
Milan,  which  he  was  fortifying,  he  immediately  left  Ravenna^ 
in  order  to  put  a  ftop  to  the  dcfigns  of  the  archbifhop.    In

ther brother,  of  Godfrey  marquis  of  Tufcany ^\vho,  twd 
years  bcforfc,. had  turned  monk  at  Cafftno,  and  Was  now  elcft- 
cA  alAot  of  that  nionafteryi  came  to  him;  attended  bjr  eight 
'  'brothers  of  the  order,  to  receive  confecration,. and  to  Com- 
plain of  fome  violences  ^of  the  count  of  fiano.  The,  pop<i 
havidg  excpmmanicated  the  count,  created  FNderick  a  car- 
dinal, and  foori  after  cohfecriaited  him  abbot  of  Monie  Cafftnoi 
The  new  abbot  continued  for  fpme  time  with  the  p6pe  ;  Frederic^

being  intirely  procured  by  money,  without  any  regard  to- 
merit.  Landulphus  Cotta,  the  prcfeft  of  the  people  anidea-^ 
vouring  to  reform  this  abufe,  was  oppofed  by  Fido  the  arch«»' 
blfhop,  who  was  fupported  by  the  nobles.  At  laft,  the  peo« 
pie  having  compelled  the  married  priefts  to  perf(^m  dtvise 
lervice  apart  by  themfekes,  and  the  boys  giving  them  the 
name  of  Patarini,  in  contempt,  from  the  name  of  the  place 
where  they  performed  their  fanflions,  f7d^  c$ilpi  atf  afiem^^ 
bly  of  his  blAiops,  and,  by  a  public  decree,  gave  allowance  tof 
the  clergy  to  marry  \ 

Stephen  having  continued  four  months  at  Rome^  tm^ 
ployed  in  reforming  the  abufes  of  the  church,  went^  in  the 
beginning  of  December,  to  the  monzfktry  of  Mmte  Caffim^ 
€o%f erring  where  he  confecrated  a  new  abbot,  and  fent  him  as  his^  legate 
the  impe-  to  the  emperor  oi  Conftantinople.  Returning  afcerwar4s  tei. 
^^^^J^^  Rome,  he  is  faid  by  Leo  Oftienfts  «,  to  have  formed  a  defiga 
•*  ^"  of  conferring  the  imperial  crown  on  his  brother  Godfrey,  who,. 
*  '''•  by  his  marriage  with  the  countefs  Beatrice,  w»s  in  pefl%flfoa^ 
of  Luccd^  Parma,  Reggio,  Mantua,  and  all  that  cottstrf  wUcb. 
is  at  prefent  called  the  Patrimony  of  St.  Peter'''.  StspAati 
in  order  to^aflift  his  brother  to  raife troops,  1k»  to  tbe abbot* 
of  Cajfino,  defiring  him  to  bring  all  the  gbtd  and  fih^erof  his 
monaftery,  as  privately  as  poffible,  to  Rwne,  fromifiog  to  re-f 
pay  It  in  a  (hort  time,  with  ^  large  addition.  The  abbots 
obeyed  ;  but,  upon  his  arrival  at  Rime,  tedifying  a  great  re^y 
ftiftance  4t  parting  with  the  immenfe-W€akh>  ^  pqpe.was: 
fo  moved,  that  he  ordered  it  to  be  immediatdy  earned  badc^ 
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'eTervIo^  ooly  4  ijnall  Gre^k  image,  whicb  he  Jilmfolf^  bad* 
brought  ftom  Cw^wtmopk.    Going  afterwards  to  Florence^ 
to  iuve  a  WidfcreciCe  with  his  brother,  and,  according  to  fome  A  dia  alt 
autfaprs^  to  declare  him  emperor,  he  died  in  that  city,  on  the  Floc^iice.

prefcft  Landulphiis.     The  day  after  he  arrhred,  the  people 
being  informed  of  the  defign  of  his  coming,  aflembted  in 
great  crowds  at  the  palace,   and,  by  ringing  the  beHs,  aiid> 
"blowing  trumpets,  they  railed  a  great  infurredHon  m  the 
city,  threatening  to  put  the  legate  to  death,  and  crymgonf, 
that  the  pope  had  no  right  to  regulate  their  church,  \vhich 
was  independent  of  the  Roman  fee.     Peter  gbit^  into  the 
church,  made  a  difcourfe  to  the  people,  which  had  fuch  an 
cfFeft  upon  them,   that  they  immediately  fabmitted.     Pro- 
ceeding then  to  examine  into  the  grievances  complained  of, 
he  found  that  there  was  fearer  one  prieft,  but  who  had  pnr-

Pope  Nicholas  dying  about  two  years  after,  the  dty  of 
Rome  was  greatly  divided,  on  account  of  chufing  a  fuccef- 
for,  Hildebrand  having  perfuaded  the  cardinal  and  -  biftiops 
to  have  no  regard  to  the  emperor,  but  immediately  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  eleftion :  on  the  other  hand,  the  counts' o£  Tvf 
cany  fupported  the  rights  of  the  emperor,  tn  hopes  that  he 
would  affift  them  in  recovering  what  the  Ncrm^ne  hsiA  bte- 
ly  taken  from  them.     This  faftion  being  joined  by  cardinal

folved  to  aflert  his  own  authority ;  and  as  the  inhabitants  of 

Milan  refufed  to  accept  of  Godfrey ^  and  had  fent  an  embafly 

to  him,  acquainting  him  with  the  death  of  E'rtembidd^  2sA 

defiring  an  archbi/hop,  he  allowed  them  to  chufe  whom  they 

pleafed,  promifing  to  confirm  him.    The  ambafladors  fixiDg

He  wrote  likewife 
to  Demetrius  king  of  Rtiffia^  who,  being  engaged  in  a  war  , 
with  his  brother,  bad  fent  his  fon  to  RomB^  ofiel-iog  to  hold 
his  kingdom  as  a  fief  of  the  apoftolic  fee,  onconditioaof 
having  the  inveftiture  from  khc  pope;  wanting  thereby  to 
firengthen  his  audiority  againft  the  party  of  his  brother. 
Gregory^  willingly  embracing  this  opportunity  of  gratifying 
his  jambitioQ,  together  with  the  letter  fent  his  nuncios  into 
Ruffte,^  to  ftrengthea  the  party  of  the  king,  and  to  receive 
his  fubmlffion. 

•   KtoT  long  after  be  was  attacked  in  Rome^  by  means  oiAcmffi* 
Guibirty  or  Gilbert ^  archbifhop  of  Ravenna^  who,  being  de-''«0'A/'«- 
firous  of  the  pontificate  for  himfelf,  had  continued  in  the'^^/^'V 
city  after  the  difmiffion  of  the  council,  and  had  entered  into'^^^-?** 
a  conf piracy  againft  the  pope,  with  one  Cincius^  prefeft  of 
the  city,  a  man  of  ^eat  wealth,  but  excomniunicated  on  ^ 
account  of  Ms  profligate  life  •.    Cincius,  having  a  great  many . 
troops  always  at  his  command,  on  Chrijbnas  eve  feized  the  cinclof 
pope,  while  he  was  celebrating  mafs  in  the  church  of  St.jgjzes  the 
Mary   Major ^  and,  flripping  him  of  his  pontifical' robes, p£^#M  ' 
dragged  him  from  thence,   and  ihut  him  up  in  a  ftrong  Clirifhnas 
tower.     He  met  with  no  oppoiition  in  conmiitting  this  vio-^^^ 
lence,  as  the  people  had  been  exprefsly  forbid  to  aflemble  in  - 
the  churches  that  evening,   on  account  of  the  heavy  rains 
which  had  almoft  rendered  the  ftreets  impaflable ;  but  the 
news  of  the  pope's  being  feized  fpreading  through  the  city, 
they  a.flembled  from  all  quarters,  and  being  informed  where 
he  was  detained,  they  attacked  th^  tower  with  great  violence.

the  pope.     The  Irifiiops  of  LortAardy,  alarmed  at  the  pro<»  7^/ Lorn- 
ceedings  df  the  council  of  Rrnne,  by  the  advice  oH  Gilbert  bard  bu 
archbiSiop  of  Ravennay  aflcmblcd  at  Pavia,  aftor  Ea^er^^opj  depoji 
and,  in  imitation  of  the  council  xA  Worms ^  depofed  Gregory,  thtf^fe* 
accufing  him  of  the  moft  horrid  crimes.    In  the  mean  time> 
the  biOiops  d£  Germany,  repenting  of  what  they  had  done  at

This  was 
the  firft  ftep  made  by  the  popea 
entirely  to  fliake  off  the  yoke  of 
the  emperors,,  which  indepen* 
dence  they  have  ever  fioce  main- 
tailed  i  And,  from  being  fub- 
jeds»  firft  of  the  Foaatt  and 
Grffi  empetors,  and  afterwards 
of  Charhmagiie  and  the  German 
empire,  they  now  claimed  to  be 
the  fuperiors  of  all  the  fove- 
-reigiis  on  earth  (i).  '

The  German  biftiops  having  thus  gone  over  to  the  party 
ThebiJhpiQf  the  pope,  Henry  foon  found  himfclf  deferted  by  the 
and  nobles  ^^it  greatelV  part  of  his  fubjefts,  many  of  the  nobles  findiag 
^r^^'  ^^^^  perfonal  intereft  in  depriving  him  of  his  crown ,  and  others 
'ibi  tmpe-  bei"g  piqued  at  difappointments  in  their  ambitious  views, 
y^^  Having  received  a  fecond  letter  from  the  pope,  exhorting 

them  to  prevail  with  the  emperor  to  obey  the  apoftoiic  fee, 
and,  in  cafe  of  his  refufal,  to  eleft  another,  they  aflembied 
at  Tribttr,  on  the  i6th  of  O^ober^  in  order  to  reflore.the 
peace  of  the  empire.  Gregory  having  fent  two  legates  to  be 
prefent  at  the  aflembly,  which  was  almoft  wholly  compofed 
of  malecontents,  the  errors  of  the  emperor's  former  life  were 
recapitulated,  and  it  was  propofed,  as  the  only.n\qans  oi  fav* 
ing  the  empire,  to  eledl  another  prince,  capable  and  willing 
to  reform  all  abufes.  *  In  the  mean  time,  Henry y  with  thofd 
of  his  party,  came  to  Qppenheimy  on  the  oppofite  fide  of  thd 
Rhine^  and,  being  informed  of  the  difpofltion  of  the  ditt^ 
foUicited  the  nobles,  by  frequent  embaffies,  not  to  deprivd 
him  of  his  crown,  promlfing  any  fecurity  for  his  future  con^ 
duft.  The  nbbles,  at  firfl,  inftead  of  favouring  him,  pro- 
pofed to  pafs  the  RFine,  and  attack  his  army ;  but  on  thd 
laft  day  of  the  diet  the  Snabians  and  Saxons  fent  ambafladors' 
mndfubmit  to  him,  informing  him,  that  they  had  determined  to  leave 
hu  caufi  to  the  whole  affair  to  the  determination  of  thip  pope,  in  the 
the  deter-  prefence  of  a  general  diet,  to  be  held  at  /fugsburg  on  the  2d 
minationofQf  February  :  that,  in  the  mean  time,  he  ihould  difmifs  all 
the  fofe.  -ti^g  excommunicated  perfons  from  his  prefence,  difband  his 
/  army,  and  retire  to  Spire^  as  a  private  perfon ;  but  if  he  was 
not  abfolved  from  the  fentence  of  excommunication  before 
the  twelve  months  were  expired,  they  would,  without  any 
more  regard  to  him,  chufe  another  emperor.  Henry ^  who 
was  op  the  point  of  lofing  his  kingdom,  made  no  difficulty  of 
accepting  the  conditions ;  but  foon  after  i^flefting,  that  if  he 
trufted  his  aiufe  to  the  diet  of  Augsburg^  the  year  might  ex- 
pire before  he  was  abfolved  from  thQ  excommunication  ;  \ii 
therefore  left  Spire,  with  the  emprefs  and  his  young  fon,  atf 
teadcfl  with  very  few  fervantSi  defigning  to  go  for  baly^

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and,  if  poffible,  to  obtain  abfolution  from  the  pope*.  Gre^ 
^ory  had,  at  this  time,  fet  out  from  Rome  on  his  journey  to 
Jugshurghy  attended  by  the  countefs  Mathilda^  .who,  by  the 
death  of  hjcr  mother  Beatrice^  had,  this  year,  fucceeded  to 
vaft  pofleffions  in  Italy  »,  and,  from  her  avcrfion  to.  the  em- 
jperor,  and  opinion  of  the  fanftity  of  the  pope,  had  put  hcr- 
lelf  wholly  under  his  direftion,  fo  that  they  were  accufed 
by  their  enemies  of  a  criminal  intercourfe. 

By  his  fuccefs  in  depofing   the  emperor,  Gregory  had  Gregory 
greatly  raifed  the  reputation  and  authority  of  the  holy  fee;  confers  the 
and  at  the  deiire  of  the  duke  of  Croatia  and  Dahnatia,  who  titUofking 
offered  to  hold,  his  dominions  of  St.  Peter y  he  fent  two  X^.on  the  duke 
gates  into  that  country,  who,  having  received  the  fubmiflion  ^^^l^^*' 
of  the  duke,  gave  him  the  inveftiture  of  his  dominions,  and  ^^* 
conferred  upon  him  the  title  of  kingk     Gregory  likewifc 
received  an  embafly  from  Roger  count  of  Sicily ^  who  having 
conquered  almoft  all  that  kingdom,  fent  to  the  pope,  defir- 
ing  his  bleiling,  the  pardon  of  his  fins,  and  the  title  of  a  foa 
of  the  church;   all  which  he  obtained,  on  condition  of  per- 
forming a  certain  penance,  and  abftaining  from  any  com-        .  ■  * 
muqication  with  his  brother  Robert  duke  of  Jpulia  c,  who 
was  then  excommunicated.     This  year  there  likewife  arrived 
at  Rome  an  embaffy  from  Jfizir,  king  of  Mauritania  or 
Morocco,  who  fent  all  the  Chriftian^ captives  in  his  dominions 
to  the  pope,  defiring  him  to  confecrate  one  Servandus,  who 
had  been  chofen  biftiop  of  HiJ>po  or  JSona. 

In  the  mean  time   the  emperor,   having  celebrated  his  ng  empe* 
Chrijlmas  at  Befanforiy  purfued  his  journey,  though  in  the  rorarri*vei 
middle  of  a  very  fevere  winter,  and  having,  by  the  help  of  tn  Italy, 
guides,  pafled  Mount  Cenis^  arrived  in  Italy  with  a  very  it^emdisjoin-s 
attendants.     Upon  the  news  of  his  arrival  in  that  kingdom,  fdbytbe 
he  was  immediately  joined  by  Theobald  ^xA  Gilbert ^  and  tjit^'J^opfUn^

had  proceeded  on  his  journey  to  Jugsburgh  as  far  as  Trento,  ignorant  of  , 
hearing  that  the  king  was  come  into  Italy,  and  was  marching />ix  defign^ 
towards  him  with  an  army,  immediately  fufpefting  fom^retires  t9 
hoftile  intentidn,  he  returned  with  Mathilda  to  the  caftlc  of  Canofa. 
Canofa.     But  he  was  foon  undeceived   by  the  excommuni- 
cated biihops  from  Germany,  who  having  likewife  pafled  the

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^Ips^  came  barefooted  to  Canofny  begging  abfolotioiiy  /whkh» 
after  (bme  rigorous  penances,  was  granted  to  them,  on  con- 
dition of  not  communicating  with  Henry  f  till  he  h^d  ia^fied 
the  holy  fee.  In  the  mean  time,  Henry  having  obtained  a 
conference  with  the  countefs  Mathilda^  prevailed  with  her  to 
Intercede  for  him  with  the  pope,  and  upon  her  return  fent 
Along  with  her  feveral  of  the  chief  nobles  of  Italy ^  who  be 
believed  had  influence  with  his  holinefs.  Gregory  refiftcd 
the  importunities  of  Mathilda  and  the  nobles  a  long  time ; 
at  laft  he  faid,  If  Henry  w  truly  penitent^  let  him  deliver  i^ 
his  crown  and  the  other  enjigns  of  his  royalty^  and  declare 
himfelf  tin-worthy  to  pojfefs  them.  This  fentence  appearing  too 
hard,  he  was  at  laft  prevailed  with  to  allow  him  to  come  to 
Canofd. 

Henry  accordingly  leaving  his  artay  at  Vercetti,  appeared 
before  the  caftle  with  a  few  attendants'^,  and  being  admitted 
alone  within  the  outermoft  of  the  three  walls  that  furrounded 
the  fort,  he  flood  there  barefooted,  in  a  very  rigorous  feafou, 
for  three  whole  days,  waiting  the  fentence  of  the  pope.   On 
the  fourth  day,  being  the  25  th  of  January,  Gregory  zi- 
Henry  is  mitted  him .  to  his  prefence,  and  after  much  difcourfe  pro- 
al/ol'vediy  mikd  toabfolve  him,  on  condition  that  he  anfwered  to  the 
ihe  faffs    accufation  of  the  nobles  of  Germany  in  a  general  diet,  and 
till  then  fliould  ufe  no  imperial  ornaments^  or  aflfame  any  part 
in  the  adminiftration  of  government ;  that  he  (hould  for 
ever  renounce  the  fociety  of  thofe  who  had  been  his  advifers 
in  his  former  mal-adminiftration ;  that  he  (hould  contiooe 
always  obedient  to  the  Roman  fee ;  and  that  if  he  ever  fail- 
ed in  thefe  engagements,  his  abfolution  fliould  be  of  no 
effeft.     Henry  willingly  agreed  to  thefe  propofitions,  upon 
which  he  received  abfolution  from  the  pppe,  who  afte^^varis 
communicated  with  him,  and,  having  entertained  him  at 
dinner,  difmiffed  him  to  his  friends,  who  waited  for  hiffl 
without  the  walls  «.     Gregory  immediately  wrote  to  the  bi- 
Mathilda  fliops  and  nobles  in  Germany ^  acquainting  them  with  what 
gi*ua  all    he  had  done;  and  continuing  fome  months  longer  in  Canofdt 
herfoff'  received  a  grant  of  all  the  poffcflions  of  Mathilda  for  the  ufe 
^s  tQ  the  Qf  the  church  ^,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  empire,  to  which 
holy  fee.     jj^gy  ought  to  have  fallen  upon  her  deceafe. 
W/Itali-       The  emperor,  by  this  fubmiflion  to  the  pope,  quite  all- 
9XLiar€  €f  enated  the  minds' of  the  Italian  bifliops  and  nobles,  who  ex*

with  great  difficulty  appeafcd  the  fedition,  by  pleading  the 
neceffity  of  his  affairs,  which  compelled  him  to  thit  fubmif- 
fion ;  and  being  determined  at  any  rate  to  regain  the  affeftioh 
of  the  LombarOSt  publicly  broke  the  treaty  that  he  had  made  Henry  is 
with  the  pope,  and  continued  for  fonue  time  ncsir  Cano/a,  with  reconciled 
the  dcfign  of  feizing  him  and  Mathilda  « ;  but  they  being  in-  (0  the  Ita- 
formed  of  his  purpofe,  and  continuing  within  the  fortrefs,  he  lians.

In  the  mean  jj^  ^^  ^  .^^ 
time  the  nobles  of  Germany y  afTembling  at  Forcheim,   cited /-^^  ^^^ 
Henry  to  plead  his  caufe,  and,  upon  his  not  appearing,  de-  Germans, 
f  pofed  him  from  the  empire,   and  chofe  Rodolfhus  duke  oi  njobo  gi'ue 
.Suabia,  whom  they  crowned  at  Mentz  on  the  20th  of  March,  the  empire 
This  proceeding  of  the  Germans  not  only  alarmed  the  em-  to  Rodol- 
peror,  but  greatly  difturbed  the  pope ;  who,  having  received  phus. 
a  letter  from  RodolphuSy  informing  him  of  his  eleftion,  and.  fjijg  pope  is' 
promifing  obedience  to  the  holy  fee,  was  greatly  embarrafled^rf^^/ym- 
what  courfe  to  take.     He  durft  not  abfolutely  declare  againft  barrojftd. 
Henry  y  who  Mras  very  powerful  in  Italy  y  and   to  abandon 
Rodolphus  would  have  been  ruining  his  own  party  in  Ger- 
many.    In  the  midft  of  this  uncertainty  he  publifhed  a  letter, 
addrefled  to  all  the.  faithful,  wherein  he  declared,  that  Ro- 
dolphus  had  beeneledted  without  his  orders;  and  that  if  the 
bifhops  did  not  give  a  fufficient  reafon  for  their  conduft, , 
they  ftiould  be  deprived  of  their  dignities,  and  Rodolphus  de- 
pofed*     At  the  fame  time  he  refufed  the  requeft  of  the  am- 
ba(&dors  of  Henry,  who  follicited  his  affiftance  againft  Ro- 
dolphus  ;  and  he  ordered  his  legates  in  Germany  to  confirm  in 
the  royal  dignity,  that  king  who  ftiould  be  moft  obedient  to 
the  holy  fce^.     This  wavering  behaviour  of  the  pope  was 
greatly  blamed  by  the  nobles  of  Germany ^  who  wrote  to 
him,  declaring  their  furprize  that  he  ftill  continued  to  name 
two  kings  of  Germany ^  and  did  not  openly  oppofe  the  enemy 
of  the  church. 

In  the  mean  time,  Henry ,  being  difappointed  In  his  expec  • 
tatbns  of  affiftance  from  the  pope  agaiijft  Rodolphus ,  had  re*

He  likewife 
fent  two  legates  into  Spain,  wich  letters  addrefled  to  all  the 
kings,  princes,  and  counts  in  that  kingdom,  reminding  them 
of  the  rights  of  St.  Peter  in  thofe  provinces  before  the  coa- 
quefts  of  the  Saracens.     Upon  his  return  to  the  city,  he 
fent  LanJxilphus  bifliop  of  Pifa,  as  his  legate,  into  CorJicUy 
with  a  letter  addrefTed  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  that  illandy 
informing  them  that  their  ifland  belonged  to  no  fovereign  on 
earth,  but  was  the  property  of  the  Roman  church ;  and  having  ^ 
thanked  them  for  their  ready  fubmiffion  to   the  holy  fee,  . 
offered  them  the  afliftance  of  lome  troops  in  Tufcany,  if  they 
had  occafion  for  them  ».

alfo  excommunic^ed  o.     The  council  being  difmiffed,  Cre-  ' 

£ory  wrote  to  the  biftiops  and  nobles  of  Germany ^  exhorting 

them  to  hold  a  diet,  to  terminate  the  difpute  betwixt  Henry 

and  Rodolphus^  for  which  purpofe  he  fent  his  legates  into 

Germany  p.     The  two  parties,  after  fome  hoftilities,  agreed  ^^J^  ^^ 

to  a  fufpenfion  of  arms  *J,  and  fent  their  ambafladors  to  the  ^^o^* 

'  council  held  at  Rome  in  the   month  of  November.    The  J*  ^'Yft^^ 
council  referred  the  determination  of  the  difpute  to  the  le-  c^^f 
gates  in  Qerfnany  :  and  taking  an  oath  from  the  ambafladors'^^^j^ 
that  neither  party  (hould  interrupt  the  proceedings  of  the  le- 
gates, they  afterwards  excommunicated  Nicephorus  emperor  ^^^^^x,. 
oi  ConJlantinoJ>Ut    who  the   year   before  had  ufurped  the^^^Nicc^ 

*  throne,  and  confined  the  emperor  Michael  with  his  wife  and  phorus  it 
Ton  ill  a  monaftery.  The  Normans  having  lately  made  an  excommu' 
attempt  upon  the  monaftery  of  Motite  Cajfmo^  were  threaten-  nicaud. 

'  «d  with  excommunication,  if  they  (hoold  invade  the  territo- 
ries of  St.  Benedi6l.  'The  decree  was  likewife  renewed 
^igainft  lay  inveftitures  :  Gilbert  archbiftiop  of  Ravenna^ 
ilill  refufing  to  fubmit  to  the  council,  was  at  laft  depofed ; 
and  Gregory  wrote  to  the  people  of  Ravenna^  informing  them 
of  the  fentence  againft  Gilbert,  and  forbidding  them,  under 
pain  of  excommunication,  from  yielding  anyobedience^to  him. 
He  likewife  wrote  to  the  kings  of  Denmark  and  Norway ^  in- 
viting them  to  fend  their  young  nobility  to  Romey  to  be  in- 
ftru£led  in  the  truths  of  the  Chriftian  religion. 

The  following  year  he  called  another  council  at  Rome^ 
in  the  month  of  February  :  at   this  aflembly  appeared  Be- 
rengariidSy  prieft  of  Tours,  then  eighty   years  of  age,  and 
publicly  abjured  the  opinion  which  he  had  for  many  years  Berenga- 
maintained  concerning  the  eucharift,  namely,  that  the  bread  riusa/jures 
and  wine  after  confecration  continued  the  fame,  and  \ycre  hi j  hert/y. 
only  a  fubftantial  figure  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Ckrijl,    A.  D, 
Ambafladors  from  Henry  and  Rodolphus  were  likewife  pre-    *^79* 
fent  at  the  council,  and  fwore,  in  the  name  oF  their  mafters, 
to  fubmit  to  the  determination  of  the  legates  of  the  pope. 
In  the  fame  affembly  the  archbifhop  of  Narhonne,  and  Theo- 

'  bald  archbi(hop  of  Milan^  Stgefrid  biftiop  of  Bologna,  and 
Roland  oi  Trevifoy  were  excommunicated,  without  hope  of 
abfplution,  with  all  their  followers,  whether  clergy  or  laity. .

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The  council  being  difmifled,  Gregory  fent  his  legates*  into 
Germany y  with  the  patriarch  of  Aquikiay  to  affift  at  the  diet 
of  Rdtijbotiy  in  order  to  re-eftabli(h  the  tranquillity  of  the 
empire.  But  the  methods  they  propofed  being  contrary  to 
the  dignity  and  prerogatives  of  the  emperor,  Henry  reftifed 
to  agree  to  them,  and  again  had  recourfe  to  arms.  In  the 
mean  time,  Gregory  wrote  to  the  bifliop  of  Girona  in  S^am, 
defiring  him  to  reconcile  the  two  fons  of  the  king  with  their 
father  BerengariuSy  and  threatening  them  with  excommuni- 
cation if  they  continued  rebellious.  He  likewife  fent  a  letter 
to  Ladt/laus  king  of  Hungary,'^  commending  him  for  his  at- 
tachment to  the  holy  fee,  and  defiring  him  to  recall  the 
nobles  that  had  been  banifhed  on  account  of  the  late  troubles 
in  that  kingdom. 

Soon  after,  lie  wrote  to  Hubert,  his  legate  in  England,  to 
remonilrate  to  the  king  againft  his  order  for  prohibiting  the 
the  king  •/'bifcops  to  go  to  Rome,  and  to  threaten  him  with  excommu- 
England    nication  if  he  refufed  to  grant  liberty  to  two  biihops,  out  o£ 
each  archbiftiopric,  to  come  to  Rome  to  the  council  J.    It  ap- 
pears from  Gregory%  letters,  the  following  year,  to  the  king, 
that,  he  had  agreed  to  the  demand  of  the  pope,  ^nd  had  fent 
ambafTadors  to  RomeK     But  that  he  did  not  entirely  fatisfy 
the  ambitious  defires  of  Gregory,  is  evident  from  a  letter  of 
his  to  the  pope,  and  from  one  expreiCon  in  a  letter  from  the 
pope  to  Hubert,     William,  in  the  letter  that  he  fent  to  Gre- 
gory, refufed  to  pay  homage  to  the  fee  of  Rome,  aiErming 
that  it  never  had  been  done  by  any  of  his  predeceflbrs  ;  but 
as  to  the  arrears  of  the  tax  of  St.  Peter*s  pence,  he  promifed 
that  they  (hould  be  faithfully  tranfmitted  by  Lanfranc  arch- 
bifliop  of  Canterbury  ^     Gregory  wrote  to  Hubert,  that  he 
fet  no  value  upon  the  money  without  the  fubmiflion  «.     This 
.    fame  year  he  likewife  claimed  to  be  arbiter  betwixt  the  king 
of  Dalmatia,  and  one  duke  Wezelin,  and  wrote  to  the  duke, 
that  if  he  did  not  either  ceafe  hoftilities,  or  refer  the  difpute 
to  the  decilion  of  the  holy  fee,  he  fliould  be  excommunicat- 
ed.    Soon  after,  hearing  that  Stant/kus  bifhop  of  Cracow 
had  been  murdered  in  the  church,  while  he  was  faying  mafs, 
by  the  connivance  of  the  king,  Gregory  excommunicated  B(h 
He  eseeom-  leJlauSy  abfolved  his  fubjefts  from  their  allcj^ance,  and  de- 
municates  clared  the  fons  of  thofe  who  had  been  concerned  in  the  mur- 
ihe  king  o/^cr  incapable  of  enjoying  any  ecclefiaftical  preferments  to  the 
Poland,     fourth  generation. 
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.  iH  the  tM^aniag  of  the  followmg  year,  he  wrot«  to  Wra-  lb  refufes 
tiflaus  dake  of  Bohemia^  reproviog  hun  for  coipmanicatiDg/tftf/iW 
with  excommunicated  perfons,  but  refufed  to  grant  him  his  '^f  Bohc- 
requeft  of  performing  divine  fervice  in  the  Scldvonk  tongue,  roians  '^ 
although  hie  owned  that  the  primitive  church  had  allowed  '^^rfi^P  '• 
divine  worflxip  to  be  performed  in  the  vulgar  tongues  w.  The  '*'  '^^g^^ 
council  foon  ^ter  aflemblii^  at  Rmiet  confirmed  the  former  *^^'t\ 
decrees  concerning  invcftitures,  and  the  fentences  of  excom-    ^^g^  * 
munication  againft  the  Normans  and  the  archbifliops  of 
Milan  and  Ravfnna,  with  the  other  excommunicated  bi- 
fhops.     They  likewUe  ordained,  that  a  profei&on  of  peni- 
tence for  any  crime,  without  a  real  reformation,  (hould  not 
endtle  the  criminal  to  abfolution ;  and  with  regard  to  the 
fucceffion  to  churches,  they  decreed,  that,  upon  the  deceafe  of 
any  paftor,  the  clergy  and  people  fhould  aflemble,  and  with- 
out any  fecular  favour  chufe  a  fucceflbr,  who  ihould  be  ap- 
proved of  by  the  apoftolic  fee'' or  metropolitan.    Before  the  7"^/  «»//- 
council  broke  up,  Gregory  caufed  Henry  to  be  again  excomr  ''•^^ "  «- 
municated,  having  been  informed  of  a  viftory  that  Rodolphus  i"^^  '^' 
had  obtained  over  him  in  the  end  of  January.    Before  this  ^'*"*«»'' 
defeat  Gregory  had  afted  with  great  caution  towards  both '^ 
the  competitors,  exhorting  them  to  refer  their  differences  to 
the  determination  of  a  diet  in  the  prefence  of  his  legates ; 
he  had  even  been  fufpeftcd  of  privately  favouring  Henry  ; 
but  now,  believing  his  affairs  quite  ruined,  he  took  upon  him*» 
felf  to  decide  the  right  of  the  competitors ;  and  having  de- 
pofed  Henry y  and  condemned  him  never  to  be  fuccefsftil  in 
^ar,  he.  gave  the  kingdom  of  Germany  to  Rodolphus ^  and 
granted  the  abfolution  of  their  fins  to  all  who  fhould  aflifl 
him  '.    Befides,  to  ftrengthen  his  right,  he  fent  him  a  crown  The  pope 
of  gold,  on  which  the  following  arrogant  verfe  was  engraved.

Henry ^  exaf-  ^ron^m  /# 
perated  with  this  proceeding  of  the  pope,  called  a  council  of  Rodol- 
thirty  bifliops  and  many  nobles  of  Germany  and  Italy ^  at  P""** 
Brixen  in  Tyrolj  which  aflembly  dcpofed  Gregory ^  and  chofe  q  ^  ^.y  • 
Gilbert 9  or,  according  to  fome,  Vuigbert^2ixch\i\&k0^  oi  Ra-  ^J^^^^' 
venna,  pope,  by  the  name  of  Clement  III.     Henry,  after  hav-    ^ 
ing  affifted  at  this  aflembly,  returned  to  Germany^  \vhile  the 
new  pope  continued  in  Italy,  to  flrengthen  the  emperor's  in- 
tereft  in  that  kingdom  >". 

'  In  the  mean  time,  Gregory,  coofidering  that  his  difference  fffisncon- 
with  the  emperor  was  now  to  be  decided  by  force  and  not  aledt§  the 
by  negotiation,  was  reconciled  to  the  Normans,  whom  he  had  Normanf,

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excommunicated,  and  condefcended  to  give  the  inveftiturc  of 
Jpulia^  Calabria^  and  Sicily^   to  Robdrt^  aIlo>vibg  him  to  re- 
tain Salerno^  jhnalphiy  and  part  of  the   march  of  Fermo^ 
though  at  the  fame  time  he  declared  that  they  were  unjuftly 
feized ;  his  arbitrary  difpofition  being  obliged  to  fubmlt  to 
the  neceffity  of  his  aiEiirs ».     He  propofed  immediately  to 
make  ufe  of  the  afliftance  of  the  Normans  ;  and  having  re- 
*    commended  to  duke  Robert  to  aflift  the  emperor  Michael^ 
who  had  come  4nto  Italy  to  implore'  the  aid  of  the  pope 
againft  Nicephorus^  he  pubHihed  a  letter,  threatening  to  in- 
vade Ravenna,  the  refidence  of  the  anti-pope,  by  the  aflift« 
gxb-rts  tbe^^^^  ^^  Jorddntu  prince  of  Capua.     But,  omitting  this  ex- 
Germans    pcdition,  he  wrote  to  all  the  faithful  in  Germany,  exhorting 
to  ajpft      them  to  aflift  Rodolphus,  and  declaring,  in  a  prophetic  ^ile, 
Kodoi-     that  a  falfe  king  would  foon  be  cut  off,  and  the  enemies  bf  the 
pbas»         Roman  church  would  periih  *•     He  likewife  wrote  to  William, 
king  of  England,  defiring  hisafliftahce  againft  the  enemies  of 
the  church  ;  but  that  king,  though  he  was  alfo  foUicited  by 
the  other  party,  refufed  to  declare  himfelf  abfolutely  for 
either.     Gregory,  foon  after,  fent  a  legate  into  Spain,   to 
juftify  his  charafter  to  Alphonfus,  and  to  threaten  him  with 
excommunication  if  he  did  not  rejeft  the  Gothic  office,  and 
Tcceive  the  Roman.     It  appears  from  a  letter  of  Gregory^  ' 
written  the  following  year  to  Alphonfus,  that  that  prince  was 
obedient  to  the  holy  fee.     In  the  mean  time,  Henry  having 
affembled  his  troops,  marched  againft  Rodolphus,  and  a  few 
days  after  the  arrival  of  the  pope*s  letter,  the  two  aripies  en-

phus  //  de-^^^^^^^y'  wo^iided  in  the  aftion  '',     Gregory  at  this  time  re- 
feated  and^^^^^^  ^^  embafly  from  the  patriarch  of  Armenia  ;  and  in  th« 
fiain.         letter  that  he  wrote  to  that  biftiop,  he  commends  him  for 
ufing  unleavened  bread  in  the  eiicharift,  but  condemns  him 
for  not  mixing  water  with  the  wine,  and  for  ufing  butter 
inftead  of  balfam  in  what  is  called  the  facramentof  unftioa^. 
Soon  after  he  fent  his  legate  into  France,  to  prefide  at  the 
council  of  Lyons,  in  which  the  archbiftop  of  Rheims  was 
depofed  for  his  difobedience  to  the  apoftolic  fee ;   in  confe- 
quence  of  which  fentence  the  pop^wrote  to  the  king  of 
France,  defiring  him  to  refufe  his  proteftion  to  the  archbi- 
(hop,  and  commanding  him  not  to  interfere  with 'the  cledtion 
of  his  fucceflpr  ^. 
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In  the  beg\nniBg  of  the  folbwing  year,  the  council,  as   A.  D. 
ufiial,  affembled  at  R^mey  and  confirmed  the  fcntenCe  of  dc-   io8u 
ipoiition  againft  the  archbifhops  of  Aries  and  Narbonne^  and 
the  fentences  of  excommunicatioa  denounced  by  the  legates. 
The  emperor  Henrys  and  the  anti-pope  Clement,  were  again  7"^^  ^^a^. 
excommunicated,  with  all  their  adherents ;  and  fome  bifliops  rorisagain 
were  fufpended,  whc/had  neglefted  to  appear  at  the  council,  ixtommu- 
cither  perfonally  or  by  their  nuncios.     During  the  fitting  oinicateJ. 
the  council,  Gregory  wrote  to  the  biftiop  of'  Mentz,  confut- 
ing what  he  called  the  new  herefy,  that  had  appeared  in  Cer- 
tnany;  many  of  the  nobles  and  bifhops  in  that  kingdom  de- 
'  nying  that  the  pope  had  a  power  to  depofe  kings :  Gregory's 
chief  argutoent  refted  upon  the  commiffion  given  by  Jefus 
Chrifi  to  Peter  to  bind  and  loofe ;   after   reafoning   upon 
which,   he  fubjoined  fome  cxtradls  from  thofe  fathers  who 
were  of  the  fame  opinion  with  hinffelf «.     He  wrote  likewiic 
-to  the  bifhop  of  Padua,  his  legate  in  Germany,  informing 
him,   that  he  was  urged  by  his  friends  to  be  reconciled  to 
Henry,  who  threatened  to  invade  Italy  with  an  army.     He 
pretended  not  to  fear  him  on  his  own  account,  but,  at  the 
fame  time^  preffed  the  legate  to  fend  German  auxiliaries  to 
'join  the  army  of  Mathilda,  that  was'aflembled  in  Lomhardy, 
left  that    princefs   ftiould   be   obliged   to   fubmit   to   the 
emperor. 

-In  the  mean  time,  Henry,  having  left  an  army  in  Saxony,  jjg  definu 
under  the  command  of  his  fon-in-law  Frederic  Staitffen,  tb4  iroopi 
.  inarched  with  another  army  into  Italy,  and,  having  obliged  <?/ Mat  bli- 
the troops  of  Mathilda  to  retire,  arrived  at  Verona  ahowt^'J^^ 
the  beginning  of  JpriL     Having  granted   the  liberty  of  a 
ftandard,  or  carrocin,  to  the  cities  of  Padua  and  Cremona  ^^ 
.  for  their  fidelity,  he  continued  his  march  through  Tufcany, 
and  reduced  the  city  of  Florence,  which  ventured  to  ihut  its 
*    gates  againft  him.     While  -the  emperor  continued  in  thofe 
parts,  Gregory  being  informed  by  the  eountefs  Mathilda  that 
Henry  had  entered  into  a  negotiation  with  Robert  the  JVbr- 
man,  whereby   it  was   propofed  that    the  emperor's  fon 
fhould  marry  the  duke's  daughter,  and  that  Robert  fhould 
'     receive  from  Henry  the  inveftiture  of  the  march  of  Fermo^ 
he  wrote  to  Defiderius  abbot  of  Cajfino,  defiring  him  to  in- 
form himfelf  of  the  truth  of  that  news,  and  to  haften  to 
RomeZ.     He  likewife  wrote  to  France  for  the  arrears  of  the 
tax  oi  St.  Peter  in  that  kingdom  ;  and  publiftied  a  circular 
letter, -addrefled  to  all  the  faithful,  exhorting  them  to  rife  up 
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in  defcQce  of  the  perfecuted  church  \    The  emperor,  loon 
^  .  after,  arriying  at  Rome,  accompanied  with  the  anti-pope  Cle- 

5|^^'^^'  ment,  encamped  in  the  meadows  of  Nero,  cxpefting  to  be 
admitted  into  the  city.     Bat  the  place  being  ftrongly  gar- 
rifoned  by  the  foldiers  of  Mathilda,  he  was  obliged  to  aban- 
.don  the  Aege,  and  marched  with  his  army  to  Ravmna^m 
During  thefe  difturbances,   Gregory  wrote  a  very  fevere 
letter  to  Lanfranc  archbi(hop  of  Canterbury,  threatening  him 
with  fulpenfion,  if  he  n^leAed  any  longer  to  villt  Rome : 
Theprhce  he  likewife  excommunicated  Jordanes  prince  of  Capua,  who^ 
^  Capua  notwithftanding  his  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  apoilolic  fe^ 
is  ixcoftt'   had  openly  efpoufed  the  caufe  of  the  emperor^.    It  appears 
mamcated.  ^^^  ^  Ittttx  of  Gregory  to  the  kings  of  the  Vifigoths,  that 
this  year  they  again  ilowed  the  Chriftian  religion  to  be 
preached  amougft  them*     The  pope  earnieltly  ^orts  the 
kings  to  be  obedient  to  the  bifhops,  and  appoint  the  tenths 
to  be  paid  for  facred  ufes  through   all   their  kingdom  i. 
Bertrand  count  of  Provence  likeWife  came  this  year  to  Gre* 
•   gory,  and,  having  taken  an  path  of  fidelity  to  him,  aftef- 
wards  furrendered  all  his  ppfleffions  to  the  holy  fee,  for  the 
remiffion  of  his  own  fins  and  thofe  of  his  forefathers™. 
fhi  ernpt-      The  following  year  Gregory  was  prevented  from  holdii^ 
rw  rtnewi  the  fynod  at  Rome  by  the  emperor,  who  returned  with  his 
the  fiegi  of  2smy,  and  befieged  the  city  during  the  time  of  Lent.     After 
*A°n      ^^^^»  Henry  fet  fire  to  fome  houies  near  St.  Peter's  church, 
P'     "With  defign  to  afl&ult  the  city,  during  the  confufion  occa- 
'^^^'     fioned  by  the  flames ;  but  being  difappointed  by  the^gilance 
of  the  pope, .  he  turned, the  fiege  into  a  kind  of  blockade,  bgr 
putUng  garrifons  into  the  cailles  round  Rome ;  and  leaving 
Ei  march-  the  command  to  the  anti-pope,  he  went  himfelf  to  Lomhardy, 
es  inu       hearing  that  Herman,  whom  the  Saxons  had  chofen  king, 
Lombar-  was   marching  towards   ttaly,   to  the  relief  of  the  pope, 
dy,  but  in  Herman  having  been  defeated  in  paffing  through  Smbia, 
tkejpring   jigj^^y  returned  to  Rome,  and,  in  the  beginning  of  the  fpring, 
returns  a-  renewed  the  fiege ;  at  the  fame  time  offering  to  enter  into  a 
Rome        negotiation  with  Gregory,  and  promifing  fafe-condu£ls  to  the 
members  of  a  general  council  to  meet  at  Rome  in  the  middle 
of  November,     Henry  by  this  time  had  gained  a  great  party 
among  the  Romans  by  his  money ;  but  the  pope  ftill  continu- 
ing inflexible,  and  requiring  an  unreafonable  fubmiifion,  he 
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ordered  an  aflkult  te  be  giveOy  and.  Biade  himfelf  mafter  of  A.  D. 
the  Leonine  city  and  the  capitd.  lo^Sr 

Thte  pope  immediately  retired  to  the  caftle  of  St.  Jngdo, 
which  Henry  prepared  to  attack ;  but  his  anny  being  feized 
with  an  epidemical  ficknefs,  on  account  of  the  heat,  he  re- 
tired with  the  greatcft  part  of  it  to  the  mountefins.     In  the 
mean  time,^  having  prevailed  with  the  Romans  to  favour  his 
caufe,  they  infifted  that  Gregory  fhbuld  either  crown  the  em- 
peror, or  they  would  eleft  another  pope.     Gregory  confent- 
ed,  in  fome  meafure,  to  an  accommodation,  and  a  council  af- 
iefflbled  in  the  month  of  November ;  but  Henry  by  no  means 
agreeing  to  their  refolutions,  Gregory  propofed  to  excom* 
municate  him  by  name.    The  council  interceded  agalnft  the 
denouncing  of  this  fentence ;  but  as  Henry  had  intercepted  ^ 
feveral  biftiops  in  their  journey  to  Rome,  Gregory  excommu- 
nicated all  thofe  who  had  prevented  any  bi(hops  from  com- 
ing to  the  council.     The  Romans  ftill  infifting  that  they  had  ^^^  ^^^ 
promifed  by  oath  to  procure  the  imperial  crown  to  Henry,  ^^^ 
the  pope  offered  to  let  it  down  to  him  by  a  rope  from  tht  great fyfa^ 
caftle  of  St.  Jngelo ;  but  the  emperor  difdaining  to  accept  of  <{;9vr  t&g 
it  in  that  manner,  the  Romans  declared  they  were  abfolved  emferor, 
from  thdr  oath,  and  continued,  for  fome  time,  fiitisfied  with 
the  proceedings  of  the  pope.  ' 

The  emperor,  the  following  year,  having  got  pofleffion  ^hoatJaft 
of  the  Lutteran  palace,  caufed  Cuibert  to  be  confecrated^^^'^^^" 
by  the  biftiops  rf  Modena  and  Rimini,  and  the  Sunday  zSltt/yJ^J^^ 
being  E after,    he  was  crowned  by  him  in   the  Lateran^'^j^   j^  *- 
church".     During  the  feftivities  of  that  week  he  made  htm-    iq%a* 
felf  mafter  of  St.  Peter's  church ;  but  not  being  able  to  get  fj^  ,-^ 
pofleffion  of  St.  Angelo,  he  fortified  himfelfin  the  Jventine  c^o^tied 
mount.     The  pope^being  foon  reduced  to  great  diflRcultics,  Sy  tbe 
again  foQldted  the  afSftance  of  the  Normans.    Henry  being  anti-pope^ 
informed  of  thdr  march,  quitted  Rome,  and  retirdd  with  but  fuiu    . 
his  army  towards  Lombardy,  leaving  the  greateft  part  of  the  Rome  tifm. 
Romans  in  his  intereft,  who  now  blamed  the  pope  for  all  the  ^*  ^H^^Z 
miferies  that  they  had  fufFered  for  three  years.     Robert,  up-  ^T^'^/f  ^ 
on  his  arrival,  finding  the  gates  of  the  city  (hut  againft  him,  LL.^'*^ 
fet  fire  to  fome  houfes  near  the  walls,  and,  during  the  confu- 
fion  of  the  Rc^nans,  was  admitted  into  the  city  by  the  friends 
of  Gregory^,  and,  after  feveral  fkirmiftxes  in  the  ftreets,  got 
pofleffion  of  the  capitol,  from  ^vhence  he  marched  to  the 
caftle  of  St.  Angelo,  and  having  deftroyed  the  works  raifed 
by  Henry,  brought  the  pope  fafe  to  the  palace  of  the  Late--    ^ 
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ran.  ^Gregory  {oon  zfter  held  a  coancil,  and excommumcatcd 
Henry  and  the  anti-pope,  with  all  their  adherents,  and  order- 
ed the  fentence  to  be  publifhed  by  his  legates  in  Cermar^ 
and  France ;  but  as  thegreateft  part  of  the  citizens  weredif- 
contented  with  his  government,  and  the  imperial  army  ftill 
Gregory    <^<^n tinned  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Rome,  he  left  the  ci^, 
retirej  to    ^°d  retired  to  Monte  Cajind,  from  whence,  in  a  few  days,  he 
Salerno.  *  went  to  Salerno,  where  he  continued  till  his  death.    The 
'  Romans,  upon  his  departure,  immediately  recalled  the  em- 

*  peror,  who,  after  having  received  their  oaths  of  fidelity,  left 
Clement  with  a  ftrong  garrifon  in  Rome,  and  returned  with 
the  reft  of  his  army  to  Germany?.  After  his  return,  the 
Lombards  aflembled  an  army,  and  attacked  the  countefs  Ma-, 

*  thilda ;  but  the  pope  fending  the  bifhop  of  Lucca,  as  his  le- 
gate, with  full  power  of  abfolving  all  thofe  that  (hould  re- 
turn to  the  church,  and  with  indulgences  to  thofe  who  were 
zealous  in  its  defence,  Mathilda  fooa  turned  too  powerful  for 
her  enemies  ;  and,  having  defeated  them  in  an  engngemeot, 
and  taken  the  bifhop  of  Parma  with  feveral  nobles  prifoncrs, 
fhe  obliged  them  to  continue  quiet  4. 

He  nxjrites       WHILE  Gregory  continued  at  Salerno,  he  wrote  to  WiHim 
to  William  king  of  England,  interceding  for  his  brother  Odo  bilhop  of 
king  of      Bayeux,  whom  that  prince  had  thrown  into  prifori,  dnac- 
England,   count  of  his   maladminiftration  and  tyranny  in   England^ 
'^  ^ '/v'     ^^^^^  ^^  himfdf  was  abfent  in  Normandy.  '  The  pope  did 
'i^bh^  not  fuccecd  with  the  king  of  England-,  however,  this  year, 
i^s  rotber.  j^^  prevailed  with  Rohert  count  of  Flanders  to  pardon  feveral 
of  his  nobles,  who  had  entered  into  a  confpiracy  againft  hhn. 
In  the  mean  t'vue  the  German  garrifon,  which  had  been  left 
in  Rome,  being  almcfft  entirely  cut  off  by  a  malignant  diflem- 
per,  the  Romans  had  expelled  Clement,  rejefting  both  him 
and  Gregory. 
The  Gcr-       Soon  after  the  emperor's  return  to  Germany,  an  aflembly 
in  an  bi-     met  at  ^edlemburgh,  in  the  prefence  of  Herman  the  compe- 
J^ops^  tX'     titor  for  the  empire,  and  Otho  the  legate  of  the  pope.    The 
€ommuni'    biftiops  and  clergy  who  were  prefent  being  wholly  in  the  in- 
cate  the     tereft  of  Gregory,  feveral  decrees  were  made,  tending  to  exalt 
^a'  ^r?^    the  power  of  the  holy  fee  ;  and,  having  excommunicated  the 
j^'g^  *     anti-pope,  and  feveral  other  biftiops,  with  lighted  candH 
^*       they  made  feveral  regulations  with  regard  to  the  church. 
They  ordained,  that  no  layman  fhould  touch  facred  ve/Tels;  * 
that  prefbyters,  deacons,  and  fub-deacons,  fhonld  continue  in 
celibacy ;    that  no  layman  fhould  ufurp   the   property  of 
tythes  ;  that  during  Lent  no  one  fhould  eat  eggs  or  cheefe, 
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re.    In  oppoTition  to  this  council,  Henry  called  a  diet  and 
^aod  at  Mentz^  in  which  Gregory  was  dcpofed,  the  clct- 
[on  of  Gilbert  confirmed,  and  the  bilhopsof  the'other  party 
^communicated.    A  few  Weeks  after  the  celebrating  of  thofe  Gregory 
ouncils  in  Germany^  Gregory  died  at  Salerno,  on  the  24th  Jin  at  Sa*- 
f  May^  liaving,  three  days  before  his  death,  defired  the  car-  lerno. 
linals.and  bifhops  *who  were  prefent  to  eleft,  as  his  fuccef- 
br,  Dejiderius  abbot  of  Caffino^  or  Hugh  archbKhop  of  Lyons, 
)F  either  of  the  bifhops  of  Lucca  and  Ofiia. 

Immediately  upon  the  death  of  Gregory,  the  cardinals 
«)d  bifhops  propofed  to  eleft  Deftderius,  but  he  refuf<sd  toat- 
:qpt  it,  and  rie turned  to  his  monaftery  ;  at  the  fanle  time  writ-  ; 
ing  to  the  Normans  and  Lombards,  exhorting  them  to  fubmit 
to  the  church,  and  to  rejeft  all  communication  with  the  anti- 
pope,  who  was.  then  endeavouring  to  flrengthen  his  party. ' 
Upon  the  departure  of  Dejiderius,  the  bifhops  confuited  with 
Jordanes  prince  of  Capua,  in  order  to  entice  the  abbot  to' 
Rome,  and  to  compel  him  to  accept  of  the  dignity.     A  few 
months  after,  the  eKceffive  heats  being  abated,  Jordanes  fet 
out  for  Rome  with  an  army,  attended  by  Dejiderius,  with  the 
other  cardinals  and  bifhops.     When  they  arrived  at  CdrHpa- 
nia,  Dejiderius  fufpeffing  their  dcfign,  refufed  to  go  anjjr  fur- 
ther, unlefs  they  promifed  not  to  ufe  compulfion  with  him, 
with  regard  to  the  eleftion ;  and,  upon  their  denying  his  re«^ 
quefl,  he  returned  to  his  monaflery,  fo  that  the  eleftioh  was 
deferred  till  the  year  following.      ^       ^ 

About  Eqfter,    many  cardinals  and  bifhops  affembling  Defiderias 
at  Rome,  they  wrote  to  Dejiderius  to  come  to  them,  with  the  //  cbo/en 
bifhops  that  were  in  thofe  parts,  to  confult  about  fettling  the  p^f^tfytbe 
church.     Upon  the  arrival  of  Defiderius^xhty  renewed  their  *^*'^ 
intreaties  with  him  to  accept  of  the  pontificate;  but  he  ob-  ViaorlU, 
.  fiioately  denying  for  two  days,  they  at  Jafl  took  him  by  fqrce, 
^and  carried  him  to  the  church  of  St.  Lucia,  where  he  was 
unanimoufly  clcfted,  and  got  the  name  of  ViEior  III.  though 
he  flruggled  during  the  whole  ceremony,  that  he  might  not  » 

be  clothed 'in  the  pontifical  drefs';  and,  fobn  after,  laying 
afide  his  ornaments,  he  returned  to  Cajfino, 

The  following  year,  being  prefent  at  the  council  held  at  Heajfumn 
Capua  during  Lent,  at  the  intreaty  of  the  bifhops,  he  xt- the  f^fJfi- 
aflumed  the  pontifical  habit;  and,  after  Eajler,  he  went  to  cat  latift 
Rome  with  the  princes  of  Capua  and  Jpu/ia.     The  Capuans  ««^^^^'  '• 
having  expelled  the  other  fiwStion  from  tlie  church  o(  St.^^^^ 
Peter,  the  next  day  ViSior  was  confecrated  by  the  bifliops  of

ed  to  iocUae  to  Vi8or^  and  ibbfUtuted  others  in  their  room, 

who  procured  that  dignity  from  him  by  their  money  K 

In  the  mean  time  ViEhr^  defiring  to  repreis  the  infolence 
of  the  Saracens^  who  made  frequent  defcents  upon  chie  coafts 
of  Mafyt  and  carried  off  a  great  many  captives,  he  held  a 
council  with  the  biihops  and  cardinals,  and  by  their  advice 
Be  fends     aflembted  an  army  from  all  parts  of  Italy  ^  which  he  fent  over 
an  army    into  Africa  ag^inft  the  Infidels,  giving  them  the  ftandard  of 
1V0  Africa  j/.  P^ter^  and  remiffion  c^  all  thdr  fins.     The  Italians  were 
ugainfi ih Ycry  fuccefsful  in  their  expedition;    for,  after  defeating 
Saracens.   ipo,ooo  of  the  enemy,  they  made  thanfdves  matters  of 
dieir  principal  dty,  and,  what  is  remarkable,  the  viftory  was 
told  in  Italy  the  lame  day  that  it  was  obtained  in  jtfricaK 
Vi  hUi  a     In  the  month  of  Aiigufi  ViEior  went  to  Benevento^   to 
council  at  hold  a  council  with  the  biihops  of  A^tJia  and  Calabria : 
Bene-        after  mentioning  the  intrufion  of  CUment^  he  pronounced  a 
vento.       (entence  of  depofition  and  excommunication  againA  him; 
but  nothing  particular  was  determined  with  regard  to  the 
emperor.    The  aflembly  likewife  ordained,  that  whoever

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to  the  monaftery,  he  appointed  Oderifius,  a  fub-deacon  of  the 
Roman  church,  for  their  abbot  ^.  His  ficknels  becoming  dan- 
gerous, he  called  the  biftiops  and  cardinals  who  had  attended 
bim,  and  taking  Otho  bifhop  of  Ofiia  by  the  hand,  he  pr«- 
fented  him  to  the  other  biihops,  and  reconunended  him  to 
them  for  his  fncceflbr.  He  lived  three  days  after  this,  and 
died  on  the  14th  of  Septanber^  not  without  the  fufpicion  of 
poifon  having  been  given  him  in  the  chalice  while  he  was 
celebrating  mafs  ^.  * 

Upon  his  death,  meflengers  were  immediately  fent  to  the  otho 
Reman  dergy  and  laity,  and  likewife  to  other  bifhops,  de-  i^j^  ^ 
firing  them  dther  to  come  themfdves,  or  to  fend  their  nuncios  Oftia  is 
to  Tarracina^  in  the  firft  week  of  Lent^  to  chufe  a  fucceflbr  cbo/tupofe^ 
to  the  Roman  fee.    Many  bUhops  and  abbots  aflembling  at  mHdtakis 
Tarra'cinay  upon  the  appcuated  day,  they  unanimoufly  chofe  thgname^f 
Otho,  bifhop  of  Ofiia,  who  being  confecrated  in  the  church  Urban  IL 
of  St.  Peter,  in  that  dty,  op  the  12th  of  March,  took  the    ^*  ^* 
name  of  Urban  II.  Oth^  was  formerly  prior  of  Cluny,  and     ^®°** 
being  created  bifliop   of  OJlia   by   Gregory,   became    the 
moft  faithful  confidant  of  that  pope ;  and  five  years  befoce, 
as  his  legate,  had  publifhed  in  Germany  the  fentence  of  ex- 
,«ommunication  againft  the  emperor  and  his  adherents.    The 
day  after  his  conkcration  Urban  publiflied  a  letter,  addrefled 
to  all  the  faithful,  informing  them  of  his  de£lion,  and  de- 
jdaring,   that  he  would  follow  in  every  thing  the  footfleps  of 
Gregory  VIL  x.     Going  afterwards  to  Caffino,  he  was  vifited 
by  Boemond,  and  Roger  duke  of  Abulia,  fons  of  Robert  Guif- 
card,    whom  he  reconciled,  by  making  partition  of  their 
father's  territories.    This  year  he  likewife  created  the  arch-  The  arch' 
biftiop  oi  Toledo  primate  of  all  Sf^ain,  at  the  requeft  of  the  biflypof 
king  Alphonfus  or  Ildephonfiis  %  who  had  diftinguifhed  him-  Toledo  £r 
felf  againft  the  Saracens.    After  he  had  continued  fome  time  created 
in  Apulia,  he  went*  to  Rome ;    but  being  repulfed  by  the  frimate  ef 
faftion  of  Clement,  he  fled  into  the  idand  of  Tyber,  called ''^'^  ^P*"*- 
Lycaonia,  where  he  was  fupported  by  fomt  Roman  matrons 
for  feveral  months  *. 

The  fo^owlng  year  he  wrote  a  letter  to  Cebehard,  bifhop  Urban 
of  Confians,  appointing  him  his  legate  and  vicar  in  Germany ;  ^^/^  ^  gg\ 
and  having  prevailed  with  the  Romans  to  expel  Gilbert  the  neralcoun* 
antipope,  he  held  a  fynod  of  115  biftiops  at  Rome,  in  which  dlat 
Henry  and  the  antipope  were  excommunicated  in  the  firft  Rome.

who  affifted  them  with  arms,  money,  or  counfel,  .or  who 
received  ecclefiaflical  preferments  from  them  or  their  adhe- 
rents '.     Towards  autumn  Urban  went  into  J^pulia^  to  re- 
commit to  the  earth  the  body  of  St-  Nicolas ^  which  had  been 
bron^t  to  Bari ;  and  having  confecrated  the  bilhop  of  that 
place,  he  went  to  Trajay  where  he  kept  a  council  of  feventy- 
five  biftiops  and  twelve    abbots  F,   in  which  fome  decrees 
were  made  relating  to  the  degrees  of  confanguinity  that  were 
Mathilda   prohibited  in  contrafts  of  marriage.  Soon  afterwards,  hearing 
marries      that  the  empeior  was  propofing  to  enter  Italy,  he  prevailed 
Guelph,     with  Mathilda,  then  in  the  forty-third  year  of  her  age,  to 
ihe  fop  of  tnarry  Guelph,  fon  of  the  duke  of  Bavaria,  who  had  dif- 
ihtduke  <y  tingui(hed  himfelf  in  Germany  againft  the  party  of  Henry  ^, 
Savaria.     ^^  ixom  whom  are  defcended  the  prefent  dukes  of  Brunf-

Jhe  entpe-      '^^^  emperor,  in  order  to  recover  his  intereft  in  Italy, 
tor  march-  "^arched  in  the  beginning  of  the  following  year  into  that 
//  into        kingdom  ^    and  upon  entering  the  territories  of  Mathilda, 
Italy.         allowed  his  army  to  pillage  the  country.     But  duke  Guelph 
marching  againft  him,  and  paffing  the  Po,  defeated  him  in  an 
engagement  in  the  plain  of  Sorharia,  which  obliged  him  for 
fome  time  to  aft  on  the  defenfive ;  but  foon  after  his  troops 
refuming  their  courage,  he  marched  againft  Mantua,  which 
was  then  one  of  the  ftrongeft  cities  of  Italy,     In  the  mean 
time  Urhan  fent  his  legates  into  France,  who  held  a  general 
council  at  Thouloufe,   in  which  fever al  decrees  were  made 
with   regard  to  ecclefiaftical  difcipline.     He  himfelf  went 
afterwards  to  Melphis  in  Jpulia,   where  he  held  a  general 
council,  and  gave  Roger,  the  fon  of  Robert  Gui/card,  the  in- 
Teftiture  of -his  father's ,  duchy,  upon  his  promifiiig  to   be- 
come his  liege  fubjeft  g.     The  canons  made  by  this  council 
chiefly  regarded  the  celibacy  of  the  clergy,  which  was  ftriftly 
enjoined ;  lay  inveftitures  were  condemned,  and  a  decree  wa» 
made  againfl  pretended  penitent^,  in  the  number  of  whom 
were  reckoned  thofe  who  exercifed  traffic,  or  followed   th« 
law,  it  being  declared  impolTible  to  follow  thefe  employ- 
ments with  a  fafe  confcience  ^.

to  Benevento,  where  he  held  a  council,  and  renewed  the  ex- 
communications againll  the  emperor  and  the  antipope;  after, 
which  he  returned  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Rome^  where  he 
kept  his  ChriftmaSf  not  daring  to  enter  the  city,  which  was! 
held  by  the  party  of  Clement. 

Having  afterwards  gpt  pofleffion  of  a  part  of  the  city,  heErie  Utff 
•was  vifitcd  hy  Ericy  king  of  Denmark,   who,   upon  (omtp/ Dca* 
falfe  fiifpicions,  had  been  excommunicated  by  the  archbiihop  mark 
of.  Hamburgh.     The  king,  ftruck  with  the  fentence,  had  ap-^^''  '^ 
pealed  to  the  apoftolic  fee  j   and  having  juftlfied  Wmfelf.f^^^^'**'^ 
before  Urban,  not  only  was  abfolved  from  the  fentence,  but"  ^^(      , 
his  kingdom  was  freed  from  fubjeftion  xo  a  foreign  ^^^'  f^gnce  of 
bifliop ;  and  the  biihop  of  Lundy  was  created  primate  of ^^^^^^1^. 
Denmark,  and  alfo  of  Sweden  and  Norway  '■»     About  this  „/^^;/^;,/ 
time  Urban  fent  for  St.  BrunOy  who  fix  years  before  had    . 
inftituted  the  feft  of  xhQ  Carthujians,  and  kept  him  with 
him,  though  againft  his  inclination,  three  years,  ufing  his 
advice  in  the  affairs  of  the  church  ^.     In  the  mean  time  thd^ 
hoftilities  Jftill  continued  in  Lombardy  betwixt  the  emperor 
^nd  Mathilda.     The  arms  of  ^^wry  being  every  where  vic- 
torious, Mathilda,  by   the  advice  of  feveral  biilhops,  pro* 
pofed  to  negotiate  a  peace  with  him ;  but  the  conferences 
were  foon  broke  off  by  means  of  one  John,  a  hermit,  who 
advifcd  her  to  truft  for  fuccefs  to  the  divine  providence. 
Henry,  irritated  at  this  affront,  fent  one  of  his  fons  to  be- 
fiege  Carpineto',  but  the  young  prince  being  killed  in  an 
attack,  the  fiege  was  raifed,  and  Henry  returned  to  Verona, 
accompanied  with  G^ment,  having  withdrawn  a  1  his  forces 
beyond  the  Po  \  upon  which  Mathilda  recovered  all  that  ihe 
had  loft  on  the  other  fide  of  that  river  ^.     Urban  finding 
the  faftion  of  the  antipope  prevailing  at  Rome,  went  the 
following  Lent  into  Abulia,  and  held  a  general  council  at 
Troja.  \o^%l 

Mean  while  Conrad,  the  eldeft  fon  of  the  emperor,  hav»Conrai 
ing  received  fbme  unworthy  treatment  from  his  father,  x^:r$b$ha{

AQg  ithe  .fepvildbre  of  Chrift  from  the  Infidels*     The  council  Land, 
being  moved  by  the  addrefles  of  the  pope,  made  a  decree, 
-ihaft  ixrhoeyer,  out  of  devotion,  and  not  for  honour  and  mo- 
fiey,  wont  ix>  the  relief  of  the  chorch  of  Jerufalem^  that 
jotiroey  fiiooldierve  inftead  of  all  penance,  and  during  his 
•abfence,  di  his  poOcffions  ihould  continue  life*     They  after- 
wards e^commnmcated  Philip  king  of  Pranci^  who  Ml  re- 
^nfed.to  put  aw|iy  his  concubine,  and  confirmed  the  decrees 
*made  ai  the  coimctls  of  Melphisy  Benevenio,  Trqja,  and  PJa- 
<mza  ;  they  likewife  made  feveral  new  canons,  that  no  cler-^ 
gyman  fhoukl  carry  arms ;  that  the  fons  of  clergymen  flionbi 
be  inca|>ahle  of  t^rch  preferments,   unle&  they  became 
monks ;  that  it  fhould  not  be  lawful  for  clergymen  to  have 
women  in  their  honfes  ;  that  if  any  guilty  perfon  embraced  , 
.a  crofs,  either  in  the  chnrch  or  fields,  he  ihould  be  protected 
from  harm  **. 

This  year  a  general  conncU  was  Kkewife  held  in  England,  tfi^  ^i^g  ^ 
.by  Anfehn,  biflipp  of  Canterbury ,  who  wanted  pope  Vrhdn  England 
to  be  acknowleged.in  that  kingdom  ;  but  moft  of  the  biihopsy^^o/tf^rj 
fubmitting  to  the  ediA  of  the  lung,  which  ordained,  that  no  the  anti\ 
pope  Ihould  be  acknowleged  in. England  but  whom  the  Idog  fope^ 
allowed  of,  great  diiputesarole  in  the  afiembly;  a^d  as  it  was 
kftowu  that,  the  king  favoured  ClenUnt,  many  of  the  biihops 
declared,  that  they  woold  not  yield  any  obecUence  to  Urbane. 
This  year  was  likewife  remarkable  for  the  firft  inftitution  of 
the  knights  hofpitaHers,  by  one  Ga/ton,  of  the  province  of  •

fadi  ii       continued  ftill  in  France^  in  order  to  promote  the  facred  ex- 
preacbid    pedition  to  the  Holy  Land.    The  biftiops  likewife,  iipon  their 
^witbgreai  return,  went  round  the  cities  of  their  diocefes,  and  fli^wing 
-/^^'^*       the  pope*s  letters,  exhorted  their  people  to  the  holy  warfare ; 
^'  ^"     but  the  moft  aftive  promoter  of  this  expedition  was  Peter 
'^^*     the  hermit,   who  went  through  France,  preacWng  to  the 
people  with  great  enthufiafm  and  zeal.     The  number  of 
people  who  gave  in  their  names  for  this  holy  expedition  was 
fo  immcnfe,  that  the  priefts  were  obliged  to  difluadea  gre^ 
many,  who,  upon  account  of  their  age,  fex,  or  weaknefs, 
were  uhfit  for  warfare  ;  but  ftill  there  remained  behind  an 
army  greatly  fuperior  in  number  to  any  that  had  ever  appear- 
ed in  Europe.    Inftead  of  pay,  they  received  a  plenary  indul- 
gence for  all  their  fms,  and  in  lieu  of  an  uniform,  wore  a 
crofs  made  of  red  cloth  upon  their  right  ihoulders,  from 
whence  the  expedition  got  the  name  of  a  crufadc. 

The  firft  who  put  themfelves  on  their  march  were  GuaUer 
or  Walter  J  furnamed  Sans  Avoir  ^  or  Lack-land^  and  Peter  the 
bermit,  who  at  the  head  of  about  50,000  men  direfted  their 
route  for  Germany y  where  they  were  joined  by  Godefcaldy  a 
monk,  with  .15,000  Germans^  armed  with   clubs.     Thefe 
forces  were  foon  after  followed  by  Godfrey  de  Bouillon,  duke 
of  Lorrainy  with  many  other  dukes  and  counts,  with  a  great 
body  of  troops.     In  Italy  likewife  great  levies  were  made 
for  the  facred  expedition ;  the  archbifhop  of  Alilan  aflembled 
50,000  Ljombardsy  7000  of  whom  were  from  the  city  of 
Milan ;  while  Boeniond,  brother  of  Roger,  duke  of  Sicily,  put 
himfelf  at  the  head  of  the  Jpulians  and  Calabrians.     The 
Venetiansy  Pifans,  and  Genoefe,  were  ready  with  their  fleets, 
and  each  city  fent  out  a  body  of  men  with  a  commander  and 
ftandard/ on  "which- was  painted  a  crofs;  the  general  device 
of  thofe  engnged  in  the  expedition  being  Dieu  le  veut,  or,  it 
^  is  the  will  of  God^,     Mean  while  Urban,  having  held  a  ge- 

neral council  at  Tours,  and  abfolved  the  king  of  France,  upon 
his  humble  fubmiffion,  returned  to  Lombardy,  and  having 
^         had  a  conference  with  Mathilda,  proceeded  to  Rome,  where 
^  he  celebrated  his  Chriftmas  ;  the  caftle  of  St.  Angela  being

ke  invited  the  Greek  biOiops.    In  his  way  towards  Bari^  ^^dY  '*^^ 
went  to  Capua^  which  was  then  belieged  by  Roger  count  of /^/hoIv 
Sicily 9   together  with  his  nephew  Roger  duke  of  Jpulia,  in  l^^j  .  ^ 
favour  of  Richard  II.  who  had  been  expelled  a  few  years     a,  f)^ 
before.      The  pope  endeavoured  tcJ  mediate  a  peace,  but  the     1097; 
Capuans  rejcfting  the  terms  of  accommodation,  were,  in  a  few 
days,  obliged  to  furrender  to  the  count,  and  to  fubmit  to 
Richard^.     After  the  reduftion  of  Capua,  the  two  princes 
repaired  to  Salerno,  and  were  foon  after  vifited  by  the  pope, 
vrho  granted  a  very  large  privilege  to  the  count,  allowing  him, 
and  his  fon  who  Qioula  fucceed  him,  to  a£t  as  legates  of  the

^  A*^  n     appearance;  was  again  excommunicated;    The  council  like- 
•     wife  compofed  an  oath,  which,  under  the  title  of  a  profeffloh 
'jll^tbof      f^th,  the  archbifliQps,  biihops,  and  all  whom  the  pope 
^*^-^^^^/^  required,  were  obliged  to  fwear.     By  the  oath,  they  abt 
tbi  holy  fee  jured  aE  berefy,  they  promifed  obedience  to  the  pope  and  his 
4ipfointe4    fucceflfors,  and  to  affirm  what  the  holy  and  univerfel  church 
$0  hetflhen  affirms,  and  to  condemn  what  flie  condemns.

"  biihop  of  AlbanOf  as  his  legate  into  France,  who  held  a    ^'  ^* 
cotfncil  at  Tr&yes.    In  thp  mean  time,  the  patriarch  of  Je^     ''^^* 

'  rufaleniy  znd  Soeimnd  prince  oi  Antioch,   arrived  in  Italy. 
Soemond  proceeded  to  France,  to  Marry  the  daughter  of 

•  Philip  i  but  the  patriarch  went  to  Rome,  and  complained  to 
-  the  pope  of  the  injuries  he  had  received  from  Baldwin^  who 

had  fubftituted  one  Etremarius  in  his  place.  He  likewife  ac- 
cufed  the  king  of  having  divorced  his  wife  without  any  for- 
.  mal  fentence  of  the  church.  Upon  hearing  th6fe  complaints, 
Pafchal  detained  the  patriarch  with  him,  and  wrote  in  his 
'bd^if  to  Jerufalim^  deBring  thofe  who  had  any  thing  to  ac- 
cufe  him  of  to  appear  at  Ronie.  At  length  no  accufers  hav- 
ing ajppeared,  he  was  judged  innocent  by  the  apoftolic  fee,  and 
rdlored  to  his  former  dignity. 

Mean  while  a  great  revolution  happened  in  Germany,  the  W#  enfe. 
'  emperor  being  imprifoned  and  dethroned  by  his  youngeft  fob  rtr  is  de- 
'  Henry,  whom  a  few  years  before  he  had  affociated  with  hiai-  throned  iy 
'fclf  in  the  empire.     In  the  beginning  of  the  revolt,  Henry  ^  M 
wrote  a  letter  to  Pafchal,  propofing  an  accommodation  with^*'"^* 
■him,  on  terms  that  wqre  confiftent  with  his  honour  »;     The     '  *^5* 
pope  paid  no  regard  to  this  letter,  perfuaded  that  the  em- 
peror's fubmiffion  proceeded  more  from  the  bad  ftate  of  his 
affairs,  than  from  the  purity  of  his  intentions ;  and  the  yoling 
Henry  profefEng.all  obedience  to  the  apoftolic  fee,  his  ordered 
his  legates  to  abfolve  him  from  the  fentence  of  excommuni- 
cation, and  to  affifthim  with  their  advice.     Soon' after,  in  a 
general  diet  held  at  Mentz,  Henry,  who  was  then  imprifoned 
by  the  treachery  of  his  fon  in  the  calUe  of  Bingenheim,  was     *       ' " 
excommunicated  by  the  pope's  legates;  and  the  aflcmbly 
-having  likewife  depofed  him,  the  young  Henry  was  acknow-     - 
'  leged  as  king,  and  his  former  clcftion  at  Aix  la  Chapelk  con- 
firmed.

caiincU  ordaioedy  that  all  the  cities  in  Smika^  namely  Pk* 
cenzay .  Parma^  lUggio^  MantuOf  Bologna,  flxould  no];j[onger, 
be  fubjeft  to  the  metropolitan  of  jUavenna^    They  lij^ewife 
prohibited  any  layman  from- giving  investitures,  under  paiu 
pf  excommunication. 

This  laft  decree  highly  offended  the  emperor  Ifenry  V* 
who  finding  himfelf  eftabliihed  in  the  throne,  refu&d  to 
abate  any  thing  of  his  right  of  inveftitures»  or  oi  the  mannei: 
of  giving  them  (P);    The  pope,  upon  his  arrival  at  Verona^

(P)  Ever  £nce  the  time  ol 
Charlemagnt,  princes  had  been 
in  poiTeiGon  of  the  right  to  give 
inveiHtures  of  great  benefices. 
The  firft  pope  that  undertook  to 
deprive  them  of  that  right  was 
Grigory  VII.  though  he  him- 
iAU  ^r  his  eleaion  to  the  pa- 
pal ffe»  refbfed  to  be  confecrated 
till  he  had  the  appvobation  of 
the  esip^ror.  It  maft  be  ac- 
koGTwlegedy  that  the  princes^  by 
their  frequent  abufes  of  that 
prerogative^  gave  too  great  oc- 
cafion  to  the  popes  fo  call  the 
lawfulnefs  of  it  in  quedion.  For 
tmder  pretence  that  the  bifhops 
and  abbots  could  not  enter  in- 
to the  ppffeflion  of  their  bene- 
^ees  tiU  they  had  received  the 
inveftkare  of  them»  thepiinaa 
f^Mly  fold  them  to  the  highcft 
bidd^.  Ekaioei  indeed  wen 
then  ill  ofe  $  bistit  uraur  the  im 
veftitarc  that^ve  the  right  to, 
the  temporalities^  ^ich.the 
princes  might  refufe  to  grant  if 


they  were  not  fatisfied  with  th6 
perfon  ele^ed ;  fo  that  the  whole 
power  of  providing  to  benefices 
was  in  their  hands,  for  none 
chofe to  beeleftedy  omlefs  they 
were  fure  of  having  the  confettc 
of  die  prince. 

Befidca  the  fimoniaeal  vie  of 
thii  right,  which  the  pojpesoQiM* 
demned,  the  manner  of  giving 
iaveftitureff  was  another  ftb- 
je6l  of  difpute.  As  they  ware 
g^vea  hy  apaftoral  Jdaffand  a 
ring,  the  popes  feemed  to  think 
that  the  princes  pretended  to 
confer  a  fpiritua!  jurifdidioa^ 
which  W^s  aa  encroachment  tip^ 
on  their  authoritx*  Kckoned  by 
them  to  be  divine.  It  appears,

lie  fHs  in*  being  informed  of  the  emperor's  refolation  with  regard  tO 
to  France   thefe  points^  altered  his  defiga  of  gcnng  into  Germany,  and 
an4  holds  ^viQXiX.  through  Burgundy  into  France^  where,  about  Wtitfiai" 
tofmcil  at  fi^^  \^q  held  a  council,at  Trcyes.    Before  the  aflembling  of 
?^V!^     the  council,  the  emperor  fent  ambafladors  to  the  pope  at 
Chalons  upon  the  Marne,  to  (hew  his  holinefs  that  his  daim 
'*^7*     of  invcftitures  was  air  antient  right  belonging  to  the  em- 
perors ;  but  the  pope  refufing  his  confent,  the  ambailadon 
departed  in  an  abrupt  manner,  declaring  that  they  would  de* 
termiric  the  controverfy  at  Rome  with  their  fwords  m.  The 
pope  proceeded  afterwards  to  TroyeSy  and  in  the  council  or- 
dained, that  the  inveftiture  of  benefices  belonged  only  to  the 
fovereigii  pontiff;  but  before  the  publication  of  the  decree^ 
ambafladors  arrived  from  the  emperor,  who  rcprcfented  to 
i  the  council,  that  the  power  of  appointing  bifhops  had  been 

granted  to  Charlemagne  by  the  apoftolic  fee ;  and  as  Henry 
was  his  lawful  fucceflbr,  he  expeftedto  enjoy  the  fame  pri- 
inlege.     As  the  emperor  had  approached  with  a  confiderable 
army  to  the  confines  of  France,  the  council  deferred  the  con- 
fideration  of  that  queftion,  under  pretence  that  they  were  in

Pafchal  was  engaged  againft  Ptolemy  count  of  Tufculunt,  and    A.  D. 
/*^/ipr  <fc  Ofbtmutt  who  had  invaded  fomct  tcrritQrics  of  the     »*od. 
church !  having  reduced  them  by  the  affiAance  of  Le^  Fran* 
gipanif  he  went  to  B^nevento,  where  he  held  a  CQuncil>  ia 
.which  an  atiathema. was  denounced  againft  lay  inveftituresy 
and  the  clergy  were  prohibited  from  wearing  fecular  or 
fplendid  appard  o.    Before  he  went  to  Benevento,  he  wrote 
to  Baldwin  king  dF  Jerufalem^  allowing  him  %o  add.  all  the 
cities  he  fhould  conquer  from  the  Infidels  to  the  fee  of  y$* 
rufalemt  which  grant  greatly  offended  the  patriarch  of  Jn- 
tioch.     Pafchai  being  foon.  after  informed  that  Alphonfus^  Hi  thnau 
king  of  JrragoHy  had  married  Uracat  the  daughter  q(  xhttnstbt 
late  king  of  CqfiUe^  related  to  him  in  the  third  degree,  he  ^%  of 
wrote. to  the  bifhop  of  Compoftella^  ordering  him  to  caufe  the  Arragon 
inceftuous  marriage  to  be  diflblvcd,  threatening  the  Wng  with  '^^^  ^^

In  the  mean  time  the  emperor  having  concluded  a  peace  **xv^* 
with  the  Pdes^  and  made  an  alliance  with  the  king  oi  England^  Tbt  mpe^ 
whofe  daughter  he  had  married,  aflembled  a  formidable  ari^y,  r^rmarcL 
and  marched  for, Italy,  in  order  tp  determine  the  difpute  con-  anvitha 
ceming  inveftitures,  and  receive  the  imperial  crown  from  yia&formdahU 
pope  P.     Pafchai  being  informed  of  his  march,  and  judging  '^>»^  tnt9 
by  his  great  preparations  that  he  intended  rather  to  givc^^J^* 
the  law  to  him,  than  to  receive  it  from  the  council,  fent  tp     ^^^o. 
,  France  to  follicit  the  affiflance  of  Levjis,  and  went  himfelf  to 
Apulia^  and  affembling  the  Norman  princes  and  counts  of  (hat 
country,  obtained  thepromifeof  affiftance  from  them  againA 
the  emperor,  if  there  fhould  be  occafion.    Upon  his  return 
to  the  city,  he  took  an  oath  from  the  nobles  of  Rome  to  the 
fame  purpofe  ^.   Henry  had  by  this  time  pafled  the  jllps,  and 
arrived  at  Ivrea^  where  he  was  received  with  great  refpeft, 
and  his  army  fupplied  with'refrefhthents.  Having  afterwards  Hi  is 
taken  and  burnt  Novara,  for  offering  to  reflft  him,  he  march-  cr^wued 
cd  to  Milany  where  he  was  crowned  king  of  Italy  by  the  king  %f  . 
archbifhop  Chryfolaus\  and  having  crofled  tfc  ^/^«m^  moun-  Italy  at . 
tains  during  the  month  of  December^  he  flopped  at  Fhrenee,  Milan.  . 
where  he  kept  his  Chrijlmas  ^  1 1 ii. 

Whilst  he. continued  at  Florence^  he  fent  one  David,  a 
Scotchman,  prefldent  of  the  fchools  of  fftrtziurgh,  and  other 
learned  perfons,  as  his  deputies  to  the  pope,  whp  having;

who  contiaued  at  Rome  during  his  coafinement,  bdog  greatly . 
o£Fended  at  his  conceffion  to  the  emperor,  pubUcly  condemn- 
ed his  proceeding,  ai^d  affirmed,  that  he  could  not  conclude 
that  treaty  without  the  confent  of  the  facred  collie  ;  feme 
evdh  talked  of  depofing  him  as  a  heretic,  who  had  contra- 
difted  the  decrees  of  his  predeceflbrs  *.   Pafchal  pleaded  in 
his  excufe  the  neceflity  to  which  he  was  reduced,  and  that 
what  he  bad  done  was  not  from  any  confideratioQ  of  his 
own  danger,  but  merely  to  free  the  city  and  the  whole  church 
from  the  threatening  calamity.     The  prelates  did  not  ac-. 
quiefce  in  this  apology  ;  but  upon  the  abfence  of  the  pope 
tbemfilves  at  Tarracina,  aflembled  of  themfelves  at  Home,  and  annulliog 
at  Rome,  ^rhat  Pafchal  had  done  in  the  late  treaty  with  the  emperor, 
they  confirmed  the  decrees  of  Gregory  VII.  ViSior  III.  and 
Urban  II.  againll  lay  inveftitures.     The  pope  wrote  them  si 
Very  moderate  letter,  blaming  their  conduft,  and  declaring, 
that  he  would  endeavour,  as  foon  as  pofUble,  to  reform  what 
was  amifs  in  the  late  treaty.     Notwithflanding  this  letter, 
many  cardinals  ftill  continued  to  ceniure  the  conduA  of  the 
pope ;  and  Bninoj  bifliop  of  Segui  and  abbot  of  CafiinOt  a 
man  of  a  warm  temper,  wrote  a  letter  to  the  bifliop.of  jP^rffl, 
in  which  he  accufed  Pafchal  of  herefy  *• 

The  pope,  offended  with  the  liberty. of  Bruno,  deprived 
hina  of  his  abbacy,-  and  returning  immediately  to  Rcnm^^' 
pointed  a  general  council  to  fee  held  in  the  Later  an  church, 
to  determine  concerning  the  treaty.  In  the  mean  time  he 
wrote  to  his  legates  In  the  other  kingdoms  of  Euro^d  ifl-, 
forming  them  how  he  had  been  forced  to  grant  the  treaty  to 
Henry ^  and  declared,  that  he  annulled  what  was  therein 
contained,  and  confirmed'  the  decrees  of  his  predeceflbrs  ^. 
%b$  tti^ty.  The  council  having  aflembled  on  the  28  th  of  March,  PafQh'd 
informed  them  how  the  bull  of  privileges  had  been  extorted 
from  him :  he  acknowleged  that  he  had  done  amifs,  and 
begged  to  be  correfted  ;  but  as  he  had  fworn  never  to  dif- 
turb  the  emperor  with  regard  to  inveftitures,  he  dcfired  them 
to  eleft  another  pope,  to  provide  for  the  good  of  the  church  <^. 
The  aflfembly  refufed  to  receive  his  demifliion  ;  and  the  fol- 
lowing day  having  appointed  the  bifliop  of  Angouleme  a$ 
their  prefident,  they  made  a  decree,  annulling  and  condemn-

.citizens  ;  having  formerly  received  an  accufation  againft  him 
la  the  council  of  Guaftalla,  he  now  wrote  to. the  archbifliop 
of  Mentz  to  proceed  againft  him  in  a  canonical  manner.

The  meflknger  add- 
ed likewife,  that  he  had  advanced  witli  his  army  intotheter* 
ritory  of  Anagni^  and  was  befieging  Turricolo.  Upon  thb 
news,  the  pope  immediately  afk«d  the  affiftancc  <rf  theTVbr- 
man  princes,  and  holding  a  council  in  Capuay  excommuoi'^ 
Gated  the  emperor  and  the  antipope  ".  The  Norman  prioces 
having  foon  after  affembled  with  their  forces  ztSt.  Germaht^ 
advanced  with  the  pope  towards  Rome ;  which  Henry  bring 
informed  of,  he  raifed  the  fiege  of  Turricolo,  and  leaving  the 
antipope  with  fome  forces  at  Rome,  he  marched  with  the  reft 
of  his  army  to  Germany.  Upon  the  departure  of  the  emperor, 
Gelajins  difmifled  the  Normans,  and  returned  in  a  private 
manner  to  Romei  but  the  party  of  the  antipope  being  more 
powerful  than  he  expefted,  he  lived  fecifetly  in  the  houfe 
oilVarthman  and  Pandulphus,  two  Cb/y!ran  nobles. 

Soon  after,  upon  the  feaft  of  St.  Praxidis,  going  to 
church  to  celebrate  mafs,  he  ^as  afTaulted  by  the  Frangipam, 
with  a  body  of  armed  men ;  but  hb  friends  making  a  refolnte 
defence  for  feveral  hours,  he  found  means  of  efcaping,  and  fled

finding  that  the  party  of  the  antipope  was  too  powerful  in 
RoTne,  refolved  to  go  into  Frar^ce^  and  appointed  the  bifliopof 
Porta  as  his  vicar  in  the  city.

He  then  ofiered  to 

abfolve  Henry  from  the  oath  he  had  fworn  with  regard  to 

Turftan,  which  the  king  confented  to,  on  condition  thatthc 

archbifliop  (hould  pay  the  fame  fubjeftion  to  the  fee  oiCan^' 

terbury,  as  his  predecefTors  b^d  done  ;  which  Turftan  refufed 

to  agree  to.

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Calixtus,  having  fettled  the  .afFairs  of   the  CallicdnCAUztns 
churchy  propofed  to  fet  out  for  Italy ;  but,  before  he  left  arrives  at 
,  France y  he  enlarged  the  pririleges  of  the  archbiftiopric  rfRomc. 
Vienne,  by  a  new-  bull,  dated  at  Valentia  upon  the  Rhofne^    -A.  D. 
on  the  24th  of  February  ^.     Setting  out  frpm  Valentia,  he    *'20. 
pafled  the  ^iJSx,  and  was  received  with  the  greateft  demon- 
Arations  of  joy  by  all  the  cities  of  Italy  through  which  he 
.  pafled.    At  Pi/a  he  dedicated  the  great  church  to  the  Yirgin 
'Mary 9  and  arrived  at  laft  at  Homey  on  the  ninth  of  June^ 
"where  he  was  received  with  the  greateft  refpcft  ;  upon  which 
the  antipope  quitted  the  city,  and  retired  to  Sutri,  which 
was  garrifoned  by  impeiialifts  R.     The  pope,  finding  that  he 
v^ould  need  an  army  to  reduce  the  place,  went  in  the  begin- 
ning of  autumn  tq  Benevento^  where  be  received  the  allegi- 
ance of  the  Norrnan  princes,   and  gave  the  invcftiturc  of 
j4puUa  to  duke  William  \    While  he  continued  in  this  city, 
he  decreed  (everal  ufurped  territories  to  be  again  reftored 
to  the  monaftery  of  Monte  CaJJino  ;  but  the  abbefs  of  the 
nunnery  of  St.  Mary  at  Capua^  thinking  herfelf  injured  by 
the  fentence,  refufed  to  give  obedience,  although  (he  was  ex- 
communicated, and  her  nunnery  laid  under  an  interdift.  The 
difpute  was  terminated  by  the  interceifion  of  count  Rainul- 
ffhusy  who  fatisfied  the  demands  of  the  monaftery  of  Caffino.  „ 
Calixtus  afterwards  received  an  embafly  from  Leiuis  king  of  ^^^^'' 
France y  by  Suger  abbot  of  ft.  Dennis ^  who  wrote  the  life  oi  ^^^^jr  * 
that  king,  and,  having  difmiflcd  the  embafly,  he  went   to  from  the 
Troja^  to  follicit  the  afliftance  of  the  Normans  againft  the  king  of 
antipope.  France.    - 

Having  raifed  a  confiderable  army,  he  returned  to  Rome^  Bardinus 
and  the  following  fpring  marched  againft  Sutri  \  but  ht  taken  fri^ 
had  no  fooner  brought  his  machines  to  play  againft  the;^^^. 
waUs,  than  the  inhabitants  capitulated,  and  delivered  up 
Gregory^  who  was  cloathed  with  raw  goats  (kins,  and  fet 
upon  a  camel,  with  his  face  towards  the  tail,  and  in  that 
manner  led  to  the  city,  and,  being  condufted  through  the 
principal  ftreets,  was  afterwards  (hut  up  in  the  monaftery  of 
Cava  for  life  *.     Having  reduced  Sutri^  and  taken  Burdinus, 
Calixtus  deftroyed  fome  of  the  caftles  of  the  oppofite  party; 
in  Rome,  and  quelled  thofe  counts  who  had  invaded  the 
territories  of  the  church.     The  peace  of  the  city  being  thus 
cftablifhed,  he  appointed  Adelbert^  archbifliop  of  Mentz,  as

enemy,  and.  had  raifed  a  powerful  league  againft  himia 
Saxony,     But  both  the  emperor  and  the  ilates  of  Germany, 
being  weary  of  the  long  and  deftruftive  wars,  which^  for 
more  than  forty  years,  had  defolated  their  country,  Adet- 
bert  was  prevented  from  embroiling  the  kingdom  by  their 
moderation  ;  for  a  dyet  being  held  at  Wutzburg,  prelimina- 
ries of  a  peace  were  fettled,  and  Bruno  biihop  of  Spire,  and 
Arnold  abbot  of  Fulde,  were  fent  as  deputies  to  the  -  pope, 
praying  him  to  call  a  general  council,  to  terminate  all  differ- 
ences betwixt  the  empire  and  the  church  ^. 
Calixtus         Cahxtus  received  this'embafly  with  g^eat  joy,  andac- 
reciiirej      cordingly  held  a  general  council  in  the  Lateran  church,  diir- 
an  €mha£y  j^g  i,ent,  before  which  the  German  ambafladors   declared, 
from  Ger-  ^^^  ^^  emperor  was  willing  to  renounce  the  right  of  invef- 
"*?^U      titure  of  benefices,  and  defired  the  cotincil  to  fend  an  em- 
bafly  to  Germany,  to  receive  the  renunciation  from  the  empe- 
'    '     ror,  and,  in  the  name  of  the  apoftolic  fee,  to  abfolve  him 
from  the  fentence  of  excommunication.    The  council,  with 
great  readinefs,  complied  with   their  delire,  and  appointed 
Lambert  bifhop  of  Ofiia,  and  two  other  cardinals,  as  legates  of 
the  holy  fee  in  Germany.     They  likewife  made  fome  canons, 
,     ,         annulling  all  the  proceedings  of  Burdiniis,  and  threatening 
excommunication  againft  thofe  who  fhould  break  the  trufcc  of 
God,  coin  falfe  money,  or  attack  the  city  of  Benevenfo.    It 
^  was  ordained  alfo,  that  perfons  excommunicated  by  their  own 

^  bifliop  could  not  be  abfolved  by  any  other  bLfliop  or  ab- 

bot '. 
ne  affair      Up  ON  the  arrival  of  the  legates  in  Germany,  a  dyet  was 
tf  inviftl*  appointed  to  be  helcj  at  JVurtzburg ;  but  they  havings  confe- 
tures  it"    crated  Riiger  bifliop  of  that  city,   although  the  emperor  had 
termitt0d,   appointed  one  Gehehard,  the  accomodation  was  interrupted ; 
for  the  emperor  did  not  appear  at  the  affembly,  which  broke 
up  without  tranfafting  any  bufinefs.     The  legates  ftill  con- 
dnuing  in  Germany,  Henry  fent  an  excufe  to  them  for  not  ap- 
pearing at  Wurtzburg,  and  app6inted  another  dyet,  to  be 
1123.     Held  in  the  month  oi  September,  at  Worms,  where  he  and 
,    ail  bis  party  received  a  general  abfolution :  he  promifed, 
by  the  bifliop  of  OJtia,   to  renounce  all  inveftiture  by  the 
\  riig  and  crofier,   to  reftore  all  poflfeflions  that  had  been 

['  Tifurpcd  from  the  church,  and  to  allow  the  vacancies  of  be-

Upon  receiving  the  above  conceffion,  attefted  by  the  golden 
fcal  of  the  emperor,'  and  the  fubfcriptions.of  the  nobles,  who

difputes  ffiould  happen,  they  Ihould  be  determined  by  the 
metropolitan,  whh  the  coafent  of  the  emperor  ;  that  the  per- 
ibn  elefted  vftiould  receive  the  inveftiture  of  the  regalia  (Y) 
by  the  fceptre,  and  fhould  pay  homage  for  them  only ;  and, 
iaftlyi  that  the  fubjefts  of  the  empire,  out  of  Germany  y  fhould 
be  allowed  fix  months  for  receiving  the  inveftiture  of  the  ret 
galia  "•       .  ' 

The  peace  being  ratified  on  both  fides,  the  emperor  fent 
ambaf&dors  along  with  the  legates  to  Rome,  with  rich  pre- 
fentsr  for  the  pope,  who  wrote  to  the  emperor,  confirming 
what  had  been  done  by  his  legates,  and  teftifying  his  joy  upoii 
the  happy  event,  Calixtus  having  thus  obtained,  in  a  peace- 
able manner,  from  the  emperor,  what  his  predeceflbrs  had  in 
vain  ftruggled  for  by  violent  means,  he  went  to  the  monaftery 
oiCaffmOy  in  order  to  put  a  flop  to  the  irruptions  of  the  iVbr* 
man  princes,  who  Jiad  invaded  fome  part  of  his  territories  °*  ^ 
Upon  his  return  to  Rome^  he  created  the  biftiop  oi  Compofiella 
a  metropolitan,  frofti  his  devotion  to  the  apoftle  James, 
whofe  body  is  (aid  to  be  buried  in  that  city  (Z). 

The  following  year  he  gave  a  commiffion  to  Otho  bifhop  ^^'pope 
of  Bamberg^  who  had  formerly  been  chancellor  to  the  emperor  S^'^"  fL 
Henry  IV.  to  preach  the  gofpel,  in  quality  of  an  apoftle,  to  the  J^^f/*^/ 
Pomeranians,  who  had  been  lately  conquered  by  the  king  J^^-/' 
of  Poland,     In  confideration  l.ikewife  (rf  his  piety,  he  grant- ^^^j^^^ 
td  large  privileges  to  the  church  of  Bamberg^  and  to  fifteen  /^  cen<o^t 
monafteries,  which  t?/^^  had  founded  at  his  own  charge  °. /^^^  Pome- 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  he  made  a  large  ordination  of  ranians.

**  pope;"  upon  which  there  afofe  a  great  confufic«i  in  the 
aflembly  ;  but  Theobald  ftill  refufing  to  confent  to  his  own 
cleftion,  and  Lambert  being  clothed  in  the  pontifical  drefs, 
he  was  at  laft  acknowleged  as  pope,  by  the  name  of  Honorms 
11.     Seven  days  after  Honorius^  reflefting  that  his  eleftion 
was  not  canonical,  refigned  his  mitre,  and  other  papal  or- 
naments ;  but,  the  other  cardinals  being  fatisfied  with  bis 
eleftion,  obliged  him  to  refume  the  ornaments,  and  again 
declared  him  pope.     During   thefe  tranfaftions  at  Rome^ 
the  church  of  Ireland  was  again  reftored  to  the  communion 
of  the  Roman  fee,  by  St.  Malachi,  a  monk,  who  obtained 
the  biftiopric  df  Connor^  after  it  had  been  poflefled  by  one

He  exeom-     HoNORius,  foon  after  his  promotion,  went  to  the  mona- 
munhates   ftery  of  Cajfino^  and  reproved  the  abbot  Oderijtus  for  his 
the  abbot    profufion,  accufing  him  of  being  more  like  a  foldier  than  an 
^Caflino.  abbot.     From  thence  he  went  td  Benevento,  where  he  con- 
^'^'    tinned  feveral  months  ;  but  that  city  being  fliaken  by  a  ter- 
'^^S'     rible  earthquake,  he  returned  again  to  ^omr,  and  receiving 
a  complaint  againft  the  abbot  Oderijius^  he  fummoned  him  to 
appear  at  Rome.    The  abbot  neglefting  the  fummons,  Ho* 
norms  depofed  him  ;  but  Oderifius  paying  no  regard  to  that 
fen^tence,  he  was  at  length  excommunicated.    The  monks

Another  party  of  the 
clergy  and'  people  of  Rome  aflembled  likewife  the  fame  day, 
and  chofe  the  fon  of  Peter  Leo,  a  cardinal  prieft^  as  fucceflbr 
to  JiefnoriuSf  by  the  name  of  Jnaclete,  who,  according^to 
the  abbot  Suger^.  an  author  of  great  reputation  in  thofe 
times,  had  the  unanimous  confent  of  many  Roman  nobles^ 
bifhops>  and  cardinals  *.  He  was  likewife,  on  account  of  the 
wealth  of  his  family,  univerfally  favoured  by  the  people,  who 
went  in  a  body  to  feize  Innocent^  at  the  houfe  of  the  Frangi- 
pant ;  but  being  r^pulfed,  Jnaclete  led  them  to  the  church 
of  St.  Peter,  and  having  by.  this  means  made  himfelf  mailer 
of  it,  he  plundered  it  of  its  wealth. 

Innocent,  finding  his  adverfary  wholly  fupported  by  the  Innocent| 
people,  went  with  his  friends  on  board  two  galliesin  the  river  nvifo  was 
Tyber^  and  failed  to  Pi/a  %  from  thence  to  Genoa,  and  after- A/  ^{f^^ 
'  wards  to  St.  GiUe  in  Provence.    In  the  mean  time  the  hi*^»^'^^' 
ftiop  of  Porta,  who  had  confecrated  Jnaclete,  wrote  to  the  '^o™^* 
bifhops  who  favoud^  Innocent,  accu£ng  them  of  caufing  a 
fchifm  Ml  the  church,  and  afhrmlng,  that  their  clandeftine 
meeting  could  poc  be  called  an  deAion ;  at  the  fame  time  d^ 
Dying  the  charge  of  pillaging  the  churches,  which  the  other 
party  accufed  them  of.     This  let^r  having  no  efFeft  upon 
the  biAiops,  the  following  Eqfter  Anackte  excommunicated 
pope  Innocent,  with  all  his  adherents,*and  created  new  cardi- 
nals In  the  room  of  thofe  of  th«  oppofite  party  **.    He  like-  Anaclcte 
wife  wrote  to  the  emperor  Lotharius,  informing  him  of  his  i^f^^^^tfy 
efcAion,  and  that  he  was  fupported  by  aU  the  clergy  and  nobili-  ^^'^^  M^ 
ty,  had  ordained  cardinals,  and  confecrated  bifliops  5  whereas  '

Soon    after  Peier  drchbifliojJ  df  fardhfai/e,'  who  had   A-  D. 
diftinguifhed  himfelf  in  France  by  his  attachment  td  Alex-   "S**. 
ttTider^  wrived  in  Italy i  and  after  having  defended  the  caufe 
bf  Alexander  in  the  cities  of  Lombardy  and  Tufcany^  he  was 
fcnt  ds  his  legate  into  Prance^  the  pope  defigning  himfelf  to 
fell  for  that  kingdom,  as  he  could  not  live  in  fafety  in  Ronie^ 
iipdn  account  of  the  party  of  the  emperor^  who  had  pow 
poffefled  all  itk  territory  of  St.  Peteti  except  Orvietp  and 
/inagni.     Upon  Peter'i  arrival  in  France^  the  kings  oiFrahcd

The  party  of  the  emperor  growing  every  day  more  pow-  ^  H/or^ 
trfol  in  Italy,  Alexander  left  that  kingdom,  stud  on  the  firA  ^^'^*  ^**^ 
df  January  failed  for  France,  where  he  was  received  with  ^'^v* 
gi'cat  refpedi.     The  emperor  finding  that  Alexander's  caufe  ^ 

%as  efpoufed  by  the  kings  of  France  and  England,  and  being 
slffoid  that  he  ftiould  ndt  be  able  to  eftiblifli  FiffS^r,  he  pro-    '

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pofed  to  the  king  of  France  ro  have  a  confereaceat  Jivignonj 
and  that  a  council  fhould  be  afTembled  in  that  c;ity,  oiF  the 
German,  Fi^ench,  and  JiaKan  biftiops,  to  determine  the  canfe 
of  the  popes,  and  that  the  two  competitors  (hould  appear, 
perfonally  to  juftify  their  pretenfions.     The  king  of  France 
agreed  to  this  propofaJ,  which  was  mentioned  by  the  empe- 
ror only  with  a  defign  to  lay  both  the  competitors  afide. 
The  council  accordingly  aflembled  on  the  day  appointed; 
but  Alexander  abfolutely  rcfufing  to  appear,  and  the  emperot. 
wanting  provifions  for  his  army,  he  was  obliged  to  retire^ 
and  the  council  broke  up  without  coming  to  any  conclufion*r 
In  the  mean  time  Alexander  proceeded  to  Tours,  where  he 
continued  feveral    months,    and  celebrated  his  Chriftmas. 
About  the  beginning  of  Lenth^  went  to  Paris,  where  he  had 
a  conference  with  the  king  pf  France  \  and  havkig.  celebrated 
his  Eafter  in  that  city,  he  again  fet  out  for  Tours,  where  he 
had,  appointed  a  council  to  be  held  about  the  middle  of 
May. 

The  council,  being  aflcmbjed,  confifted  of  feventeen  car-, 
dinals,  one  hundred  and  twenty-four,  biftiops,  and  a  great 
liumber  of  inferior  clergy.     Among  the  dignified  clergy  was- 
Thomas  Becket,  who  the  year  before  had  fucceeded  to  the  fee. 
of  Canterbury.  The  pope  received  him  with  fmgular  refpeft,. 
having  ordered  all  the  cardinals,  except  two,  to  meet  him 
without  the  gates,  and  conduft.him  into  the  city.     After  a 
long  difcourfe  made  by  Arnulpbur  bifhop  of  Ltfitux,  the 
council  excommunicated  Vi^or  and  his  adherents  ;  and  made 
feveral  canony,  condemning  ufury  in  the  clergy,  zxA  prohibit- 
ing them  to  prafthfelaw  or  phyfic.  They  likewUe  annulled  all 
the  ordinations  made  by  Ohavianus  and  the  fchifmatics,  and 
prohibited  the  hiring  of  annual  curates,  as  contrary  to  the 
decrees  of  the  fathers .  The  council  being  difmifled,  Alexander 
retired  to  the  city  of  Sens,  which  he  made  the. place  of  hisj 
abode  while  he  continued  in  Frarice ;  and  hearing  that  Thomas^ 
Becket  had  incurred  the  difpleafure  of  the  king  ^  England  for 
tefuling  to  deliver  up  a  prieft  that  had  killed  a  man,  and  for 
not  confenting  tp  fwear  to  obferve  the  king's  prerogatives, 
he  wrote  to  encourage  him  to  be  ftedfaft  in  the  dereace  of 
the  rights  of  the  church  y.      Mean  while  OSfavtanus,  Vidi 
f  hofe  of  his  party,  arriving  at  Lodi,  affifted  in  traniportiBg  the 
body  of  St,  Bajfianus  from  the  old  to  the  new  city,  in  the 
prefence;  of  the  emperor  andemprefs,  with  the  patriarciufif 
Ajuileia,  and  many  biftiops  and  abbots  *,

The  pope,  by  the 
neccflfty  of  his  affairs,  not  daring  Wholly  to  difoblige  the 
king,  appointed  the  archbifhop  of  Tork  as  his  legate,  but 
would  not  confirm  the  decree  of  the  ftates,  and  even  reftrain- 
cd  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  legate  to  his  own  fee.  The  king, 
not  fatisfied  with  the  pope,  ordered  the  bull,  appointing  the 
archbifhop  of  Tork  as  legate,  to  be  returned ;  and  cited  the 
archbifliop  of  CatHterhury^  upon  an  accufation  of  mifde- 
ittieanours  during  his  chancellorfhip  ;  but  Thomas  refufing  to 
acknowlege  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  court,  appealed  to  the  fee 
g{  Rome;  and  foon  after  quitting  the  kingdom,  wrote  to 
Alexander ^  informing  him  of  the  perfecurion  he  had  fufFerad, 
and  imploring  his  proteftion ;  in  confequence  of  which  letter 
♦le  received  another  froip  the  pope,  annulling  all  that  had 
fccen  done  againtl  him  in  England, 

'    During  thefe  tranfaftions  die  anti-pope  Vi&or  dying  at  Thernpe^ 
iMCca^  his  party,  defpairing  of  a  reconciliation  with  Alex-  ror  ac»

•crowned  by  the  adtipope  Pajchal^.     William  kmg  of  Sicily ^  enfwnedm. 
who  the  year  before  had  fucceeded  his  father^  hearing  of  the  Rottie. 
xknger  to  which  tb^pope  was  6cpofed,  fent  ttv'o  gallies,  with 
a  largfc  fum  of  oiotfey,  to  his  afliftance.     The  pope  fent  back 
the  gaiKes,  but  aceepied  of  the  money,  which  he  diftributedf 
.among  the Rorfians,  to  encourage  them  in  his  defence.    But 
they  preffiiig  him  to  agree  to  the  propofal  of  the  emperoi', 
•who  offered  to  prevail  with  Pafchal  to  rcligtt,  on  tondition 
that  Alexander  fhOfuld  abdicate  the  pontificate^  the  pope,  to 
abroad  the  follidtations  of  the  people  on  that  point,  fled  from 
the  dty  Jn  the  habit  of  a  pilgrim,  and  retired  to  Berievento^, 
A  fe«^  days  after  the  departure  of  the  pope,  after  fome  heivy 
raiAS  the  fuQ  appeared  with  fo  violent  a  heat,  as  occafioned  n'He  retires 
fnddea  mortality  amongft  the  emperor's  troops.     Several  olnvitbgrede 
his  chief  oiSicers  dying,  and  likewife  great  numbers  of  thelo/j  f 
common  men,  he  immediately  quitted  the  dty,  and  leaving  Lombar- 
the  antipope  at  Viterbo,  marched  with  all  fpeed  for  Pavia,  dy.

The  Idng,  to  avoid  the  fentence,  immediately  oflEered  to  ivhagren 
the  legates,  to  accept,  of  a  peace  under  any  form  prefcribed  ^^  f  reo/^ 
by  them ;  and,  a  few  days  after,  they  bringiog  the  archH-  ^•^w"«»- ' 
ihop  with  them  to  the  conference,  he  was  recoodled  to  him 
in  a  moft  generous  manner,  and  immediately  admitted  him 
to  his  ^rmer  faindHarity^j  as  though  there  never  had  been  any 
difpote  betwixt  them.     The  pope  being  ifaformed  of  the 
fronceffion  of  the  kii^,  immediately  laid  afide  his.  former  re^ 
ferve,  pccafioned  by  his  apprehenfioh  left  the  king  (hould 
join  the  p»rty  of  the  andpope ;  and,  to  fliew  his  difpleafure 
at  the  d^rgy  of  England,  for  favouring  the  king,  he  fufpend^ 
ed  the  arcnbiihop  of  tork^  and  excommunicated  feveral  bi- 
ihops,  particularly  the  bifliops  of  London  and  Salary.

and  they  were  even  received  by  the  cardinals  with  great

The  king  fwearing 
to  fulfil  thefe  articles,  he  went  with  the  legates  to  the  door  of 
the  church,  and  kneeling  down^Cbut  without  putting  ofFhis' 
doaths)  he  was  abfolved  by  them,  and  afterwards  conduced  ^^  ^*' 
into  the  church o.  ^  The  next  day  the  legates  celebrated  ^iMff'^^ 
council  with  the  bilhops  and  dergy  of  Normcmdy^  in  which  i'*^,^^ 
it  was  decreed,  that  children  (hould  not  be  admitted  to  the    .

Mean  while  Alexander,  refidingat  Tufculum^  endeavour-  7hifope 
cd  to  prevail  with  the  Rornans  to  admit  him  into  their  city,  in  vain 
but  the  fenators,  favouring  the  party  of  the  emperor,  would  tndea- 
not  hearken  to  his  requeft ;  fo  that  he  retired  from  Tufculum,'^^^^^  ^^ 
and  went  into  Campania,  where  the  murderers  of  Thomas  ^''^^ 
Becket  came  to  him  in  a  penitent  manner,  defiring  abfoUition  ^^^•^ 
of  their  crime.     The  pope,  inflcad  of  committing  them  to  the 
civil  power,  ordered  theiti,  as  a  penance,   to  go  and  fpend 
the  reft  of  their  life  in  the  Holy  Land,    One  of  them  died

ti  the  dignity  of  the  crofs  and  pall;  gnd,   as  a  reward 
for  tl>e  bravery  of  th^  Alexandriims^  he  erefted  their  city 
into  ^  .bifliopric,  creating  Jrd^in,  a  fub-deacon  of  the  Ro-     ■ 
man  church,  their  firft  bifliop.    Frederic,  being  afraid  left 
William  king  pf  Sicily  fliould  be  perfuaded  by  the  pope  to 
affift  the  confederate  citiea  of  Lombardy,  propofed  to  con- 
clude an  alliance  with  him,  and  to  give  him  his  daughter  ia 
liiarriage ;  but  WiHigm  being  prevented  from  agreeing  to  this^ 
j^aatch  by  the  pope,  the  emperor,  having  received  confider- 
able  fuccours  from  Germany f,  deterjniqcd  to  try  the  fortune  , 
of  another  engagement.

fclf  at  the  feet  of  the  pope,  acknowleging  his  error.  Alexander; 
being  of  a  humane  difpofition,  received  him  without  any 
reproaches,  and  not  only  detained  him  in  his  court,  but 
honoured  him  with  his  table  ".  In  the  mean  time  he  ap-' 
pointed  a  general  council  to  be  held  the  following  year  at 
Rome^  to  which  he  not  only  invited  the  bifhops  in  Europe^" 
but  likewife  thofe  of  Afia  and  the  Greek  church.  He  like- 
wife,  at  the  ddire  of  the  kings  of  England  and  France,  fent 
a  legate  with  feveral  biftiops  to  Thoubujfey  to  convert  the  here- 
tics of  that  province  to  the  Roman  faith.  Some  of  the 
chief  men  of  the  province  being  condemned  of  arianifm  and 
manicheifm,  and  their  eftates  confifcated,  many  others  were 
prevailed  upon  to  renounce  their  tenets,  and  be  reconciled  to 
the  church.

favour.     They  likewife  condemned  all  ordinations  made  by 
the  antipopes  OBavian,  Guido,  and  John,  and  denounced  a 
fcntence  of  excommunication  againft  the  heretics  in  Gafcony, 
Arragm,  Navarre,  Thouloufe,  and  Alhigeois.  The  council  alfo 
deprived  many  of  the  German  biftiops,  who  had  been  ordained 
by  the  antipopes  or  their  adherents.     Complaints  were  like- 
"wife  laid  before  tltem  of  fome  doftrines  maintained  by  Peter 
the  Lombard,  profeflbr  at  Paris;  upon  which   Alexander 
wrote  to  the  archbiftiop  of  Sens,  defiring  to  aflefllble  His  fuf-* 
fragans,  and  to  condemn  the  doftrines. 

'  Having  difmiffed  the  council,  he  conferred  the  title  of  Alexander

Th£  following  year  Lucius^,  endeavouring  to  reftrain  the  He  h  Mi*^ 
power  of  the  Roman  fenate,  and  to  proteft  the  city  of  Tuf-  ged  to  ^mf 
tulufft  from  their  refentment,  was  expelled  from  Romey  and  Rome, 
retiring  to  Veletri^  determined  the  caufe  betwixt  the  com-     A.D. 
petitprs  for   the  archbi(hopHc  of  St,  Andretus,  confirming     ^"^^l* 
Hugh  in  the  archbiihopric,  and  giviijig  the  bifliopric  of  Dunf 
kcld  to  John*.      From  Veletri  Lucius  proceeded  to  Ferma^ 
where  he  received  the  ambafladors  of  the  king  of  England^ 
who  defired  his  ipterceiEgn  with,  the  emperor  Frederic  to 
recall  Ifj^nry  the  Lion,  who  had  been  put  to  the  ban  of  the 
en^pire.   At  f^erona  he  likewife  celebrated  a  council,  in  which  H^  cel/^ 
it  was  ordained,  that  the  biihops,  once  or  twice  a  year,  (hould  6ratei  a 
vifit  thofc  parts  of  their  (Jiocefes  that  were  fufpefted  di  council  ai 
herefies.     During  the  celebrating  of  the  council,  the  emperor  Verona, 
arrived  at  Veron^^  to  have  a  conference  with  his  holinefs,  and     1185* 
Intrcated  him  to  confirm  the  ordinations  of  thofe  who  had 
been  ordained  by  the  fchifmatlcs,  during  the  pontificate  of 
Alexander.     Lucius  not  agreeing  to  his  demand,  they  pro- 
ceeded to  treat  pf  the  fucceffion  of  the  counters  Mathilda, 
the  fuperiority  of  which  the  emperoi"  pretended  was  left  to 
the  empire ;  but  as  each  party  claimed  time  to  juftify  their  ' 
prctenfions,  that  affair  was  left  undecided  *.

Henry  king  of  England,  upon 
reading  the  pope's  letter,  gaVe  leave  to  all  his  fubjefts,  both 
clergy  and  laity,  to  aflfume  the  crofs,  which  example  was  fol-  ' 
lowed  by  the  king  of  France,  at , the  folUcitation.of /fz7//a/w, 
archbiftiopof  TjT^,  the  hiftorianof  the  crufades,  who  con-    . 
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tinued  in  France,  while  Heraclius,   patriarch  of  Jerufalem^ 
He  din  at  failed  into  England.     However,  the  forwardnefs  of  their  pre- 
Verona,     parations  was  greatly  retarded  by  the  death  of  Lucius,  who 
died  on  the  24th  of  November  at  Verona. 

Immediately,  upon  the  death  of  Lucius,  the  cardinals 
who  were  prefent  unanimoufly  elefted  Lambert  Crivelli,  arch: 
biftiop  of  Milan,  who  afTumed  the  name  of  Urban  III.  and 
notwithftanding  his  promotion  to  the  papal  chair,  ftill  re- 
tJ!ined  his  archbiftiopric  of  Mian.  Urban,  2l  few  weeks  after 
his  eleftion,  was  engaged  in  difputes  with  the  eriiperor  alwut 
the  fiicceffion  of  the  countefs  Mathilda,  the  revenues  of 
vacant  benefices  (P)  and  nunneries,  whofe  nuns  he  had  dif- 
perfed,  under  pretence  of  their  irregularities.  Frederichmg 
in  hopes  to  prevail  with  the  pope  to  crown  his  fbn,  pretended 
a  willingnefs  to  accommodate  thefe  differences;  but  Urban 
pcrfifting  in  the  fentiments  of  his  predccefTor,  and  coafe- 
crating  Folemar,  the  competitor  for  the  archbiftiopof  TnVn, 
whom  the  emperor  difapproved  of,  Frederic  was  greatly  en- 
raged. '  Urban  neverthelefs  perfifled  in  his  demand  of  fatif- 
faftion  upon  thefe  points  ;  and,  in  cafe  of  refufal,  threatened 
the  emperor  with  excommunication.  Another  reafon  of  the 
pope*s  difpleafure  was,  the  alliance  concluded  betwixt  the 
emperor's  fon  and  Conjiantia,  aunt  of  the  king  of  Sicily,  and 
heirefs  of  his  kingdoms.  Fr^^^nV,' finding  that  the  pope  was 
favoured  by  many  of  the  chief  prelates  in  Germany,  went 
into  that  kingdom,  and  (hut  up  all  the  pafTes  of  the  Alps,  to 
prevent  any  correfpondence  with  Italy,  Having  given  the 
inveftiture  of  the  temporalities  of  the  fee  of  Triers  to  Ro- 
dolphiis,  and  expelled  Berthold,  bifhopof  Metz,  for  favour- 
ing Folemar,  he  fent  for  the  archbiftiop  of  Cologn,  and  ex- 
plained to  him  his  differences  with  the  pope ;  but  finding  the 
archbifliop  in  the  pope's  intereft,  he  difmifled  him,  and  <^ed 
a  diet  at  Geilenhaufen,  where  the  biftiops  agreed  to  write  to 
his  holinefs  to  come  to  an  accommodation  with  the  emperor*. 
Urban,  upon  reading  the  letter,  was  confounded  at  the  be- 
haviour of  the  bifliops,  as  it  was  chiefly  upon  their  account

In  the  mean  time  news  arrived  at  Rome,  that  the  foltan  Ji,g  Chrif- 
Saladine,  after  having  taken  a  great  many  towns  in  the  Holy  tians  dt- 
tandy  had  at  laft  made  himfelf  mafter  of  Jcrufalem,  2i\x^Jeatedln 
conquered  the  whole  country,  except  Tyre,    Tripoli,    and  the  Holy 
Antioch,  and  a  few  caflles.     It  was  likewife  reported,  that  Land,  and

riage betwixt  Arthur  duke  of  Britdriy^  and  the  daughter  of 
Tancred  king  of  Sicily ,  on  "which  account  he  had  received 
from  Tancred  2e,ooo  ounces  of  gold,  he  wrote  to  the  pope, 
informing  him  of  the  tranfaftioh,  and  defiring  him  to  be- 
come his  furety  for  the  re-payment  of  the  money,  in  cafe  the 
intended    alliance    flioiild    never  take  efFeft.

This  coronarion 
was  very  Angular,  for  the  pope  had  no  fooner  put  the  crown 
jupon  the  emperor's  head,  than  he  kicked  it  off  again  to  the 
ground,  rignifying,  that  he  had  a  power  of  depriving  him 
.  ,     of  the  empire,  as  well  as  of  conferring  it  upon  him  ^  Henry 
foon  after  marched  with  his  army  towards  Apulia,  to  take 
poffcffion  of  the  kingdom  of  Sicily,  and  the  provinces  of

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Italy  depending  on  that  crown.  .  The  Romans  m  the  mcaa 
time  having  obtained  permiflion  of  the  pope,  utterly  de- 
ftroyed  Tiifculum ;  and,  as  a  memorial  of  their  revenge,  carried 
part  of  the  rnins  to  Rome,  which  was  piled  up  in  the  capitol  K 
The  miferable  inhabitants  difperfed  themfelves  in  different 
cities ;  but  a  few  of  them  built  fome  huts  in  one  of  the 
fuburbs,  which,'  from  being  built  of  wood,  were  called 
Fra/cati,  and  thither  the  epifcopal  fee  was  transferred*. 
Henry  in  the  mean  time  had  made  himfelf  matter  of  the 
greateft  part  of  the  cities*  erf  Jpulia  and  Calahria,  and  had 
iat  down  before  Naples ;  but  after  three  months  fiege,  his 
army  being  feizca  with  fickncfe,  he  was  obliged  to  withdraw 
his  troops  and  retire  to  Lombardy^  from  whence,  in  the  end 
of  autumn,  he  returned  to  Germany. 

"    DuRiilG  thefe  tranfaclions,  Celejiine  excommunicated  Jl-  He  ex- 
photi/us,  king  of  Galicia,  for  refufing  to  divorce  his   wife,  eommuni- 
who  was  related  to  him  within  the  prohibited  degrees  of  con*  cates  the 
fanguinity.  Being  informed  likewife,  that  Geoffrey  and  John,  ^l^i^  ^f 
the  king  of  Engldnd"^  brothers,  were  railing  commotions  in  Galicia, 
that  kingdom,  he  wrote  to  the  bilhops, .  ordering  them  to 
excommunicate  all  thofe  who  difturbcd  the  adminiftration 
of  the 'biftiop  •  of  Ely,     Mean  while  Philip  king  of  France, 
having  had  fome  difputes  with  the  king  of  England,  aban- 
doned the  expedition  in  the  Holy  Land,  and  returned  to 
Europe.     Upon  his  arrival  at  Rome,  he  heavily  accufed  the 
•king  of  England  of  forcing -him  from  the  Holy  Land;  tho* 
this  accufation  was  believed  to  proceed  from  envy,  yet  he 
was  treated  with  great  refpeft  by  the  pope,  who  granted 
itiany  of  his  fubjefts  that  followed  him  the  privilege  of  pil- 
grims, though  they  had  not  accomplifhed  their  vow;  but  he 
refufed  to  abfolve  him  from  the  oath  he  had  given  to  Richard, 
•not  to  invade  his  dominions  during  his  abfence  "i. 

The  following  year  Celejiine  renewed  the  bull  of  his  pre-  attd  the 
deceflbr  in  favour  of  the  church  of  Scotland,  and  confirmed  difturbers 
the  fentence  of  excommunication  againft  the  archbiftiop  ofofthepub- 
'  EoUen,  who  had  difturbed  the  adminiftration  of  the  biftiop //> //^f^'i/i 
of  Ely  in  Ejigland,  and,  by  the  afliftance  of  the  faftion  of  the  England, 
princes,  had  expelled,  him  the  kingdom.     He  likewife  wrote     •^-  •*^' 
a  letter,  addrefled  to  the  bifhops  of  England,  but  which     ."92- 
-  feems",  by  its  contents,  to  have  been  intended  for  public  peru- 
'  fal  :'it  contained  a  command  to  all  the  princes  in  Europe  to 
live  in  mutual  peace,  and  offered  full  remiflion  of  fins  to  all 
tliofe   who  ftioald  undertake  the  holy  expedition.

CfiLESTiifiB,  though  he  had  no  defire  to  fee  the  emperor     /^^jy^ 
poncflcd  cf  Sicily y  yet  found  him  fo  powerful,  by  the  unani-     i  jgj. 
mous  fubmiilion  of  the  Italians  and  Gehnans,  that  he  thought 
proper  to  diflcmble  his  refentment;  but  having  received  an  The  pope 
cmbaffy  from  the  king  of  England,  complaining  of  the  vio-  exeommu- 
fence  of  the  duke  of  ^w^m,  who  feized  upon  him  in  contempt  nicatei  tH 
of  the  three  years  ^roteftioii  granted  by  the  holy  fee  to  all  ds^f  9f 
pilgrims,  he  excoiftmunicated  that  duke  by  name,  and  in  Aufttia. 
general  all  thofe  who  had  laid  violent  hands  upon  the  king. 
He  likewife  laid  his  territories  under  an  interdift,  and  or- 
dered him  riot  only  to  fend  back  the  hoftages  of  the  king  of       ^    ' 
England,  but  toteftore  the  money  that  had  been  unjuftly 
extorted  from  him.     At  the  foUicitation  of  Richard,  Celejlin^

to  Siman,  the  de^oti  rf  th^t  fe^,  to  take  the  government  of  that  England

A  s  Henry  died  excommunicated,  the  pope  ordered  bis 
body  to  remain  unburied ;  but  at  the  interceflion  of  the  arch- 
biffiop'of  Meffina^  Celejiine  promifed  to  allow  his  body  to  be 
buried,  if  the  king  of  England  ftiould  confent  to  it,  and 
likewife  to  confer  the  crown  of  Sicily  on  the  infant  Frederic^ 
king  of  the  Romans ;  on  which  account  Roger  the  annalift 
relates,  that  the  pope  received  1000  mcrks  of  Tilver  for  him- 
felf,  and  as  much  for  his  brothers  the  cardinals  ^  Befidas,^ 
at  this  time  the  church  of  Rome  recovered  a  great  many  ter- 
ritories that  they  had  pretenfions  to  in  Tufcany,  Campania^ 
and  Apulia^  but  which  had  been  for  a  coafiderable  time  pof-; 
fef^d  by  the  emperors. 

DuRiNC  thefe  tranfaftions,  Celejiine  being  informed  that  Cdcffine 
the  clergy  of  Bohemia  and  Poland  neglefted  the  precept  oi fends  a  U- 
celibacy,  and  contracted  marriages,  he  ftht  Peter y  a  cardinal  gate  int9 
deacon,  as  his  legate  into  thofc  kingdoms,  who,  upon  his  ar-  Bohemia 
rival  at  Prague^  narrowly  efcaped  being  murdered,  by  the  ^«^  Po- 
clergy  who  defpifed  his  authority;    but  in  Polandy  being ^a^^- 
treated  with  great  honour  and  refpeft,  he  went  through  the 
diocefes  in  the  kingdom,  and  prohibiting  the  marriages  of  the 
clergy,  under  fevere  penalties,  he  ordered  thofe  of  the  lay- 
men to  be  celebrated  in  the  prefenceof  a  full  congregation. 
Mean  while  Celejiine,  falling  fick  at  Rome,  aflembled  the  car- 
dinals, and  propofed  to  them  cardinal  John,  of  the  title  of 
St.' Paul,  as  his  fucceflbr,  offering  to  refign  the  pontificate, 
if  they  would  confent  to  his  eleftion  ;  but  as  feveral  of  them     A;  D. 
were  aiming  at  the  pontificate  for  themfelves,  his  propofal     1198. 
was  rejefted ;  and  his  illnefs  increafing,  he  died  on  the  loth  onddin 
of  January.  at  Rome.

^o  lay  the  kingdom  of  Germany  under  an  interdift  in  cafe  of 
refufal.  The  legates,  upon  their  arrival  in  Qermany^  found 
the  kingdom  in  great  diftraftion,  occafioned  by  the  faftions 
c>f  the  competitors  to  the  empire ;  the  friends  of  the  houfe 
of  Siuibia  having  elefted  Philips  brother  of  the  late  emperdr, 
vrhile  another  party  choie  Otho  duke  of  Brtwfwicky  fon  of 
Henry  the  UoUf  who  was  folemnly  crowned  by  the  arch- 
bifliop  of  Cologn  at  Jix  la  Chapelle. 

InkocenT)  who  bated  the  race  of  Barbaroffky  gave  or-  Ihoriert 
ders  to  his  legates  to  confirm  the  eledlion  of  Otho ;  and  in  his  Ugmtm 
the  mean  time,  being  follicitous  to  recover  the  patrimony  to  confirm. 
of  the  church  from  the  ufurpacions  of  the  late  emperors,  ^^f'-^-^- 
he  excommunicated  Marcoaldus,  who  poflefled  Romaniola*^^^^  *^' 
and  the  march  of  Ancona^  and  Conrad,  whp  held  the  duchy  Jy'^**^ 
_of  Spoleto.     Thefe  two  German  princes  immediately  oiFered  ^"*^  • 
to  become  vaflals  of  the  holy  fee,  land  to  pay  yearly  a  large 
/fum  of  money  to  the  pope  ;  but  Innocent  rejefting  all  ac-^ 
(Doaimodation,  Conrad,  even  againft  the  inclination  of  his? 
fubjefts,  refigned  his  duchy  to  the  Roman  church,  and  wa» 
abfolved  from  the  fentcnce  of  excommunication.  Marcoaldus, 
knowing  that  his  fubjeds  had  an  averfion  to  fubmit  to  the 
Romans,  refolvcd  to  maintain  the  pofleflion  of  his  duchy  hy 
force ;  but  Innocent  fending  an  army  againft  him,  and  pre- 
vailing with  the  inhabitants  of  Bologna  to  join  his  forces, 
Marcoaldus  was  defeated,  and  his  cities  obliged  to  furrender 
to>the  pope/.    .  , 

About  this  time  tlie  emprefs  Confiantia  dying,  and  Icav-  is  i^fi 
ing  the  pope  guardian  of  her  fon,  and  admiDiftrator  of  hXs  guardiam^ 
idngd(»ns  during  his  minority,  Marcoaldus,  not  being  able  to  €ftheki$^ 
maintain  the  pofiefEon  erf"  Ancma  and  Romaniola,  marched  ««^i/«f- 
with  his  army  into  JpuUa ;  and  pretending  that  the  guardian-  ^*^  </ 
fhip  of  the  yojjng  king  was  committed  to  him,  made  him-  ^"^V  4f 
(elf  mafter  of  feveral  cities,  and  beiieged  the  monaftery  of  V''^"*** 
Cafino.    Innocent  having  ordered  an  army  to  march  againft  ^**" 
him,  lent  a  legate  into  Sicily,  to  receive  the  allegiance  erf" 
the  nobles  of  that  kingdom.     He  likewife  fent  Peter,  a  car-  ' 
dinal  deacon,  as  his  legate  into  France,  to  oblige  the  king  to  g-^^  ^;^^. 
recall  his  lawful  queen  ;  but  the  king  paying  no  regard  to  ^^^  of 
theintreaties  of  the  legate,  Peter  called  a  council  at  Henne,  France /sir/ 
and  laid  the  kingdom  under  an  ititerdifl:,  prohibiting  all  di-  uxi^er  an 
viae  offices  to  be  performed,  except  the  baptii'm  of  infants,  inierdi^;

fliut  up,  and  the  deacl  remained  unburied.  Injiocent  at  the 
fame  time  fent  other  legates  into  Portugal^  Hungary ^  Den- 
mark,  and  Sweden,  to  corredl  the  abufes  in  thofe  kingdoms; 
and  having  received  an  embafly  from  Alexius,  emperor  of 
Conjiantinople,  he  fent  legates  to  his  court,  defiring  him  to 
aflift  the  Chriftians  in  the  Holy  Land,  and  to  bring  the  Greek 
church  to  an  union  and  fubmiffion  to  thatof  Rome, 
and  the  BEING  fludious  of  reforming  the  difcipline  of  the  church,

He  applied  himfelf  likewife  '  with 
great  erirneftnefs  to  put  a  flop  to  the  herefies  that  "were  fpread- 
ing  in  France  and  Italy  ;  and  being  informed  by  the  bifhop 
of  Metz,  that,  in  confequence  of  a  tranflation  of  the  bible 
into  the  French  language,  the  people  had  taken  an  occafion 
to  defpife  the  priefts,  to  aflemble  in  private  conventicles,  and 
to  affume  to  themfelves  the  office  of  preaching,  he  reproved 
them  feverely,  and  wrote  to  the  bifhops  in  that  neighbour- 
hood to  inquire  who  was  the  author  of  the  tranflation,  what 
were  his  intentions,  and  how  he  flood  afFefted  to  the  apof- 
Exsrts       tolic  fee  *.

(T)  Thofe  who  feparated 
themfelvea  froaai  *  the  Rmmm 
churchy  upon  a  convidion  of 
its  depravity  from  the  inftitution 
of  oar  Saviour  and  his  apoftlesy 
Were  at  this  time  very  numeroos^ 
and  diftinguiihed  by  various  ap- 
pellations. '  They  were  called 
WaldenJiSy  Cathariy  Patarini^Al- 
bigenfiSy  Poor  of  Lyom,  Popuii- 
earn  ;  in  Flanders  they  bad  the 
name  of  Pipbles  \  and  in  fome 
pans  of  France^  TiJ/erants^  that 
is,  weavers.  Though  they  all 
united  in  condemning  the  ty* 
ranny,  luxury,  and  fuperftition 
of  the  Roman  church,  yet  they 
differed  from  one  another  in 
tnany  prafUces  and  articles  of 
belief,  and  were  fplit  into  feve- 
lal  fmall  feds,  under  particu- 
lar names.  Thefe  feparatifts, 
or,  as  the  church  of  Rome  called 
them,  heretics,  were  named 
H^aUitifej,  fromonePeter  IVaido, 
of  Lyons  in  France^  who,  tbo' 
pofTeiTed  of  great  wealth,  about 
the  year  1 1 60  reiigned  all  his  pof- 
Teflions,  and  profeiTed  an  evan- 
gelical  poverty;  and  having 
gained  a  great  many  profelytes, 
they  were  called  The  Poor  of 
Lyons,  and  fometimes  Leonifiar, 
They  were  calkd  Aihigenfes^ 
from  the  city  HeMt\  or  JWgeois, 
inLanguedocy  which  they  inha- 
bited •  or  becaufe  they  were  fird 
condemned  there,  in  a  council 
held  in  1 1 76.  Raherius,  who 
had  been  one  of  their  teachers, 
and  afterwards  conformed  to  the 
Reman  church,  gives  an  account 
of  the  chief  of  their  tenets,  *vix. 
That  the  Roman  church  was  the.

of  giving  abfolution  ;  that  cler- 
gymen ought  not  to  be  denied 
marriage ;  the  facraments  of 
undlon  and  ordination  were 
nothing ;  every  good  layman 
was  a  pried^  and  both  men  and 
women  may  pr^ch  ;  Latin  was 
of  no  fervice  to  laymen  ;  what- 
ever is  af&rmed  without  the  au-^ 
thority  of  fcripture,  is  a  fable  ; 
the  decrees  of  the  church,  and 
the  explanations  of  the  faints^ 
are  not  to  be  minded  ;  excom*- 
munications  ought  to  be  difre- 
garded;  indulgenees  and  dif^ 
penfations  have  no  real  power  1 
none  ought  to  be  invoked  but 
God  alone;  relicks  ought  n^ 
to  be  honoured;  the  miracles 
and  legef^ds  of  the  faints  are  lies; 
the  fign  of  the  crofs  ought  to  be 
F  £  detsded.

will*     In  the  mean  time,  Marcoaldus  having  taken  St.  Ger-, 
mano,  and  made  himfelf  mailer  of  feveral  places  in  Apulk 
and  Calabria,  pafled  over  with  the  greateft  part  of  his.  army  ia- 
to  Sicily,  and  made  himfelf  matter  of  Mont  Royal  ia  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Palermo.

The  foUdwii^  year  bmocent  wrote  to  0/^(7  aud  the  nobles  andojfers 
-dF  the'  empire,  •od*  acknoviflcgiDg  him  as  emperor,  he  or-  *^  ^kfihe 
dered  them  to  render  him  re5>eft  and  obedience  as  their  '^'  ^j^*  ' 
prince^  otf^it^  to  abfolvc  them  from  all  obligations  that-'^^?  ^^'^"' 
diey  might  be  mder  to  Philip.    His  legate  having  likewife  ^  p^f  ,^^ 
held  an  aflfemWyat  Qhgny  publicly  declared  Otho  king  of    ™^** 
Ai&  Rmnam^  and  eKcommunicated  all  thofe  who  oppoied     1201] 
him,  particularly  PAi/ipfif  Suabia  and  his  adherents.     This 
proceditng^of  the  legate  highly  incenfed  the  nobles  of  the! 
other  party,  who  wrote  to  Innocent,  complaining  of  the  in- 
friagement  made  u-poa  their  right  of  eleftion.    The  king  of - 
France  likewifc  haying  been  reconciled  to  the  Roman  fee,  by  ^/ 
^^coeiiig  to  take  back  hi$  queeUj,  wrote  to  Innocent  to  pre- 
Viil  with  him  to.  fa?our  PUlip  ;  but  no  intreacies  had  any 
t^kSi  with  the  pope»  who  was  the  determined  enemy  of  the 
hooiie  of  Suabia. 

Mb  jiN  while  he  laboured  earneftly  to  excite  the  princes  He  exerie 
of  Europe  to  a  new  crulade,  which  he  had  ordered  to  be  himjelffor 
preached  foon  after  his  promotion  to  the  pontificate.    As  an  ^^i  rtiitf 
example  to  others,  he  appointed  two  of  the  cardinals  to  take  of  the 
the  crofs,  and  affigning  the  tenth  of  his  revenues,  and  of  9^^|^**^ 
thofe  of  the  oardinds,  he  ord^ed  all  other  ecclefiaftics,  of  ^  ^ 
-whatever  denombadon,  to  pay  the  fortieth  part  of  their  re-  jJL j. 
venues  for  the  fupport  of  the  Chriftians  in  Syria.    He  like- 
wife  fitted  out  a  new  fhip,  which  he  loaded  with  corn  and 
provifions,  and  fent  them  to  the  relief  of  the  Chrlflians  in 
thofe  parts,  ordering  the  Ship  to  continue  in  the  fervice 
of  the  Templars.      His   ardour  was  imitated    by   many 
French  and  Germans'^  fome  of  whom  fold  all  their  poileffions 
to  defray  the  expeoces  of  the  expedition.      Many  of  the 
French  failed  from  Marfeillesy  but  others,  as  the  moft  com- 
:  modious  paffege,  marched  to  Venic^^  from  thence  to  Jail  to 
Syria.     As  they  had  not  money  fofficient  to  pay  for  their 
pafikge,  they  agreed  to  afllft  the  Venetians  as  foldiers,  and 
to  free  the  Adriatic  Sea  from  the  pirates  of  Iftria  and  Dal' 
matia.     They  Were  alfo  perfuaded  to  reduce  Zara,  then  in 
pofTeffion  of  the  king  of  Hungary,   to  the  power  of  the 
Venetians,    which  the  pope  being  informed  of,  he  imme- 
diately excommunicated  them,  for  unjuftly  attacking  the  ter- 
ritories of  a  chriilian  prince.     The  Croifes,  upon  their  Tut-

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miiOon»  vere  again  abfolved  ;  but  the  V^tutUns  refafing  to 
give  fatlsf  adbion  for  the  lodes  of  the  inabitants,  remained  on- 
dcr  thefcntence  of  eXccMnmunication ;  horever,  as  the 
Croifes  had  no  other  way  of  arriving  at  the  Holy  Land,  but 
by  their  fleet,  the  pope  allowed  them  ta  commomcate  witk 
them  during  the  voyage. 

In  the  mean  time  Innocent  bdng  informed  that  ^d&^r, 
bifhop  of  Trofa,  and  chancellor  of  Sicily ,  had  caufed  him- 
felf  to  be  elefted  archbilhop  of  Palermo,  and  had  furrep- 
titioully  obtained  the  confirmation  of  the  I^ate,  he  wrote 
to  his  legate,  fevercly  blaming  his  proceeding  ;  however,  he 
allowed  the  chancellor  to  enjoy  the  fpiritual  an^  temporal 
jurifdiftion  of  the  archbiftioprick,  but  not  toaffume  the  title. 
Trailer  with  difdain  rejdftcd  this  offer,  and  being  offended 
with  the  pope,  for  granting  thef  principality  of  Faranto  and 
the  county  of  Lecce  to  the  count  of  Brenna^  'who  had  mar- 
ried the  daughter  of  the  laite  king  Tancr^d,  be  entered  into 
^n  agreement  with  Marcoaldus,  and  divided  with  him  the 
adminiftration,  one  of  them  being  to  refide  in  Sicily^  and 
the  other  in  Apulia,  This  compofition  was  no  fooner  made 
than  broken )  however,  the  pope,  offended  with  the  proceed- 
ing of  the  chancellor,  excommunicated  him,  and  depofed 
him  from  both  hi$  fees,  ordering  others  to  be  ordained  ta 
his  place  ^. 

The  chancellor,  after  this  fentence  was  prooonneed  againft 
him,  immediately  joined  DiupuUns,  who  had  been  kft  by 
Marcoaldus  in  Jp^^^^  >  but  the  pope  fending  an  army  againil 
them,  under  the  command  of  the  count  oiBrenna,  they  were, 
after  a  defperate  engagement,  entirely  defeated.  In  the 
mean  time,  Marcoaldus  had  made  himfelf  mafler  of  ahncft 
all  Sicily y  except  Mejfina  ;  but  fearing  the  power  of  thecount 
of  Brenna,  who  was  fupported  by  the  pope,  and  upon  the 
death  of  Frederic  was  next  heir  to  the  crown,  he  made  large 
offers  to  him  a^d  the  pope,  on  condition  that  he  would  re- 
turn to  France.  Thefe  offers  were  rejefted  by  Innocent  and 
the  count;  and  Marcoaldus  being  fo  grtevoufly  afflifted  with 
the  ftone  as  to  fubipit  to  be  cut,  died  foon  after  of  the  effefts 
of  the  operation.  The  chancellor  being  informed  of  his 
death,  fubmitted  to  the  holy  fee,  and  receiving  abfolution, 
went  over  into  Sicily ,  to  oppofe  the  Germans^  who  were  now 
commanded  by  one  Capparo,  In  Apulia,  the  pope  appointed 
the  count  of  Brenna  and  his  coufln  James  as  juiliciaries, 
and  b^ing  obliged  by  the  tumults  of  the  Romans  to  quit  the

While  he  continued  in  this  city,  he  received  an  embaiTy  Tflnocent 
from  the  king  of  Armenia^  and  the  primate  of  that  chxxxchyftmis  t'wa 
declaring  their  affent  to  the  faith  of,  the  Raman  xhxxizh,  and  legates  in' 
defiring  the  afEftance  of  the  pope  againft  the  count  of  Tri-  to  Artnc- 
/Wif,  and  the  Templars  hb  adherents.     The  king  likewife  de-  n«a     : 
lined,  that  none,  except  the  pope,  ftiould  have  the  power  of 
crscommtmicatioB,  or  interdi^l,  ag^nft  him  or  his  kingdom ; 
,the  primate,  at  the  fame  time,  requefted  the  pall,  ring,  and 
mitre.

with  the  pall  for  the  archbilhop,  and  promifed  to  confer  the 
crown  as  foon  as  he  was  informed  of  the  flate  of  the  church 
in  that  kingdom. 

This  year  we  find  likewife  that  Innocent  fent  a  legate  into  1^  fends  a 
Scotland^  with  the  prefent  of  a  purple  hat  for  the  king,  in  legate 
tdken  of  his  bang  a  defender  of  the  church,  as  that  religious  *«'''^  «     > 
prince  had  ordered  the  fatbath  to  be  odfervcd  with  great /'"^/^f'/^''  .  . 
ftriftnefs  after  mid-day.      The   legate  alfo    prefented  the '^' ^'^^  2/" 
king  with  a  fword,  the  handle  and  fcabbard  adorned  with  ^^^"^'^o- 
gold  and  diamonds,  and  beiides,  honoured  him  with  many 
privileges  and  indulgences  d.     In  the  mean  time  John^  king 
of  England^  not  being  able  to  oppofe  the  arms  of  the  king 
of  France y  implored  the  proteftion  of  the  apoftolic  fee,  and 
accufed  his  adverfary  of  breaking  the  truce.     Innocent  fent  " 

fcgates  to  both  kings,  ordering  them  to  defift  from  hof- 
tiBties,  and  threatening  to  lay  their  kingdoms  under  an  inter- 
dift  in  cafe  of  rcfufal.  '^ohn  willingly  acquiefced  ;  but 
Philip,  angry  that  a  flop  was  put  to  his  viftories,  appealed 
to  Rome,  and  in  the  mean  time  infifted  upon  profecuting  his 
right ;  but  the  l^ates  refufing  to  pay  any  regard  to  his 
appeal,  unlefs  he  dcfifted  from  hoftilities,  he  agreed  to  a 
fufpenfion  of  arms,  and  fent  fome  biftiops  to  Rome  to  pro- 
fecutc  his  appeal,  where  nobody  appearing  for  the  king  of 
England^'  the  caufe  was  dropt.

apoftdic fise.     Thomas  thepatrlarch  likewife  went  to  Rome  to 
be  confimed  in  his  dignity;  bnt  as  he  had  been  chofen  by  lay- 
iften,  tnwcent  ^titWti  hisekftion.    However,  at  the  in- 
.ireaty  of  the  etnperor  Bdldwin^  he  clefted  him  by  his  own 
antliorityf  and  afterwards  confecrated  him.    Having  feverdy  q-^gpop^ 
reprimafided  the.  princes  for  the  rapine  and  facrilege  com-  confirm 
mitted  by  them  in  the  ftorming  of  the  city,  he,  at  ItngxYi tbtir  con- 
granted  his  cdnfiniiation  of  their  proceedings;  but  at  the  quefs. 
fame  time  adiiioni(hed  them  to  recal  the  6^r^^^i  to  the  obe- 
die0ce  ^i  the  Rman  church,  and  to  introduce  the  Latin  rites 
in  their  churches  ;  and  prohibited  them,  under  pain  of  ex- 
a>fliimiinication,  from  alienating  the  ecclefiaflical  pofleiGon  s  ^. 

Innocent  at  the  fame  time  fent  cardinal  Leo  as  his  legate  Sends  a 
into  Bulgaria^  with  a  crown  and  fcepter  for  that  prince ;  crvwn  to 
fecit  preachers  into  Livonia^  to  inftruft  thofe  people  in  the  *ht  prince 
faith  of  Cbrift ;  granted  the  pall  to  the  archbifliop  of  Upfah^  ^/?"^- 
and  appmnted  <he  archW&op  of  Lunden  to  coUeft  the  lax  g^"** 
<rf  St.  P4ier  in  Denmark  and  Sweden.     Mean  while  Peter^  Hecrowns 
king  of  Arragon^  arriving  with  a  fplendid  retinue  at  Rotfie^  the  king  of 
wa^  adointed  on  the  jeaft  of  -5?^.  Martin  by  the  biftiop  of  Arragon 
Porta^  and  crowned  by  Innocent ;  and  having  laid  afide  his  «^  Rome, 
royal  ornaments,  and  received  aiword  from  the  hand  of  the 
pope*  profefled  himfelf  a  foldier,  according  to  the  cuftoms 
In  ufe  among  the  Spaniards^  the  fucceflbrs  to  the  throne 
Among  thetn  not  afluming  the  title  of  king  till  they  were 
Aiarried,  or  Were  created  folcfiers  ^     Peter ,  in  return  fo/ the 
lavour  conferred  upon  him  by  the  pope,  declared  his  king- 
dom tributary  to  the  holy  fee,  and  promifed  to  pay  yearly  a 
tribute  of  250  mahozem,utitts,  or  crowns  of  gold  S. 

DuAiNG  thefe  tranfaftions  one  Jhnaricus,  of  the  uni. 
irerfity  of  Pm-is,'  puWifhed  fevcral  heretical  cV^ftrines,  fuch 
as,  if  j^dam  had  never  finned,  there  would  have  been  no 
dittinftfon  of  fes^s,  but  men  would  have  been  multiplied  like  .  "*  ' 
the  angek ;  there  was  no  heaven  or  hell  except  in  the  breafts 
rf  the  virtuous  or  wicked ;  the  invocation  of  faints,  and  the 
\frorfliippfng  of  altars  or  images  was  idolatry ;  that  God  was 
the  materia  prima,  or  primitive  matter ;  that  whatever  fin

1  f^ '^^infoience  had  obliged  him  to  give  his  affillance  to  the  Greeks, 
^    *  and  that  Saldtuin  had  died  in  prifon  K     Innoc^  at  the  fame 
time  wrote  to  all  the  clergy  and  Chriftians  in  the  Latin  army, 
ordering  them  not  to  quit  Conftantinophy  but  to  eadeavour  to 
bring  the  Greeks  to  the  obedience  of  the  Roman  church ;  for 
which  purpofe  he  defired  the  biftiops  of  France,  and  the 
doftors  of  the  univerilty  of  Paris,  to  fend  clergymen  and 
ftudents  into  the  Eaft  to  revive  the  ftudy  of  learning,  whkh 
bad  originally  come  from  thence  into  the  weftern  parts  of 
Europe.     At  the  fame  time  he  refufed  the  pall  to  the  arch- 
biftiop  of  Zara,  unlefs  the  doge,  who  requefted  it,  would

Innocent  likcWife  wrote  to  Thomas  the  patriarch  of  Conftan-  *°^^'^P'- 
tinople^  and  Henrys  the  brother  of  the  late  emperor.  :ff<ii/.    j^q^* 
wjH,  confirming  the  compofition  made  betwixt  them  in  the 
prefence  of  his  legate,  with  regard  to  ecclefiaftical  revenues  «: 
and  as  there  was  a  difpute  betwixt  the  patriarchs,  of  Antioch 
and  Jertifalem,  about  their  right  of  Superiority .  over  the 
church  of  Tyre,  he  fummoncd  the  patriarch  oi  Jerufalem  to 
appear  at  Rome  within  a  certain  time,  to  anfwer  the  claims 
of  the  patriarch  of  Antioch:    Being  alfo  informed,  that  the 
king  of  Denmark  had  imprifoned  JValdemar,  bifliop  of  Slef* 
wicky  he  wrote  to  that  prince,  threatening  him  with  ecclejl- 
aftical  cenfures,  if  he  did  not  relcafe  the  biftiop.  .  The  king    , 
complied  with  the  command  of  the  pope ;  but  as  the  bifhop 
was  of  a  reAlefs  and  turbulent  difpofition,  he  obtained  from 
Inndcenty  that  he  (hould  not  any  longer  refide  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  his  kingdom  <>•      ' 

Mean  while  Innocent  ynote  to  the  biftiops  of  Spain,  cx^ 
horting  them  to  reconcile  the  kings  of  Cqfiile  and  JL^c^/t ;  to  the 
archbifliop  of  Saltzturgh,  to  inquire  into  the  juftnefs  of  the 
divorce  impofed  by  Othogar,  king  of  Bohemia,  on  his  queen ; 
and  to  his  legate  in  England,  ordering  him  to  threaten  the 
Jtifig  with  ecclefiaftic  cenfures,  if  he  did  not  ceafe  from 
troubling  the  clergy.  About  this  time  Didacus,  a  Spanijb 
bUhop,  arriving  at  Rome,  defired  leave  to  abdicate  his  bifhop- 
ric,  that  he  might  the  more  freely  employ  himfelf  in  preach- 
ing to  the  Pagans.  Innocent  rcfufing  his  requeft,.  apd  or«^ 
dering  him  to  return  to  his  church,  he;  fubmitted  and  iet  out 
for  Spain!  V^n  his  arrival  at  Montpettier,  he  found  Arnold, 
abbot  of  the  Cijiertians,  with  two  of  his  monks,  who  had 
been  preaching  to  the  heretics  of  that  province.  Though 
they  were  greatly  difpirited  upon  account  of  their  bad  file- 
cefs,  Didacus  exhorted  thcml  to  perfevere,  and  aififled  them 
in  their  labours.  However,  though  they  were  joined  by 
twelve  French  abbots  of  the  fame  order,  and  a  great  many

•who,  upon  hb  arrival  in  France^  prefented  the  pope's  letters 
to  Philips  exhorting  him  to  an  expedition  againft  the  Alhi- 
genfes*y  and  afterwards  having  an  interriew  with  the  count 
at  Fdlentia,  received  ftom  him  feven  caftles  as  fecurities  for  ' 
his  future  obedience  S 

During  thefe  fraiifaftions,  news  arriving  at  Rome,  that 
the  emperor  PMl^  had  been  murdered  at  Wamberg,  Innocent 
immediately  wrote  to  the  bifhops  and  nobles  of  that  kingdom^ 
exhorting  them  to  unite  in  chufmg^rte?,  who  was  accord- 
ingly unanimoufly  eleftcd  at  Frankfortj  on  the  feaft  of  St. 
Martin ;  and  to  ftrengthen  his  intereft  with  the  party  of  the 
late  emperor,  married  his  daughter  Beatrice.    After  his  clec-

Soon  after,  Otbo  fent  the  patriarch  of  Jqmkia  to  prepare 
the  cities   of  Itafy  for  his  reception.     Having  ailembled  a 
coniid^rable  army  at  Jugsburgh,  he  pailed  the  Jlps  in  the~ 
month  of  Augujt^  and  arrivihg  at  Milan^  received  the  iron 
crown  from  the  hands  of  the  archbifliop  Hubert.     From  He  is 
thence,  proceeding  to  Viterbo,  he  was  there  received  by  the  crowned 
pope  with  great  afieftion,  who,  upon  his  arrival  at  Rome,  h  *^^ 
crowned  him  with  great  folemnity  in  the  church  of  St. 'Peter.  ^^'• 
Immediately  after  the  cc»ronation,  there  happened  a  difpute 
between  th^  Romans  and  Germans,  many  of  whom  had  en- 
tered the  city  from  curiofity,  and  to  buy  provifions.     The 
quarrel  was  inflamed  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  the  citizens 
taking  up  arms,  killed  above  a  thpufand  of  the  Gertnans. 
The  emperor  not  being  able  to  obtain  any  fatisfaftion  for  this 
outrage,'  took  his  leave  of  the  pppe,  and  marched  with  his 
army  towards  Lombardy  ;  but  being  informed  that  feverat 
fiefs  of  the  empire  in  Ttifcany  and  Campania  had  been  feized 
by, the  church  of  Rome  during  the  troubles  in  Germany,  he 
fent  fome  troops  into  Campania,  to  recover  the  ufurped  ter- 
ritories, and  retook  feveral  cities  in  Tufcany  that  were  gar- 
rifoncd  with  the  foldiers  of  the  pope- 

During  thefe  tranfa^tions.  Innocent  had  ordered  John,  7be  king 
king  of  England,  to  be  excommunicated  by  name,  through  »f  Eng- 
his  whole  kingdom  ;  and  had  publiftied  a  bull  in  France,  Ujid  is  ex* 
with  the  offer  of  plenary  indulgences  t;o  all  thofe  who  fliould  cmmum* 
undertake  a  crufade  againft  the  Albigen/es  ;  in  confequeiice/^^'*^'  ^ 
of  whi<fh  bull,  no  lefs  than  50,000  Croi/es  aflembled  at  Lyons, 
about  the  middle  of  7z/«^,  diftinguifhed  from  thofe  againft 
the  Saracens,  by  wearing  their  crofles  upon  their  breafts. 
Thefe  Croi/es  were  commanded  by  the  .archbifliop  of  Sens,  Tbe  Croi- 
and  fevoral  other  bifliops;  and  by  the  dui^e  of  Burgundy,  the  fes  marck 
counts  of  Nivers,  St,  Paul,  Montfort,  and  others,  with  the  againft 
r  count  of  Thoubufe^  who  took  the  crofs  from  fear  rather  than  ^be  AW« 
aiFeAion.  Their  firft  expedition  was  againft  the  city  Beziers,  gcnfei. 
which  they  took  by  ftorm,  putting  all  the  inhabitants,  to 
the  number  of  60,000,  to  the  fword;  from  whence  they 
marched  againft  Carcajfone,  whither  the  Alhigenfes  had  car- 
ried their  moft  valuable  efFefts.     This  city  they  forced  to 
furrender,  allowing  the  inhabitants  to  march  out  in  their., 
ihirts  (Y).    After  thefe  fuccefles,  they  unanimoufly  conferred

Otho  paid  no  r^ard  to  this  fentence,  S^n-ai 
but  continued  his  coaquefts  in  AfnUa,  and  even  threatened  to  nobUs  tf 
revenge  the  indignity  he  had  received  upon  the  ecckiiailics  ;Gemianjr 
however,  in  Germany  the  archbiftpp  of  Ment%  and  of  Triers,  ^^fi  Ff  c- 
iKrith  feveral  other  nobles,  aflboibled  in  the  beginmng  oi^^^f 
December y  and  chofe  Frederic,  king  of  Sicily,  tben  fixteen.^'*^^y  ^ 
years  of  age,  who  had  been  dcdiared  king  of  the  Romans  ^^^* 
"when  an  infant. 

Whjle  thefe  things  were  tranfafting  in  Germany^  Innocent  Innocent' 
"wrote  to  Henry i  emperor  of  Conftantinopte,  ordering  him  to  nfnitH 
repeal  the  law,  which  he  had  made,  that  no  perfon  ihould//v^a/ 
leave  any  of  his  immoveable  eftates  to  the  church.   It  appears /^wm  im . 
by  the  letters  of  the  pope,  that  Henry  complied  with  his  Europe* 
deflre.     Befides  this  letter  to  the  emperor,  bmocenS  wrote 
to  the  king  of  Bohemia,  ordering  him  and  the  two  queens . 
to  fubmi^  to  the  judgment  of  the  apoftolic  fee,  and  to  fend , 
proxies  to  Rome.     He  likewife  wrote  to  the  biihops  of  Eng* 
land,  defiring  them  to  admoniih  the  king  to  fubmit  to  the 
church ;  he  ordered  the  biihop  of  Samora  to  put  the  king  of 
Portugal  under  an  interdiA,  if  he  did  not  make  iktLsfa&ioa 
for  the  injuries  done  to  the  bifhop  of  that  kingdom ;  and 
he  charged  the  king  of  France  to -make  reftitutbn  of  the 
revenues  of  the  bifhops  of  Orange  and  Toulon,  which  he  had 
feized. 

Mean  while,  one- of  the  ambafladors.from  the  nobles  dEHeeoH' 
Germany  arriving  at  Rome,  informed  Innocent  of  the  eleftion>W«  tk 
of  Frederic,  and  having  obtained  his  confirmation  of  the^^<^^'*M  V 
eleftion,  he  proceeded  to  Sicily,  and  acquainted  Frederic  with  P*«deric  ; 
his  promotion  to  the  imperial  dignity.     Innocent  not  only   ^'  ^* 
confirmed  the  eleftion  of  Frederic,  bnt  (cnt  Gerhard,  bifliop    *^*'* 
of  Novara,  as  his  legate,  to  prevail  with  the  cities  of  Lomr 
hardy  to  abandon  the  party  of  Qtho,  and  took  under  his  pro- 
tection all  thofe  who  ihoold  fumifli  money  or  other  aflUt- 
ance  againft  that  en^y  of  the  church  y.    Otbo,  who  was 
proceeding  in  his  conqiiells  in  Apulia,  being  informed  of  this 
revolution  in  Germany,  returned  by  fea  to  Lombardy,  and 
having  put  the  Italian  cities  that  had  revolted,  to  the  ban  of. 
the  empire,  marched  immediately  with  his  army  to  Germany, 
tho'  in  the  middle  of  a  very  fevere  winter. 

iNNoeEN^T  in  the  mean  time  fent  two  legates  into  Eng-  anddt^ 
land^  to  endeavour  to  reconcile  the  king  to  the  church;  huipofei  the 
John  refufing  to  make  reftitution  for  the  lofles  of  the  prieils,  ktngof 
and  confcnting  only  to  allow  thofe  who  were  banifhed  to  re  England.

Frederic        In  the  mean  time  Frederic^  king  of  Sidly^  having  left  tb 
arti<vii  at  adminillration  of  that  kingdom  to  hb  queen  Conftantia^  fifta 
Rome ;     of  the  king  of  Arragon^  arrived  at  Rtime^  in  his  way  to  Cer* 
many^  and  was  received  with  great  honour  by  the  pope, 
Innocent^  however,  delayed  conferring  upon  him  the  impe* 
rial  croWn ;  but  fent  a  cardinal  legate  into  Germany ,  to  de&e 
the  nobles  and  cities  of  that  king^m  to  leave  Othoj  and  kh* 
and  goer     ttiit  to  Frederic.     After  a  (hort  ilay  at  Rome,  Frederic  went 
/or  Ger-   by  fea  to  Genoa,  from  whence  he  pafled  over  the  Jlps  into 
man/.       Germany,  and  arrived  at  Cotiftance,  with  an  efcort  of  fixty 
iiorfe,  notwithflanding  the  attempts  of  feveral  erf"  the  balm 
cities,  and  ,the  partifans  of  Otho  in  Germany^  who  endea- 
voured to  intercept,  him  on  his  journey. 
A  crufade      WHILE  Germany  w^  embroiled  by  the  two  fa(ftionsof 
againfi  the  Frederic  and  Otho,  Innocent,  by  his  letters,   exhorted  the 
Moors  in  Chriftians  of  Europe  to  undertake  a  crufade  againft  the  Mwfi 
Spatii,      \xi  Spain;  in  confequcnce of  which  exhortation^  no  lefs  than 
^-  ^*     1 10,000  foreigners  crowded  into  that  kingdom,  the  greatcft 
1212.     pj^j.j  ^f  -whom  were  obliged  to  return,  upon  account  ok  the 
exceffive  heat  of  the  climate.     However,  ihofe  who  coo* 
tinued,  being  joined  by  a  great  number  of  «S/£?n/Vir^j,  aboot 
the  middle  of   'July  they  gained  a  fignal  viftory  over  the 
•Moors,  having  killed  ico,ooo  of  the  enemy,  with  the  I06 
to  themfclves  of  only  115  men ".  Alphonfus,  Vingoi Arragw^ 
immediately  informed  the  pope  erf  this  viftory,  and  fent  the 
chief  ftandard  of  Mahomet  to  Rome,  whtckwas  hung  up  in 
St.  Peter^s  church,  where  the  Moorijb  prince  boafted  that  he 
would  ercft  it  himfclf  b.     Mean  while  cardinal  ^^i^r/  i 
Corceo,  being  fent  by  Innocent  as  his  legate  into  France,  to 
encourage  a  crulade  againfl:  the  Albigen/es,  held  a  coundi  n 
Paris,  in  which  feveral  decrees  were  made  for  the  refonsa- 
.  lion  of  manners,  and  refloring  the  difcipline  of  the  church*

While  his  legate  in  Firante  was  encourkgiog  a  crufade-^^'w 
againft  the  Mbigenfet^  Innocent  fent  circular  letters  through  ^^"^^^ ,  ' 
Europe,  addreffed  tb  all  the  ftithfol,  exhorting  them  to,  an^^'^^i'^- 
expedidon  irito  the  Holy  Land.    He  Ukewlfe  publiflicd  oiher       *  t^* 
letters^  flddrefTed  to  all  the  biflipps  tod  nobles  in  Ghriftendom^    ^  '  ^* 
inviting  them  to  a  general  council,  to  be  held  at  Rome^zt  the 
end  of  thirty  months.  Id  confequence  of  the  pope's  letters^  the 
.  crufade  was  preached  with  (o  great  ardour,  that  upwards  of 
30,000  boys  took  the  crofs,  and  by  no  means  could  be  di- 
verted froni  the  expedition  into  the  Hofy  Land.    In  imitation 
of  thenii  many  old  people,  and  perfons  of  both  fexes^  likewife 
took  the  crofs  ;  but  the  greateft  p^rt  of  the  boys  being 
feized  by  pirates,  &nd  fold  to  the  Saracens^  or  perifhing  in  dc* 
farts  for  want  of  fubfiftence,  the  others  were  at  length  pre*' 
vailed  upon  to  return  home ''. 

In  the  mean  time  the  emperor  Fredn^ic,  being  now  mailer 
of  the  gtielteft  part  of  Germany  towards  the  Rhine,  wa6 
crowned  at  j4ix  la  Chapelle,  by  the  archbiftiop  of  Mentz  ;  but^ 
before  his  coronation,  in  gratitude  to  the  pope,  he  dre\^  up 
a  writing,  in  which  he  promifed  obedience  to  Innocent  and 
his  fucceflbrs,  and  to  rcftote  to  the  Roman  church  all  the 
pofleffions  which  it  had  received  from  his  anceftors  of 
others,  particularly  fpccifying  the  march  of  Ancona,  the  du- 
chy of  SpoUto,  and  the  territory  of  the.countefs  Mathilda. 
After  confirming  this  writing  "wixh  an  oath,  in  prefence  of 
the  ecclefiafticsj  he,  with  many  of  the  nobles,  made  a  vow7l&^#^/^- 
of  undertaking  an  ejcpeSition  for  the  relief  of  the  "Chriftiaris  ror  taket 
in  the  Holy  Land^.  While  Ftederic  w^ls  thns  ftrengthening  ^^^  ^''^» 
his  party  in  Germany,  Innocent  omitted  nothing  to  prevail 
•With  the  cities  of  Lombdrdy  to  favour  his  intereft ;  and  as  the 
city  oi  Milan,  from  a  hatred  to  the  "race  of  Barbarojfa,  diftin- 
guiiheditfelfbyits  fideUtyto^//5o,  he  threatened  to  confirm  the 
lenteace  of  excommunication  that  had  been  denounced  againfl: 
them  by  his  legate ;  to  prevail  with  the  king  of  France  and 
the  nobles  of  that  kingdom  and  Jtaly  tp  ret^n  their  manu- 
'fa£hires,  and  not  to  pay  them  their  debts ;  to  abfolvfc  the  bi- 
ihops  of  Lombardy  from  the  jurifdiftion  of  their  archbi/hop  j 
and,  laftly,  to  order  the  croifes  to^attack  their  city.     Inno^

which  the  cardinal  legate  being  informed  of,  he  immediately

he  weht  from  thence  to  kieti,  and  afterwards  to  Perugia, 
where  he  excommunicated  Reginald,  the  fon  of  the  duke  of 
Spoleto,  who  had  advanced  with  an  army  into  the  duchy  of 
Spoleto  and  the  march  of  Ancoiia.     The  imperial  army,  in 
which  were  a  great  many  Saracens, 'p^fm'g  no  regard  to  thfe 
anathema,    Gregory  fent  John,  the  late  king  of  Jerufalem^ 
with  a  confiderable  body  of  troops,  to  oppofe  their  ravages  ; 
at  the  faihe  time,  by  his  legate  cardinal  Godfrey,   he  excited 
the  aflbciated  ciiies  of  Lombard  to  attack  the  cities  of  the 
emperor's  party,  and  threatened  to  fend  the  late  king  of  Je* 
rufalem,  in  a  Venetian  fleet,  to  command  the  croifes,  and  re- 
cover his  kingdom.

Jnagni,  where,  after  kiffing  the  pope's  feet,  he  was  abiblved 
*     '      bv  him,  and  entertained  by  him  for  three  days  ••     Soon  after 
the  conclafion  of  the  peace,  Gr^^ry  was  invited  to  Rame 
by  the  feaate;  but,  before  he  left  Anagni,  he  wrote  to  the 
archbifliops  and  bi(hops  of  Naples  and  Sicify,  crdering  diem 
to  correft  •Hie  licentious  manners  of  their  clergy.    He  like- 
wife  pobUfli  .'d  feveral  fevere  edi^fts  sfgainft  tbe  heretics  of 
Germany  and  Lmbardy^  who  were  iaid  to  be  exceeding  no* 
Qierous,  to  know  one  another  Jby  private  figns,  and  to  \mtit 
primate  fettled  in  Milan^  who  received  from  the  other  pro« 
vinces  a  yearly  revenue.     In  confequeoce  of  thofe  ediftsof  | 
the  pope,  many  of  the  heretics  were  at  this  time  ^onvided 
and  burnt.

them«    In  Perugia  the  emperor's  party  adted  with  fnch  vio* 
lei^ce,  that  they  profcribed  all  the  other  faction,  the  fathers 
being  engaged  agaioft  the  fons,  and  thefons  ^jainfttbefe" 
thers*     Gregory,  to  remedy  thcfe  diforders,  fent  cardinal  fi?*; 
lumna  as  his  legate  to  Perugia ;  and  a  great  fedkion  artfiog 
fbe  pope  is  in  Rovn^i  headed  by  one  Hanihaf  z{tvMov^  he  went  himfett  to 
•lligedto   Rietiy  where  he  had,  a  conference  with  the  king  of  Jerufa" 
fuitRomc.  lent,  and  gave  his  confent  to  an  alliance  between  the  empecor 
of  Con/iantinopie-2Skd^bis  daughter,  and  th&t,  during  the  mi- 
nority of  the  emperor,  the  king  Ihould  be  admi&illrator  oi 
theenapire.

»      '    aue  With  his  court,  f or  fome  time,  in  the  city.    Mean  while, 
being  informed  that  the  pretor  of  Bologna  had  oppofttUhe 
bifhop  in  collefting  the  tythe  of  the  corn,  he  ordered  thecity 
to  be  laid  under  an  ititerdidt ;  and  hearing  that  the^empsror

the  proteAlon  of  the  church.    Having  alfo  received  letters 
from  the  patriarch  oijerufai&fn^  informing  him  that  the  king 
of  Perfia  was  apf^oachingi  with  a  formidable  army,  to  take 
^Ik)fl&ffion  of  Syrian  he  intreated  Frederic  to  think  of  fuccour-  Hi  in- 
mg  the  Hofy  Land^  which  was  now  his  own.     He  likewife  treats  thg 
exhorced  the  kings  of  France  and  England  to  take  arms  againft  fntperor  f 
the' Infidels.     But  the  Englijb^  inflead  of  afluming  the  ciok  f'^dfac* 
againft  the  Saracens^  formed  an  aflfociation  againft  the  Roinan  ^^^^' '^ 
and //^/mn  priefts,  pfwhofc  exaftic^ns  and  oppreiSons  they  '  '-^^^^ 
had,  for  a  long  while,  complained  :  the  aflbciators,  pretend-      °  * 
ing.  the  authority  of  the  ktngi  attacked  all  thofe  of  the  Italian 
nation,  and  plundered  them  of  their  effefts;  upon  which  the 
rioters  wiere  excommnoicated  by  the  bifliops ;  and  Cregory 
wrote  to  the  king,  ordering  him,  under  pain  of  excommunfc  ' 
cation,  to  fearch  out  and  punifli  the  authors  of  the  out** 
•  rage'. 

The  feditiou«  Romans  zt  this  time  attacking  Viterboy  2Ln6L  H^  recon^ 
ravaging  the  territories  of  that  city,  Gregory  fent  the  bifhop  cikstbi  ' 
of  Cyiia  thither,  with  the  cardinal  oi  St.  Sabitia',  by  whole  Ro^aw 
imediation  a  peace  was  concluded  between  the  contending  '^ithtbs 
jjarties.     He  likewife  wrote  to  his  legates,  whom  he  had  fent  ^»^«^'>- 
^nto  Lombdrdy,  to  reconcile  the  aflbciated  towns  with  the  empe-  ^^'^ 
ror,  deflring  them  to  exhort  the  new  pretor  and  council  of  Bo-     T*^^* 
hgnaXQ  reftore  the  poflei&ons  of  their  biftiop;  and,  upon  their        '     * 
'refufing  to  comply  with  his  demand,  he  wrote  to  the  bi-         ^ 
fhops  of  SpoletOf  Parma,  and  Mantua,  to  excommunicate  the  * 

city  of  Bologna,  to  pubUfli  the  fentence  in  Lcmbardy,  Roma- 
niola,  and  Tufcany^  and,  to  order  all  the.  fcholars  to  quit  the 
<ity.     Gregory,  in  the  mean  time,  went  to  Spoleta,  where  he 
-catoniTed  St.  Antony,  a  monk  of  th^;  order  oi  Minors,  who 
had  died  a  year  before  at  Padua,  and  was  become  very  fa- 
mous by  the  miracles  pretended  to  be  done  by  him  fince  his 
death.     From.  Spoleto  the  pope  returned  foon  after  to  Rieti; 
'and  hearing  that -the  Ramans,  from  their  hatred  to  him,  were 
-marching  with  an  army  to  plunder  Campania,  he  fent  imme- 
-  diately  three  cardinals  to  Rome,  who  made  a  compofition  with 
the-  Romans,  and,  by  paying  a  large  fum  of  money,  prevailed 
•with  them  to  recall  their  army  ". 

"-'  During  thefe  tranfaftionS  in  Italy,  Gregory  created  Ge-  ffg  creates 
rard,  a  monk  of  the  Dominican  order,  as  the  firft  hiihop  of  a'  bij^op  in 
the  Rvjians,  and  appointed  feveral  bifliops  and  abbots  as  Ruffia.

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vlTitcrs  of  th^  monks,  nods,  and  regular  and  fecural  clergy, 
through  Chriftendom,  to  reform  their  'manners  and  reflore 
their  difcipline.     At  the  fame  time  he  received  a  letter  firom 
Germanus,  the  patriarch  of  the  Greek  chorch,  who,  fincethe 
t2ik\ng  of  Conftantinopie  hy  thp  croifcs,   had  rpfided  at  A/f^,  ; 
in  Bithynia.     The  patriarch  acknowieged  the  fupremacy  of 
the  Roman  church,  and  offered  to  ufe  his  utmoft  endeavours 
to  accomplifli  an  union  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  churche$.  Gre* 
gory,  in  return,  promifed  to  fend  to  him  religious  men,  who. 
ihouid  explain  to  him  the  rites  of  the  Roman  church.     Ac* 
cordingly,  the  following  year,  he  fent  two  friars  of  the  ordar 
of  Preachers^  and  two  of  the  order  of  Minors,  into  Bithynia, 
with  letters  for  the  patriarch.     He  likewife  feat  fome  Fmn^ 
a/cans  with  letters  for  the  foltan  of  Dama/cus,  exhorting  him 
to  embrace  the  Chriftian  faith. 

Mean  while  a  great  mortality  prj^vailiag  in  Rome;  which 
almoft  fwept  oiFone  half  the  inhabitants,  the  Romans  fent  a 
fubmiffive  cmbafly  tothepope  at  Jnagni*  intreating  him  to 
return  to  the  city.     Gregory  complied  with  their  requeft  ; 
and,  upon  his  return,  difp^tchcd  other  frtars  of  th6  Francif- 
can  order  into  Georgia,  Babylon,  and  Africa,  to  preach  the 
gofpcl  to  the  Saracens  in  thofe  parts.     And  eytr  fince  d>p 
peace  conclude  with  the  emperor,  having  laboured  in  vaia 
'^by  the  cardinals  to  reconcile  the  aflbciated  cities  of  Lomi^arcfy 
to  his  authority,  he  liow  employbd  the  Franei/can  iind  Domi- 
nican friars,  who  were,  at  this  time  in  high  reputation,  to  pre- 
vail  with  the  cities  to  ceafe  their,  hoftilities,  and  to  fubmit 
<heir  differences  with  the  emperor  to  the  arbitration  of  the 
holy  fee.     Thofe  friars  wcce  extraordinary  fuccefsful  in  their 
preaching,  pardcularly  one  friar  John,  who  reconciled  the 
city  of  Bologna  with  their  biihop,  and,  upon  account  of  his 
powerful  preaching  and  appearance  of  fanaity,  was  greatly 
reverenced  by  the  people,  who  chofe  him  for  the  arbitrator 
of  all  their  difftrenccs,  and  fubmitted,  without  reluftance,  to 
bis  regulations  for  the  reformation  of  manners.     From  Bo- 
logna  the  friar  proceeded  through  the  VMLich  of  Jncona,  from 
thence  to  Mantua,  and  then  to  Verona,  tvery-wtere  r^ona- 
mending  peace.     The  other  friars,  who  w^re  employed  in 
'the  different  parts  of  tombardy,  had  likewife  fuch  influence 
with  the  peciple,  that  they  aflcmbled  in. great  numbers,  mak- 
ing folemn  proceiTions  in  the  cities  and  fields,  with  croiles  a{>d 
lighted  tapers  ;  fo  that  this  year  wasNafterwards  tjermed,  thcf

Gff^goiqr        DuRiiTG  thefe  trenfaflions  in  tomhir^i  th&-QXf<3l[  Rmi 
rfittrns  u  ^xra^  greatly  harrafled  by  the  di(&n(io&s  of  die  Bohles  and  fe* 
Roii^e.      nators,  fbme  of  whom  favoured  Gregory^  zxA  otiiers  die 
lemperor;  but  the  pope's  party  at  length  prevail!^,  he  was 
received  into  the  city  with  great  rejoicii^,  and  diftribatol 
ftn  tmmenfe  fum  of  money  to  the  relief  of  die  poor  ^.  Before 
he  returned  to  the  city,  Gregory  fent  cardinal  Otho  as  bis  k- 
gate  into  England^  who  at  T^rAcompofed  fome  difforences  be- 
^      tween  the  kings  of  England  and  Scotiandy  and  retnroiog  to 
London^  held  a  national  council  in  that  city^  where  he  had 
determined*  to  proceed  againft  thofe  who  held  a  plurality  df 
benefices ;  but,  as  the  incumbents  were  fnpported  by  their 
powerful  relations,  he  thought  proper  to  ddift,  for  fear  df 
raifmg  a  difturbance  in  the  kingdom.    After  difmiffii^  the 
councd,  he  fet  out  for  Scotland ;  but  he  was  prevented  frooi 
entering  that  kingdom  by  a  meffitge  from  the  king,  informmg 
him  that  no  l^ate  had  ever  entered  Scotland,  and  that  heia- 
-    '  tended  to  make  no  innovations ;  befides,  if  he  (hoold  enter 

the  kingdom,  there-were  .many  men  who  could  not  even  be 
rcftrained  by  the  royal  authority  from  attacking  him.  The 
*  legate  defifted  upon  this  meflage,  and  returning  tp  London,  the 
following  year  held  a  council  of  the  abbots  of  the  ordar  d 
Behedi^ines. 

Thb  emperor,  in  the  mean  dme,  hartng  reduced  aD  the 

cities  of  Lombardy,  except  Milan,  Bohgna,  Alexandria,  and 

Brefcia^  the  inhabitants  of  Milan,  dreadjng  theeflfeftsofhis 

f^a'piOii  ^fentment,  intreated  the  pope  to  mediate  a  peace  between 

^     them  and  the  emperor,  offering  to  fubmit  to  him  as  their 
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^  Mi^rH,  Pahis,  hoc  Anno. 
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foverelgHi  afid  to  fend  10,000  men  to  the  ^ofy  Land,  oa6ihiveen 
condition  that  he  would  pr^fcrye  their  liberties,  and  make  no  *^^  Lom- 
alteration  in  the  government  of  their  city.     Frederic  infifting  hards  an^ 
upon  their  furrendcring  at  difcretion,   the  treaty  was  broke '^^^^*" 
off;  and  the  pope,  fearing  the  growing  power  of  the  empe-  ^^" 
ror,  who  every  day  was  turning  more  defpotic,  from  this 
time  attached  himfetf  to  the  intereft  o^(the  afibciated  cities;  Hefidu 
in  confequence  of  which  refolution,  he  fent  legates  to  the*"''>^  /^# 
Idng  of  Arragm,  defiring  him  to  enter  into  an  alliance  with  ^onfidt-^* 
the  aflbciiated  cities,  (Bering  him  the  annual  tiibutei  that''*^^r 
"was  due  to  the  emperor  in  Lombardy^  and  150,000  imperial. 
pounds  for  the  expences  of  the  prefent  {uccours  which  they 
^vranted.     As  the  kii^  of  Arragon  was  then  engaged  in  a 
iuccefsful  war  againft  the  Moors ^  he  oidy  promifed  to  fend 
a,oo6  knights  into  Italy  ;  but  it   appears  from  the  Spanifb 
hiiloriansy  that  he  did  not  even  fulfil  this  protnife  <*.       . 

Grcgort  likewife,  to  llrengthen  the  confederacy  in  Lorn- 

tardy,  concluded  a  peace  between  the  republics  of  Genoa  and 

]^ice,  the  Venetian  "Aeet  immediately  after  failing  to  Con- 

^^nimopky^ind  relieving  that  city  from  the  fiege  of  the  Greeks. 

*The  emperor  ^o/fifwm  having  come  to  France  to  foUicit  af- 

iiftance,   the  pope  wrote  to  the  bi/hdps  ti  France  and  Eng*' 

hmdi  defiring  them  to  beftow  upon  him  a  part  of  their  reve- 

'-nues ;  and  as  BcUdwin  propofed  to  march  by  land  to  Conftan- 

tinople  with  the  army  of  60,000  men,  which  he  had  raifed, 

Gregory  gratfted  him  an  indulgence,  that,  if  he  fliould  be 

forced^  in  the  countries  through '  which  he  parted,  to  fwear 

any  thing  to  the  prejudice  ,of  the  empire  oi  Conjiantinppk,

Soon  after  Gregory,  being  informed  that  the  emperor  had  The  empe^ 
created  his  natural  fon  Henry  king  of  Sardinia,  in  violation  ror  is  ex* 
of  the  rights  of  the  fee  of  Rome  to  that  ifland  ;  and  that  he'^«»««*-« 
had  likewife  pubiifhed  an  edift,  fubjeding  ecclefiaftics,  giiilty  ^^ffd; 
'   of  capital  crimes,  to  the  judgment  of  temporal  courts ;  he  fo-    ^*  ^ 
fcmnly  excommnuicated  him  at  Rome,  .and  fent  -nuncios  and    **39« 
l^ates  to  all  biihops  and  Chriftian  princes,  ordering  the  fen- 
tence  of  excommunication  to  be  pubiiftied  in  their  dominions, 
The  emperor,   who  was  then  at  Padua,  appeared  not  at  all 
uncrfy  at  the  news  of  his  being  excommunicated,  but  having 
immediately  ordered  his  fecretary  to  juftlfy  his  conduft,  in  a 
di&ourfe  to  thofe  who  were  prefent,  be  wrote   to  all  the  ^i,g 
Chnftian  princes,  clearing  himfelf  of  the  Crimes  of  which  he  ivftta^H

tht  princtt  had  beea  aceafed  by  the  pope,  and  inveighing  againft  that

VI  bis  owu  troubled  the  chutxrh.     In  anfwer  to  thefe  letters  of  the  cmpe- 
iufiijica'    j-or/  Gregory  publifhed  others,  addreflcd  to  ail  the  feitlifiil, 
/««» I        wherein  he  recapitulated  the  aftions  of  the  emperor  from  his 
infancy,  and  ftiled  hmi  the  Forerunner  of  Antichrtft<^  and  a 
heretic t  as  he  alleg^   that  the  pope  had  no  aathority  of 
binding  and  loofing.     But  the  pope,  not  finding  that  a£ift- 
ance  from  foreign  ftates  that  he  expeAed,  concluded  an  al- 
liance with  the  confederate  cities,  and  with  the  rephbllcs  of 
Vemce  and  GenoUy  and  fent  Gregory  de  Monte  Lango  as  his 
legate  into  Lombardy^  a  man  of  an  aftive  fpirit,  who,  widi 
the  affiftance  of  the  archbifliop  of  Milan,  exerted   himfelf 
vigoroufly  to  oppofe  the  imperlalifls,  and  even  compelled 
the  clergy  to  enlift  ^*  . 

mnJcwrsiJ     The  pope's  nuncios,  not  being  able  to  raife  any   difturb- 
pfttiewar^saice  in  Germany,  Frederic  vras  at  Icifure  to  profecatc  the  war 
f»  Italy     in  jfaly ;  and  being  highly  exafperated  againft  the  pope,  ob- 
^tthgreat  fcryed  no  meafures  in  his  refentment.     He  ordered    all  the 
^^*         Dominicans  and  Francifcans,  who  were  natives  of  Lombard, 
to  be  expelled  from  Naples  and  Sicily,   and  aflemblirig  his 
army,   he  ravaged  the  march  of  Trevifo  and  the  Milanefe\ 
but,  being  defeated  in  an  engagement  with  the  troops  oi  Mi- 
lan, and  hearing  that  the.  Venetians  had  taken  pofleffion  rf 
Ravenna,  had  defeated  his  fleet  off  Apulia,  he  left  fhOfii; 
garrifons  in  the  cities  of  Lmbardy,  and  direfted  his  march 
for  Rome,    Gregory  was  greatly  terrified  at  the  approach  of 
the  imperialifts,  but,  to  animate  the  Romans inhisdefence,  he 
inade  a  proceffion  from  the  Lateran  to  the  Fatican  church, 
with  the  heads  of  the  apoftles  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  and, 
after  a  long  difcourfe,  taking  the  two  flcnUs  in  his  arms,  fib 
protefted  with  tears  that  he  could  not  defend  thofc  relicks 
nor  himfelf  without  the  faithful  affiftance  of  the  Ramans. 
Obferving  the  people  moved  by  his  harangue,  he  immedi- 
ately publUhed  a  crufade  againft  the  emperor,  as  an  enemy  of 
Chriftianity  ;  and  was  fo  fuccefsful,  that  even  thofe'who  had 
confpired  againft  him,  and  were  bribed  by  the, emperor,  took 
the  crofs  with  the  greater  ardour  ;  fo  that,  when  Frederic 
approached  the  city,  he  found  himfelf  oppofed  by  a  riuroer- 
He  is  ri'    ous  army»     The  emperor,  not  having  forces  fujfEcient  to  ven- 
fulfiifinm  fure  an  engagement,  ravaged  the  country,  and  marched  wth

Gregory 
ihops  in  Chriitendom,.  appointing  a  general  council  to  htfiMmwtm 
held  at  Romexht  fpllpwing  Eqfier,    The  emperor  coafented  ^'*^*^ 
to  the  calling  of  a  council,  and  concluded  a  truce  with  the  ^        , 
pope  tin  after  the  celebration  of  that  aflembly,  but  excepted  *****•• 
the  city  of  Milan  and  its  alUes*     Mean  while  hoflilities  fliU  '  ' 

continued  betwiact  the  cqnfederates  and  the  emperor.  Dur- 
ing his.  abfence  in  v^/n/ra,  they  made  themfelves  mafters  of

He  likewife  feat  the  archbiOipp  of  Sabirio  as  legate  into  Nor- 
way, and  Jlbert  archbiAop  of  Livonia  and  Pruffia,  as  legate

Latin  church  p.     The  emperor,  in  the  mean  time,  publishing

council  to  be  held  at  Lyons  on  the  24th  of  June^  to  which  he  1245.  . 
f^leianly  invited  all  the  chriftian  princes,  \vlth  the  archbifhbps, 
bi(h(^,  and  abbots,  but  contented  himfelf  with  fummoniDfi^ 
the  emperor  by  nam^,  upon  every  occaflon  when  he  preached 
to  the  people.  Mean  while  he  lent  a  legate  to  ShenHpilcm. 
<]^ke  of  Pomrania^  exhorting  him  to  fubmit  to  the  church, 
h&  having  been  exconimunicated  for  entering  into  an  alliance 
Vrifh  the  l?agan  PruJJians  againft  the  Teutonic  knights.  Se- 
veral Dominicans  and  Francifcans  were,  at  this  time,  likevdfe 
fcnt  to  preach  thegofpelto  ihQ  Tartars^  who,  after  fuiFering 
fi^any  hardfliips  among  tbofe  barbaris^ns,  retume4  fome.  years 
afterwards  with  letters  for  the  pope  4. 

The  time  for  the  general  council  being  at  length  arrived,  A  general 
there  were  fpuhd  140  archbifhops  and  bi/hops,  three  patriarchs,  coundiai 
be(ides  a  great  many  abbots  and  priors,  and  the  proxies  of  the  Lyons, 
^jjfent  prdates.  The  emperor  of  Cb^awriwoj^ii^  was  likewife 
{H-efent,  with  tke  counts  of  Tb$uhu/e  ^nd  Provence,  SLndtl^ 
ambaiTadors  from  other  chriftian  princes.  The  emperor,  who 
was  then  at  Ferona,  where  he  had  held  an  aflfembly  of  the 
Hates  of  Lombardy,  feut  Thaddeus  de  Suejfa^  with  feveral  other 
m>bleS|  as  his  kmbjifladors  to  the  council,  who,  after  declaring 
that  the  emperor  was  willing  to  give  fatisfaAion  for  all  griev* 
ances  comphuned  of,  offered  the  kings  of  France  and  England 
a^  fureties  for  the  performance  of  what  he  promifed.  The 
pope  reje£ted  the  p^er  of  the  ambaflkdors,  under  pretence 
that  Frederic  would  ftill  break  his  word,  which  would  oblige 
him  to  proceed  again^  the  fureties  with  ecclefiadical  cenfures. 
T^foddeus,  finding  that  his  offers  were  rejected,  demanded  time 
tp  acquaint  the  emperor,  that  he  might  coine  himfelf  to  the  i 

cpunciL     Innocent  at  firll  jrefufed  to  confent  to  that  requeft^ 
apd  declared,  that,  if  the  emperor  appeared  at  the  council,  he 
would  quit  the  city ;  but  at  the  interceffion  of  the  French  and 
Engiyb  ambaflfadors,  he  granted  a  delay  of  two  weeks.     Fre-^

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The  council  held  only  three  feffibriSj  in  i^hieh  fome 
decrees  were  made  for  the  recovery  of  the  Holy  Land,  and  for 
the  extirpation  of  herefy ;  and  it  concluded  with  a  folemn  de- 
nouncing of  the  fentehee  of  excommuDication  and  depofidon 
againft  the  emperor,  his  ambaflador  Thactdetis  at  the  fame  time 
7bep9pe     a{>pealing  to  a  future  general  council.    Upon  difmiffing  the 
ixbortsthi  council,  the  pope  fent  the  bifliop  of  ferrara  to  the  princes  of

The  emperor  in  the  mean  timci  being  highly  exafperatfiJ 
againft  the  pope,  wrdte  to  the  kings  of  England  and  France  in 
his  own  juftification,  and  oflfered  to  fubmit  his  caufe  to  the 
arbitration  oiSt.  Lewis,  and  the  peers  of  his  kingdom.  Zrwi/ 
accordingly  had  a  conference  with  the  pope  for  feveraldaysat 
Cluny,  but  could  not  prevail  with  him  to  remit  any  thing  of 
his  rigour.  Inmcent  mean  while,  having  received  a  petition = 
from  the  nobles  and  Wfhops  of  Portugal,  €omplainitig  of  the 
inaftivity  of  their  king,  and  defiring  that  he  niight  be  depofed, 
he  appointed  Jt^honfiti  the  king*$  brother  to  govern  the  king- 
doi6,  on  condltioii  that  t^e  royal  digtiity  fhould  bepreferverf 
to  Sancho  during  his  life,  and  cotvferred  lipon  his  chydreo 
if  he  everfhould  haveany.

Frederic.   In  confequence  of  thefe  proceedings  of  liie  pope,  tbcfaftioo 
A.  D.     of  this  Guelphs  began  to  turn  very  powerfiil:  in  Italy,  and  fe* 
1246.     vcral  of  the  Ithlian  nobles  entered  into  a  coafpiracy  to  affaffi* 
nate  the  emperor ;  but  the  plot  being  difcovered,  the  confpip- 
tors,  and  thdr  relations  to  the  fourth  and  fifth  degree  of  con- 
fanguinity,  were  put  to  death  *.

He  ftill  con-  nurim  ta 
tinued  at  Lyons ^  from  whence  he  wrote  to  the  foltan  oiBabyhn^  ^he  foitan 
defiring  him  to  conclude  a  peace,  or  at  leaft  a  truce,  with  the  ^  Baby- 
Chriftians  of  Syria.    That  foltan  having  a  diflenfion  with  the  ^^^  "*  /** 
foltan  oiDamafcus^  wrote  to  hisholinefs,  teftifyinghis  defirc  '^^^^/^^^ 
ofpeace,  tut  at  the  fame  time  declared,  he  would,  ftot  treaty.  '" 
without  the .  afTent  of  the  emperor.     Innocent y  at  this  time,  "^  '^"'* 
likewife  wrote  to  the  kings  in  Mauritania,  In  behalf  of  the 
Chriftians  of  Africa y  and  fent  Lu^us  as  biftiop  into  that  pro- 
vince, granting  him  an  indulgence  of  not  vifuing  Rome  for  tea 
years,  as  the  Moorijh  princes  made  a  difficulty  of  allowing  any 
perfon  to  quit  their  dominions.    At  the  fame  time  being  ia- 
formed  ihat  the  king  of  Arragon  had  ordered  the  biihopof    . 
Cirona^s  tongud  to  be  cut  out,   on  fufpidon  that  he  had  difco»- 
V^red  a  clandeftine  marriage,  which  the  king  then  wanted  to 
difown.  Innocent  excommunicated   the  king,  and  iaid  His  txemmu^ 
kingdpm  under  an  interdift,   and,  upon  his  acknowlegiag  his  nicates  tke 
fault,    and  of&ring  fatisfaftion,  he  fent  two  knjates     iritq  king  of 
Spain,  who  held  a  council  of  the  nobles  and  bifhops  ^tLerida^  Arragon, 
in  prefence  of  which  they  reprehended  the  king,  and,  upon 
bis  falling  down  upon  his  knees,  and  protefting  his  abhor-

^vhom  the  .pope  immediately  fent  a  pf  efent  of  30,000  merks  of         -     , 
filver.     At)QU,t  the  fatne  time  b*  fent  cardinal  William,  btftiop  Innocei^t"^ 
of  Sahing,   as  his  legate  into  Norway  ^  who  anointed 'and yj«</j' ^  7c?- 
zxoyfxx^'^Ha^uinus,  or  'Aquinas,  king  j  and,  upon  hi^  itiaking  st  gate  into

Innocent,  upon  hearing  of  the  death  of  Fn?^wr,-im- Innocent 
mediately  excommunicated  Conrad  and  all  his  adherents,  and  fxerts 
again  confirming  the  empire  to  William  count  of  Holland,  he  himfelf  in 
fent  cardinal  Hvgh,  of  the  title  dlSt.  Sahina,  as  his  legate  into  A*'**''  ^f 
Germany  y  to  fupport  the  tatereftof  the  count.    He  likewifef?^*'^^' 
fent  the  biAiops  of  OJlia  and  Alhano  as  his  legates  into  Apulia^ 
to  bring  the  Neapolitans  and,  Sicilians  to  fubmit  to  lee  of    *  \^  ** 
Mome,  and  to  prohibit  them  from  giving  their  a^egiance  to  any 
other.     Being  refolved  alfo  quickly  to  return  to  Italy,  he 
granted  feveral  privileges  to  the  city  of  Lyons,  aiid  defired  an 
interview  with  William  count  of  Holland;  who,  at  his  requeft, 
came  from  Germany,  and  continued  with  him  fevefal  days  j 
receiving  a  promife  of  the  imperial  crown  upon  his  arrival  at 
Rome.     Before  he  left  Lyons,  Innocent  granted  to  thofe  who 
died  the  Sclavonic  language  a  privilege  of  celebrating  divine 
Service  in  their  native  tongue  *  y  ^od^  having  celebrated  his  andre^ 
Softer  in  that  city,  he  proceeded  by  land  to  Genoa,  where  he  turns  to 
■cceived  ambafladors  from  all  the  aflbciated  cities,  and  from  Italy*    ^! 
bme  cities  in  the  late  emperor's  intereil.     Having  continued 
[5  days  ^t  Genoa,  he  went  to  Milan,  where  he  refided  three 
Qonths,  and  proceeded  afterwards  through  Brefcia,  Mantua^ 
^errara,  and  Bologna,  to  Perugia^  whereby  feted  his  court, 
efufing  to  go  to  Rome,  as  the  Ramans  would  not  confent  to 
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abrogate  the  eKtraordinary  authority  committed  to  the  two 
annual  fenators.

Before  he  fet  ovit  for  Rwie^  Inr 
nocent  ordered  the  kings  of  Portugal  and  Ca/iile  to  defift  from 
^rms,  and  to  refer.their  difpute  about  the  kingdom  of  Aigarve  . 
jto  the  arbitration  of  the  apoftplic  fee  «.     He  likewife  granted 
privilege  to  the  provincial  of  the  Dominicans ~  in  Poland  of 
appointing  the  brothers  of  that  order,  for  the  converfion  of  the 
Ruffians^    Bulgarians^  Creeks^    Saracens^    Ethiopians^    and 
huUans.

Innocent  rejcfted   the  offer  of  the  ambafladors,  and,  a  few 
weeks  after,  in  prefence  of  fome  Greek  archbi(hops  and  bi- 
ftiops,  who  had  lately  come  to  Rome,  he  excommunicated  Conr  kut  is  e:^ 
radsLnd  Ezzelino,  who  had  been  one  of  the  chief  commanders  commtmi- 
vof  the  late  emperor  in  Lombardy  «*.     Conrad  {\xiyr\vtA  this  fen-  cated,  and 
tence  but  a  few  months,  and  died  on  the  21ft  of  May,  leav-  dies  in 
ing  an  infant  fon  named  Conradin,  whom  he  committed  to  the  Apulia, 
guardianfhip  of  Berthold  de  Honebruch,  and  fome  Bavarian     '^S4« 
nobles,  recommending  to  them  to  put  the  young  prince  under 
the  proteftion  <rf  the  apoftolicfee.

Manfred,   The  king  bound  himfelf,  for  his  fon,  to  pay  yearly  EaglandV 
2000  ounces  of  gold  to  the  Roman  fee,  and  to  leave  the  dif-y^**  ^^d 
pofal  of  all  the  benefices  in  Sicily  to  the  pope.     He  promifcd 
likewife,  under  the  pain  of  ecclefialKcal  cenfures,  to  conduft 
an  army  himfelf  into  Sicily,  againft  the  month  of  O^oBer,  in 
the  following  year  ^ 

During  thefe  tranfaftions  in  jS';z^/<:z«rf,  ^l^xander  excom-  excommu' 
municated  the  inhabitants  of  Turin  and  Jfli,  who  had  furprized  nicatsj  the 
andimprifoned  their  fovereign,  T'AoOTAf  count  of  Savoy  ;  and  iftJ^a^t- 
being  intreated  by  the.  marquis  of  Efte,  and  the  nobles  of  the  f^nts  of 
march  of  Ancmay  to  oppofe  the  cruelties  of  Ezzelino^  he  de-  Turin  ^«i^ 
nouaced  a  fentence  of  excommunication  againft  him,  and  fent  ^^*- 
Philipy  archbifliop  of  Ravenna,  as  his  legate  into  Lombardy,    ^'  ^• 
who,  by  preaching  a  crufade  againft  him  in  the  cities  of  j8o.     "^5"- 
logna,  Ferrara,  and  Venice,  aflembled  a  formidable  army,  and, 
after  a  fiege  of  a  few  days,  took  pofleffion  of  Padua  g.    Alex- 
ander likewife  fent  the  biflicp  of  Orvieto  as  his  legate  to  Conr 
ftantinople,  to  treat  of  an  union  of  the  Greek  and  Latin 
churches,  offering  to  the  Greeks  to  aflemble  a  general  council 
to  facilitate  the  union.    About  the  fame  time,  receiving  an 
cmbafly  fixMn  thcfoltan  of  Perjia,  who  profefled  his  defire  to 
.  become  a  Chriftian,  the  pope  wrote  to  that  prince,  and  fent 
him  a  (hort  abftraft  of  the  Chriftian  faith,j>romifing  likewife  ^ 

to  fend  learned  and  religious  men  into  his  kingdom,  by  whom 
he  would  be  fully  inftrufted  in  the  doftrines  of  that  rcli- 
gion  ". 

Mean  while  great  difturbances  happened  at  Rome,  coii'TheVLo* 
cerning  the  fenator  Brancaleo ;  who,  upon  account  of  his  pu-  mans  r/- 
nifhing  criminals,  without  refpeft  or  favour,  had  become*^*/^ 
H)dious  to  both  the  nobles  and  the  people ;  and  a  confpiracy  ^gainjt^tkg 
being  formed  againft  him,  he  was  unexpeftedly  feized  and^'*'^'* 
thrown  in  prifon.    His  wife  efcaping  to  Bolognay  prevailed  ^^^^^\ 
with  that  city  to  fet  a  guard  upon  the  Roman  hoftages,  while 
the  Romans,  intent  uponpunifhing  Brancaleo,  influenced  the 
pope  to  intercede  with  the  Bolognefe  for  the  liberty  of  their 
hoftages..   His  interceffion  having  no  efFeft,  ^Afjc^nd^r  threa- 
tened to  lay  the  city  of  Bologna  under  an  interdift;  however, 
he  could  not  prevail  with  tliem  to  abandon  the  intereft  of  their 
citizen  K 

While  thefe  things  were  doing  in  Rome,  Germany  was  a

land,  having  been  killed  in  the  beginning  (^  the  year  ia  an  ex- 
pedition againft  the  Frie/landers,  the  nobles  divided  into  fc- 
parate  faAions,  and  negie^led  to  chufe  a  fucceflor  to  the 
Empire.  Some  of  them  propofed  to  eleA  Conradin,,  then 
an  infant  j  but  Alexander  oppoted  the  promotion  of  the  grand- 
fon  of  Frederick  11.  with  great  earneftncfs  ;  and  from  j^nagni 
wrote  to  the  archbifliop  oiMentz^  the  chief  eleftor,  ordering 
him,  under  pain  of  excommunication,  to  acquaint  ^lU  the 
eledlors  with  his  apoftolical  prohibitioa,  and  ordaining,  that  if 
any  thing  (hould  be  attempted  contrary  thereto^  in  favour  of 
Conradin,  that  the  election  ihould  be  reckoned  void,  and  the 
eleftors  excommunicated  ^* 

CoNRADiN  bdng  thus  excluded,  the  fafbions  neverthelefs 
continued  in  the  empire;  and  Richard  duke  of  Cornwall,  bro-

(L)  This  year  a  difpatc  arofc 
betwixt  the  Genoefe  and  Fem- 
fianif    at    Ftolemais   or    Jcon, 
which  completed  the  ruin  of  ^e 
-Chriftianafiairs  ki  Syn'M.    The 
<jenoe/ewaAon  (i)  relate,  that 
the  difpnte  w»  firft  occafioned 
by  a  private  quarrel  betwixt  a 
Uenoeje  and  a  Femtiam ;  but  ac- 
cording to  Sanutns^  Ricordanus, 
and  others  (2),  the  inhabitants 
of  thofe  two  repablics  at  /icon 
.  firft  qavrelled  about  the  pro- 
pricfty  of  a  monaftery  and  churchy 
which  they  had  long  poffelTed  in 
common,  but  which  the  Fene- 
tians  now  claimed  as  their  fole 
properQr.     The  djfpute  being 
laid  before  the  pope,  he  deter- 
mined that  the  monaftery  and 
church  fiiould  ilill  remain  com- 
mon: bat  the  Genoefe  having 
no  regard  to  that  decifion,  for- 
tified the  church,  and^  by  the 
afliftance  of  the  prefed  of  the 
city,    expelled    the    Fenetiant. 
The  news  of  this  outrage  being 
i>roaght  to  Zurofe^  the  two  re- 


publics, inilead^f  prudently  ac- 
commodating the  difference,  im- 
mediately fent  fleets  into  Sjria^ 
to  fupport  each  their  own  cid- 
zens,  and  the  two  #eets  engs^ing 
O^  PtolefMtef  the  Venetians^  by 
theaffifianc^of  the  Fifans^  gain- 
ed a  complete  viffcory  over  the 
Genome,  and  expelled  them  and 
theprefeft  from  the  city.  Not- 
v^hflanding  the  interceflion  of 
Alexander,  anodier  engagement 
was  fought  two  years  siifterwiu^s 
off  the  fame  place;  and  the 
Genoefe  being  entirely  expelled 
from  that  city,  were  obliged  to 
refide  at  Tyre,  The  pope  hav- 
ing then  obliged  the  two  repub- 
lics to  a  cei&tion  of  arms,  hof- 
tiltties  ceafed  for  fome  years; 
but  the  mutual  rivalQiip  and 
animofity*flili  remaining,  *the 
war  was  foon  after  renewed,  and 
continued,  with  feveral  interrup- 
tions, for  fome  ages,  till  the  de- 
cay of  the  Genoefe  republic 
rendered  them  unable  to  cope 
with  die  power  of  the  Fenetiam.

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ther  of  the  king  of  England,  profeffing  himfelf  a  candidate,  fnvocom' 
was  elefted  at  Franlforty  about  the  middle  of  January,  by  the  petitortfor 
afchbifliops  of  Mentz  znd  Cologn,  and  other  two  eleftors. '*^*^/''** 
But  the  other  faftion,  headed  by  the  archbifhop  of  7ri>rx, 
aflembled  foon  after  in  the  fame  city,  and  conferred  the  im- 
perial dignity  on  Jlphonfo,  king  oiCafiile.    Each  of  the  com- 
petitors immediately  fent  ambafladors  to  Rome,  foUiciting  the 
confirmatioif  of  the  pope  :  Alphonfo  likewife  wrote  to  the  city 
of  Padua  and  other  cities  of  Lombardy,  defiring  them  to  .ap- 
point deputies  to  wait  upon  him,  at  his  arrival  in  Italy. 

But*  thofe  letters  were  fuppofed  to  have  been  forged  by 
Ezzelino,  who,  hearing  of  the  lofs  of  Padua,  had  returned  to 
Verona  from  the  iiege  of  Mantua ;  and  having  endeavoured  in 
vain  to  recover  Padua,  declared  himfelf  the  head  of  the  Gibe-- 
line  faftion  in  Lombardy,  and  afted  as  lieutenant  for  the  em- 
peror, though  at  that  time  Italy  acknowleged  none  K    Not-  The  pope 
withft^nding  the  repeated  folliciiations  of  the  ambafladors  oi  does  not  de^ 
the  two  competitors,  Alexander,  under  pretence  of  delibera-  cide  in  far 
ting,  deferred  giving  fentence  in  favour  of  either  of  them,  'vourtfei^^ 
But  he  was  foon  freed  from  this  embarraflment,  for  the  money  *^^^  ^f 
6i  Richard  failing  him,  his  party  deferted  him,  and  he  returned  *^^^* 
the  following  year  to  England,  after  he  had  in  vain  laviflied 
away  700,000  pounds  fterling  '". 

The  jpope  at  the  fame  time  publiflied"  an  edift,  ordaining 
the  archbifhopS,  biittiops,  and  abbots  of  every  church,  to  vifit 
the  apoftolic  fee  at  certain  times  °.  He  likewife,  at  the  folli-  ~ 
citation  of  the  chapter  oi'Baltzburgh,  depofed  Philip  their  arch- 
biihop,  becaufe,  though  he  had  been  elefted  ten  years,  he  had 
ncglefted  to  take  orders,  and  had  mifapplied  the  revenues  of 
Ms  church.  One  Vlric  was  fubftituted  in  his  ftead  ;  but  Phi- 
Up,  being  afllfted  by  the  troops  of  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  the  , 
duke  of  Aujlria,  refufed  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  pope  ; 
however,^  a  fentence  of  excommunication  being  denounced 
againft  him,  and  Ulric  being  aflifted  by  the  Hungarians  and 
Bavarians,  Philip/W2iS  at  laft  obliged  tofubmit^. 

Soon  after  Alexander,  upon  account  of  the  great  difhirb-  ^ji^ oblige 
ances  in  Rome,  was  obliged  to  quit  that  city,  and  retire  to  Fi-  ^Z^^°  ^*'' 
ierbo*   Thefe  difturbances  were  owing  to  a  (edition  of  the  peo-     ^^^^^ 
pie,  who,  being  opprefTed  by  the  new  feriator,  brought  Bran-  ^t^heicomnM* 
caleo  out  of  prifon,  and  conferred  upon  him  the  fupreme  autho-  f^^j  /„  ^^ 
rity.    Brancaleo  immediately  expelled  the  chiefs  of  the  othe^  ^//y, 
feftion  out  of  the  city,  and  ordered  two  of  the  nobles  to

taken  the  title  of  king,  he  deflroyed  140  caftles  of  the  nobles 
of  Rome,  and  imprifoned  many  of  thofe  who  favoured   the 
church ;  but  falling  fick  while  he  was  befieging  Cornet'o,  he  was 
carried  to  Rome,  where  he  died.    The  Romans,  as<i  teftimony 
of  their  regard  (at  him,  put  his  head  in  a  golden  vafe,  which 
they  placed  on  the  top  of  a  marble  pillar,  and  immediately 
ele£led  his  uncle  Catellanus,  as  his  fucctflbr,  notwichftandlng 
the  prohibition  of  the  pope  p.

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Maraud,  and  M&«,  intercepting  him  betwixt  the  Ollio  and 
j^ddua,  forced  him  to  and  engagement,  in  which  he  was  de- 
feated and  taken  prifoner ;  and,  being  wounded  in  the  ancle, 
he  died  a  few  days  after,  in  the  65  th  year  of  his  age,  having, 
for  more  than  thirty  years,  harraffed,  not  only  the  march  of 
Trevi/Of  but  all  Lombardy,  by  his  tyranny  and  cruelties  '. 
Mean  while  Jlex^nder  depofed  the  biftiop  of  Ratijhon  for  Albertai 
aflifting  the  king  of  Bohemia  in  his  incurfions  in  Germany^  and  Magnus 
In  the  following  year  appointed  the  famous  Albertus  Magnus  ^^^^^^d^i- 
as  his  fucceffor  •.     Being  informed  likewife  that  the  Tartars -^^P^^f 
had  over-run  Armenid,  Antioch,  Tripoli^  and  Damafcus,  and  ^^^'sboii. 
were  threatening  Acon^  and  the  cities  fubjeft  to  the  Chriliians    ^'^* 
in  Syridj  he  ordered  councils  to  be  held  in  the  feveral  pro-     ^      ' 
vinces  oi  Europe,  for  the  affiftance  of  the  Chriilians  in  Jfta 
againft  thofe  barbarians. 

SooN^ter  the  defpot  of  P<?/(!^5«<5/^  having  arrived  in //£z/^,^^^tf^^ 
-to  foUicit  fuccours  for  the  em^ror  of  Conjlflntinople,  tnAcsi- propof4d 
voured  to  conclude  a  peace  bct\wxt  the  pope  and  Manfred,  njoitb 
who  was  now  in  pofleffion  of  Apulia  and  Sicily.    As  the  king  Manfred,

But  the  two  cwnt  of 
competitors  complaining  of  this  proceeding,  he  wrote  to  them,  Aiijba  <r/* 
declaring  that  he  had  not  appointed  him  vicar,  but  conferva*  carrftht 
tor  of  the  peace^  in  Tufcany  for  three  years  only;  and  that,  if  *«!?»^» 
within  that  time  any  perfon  fliould  be  abfolutely  declared  ' 

emperor,  he  had  bound  him  by  oath  to  refign  that  titles 
Mean  while  the  Giieline  f^6lion  in  Lomhardy  and  Tt^cany 
were  earneftly  folllciting  Conradin  to  batten  his  expedition  ; 
deputies  were  fent  to  him  from  Verona,  Pavia,  Sienna,  Pifa^ 
and  feveral  other  cities  ;  Sicily  was  on  the  point  of  revolting- 
ia  his  favour  ;  ydfj^ttZ/tf  was  full  of  malecontents,  who  promilcd 
bim  their  affiftance;  and  Henry  brother  to  the  king  of  Cqfiile, 
then  fenator  of  Rome;  fecretly  fupported  his  intereft  in  that 
city,  though  publiokly  he  'profefled  an  attachment  for  the 
pope. 

Clement,  to  fupport  the  faflion  of  t&g  Guelphs  2x0,  the 
interefts  of  Charles,  fe^  a  legate  into  LombarJy,  who  renewc4 
the  former  alliance  of  the  aflbciated  cities,  while  he,  reii&jg 
at  Viterbo,  again  publifhed  his  prohibition  againft  Conradin, 
unlefs  he  came  in  a  peaceable  manner  to  fabmit  to  the  dcci- 
fion  of  the  apoftolic  fee.  Biit  foon  after,  hearing  that  this 
prince  had  arrived  at  Verona  with  an  army  of  10,000  horfe^ 
,he  d^kred  him  ex:ommunicated,  if  he  did  not  within  a  month 
leave  Italy.  About  the  fame  time,  he  likewife  granted  to  St. 
•  JUwis  the  tythe  of  eftates  in  his  kingdom,  to  fupport  him  in 
his  expedition  into  5)/ri^;  and  hearing  that  feveral  Chriftians 
'  .had  become, profel^tes  to  the.Jewi/b  religion,  he  ordered  the 
inquiiitors  to  proceed  againtt  them  as  heretics  >•

AccoRDi$4GLy  the  following  year,  St.  L^-u;/!. embarking 
about  the  middle  of  June  at  Mar/eilles,  with  cardinal  Rodofpius 
bifliop  of  y//(^aW  the  apoftolical  legate,  he  arrii^ed  wi^ '  his 
fleet  after  a  dangerotis  voyage  at  Carthage,  which  he  quicMy' 
made  himfelf  mafter  of.  But  marching  afterwards  againft 
Tunis f  while  he  continued  before  that  city,  his  army  was  feiz- 
ed  with  fickncfs,  which  carried  off  a  great  many  of  the  nobles 
and  foldiers.  While  the  king  was  deliberating  about  reim- 
barking  his  troops,  he  ^yas  feized  with  the  diftemper,  and  died  St.  Lewis 
on  the  25th  of  Jugu/i,  his  brother  the  king  of  Sicily  arridng^  ^/.z  at 
the  fame  day  at  the  camp,  together  with  the  fleet  of  Edward  Tunis. 
prince  of  England ,».  The  diftemper  ftill  continuing  in  the 
camp  of  the  crufards,  and  raging  likewife  in  the  city  and  camp 
of  the  enemy,  ,a  truce  was  concluded  with  the  Tunifiaiis  for 
ten  years,  iht  Saracens  engaging  to  defray  the  expences  of 
the  expedition,  to  pay  yearly  to  the  king  oi Sicily  a  Turn  eqifal 
to  the  tribute  given  by  him  to  the  holy  fee,  to  difmifs  all  pri- 
foners,  and  to  allow  chriftianity  to  be  preached  freely  in  their 
country.  Thefe  terms  being  ratified,  E^-u/^rrf  prince  of -ffw^- 
/.:z;a^,proceeded  with  his  fleet  to  the  Holy  Land :  but  as  Philip^ 
yCmgof  France,  with  his  uncle  CW/^/,  and  the  king  of  iV^z: 
varrcy  failed  for  Sicily ,  in  order  to'  return  to  their  owq  domi- 
nions, Edward  fent  back  his  coufin  Henry ^  fon  of  Richard 
duke  of  Cornwall,  to  take  care  ofGuienne,  who,  in  his  journey 
through  Italy,. \va$  jnaflacred  in  a  church  vit  Fit erh,  by  a  fon 
pf  the  l3,ie^ Simon  Mont/ort*^.     \    . 

The  fleet  that  failed  for  Sicily  meeting  with  a  ftorm  on  that 
coaft,    a  great  many  (hips  wete  loft,  and  the  princes  efcaped 
with  gr6at  difficulty.     The  king  of  fr^nr^  immediately  pafled  '  • 
cJver  into  Italy,  and  attended  by  his  uncle  Charles  he  went  to 
Viterbo,  where  both  the  kings  earneftly  foUicited  the  cardinals     ^  n 
•to  proceed  to  an  deftion  5^  but  their  intreaties  having  no  effeft  ^  ,  ^- 1^ 
upon  them,  who  every  one  afpired  to  the  papal  digmty,  they 
took  leave  of  each  other,  and  proceeded  to  their  own  domi- 
nion '*.

Soon  after  going  to  Orvieto^  he  fent  fome  Dcmnicans  and 
francifcans  to  the  king  of  Portugal,  to  exhort  him  to  ceafi; 
oppref&ng  the  ecdefiwics;  and  he   granted   a  fuipeiifion 
for  feven  months  of  the  general  interdi£b,  which  had  been  de^ 
jounced  by  the  bi(hops  of  that  kingdom  ^.

The  pope,  after  the  prayers,  and  the  ufual  ceremo- 
nies at  the  opening  of  the  council,  informed  the  members  that 
he  had  aflembled  them  to  procure  fuccours  for  the  Holy  Land, 
tto  confult  about  an  union  of  the  (7r^^  zni  Latin  churches,  as  « 
well  as  of  the  reformation  c^  difcipline  and  manners,  and  lafUy, 
to  iMScfcribe  ibme«  method  for  the  fpeedy  eleftion  of  a  pope  up- 
on a  vacancy  in  the  holy  fee.

The  Greek  ambafladors  arrived  before  the. fourth  fefli6n, 
which  was  held  the  a4th  of  June.  They  confented  tp  aHow 
the  fupreroacy  of  the  Roman  fee,  and  the  proceffion  of  the 
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'Holy  Ghoft  from  both  the  father  and  the  foa  ;  but  in  com- 
pliance with  the  weaknefs  of  the  people,  they  defiired  that  the 
creed  might  be  repeated  in  their  churdhesin  the  fame  manner  as 
before  the  fchifm,and  that  thofe  ceremonies  that  were  not  oppo* 
fite  to  the  ^om^n  faith  might  ftill  be  preferred.

ordaining,  that  the  cardinals  on  that  occafion  (hould  be  flint 
up  in  the  conclave,  and  allowed  only  one  difli  of  iimple  vie* 
tuals  till  they  had  concluded  the  eleftion.  Next  day  Gregory, 
'  having  exhorted  the  prelates  to  a  voluntary  reformation  oJF 
manners,  and  to  preach  up  a  crufade  into  Syria,  difiniflfed  the 
council,  and  feat  the  abbot  of  CaJ^no  with  the  GreekjuahaBk- 
dors  to  Conftantinople,  to  congratulate  the  emperor  upon  the 
union  of  the  two  churches. 

In  the  council  the  ambafladors  of  the  king  c^  Cq/iile  inflftf 
cd.upon  the  rights  of  their  matter  to  the  empire;  but  Gre^ 
gory  would  not  admit  his  claim,  as  he  had  never  been  crown^ 
ed  at  Jix'la-Chapelle  \  however,  to  prevail  with  him  to  make 
a  voluntary  refigiiation,  he  fent  a  nuncio  into  Spain,  ofFerii^

.    Ten  days  after  the  death  of  Gregory,  the  cardlaals  elefted  Innoceot 
the  bifhop  of  Oftia,  called  Peter  ofTarantaife,  from  the  place  \,slt&ei^ 
pf  his  birth.    He  was  confecrated  at  Rome  on  the  22d  of  Fe-  pops, 
bruary,  took  the  name    of   Innocent  V.  and  immediately 
applied  himfelf  to  put  an  end  to  the  faAions  and  civil  di/Ien* 
flons  in  Italy.     He  abfolved  the  Florentines  from  the  interdi^ 
of  Gregory,  and  fcnt  an  embafly  to  the  (7r^^i  emperor ;  but  he 
was  prevented  from  reconciling  the  Genoefe  .and  Venetians  by 
death,  which  happened  to  him  at  Rome  on  the  22d  of  Jiimv 
in  the  fi^th  month  of  his  pontificate  ^.

Bhndus  and  Trithemius  affirm,  that  he  fecrctly  folHcited  the 
emperor  Rodolpbus  to  come  into  Italy,  to  reprefs  the  exorbi- 
tant power  of  Charles^  who  afted  very  arbitrarily  at  Rome  \ 
While  he  was  expeftingjthe  anfwer  of  Rodoiphus,  he  died  at 
Viterho^  in  the  thirty-feventh  day  of  his  pcmtificate.

€h9fpt       ter,  born  at  U/bon,  and  cardinal  bifliop  of  Tu/culum,  was  ekft-

BemarduSfGuido,  Platina,  ^nd  other  authors,  relate,  that,  tho' 
he  was  accounted  a  learned  man,  he  difgraced  the  pontificate, 
by  the  inconftancy  and  levity  of  his  behaviour ;  yet  they  reckon 
him  Worthy  of  praife  for  affifting  poor  fcholars  with  penfions 
and  preferments.    The  following  year  he  put  the  emperor 
Rodolphus  in  mind  of  his  vow  of  a  crufade,  and  lent  the 
archbiihop  oi  Corinth  fov  the  fame  ptirpofe  to  Philip  king  of 
fL^^Idt     ^^^^^^'    ^^  likewife  fent  nuncios  to  the  great  cham  of  Tir- 
ei9s  t$  ^^^y*  ^^^  ^^^  confirmation  of  the  faithful  in  his  dominions.

Another  author  likewile  affifms« 
that  he  publllhed  fome  d^rees  to  the  prejudice  of  the  monks, 
and  that  he  neglected  and  defpifed  the  conftitutions  of  the 
council  of  iywj,  particularly  that  relating  to  the  conclave  of 
cardinals,  which  had  been  fufpended  by  his  predeceflbr  Ha- 
tit  is  HI'  drian  «.

^  pope,  being  chiefly  mterrupted  by  the  intrigues  of  the  king 
ci Sicily^  who  laboured  earncftly  to  have  one  of  the  French 
cardinils  elefted  «.

9,ni  took  the  name  of  Nicholas  III.     He  was  confecrated  foon  fdf^pe. 
.after  at  Rome ;  but  before  he  left  Fiterboy  he  fent  a  Dominican  .A.  D. 
and  Fr and/can  as  hi?  legates  into  France  and  Sptwiy  to  recon-    ^^7^* 
cUe  Philip  and  Jlphonfo  king  of  CafiiUy  who  both  pretended 
to  the  kingdom  of  Navarre,    Upon  his  arrival  at  Rome^  he  , 
difmifled  thofe  legates  to  Ti^rtary^  who  had  been  ordered 
thither  by  his  predeceflbr;  and  having  received  an  embafly  from 
the  Creek  emperor,  he  fent  the  biftiop  of  Crajfeto  in  Tufcahy^ 
with  three  FrancifcanSt  as  his  nuncios  to  that  emperor,  to  fa« 
tisfy  the  fcruples  of  thofe  Greek  biihops  who  ftill  continued  in 
the  fchifm,  and  to  confirm  the  peace  betwixt  Palaohgus,  and 
Charles  king  of  Sicily,  and  Philip  the  fucceflbrof  iP^/i/W/f, 
commonly  fliled  emperor  of  Conftantinopley  who  ftill  poflefled 
Negroponte^  and  fome  other  places  on  thef  coafts  of  Greece. 

Mean  while  Nicholas  was  very  importunate  with  the  em- 
peror Rodolphus  to  fulfil  what  he  had  promifcd  to  Gregory  at 
Laufanne.     The  emperor  juflified  his  delay,  by  alleging,  that  ^^jj^j. 
the  Vixigof  Sicily  had  not  yet  been  obliged  to  quit  the  title  of  pjjug  con» 
vicar  of  TV^awy;  however,  he  fent  Conrad  oi  Tubingen  zs  his jtrms  the 
plenipotentiary  to  Rome,  who,  in  the  prefence  of  Nicolas,  articles 
twelve  cardinals,  and  a  great  many  bifliops  and  nobles,  rati-  nuhUh  be 
fied  the  articles  formerly  agreed  to  by  Rodolphus  at  Laufanne,  hadfvjom 
whereby  he  ceded  to  the  holy  fee  ^11  thp  fiefs  fituated  betwixt'^  *'  ^*** 
Radicophani  and  Ceperanq^  the  ei^archate  of  Ravenna,  Penta^  »*'^^^* 
polls,   the  march. of  Ancona,  th^  duchy  of  Spoletp,   the  eftate 
of  the  countefs  Mathilda,  the  county  of  Bertimro  in  Romania, 
and  all  the  lands  granted  by  the  emperors  to  the  holy  fee 
fmce  the.  time  of  hsiuis  the  Deboniiaire.    Rodolphus,  by  thefc

Some  authors  affirm,  that  Nicolas  referved  the  fenatorial 
dignity  to  himfelf  during  his  life  ;  and  he  is  accufed  by  fe- 
veral   hiftorians  of  hkving  had  ambitious  views  in  his  tranf- 
*  aftions  with  the  emperor  and  king  of  Sicily y    the  laft  of 
whom  he  had  refolved  to  reprefs,  becaufe  he  had  difdainfuUy 
refiifed  to  give  his  grand-daughter  in  marriage  to  one  of  his 
nephews,  declaring,  that  though  the  pope  wore  redjboes^  yet 
ins  blood  was    unworthy  to  be  allied  with   that  of  kings. 
Nicolas  is  likewife  faid  to  have  intended  to  have  created  two 
kings  of  the  family  ot  the  Orjiniy  one  in  Tufcany,  and  another 
in  Lombardy  ;  but  his  fhort  pontificate  prevented  the  execu^ 
^hefopf    tion  of  his  fchemes  g.     About  this  time  he  fent  his  brother, 
fends  am   "whom  he  had  created  count  of  Romaniola,  with  an  army  into 
army  to      that  county,  to  reduce  feme  cities  that  refufed  to  fubmit  to 
reduciRo'  the  church.     He  likewife  fent  his  nephew  Latinus,  a  Domi- 
maoiola.    ^^^  f^iar,  and  bifliop  of  OJiia,  as  his  legate  into  Tufc<Lny 
and  Lombardy y  to  reconcile  the  contending  faftions  in  thole 
parts.     Mean  while  Philip,  bifhop  of  Formo,  who  had  been 
fent  as  legate  into  Cijrm^iwy,  reconciled  fome  of  the  princes 
to  RodolphuSy  and  proceeding  to  Hungary,  excommunicated 
Ladi/laus  the  king,  who  opprefled  his  chriftian  fubjedls,  and 
plundered  the  churches  and  monafteries.   This  fentence  pro- 
duced a  reformation  in  the  king,  who  was  thereupon  abfolved 
by  the  legate  ^.    About  the  fame  time  cardinal  Jerom,  gene- 
ral-minifter  of  the  Franeifcans,  while  he  was  exercifing  his 
office  of  legate  in  Paris,  by  the  advice  of  a  great  many  of 
his  brethren>  condemned  the  doftriqes  of  Roger  Bacon,  a 
friar  of  the  lame  order,  who,  for  his  furprifing  knowlege  in 
divinity,  natural  philofophy,  and  mathematics,  had  acquired 
the  tide  of  the  wonderful  Do6for.

of  Manfred*    John  having  drawn  the  Greek  emperor  into 

his  meafnresy  came  to  Fiterbo,  in  the  habit  of  a  Francifcan, 

and  obtained  the  cQnfent  of  the  pope.    Nicolas  likewife  gave 

him  letters  to  the  king  of  Arragon,  to  whom  he  promifed 

iCrirVitf/the  inveftiture  of  Sicily  and  Naples \  but  before  the  plot 

Viterbo.   could  be  put  in  execution,  be  died  of  an  apoplexy,  on  the 

20th  of  Auguft,  at  Suriano,  in  the  diocefe  of  Viterbo  °.

A;D.    the  Orfini  of  part  of  their  authority.     Thefe  diftarbances 
laSi.   .occafioned  great  contefts  in  the  conclave  at  Viterbo  \  for  two 
of  the^  cardinals  of  the  ^f;^;ii  family  declared,   that  they 
would  not  allow  an  eleAion  to  be  made,  till  their  relation 
Urjus  was  reftored-^to  his  pretorfhip.    But  the  inhabitants  of 
Viterbo,  at  the  inftigation  of  the  king  of  Sicily  and  Richard 
of  the  family  of  the  Hahnibali,  who  had  the  guard  of  the 
conclave,  broke  in  upon  the  cardinals,  and  carrying  off  the 
Martin     two  Orjini,  kept  them  prifoners  in  irons ;  upon  which  the 
IV.  is  •  others,  on  the  2xft  of  February,  elefted  Simon  de  Brio,  a 
eU^id.

He 
Ckarlcs ' '  '*^^^*f^  recalled  Berthold  from  Romamola ;  and  fent  John  Eppa, 
his  nephew,  to  carry  on  the  war  in  that  province,  againft  ihdc 
•  who  ftill  refufed  to  fubmit  to  the  church.    Great  coofrifions 
frill  continuipg  at  Rome,  cardinal  Orfini,  the  lat^  pope's

'  cities  of  Tufcany.     But  none  confenting  to  fwear  allegiance 

*  but  Vlfa  and  SattminianOy  by  their  afliftance  he  attacked  the

Four  days  after  the  death  of  Martin,  James  Sabellus)  aHonoriM 
Roman,  and  cardinal  deacon,  of  the  title  of  St.  Mary,  in  IV.  is 
Cofmedin,  was  eledted  pope^  and  took  the  name  of  Honorius  ehSed 
IV.  Before  his  confecration,  which  was  performed  at  St.  Pf*  *  ^*' 
Peter's,  on  the  1 6th  of  Aprils  he'gave  an  anfwer  to  the  am- 
bafladors  of  the  king  c^  England^  who  requefted^  that  in  his 
expedition  againft  Scotland  he  might  be  allowed  to  raife^the 
tythes  granted  for  tj^e  crufade  by  the  fynod  of  Lyons »  Hono^ 
rius  rctufed.  to  allo^  bkn  any  authority  over  his  neighbour- 
ing kingdom ;  and  at  the  iame  time  appointed  him  a  limited 
time  for  performing  his  expedition  into  Syria  ".    He  likewtfc 
renewed  the  fentence  of  his  predecsflbr  againft  the  king  of 
Arragm  ;  and  in  order  to  carry  on  the  war  againft  the  Si^ 
cilians,  he  railed  the  tythes  in  the  diocefes  of  Liege,  Metz^ 
BafiU  and  in  fome  others  in  their  ndghbourhood;  notwith^ 
Aanding  the  petition  of  the  imperial  ambafTadors,  who  re- 
quefted  an  exemption  from  that  tax.     This  fame  ytfar  alfo  he 
-wrote  to  his  legate  in  France,  defirii^  him  to  appoint  mafters 
in  the  univerfity  of  Paris  for  tieaching  the  Arabic  and  other 
eaftern  languages,  in  order  to  conveit  the  Saracens,  and  re- 
claim the  Khifmatics  of  the  eaft.

fons,  Alphonfo,  the  eldeft,  for  detaining  Chatles  the  Lame,  king 
of  Naples,  and  James  for  ufurping  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  w. 

Honorius  likewife  follicited  the  emperor  Rod&lphus  to^'***^'^^' 
come  and  receive  the  imperial  crown  at  Rome  ;  but  that,  em-  ^^^^^' 
peror,  more  inteAt  upon  eftabHftiing  his  family,  and  providing  P    .  '^  , 
honours  for  bis  chJldxen,  thought  it  not  prudent  to  march  ^/^i'^'^^Jj  ' 
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into  bafy,  where  he  knew  he  "would  meet  wi A  great  oppb* 
fition,   tf  he  (hould  infift  upon  the  rights  of  the  empire, 
which  for  more  than  loo  years  had  been  conteftcd  by  the 
powerful  cities  of  Lombardy.     However,  he  pretended  ftill  an 
'   intention  of  vifiting  Itafy^  as  foon  as  his  affairs  would  per- 
mit ;  and  in  the  mean  time  fent  the  bifliop  of  Bc^l  as  his 
chancellor  to  receive  the  allegiance  of  the  Italian  cities.    But 
the  greateft  part  of  them,  during  the  troubles  that  fucceedcd 
in  Germany  upon  the  death  of  Frederic  IL  having  acquired 
a  kind  of  fuperiority  and  independency,  they  refufed  to  take  * 
f'i&^Italian  the  oath  prefcribed  by  the  chancellor.     Rodolphus  being  in- 
eitUipur-  formed  by  him  of  their  oppofition,  and  finding  himfelf  unable 
chafe  tbeir  to  reduce  them  by  force,  wrote  to  his  chancellor  to  con- 
liberty       fifm  their  privileges  in  their  full  extent,  on  condition  of  their 
/rom  Ro-  paying  certain  fums  of  money  as  an  equivalent.     This  con- 
dolphtts*    dition  was  very  acceptable  to  the  Italian  cities  ;  accordingly 

Florence^  Genoa,  Bologna,  and  Lucca,  obtained  the  confirma-    I 
tion  of  their  liberties,  upon  payment  of  the  fums  fpecified 
by  the  chancellor  ;  while  feveral  others,  fenfible  of  the  fmall 
authority  of  the  empire  in  Italy,  aflerted  their  independency, 
but  refufed  to  give  any  money  for  the  liberty  of  which  they 
were  then  pofleffion.     Though  Rodolphus,  by  this  accommo- 
dation, only  extended  the  privileges  which  the  cities  had 
obtained  from  Frederic  Barbarojfa,  and  did  not  abfolutely 
feparate  them  from  the  empire,  which  they  even  then  ac- 
knowleged,  yet  this  period  is  reckoned  the  beginning  of  the 
Italian  independency  and  liberty,  for  the' German  emperoFS 
jrftcrwards  had  but  the  mere  ftiadow  of  authority  in  Italy  '. 
,.The  pope  was  greatly  pleafed  with  this  proceeding  of  the 
emperor,  as  he  forefaw  that  it  would  be  a  ftrengthening  of 
the  authority  of  the  holy  fee,  which,  by  the  a/fiftance  of 
Ouido  Montforty  the  Engli/b  refugee,  had  at  laft  reduced  Ro- 
mantola.    As  another  acceflion  of  power,  the  chancellor  at 
this  time,  in  the  name  of  Rodolphus,  made  a  new  ceffion  of 
the  exarchate  of  Ravenna  to  the  apodolic  fee.     Honorius  in 
return,  as  a  mark  of  his  regard  for  the  chancellor,  created 
him  archbiftiop  of  Mentz,  and,  upon  his  departure  from  Italy, 
fent  John  Buccamalif  biftiop  of  Tufcfflum,  along  with  him,  as 
legale  into  Germany.     The  pope  likewife-wrote  to  the  arch- 
biftiop of  Strigonia,  to  reprove  the  king  of  Hungary  for  his 
^   ly     attachment  to  the  pagan  rites  of  Cumani  or  Culmacks.     Soon 
1287*    ^      *  ^^"^  informed  that  Edward  I.  king  of  England,  had

poffeffion  of  the  kingdom  of  Naples^  he  difapproved  of  their  ''f^  ^*^^ 
difpofing  of  Sicily^  which  was  a  fief  of  the  apoftolic  fee,  with-  v'^^'^  ^ 
out  his  confent,  and  prohibited  them,  under  pain  of  cxcom-  ^jj|^/^^ 
munication,  from  proceeding  further  in  that  treaty.     Uleaa^^^  ^^-^-^ 
'while  John  Buccamali,  legate  in  Germany y  held  a  council  at^jpf^nc* 
Wirtzburg^  and  having  publiflied  feveral  canons,  to  be  ob- ^»^  Arra« 
lerved  in  Germany ^  Bohemia^  Denmark^  and  the  other  northern  gon, 
provmces,   made  a  demand  of  the  fourth-part  of  all  eccle- 
iiaftical  revenues  iii  Germany  for  four  years.     Conrad^  bifhop 
of  Touly  oppofed  this  demand  ;  and  after  feverdy  exclaiming 
againft  the  court  of  Romey  appealed  to  a  future  general  coun- 
.  cil :  his  opinion  was  feconded  by  the  whole  afTembly,  which 
immediately  fell  into  great  conJFufion  and  uproar ;  fo  that 
JRodolphus  Was  obliged  to  fend  foldiers  into  the  church  to 
refcue  the  Jegate  from  their  fury  y.

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ragon^  concluded  a  peace  on  thefe  .conditions  ;  that  the  king 
of  Arragon  fliould  pay,  accc^ding  to  the  agreement  of  his 
anceftors,  an  annual  tribute  of  thirty  ounces  of  gold  to  the 
fee  of  Rome ;  fliould  reftore  the  hoflages  of  Charles  king  of 
Naples ;  fliould  oblige  his  mother  and  brother  to  reftore 
Sicily  ;  fhould  go  to  Rome  and  aflc  pardon  of  the  pope,  and 
afterwards  lead.an  army  to  the  aflLftance  of  the  Chriftians  in 
Palejline.  On  performance  of  thofe  conditions,  Charles  Valois 
agreed  to  quit  his  pretenfions  to  his  kingdom,  and  the  pope 
promifed  to  take  oiF  the  fentence  of  interdift  f .  Mphonfo 
was  prevented  from  fulfilling  the  conditions  of  the  treaty  by 
death,  which  happened  to  him  a  few  months  afterwards. 
During  thefe  tranfaSions  in  Provence y  Nicolas ^  at  the 
"  defire  of  the  king  of  Servia^  appointed  inquifitors  of  the  faith 

in  Bo/nia,  againft  the  heretics  in  that  principality ;  and  wrote 
..to  George^  emperor,  as  he  ftiled  himfelf, .  of  the  Bulgarians, 
7 he  Of  rip  to  invite  him .  to  an  union  with  the  Roman  church.     But  his 
tians  en'    attention  was  chiefly  engaged  in  oppofing  the  Saracens,  who 
tinfy  ex-  had  lately  taken  Vtolemais  or  Acon^  and  intirely  expelled  the 
felled        Chriftians  from  Afia.  Upon  receiving  this  melancholy  news, 
from         he  ordered  a  crufade  to  be  preached  every  where,  and  ear- 
Syria,       neftly  exhorted  the  chriftian  princes  to  lay  afide  their  mu- 
*tual  divifionsj  and  to  turn  their  arms  againft  the  Infidels.  He 
.iK)t  only  wrote  to  the  weftern  princes,  but  likewife  to  the 
.cnipcrors  of  Conftantinopk  ^ni.  Trebifond^  to  the  king  of  the 
eaftern  Tartars,  and  to  the  kings  of  the  Armenians^  Iberians, 
and  Georgians y  foUiciting  them  to  give  their  afliftance  againft 
the  Saracens ;  and  informing  them,  that  Edward,  king  of 
England,  had  already  taken  the  crofs^  and  was  to  fail  in  a 
ftiort  time  for  .S)^rw.     He  alfo  prohibite4,  by  a  very  fevere 
cdift,  any  one  from  carrying  arms,  timber,  iron,  or  any  other 
merchandize,  into  any  other  port  belonging  to  the  Saracens  «. 
As  the  knights  Templars  arid  Hofpitallers,   the  two  moft 
^    powerful  orders,  harrafled  each  other  with  perpetual  ani- 
.    mofities  and  diflenfions,  he  confulted  with  the  emperor  of 
-    .      Conftantimple,  the  kings  of  England  and  France,  and  with  the 
.  matters  of  the  orders,  and  fhe  bifliops,  about  uniting  th^ 
.  orders  under  one  general,  and  under  the  fame  regulations. 
'  Councils  were  likewife  Ordered  to  be  celebrated  through  the 
diiferent  provinces  of  Europe,  in  order  to  haften  the  fuccours ; 
:  but  nothing  w|g^  eflefted  that  year,  on  account  of  the  death 
,  of  the  emperor  Rodolphus,  who  had  declared  himfelf  the  moft 
,      forward  to  undertake  the  facred  expedition.     A  few  months

[■ ,  after,  Nicolas  received  an  embafly  from  the  king  of  Armenia,    A.  D. 
imploring  the  affiftance  of  the  European  princes  againft  the     1292.  . 
Saracens  :  as  the  ambaffadors  had  litoewife  letters  to  the  kings 
of  France  and  England^  he  fent  them  to  thofe  princes,  with 
letters  alfo  from  himfelf ;  but  he  died  quickly  after  at  Rome^  Nicolas 
on  the  18,th  of  Jpril,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  oi  St*  dies  at 
'Mary  Major*  Rome. 

Upon  the  death  of  Nicolas^  the  cardinals  went  to  Perugia 
to  chufe  a  fucceflbr ;  but  two  Roman  cardinals,  of  the  families 
of  \ht0rjtni  and  Colonna,  from  their  antient  rivalftiip,  di- 
vided the  college  into  faftions,  and  delayed  the  eleftion  for 
inore  than  two  years.    At  length  cardinal  Latinus  naming  Cclcfllne 
Peter  di  Murro,  who  lived  a  folitary  life  in  a  valley  near  v.  //  cba^ 
Suhno,  theyunanimoufly  chofe  him  pope,  on  the  5  th  of  July,  fin  pope. 
arid  fent  the  archbiftiop  of  Lyons,  with  four  other  perfons,     1 294. 
to  acquaint  him  with  his  promotion.     He,  with  great  reluc- 
tance, accepted  of  the  papal  dignity ;  but  being  prevailed 
upon  by  the  intreatics  of  king  Charles  and  his  fon,  the  king 
of  Hungary,  and  many  other  perfons,  he  mounted  on  an 
afs,  and  fet  out  hr  Aquila,  in  the  kingdom  of  Naples,  where 
he  was  confccrated,  on  the  28  th  of  Augujl,  no  lefs  than 
200,090  people  being  prefent  on  that  occafion,  according  to 
Ithe  relation  of  Ptolemy  of  Lucca,  who  was  an  cye-witnefe  h. 
At  his  confecration  he  took  the  name  of  Celejline  V.  and  hav-  >^, 

ing  confirmed  the  order  which  he  had  lately  inftituted,  he 
proceeded  to  Naples,  where  he  created  twelve  cardinals,  two 
of  vfhom  were  monks  of  his  own  offder,  and  fome  others 
Frenchmen,  and  friends  of  king  Charles  K     As  he  continued 
in  his  former  manner  of  life,  without  afluming  any  thing  of 
the  fplendor  of  a  pope,  and  from  his  ignorance  and  fimplicity 
conferred  benefices  on  improper  perfons,  "and  even  grante^ 
the  fame  things  to  different  fuitors,  the  cardinals  quickly 
thought  of  depoftng  him.     BenediSi^  cardinal  Cajetan,  being 
in  hopes  of  the  pontificate  for  himfelf,  and  having  great  in* 
ifluence  with  Celefiine,  who  of  himfelf  was  willing  to  abdicate, 
prevailed  with  him  to  haftcn  his  rcfolution.  Accordingly  the  He  ahi^ 
pope,  notwithftanding  the  oppofition  of  king  Charles  tLni,  cate iik 
the   people  of  Naples,   on  the  15  th  of  December  made  a  dignit    , 
decree  for  his  own  abdication,  which  having  read  to  the 
fcardinals,  he  immediately  pulled  off  his  pontifical  ornamentSj^ 
and  laid  them  at  thefar  feet  ^.    He  is  blamed  by  fome  authors

Bonifac*        The  cardihals  having  received  a  power  to  proceed  to  a 

VIII.  «-    new  elcftion,  ten  days  after  the  abdication  of  Celeftine^  chofc 

le^$dfofi.  Benedi&^  who  was  born  at  Jnagni,  of  the  noble  £a,a^Uj  of 

the  Cajetdns,     He  took  the  name  of  Benifac^  VIII.  |ind  oa 

the  3d  day  after  his  eleftion,  annulled  all  the  afts  not  y^t 

executed,  of  Nicolas  IV.  and  Jiis  pr^deccflbr  Cdcjilm^  and  re^ 

yoked  all  the  difpenfations,  indulgences,  and  bulls  of  rever- 

fion  granted  by  tbem.   This  proceeding  created  him  a  great 

many  enemies,  who   accufed  him  of  arrogance  and  pride, 

^nd  that  he  had  acquired  th^  pontificate  by  indireft  and  frau-^ 

dulent  means.     To  flop  this  clamour,  he  publirficd  a  coa» 

'  feflion  of  his  faith,  which  he  prefented  at  the  altar  of  .St\ 

Peter,  in  which  church  he  was  confecratcd,  about  the  middlo 

of  January^  in  the  prefence  of  the  kings  of  Sicily  and  Hwi- 

gnry,  who,  upon  his  return  from  the  church,  walked  oa 

both  fides  of  his  horfe,  which  they  held  by  the  bridle.

(  QJ  During  the  pontificate 
of  Celefitne^  the  famous  chapel 
of  the  Virgin  ^arj  is  faid  to 
have  been  transported  by  angels 
into  Italy,  According  to  the 
fllory,  after  the  Saracfm  had 
made  themfelt^s  entirely  *iiiaflers 
of  Pakjliney  the  pilgrims  being 
dented  aceefs  to  the  chapel  at 
i^a'^careth,  it  was  conducted,  io 
the  year  12^1^  at  midnight,  in- 
t^  palmdHa^  and  placed  upon 
a  little  hiH  near  the  Ihore  of  the 
Adriatic,  At  the  fame-fime  it

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As  the  legality  of  his  d(feftioa  was  greatly  ^uefUoaed,  Ut  imfn-- 
Bonjface  ^was  afraid  left  bis  cnejnies  (hould  oblige  dle^ine  x^ofins  Cc- 
re-affume  the  papal  dignity ;  he  thcrcfcufe  ma^  diligent  co-  kftinc, 
quiry  to  finS  him  out,  while  Celeftijie,  on  the  other  hand, 
as  esirneft  to  hide  himfelf  Jfrom  the  world,  had  thrice  en- 
deavoured to  pafs  pver  into  Dalmatm^  but  was  prevented  I^ 
the  wind.

Aftek  he  had  thus  provided  for  iAs  ow|i  fecurity  in  his 
new  dignity,  he  ient  the  biihops  of  Jlbano  and  PiL^rina 
as  his  legates,  to  reconcile  the, kings  <x( France  and  England ; 
and  being  informed  that  the  empenor  J^lj^hus  had  accepted 
of  a  fubfidy  from  the  kii^  of  Sngland  to  aft  againft  Frmice^ 
,he  fent  .t\y:o  l^ates  to  ,him  in  G^n^at^^  to  exhort  him  to 
defert  that  alliance,  but  without  any  effefi  at  that  time.   He  Concludes 
was  more  fuccefsful  in  concluding  ihc  peace  betwixt  the  ^  f'^^f 
French  and  tie  \drra^cmans ^t  Jna,gtii.\  the  king  g( ^rragon^f^^^^ .

As  Edward  was 
engaged  in  a  war  with  Scotland^  He  willingly  accepted  of  the 
truce ;  but  Philip  having  met  with  fome  fuccefles,  ref afed  to 
comply  with  the  orders  of  the  legates,  alleging,  that  the 
temporal  government  of  his  kingdom  belonged  to  himfelf 
alone.  To  aflert  his  right,  he  publiflied  an  edlA,  forbiddii^ 
all  ftrangers,  ecclefiaftics  not  excepted,  from  entering  his 
kingdom,  or  any  Frenchman  to  go  out  without  his  ^cprefs 
TMtlbes  pcrmifBon.  Mean  while  Bon^ace,  h^ing  received  great  com- 
^^j^/^/^^  plaints  againft  the  king  of  England,  for  obliging  his  clergy 
the  immw  ^V  fp^'^e  to  fubmit  to  a  new  tax,  together  with  the  reft  of 
nity  o/thiUs  fubjefts ;  and  other  princes  being  likewife  atcufed  of  op- 
ckrgy.       preffing  .their  clergy,  he  publiflied  a  bull,  prohibiting  all 
kings,  princes,  or  nobles,  from  raifing  any  fubfidy,.  or  tax, 
under  any  pretence  whatever,  from  ecclefiaftics,  or  the  eccle- 
fiaftics from  giving  what  was  demanded  of  them,  without 
the  permiflion  of  the  pope,  under  pain  of  excommunication, 
both  againft  the  givers  and  the  cxaftors  p.     But  being  in- 
formed of  the  edift  of  the  king  of  France,  he  publiflied 
another  bull,  fomewhat  more  moderate,  allowing,  that  fove- 
reigns  in  great  neceflities  of  ftat^  had  an  authority  to  raife 
taxes,  even  upon  ecclefiaftics  9.  ^  About  this  time  we  are 
informed  by  Spondanus  ',  that  Boniface  confirmed  the  vicariate 
of  Tufcany,  granted  by  the  emperor,  to  John  de  Cabihn  ;  but 
the  cities  of  Itfify  being  defirous  of  fhaking  off  the  yoke  of 
.  the  empire,  drew  the  pope  into  their  party  By  a  prefent  of 
80,00©  florins,  who  in  confequence  of  that  fum,  foon  after 
perfuaded  the  vicar  tp  overlook  the  rights  of  the  empite,  by 
conferring  the  biftiopric  of  Liege  tpon  his  brother. 

He  likewife  began  at  this  time  to  perfecute  the  family  of 
Colonna,  in  refentment  of  the  oppofition  made  to  his  eleftxon 
by  two  cardinals  x>{  that  name,  who  had  even  publiflied 
fome  libels  againft  him,  addreflbd  to  all  chriftian  princes, 
accufing  him  of  pride,  ambition,  and  avarice,  and  aflferting, 
that  none  were  obliged  to  obey  him,-  as  he  was  not  a  lawful 
pope.  Boniface  embraced  the  firft  opportunity  of  taking 
.  revenge;  and  Stephen  Cobnna  khing  and  carrying  off  ibme 
^of  the  facred  utenfils,  the  pope  cited  hitA,  and  his  brother 
and  uncle,  both  cardinals,  to  appear,  and  juftify  themfelves 
at  Rome.  But  they  neglefted  the  fummons,  and  trufling  to 
the  power  of  their  family,  and  the  ftrength  of  the  Gibeline 
faftion,  fortified  themfelves  in  Pilqfirina.  The  pope  bekig 
informed  of  their  contempt,  called  a  council  of  the  cardinals

Having  alfo  appointed  James,  king  of  Arragon,  ftandard-  The  king 
bearer,  general,  and  admiral  of  the  church,  upon  his  arri- ^/'Arra' 
val  at  Rmne^  he  crowned  him  king  of  Corfica  and  Sardinia,  gon  w 
■which  two  iflands  he  granted  him  as  fiefs  of  the  fee  of  Rome,  p  owned

About  the  fatme  time  he  fent  the  general  mafter 
of  the  Dominitans,  and  the  general  minifter  of  the  Fra/icif- 
cans,  to  reconcile  the  kings  of  France  and  Eiiglafid,   who 
prevailed  with  them  to  agree  to  a  truce  for  two  years,   and 
to  fend  deputies  to  the  pope,  who  offered  to  negotiate  a 
peace,  not  as  judge  but  as  mediator  *.     Soon  after  he  wa^ 
informed,  that  the  eleftors  had  depofed  the  emperor  ^doU 
^hus ;  and  that  he  was  killed  in  the  battle  by  his  competitor 
.Albert ;  which  news  was  quickly  after  confirmed  by  an  em- 
bafly  from  Albert^  defiriog  the  confirmation  of  his  eleftion 
by  the  pope.  Boniface  refufed  the  requell  of  the  ambafladors, 
and  declared,  that  Albert  ought  to  be  accounted  a  traitor, 
for  rebclUng  ag^nft  his  lawful  fovereign.  Mean  while  he  ap- 
plied himfelf  to  fettle  the  articles  of  the  treaty  betwixt  the 
kings  of  France  and  EnglandjZni.  the  count  of  Flandersy  the 
king  of  England's  ally.   He  determined  that  the  pea:ce  /hould 
be  confirmed  by  a  double  alliance;  namely,  that  the.  king 
of  England  and  his  fon  ftiould  marry,   the  one   the   Cfter, 
and  the  other  the  daughter  of  the  king  of  France,  who  ihauld 
likewife  reflore  the  cities,  and  the  captive  daughter  of  the 
1299.    count  of  Flanders.    This  laft  -artide  greatly  car^d  kiqg 
-Philip,  who  declared  that  he  would  not  dbferve  it ;  and  one 
of  his  nobles  i$  faid  to  have  fnatohed  the  pope's  letter  ifr<Mn 
the  hands  of  the  archbifliop  of  Rheims,  to  have  torn  it  \iiith 
his  teeth,  and  to  have  thrown  it  into  the  fire.     As  this  be* 
haviourof  the  king,  and  the  edift  publiftied  by  him  three 
years  before,  tended  to  an  open  rupture  with  the  pope,  h« 
'  concluded  a  treaty  with  the  emperor  Albert,  which  he  Ilrength- 
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oaed  by  an  aUunce  betwixt  the  emperor's  foQ  RodQl^hus,  and 
Blanch  his  own  fifter. 

During  thefe  proceedings  of  the  king  of  Trance,  B&nifyce  He  iTtfa^ 
ordered  the,  king  of  England  to  fet  John  Baliol^  bis  prifoncr,  promts  9/ 
and    king  di  Scotland,  at  liberty.    He  like  wife  oj^aiaed  a  /*^  tingoj^ 
truce  to  be  obferved  for  rwo  years  between  En^and  aijd  ^*^g^****^*^ 
Scotland ',  T^tiA  declared  to  Edward,  tha.t^  the  kingdom  of^'^^^/^v 
Scotland  was  not  fubjeft  to  England,  but  belonged  to  the^a-  Scodano. 
man  fee  ;  be  therefore  required  him  to  iet  the  Scotch  biihops 
and  ecclefiaflics,  who  had  aflerted  the  independency  of  their 
kingdom,  at  liberty;  and  if  he  thought  he  had  any  claim  to 
Scotland,  he  defired  him  to  fend  deputies  to  Rome,  to  juftify 
hi^.pretenfions  before  the  apoiloUc  fee  ^.     Soon  after  b^lng 
informed  that  the  king  of  Arragon,  after  fome  fuccedes,  had 
defer  ted  Sicily,  he  wsote  to  him,  reproaching  him  with  ne- 
gle<^ing  his  engagements ;  he  iikewiie  reproved  the  king  of 
Naples  for  truuing  the  command  of  his  armies  to  his  ions, 
who  were  without  experience ;  and  having  fent  for  Ch arks  of 
Valois,  the  brother  of  the  king  of  France,  to  cpmmand  in. 
Italy,  he  fki^ly  prohibited  thi&  king  of  Naples  in  the  meaa 
time  from  enteriAg  into  any  accommodation  with  Frederic 
and  the  Sicilians. 

The  following  year  being  accounted  the  beginning  of  a  Tht  Jfrfi 
new  century,  Boniface^  fays  Spondanus,  opened  a  fhort  way  ;«*//r# 
to  heaven,  and  publifhed  a  bull,  promifing  a  full  pardon  and  hfU  at 
remiflion  of  all  fins,  to  thofe  who,  beiag  confeffed  and  peni-  Ro™«j 
tent,  ftxould  vifk  the  churches  of  the  apoftles  Peter  and   ^* 
Paid  for  fifteen^ays.     From  diis  general  indulgence  he  ex-    ^  ^^^' 
cepted  thofe  who  traded  with  the  Saracens ;  and  Ukewife 
Frederic  the  pofleffor  of  Sicily,  with  all  thofe  that  adhered  to 
him,  elpecially  the  Gmoefe,  whom,  together  with  the  car- 
dinals of  the  family  of  Cplonna,  he  excommunicated  in  the 
Lateran  Qhmch  on  Good  Friday,    In  confequence  of  this  bull 
granted  by  the  pope,  fuch  great  numbers  of  people  of  all         « 
conditions  flocked  from  all  parts  of  Europe  to  Rome,  that 
during  the  greateft  part  of  the  ye^r  there  were  reckoned  no 
lefs  than  200,000  ftrangers  in  the  city ;  and  the  author  of 
the  chronick  of  Parma  declare?,  that  the  travellers  on  the 
Claudian  road  had  the  appearance  every  day  of  the  march  of 
a  numerous  army  y,    Notwkhftandlag  this  great  coacourfe 
of  foreigners  in  Italy  afnd  at  Rome,,  Fil/ani,  who  was  an 
eye-witnefs,  relates,  that  there  Was  the  greateft  abundance 
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of  prOTiiions,  which  never  rofe  above  the  commoa  prke's

ni  king       During  thefe  rejoicings  at  Rame^  Boniface  received  an 
^f  the       embafTy  from  Cafquus  king,  of  the  Tartars^  informing  him, 
Tartars     that,  together  with  the  kings  of  Georgia  and  Armenia^  he  had 
4efoats  themzrchtA.  with  an  army  of  200,000  men  into  Syria^  and, had 
Saracens   defeated  the  foltan  of  Egypt ^  and  afterwards  taken  pofleffien 
in  Palcf-  of  Damafcus  \  but  upon  hearing  that  his  own  kingdom  was 
**"^'         invaded,  he  had  marched  back  with  his  army,  and  therefore 
intreated  the  pope  and  the  princes  oi  Europe  to  fend  fuccours 
into  Syria^  to  fecure  his  conquefts,  before  the  Saracens  fhould 
reinforce  their  army.     This  embafly  caufed  great  joy  at 
Rome  ;  but  no  fuccours  were  fent  into  Syria,  the  pope  and 
the  chriftian  princes,  according  to  Fiilani  and  Antoninus,  be- 
ing too  much  employed  in  profecuting  their  own  private  re- 
fentments,  to  mind  the  public  welfare  *.    Boniface,  however, 
prevailed  with  the  king  of  Naples  to  permit  a  galley  to  be 
fitted  out  in  Apulia,  to  carry  back  Gutfcard,  the  Tartarian 
t        '  ambaflador  ^.     He  likewife  confirmed  the  edift  of  Charles' 
againft  the  Saracens  of  Lucera  or  Nocera,  obliging  them  to 
receive  baptifm  upon  pain  of  death,  in  confequence  of  which, 
the  greateft  part  of  theih  quitted  Italy,  a  few  of  them  only, 
who  were  afterwards  called   Marrani,  chufing  to  receive 
baptifm  <^.

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Tttfi  pope  likewifc  held  a  council  at  Romey  to  deliberate  'The  pope 
upon  the  affairs  of  the  Holy  Land,  and  fent  perfons  to  prc2LchorJfrs  a 
a  crufadc  in  the  different  provinces  of  Europe;  writing ' alfo ^'^^A^' '* 
to  Philip  king  of  France,  exhorting  him  to  take  the  crofs.^'J^''*^^*' 
His  exhortations  with  Philip  had  ao  effeft  ;  for  that  prince  ''' 
tvas  animated  againft  him/  on  account  of  his  intermeddling  in 
the  difpute  betwixt  hitn  and  the  king  of  England;  he  there- 
fore afforded  his  proteftion  to  the  baniftied  cardinals,  who 
'  were  the  ocicafion  afterwards  of  widening  the  breach  :  how- 
ever, at  this  time  he  allowed  his  brother  Charles  to  raife  the 
tythes  that  had  been  granted  him  by  tlje  pope  for  his  jour- 
ney into  Italy,     Boniface  in  the  mean  time  received  another 
embaffy  from  the  emperor  Albert,  defiring  his  eleftien  to  be 
confirmed  by  the  apoftolic  fee ;  but  he  would  not  even  give 
audience  to  the  German  ambal&dors  ;  and  appearing  in  pub* 
lie  with  a  fword  at  his  fide,,  and  dreffed  like  a  general,  he 
aflSrmed,  that  he  himfelf  was  bbth  emperor  and  pope  d. 

Soon  after  Charles  of  Valois  arriving  at  Anagni,  accom-  ffi  creates 
panied  by  his  wife,  and  a  great  body  of  French  nobility,  Charles  of 
the  pdpe  received  him  with  great  affeftion,  and  created  him  Valois 
governor  of  all  the  territories  of  the  church,  pacificator  oi'^carof 
Tufcany,  and  vicar  of  the  empire.    He  likewife  gave  him  theftnpire^ 
hopes  of  raifing  him  to  the  empire  of  Germany,  which  he     A.  D. 
then  reckoned  vacant;  and  even  talked  of  conferring  upon     '3<^"* 
him  the  empire  of  Conftantinople,  in  right  of  his  wife,  who 
was  grand-daughter  to  Baldwin,  the  laft  Latin  emperor.   In 
the  mean  time  he  fent  him  to  Florence,  to  compofe  the  dif- 
.    fenfions  in  that  city,  which  was  then  divided  into  the  faftions 
of  the  Whites  and  the  Blacks,  who  perfecuted  each  other  with 
as  great  animofity  as  the  Gueiphs  and  Gibelines  had  done  for- 
merly.    Thefe  two  faftions  arofe  fome  years  before,  from 
the  difcords  among  the  defcendents  of  the  fame  family,  which 
the  Florentines  at  firft  endeavoured  to  quell,  but  infeniibly  » 
Were  led  to  patronize ;  and  the  Whites  becoming  inferior,  had 
r^courfe  to  the  party  of  the  Gibelines,  which  drew  upon 
them  the  hatred  of  the  pope.     Charles,  'Upon  his  arrival  at    . 
Florence,  inftead  of  afting  as  an  impartial  niediator,  fomented 
the  difcords;  and,  after  five  months  rcfidence,  left  the  city 
more  embroiled  than  he  found  it  at  his  arrival «. 
.  Mean  while  Boniface  fent  the  bifhop  of  Pamiers  as  his  Differente 
legate  to  the  king  of  France,  to  excite  him  to  an  expedition  betwixt 
to  iSyrw,  and  to  prohibit  him,  under  pain  of  excommuni- ^^'/'^^^^     . 

cation,  from  appropriating  the  tythes  railed  for  that  purpofe,  ^^^  *^' 
....  /  king  of 
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from  C(¥oScmng  tacant  benefices  ^thout  the  ooafeot  oi  the 
pope,  and  from  retainiag  the  rev^enues  <^  vacant  biflioprka. 
As  the  I^ate  a  fevir  years  before  had  been  created*  a  U/hop 
by  the  pope,  contrary  to  the  incUnation  of  the  king,  he  exe* 
cuted  lus  commiifion  with  great  indifixetioQ  and  iniblence ; 
and  affirmed,  that  he  was  fubjed):  to  none  bat  the  pope,  both 
in  fpirituals  and  temporals.  PlfH^,  to  reprefs  his  iniblence, 
called  aa  zSetnHj  of  the  nobles  and  bilhops  at  Senlis ;  and 
producing  feveral  articles  of  accnfatioa  againft  the  legate, 
coBunittdi  him  as  a  prifoner  to  the  archbi£op  of  Nariann^, 
his  metropolitan.  Boniface,  i^rmed  of  the  imjxiibiiinent  of 
.  his  legate,  fent  a  nundo  to  order  the  king  of  France^  iiyhis 
name,  to  fet  him  at  liberty,  and  to  ddift  from'opprefling.  the 
clergy,  declaring  at  the  fame  time,  that  the  pope  was  (ovc* 
'reign  of  the  whole  world,  both  in  temporals  and  f^nritoals, 
and  to  think  otherwiiie  was  a  herefy.  The  nuacio  Ukewife 
had  orders  to  fummon  the  bilhops  and  dodors  to  a  couodi» 
to  be  held  'the  foUo^ng  year  at  Rorm;  and  if  the  king 
{hould  refufe  to/Tet  the  legate  at  liberty ^^  to  abfolve  bis  fab- 
jeAs  from  their  allegiance,  and  declare  the'kingdom  of  Fram:^ 
fellen  to  the  apoftcdic  fee* 

The  bull  was  no  fooaer  produced,  bat  the  count  of 
jfrtois  fnatched  it  from  the  nuncio^  and  threw  it  into  the 
fire ;  and  he,  together  with  the  legate,  who  was  fet  at  liberty, 
were  ordered  immediately  to  depart  the  kingdom.  The  king 
likewife  called  a  parliament,  and  decreed,  t^at  no  ecclefiaAic 
fhould  go  to  Jiome ;  and  that  no  perfon  Aiould  carry  any  gold 
and  itlver  out  of  the  kingdom.  Guards  were  alfo  ^ced  oa 
the  confines,  to  prevent  any  other  letters  to  be  brought  from 
the  pope ;  and  Peter  Fiota,  one  of  the  king's  counfellors, 
was  feat  to  Rome,  to  defend  the  rights  of  the  king;  who  is 
faid  to  have  behaved  with  great  intrepidity  ;  and  upon  the 
pope's  threatening  the  king  vdth  excommunication,  to  have 
replied,  Holy  father,  yaur  fword  is  only  verbal  \  but  that  rf 
my  mafter  is  real.  The  church  of  Rome  being*  exprefly  fpe- 
cified  in  the  probibitioa  for  carrying  gold  and  filver  out  of 
the  kingdom,  Boniface^  on  the  4th  of  December,  pnbiiOted 
a  fufpenfion  of  all  the  privileges  and  favours  conferred  oa 
the  kings  of  France  by  the  apoftolic  fee  ;  and  prohibited  the 
ccclefiaftics  from  paying  any  tythes  or  lubfidy  whatever, 
without  the  exprefs  naandate  of  the  fame  fee;  ordering,  aif 
the  fame  time,  the  bulls,  containing  the  aforefaid  privil^eg 
jmd /favours,  to  be  laid  before  the  futiue  general  council,  to 
which  h^  again  fummoned  the  clergy  of  France  ^

rifdtAion;  and  if  be  would  fend  noblemen  of  probky  to    ^ 
Rome^  be  would  cevoke  whatever  they  fiiouM  ihink  had 
,been  faid  or  done  to  the  prejudice  of  the  rights  c€  the  king 
fOr  kingdom  of  France.     At  the  fame  time  be  inMed  that 
fthe  biihofs   Ihouid  obey  his  fnoifiions  to  the  council  at 
.Rmne^  under  pm  x&  being  depofed  and  deprived  of  their 
4)enefices*  .  Soon  after  he  pui)Ii&6d  a  bull,  concerning  the 
authority  4Kad  power  ef  the  chardi,  and  &e  two  fword$ 
^giiantssd  to  daer  iby  Cfatift ;  In  anfwet  to  which  feveral  trea- 
tifes  were  pubUflied  m^rAnce  coneeming  die  papal  and  regal 
.-power,  demonftratingy  tihat  the  church  had  no  authority  in 
temporal  affiiirs. 

Mean  while  JBmiface^  h&ag  refGAved  to  hnmtde  the  king  Cvijtrmi 
-of  France^  at  let^th  csonfented  to  acknowlege  the  validity  of  tht  eUc- 
the  clcaion  of  the  emperor  Albert^   on  condition  "that  be  Htm  of  the 
-renounced  all  tisaties  and  alUauires  made  with  any  princes  to  mptror. 
^he  {nrejndioe  of  the  holy  fee  ;  «that  he  took  an  oath  ctf*  A*     iso}. 
idelity  to  the  pope,  and  confin&ed  all  the  grants  of  his  pre- 
deceflbrs.     Ehiring  this  negotiation  with  the  emperor,  he 
,ient  another  l^te  iiuo  France ,  with  twelve  articles  to  be 
•affented  to  and  fobCbribed  by  the  king ;  the  chief  of  which    ^ 
were,  ^2tPbUip  ihoxAd  allow  the  ecclefiaftics  to  come  to 
Mome ;  tl^t  the.cdrfenring  of  benefices  belonged  to  the  pope^ 
who  had  Ekewie  an  au^ority  of  fending  nuncios  or  legate^ 
into  any  Jdngdom,  without  the  requ^ft  or  confcnt  of  any 
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'one ;  that  no  layman  had  any  authority  of  difpofing  of  ec* 
ddlaftical  revenues ;  that  the  fupreme  authority  belonged  to 
the  apoftolic  fee,  Avhich  might  impofe  a  tythe  or  fubfidy 
upon  ecclefiaftics,  without  the  confentof  any  prince;  that 
the  king  ought  to  appear  by  his  proxy  before  ^he  pope,  to 
give  fatisfa£lk>n  for  the  contempt  of  the  apoftolic  fee,  inhum- 
ing the  bull  fealed  with  the  piftures  of  St.  Peter  and  St. 
Paul  \  that  the  city  of  Lyons  and  its  fnburbs  were  not  \nthin 
the  bounds  of  the  kingdom  of  France  7  and  that  the  fpiritual 
iword  ought  to  be  reftored  to  the  clergy,  notwithilanding 
any  privileges  of  the  king  or  his  officers. 

The  king  of  France^  to  juftify  himfelf  from  the  accufa- 
tion  of  oppreffing  his  clergy,  publilhed  an  edift  for  the  re- 
formation of  his  kingdom,  by  which  he  allowed  all  the  ec- 
clefiaftjcs  to  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  they  were  in  poflefGon 
of  during  the  reign  of  St.  Lewis  ;  but  he  abfolutely  reftifed 
ne  ithfr    to  fign  the  articles  above-mentioned.      On  which  account 
of  France  the  pope,  having  then  concluded  his  treaty  with  the  emperor, 
is  ix<om*   publiihed  a  fentence.of  excommunication  dgainft  Philips  and 
mtfff/Vtf/#</,  ordered  the  bifliops  of  France  to  appear  perfonally,  or  by 
their  proxies,  within  three  months,  at  Rome^  under  paia  dF 
depofition.    Philip  immediately  called  a  parliament  at  Paris ^ 
in  which  aflembly  the  nobles  drew  up  a  long  accufation 
againft  Boniface^  accuixng  him  of  divers  hereiies,  of  the  death 
of  Celejiiuey  of  intrufion  into  the  apoftolic  fee,  of  fimony, 
appeals  to  facrilege,  magick,  and  other  enormous  crimes  ;  and  appeal- 
a  gineral  j^g  to  a  future  general  council,  they  were  joined  in  their 
council,      appeal  by  the  king  and  the  biihops,  vnxh  a  falvo  of  the  ho- 
nour and  reverence  due  to  the  Aohian  church,  from  which 
they  had  no  intention,  to.recede.     The  pope,  who  was  then 
at  Jnagni,  being  informed  of  the  proceedings  of  the  parlia- 
ment at  Paris  f  cleared  himfelf  by  oath  pf  the  crimes  laid 
to  his  charge  by  that  aflembly  ;  he  then  confirmed  the  cen- 
fures  againil  the  king  by  another  excommunination ;  he  like- 
wife  laid  his  kingdom  under  an  interdi^,  abfolved  his  fub; 
jefts  from   then:  allegiance,   ordered  the  emperor  to  take 
pofleiEon  of  France^  and  excited  the  king  of  England  and 
the  Flemings  to  make  war  upon  Philip. 

Mean  while  the  cardinals  Colonna  being  ftiU  \f\  France, 
formed  a  fcheme  with  IVilliam  Nogaret,  one  of  the.counfel- 
lors  of  the  king,  of  feizlng  upon  the  pope :  they  accord- 
ingly ftt  out  for  Italy^  and  arriving  ia  Tufcany,  Nogaret 
pretended  that  he  came  to  treat  of  peace  with  the  pope ; 
but  having  fome  fecret  aflbcis^tes  at  J^nagni^  he  privately 
hired  three  or  four  hundred  French  hoxk  that  had  coihe 
into  Italy  with  the  eount  oi  Valois^  ivho  alTembliog  in  the 
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xicighbourhood  of  Anagni,  oa  the  7th  of  Sepfemher,  fur- 
prized  the  town,  and  immediately  took  poffeffion  of  the 
pope's  palace.    Bomface,  on  the  firft  alarm,  was  deferted  by  Boniface 
all  the  cardinals  except  two ;  and  Nogaret  and  Sctarra  Co-  isftixed 
ionna  entering  his  chamber,  ufed  him  with  great  indignity,  h  *^^ 
and  threatened  to  carry  him  bound  to  Lyons  ^  to  be  depofed^^^^5^ 
by  a  general  council.    After  they  had  detained  him  three  jV®" 
days,  and  plundered  all  his  treafures,  which  were  immenfe,  ^^^J, 
the  citizens  of  Agnani^  awaking  from  their  furprize,  expelled       ^    ^ 
the  French^  and  let  the  pope  at  liberty.    Boniface  a  few  days 
after  returned  under  a  ftrong  guard  to  Rcme ;  but  the  gtid  and  dm  0/ 
and  vexation  of  his  imprifonment  made  fuch  an  impreflion  ^'■/^ 
on  his  fpirits,  that  he  was  feized  with  a  fever,  of  which  he 
died  on  the  12th  of  Odfober,  and  was  buried  the  next  day 
in  the  church  of  St.  Peter  ^. 

A  FEW  days  after  the  death  of  Boniface^  the  conclave  Benedia 
aflembledin  the  Vatican  palace,  and  unailimoufly  chofe  friar  XL  is 
Mcolas  Bocajini^  biftiop  of  OJlia  (T),  who  took  the  name  oiekaed 
Benedidl,  by  fome  reckoned  the  Xth,  but  by  others  the  XIth/»^'« 
of  that  name.    Immediately  after  his  election,  he  cited  No- 
garetf  Seiarra,  and  iall  thofe  concerned  in  feizing  Bofiiface, 
to  appear  at  Rome ;  and  foon  after  he  received  letters  of 
congratulation  from  the  emperor  and  the  king  of  France. 
An  embafTy  likewife  arrived  fr6m  the  .Tartars  ^  in  treating  a 
reconciliation  among  the  chriftian  princes,  and  fuccours  to 
be  fent  into  the  Holy  Land.  '  About  the  fame  time  BenediSl 
alfo  received  a  letter  in  the  Chaldaic  language  from  Injibraim, 
patriarch  of  the  eaftern  Chriftians,  acknowleging  the  pope  to 
be  the  chief  paftor  and  judge  of  all  Chriftians,  and  the 
Roman  church  the  mother  of  all  other  churches  ^     In  the  He  endea*
